AN INTRODUCTION TO ASTRONOMY AND 
GEOGRAPHY. 


A STRONOMYi is the fcience oF the cdeftial bodies ; and GaoGaAPHT» 
is a defcriptioa of the Earth. As thcfe two fcienccs have» in manf 
rapedsy anecefla^ connezioDi we fiiatt take a curfory view of each.

Astronomy is a fdencei which has been the ftudy and admiration of the 
moft remote ages. The true fyftenr of the univerfe appears to have been known 
in the earlieft times. Pythagoras^ in particular, who flouri(hed near 500 years 
before Chrift, was undoubtedly acquainted with the prefect dodrine of the 
planetary motions, which be is foppofed to have learned during his refidence 
with fome more enlightened nations in the Eaft. Hence this dodrine, for 
many ages, was called the Pythagorean Syftem. This fyftem fuppofes the 
Earth at reft in the centre of the univerfe, and that the heaYcns revolve round 
k from eaft to weft, carrying all the celeftial bodies along with them, in twenty 
four hours. Being confonant to appearances, it was adhered to for many 
ages, till happily, in the year 1530, the true fyftem was revived by Nicolaus 
Copernicus, a native of Thom, in Weftem Pruffa. 

Of the Solar Sjfim* 

As by the unher/e is to be underftood the whole frame of nature, to the ut« 
moft extent of the creation, by the /ohr fjfim is meant that portion only of 
the univerfe which comprehends the Sun, planets, latellites, and comets. Of 
this fyftem the Sun is the centre ; and there are feven planets which revolve 
round him, each in its path or orbit. The names of thele planets, in the 
order of their diflance from the Sun, are Mercury, Venus, the Earth, Mars, 
Jupiter, Saturn, and the Georgian. The firft two, becaufe they move within 
the orbit of the Earth, are called inferior planets $ and the laft four, on account 
of their moving without that orbit, are called fuperior planets. 

Tir Sun^ 

The Sun, the centre of our fyftem, the parent of the leafons, and << great 
delegated fource of light and life,” is in the form of a fpheroid, higher under 
the equator than alxmt the poles. His diameter is 763,000 miles, his folid 
bulk a million of times huger than the Earth’s ; and his diftance from the 
Earth is 01,173,000 miles. This diftance is fo pr^igious, that a cannon-ball, 
which mms at the rate of about eight miles in a minute, would be fometfiing 
mojj^&in twenty-two years and a half in going from the Earth to the Sun. A 
number of maculae, or dark fpots, by means of a telefcope, may be feen on dif- 
ferent parts of his furface. Tbefe fpots are fuppofed to be imiiienfe ezcava- 
tioDS in the body of the Sun. They have a motion from eaft to weft ; and 
n they are obferved to move quicker when they are near the cefitral regions, 
it follows that the Sun muft be a fpherical body, and revolve on his axis. 
The time in which he performs this revolution is twenty-five days and fiz 
kowrp,

The planets are all opaque^lpherical bodies, and have noli^t oftheir 
but ftiine by means of that borrowed light whidi they receive from the Sun.' 
From the regular appearance and di^ppearance of feveral remarkable dark 
fpots, which, by meads of a telefcope, arc conftantly to be feta on their bodies. 
It may be deroonftrated, that each has a motion round its axisi and from thehr' 
feemiug fometimes to be ftationary, and at other times retrograde, it is equally 
certain, they mull have a progreffive motion round the Sun. As the Earth, 
moreover, is fimilar to the other fix planets, it may reafonably be concluded, by 
analogy, that th^ muft be defignedforthe fame purpofes, although, from their 
different proportions of heat and coM, k is not credible that beings of ouir 
make and temperament could live upon all of them. We now proceed to the 
confideration of each planet in particular. 

1. Msrcury, the ncareff j^net to the fun, revolves rpund that luminary 
in about eighty- levra days and twenty three hours, or little Icfs than three of 
our months,^ which w the length of his year. Being (cldom Cecn, however, oa 
account of hispi^imity to the Sun, and no^fpots appearing on his dilk, the 
time of his rotation on his axis, or the length of his days and nights, is uii« 
knom. His diftance from the Sun is 36,241,000 miles : his diameter 3,100 ; 
and, in his annual revolution round the Sun, he moves at the rate of ioy,ooo 
qiiles an hour. Thcfc calcuhtiot^ as well as thofe of the other planets which 
follow, are founded on aftronomical obfcrvations made on thc'tranlit of Venus 
over the Sun, in the year 1761. Mercury feems, when viewed in different 
^fitions, with a good telefcope, to have all the pbafes or appearances of the 
Mo'.^n, except that he can, at no time, be feen entirely round, or quite full ; 
becaufe hio enlightened fide is never turned dire^y toward us, but when he is 
&> near the Sun as to be bid in bisbeams. 


f. Veuus, which is thebrighteft, and in appearance the largei]:,of all the 
plM^s, IS the next beyond Mercury. She is 68,801,000 miles from the SuO^ 
and, by moving at the rate of 7^000 miles an nour, completes her anuual 
mvolutiOT io^ 2x4 days and feventeen hours, or about frven months and a 
half. Her diameter is 7,360 miles, sad her diurnal rotation on her axis is 
j^rioriMdJjn tweDty*four days and eight housa. When this jdai)et.wpears to 
the weft of the Sun, Ihc rifcs before him in the morning, and is called the 
morning ftar ; and when fhc appears to the eaft of that luminary, (he fhines to 
the evening, and is called the evening ftar. She is in each fituation, alternate* 
u 5 and during the whole of her revolution, appears,

3. The Earth, the next phnet beyond Venus, is 93,173,000 miles diftaot

This form is alfo evident from the circular appearance of the fea itfelf, and the 
drcumihit^ whijcb attend large oUeds when feen at a diftance on its furface t 
fsr# when a finp islailing from the (bore, we &rft lofe fight of the hull, afterward 
of the riggingf at uA, diicem the top of the mail only. This is evident# 

ly«occafioped by tbc convexity of the water between the eye and the object ; for^ 
otherwUe^ the largeft and moft confptcuous part would be vifible the longeft^ 
Another proof of the globular form of the Earth is taken from the circular 
form of Its fhadovr on the face of the Moon, in the time of an edipfe* The 
unevenneiTeB on the furface of the Earth, which are caufed by mpuntiuns and 
yaUies, do not affard an obje£Uon to its being confidered as a circuiar body : for 
the moft lofty mountains bear lefs proportion to the raft magoitude of the 
£aitht tluai the fiaaall rifings pn (he coat of an 9ra]ige do to the orange itiHf^ 
or a grain of (and to an aitifidal globe of a foot in diameter. Accordingly^ 
we find, that thefe trifling protuberances occafion no irregularities io the fliadow 
of the Earth, during the time of a lunar eclipfe. It has been demonttrated^ 
jbowever, that the Earth is not a perfo^ globe. Sir liaac Newton Ibund, by 
matbemitical calculations of the adion of gravity on a revolviog fpbere, that 
ihe Earth mufi be flatted tow^d thjr pmes ; which bypotbefis was fully 
qonfirmed by the menfuration of a degree in Lapland and France, from 
which it appeared# that the polar diameter pf the Earth is to the equatorial as 
xg to 230; or, that the regions of the equator are elevated about 
thirty-five miles more than thofe of the poles ; and that the true figure of 
the Earth, confequently, was that of an oblate ^heroid, or a body nearly re- 
fembling an orange. 

4. Mars, the next planet beyond the orbit of the Eyrth, is c]|i(tant from 
the Sun 1 45,0141000 ^ea. He moves at the rate of 55 ,ooom 3 es an hour,aad 
completes Us xvvolution round the Sun in little lels thyo two of pur years# 
His diameter is 5,159 miles ; and his diurnal rotation on bis axis is per*, 
formed k twenty^our hours and thirty-nine minutes. He fometimes ap- 
pears gibbous, hot sever horned# like the Moon ; which evidently demon- 
jfaates, that bis orbit includes that of the Earth, and that he fliines not by 
any native light. This planet is diverfified with fpots like the 
from his ruddy and obfeure appearance, as well as from other circumftances, it 
isooncluded, that hisatmofpbmis neiuly of the famedeniity with that of the 
Earth. 


5. JuFiTRa# the largeft of all the planets, is the next in the fyfiem beyond 
MacSf His diftanoe from the Sun is 4^4#990#ooo mil^ He travels at tbc 
rate of 29,000 miles an hour, and completes his annual revolution io fome# 
tbxng Ms tbao twelve of our years. His diameter is 9 ^ijoo miles ; and, by a 
^odigious rapid motion on ius axis# be performs his diurnal rotation in nine 
hours au^iwy-fix minutes. The telefcopic appearance of tliis planet affords a 
vaflsfidlgfixr the curious inquirer. It is furrounded by feveral fmnt fubftances# 
licMibKsg t)c!lts or baudi^ wbidx are pax^el to the plane of its orbit. They 
lure not regular or conflant in their appearance ^ for fometimes one only is to 
ha feen, aad Sometimes five ; and, in the latter cafe, two of them have been 
Jknown to (Ufappear during the time of obfervation. This planet is alfo diver* 
jGfifd wbb a number of laige ipots, which are on the brigbteft parts of the fur* 
g hut, like the belts, they arc fubjetit to various mutatious, both io their 
figure and periods His moons, or fatellues, which are four in number, were 
'^ODvjered% .Gahleo, in 1610^ foon after the invention of the tslefcope $ hut 
^ bdw ireys uot djfcpverod sc^ twenty yea^ after. 
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6. Saturn, the next planet beyond Jupiter, is 907,956,000 miles from the 
Sun ; and, by travelling at the rate of 22,000 miles an hour, performs his an* 
nual circuit round that luminary in about twenty nine and a half of our years* 
His diameter is 77,990 miles ; and he is furrodnded by belts, like Jupiter, |>jr 
obfermions on which Dr. Herfchcl determined, in January 1794, that hq 
diurnal rotation is performed in ten hours and fixteen minutes. Saturn is ob« 
ferved to be attended by feven fatellitcs. Of thefe, five were dlfcovered in the 
laft century ; and the other two were firft obfenred by Dr. Herfchel, in 178$* 
A magnificent luminous ring encompafies this planet, at fuch a diftance, tblit 
feveral of the ftars may frequently be feen between the inward furface of the 
rin^ and the body of the planet ; its difiance from which is equal to its breadth» 
iwhich is about 21,000 miles. This ring was difeovered by Huygens, about 
the year 1655. 

7* The (teorgian, the mofi remote planet in our fyftem, had efcaped 
the obfervation of every aftronomer (at Icaft as a planet) till the i3ih of 
March 1781, when it was feen hy Dr. Herfchel, who gave It the name of 
Georgium Sidui^ 'zs a mark of refpeft to his prefent majefiy, and to convey 
au idea to poftenty of the time and place of the difeovery. Its diftance from 
the Sun Is 1,816,455,000 miles, which is nineteen times greater than that of 
the Earth. Its ^ameteris 35,220 miles; and it revolves round the Sun at 
the rate of 7,000 miles an hour, in about 82 years. It (hines with a faint 
fteady light, (bmewhat paler and fainter than Jupiter; but its apparent diame^ 
ter being only about four feconds, it can feldom be feen plainly by the naked 
eye, but may be eafily difeovered in a clear night, when above the horizon, by 
a good telefcope. Six fatellitcs, attending upon it have fince been difeovered* 

The Secondary Planeti, 

Bcfidcs the primary planets, there are eighteen others, called fecondary 
planets, fatcllites, or moons, which regard their primaries as the centres of their 
motions, and revolve round them in the fame manner as thofe primaries do round 
the Sun ; namely, the Moon, which attends our Earth ; the four fatcllites of 
Jupiter ; the feven that belong to Saturq ; and the fix that attend the Geor- 
gian* From the continual change of their phafes or appearances, it is evident 
that thefe alfo are opaque bodies, and fhipe only by the refle£tion of the light 
which they receive from the Sun, 

The Moon, which is the conftant attendant of our globe, is the mofi con* 
fpicuous of thefe fatellitcs. She accompanies the Earth in its annual progreii 
through the beavena, and revolves round it continually by a different mbtioD, 
in the fpace of a month. The diameter of the Moon is 2,180 miles; her 
diftance from the Earth 240,000 miles ; and, in bulk, Ihc is fixty times lels 
than the Earth. The rotation of the Moon on her axis is performed exa&ly 
in the lame time that (he moves once round the Earth, as is evident from her 
always prefenting the fame face to us during the whole of her mon^y revolu* 
tion. On viewing the moon through a telefcope, the bypothefis ^d^netary 
worlds receives additional confirmation. Vaft cavities and afpcrtticMim^ob- 
ferved ujpon various parts of her furface, exadtly refemUing vallies and iwun- 
tains ; and every other appearance feems to indicate, that me is a body of the 
fame nature with the Earth. Dr. Herfchel, the fuptriority of whofe teleft 
Copes is well known, has ftated, in the Philofophical TranfaAions for 1787, 
ms obfervations on three different volcanoes in the Moon. Several aftronomen 
have given exaft maps of the Moon, witB the figure of every fpot, as it ap* 
pears through the bell telcfcopcs, diftinguifliing each of them by a proper 
name. One of the moft remarkable circumftanccs attending the Moon, is the 
conuuual change of figure to which fhe is fubjea. While vbat half of hoc 



Which is tbward the Sun is illumined, the other half is dark and invifible. 
Hence, (he difappears when (he comes between the Earth and the Sun, becaulc 
her dark fide ia then towards us. When (he is gone fomewhat forward, we fee 
a Utde of her enUghtened fide, which ftill increafes to our view as (he advancesy 
(he comes to be oppofite the Sun, when her entire enlightened fide is to* 
ward the Earth, and (he appears with a fyll-illumined orb, which we call the 
Full Moon ; her dark fide being then turned away from the Earth. From 
the full (he decreales gradually as (he proceeds through the other half of her 
cqprfe ; (howing us kfs and lefs of her bright fide, every day till her neaC 
change or conjundion with tlie Sun, and then (he difappears as before. 

Ttht Comets* 

Comets are (olid opaque bodies, of different magnitudes, like the planets^ 
Their number is unknown ; but they have been found to move round the 
Sun, and to crofs the orbits of the planets in all manner of diredions. They 
are principally diftingui(hed from the planets by bog fiery tails, which con* 
tinually Iffue from the fide that is furtheil from the Sun. The orbits, in 
which thefe vafi bodies move, are exceedingly long ovals, or very eccentric 
ellipfes, of fuch amazing circumferences, that in fome parts of their circuit 
through the heavens, they approach fo near the Sun, as to be almoft vitrified 
by his heat ; and then go off again into the regions of infinite fpace, to fuch 
immenfe di&nces, as to be totally deprived of the light and heat which the 
reff of the planets receive from that luminary. The paths which they dc- 
feribe, and the laws to which they are fubjed, have been difeovered by 
Newton. Their revolutions are governed throughout by the fame law, of 
deferibing equal areas in equal times, which is known to regulate the motions 
of all the other bodies in the fyffem. 

Of the Fixed Stars* 

What a magnificent idea of the Creator and his works is prefented in this 
account of the folar fyftem ! In the centre is placed the Sun, a ftupendous 
body of fire, around whofe orb, the planets, fatellites, and comets, perform 
their revolutions with an ezadnefs and regularity which muff fill the mind 
with the moft fubh'me conceptions of their divine origin. Who can contetn* 
plate the magnitudes and diftances of thofe vaff bodies, and nqt be ftruck 
with the wonders of Omnipotence ? But to form fome idea, however imperfedt 
of the extent of the univerfe, and the mofe glorious worhiaof creation we muft 
extend our views to thofe numerous and fplcndid orbs, which are difperfed far 
beyond the bounds of our folar fyftem. 

The fixed ftars are diftingui(hed from the planets by being more luminoui, 
and by ccmtinually exhibiting that appearance which we call the twinkling of 
the ftars. But a more remarkable property of the fixed ftars (and from which 
thev obt^ their name) is their never changing their fituation with regard to 
cacg othd, as the planets do ; for although the rotation of the Earth, on its 
^ifiyoccafions an apparent diurnal motion of the whole frame of the heavens, 
in a coatraij diredion, yet any two fixed ftars being obferved, at diftant in* 
tervals of time, will always be found to preferve the fame relative pofition 
during the whole of this ^evolution. 

The ftars which are the neareft to us feem the largeft, and are therefore 
cdted ftars of the firft magnitude, and fo on as far as the (ixtb, which includes 
dl the ftars that are vifible without a telefcope ; and, fince the invention of 
that inftniaunt, their number is confidered as immenfe. But the Immenfity of 
titw aanber w idbae worthy of : their wmenfe diftance from 
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1M, arid from each other, mutt equally eaalt onr ideiw of the woBden 
Aipottffice, and tht inconceiviible extent of the creation. The tteareft fttr to 
tiSy or that foppofed to be fnch from being the largeft in appJeataoce* la Sttiaiy 
or the dogftar ; its diftance from the Son is computed to be abo(ve 3a mfl- 
ItoDS of millions of miles, which is further than a cannon-ball woidd fly in 
fcven millions of years. 

The ftars being at fuch immenfe diftances from the Sun, cannot receire from 
Km fo ilrong a light as they feem topoflefs, norev^n a degree of brightnefa 
ioflicient to make them viflble to us. They therefore, fhinc by their own natire 
luftre, and, in this refpe&, are totally dt6ferent froth the pbrnetSa 

The vulgar and uninformed imagine, that all the ftars were made only to 
give a feint glimmenng light to the inhabitants 6f this glpbe, although many 
of thefe ftars arc fo far from benefiting us, that they cannot be feen without a 
tclefcope 5 and there are innumerable others which the eye, even by the aid of 
that inftrument can never reach. It cannot be imagined therefore, that the 
omnipotent Creator, who a£ks with infinite wifdom, and never a^s in vain, 
fhould have created fo many glorious funs, fitted for fo many important pur- 
pofes, and placed at fuch diftances from each other without fuitable objeds 
fiifiieiently near them to be benefited by their influence. On the contra^, it ia 
reafonable to conclude, that they were created for the fame purpofes with our 
Sun ; to beftow light, heat, and vegetation, on a certain number of planets re- 
volving round them. And, from analogy we may infer, that all thefe innumer- 
able fyftems aro with equal wifdom contrived for the accomiAodation of rational 
inhabitants ; perhaps of ftill higher orders of intelligent beings, all capable, in 
the different fcales of exiftence, of a perpetual progreflion in knowledge and 
virtue, in perfe£iioa and felicity. 


DESCRIPTION OF the ARTIFICIAL SPHERE. 

O N the convex part of the terreftrial globe, which is an artifici^ fpherical 
body, is truly reprefented the whole world, as it confifts of land and water. 
The circumference of the globe is divided into 360 degrees, every degree con- 
taining 60 geographic miles; confequently the globe is a 1,600 fuch P >ifa 
round : but as 00 geographic miles ate about 69 miles Englilh mcafuTC,'Tnc 
circuit of the globe is therefore 24,840 Englilh miles. The circles reprefeilx- 
cd on the globe are, i« The Equator, and the circles parallel to it. a. The 
Meridian, and the reft of the meridional lines. 5. The Horizon. 4. The 
Ecliptic. 5. The two Tropics ; and 6. The two Polar Circles. 

The EquATOR, or Eqijinoctiai., is a great circle, ninety degrees diftiRt 
from the poles of the world, and fo named, becaufe it divides the world into two 
equal paru ; that in which the ardf Ic pole is found, is called the northern half ; 
mid that in which the antar^ic pole is placed, is the fouthern half. It is divid- 
ed into 360 degrees, or 180 degrees caft, and the feme weft, from the firft 
mendiau, which on Englilh globes paflea through London ; and principal 
ufe is to Ihow the longitude of any place> call or weft, frpm fuch firft medJ^D. 
When the Sub is In this circle, there is an equality of days and nights all over 
the world ; hence thefe points arc called the equinoxes. * 

The Meridiah is a great circle fuppofisd to pads thuough the poks pf 
the wctrld and thofe of the horizon, cutting the fphere into two equal parts, 
the one oriental, and the other occidental. It alfo paffei throti^ tiro tenjth 
and the in every place, and cuts the horiaon at right angles* It is Called 
tht Meridian, becaufe it marks half the fpacc of time diWTOg vAkh.thc Sea 
and ftars appear above the hornzm. As there i» dn ^umaite aaaabdr 
zeniths and horizons, the aumber of J^ridiani i« infimte ; for the 
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IReriifian is changed, as well as the senith and horizon every ftep we take 
toward the cad or weft s but if we pafs in a right line northward or iouthward, 
we dill continue under the fame Meridian, though we conftantly change the 
zenith and horizon. However, ^ographers only reckon 3^ Meridians^ 
which ate fappofed to pafs thftdugh every degpree of the equino£tial. It has 
been cuftomary for geographers to eftablifh a Firft Meridian ; though this is 
altogether arbitrary ; Ptoleihy placed it at the iiland of Ferro, which is the 
mod wedern of the Canaries ; but the common method, at pre&nt, is for 
e^ry geographer to make the Meridian of the capital of his country the Firft 
Meridian ; and, accordingly, the longitudes in this Didionary are reckoned 
ead or weft from the Meridian of London* The ufe of the brSls Meridian 
of a globe is to (how when it is noon or midnight at the place to which it 
is applied ; and alfo to End the latitude of places, north or (buth, from the 
equator. 

The Ecliptic is a great circle that cuts the equator obliquely, and re- 
prefents that path in the heavens, which the Sun feems to deferibe by the 
Earth’s annual courfe round it. It is divided into 1 2 parts, called (igns, and 
each of thofc into 30 more, called degrees, correfpoading to the 12 months^ 
and the days of the month. 

The Horizon is a great circle, which divides the world into two equal 
parts or hemifpheres, of which one is fupeHor and vidble, and the other im* 
ferior and invidble. When the Sun is above this circle it is then day, and 
when it is funk 1 8 degrees beneath it, night then commences. This circle is 
of wood, and the brals meridian is inclufed therein with all the reft of the 
fphere : it is alfo immoveable, and on it are marked the degrees of the 1 z 
iigns of the ecliptic, and the days of the 1 2 months of the year. 

The Tropics are two fmall circles parallel to the equinudtal, deferibed 
by the fird points of the fird degrees of the figns termed Cancer and Capri- 
corn, that is, where they touch the ecliptic. They are didant from the 
equino^lial very near 23 degrees and a half. The Sun deferibes thefe 
Tropics about the 20th of June, and the aid day of December. When 
ke touches the Tropic of Cancer, he makes the longed day for the inhabi- 
tants between the equator and the north pole ; and, when he comes to the 
beginning of Capricorn, he mikes the longed day for the people between 
the equator and the fouth pole. On the contiary, the (horteft day to the 
former will be when the Sun touches the Tropic of Capricorn, and to 
the latter when he comes to the Tropic of Cancer. For this reafon, thofe 
points are called the winter and the dimmer Tropics, or the fouthem and 
northern ; and they are as it were the two barriers, beyond which the Sun 
never paiTcs. 

The Polar Circles are didinguidi^d by the names of the ardic and 
antar£iic, or the north and the fouth, and are circles parallel to the equinoc* 
tial. They are termed Pol^r, bccaufe they are near At poles of the worl^^ 
being only 23 degrees and a half from each pole. 

The Jjdaf of At Worlds at the beginning of this book reprefents the 
glofce, taken out of its horizon, cut through, turned up, and fqueczed 
lat. Tlie circlj^s bounding the projection, reprefent the btafs meridian ; 
and the curve Uiies aunniirig acrofi at every' 10 degrees, (how the latitude, 
north or £outh> from the equator.' The top and bottom are the north and 
fouth poles ; and the curve lines uniting them, are the other meridians on 
the glt%e, whic& are drawn at every 10 degrees on the equator, and (how 
the londtude, ei^ft or wed, from the meridian of London. The equator or 
cquinoatalis tfaeftraight h'ne running acrofs the meridians exadly in the mid- 
dle. The tropics and polar circles are delineated at their prdper diftance| 
on eadh fide towjtrd the north end fouth. 

■ K ' 
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Of the Zonei» 

Th* ZoNFS are five broad fpaces encoropalfing tlic globe, and are dlflin- 
guiftied chiefly by the temperature of the air. The torrid Zone contains aQ 
the fpace between the two tropics, and is fo called from its exceffive heat, 
the Sun being vertical twice every year to all that inhabit it. This circle is 
about 47 degrees broad. The two temperate Zones are fo called from their 
lying between the two extreme degrees of heat and cold, viz. between the 
torrid Zone and the frigid Zones, rhe one being called the Northern tempe- 
rate Zone, and the other the Southern temperate Zone. Thcfc are both 43 
degrees broad. Of the two frigid Zones, the one cncompafles the ardic or 
fkorth pole, and extends to the diftance of 23 degrees and a half from it ; and 
the other, the antar£iic or fouth pole, to the fame diitancc. 

Of the Climates, 

A Climate Isa fpacc of the Earth comprehended between two parallels, 
at the end of which the length of the longed days are increafed half an hour 
in the fummer feafon. The better to underfland this we mud obferve, that 
under the equator the longed day is no more than twelve hours, and that in 
proportion as we advance toward the polar circle, the days of each climate in- 
creafe half an hour, till w'e arrive at the polar circles ; for then the longed 
days confid of 24 hours. Thus there are 24 Climates in all, on each fide of 
the equator. It is cafy to know in what Climate a city is, by obferving the 
longed day ; as for indanre, at London, where the days are 16 hours long 
we need only fubtraA 12 from the number, and there will remain four ; then 
multiply this by two, and you will have eight, which is the Climate of Lon- 
don. The fame may be done on any other Climate* 

Of the Points of the Compafs. 

The Earth may be confidered, wilh regard to the four cardinal Points, 
which arc the north, fouth, cad, and wed | and all the points included be- 
tween them may have refpea to a particular place. By this means we know 
the fituation of the different countries of the world, with regard to each other ; 
for fomc are oriental or toward the cad, with regard to thofe that are occi- 
dental, or lie wederly of them. Thus Ireland is to the wed of England, Po- 
land is to the ead of Germany, and Africa is to the fouth of Europe. We 
may cafily didinguilh the points that lie between thofe that arc cardinal : 
thus, tln)ugh Spain is to the fouth of France, yet it Iikewffc lies to the wed- 
>rard thereof : but as they do not lie cxadly fouth or wed of each other, 
Spain may be faid to lie fou'tliwcd of France ; and for the fame reafon, 011 the 
contrary. France will be northcad with regard to Spain. The like mav be 
fiudofanytvoothcrcountrics. ^ ^ 

Of the iesJM ufed in Geqgraply^ 

The word Geography comes frpm the Greek, and fiffnificsa dcfcription^if; 
the Earth. By the Earth is meant the terraqufeQUS globe compofed of land 
and water, and it is commonly called the tcrrefti^al globe. Chorography is 
the defeription of a country , province, or county ; fta, for inffance, Dorfetihire, 
Topography is the defeription of a particular place, as a town and the like. 
Hydrography is a defeription of the water, fuchaBQcrans,fcas, and lakes. 

As the Earth may be reprefented either in the whole, or tn part, it forms 
the dIdcTcnce between geographical charts or maps, which, however, may 
be reduced to two kinds ; namely, general and particular. Among the 
former is the map of the world, or planifpherc, which fhows the two fuafae^n 
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of the whole teftcftrial globe, cut in two by the meridian palling throiiffh 
the equinoxes ; as alfo the maps which dcfcrlbc fomc^ principal part of the 
globe ; fuch as Europe, Afia, or Africa j and even kingdoms ; as Sweden, 
Spain, or Great Britain. However, thofc maps may be called particular, 
which reprefent any particular country ; but they arc more properly fuch as 
give an account only of a part, as Naples in Italy, Normandy in France, 
and Staffordiliire in England. 

After all, nothing can give' a better or more general Idea of the Earth 
than a globe, becaufe it is of the fame fhape and figure ; but as it is im- 
poflible.to make one large enough to (hew every part of the land and fca 
diflinfUy, there is a neceifity of having recourfe to general and particular 
maps. 

Geography, as well as other arts and fciences, has terms proper to Itfcif ; 
feme or which have relation to the land, and others to the water. 

A Continent is a large part of land that comprehends feveral countries not 
feparated by any fea : thus Europe is a continent. 

An JJkmd^ or IJle^ is a portion of land entirely fiirrounded by water. 

A Peninfulat or CherfonefuSf is a quantity of land which is joined to a con- 
tinent only by a neck of the fame, it being every where elie encompalTed 
with water ; as the peninfula of the Crimea. 

An IJlhmus^ or neck of land, is that part by which a peninfula is joined to 
the land ; as the ifthmus of Suez. 

A Promontory is a high part of land, which projedls into the fca, and is com- 
monly called a Cape, when it appears like a mountain ; but when the ad- 
vanced part has little elevation, ic is termed a Point. Thus the Cape of 
Good Hope is a mountainous promontory. 

An Ocean is a large colledlion of waters furrounding a confiderable part of 
the continent ; fuch as the Atlantic and Northern Oceans. 

A Sea is a fmaller collcdtion of waters, when underftood in a Arid fenfe, 
as the Iriih Sea ; but, in general, every part of the ocean may be called the 
fea ; and it is Aili more general, when the terraqueous globe is faid to confiA 
of land apd fea. 

A Channel is a narrow fea, confined between an ifland and a continent, or 
between two iflands ; as the Englifli Channel, and St. George’s ChdnneL 

A Gulf is a part of the fca furrounded by land, except in one part, where 
it communicates with the ocean ; as the gulf of Bengal, the Gulf of Florida ; 
and yet thefe arc more properly feas than the Meditetranean, the Baltic, 
and the Black Seas, which properly fpcaking, are gulfs, well as the Gulf 
of Venice. 

A Bay is faid to differ from a gulf only in being lefs, and more narrow 
at the entrance than within ; but this is far from being true ; for a bay has 
a wider entrance in proportion than a gulf, and it may be alfo larger than 
fome gulfs ; as for inAance, the Bay of Bifcay ; though it muA b.e acknow- 
ledged that bays in general are much fmaller. 

A Creek is a fmall inlet, and is always much lefs than a bay; 

A ^oad is a place upon any coaA where there is a good anchorage, and 
wtere velTels, in feme fenfe, arc (heltered from the wind, 

• A Strait is a narrow paAage which, joins two feas, two gulfs, or a fea apd 
a gulf ; fuch as the Sound, near the Baltic ; and the Straits of Gibraltar, 
between the Atlantic Ocean and the Mediterranean Sea. 

A Lake is a colledion of Aanding water furrounded by land, having no 
vlfible commnnication with the fea. Thus the Cafplan Sea is truly and 
properly a lake. Smaller lake? are thofe of Lagoda, Geneva, and fcvcral 
ptheri. 
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Defcription of a Map. 

The top of moil modern Maps is conBdered as the norths the bottom ail 
the ibuth, the right hand as the caft, and the kft hand as the weft. In old 
Maps, where this rule is not always ftriAIy followed, a flower de lace ii 
generally pheed on feme part of it, pointing toward the north, by which the 
btberjiioiints are eafily known. 

On the top of the Map» between the marginal lines, are placed the fetihni 
figures, which ftioW the number of degrees of caftem or weftem longitude 
of every place that is diredly under thofc figures. At the bottom of moft 
Maps are placed the fame figures as thofe at the top ; but in Maps of the heft 
fort, infiead thereof are placed the number of hours or minutes every place 
in it lies diftant, eaft or weft, from its chief town or firft meridian. For in- 
ftaoce> every place which is lituate one degree eaft of another, will appear 
to have the Sun four minutes of time before it ; and any one place, fituate one 
degree weft of another, will appear to have the Sun four minutes of time after 
it. Again, a place fituate fifteen degrees eaft of us, as Naples, will appear 
to have the Sun one complete hour bsfore ns at London ; and any place fituate 
fifteen degrees weft of us, as the ifland of Madeira, will appear to have the Sun 
une hour after us at London. 

On the right and left hand of every Map, between the maiginal lines, are 
placed figures that (hew the number of degrees, either north or fouth latitude 
which every place parallel with them is diftant from the equator. Thul 
London is fituate 5 1 degrees 30 minutes of north latitude ; that is, it is 
fo many degrees and minutes north from the equator. Over moft Maps are 
drawn lines from the top to the bottom, and from the right hand to the left ; 
ihofe ;^hich run from the top to the bottom, are lines of longitude, and thofe 
w1iid|( crofi them, lines of latitude ; but thefe are fometimes omitted, when 
a M^p 18 too full to admit of them. 

' . Kingdom or Province* are divided from each other by a row of finglc 
. points, omA they are often flained vnth difterent colours. Cities or great 
t^vons ate made like little boufes, with a fmall circle in the middle of them ; 
Bat fmaller lovont or villages are marked only with little circles. Mountam 
. are imitated in the form of little rifiug hillocks ; and forefts are reprefentedby 
' a coUedioO of little trees. The names of villages are vrritten in a running 
band, thofe of cUks h a Roman charafier, and thofe of provinces in large capi- 
tals. The fta k generally left as an empty fpacc on the Map, except where 
there are rocks, lands, or (helves, currents of water or wind. Rods are 
fometimes made iu Maps like little pointed things (licking up (harp in the 
'fca. Sands or ftelvts are denoted by a great heap of little points placed in the 
Jfhape of thefe fands, as they have been found to lie in the ocean, by found- 
ing the depths.^ Currents of water are deferibed by feveral long parallel 
crooked flrokes, imitating a current. The coutfe of winds h reptefented by 
the heads of arrows pointing to the coaft toward which the wind blows. 
Small rivers arc deferibed by a fingte crooked waving IJnc, and large fivers 
by fuch doable and treble lines made ftrong and black* Bridjgcs are dtftm* 
guifhed by a double fane actj^ls the rivers.

The earth, not- 
withfbndinc thefe days, is perpetually fo 
cold, as to feel difagreeable to the foies of 
the feet ; partly owing to the fiic months 
rain, when no fun appears, and partly to 
pe^ual equality of nights and days.

Acheen, a kingdom in theNW part 
of the idand of Sumatra, now very dlifeitat 
dom earlier times, when it was powerful 
enough to expel the Portuguefe from the 
idand, and its fovereigns received em- 
bafiies finomfbme ofthegreated potentatesof 
Europe. Achem is comparatively healthy, 
being more dee from woods and fwamps 
than mod otho* parts of the idand. 
foil is fight and fertUe and produces fine 
fruits, rice, cotton, gold dud, and fulphur. 
The Achineie differ from the other Sum- 
atrans and are, in general, taller, douter, 
and much ck^kercomplexioned. They 
are more adlive and indudrious than their 
neighbours, and have more fagacity am} 
penetration* They are Mahometans. 

Acheen, the capital of a kingdom of 
tile (ame name, in Sumatra, feated on a 
river which flows into the fra, near tlie 
nw point of the idand, about two miles 
from the mouth ; it lies in a wide valley, 
formed like an amphitheatre by two^ lofty 
ranges erf hills. Tnc river, by emptying it- 
felf m feveral channels, if very (hallow at the 
bar. It is an open town, in the centre of 
which is the king’s palace, a rude piece 
of rrehite^ure, defigned to redd the force 
of an enemy, and lurrounded lor that pur- 
pofr by a wide and deep moat, and drong 
ivalls. The l^ufes are built of bamboos 
and rough timbers, and are raidd feme fret 
from the ground, on account of the place 
being overflowed in the rainy feafon. A 
large manufadlure of a thick fpecies of 
cotton cloth, and of duff for the (hoit 
drawers worn by the Malays and Achenefc, 
if edabliihed here. Payments are com- 
monly made in gold dud, which is carried 
about in bladdery. The Achenefe are ex- 
pert and bold navigators. The laws of 
the Achenefe arc very fevere but the poor 
fuffer^ chie% by their feverity. Petty 
theft is puniflied by fupending the offender 
from a tree, with a gun, or heaw weight, 
tied to his fret ; or by cutting oil a finger, 
hand, or leg, according to tlie nature of 
the theft. Mai^ of thefr mutilated peo- 
ple are to be fren daily in the dreets. 
Highway-robbers and houfebreakers are 
drowned ; and their bodies arc expofrd, 
a few days, on a (hike ; but if a pried be 
robbed, the offender is burnt alive. An 
adulterer is not Ikreened by his friends, 
hut is delivered up to the relations of U;e 
hufband, who take him to a large plain, 
and forming ihemfrlves into a circle, place 
him in the middle ; a large weapon is then 
delivered to him by one of his family, arsjl 
if be can force bis v^-ay through, he knot 
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liable to further prolccntion ; but he is 
raeraU^Ctttto pi^ in an inftants vad 
JUS ridatfiOAa bury hixn asthey woiUd a dead 
bu&lo, tefnling to admit the coipfe into 
their houie, or to perform any funem rites.

AFRICA, one of the four principal parts 
of the world ; bounded on the N bv the 
Mediterranean ; on the W by the Atlan- 
tic ; on the £ by the ifthmus of Suez, the 
Red Sea, and the Indian Ocean ; and on 
the S by the Southern Ocean. It is a pe- 
ninfula of prodigious extent, being joined 
to Afia by the iithmus of Suez, wmch is 
60 miles over. In its greateft l^gth, £pom 
the moft northern part to the Cape of 
Good Hope, it is 4600 miles ; and in the 
broideft part from ,Cape Verd to Cape 
Cuardafiii, it is 3500. The greateft part 
of it is within the torrid Zone, which rea- 
ders the heat alxnoft infupportable in many 
places. However, the cow in general are 
very fruitful, the fruits cxccUeot, and the 
plants eztraftrdinary. There are more 
wild beafts in Africa, than in any other 
part of the world ; there are alio ibme 
animals peculiar to this country ; as the 
hippopotamus, or river horfe ; the rhino- 
ceros, with two horns on its nofe ; and the 
beautiftil ftriped zebra. Beiide thefe, they 
have crocodiles, oftriches, camels, and 
many other animals not to be met with in 
Eurtipe. There arc feveral deferts, pani- 
cularly one ci laifc eatent, call^ Za» 
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which 1 $ almoft without water ; but 
thefe are not ^^Ckite without inhabitanti). 
Tlicre are many large rivers ; but the chief 
are the Nik, Senegal and Gambiap 

tlic two laft having been fidfety fuppofed 
branches of the Niger* The moft conildera* 
ble mountains are die Atias^ the Mountains 
of the Moon, and the Sierra Leone, or the 
Mountains of the Lions. The inhabi- 
tants confift of Pagans, Mahometans, and 
Chriitians. The hrll, which polTefs the 
greateft part of the country, from the 
Tropic of Cancer to the Cape of Good 
Hope, are the moft numerous, and are ge- 
nerally black* The Mahometans, who 
are tawny, P^lHs Egypt and the coaft of 
jiarbaiy. ^e pec^ of Abyflinia arc 
denoxmnated Chrulians, but retain many 
pagan and Jewiih rites. In the N of Af- 
rica are feme Jews, who manage all the 
Tittle trade of that part of the country. 
The principal divifions of Africa arc Bar- 
bary, Egypts fiikdulgtrid, ZaKara, Nc- 
grolaud, Guinea, Bornou, Calhna, Fezzan, 
Senna, Nubia, Abyilinia, Abes, Loango, 
Congo, Angola, Btnguela, Mataman, 2 ^- 
guebar, Monomotapa, Monoimigi, Sofola, 
CajSraria, and the county of the Hotten- 
tots* In X 7 88, an afToctation was formed 
for the purpofe of exploring the interior 
regions of Africa ; and Mr. Ledyard and 
Mr* Lucas were ielcdbed as their miflion- 
orics.

The 
French took it in 1792^ it was retaken 
by tlic Auflrians in 1793, and again taken 
by the French in 1794.

Alaud, a clutter of iilands at the en- 
trance of the gulf of Bothnia, in the Bal- 
tic Sea.

Alauta, a confiderable river of Tur- 
key in Europe, which rifes in the moun- 
tains that fepa^e Moldavia and Tranfyl- 
vania, mns through Walachia, and falls 
into the Danube, almoft oppofite to Nic- 
•polis. 

Alba, a town of Italy, in Montferrat, 
with a bilhop’s fee ; fcated on the river 
Tanaro, ao miles SE of Turin. Lon. 8 
5 E, lat. 44 46 N. 

Alba-Julia, a city of Tranfylvania, 
with a bilhop’s fee, and a umveiiity ; 
tttuated on the declivity of a hill, near the 
river Ompias, 25 miles w of Hermanttadt. 
Lon. 24 o £, lat. 46 a6 N. 

Albania, a province of Turkey in Eu- 
ropcii on the gulf of Venice ; bounded by 
Ln^ia on the S, by Thettalia and Mace- 
donia on the £, and on the N by Bofnia 
and Dalmatia. It produces excellent wine ; 
and the iidiabitants are good horfemen, and 
great thieves. They are Chrittians of the 
Greek church, and dclbended from the 
ancient Scythians. Durazzo is the capital. , 

Albano, a town of Italy, on a lake of 
Ihe fame name, in Campagna di Roma, 


with a billiop’s fee, famous for its cxcelleat 
wine. It Bands 15 miles SE of Rome, and 
for its pleafantnefs is the fummer retire*^ 
ment ctf a many Roman princes. 
Lon. 12 5o£,lat.4X43 N. 

Albano, a town of Naples, in Bali- 
llcata, remarkable for the fertility of the 
foil, and the nobility of the inhabiunts. 

Albanopolis, a town of Turkey ia 
Europe, formerly the capital of Albania, 
feated the river Drino, 43 miles £ of 
Aleflio. Lon. ao xa £, lat. 41 48 N. 

Alban’s St. an ancient borough of 
Herts, on the river Coin, fo called from 
St. Alban, who was the firft martyr in 
England, and was buried on a hill in the 
ne^hbourhood. In memory of St. Albans, 
Ona, king of the Mercians eredfed ail 
abbey here, calling it St. Albans. Edward 
VI incorporated the town, which is govern- 
ed by a mayor, high tteward, recover, xa 
aldermen, &c. Here are three churches, 
befide the ancient one that belonged to the 
monaftery, which the inhabitants jpurchafed 
of Edward vi for 400I. and is now a 
pariih church. The fiirine of St. Alban 
ttood in the eatt part ; and in the pavement 
are to be feen fix holes, in which the fup- 
porters of it were fixed. The chucch of 
the abbey is remaining to this day. In 
X703 a tomb was diicovered in this church 
faid to be that of Humphrey duke of Glou- 
cetter ; when the leadra cofOn was opened, 
the body was pretty entire, being preferv- 
cd in a fort of pickle. Not a veftige be- 
fide this church, remains of the abbey, ex- 
cept the gateway. In the church of St. 
Michael is the monument of the illuttriou^ 
l^rancis Bapon, vifeount St. Alban’s. In 
the centre of the town ttood one of the 
magnificent c^^lTes, erettted by Edward x, 
in honour of his (juecn Eleanor; and a 
building eredled in its ftead, in 1703, fiill 
seuins the name of the Crott. Near the 
town, is a kind of fortification, fuppofed by 
fometo be. the camp of Oftorius, the Ro- 
man propreetor ; but others imagine it to 
have been the lite of the Saxon royal pal- 
ace at Kinglbury. St. Alban’s is famous 
for the vidlor/ obtained by Richard duke 
of York, in X455, over Henry vi 5 and^. 
for a vidlory wUch queen Margaret gain- 
ed in 1461, over the carl of Warwick. 
This tow n rofc from the ruins of the an- 
cient city of Verulam, nothing of which re- 
mains except the old walls. The market 
is gU Wednefday and Saturday. St. Al- 
ban’s fends two members to parliament, 
and is a I miles N by W of London.

Albany, a tortrefs belonging to the

It is fituated in the depanment of Tarn, 
and contains 10*000 inhabitants* In |^int 
of architedlurc and docorations, the princi- 
pal church is one of the moil curious in 
France. The inhabitants were called# Al- 
bigenfes ; and were the ftrft that di%{|ULt«d 
the authority of the pope ; they ‘were con- 
demned by a council here in 1 1 76. It bas 
4 gates through which you may view all 
the beauties of a delightful plain* which 
produces all kinds of grain, excellent wine-', 
flax, hemp, faffron, anifeed, coriander, and 
woad. The fine pafhires afford wool of a 
good quality* which is manufadlurcd iat'* 
knit ftockings for the foldiers* ratteens of 
a11<:olours, fhalloons* coarfe w'oollens &c.

Alcazar Leouer, a town In the king- 
dom of Fez, feated on the firaits of Gib- 
raltar.

Algoutim, a fmall town of Portugal, 
In Algarva, feated on the river Guadiana, 
x6 imlcs from its entrance into the gulf 
of Cadiz, and 33 NNE of Tavira.

Alcudia, a town in Majorca, conilll- 
ing of about 1000 houfes, between two 
large harbours.

Aldborough, a borough and feaport 
In Suffolk, pleafantly feated in a dale, be- 
tween a high hill and tl^ fea, with a 
market on Wednefday and Saturday. A 
river runs on the SW ; and the harbour 
is tolerably good, but fmall.

AlderhoLm, a pleafant ifland of Swe- 
den, formed by the three arms of a river, 
ruxming through Gentle, a town 01 Nor- 
land, in Sweden. A confiderable trade is 
carried on here in planks and deals. 

Alderney, an ifiaiid in the Engllfh 
Channel ; it is eight miles in compafr 
feparated from the coait of Normandy by 
a ibait called the Race of Alderney, whieh 
is a very dangerous pafiage, on account of 
the rocks under water. It is a heitlUiful 
ifland, and fruitful in com and paflure; 
but has only one church, in a town of 
the liune lEimc'v Lon.

Alderette, a fmall town of Portugal, 
in Alcntgo, on the river Cain* which falls 
into the Guadiana, a little below Bad^o^:.

Alfntejo, a fertile province of Por- 
tugal, between the Tajo and the Gua- 
tluna.

Alencon, a large handfome town of 
France, in the department of Ome and late 
province ofNonnandy. Near it areflonc 
quarries, fit for building, wherein is 
found a fort of crj-^ftal like Briftol Hones.

ALEPPO,nhj^apitaI of Syiia, inhabited 
by Turks, rinfl four forts of Chriftians, 
who have eai^t a bifhep and a church, 
and the free cxe»-eife of their religion. I'he 
city and fuburbs contain 335,000 perfons. 
Next to Conflantinople and Cairo, it is 
the mofl confiderable city in the Turkifa 
empire. It is fituatcd in the vafl plair. 
wliich extends from the Orontes to tl.^ 
Euphrates, and which towards tl^c feuth 
terminates in the drfert. It is built on 
eight hills, on the higheft of which the 
caflle 28 crc<Hcd, and is fuppofed to be the 
caftle cf Bersea. The houfes arc large and 
commodious, having ttiraces on their 
tops, and generally Iky lights m fem of *i 
dome, to let the light mlo the rconifr, 
which from their loftincfe, the gilding on 
the window-ihutters, cup-boards &c. ha\ e 
at firlt entrance a very agreeable efied. 
The ftreets arc ca* Jally paved ; ha^r 
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gutters and a foot pavement on each ildc ; 
and the middle or the fireet is laid with 
brk^ the finall end wwards^ for the con- 
vemence of hoH^. There is alfo a clean- 
linefs obferved here, unknown to the 
other cities of Turkey^ there being afs dri- 
vers who go about the city and take up the 
rubbiih and duft, which each inhabitant 
is obliged to fweep together. The mofques 
are j^umerons and fome of them magnifi- 
cent. Befiure each of them is an area) i^nth 
a fountain in the middle, deligned for ab- 
lutions before prayers. TTic bazars or mar- 
ket-places are long covered narrow flreets, 
on each fide of which are a great number 
of fmall (hops, juft fufficicnt to hold the 
tradefmen and his goods, the buyer 
being obliged to Hand without, llie 
fituation of Aleppo, befides the advantage 
of a rich and fmitfiil foil, poiTefies aUb 
that of a ftream of frelh water, which ne- 
ver becomes dry. Near Aleppo, its banks 
are covered with* a fertile canh, and laid 
nut in gardens, or rather orchards, which 
in a hot country, and efpecially in Tur- 
key, cannot but ^ delightful. The city 
is itfelf one of the moft a^eeable in Sy- 
ria. On whatever fide it is approached, 
its numerous minarets and domes prefent 
an agreeable prolpe< 5 l to the eye, fatigued 
with the continued famenefs of the brown 
and parched plains. Alrapo is the empo- 
rium of Armenia and the Diarbckar ; fends 
caravans to Bagdad and into Perfia : and 
communiLates with the Perfian gulph and 
India, by Baflbra, with Egypt and Mecca 
by Damafeus, and with Emope hv a i^xan- 
dretta and Latakia.

Alet, a town of France, in the depart- 
ment of Aude and late province of Lan- 
guedoc. It was lately an epifcopal fee, and 
is remarkable for its baths, and for the 
grains of gold and lilver found in the ftream 
which runs from the Pyrenees, at the foot of 
which it ftands. It is feated on the river 
Aude, IS miles S of Carcafibne.

Alexandretta, or Scanderooh, 
a town of Syria, in Afia, at the extre- 
mity of the Mediterranean Sea, and the 
feaport of Aleppo, from which it is dif* 
tant a8 or 30 leagues. It is now prop^ly 
fpeaking nothing elfe but a village with- 
out M'alls, in which the tombs are more 
numerous than the houfes, and which en- 
tirely owes its exiftence to the road which 
it commands. This is the only road of 
all Syria, where vcfiels anchor on a folid 
bottom, without their cables being liable 
to chafe : but in other refpedb it has ma- 
ny inconvcniencies. It is infefted, during 
winter, by a peculiar wind, which rulhing 
from the fno,»'yfuinmits,fiequently forces 
ihips to drag tlieir anchors feveral leagues. 
But the woril circumftance is the extreme 
unwholefomenefs of the air. It may 
be affirmed that this eveiy year carries off 
one third of the crews of the veffels which 
remain here during the fummer, nay, ihipt 
frequently lofc all their men in two months. 
To this baneful epidemic, Alexandretta 
from its fituation fcems to he irremediably 
condemned; for the plain on which the town 
is built is fo low and flat, that the rivulets 
finding no declivity can never reach the 
fea. Oh this account, while the heals are 
exceflive, the principal inhabitants retire tn 
the neighbouring villages, am(^ the moun- . 
tains, where there is excellent water and 
delicious fruits. It is 70 miles W of Alep- 
po. Lon. 36 23 E, lat. 36 35 N. 

Alexandria, a ftrong and confiderable 
town of Italy, belonging to the duchy of 
Milan, with a bifhop’s fee, and a ftrong 
caftlc. It was taken by Buonaparte when 
he over-ran Italy, retaken by Su\^^no\f| 
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iince taken by the French^ June x8oo. 
It is feated on the Tanaro* 40 miles S by

Alexandria, a town of Virginia, 
on the Ibuth bank of the river Potomac. 
The fltuation is elevated and plcafant, but 
the water ib bad, that the inhabitants 
arc oblig^ to fend nearly a mile for w'hat 
is drinkable. The original fettlers laid 
ouj| theibrcets on the plan of Philadelphia. 
It contains upwards of 300 houfes, many 
of which are handfome. Nine miles below 
town, on the Virginia bank of Poto* 
mac, where it is nearly two miles wide, 
is mount Vernon, the celebrated feat of ge- 
neral Waihington. Alexandria is 100 
miles N of Richmond. Lon. 77 o W, 
lat. 3$ 30 N. 

Alexandria, or Scanderia, an 
ancient and once rich and famous town of 
Egypt, now much decayed, though there 
are uUl fome remains of its ancient fplen- 
dour. This city was built by Alexander 
the Great, about 333 years before Chrifl, 
and was a league and a half long, by one- 
third in bread^t, which made the circum- 
ference of its wralls about four leagues. 
Lake Mareotis bathed its walls on the 
ibuth, and the Mediterranean on the north. 
It was interfered lengthwife by ftraight pa^ 
rallel ftreets. This diredtion left a Iree 
paflage to the northerly wind, which 
alone conveys coolnefs and ialubrity into 
Egypt. A ibrcct of aooo feet wide be- 
gan at the gate of the fea, and terminated 
at the gate of Canopus. This ibreet, the 
handfomell in the univerfe, was interfeefted 
by another pf the fame breadth, which 
formed a f^uarc at their jundUon of half 
a league in circumference. At prefent, the 
city of Alexandria b reckoned to have about 
14,000 or 15,000 inhabitants ; a llrange 
colluvies of different nations, as well as 
from various parts of the Turkilh empire. 
The prefent condition of Alexandria is 
very defpicablc, being now fo far ruined, 
that the rubbifli in many places overtops 
the houfes. The famous tower of Pharos 
has long lince been demoliflied, and a caf* 
tie, called Fartllon^ built in its place. Some 
parts of the old walla of the city are yet 
Handing, and m*eient us with a mafterpiece 
of anKent mafonry. But what moH en- 
gages the attention of travellers is the Pil- 
lar of Pompey, as it is commonly called, 
fituated at a quarter of a league tmxti the 
louthem gate. It is compofed of red gra- 
nite. Toe capital is Corinthian, Avith palm 
leaves, and not indented. It is nine feet 
high. The ihaft and the upper member of 
the bafe arc of one piece of 90 feet long, 
aud 9 in diameter. The bafe is a fquar.. 


of abbut If, feet on each fide. This blodft 
of marble, 60 feet in circumference, rells 
on two layers of ftone bound together 
with lead. Nothing can equal the ma- 
jefty of this monument ; feen from a dii- 
tance, it overtops the town, and firrves 
as a fignal for vellels. Approaching it 
nearer, it produces an aftoniihment mix- 
ed with aw^. One can never be tired 
with admiring the beauty of the capiul, 
the length of the ihaft, nor the extraordi- 
nary limplicity of the pedeiUl. It was 
formerly a place of ^eat trade, all the 
treafures of the £ Indies being depofited 
there : but iince the difeovery of the Cape 
of Good this trade is in a great mea- 

fure loft. Tnis place is fubjedt to the grand 
iignior, who, however, has but a limited 
authority. It is feated on the moft welt- 
crly branch of the river Nile, 125 miles 
NW of Cairo. It was taken by the French 
under Buonaparte in their predatory expe- 
dition to Egypt, but they have been forced 
to abandon it. Lon. 31 11 £, lat. 30 
ai N. 

Alfacs, tlie name of certain iflands 
near the mouth of the Ebro, in the princi- 
pality of Catalonia, in Spain. 

Alfeizerao, a towm of Portugal, in £f- 
tramadura, on die leaftde.

Alfeld, a town of Germany, in the 
bi&opric of Hildelheim, X5 miles $$W of 
Hfldeiheim.

4X 48 N. 

Alford, a town in Lincolnih|t^ with 
a market on Tuefday ; feated ott a fm^ 
brook, fix milcb from the fea, and ao N of 
Bofton.

Alfreton, a town in Derbyfhire, with 
a market on Monday ; pleafantlv feated. 
on a finall hill, 13 miles N ox Derby, 
and 141 NNW of London. Lon. i 25 
W, lat. 53 8 N. 

Algagiola, a final! fortified Ibaport 
in Corfica. It was almoft deftroyed hy 
the inalecontents in 1731, but has finer 
been reftored. Lou. 8 55 £, lat. 42 30 N. 

Algarva, a province of Portug^, 67 
miles in length, and ao in breadth : bound- 
ed on the W and S by the fea, on the E by 
the Guadiana, and on the N by Alentejo. 
It is fertile in figs, almonds, dates, ofiv^ 
and excellent wiue ; the capital is Pharo. 

Algezira, a ilrong tow'ii of Spain, in 
Andalufia, on the ftraics of Gibraltar; but 
at prefent in a ine<in condition, the harbour 
being ikoaycd. It is 10 miles NW of 
Gibraltar. Lon. 5 22 W, lat. 36 14 N. 

Almifr, or ALCExijatownof SardI- 
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aIs, on the NW coaft, with t l^op^fee. 
Lon. 8 40 £> lat. 40 40 N. 

ALOiEltSt one o£ the Aatrs of Bar- 
bar^, bounded on the £ by Tunis, on the 
N by the Mediterranean, on the S by 
Mount Atlas, and on the W by Morocco. 
It egttends 60O miles from E to W. The 
air is very temperater and the land toward 
the N fertile in cbriu The \-all^s are 
full of fruit; but a great part is dry, 
mountainous, and barren. The melons 
have an eaquihte taftc, fome of which are 
ripe in fummer, and others in winter. 
The ftems of the vines are lb large, that 
a man can hardly grafp them with his 
arms ; and the bunches of grapes are a foot 
and a half long. It is divided into three 
provinces, namely, Tlcmfam on the W, 
Titeric on the S, and Conllantia to the E 
of the city of Algiers. The Tuiks, who 
h^vc the gf)\Tmmcnt in their hands, are 
rot above 7000 in number ; and yet the 
Moors, or natives of Africa, have no fharc 
:n it. It is only a kind of republic under 
ihe protedlion of the grand fignior, and it 
is governed by a foA-ci*eign called the d^', 
but he can do nothing of confcquence with- 
out the council of the Janiflaries. The 
Arabs, who lire in tents, arc a diftinift 
people, governed by their ovm lavi's and 
magiArates, though the Turks interjwfc 
as often as they pleafe. The dey of Algiers 

an abfolute monarch, but cledled by 
tnc TurkiAi foldicrs, and frequently de- 
pofed, and put to death by them. The 
revenues of the government arile from the 
tribute paid by the Moors and Arabs, a 
detachment of the army being Itnt into 
cr^h province erv^ery year to colledl it ; 
and the prizes they take at fea Ibmetimes 
equal the taxes the)' lay upon the natives, 
"rhe dey has fevcral tnouland Moors in 
his fervice, both horfe and toot ; and the 
dc)'s or viceroys of the provinces, ha^-e 
ca^h an army under his command. Their 
leligion is Mahometanlfm, and their lan- 
guage a dialect of the Arabic. They have 
iiltcwife a jargon, compoled of Italian, 
French, and Spaniih, called Lingua Fianca, 
that is undcrfiood’ by the common peo- 
ple and merchants. The complexion of 
the natives is tawny, and they are Arong 
and vi'cll made. 

Algiers, a large and Itrong tovm of 
Africa, in Barbary, the capital ot tlie kmg- 
dom of Algiers. It is built on the dc- 
ehvity of a mountain, and is in the form 
an amphitheatre next the harbour ; in- 
fomuch, that the houfes appearing one a- 
bove another, make a very fine appearance 
from the fea. The tops of the houfes 
arc all flat, for which reafon they walk 


upon them in the evening to take (kt 9k t 
befides, they are covered with earth, and 
ierve for a fort of gardens. The ftreetr 
are narow, and ferve to keep off the ex- 
treme heat of the fun. The mole of the 
harbour is 500 paces in length, extending 
fix>m the continent to a fmafi ifland, where 
there is a calUc and a large battery of guns. 
The number of inhabitants it faid to be 
100,000 Mahometans, 15,600 Jews, ^pd 
4000 ChrlAian Haves. Their chief fub- 
fiHcncc is derived from their piracies, for 
they make prizes of all Chriflian ihips 
that are not at peace wkh them. The 
country about Algiers is adorned with 
gardens and fine villas, watered by foun- 
tains and rivulets ; and thither the inhabi- 
tants refort in the hot fcafons. Algiers, 
tho* it has, for ages, braved the r&ent- 
ment of the moH powerful Hates in ChriH- 
endom, K is faid, could make but a faint 
defence againA a regular ficgc. The em- 
peror Charles v, in 1541, loH a fine fleet 
and army, in an expedition againA it. llie 
Enghih burnt their veAcls in the harbour 
in T635 and 1670. It was bombarded 
by the French in i688. In 1775, the 
Spaniards made a defeent near the city 
with a formidable army, but were defeat- 
ed with great flaughtcr. In 1784, they 
fent a powerful fleet to attack the forts 
that defend the harbour ; but they were- 
repelled by the Algerines, although they 
made eight fucccflivc attacks wth great 
fpirit and bravery. In 1 767, the Algerines 
took the lead of the other Hates of Bar- 
bar)', in refufing to pay any longer their 
ufual tribute to the Porte. Algiers is 
fituatc oppofite hlinorca, 380 miles \V of 
Tunis. Ix)n. a E, lat. 349 ’N. 

Alhama, a town of Spam, in Gra- 
nada. A little below it arc hot baths, 
accounted the beA in Spain. It is feated 
in a valley, lurrounded by craggy moun- 
tains, *25 miles SW of Granada. Lon. 3 
24 W, lat. 36 5 6 N. 

Alhambra, the ancient fortrefs ar.d 
rcfidence of the Mcorifli monarchs of 
Granada. In m'any ceimtrics may be fetn 
excellent modem as well as ancient ar- 
chitcdlure, both entire and in ruins ; but 
nothing to be met with any where el^ can 
convey an idea of this edifice, cxcc^ the 
decorations of an opera or the tales of the 
genii. The firA place you come to L the 
court called the communn^ or common 
baths ; an oblong fquare with a deep bafen 
of clear water in the middle ; two flights of 
marble Heps leading doven to the bottom ; 
on each fide a parterre of flowers, and a 
row of orange trees. The ciclings arc gilt

Alps, the liigheA mountains in Eu- 
rope, feparating Italy from France and 
Germany. ' They begin on the fide of 
France toward the Mediterranean, between 
the territory ''of Genoa And county of 
Nice ; and terminate at the gulf of Car- 
mcro, which is part of the gulf of Venice.

Amsterdam, a large, rich, and popu- 
lous city m Hollud, capital of the United 
Provkces. The w^ are high, and well 
fortified ; and the bridge which joins the 
rampart is built over the river Amftel, and 
k one of the fineft pieces of architfi^ure 
k thele parts. Few cities have their.pub- 
lic boilamgs to fine, numerous, and well 
kept. Here are many handfotne churches, 
and hofpttak for perfons of all reltgk>nt 
and countries. The exchange is one of the 
principid omaments of the city, and the 
harbour is one of the krgeft axul fineft in 
Europe, where a vaft number of merchant 
fhips may always be feen ; thou^ there 
is a bar at its etftrancc, which u, how« 
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cMfeT) a gMtl^eciiritv ag^ft foreign ene- 
mies. "Ilie foundation of this town is laid 
upon piles, driven into a morafs, and un- 
der the ffcadthoufe alone are 13,000. The 
ftreets are fpacious and wdl paved, and 
moll of them haveoanals, with rows of trees 
fm each fide. It is computed to be about 
half as big as London. It nirrendered to the 
king of Fruflia in 1787, when that prince 
invaded Holland, in favour of the fiadthold- 
tTj but was evacuated on the refioration of 
the latter to his rights. Since it fuirender- 
ed to the French in 1795, its trade has 
greatly diminilhed, and its merchants have 
been impoverilhed by the repeated exadlions 
of their rapacious conquerors. It is feat- 
ed at the confluence of the rivers Amfiel 
and Wye, 65 miles of Aritweip, 175 
E by N of London, 240 N by E of Paris, 
and 560 NW of Vienna.

Ancona, an ancient town and c ita d el 
of Italy, on Ae gulf of Venice, in the 
marquilate of Ancona. It was oiiginallp 
built Upon a hill, and Ae caAedrai 
ftands upon Ae highefi; part, but the 
houles have been gradually extci^ed down 
Ae fide of the eminence toward the fea. 
The commerce of Ancona has rapidly in- 
creafi^ of late years ; for which it is in- 
debted to pope Clement xii, who made 
it a free port, and built a mole, to ren- 
der Ae h^boiur lafe : it is eredled on Ae 
ruins of Ae ancient mole, railed by the 
emperor Trajan, and is a^ve 2000 feet 
in lengA, 100 in breadth, and about 60 in 
depA from Ae furface of Ae fea. The 
triumphal arch of Trajan, remains alnioft 
entire, wIA its inlcription. The ftreets 
are narrow and uneven, Ae caAedrai is a 
low and dark ftrudlure ; and Aough Ae 
front is covered with marble, the archi- 
teifture has neiAer beauty nor regularit}'. 
Here likewiie Clement ere^ed a lazaretto, 
W'hkh advances a little way into the fes, in 
Ae form of a pentagon, and is a noble 
as well as ufcful edifice. Ancona was ta- 
ken by Ae French in 1796.

Andalusia, a province of Spain, 250 
miles in length, and 150 in breadA. . It u 
bounded on Ac S by Granada, on the W 
by Algar\'a and Ae Atlantic, on the N 
by £ilramadura« and on Ae £ by Mur- 
ciz. The Guadalquiver runs Arciugh ils 
whole lengA ; and it is Ae belt, moft fer- 
rile, and trading part in Spain.

Andaman Islands, on the E fide of 
Ae entrance into the bay of Bengal. Tl« 
inhabitants are the moft favage in the 
whole world. They go quite naked, Ae 
w'omen wearing afringe rouxid Aeir middled 
The men are crafty and revengefiil ; and 
frequently exprefe their averfion tso fttan- 
gers m a loud and Areatening tone of voice. 
Sometimes they appear docile and quiet 
with tlie moft hoftile intent. 

Andaye, a fortified town of France, 
in Ae department of Ae Lower Pyrenees 
and late territory of Bafques, famous for 
its brandy.

Andes, or Cordilleras, a chain 
of mountains in S America, wJiich running 
from the moft nortliem part of Peru, to 
the Straits of Magellan, are the longeft and 
moft remarkable in the world. They di- 
vide the whole fouthcm pail of America, 
au 4 run a length of 4.300 miles. They 
are much fuperior in height to any other 
mountains ; for the plain of Quito, which 
jnay be coiilidered as the bafe of the Andes, 
is elevated further above the lea than the 
top of the Pyrenees ; and they rile, in 
difterent places, more than one tliird 
above the Peak of Teneriffe, once thought 
to be the higheft land in the ancient he- 
mifphere. The Andes may literally be 
ikid to hide their heads in the clouds : the, 
ftorms often roll, and the tliunder burfts 
bcloiv their fummits, which, though ex- 
pofed to the rays of the fun in the torrid 
2one, are cov'ei'ed with everlafting fnow. 
From experiments made with a barometer 
on the mountain of Cotopaxi, it appeared 
that its fummitwas elevated 6252 yards 
above the furface of the fea, fomething 
more than three geographical mihs. In 
thefe mountains, there are faid to be z6 
volcanos. 

Andover, a borough in Hamplhire, 
with a market on Saturday. It fends 
two members to parliament, and is go- 
verned by a mayor. It is 10 miles N 
by W of Winchefter, and 65 W by S of 
London. Lon. i ao W, lat. 5 j 14 N. 

An DR ARUM, a town of Sweden, in 
Gothland, three miles S of Chnftianftadt : 
where there is the greateft alum work in 
the kingdom. 

Andrew, St. a fort of the United 
Provinces, at the £ end of the iftc of 
BomraclWacrt. 

Andrew, St. a town of Germany, in 
Curinthia, with a biftop's fee, feated on 
the river Levant, 95 miles S by W of 
Vienna. Lon. 15 10 E, lat. 46 52 N. 

Andrew^s, St. a city in Fifelhirc, 
with a univerfity. It was formerly tlie fee 
of an arv-hbilhop, and is featou at the 
bottom of a bay, on the level top of a 
ftnall hill, extending K and W, having 


an open profpedl of the German Ocean# 
The town of St. Andrew's was eredled into 
a royal borough by David I. in the year 
1140 and their privileges afterwards con- 
firmed. The charter of Malcolm II. is 
preferved in the tolbooth ; and appears 
written on a bit of parchment, but the con- 
tents equally valid with what would at this 
time require whole Ikins. Here alfo are 
kept the filver keys of the city ; wh^, 
for form’s fake, arc delivered to the king, 
if he ihould vilit the place, or to a viiftorioiu 
enemy, in token of lubmiffion. In this 
place, likewife, is to be feen the monftrous 
ax which, in 1646, took off the heads of 
Sir Robert SpotfM’’ood and other diftin- 
guiihed Icyallfts. St. Andrew’s is now 
greatly reduced in the number of its inhabi- 
tants ; at prefent fcarccly exceeding 2000. 
It is impombie to afeertain the fum when it 
was the feat of the primate : all that can be 
known is, that during the period of its 
fplendor, there were between 60 and 70 
bakeiv ; but now 9 or 10 are fufficient for 
the place. It is a mile in circuit, and con- 
tains three principal ftreets. On entering 
the port, a well-built ftrect, ftraigbt, 
and of a vaft length and breadth, appears ; 
but fo grafs-grown, and prefenting fuch a 
dreary fohtude, that it torms the perfcdl 
idea of having been laid wafte by the pef- 
tileuce. The univerfity, which w'as found- 
ed by biihop Wardlaw, in 1411, confiits 
of three colleges. The cathedral, the chapel 
of St. Regulus, the church of St. Salva- 
tor, and the priory, have been noble Gothic 
ftrudlures. The caftlc was the fccne of 
the cruelty and punifhment of cardinal 
Beton: the wnndow is ftill fliown, from 
which he lieheld the martyrdom of Geoige 
Wiihart, who w^s burnt on the fpot 
beneath ; and in this caftlc he himfdf wtL 9 
alFalfinated in 1546. The houfes, though 
built of ftone, arc gone to decay, thertf 
being no manufadtures to fupport the nu- 
merous inhabitants ; nor is the liarhour in 
a good condition. It is 30 miles N£ of 
E^nburgh.

Andria, a town of Naples, in Bari, 
with a bifiiop’s fee, four milcfr S of Barletta.

The inhabitants are of the 
Greek church, and have a Inlhop and fe- 
veral monafteries. The principal riches 
of this ifiand confift in fillu, and the fields 
are very pleafimt and ferdle ; being pbnted 
with oranges, citrons, mulberries, pome- 
granates, and figs. It lies to the N of 
Candia.

Anduxar, a town of Spain, in An-

Angelos, a populous and trading town 
of Afpxico, with a bilhop’s fee. The air is 
excellent, and the land abounds in com. It 
is 6a miles SB of Mexico. Lon. 99 %%

Angers, an ancient town of France, in 
the department of Maine and Loire, and 
the late province of Anjou. It is feated 
near the confluence of the Sarte and Loire, 
and is divided by the Maine into twe parts ; 
the weftem extending into the plain, and 
the eaflem which rifes on the acclivity of 
a hill. Its environs prefent a plealing view 
(jf numerous country houfes, upward of a 
hundred windmills, well-cultivated kitchei\- 
gardens, and eminences that produce good 
white wine. The cathedral is an elegant 
ftnidlure : the exquifite ueatnefs of the 
wainfeot of tlie choir, the width of tlie 
nave, and the principal gate, furrounded 
by three Iteeples (of which the centre one 
has no fupport hnt the bafes of the other 
two) are particularly admired. In this 
cathedral is the tomb of Rene, king of tSi- 
cily, and feveral biihops, in white marble ; 
and here is Ihown an uni, which is pre- 
tended to have been uJed at the wedding 
of Cana. Before the late dilToliition of 
convents, monks of every order were to be 
fecn at Angers ; and out of four abbeys 
that belonged to tlie Beiiedl6lines, three 
were particularly beautiful. Here is an 
academy of belles lettres, eftabliflied in 
1685. The inhabitants are computed at 
30,000 ; and here is a roniidcrablc manu- 
fadlure of handkerchiefs and lailcloth. The 
produce of the flate quarries, ac die extre- 
mity of the fuburb of Brefligny, forms 
likewife an important article of commerce : 
this flate is fo common, that the moil pal- 
tT)' hovel in the fuburbs is covered with it ; 
on which account Angers has been called 
the Black City. The caflle, flanked by 1 8 
great ^und towers, is remarkable only for 
its advantageous fituation on a rock, and the 
width of its ditches. It is 50 miles £ of 
Nantes, and 175 SW of Paris. Lon. o 35 
W, lat. 47 30 N. 

Anghiera, a town of Italy, in the 
dutchy of Milan, and capital of a county 
of the fame name. It is leated on the 
fide of the lake Maggiore, 30 miles 
of Milan.

Anglesey, an iiland and the moil 
weftem county of N Wales. It is a# 
miles in length, 14 in breadth, and fends 
two memb^ to parliament. It is in the 
diocefe of Bangor, is divided into fir 
hundreds, containing two market towns,, 
and 74 parifties. It is feparated from 
Camarvonihire by a long and narrow 
ifarait called the Menai. That part of die 
ifland which borders this ftrait is finely 
wooded, recalling to the mind its ancient 
ftate when it was the celebrated feat of 
the Dmids, whofe terrific religious rites 
were performed in the gloom of the thick- 
eft woods, where no foul ever entered but 
the prieft, who at noon, and at midnight, 
with palenefs on his brow, and tremor in 
his ftep, went thither to celebrate the hor- 
rible myiteries in honour of that terniic 
deity, whofe afpeifl he yet dreaded more 
than death to behold. Rude mounds, and 
heaps of ftones, faid to be druidical re- 
mains, are Hill to be feen. But a little way 
within, the whole appears a naked tradl, 
without trees or hedges, watered by nume- 
rous rills, fertile in graft and com, and 
abounding in cattle. Vaft quantities of cop- 
per are procured from a lamous min»6n 
Parys mountain. In the NW part of the 
iiland is a quarry of green marble, in^' 
termixed with that curious fubftance called 
albeftos. 

Angol, a town of S America, in Chili, 
125 miles N of Baldivia. Lon. 7a 59 W, 
lat. 37 36 S. 

Angola, a kingdom of Africa, bounded 
on the N by Congo Proper, on the E by 
Malemba, on the S by Benguela, and on 
the W by the ocean. This country pro- 
duces Indian com, beans, oranges, lemoxft, 
and feveral other fruits. The inhabitants 
arc very lazy, and generally idolaters, tak- 
ing as many wives as they think fit.

Angus SHIRK, a county of Scotland 
(forneiimes called Forfar, from the name 
of the county town) bounded on the N by 
Aberdeenihire on the NE by Kincardine- 
fhire, on the £ by the German Ocean, on 
the S by the ihth of Tay, and on the 
W by Perthihire. Its length and breadth 
are nearly equal, about 35 miles.

Anhalt, a principality of Germany, 
in the circle of Upper Saxony, 42 miles 
in length, and eight in breadth ; bounded 
on the S by Mansfield, on the W by Hal- 
berfladt, on the £ by Saxony, and on the 
N hfr Magdeburg.

Annandale, a diilriA of Dumfries- 
fliire in Scotland, fo called from the river 
Annan. The mountauuin the northern 
part of this diflridt, femetimes Earned 
Moflat Hills, ax>e the higheft in the S of 
Scotland. From tbefe defoend the Tweed, 
the Clyde, and the Annan. 

Annano, a ftrong fort in tiie duchy of 
Milan, feat^ on the Tenaro, 12 miles S 
of Ca^.

The defign 
flf thofe who planned the cky was to have 
the whole in the form of a circle, with 
the ifareets, like radii, beginning at the 
centre, where the ftadthoufe ftands; and 
thence diverging into every dirc^on. 
The principal part of the buildings are 
arranged agreeable to this plan. The 
iladt/ioufe ia the noblefl building of the 
kind in America. Its harbour is capable 
of containing xooo velTels in perfeA fc- 
curity.

It abounds with palm- 
trees, cocoas, oranges, lemons, bananas, 
and f^veral othei* fruits ; with hogs, goats, 
iheep, and chickens, which are all extreme- 
ly cheap.

An non AY, a town of France, in the 
department of Ardcche and late pro^ce 
of Dauphiny, formerly a fine manufadlory 
for paper.

Ano-Capri, the largeH town in the 
ifland of Capri, belonging to the kingdon^ 
of Naples.

The king 
of Prulfia found means to prevail upon the 
prefent prince to refign his dominions in 
his favour in confideration of a Hated re- 
venue ; he has finre married an Engliih 
lady ond fettled in England.

There is a large quanti- 
ty of fait in the mountain ; and five milea 
from the town, a fprlng famous for the 
cure of the gravel. It is 26 miles N of 
Malaga.

Anteqpiera, a town of N America, 
in New Spain, in the province of Guaxa- 
qua, 75 irnles S£ of Guaxaqui. 

Antibes, a fcaport of France, in the 
late province of Ftovence, now in the de- 
partoent of Van with a l^ng caHle. Its 
territory produces excellent fruit ; and it is 
feated on the Mediterranean, nine miles

Anticoste, a barren ifland of N 
America, lying in the mouth of the river

Antigua, one of the Engliih Leeward 
Iflands in the W Indies, al^ut 20 miles 
in length and breadth. This ifland having 
no rivers and but few fprings, or fuch as.

The 
air here is not fo wholefome as in the 
neighbouring iflands, and it is more fubjedi 
to hurricanes. , It has excellent harbours. 
The chief produce is fugar, of which it 
annually makes x 6,000 hogfli^ds. The 
capital is St. John’s.

It takes its name 
from the ancient city of Antium, the ruins 
of which extend over a long tradt of land* 

Antioca, or Antioch, an ifland in 
the Mediterranean, near Sardinia, taken 
from his Sardinian majcHy, by the French 
in February 1 793, but evacuated Ibon aHer* 

Antioch, now AnthakiAi an an- 
cient and celebrated town of Syria, of 
which it was formerly the capital ; but it 
IS now a ruinous town, wnofe hoofesy 
built with mud and Hraw, and nanow 
miry Hreets, exhibit every appearance o£ 
mifery s the magnificent ruins whkh re- 
main are fad memorials of its former gran- 
deur. It is ^ated on the river Oronte^ 
now called Afli, 15 miles E of the Mediter- 
ranean and 40 SW of Aleppo.

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■ ANTirAROS» the ancIcDt Olearoe, an 
xlland of the Arcbipela^, two miles W of 
Paros.^ It is only a rock, i6 miles in cir- 
cuit s yet in Ibxne parts it is well cultivat- 
ed, and produces as much barley as ferves a 
fmal! viilaffc. It has a gjotto, which k one of 
the gFeateftcuriofitics in nature ; it appears 
to be about 8o yards high and loo broad ; 
and thefroof forms a pretty goodarch, which 
entertains the eye with a vaft variety of 
figures, of white tranfparent cryitaUine 
fiiblUnce. It was firft difeovered by an 
It^an traveller, who gives a very entcr- 
iaining account of it. ** Our candles be- 
ing all lighted up, (fays he) and the whole 
place completely illuTninated, never could 
the eye be prefented with a more glitter- 
ing or more magniiicent feene. The roof 
all hung with folid icicles, tranljparent as 
glafs, yet folid as marble. The eye could 
Icarce reach the noble and lofty cieling ; 
the fides were regularly formed with ipars ; 
and the whole prefented the idea of a mag- 
nificent theatre, illuminated with an im- 
menfe profufion of hghts.

It is full of high mountains, whence pro- 
ceed ftreams of excellent water, which ren- 
der the land very fruitful.

Antrim, a county of Ireland, in the 
province of Ulftcr, bounded on the E by 
St. George's Channel, on the W by Lon- 
donderry, on the N by the Ocean, and on 
the SE by Down. It is 46 miles in 
length, and 28 in breadth, and is pretty 
firuitful. It contiiins 56 parifhes ; and be- 
fore die Iriih Unkin, fent 10 members to 
the Iriih parliament. 

Antrim, the capital of the county of 
Antrim, at the N end of the lake Lpugh- 
Neagh. It is a poor place, 13 miles W 
of r arrickfergus.

ANTWERP, a city of Brabant, capital 
of the marquifale of the fame name, with 
a bilhop's fee. It lies in a low, raarihy 
ground on tlie Scheldt, 24 miles N of 
Bruflcls. It is the third city in Brabant^ 


large and well built, containing a a fqnares, 
and above 200 ftrects, all ifrait and broad. 
Moft of the houfes are of free fionc;, and 
have an air of antiquity, being high, with 
courts before, and gardens behind The 
cathedral is a fine firUdiure, and contained 
an aifcmblage of paintings by the |;reateft 
mafters of the Flemifb fchool, particularly 
Rubens and Quintin Matfys. But of thefr 
it has probably been plundered by the 
French, who in their progrefr into Holland, 
took this city. I'he Itadthoufe and the 
exchange are magnificent ifaruAures : the 
latter is the firft building of that kind in 
Europe, and on its model the exchanges of 
Ix)ndon and Amftcrdam are built. Its 
pillars are all of blue marble, and carved, 
but all in a different manner. Antwerp 
towards the end of the X5th century was 
one of the moft celebrated towns in the 
world. The Scheld, on which it ftands, be- 
ing 20 feet at low water, and rifing ao feet 
more at flood, fbips of the greateft burden 
came up to the keys ; but when the Uni- 
ted Provinces formed themfelves into a free 
ftate, they got die entire command of the 
navigation of the Scheld, which ruined the 
trade of Antwerp, and transferred it to Am- 
fterdatn. Among the cloifters, the moft 
remarkable are, die noble and rich abbey 
of St. Michael, on the banks of the Scheld, 
the apartments of which are truly royal. 
As to the fortifications of the city, it is en- 
vironed with a fine wall, planted with rows 
of trees on each fide, with w'alks between, 
broad enough for two coaches to go abreaft, 
being alfo defended by a very ftrong, large, 
regular citadel, in term of a pentagon, 
eredted by the duke of Alva, in 1568, 
which commands the town and the adjacent 
country. Antwerp was taken by the prince 
of Parma in 1583, after a long and me- 
morable fiegc. It has been fince taken by 
the French in 1700, by the allies in 1706, 
and by the French in 1746. It has been 
twice taken by the French, fince the be- 
ginning of the prefent war, (iSop.) It U 
22 miles N of Bruffels, 22 N£ of Ghent, 
and 65 S of Amftcrdam.

Arabia, a country of Afia, bounded 
on the W by the Red Sea and the iithmus 
of Suez ; oil the N£ by the Euphrates, 
which divides it from Diarbakar, the 
ancient Mefopotamia ; on the £ by the 
gulfs of Periia and Ormus ; and on the 
S by the Indian Ocean, ll is divided inte 
three parts, Arabia Petrea, Deferta, and 
Felix. Arabia Petrea is the finalleft of the 
three, and, toward the N, is full of moun* 
tains, with few inhabitants, on account of 
its barreiinefs. It had its name from the 
town Petrea, its ancient now def- 

troyed. It differs little from A^la De- 
ferta, ib called from the nature of the foil, 
which is gciterally a barren fand ; buf 
there arc great flocks of iheep, and herd) 
of cattle near the EupliraU's, where the 
land is good. In the dcHrt an great num- 
bCTS of oltri dies, and there if a fine breed of 
c^cls in fc'veral places. Arabia Fdix i^ 
fo called, oa account of its fertility, with re-

lix produces fraiikincexife, myrrh, balm of 
Gilead, gum arable, and cofiee, of whidx 
latter they export prodigious quantities.

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tfeith, coAquered i great part of AHa^ 
AfriCAy and Europe* edabli^ng their re- 
ligion wherever they came.

In hu palace, which is very large, 
arc contained feven golden idols, two inches 
thick, each of a man’s height, and covered 
with diamonds, rubies, and other precious 
Bones. They have only two fcafons, the 
rainy fea&n, which continues from April 
to OAober, and the fair feaibn, which in- 
cludes all the reB of the year, and Is tailed 
the fummer. The inhabitants art idolaters, 
and the women tolerably fair ; but the long- 
til ears are reckoned the molt beautiful, 
and in thefe they wear many rings. I'herc 
are fuch numbers of elephants, buffaloes, 
and tigers, tliat but few places are inha- 
bited, on account of the rava;rcs made by 
thefe animals. The commodities are tim- 
ber, lead, tin, and elephants teeth ; and 
ibrnetimes the traders meet ynth diamonds, 
rubies, and other preaous Bones* 

Aral, a lake of Afia, aco miles £ of 
the Cafpian fea. It is 300 miles in length, 
and in fome places 150 in breadth. It lies 
between 58 and 6%^ of £ Ion. and between 
42 and 47° N lat.

The prin- 
cipal Countriea in this continent, m Si- 
beriau Tartaiy, China, Thibet, Hindoof> 
tan, Siam, Buimah, Perfia, Arabia, Syria, 
Paleiline, Natolia, Diaiheckar, Irac, Ar- 
menia, Geoxgia, Curdiibn, Ac. Afia is 
looked upon as that part of the world, 
which of aU others, has been moft pecu- 
liarly diftinguiflied by heaven. There it 
was the ftrft man was created ; there the 
patriarchs Uved ; there the law was given 
to Moles, and the greateft and moft cele- 
brated monarchies were formed. Laftly 
in Afia Jel'us Chrift appeared, and from 
thence it is that the light of the gofpel 
was diftiifed over all the world. Laws, 
arts, fciences and religion, almoft all had 
their original in Afia.

Asofh, a fea, anciently the Palus 
Mseoti^ lymg N of the Black Sea, with 
whifl^i it has a communication by the ftrait 
of the ancient Cimmerian Bofphorus. 

This fea, which is fometimes called tfae 
fea of Zabak, extends 390 miles from SW 
to N£.

Asofh, a diftria of the Ruffian em- 
pire, in the province of Catharmenflaf, in-

Asoph, the late capital of a diftria of 
the fame name, in Afia, feated near lie 
mouth of the Don, to ^e £ of the fea 
of Albph.

The branch cf the Don, upon which it 
fiands, is now fo choked with land, as 
fcarcely to admit the fmallcft vcflel, which 
renders the place lefs important than it 
was formerly.

The open parts are 
marked with population and tillage ; the 
woods abound with elephants. The other 
inhabitants of Afiam are bafe and unprin* 
cipled, have no fixed reli^n, nor any rule 
but their inclination, ^ey eat all flefii 
except human, and even animals that die 
a natural death. They are enterprifing 
favage, vindiiUve, and fond of w'ar. TTiey 
have neither horfes, afles, nor camds ; but 
they arc fometimes brought there from 
other countries. Afibs they are fond 
but are fo much afraid of a horfe, that one 
trooper W'ould put a hundred of them to 
flight.

Assancale, a town of Armenia, on 
the river Ares, 22 miles £ of Erzerum.

As SENS, a feaport of Denmark, in the 
ifiond of Funen. fr is the common paf- 
fage from the duchy of Slefwick to Copen- 
hagen, and is Z7 miles SW of Oden&c, 
Lon.

Assisio, a citv of Indy, in the duchy 
of Spoleto, on the fide of a high mountain. 
The cathedral of St. Francis is magnifi- 
cent, and compol'ed of three churches, 
one above ano&cr.

Assos, a feaport of Nat(^a, on a bay 
of the Archipelago, 12 miles S£ of Troas, 
Lon.

Assyria, a country of Aiia, celebrated 
in ancient hifiory.

Astabat, a town of Armenia, three 
miles from the river Aras, and zi S of 
Nakfivan.

Asti, an ancient epifeopai town of Italy, 
in Montferrat. It is feated on the Ta« 
naro, sz miles £ of Turin. Lon. 8 8 £, 
lat.

Astorga, a very ancient city of Spain, 
in Leon, well fortified by art and nature, 
ieated in a plealant plain, 25 miles SW 
of Leon.

Astrabad, a large town of Perfia, 
capital of a province of the fame name, on 
the Cafpian Sea, aoo miles K of Ifpahan.

Astracan, an epifcopal city of the 
Ruffian empire, capital of a province of the 
fame name. It is lai^e and populous, has 
a good harbour, and is furrounded by 
ilrong walls. It feldom rains here : but 
the river Volga, on which it fiands, over* 
flows like the Nile ; and when the water 
is run ofi*, the pr^s nows in lefr than a 
month. The city' of Allracan is about 
two miles and a half in circumference, fui> 
rounded by a brick-wall, which is now in 
a ruinous condition : but, if we compre- 
hend the fttburbs, the circuit will be near 
five miles. The number of inhabitants 
amounts to 70,000, including Armenians 
and Tartars, as well as a few Perfians and 
Indians. All round the city, at the dif- 
tance of two miles, ai-e feen a great num- 
ber of gardens, orchards. This city is 
fuppofed to have been, in early times, the 
general ftaple for the productions of Per- 
fia, India, and Arabia. It is feated on an 
ifland formed by the river, 50 miles NW 
of the Cafpian Sea. Lon. 47 40 £, lat.

Asturias, a province of Spain, 120 
milesjn leng^, and 45 in breadth; bound- 
ed on the £ by Bifcay, on the S by Old 
Ciilile and Leon, on the W by Galicia, 
and on the N by the Atlantic. It Is di- 
vided into two pam, Afturia d’G^edo, 
and Afturia de Santillana. This province 
is full of mountains and fore^ and iu 
wine and horfes are excellent. It has 
mines of gold, lapis lazuli, and vcrmillion, 
and belongs to the eldeft fon of the king 
of Spain, who is ftylcd prince of Afturias. 

Atacama, a harbour of S America, in 
Peru. There is a great defert of the fame 
pamc.

Athelney, an ifland of Someffet- 
Ihlre, at the confluence of the Thone and 
Parret, memorable for having afibrddl 
ihelter to king Alfred. 

Athens, now called Setines, onrea 
celebrated city, the capital of Ancient At« 
tica, but now of Livadia, in European Tur- 
key. After many revolutions, the Turks 
finally wrefted it from the Venetians ; and 
it has now not more than 10,000 inhuhil- 
ants, of whom three fourths are Chriftians 
of the Greek church ; the remainder 
Turks. It is the fee of an archbiftiop ; 
and is defended by a citadel on the fummit 
of a lofty rock. The tovn ftands beneath 
the citaael ; not encompalfing tlie rock as 
formerly, but fpreading into the plain to 
the W and NW. Some mafles of brick 
work, ftanding feparate without the town 
belonged perhaps to the ancient wall, of 
w*hich other traces alfo appear. The 
houfes arc moflly mean and ftraggling* 
In the lanes, the high w'alls on each fidr, 
which are commonly white waflied reflet 
ftrongly the light of the fun. The ftreets 
were very irregular ; and anciently were 
neither uniform nor handfome. There 
are many magnificent ruins, which teftify 
its former grandeur. It is fituate on the 
gulf of Engia, zoo miles NE ofLacedc- 
mon, and 320 S by W of Conflontinople.

height. It Is Inh^ted by a great number 
of Greek monks, who have many fortified 
monafterics ujjm it.

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.mufonsy 5 cc. leading an auifcrc life, and 
living to a great age. It is 70 miles E of 
Solonichi.

Ath Y, a town of Ireland, in the county 
of Kildare, and province of Lciniler, feat- 
cd on the river Barrow, xa miles $ of 
Kildare.

Atlantic, or Atlantic Oct an, 
takes its name from mount Atlas in Af- 
rica, and lies between the W continents of 
Afrfca and Europe, and the E continent 
of America. Its leafr breadth, from 
Guinea in Africa to Bralil in S America, 
is 2300 miles. On one fide of the equator, 
it is called the N Atlantic Ocean ; and on 
the other, the S Atlantic Ocean. 

Atlas, a chain of high mountains in 
Africa, f^arating Barbary Irom Biledul- 
gerid. lliey are inhabited aimed in 
every place, except where the extreme cold 
will not permit. 

Atooi, one of the Sandwich IHands, 
dlfcovered by captain Couk, in 1778. 
Towards the NE and NW the face of the 
country is ragged and broken ; but to the 
S it is more even. The hills rife from the 
fea>fide with a gentle acclivity, and ai a 
btile diftance back are covered with wood. 
The natives are of a middle fize and in ge- 
neral lloutly made. They are atStive, 
vigorous, and mofi: expert fwimmers, tlie 
w'omcn with infants at their breads often 
leaping overi-board in a heavy furf, without 
endangering their little ones. 

Atri, an epifcopal town of Naple*;, in 
Abruzzo Ulteriore. It is fcatcd on a 
craggy mountain, four miles from the 
gulf of Venice, and 10 SE of Teramo.

Attlfbury, a towni in Norfolk, 
with a market on Tuefday, 14 miles NE 
ofThetford and 93 of London.

Attock, a river, which rifos in the 
Tartarian Mountains, N of Hindooilau, 
pail'es by Cabul, and flows into the Indus, 
abovt Attock. 

Ava, a large river, which rifes in 
Thibet, and crofTmg the kingdoms of 
Burmah and Pegu, falls into ^e bay of 
Bengal, by feveral moutha. 

Ava, a lai^ cky in Alia, capital of 
the kingdom of Burmah, and fcated on 
the river Ava. The houfes sxc built with 
timber or bamboo canes, with thatched 
t«ofs, and floors made of teak plank or 
Umboo. The Ereets ar»\xry ifrai^ 


with row'S of trees planted cn caeh fide. 
The royal palace is a nu*an firu(fiurc, al- 
though large, and built writh ftone. 
Tht inhabitants are welMhapcd, have good 
features, and au olive complexion j but 
the women, who are fmall, arc whiter than 
the men. Ava is 1x50 miles N£ of Cal- 
cutta.

Ava, a long tra< 5 ^ of coall in Afia, on 
the £ fide of the gulf of Bengal, extending 
from the S extremity of Aracan to Cape 
Negraias, and divided from Pegu on the 
E by the river Ava. 

Avalon, an ancient towm of France, in 
the department of Yonne and late province 
of Burgundy. It is 20 miles S£ of 
Auxerre. l^ii. 3 52 £, lat. 47 30 N. 

Avbf, a department oL France, the late 
province of Champagne. 

Aubenas, a tow’tt of France, in the 
department of Ardeche and late province 
of Dauphiny. It has a inanufadlure of 
cloths of Spaniih wool, and of red cotton, 
in imitation of Indian handkerchiefs. 
Befide corn and w ine, its diftri( 5 f produces 
truffles, oranges, figs, olives, (hefinuts, 
and walnuts. The lilkworm and muL 
berry-tree fiirceed well here. Aubenas 
feated on the Ardeclie, at the loot of the 
Cevennes, near the mineral w'aters of Valtz, 
and 15 miles NW of Viviers. Lon. 4 30

AuBiGNY, a town of France, in the 
department of Cher and late province of 
Berry. It has a caflle, and is feated in a 
fine plain, on the river Nerre. It was a 
dukedom, and belonged to the dukes of 
Richmond ; and was confirmed to the 
prefent duke. At the revolution in France 
It fhared the fate of all other titles of 
nullity. 

Aubin, a town of the ifiand of Jerfey, 
with a good harbour and a fort. 

Aubin DU CoRMjFR, a town of 
France, in the department of llle and 
Vilaliie and late province of Bretagne ; 
famous for a battle betw'een vifeount 
Tremouille and the duke of Orelans, af- 
terward liCwis XII, in 1488, w'hen the 
latter w'as made prifoner. It is ten miles

A V BON N E, a handfome towm of Sw^cr^ 
land, in the canton of Bern, on a river of 
the fame name, xo miles, W of Laufanne.

AucAucnELt a tovm of Airica, capi- 
tal of the kingdom of Adel, feated on a 
mountain.

It Hes on the fummit and declivity of a 
fleep hilly at the foot of which runs the

in France ; the buildings are modem and 
degaut, and the ibreets though generally 
-SUrrow arc clean and well paved. The in- 
habitants are computed to be 8000 ; and 
they have manufafturcs of velvet, ferges, 
crapes, hats, and leather. Auch is 37 
miles W of Touloufe.

Auckland, Bishop’s, a town in the 
bifhopric of Durham, with a market on 
Thuiiday. It is plealantly feated on the 
fide of a hill, and noted ior its beautiful 
callle, and for its chapel, whofe architec- 
ture is very curious.

Aveiron, a department of France, in- 
cluding the late province of Rotiergue. 

Avellino, an epifcopal town of Na- 
ples, in Principato Citcriore. It was al- 
moft mined by an earthquake in 1(^4, 
ami is 25 miles £ of Naples.

Avenche, a town of Swiflerland, in 
rhe canton of Bern, formerly capital of 
Swifferland, but now fliows its former 
greatnefb only by its ruins.

Averno, a lake of Naples, in Terra 
di Lavora, two miles long, and one broad*

fly over it, but fwim upon it. A little 
to the W of the lake is a cave, where Ibmc 
pretend they went formerly to confult the 
Cumaean Sybil* There are alfo fome old 
walls, which fome fuppofe to be the 
ruins of a temple of Apollo, and others of 
yiuto. 

Aversa, a town of Naples, with a 


bifhop’s ftc. It is feated in a very fine 
plain, eight miles N of Naples. Lon. 14

Aves, or the Illands of Birds, fo called 
from the great number of Urds that fre- 
quent them. They are 70 miles £ by S 
of Curacao, and xoo N of the coaft of 
Terra Firma. 

Avesnes, a fmall but fh-ong town of 
France, in the department of me Ij'orth 
and late province of Hainault, feated on the 
Hefper, 25 miles £ of Cambray, and 100 
NE of Paris. Lon. 3 38 E, lat. 50 8 N. 

Aufnay, a pleal^t little illand in the 
lake of Zuric, below Rapperfchwyl. 

Augsburg, an ancient city of Suabia, 
in Germany. It is a bilhop’s fee, and an 
imperial city, or fovereign Hate, being 
governed by the town-council and the rc- 
prefentatives of the burghers, who are half 
protedants and half papifts. The 
churches, townhoufe, and other public 
buildings, are magnificent. It is furround- 
cd by beautiful plains, and large forells, 
full of all forts of game. In the bilhop’s 
palace, the Lutherans prefented their con- 
tieilion of i^th to the emperor Charles v. 
in X550, hence called the confef&on of 
Augfburg. The biihop is one of the 
princes of the empire, but has no ihare in 
the govenunent of the town. It was taken 
by Sie French in X703, but abandoned in 
the year following, iker the battle of 
Hockiladt, and again taken by them, 
Augult 24, 1 796. It ib feated between the 
rivers Werdach and Lech, 30 miles NW 
of Munich.

Augusta, the capital of Georgia, in 
N America, iituate on the SW bank of 
the river Savannah, ii 7 miles NW of the 
town of Sa^^annah. The town does not 
confift of quite 300 houfes ; but as it is 
feated on a fine plain, and enjop the bell 
foil, with the advantage of a central fitu- 
ation between the upper and lower coun- 
tries, it is riling into importance. Lon.

Auguste, or Austa, an illand in the 
gulf of Venice, on the coaft of Dalmatia, 
nearRagufa, fubjedlto Venice.

ed by veffels that draw more than twelve

The churches 
are handfome ; that of Notre Dame is an- 
cient but not lar^e, and is one of the heft 
axlomed in the city. It is advantaeeoufly 
feated on tlie Rhone, 20 miles £ of Nilmes 
Lon.453

Avila, an ancient town of Spain, in 
OldCallile. Ithasaunivcrlity and a con- 
fidcrable bUhopric.

Aviles, a town of Spain, in Aufturias 
d’Ovicuo, on the bay of Bifcay, 35 miles 
N of Oviedo.

Avis, a fmall town of Portugal, in 
Alentcjo, feated on an eminence, with a 
caftle, near the river Avis. Hence the mi- 
litary order of the knights of Avis have 
their name.

AuRACH,a fortified town of Germany, 
in the S part of Suabia, and duchy of 
Wirtraburg ; feated at the foot of a moun- 
tain, on the rivulet Ermfi, 15 miles E of 
Tubingen.

Avranch&s, an ancient town of 
France, in tlie department of the Channel 
and late province of Normandy ; the city 
is mean but is finely feated on an eminence, 
near which the See runs about a mile and 
a half from the ocean and 30 E of St. 
Malo. I^n. I 1 8 W, lat. 4S 4 N. 

Aurav, a fmall feaport of France, on 
the gulf of Morbihan, in the department of 
that name and late province of Bretagne, 
eight miles W of Vannes. Lon. 2 J3 W, 
lat.

Aurich, a town of Wcflphab’a, In £ 
Friefland, with a cafile, w'hcre the coi»*t 
refides. It is feated in a plain, furround- 
ed by forefis full of game, 1 3 niiles NE of 
Embden. Lon. 7 xz E, lat. 53 28 N. 

Aurillac, a populous trading town 

France, on the river Jordanne, in tlic 
departmeut of Cantal and late province of 
Auvergne. Quantities of lace andveKct 
are manufa^ured heie. It is 30 milev 
SW ofSt. Flour, and 25 oS of Paris. Lon. 
2 22 £,Iat. 44 55 N. 

Aurora Island, an iiland, one of the 
Nov Hebrides, in the S Pacific Ocean. 
It is about 12 leagues long, but not above 
5 broad. Lon. z68 24 lat. 15 8 S. 

Aurungabad, a coiifiderahle city of 
Alla, in the Deccan of Hindoofian. It 
is but a modem city ; owdng its rife, from 
a fmall town, to the capital of Dowkiabad, 
to the great Aurungzebe, from w^hom 
it had name. It is 260 miles N£ of 
Bombay. l.cn. ^6 2 E, kt. 19 45 iT. 

Aus 7 ri a, one of the circles of the Ger- 
man empire, bounded on the W by SwiflVr-* 
land ; cn the N by Suabia, Bavaria, Bohe- 
mia, anii Moravia j on the E by Hungary ; 
and on the S by Italy and Croatia. It 
cx)ntair.3 the archduchy of Auftria ; the 
duchies cf Stiria, Carinthia, Carnida, and 
Goiitia j the county of Tirol ; and the 
biihrprics of Brixen dnd Trent. 

Austria, an ai’diduchy, h t! c’rcle 
oftLs fame name. ‘Ihv. ri;c* Er.=iviiridei 
it into Upper and I.cwcr : \ . ..a is the 
capital of the Low"»r, a: d L'litz of the 
Uppu:.

Autun* an ancient town of France, 
the epifcopal fee of the department of 
Saone and Loire, in the Utc province of 
Burgundy ; it contains a great many mines, 
and produces a great quantity of fulphur. 
It is leated at the foot of three mountains 
on the river of Arroux, which wafhes 
its ancient walls, whefe rains are fo hrm, 
and the (tones fo clofely united, that th#*y 
feem almoll to be cut out of the folid ro:k. 
Jn tliis city arc the rums of three ttm- 
ples, one of which was dedicated to Janus, 
and the other to Diana, lliey have ma- 
TiufaiStures of tapeftry from cows hair and 
thread, carpets, and covet lets. Their delft 
ware is degenerated into earthen, although, 
with little indullry, tlicii argil would be 
very proper for pbrcclaiu. Jn St. Mai tin’s 
diurcJi is the tomb of the cruel Brundiaud, 
whom Gregory of Touts mentions as the 
xnonficr of the (ixth centurj' : (he was ac- 
culed of Itaving poilimcd her fou Childc- 
bett, and of havatg procured the death of 
JO kings ; by the onier of her grandfon 
Clovis 11, (he was tied to the tail of a 
wild marc, and thus mifcrably peiifhcd. 
The cathedral of St. I^/ariis, the college, 
and tlie feminary, arc worthy of nonce. 
Autun is 45 miles E by S of Nevers, and 
262 S£ of Paris. Lon. 4 23 £, lat. 46

Auvergne, a late province of France, 
100 miles in length, and 75 in breadth ; 
bounded on the N by the Bourbonnois, on 
the E by Forez and Velay, on the W by 
Limolin, Querci, and La Marche, and on 
tlic S by Rouergue and the Ccvcnncb. It 
now forms the two departments o( Cantal 
and Puy-de-Domc. 

Awe Loch, one of the mofl beautiful 
lakes of Scotland, in Argylefhiic, 50 miles 
long, and in fonie paits, above two broad. 
2t contains many hue little iPands, tuHed 
with trees. The river Awe, the outlet of 
this bkc, is diA:harged uito Locli Etivc, at 
the Village of Bunawe. 

Auxerre, an ancient town of France, 
in tlie dqtartment of Yuniie, lately an 
epifcopal fee of Burgundy, advantageoudy 
fituated on the Yonne. The inhabitants 
are computed at 16,000; and it contains 
many fountains and fquares. It is 25 
miles S of Sens. Lon. 3 39 £, lat. 47

Auxonnt, a town of France in the 
deiiartment of Cote d’Or and late province 
of Burgundy, wdilt a calUe, an arfenal, 
handfomc barracks, and a fouudery for 


cannon. It is (eated on the Saone, over 
which there is a bridjge of 23 arches, and 
is 17 miles £ of Dijon. Lon. 5 29 £, 
lat.

Awatska-Bav, a harbour of Kamtf- 
chatka, the fafeft and moft/extenfive that 
has been difeovered, and the only one, in 
that part of the world, that can admit vcf- 
felsof a confiderable burden. Lon. 158

Awlen, a hnall imperial town of Sua- 
bta, on the liver Cochen, 15 miles W of 
Octlng. It ivas taken by the French 
in Auguft 1796.

Axeridgf, a corporate town in So^ 
me"fet(hire, with a market on Thurfday. 
It is Itated on the river Ax, under the 
Mendip htlU, where there is good pal- 
turage, 10 miles NW of Wells, and 
132 W of London.

51 17 N. 

Axel, a fmall fortified tovni of Dutch 
Flanders, feated in a morafs, 10 miles N 
of Ghent. It as take n by the French in 
1794. Lon. 3 4$ E, lat. N. 

Axholm, an ifland in the NW part 
of Lincolnfhire, in £nglar.d. It is formed 
by the Trent, Dun, and Idle, and Is jo 
miles lottg and 5 broad. It is a rich tradl, 
in which much (lax is cultivated. 

Axim, a territory on the Gold Coaft of 
Guinea, containing two or three villages on 
the fcaihore. Tlie inhabitants arc gene- 
rally rich, and fell a great deal of gold to 
the Englifii and Dutch. They are like- 
wife indufb*icus in hniing, and in tilling 
the ground. The exceflivc moiilure of 
the climate renders it very unliealthy, but 
it produces plenty of rice, water-melons, le- 
mons, oiangcs, &c. 'File Dutch have 
a fort and a ladlory here, called St. An- 
thony. 

Ax MINSTER, a town of Devonflurc, on 
the river Ax, with a market on Saturday. 
It was a place of note in the time oi the 
Saxons, but now contains only 2co 
houfes. Here is a manufa^ure of broad 
and narrow cloths, and a famous one for 
carpets. It is 18 miles E by N of Exeter, 
and 147 W of London. Lon. 3 8 W, lat.

Axum, formerly a large city, and once 
the capita of Abyflinia. Its ruins are 
very exteniive, but confift altogether of 
public buildings. ^It is 125 mUes W of 
the Red Sea.

Ayamonte, a (eaport of Spain, in An- 
dalufia, with a (frong caftle built on a 
rock, at tlie mouth of the river Guadiana, 
oppofite Caftro-M'rino, 80 miles NW of'

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Aylksham, a town in Norfolk, with 
a market on Saturday, i% miles N of Nor- 
wich, and lai NB of London. Lon. z 
t; E, kt.

Aymouth, a town of Scotland, in Ber- 
wick/hire, fijt miles N of Berwick, for- 
merly fortified to curb the garrifon of that 
town. Lon. I 46 W, lat. 56 iz N. 

Ayr, a borough of Scotland, capital 
of ai} e:ttenlive county of the fame name. 
It is iituate on a Tandy plain, on both fides 
of the river Ayr, over which is a bridge 
of four arches. It appears from hiftory 
and other documents to have been a con- 
fidcrable place at the time of the Norman 
conqueft. Its chief trade is in coal and 
grain ; the filhery being in a manner given 
up. In the new Towm are many good 
houfes, and the ruins of a Dominican 
monaftery, founded by Alexander ii, in 
1150. A mile N from the town, is a 
houfc called King’s Cliapel, founded for 
lepers by Robert Bruce ; the Icprofy being 
a difeai'e fo common in thofe days, as to 
be the fubjedt of feveral parliamentary fta- 
tutes. Ayr is 65 miles S\V of Edinburgh. 
Lon. 4 39 SS 30 N. 

Ayrshire, a county of Scotland, 
bounded on the W and N by the Frith of 
Clyde and Renfrewfhire, on the E by the 
counties of Lanerk and Dumfries, and on 
the SE and S by the Ihires of Kircud- 
bright and Wigton. It exhibits the Ihape 
of two wings, extending to the NW and 
SW, and forming a vafl bay at the mouth 
of the frith of Clyde. Between its ex- 
treme points it is about 50 miles ; its 
greateft breadth is not quite 27. Its moll 
northerly diviHon is Cunningham, the NW 
angle of which, though mountainous, is 
rich in paflure. 

Azamor, a f.nall feaport of Africa in 
Hie kingdom of Morocco j formerly very 
confiderabie, but ruined by the Portu- 
guefe in 1513. Lon. 7 o W, kt. 3a 

N. 

Azem, See Assam. 

Azof. See Asoph. 

Azores, or Western Islands, a 
group of illands, in tlie Atlantic Ocean, 
between 2? and 33® W Ion. and betv'een 
37 ani.^40® N. kt. 900 miles W of Portu- 
gal, and as many £ of Ne\<'foundknd. 
They were difeovered bv the Eemings in 
the 15th century, but afteiw'ards ta- 
ken pofTeilion of by the Portuguefc, to 
whom they have been fubje^Sl ever lince. 
Th ey are nine in number, viz. St. Maria, 
St. Michael, Tercera, St. George, Gia- 
^fo, Fyal, Pico, Flores, aud Corvo. 

were called the Azores, from tlie 
number of hawks found among them. 


Tlie two weftemmoft were named Plorct 
and Corvo, from the abundance of flowers 
on the one, and of crows on the odier. 
They are lubjedl to a governor-general, 
who refides at An^, in Tercera. No 
poifonous animal, it is laid, is to be found 
in the Azores, and if carried thither it 
ifrill expire in a few hours. All of them 
are fertile, and enjoy a klubrious air, but 
are fnbjeA to violent earthquakes.

B ABELMANDEL, a ilrait between 
the coall of Africa and Arabia, 
uniting the Red Sea with the Indian 
ocean. Near it is a fmall ifland and a 
mountain ol the fame name. Lon. 44

Babenhausen, a town of SuabU, in 
the duchy of Wirtemburg, five miles N of 
Tubingen.

BaBOLITZA CARETHSA,OrBABOLIZA, 
a town of Sc'lavonia, near the river Drave, 
between Pofega and Zygeth. 

Babylon, once a famous city in Afia, 
and perhaps at that time the krgell in the 
world. It IB now fo ruined, that the place 
where it flood cannot be difeovered with 
any certainty. However, we are fure that 
it was feated on the river Euphrates ; and 
as fome think over againfl Bagdad, which 
is by many travellers, falfely called Baby- 
lon. This was alfo the name of a city m 
Egypt, fuppofed to fland near the place 
where Caiix) ftands now. What authors 
tell us concerning the bignefs of Old Ba- 
bylon is almofl incredible ; for tliey affirm 
it was 366 ftadia in wircumference, which is 
about 50 of our flatute miles ; however, it 
was not full of houfes ; for witliin the 
walls, were not only gardens and orchards, 
but cultivated fields. It was divided by 
the Euphrates into two equal parts that 
communicated by a flone-bridge 624 feet in 
length, and 30 bn^d. The Tower of 
Babel, within this city, was buik in a 
fquare form, 460 cubits high ; and the cir- 
cumference at the bottom 4 or 5000. The 
hanging gardens at Babylon were fuch a 
prodigious work, that they palTed for one 
of the feven wonders of the world } four 
of them contuned each four acres of land, 
and were fupporttd by vafl columns, at 
the top of a palace 2,500 paces in circum- 
ference ; they were difpo.ed in the form 
of an amphitheatre. The wails of Baby- 
lon were alfo fo aftonifliing, that thefe alfo 
paflVd for one of tlie feven wonders ; they 
weie built of brickv and bitumen; 50 
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miles in circumference, aoo foct liigh, and 
50 thick. There was alfu a temple con- 
fecrated to Belus, whofe magjiificence cor- 
reijponded with the grandeur of the city, 
firft the capital of the Aflyri^n empire, 
and afterwards that of the kingdom of 
Babylon founded by Nabonallar, 

Baca, or Baza, a town of Spain, in 
the kingdom of Granada, 15 miles N£ 
of Guadix. Lon. a 42 W, lat. 37 18 N. 

Bacano, a village of Italy, in the pa- 
trimony of St. Peter, on a fmdl lake, near 
a river of the fame name, well knovm on 
account of the defeat of the Fabii, in the 
a 7 7th year of Rome. 

Bacaseray, a town in the Ruflian 
province of Taurida, where the late khans 
of the Crim Tartars were accullomed to 
refide. It is 70 miles S of Precop. Lon. 
35 40 E, lat. 4s 30 N. 

Baccarach, a towm of Germany, in 
the palatmatc of the Rhine, formerly im- 
perial. It is famous for its wines, and is 
xeated on the Rhine, 20 miles W of Mentz. 
Lon. 7 5a E, lat. 49 55 N. 

Bach IAN, one of the Molucca iflands, 
In the £ Indies, which produces Cloves. 
It is very fruitful and belongs to tlie Dutch. 
Lon. 125 5 £, lat. o 25 8. 

Badajoz, a town of Spain, capital of 
Ellramadura, and a bifliop^s fee. It is 
feated in a fertile territoiy on the Guadiana, 
over which there is a famous bridge built 
by the Romans. On this bridge the 
Portu^uefe were defeated by Don John of 
Auftna, in X 66 1. It is 175 miles S by 
W of Madrid. Lon. 6 50 W, lat. 38 32 N. 

Bade LON A, a town of Spain, in Cata- 
lonia, feated on the Mediterranean, Jo 
miles NE of Barcelona. Lon. 2 20 £, lat. 
41 a8 N. 

Baden, a town of Siiabia, capital of 
a maigravate of the fame name, with a 
Caftle, on the top of a mountain, where 
the prince often reCdcs. It is remarkable 
for Its baths, whence it takes its name, 
and is feated near the Rhine, four miles 
S of Ralladt. Lon: 8 14 £, lat. 48 50 N. 

Baden, a margravate of Suabia, bound- 
ed on the N by the palatinate of the Rhine 
and bilhopric of Spire, on the E by the 
dutchy of Wirtemburg and principality of 
Fuftenburg, on the S by the Brifeaw', and 
on the W by the Rhine. It is divided into 
the Upper and the Lower. 

Baden, an ancient and handibme towm 
in a county of the fame name in" SwilTer- 
land. It is remarkable for its baths men- 
tioned by the inhabitants under the names 
of Aquge and Thermae Ilelveticae and 
for the treaty concluded liere in 1714, be- 
tween Germany and Spain. It is feated

Baden, a neat little walled town of Auf- 
tria, famous for its hot baths ; feated on the 
river Suechat, 15 miles SW of Vienna.

Badenweiler, a town of Suabia, 
belonging to the low^r margra\’ate of 
Baden, frated near the Rhine, 10 miles 
S£ of Friburg. Lon. 7 52 £, lat. 48 x N. 

Badgeworth, a village in Gloucef- 
tcrlhirc, remarkable for a fprihg of mineral 
w'ater, called Cold Pool, nearly the fame a» 
thofe of Cheltenham. It is feven miles 
KE of Glouccfter. 

Badis, a fortrefs of Livonia, fubje61 to 
Riifiia, 20 miles £ of Revel. Lon. 24 
36 E, lat. 59 15 N. 

Baez A, a town of Spain, in Andalufia. 
It is the fee of a bifhop and has a imi- 
verfity, Rated on the Guadalquiver, 15 
miles NE of Jaen. l.on. 3 18 W, lat. 37 

45 N. 

BArriNs-BAY, a bay m N America, 
difeovered by Mr. Baffin, an EngUihman, 
who attempted to find out a NW paffiige 
that w'ay to the South Sea. It extends 
from 70 to 80® N latitude. 

Baffo, a confiderable town in the 
ifland of Cyprus, with a fort near the 
ancient Paphos, of which confiderable 
ruins remain, particularly feme broken co- 
lumns, •which probably belonged to the tem- 
ple of Venus. Ix>n. 31 30 E, lat. 34 50 N. 

Bagdad, falfely fuppoled to be ancient 
Babylon, a populous city, capital of 
Jrac Arabia, feated on the Tigris, and in- 
liabited by Chriilians, Turks, &c. Tin 
city is large and populous ; and the ad- 
•vantage of the Tigiis is fo ronliderable, 
wntli regard to commerce, that although 
the climate is excelTive hot, and in other 
refpeils far from being agreeable, yet the 
number of its inhabitants is computed at 
300,000. The revenue would be immenfe 
if the government w as mild ; but inltead 
of this the baihaw is continually extorting 
money from the poor inhabitants ; from 
none more than from the Chriilians and 
Jews, many of whom are obliged to leave 
the city. In the months of June, July, 
and Augull, the weather is fo extremely 
hot, as to oblige the inhabitants live 
for thefe months in fubterraneous* apart- 
ments, •which are arched over to admit tlic 
freer circulation of the air. The houfes 
are generally large, built of brick, and ce- 
ment, and are arched over ; many of the 
windows are made of elegant Venetian 
glafs ; the cielings are moBty ornamented 
with a kind of checquered work, which 
has generally a noble appearance ; mofl ci, 
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die houfes have a court-vard before them, 
in the middle of which i« a plantation of 
orange trees, &c. that has a pleafmg ef- 
fect. The foil, which would produce not 
only every conveniency of life, but almoft 
every luxury, is thro* the natural indolence 
of the Turks, in a great meafure unculti- 
vated and neglcdled. The bazars or mar-.- 
kels here are large and extenfive, being 
covened over with arches built of mafonry, 
and divided into difiTereht fireets filled with 
fliops of allkinds ofmerchandize,tothenum- 
ber of X 2,ooo. On the N fide of the town 
is the citadel which commands the river* In 
the city are fcveral large beautiful mofques. 
Tliere are allb a number of antique buil- 
dings. At the diflance of about lo miles 
Hand the ruins of an ancient tower called the 
Tower of Nimrod* ^^^lethcr this tower 
was at firfi of a fquare or round form is 
now difficult to determine. I'he height 
of the ruin b alxiut 136 feet, the diameter 
of the largcfl and middle part about 100 
feet. Bagdad was the capital of the Sa- 
racen empire, ull taken by the Turks in 
the 1,3th century ; fiiice W'hich it has 
been taken and retaken feveral times by 
the Turks and Perfians ; and lall of all 
by the Turks in 1638. It is 350 miles 
N by W of Bailbra. Lon. 43 53 E, lat. 
33 20 N. 

Baglana, or Bocklana, a country of 
Hindoofian, in the Deccan, w^hich extends 
from the Surat river to Poonali, and is in- 
clofcd by a ridge of mountains, called die 
Gauts. It is bounded on the N by Can- 
deifh, on the SW by Villapour^ and on the 
S£ by Dowdatabau. 

Bagnara, a fcaport of Naples, 
eight miles S of Palma. In this town 
3017 perfons periflied, by the dreadful 
earthquake in 1783. Lon. 16 8 £, lat. 38 
15 N. 

Bagnarea, a towTi of Italy, with a bi- 
fhop’s fee, in the patrimony of St. Peter, 
five miles S of Orvieto. Lon. la 38 £, 
lat. 43 36 N. 

Bagnf^ies, a town of France, in the de- 
partment of the Upper l^renees and late 
pifovince of Bigon*e. It lies at the foot of 
the Pyrenees, on the river Adour. It is 
much iequented, on account of its hot mi- 
neral w^tera, and b jo miles S£ of Tarbes. 
Lon. © 13 £, lat. 43 3 N. 

Bagnialac, a lar^e town of Tur- 
kty in Europe, in Bofnb, 30 miles NE 
of Spalatro. Lon. 18 o E, lat. 44 24 N. 

Bagnols, a town of France, in the de- 
partment of Herault and late province of 
Languedoc, near the river Cefc, 8 miles 
SW of Pont St. Efprit. It has a hand- 
fcme fquare and two fountains which rife 
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in the middle of the towm. Lon. 4 43 
lat. 44 10 N. 

Bahama, or Lucaya Islands, fituau 
to the S of Carolina, between 33 and 37^ 
N lat. and 73 and 81® W Ion. They 
extend along the coaft of Florida to Cuba, 
and arc laid to be 500 in number, fome of 
them only mere rocks, but 13 of them are 
large, fertile, and in nothing different from 
the foil of Carolina. Thefe iflands were 
the firft fruits of Columbus’s difeoveries, 
but they are all uninhabited, except Pro- 
vidence, and are fubjcdl to the Engliih, 
to w'hom they w^ere not knowm till 1667, 
when captain Seyle being driven among 
them in his paflage to Carolina, gave his 
name to one of them, and, being a 
fecond time driven upon it, called it Pro- 
vidence. The cotton feed has been re- 
cently introduced into thefe iflands from 
Georgia, and is w'ell adapted to the foil 
and climate. 

Bahar, a country of Hindoofian 
Proper, bounded on the W by Allahabad 
and Oude, on the N by Napaul, on the E 
by Bengal, and on the S by Orifia. It b 
fubje(fi to the Englifh E India Company ; 
and moll of the ialtpetre they export is 
manuf'adlured in this province, of which 
Patna is the capital. 

Bahhrfn Island lies in the gulf of 
Perfia, and w^as once famous for its pearl 
filhery. Lon. 49 5 £9 lat. 36 10 N. 

Bah us, a firong town of Sweden, capi- 
tal of a government of the fame name, ox^ 
a rock, in an illand, xo miles N of Gotten<« 
burg. Lon. ix 43 £, lat. 57 53 N. 

Baia, an inconliderable town of Na- 
ples, in Terra di Lavora ; it was famous, 
in the time of the Romans, for its hot 
baths and elegant palaces. Its fplendor 
may be inferred from its innumerable 
ruins, heaps of marble, moiiacs, ftucco, and 
other precious fragments of tafic. It 
flourilhed in full glory down to the days 
of Theodoric tlie Goth ; but the deflruc- 
tion of thefe enchanted palaces followed 
quickly upon the irruptbn of the northern 
conquerors. Lofs of fortune left not the 
Romans rlie means of fuppoxting fuch ex- 
penfive efiablilhments. No fooner had 
opulence withdrawn its hand UiAn the 
unbridled fea rulhi d back upon the ground 
from whence it had been forced back by 
Roman luxury ; moles and butmlTcs were 
torn afundcr and wafhed away ; whole 
promontories svith the proud towers that 
once crow^ned their brows, were undermin<i 
ed and tumbled headlong into the deep, 
where many feet below the furface, pave- 
ments of ftreets, foundations of honfes, 
md maflls of w^ls may ftill be fcecj 
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y«t BaU in its ruined ftate^ and firipped 
of all its ornaments ilill pre&nts xnafw 
beautiful and ilrikin^ objecSts for the peneil.

Bakewell, a town in the Peak of 
Derbylhire, with a market on Monday, 
feated on the river Wye, among the hills 
ao miles NNW of Derby and 151 of 
Loudon.

^ Baku, a town of Periia, in the po- 
vince of Schirvan, the moft commt>djou8 
haven of the Cafpian Sea, on the W coaft 
of which it is &uate.

Baku is a fortrefs, 
furrounded by high brick walls, 300 miles 
Sof Aibacafi.

Bala, a town in Merionethlhire, with 
a market on Saturday.

Balbastro, an epUcopal town of 
Spain, in Arragon, on the river Yero, 
42 miles N£ of Saragofla.

Balbec, a city of Afia in Syria, an- 
ciently called HfltopoRs. It is lituated at 
the foot of Anti-Lebanon, precifely on the 
laft rifing ground, where the xnountam 
terminates in a plain. On the £ fide arc 
the remains of ancient ruins, of whofe mag- 
nificence it is difficult to give an adequate 
idea. Among the moft magnificent are 
the ruins ot die temple of the Sun, for a 
particular defeription of which we refer 
our readers to Mr. Wood and and Mr. 
Dawkins and to Volney. The ground 
around this temple is ftrewed with broken 
columns, mutilatcdcapitals, and tlie remains 
of pilaftres, entablatures and cornices ; a- 
round it is a row of ruined edifices which 
difplay all the ornaments of the richeft 
architcffture. Balbec is chiefly inhabited by 
Chriftians of the Greek church, and is 37 
miles N of Damafeus.

This 
ifland is extremely populous, and abounds 
in rice and all flam of fhiits. The inhabi- 
tants are and very warlike.

It is remarkable that 
this iea neither ebl>s nor Aows, and a 
(.orrent always fets thro’ the Sound into 
the Ocean. Yellow amber is found on 
the coaft. 

Baltimore, a town of Ireland, in the 
county of Cork, feated on a headland which 
runs into the Tea nine miles N£ of Cape 
Clear.

Banca, an iAand of ATia, in the Eait 
Indies, on the £ coaft of Sumatra, with 
a town and ftrait of the fame name.

Banff, a feaport, and the couuty-towa 
of Banffshire, pleaikutly Auiated on the 
fide of a hilL at the mouth of the Deveron, 
over which is a handibme bridge of feveu 
arches, eredled by government. It has 
ieveral Greets, of whidi that with the town 
houfe in it, adorned with a new fpire is 
very handfome. The harbour Is very bad, 
as the entrance at the mouth of the Dc- 
veron is vcryunccrtau), btii.g often floppy 
ed by the fliiiting of lands, which are 
continually changing in great ilorms ; the 
pier which is defended by a battery, it 
therefore placed on the outfide. Here i/s 
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a inanufa<!hve of thread, and another of 
ftockings ; and the children attend the iac- 
tory and fchool alternately ; fo that tduoa- 
tion and mduifary are united In the middle 
of the town is BanBTcallle, belonging to the 
Fmdlater family ; and near it is a moft 
magnificent feat lately built by the carl of 
Fife.

It 
belongs to the Englifh ; and the number 
of the white's is about 10,000, who have 
iod,ooo flaves. ^ Their exports are fugar, 
rum, cotton, indigo, and ginger ; and mey 
have molt of the fruits common to the 
climate. The fugar exported hence is 
whiter and liner than that of any other 
plantation ; and they have one particular 
produ<^tion, called Barbadoes tar, which 
rifes out of the earth, and Iwlms upon the 
furface of the water. This illand has 
fiiffered much from hun*icanes ; particu- 
larly, from a dreadful one, 0(ft. to, 1780.

Barb ARY, a country of Africa, be- 
tween the Atlantic Ocean, the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, and Egypt, and containing 
the countries of Baica, Tripoli, Tunis, 
Algiers, Fez, and Moracio. It is near 
1000 miles in length, and, in fome places, 
750 in breadth. It was known to the 
ancients by the names of Mauritania, 
* Numi<iia Proper, Africa, and Libya. It 
is the bell country in all Africa, except 
Egypt. The air is mild and the foil fer- 
tde m com, dates, almonds, apples, pears, 
cherries, plumes, citrons, lemons, oranges, 
with plenty of roots and herbs in their kit- 
chen gardens. Tlicir thief trade conflAs 
in their fruits, in the horfrs called barbs, 
Morocco leather, ollrlth-fcaLlurs, indigo, 
W'ax, tin, and coral. The ellablifhcd re- 
ligion is the Mahonic'tan, and there are 
fonie Jews ; but no Chnftians, except the 
flaves. 

Barbas, ^ cape of Africa, in the Atlan- 
tic Ocean.

Barbe, Si. a town of New BiJeay, in 
Mexico, near which are rich lilvcr mines.

Barca, a country of Baibary, on the S 
coafl of the Mediterranean, between Tri- 
poli and Egypt, It is a barren defert, 
inhabited by none but wandering Arabs. 
Here was feated the famous temple of 
Jupiter Ammon, fo difficult of accefs cm 
account of the burning fancis. 

Barcelona, a city of Spain, in Catar 
Ionia, of which it is the capital ieated on 
the Mediterranean Sea. Its fhape is be- 
tween a fquare and an oval ; it conuins 
about 15,000 houfes, and is defended by a 
fort, called Mont Joy, which frauds on a 
rocky mountain, a mile W of the town. 
It has double w^alh on the N and £, and 
the Tea on the S, with a mole fc»r the fe- 
curity of fhips. The city is divided into 
two parts, the Old and the New, feparated 
from each other by a wall and a large 
ditch ; the ftrects are handlbme, well pav- 
ed with large ftoncs, wide, and very clean. 
It is the rcfidence of a viceroy. Is a bilbop’s 
fee, has a fine univerfity, a mint, a gc o 4 
port, and Is adorn^'d with handfome build- 
ings. The cathedral is brge, handfome 
and adorned with tw'o towers. The arfe- 
nal contains arms for ieveral thoiifand men, 
and docks for the building of gallics. It 
is a place of gre^^t trade, and they make 
curious works in glafs ; the knives are 
likewifein great reputation, as well as the 
blankets. In 1705, it was taken by the 
earl of I'clcrborough, after a fiege of three 
weeks. In 1706, Philip v iuvefted it with 
a numerous army, but was obliged to raife 
the fiegt. In 1714, it was taken by the 
French and Spaniards, when it was 
di*privcd of all its privileges, and the citadel 
built to keep it in awe. It is 250 miles £ 
of Madrid.

Barcelonetta, a town of France, m 
the department of the I^ower Alps and late 
province of Dauphiny, 12 miles S£ of 
Embnin.

Bakdt, a town of Germany, in Swediih 
Pomerania, with a caftle and harbour, 
near the Baltic, 12 mileu W by N of Stral- 
fund. Lcn. 13 12 £, lat.54 23 N. 

Barbgfs, a viliagff of France, much 
frequented on account of its mineral baths. 
It is feated in a valley of the fame name, 
X2 miles S of Bagnercs. 

Baksith, a town of Franconia, in the 
margravatc of Cu^embach, witli a famous 
college, 15 miles S£ of Culembach. Lon.

Barfleitk, a town of France, in the 
deportment of the Channel and late pro- 
vince of Normandy.

ferland,and the leaiton that of Germany ; 
but they are joined by a handfomc bridge. 
Tlw^largeft has five gates, fix fuburbs, aoo 
ibcets, fix large fquares, and 46 fountains, 
and is partly ^ated on a hill. The other 
IhiDds on a plain, and has but two gates 
with lhrei*al ilreets and fountains. The 
cathedral is an elegant GotJiic building, 
but disfigured by a daubing of rofe colour- 
ed paint, Ipread over the whole edifice. 
The great £1 aiinus, is interred hei c under 
a marble tomb. The town -houfe, and fine 
paintings in frefco, particularly an ex- 
quifite piece of the fuffirings ot Chrift by 
Holbein are mveh admired. The library 
contains a prodigious number ot books and 
maiiufcripts ; and there is a rich collec- 
tion of medals, among which are fcveral 
exceedingly Icaice. The clocks alvc'ay's 
go an houi too fail, according to fomc tor 
the quick difpatch of bufineJs ; otlieis lay 
it was owing to an afiault, or according to 
Tome, a tonfpiracy to murder the magi- 
flrates being prevented by that means. 
This town is furrounded by thick walls, 
flanked by towtirs and ballions. The art 
of making paper is faid to have been in- 
vented hue. They have fevcral manu- 
factures, particularly of ribands and cot- 
tons, and carry on an exienfivc bade. 
The bithops of Bafle once pcfilffed the 
fovereignty over the city and canton ; but, 
in 1501, when the canton joined the Hel- 
vetic confederacy, they fixed iheir refi- 
dence at Porentru ; fiili retaining the dig- 
nity of princes of tlie empire, 1 he fump- 
tuaxy law's are very firidt at Bafii ; and no 
erfon is allowed to have a feiirant behind 
is cairiagc. Three treaties of peace 
w ere concluded here in one year, i;95» 
with the French republic; by tl.ekingot 
Pruifia April j , the king of Spain July 22, 
and the landgrave of KtlTe Ci flel Auguft 
28. Bafie is the largefl, and feems to have 
been once one of the moft populous towns 
in S^^iTerland : It is capable of containing 
xoojdbo inhabitants j but thtir number is 
icaredy more than 14,000.

Bass, a great infulated rock in the Ger- 
man Ocean, one mile from the coafi of 
Haddingtonfiiire, at a fmall difiauce from 
the town of North Berwick. It is inaccef- 
fible on all Cdcs, except the s\v, and there 
it is with great difficulty that a man can 
climb up by the help of a rope or ladder. 
In fummer this remarkable rock, which 
overhangs tlic Tea in a tremendous manner, 
riling in the foi-m of a cone is quite cover- 
ed with tlie nefis, eggs, and young birds 
of the gannets^ or folw geefe ; fo diat it is 
fcarce polfible to w^alk without treading 
on them : and the fiocks of birds, in flight, 
are fo prodigious, as to darken the air, like 
clouds ; and their noife is fuch, that people, 
clofe by each other, hear what is fpoken 
w'ith difficultv. Theft birds come hither 
to breed. The rock is one mile in circum- 
ference, and fupplied with w'ater Uy a 
fpring at the top. A ruinous eaftle, once 
the flatc prifon of Scotland, Hands at the 
edge of the precipice. The garrifon in 
1694, furrendered to king William, and 
the fortifications were demollfhed. A 
cavern runs through the rock, quite dark in 
the centre, wliere, it is find, tliere is a 
deep pool of fri^fh water. It alfo contains 
a iinall w'arrcn for rabbits, land pafture for 
a few fhcep.

It is more celebrated as the ai^ 
dent feat of Braminical Icarningil duia oft 
any other account; and is bulk on 
N fide of the Ganges, which is here vmr 
broad, and the ba^ very high. Bevem. 
Hindoo temples embellifii the baaks^ te 
river ; and many other public and parivRte 
buildings are magnificent. The ftreots 
are narrow ; the houfes high, and fome 
of them five ftories each, inhabited by 
ferent families. The more wealdiy Ifin- 
doos, however, live in detached houl^ 
with an open court, furrounded by a wifi. 
Neariy in the centre of the dty is a confix 
derable Mahometan mofque, built 
emperor Aiurungzebe, who d^ftroyed x 
magnificent Hindoo temple, to make xxxiaa 
for it ; and round the city are manyruins 
of buildings, the efieds of Mahometan 
intolerance. Notwithftanding this, dw 
fame manners and cuftoms ftill prevail 
among thefe people, as at tJie moft remote 
period that can be traced in hiftory ; and 
la no inllaucc of religious or civil life have 
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diey admitted aiiy ixuiovatlons from fo-

Bengal, a country of Hindooflan Pro- 
per, bounded on the w by Orafla, and 
Baliar, on tlie N by Bootan on the k by 
Aflam and Meckley, and on the s by the 
bay of Bengal. Its gitatell extent from 


W to E is about 720 miles, and from W 
to s above 300. The country confilts of 
one vaft plain, of the molt fertile lbil,whiclif 
in common with other parts of Hindooflan, 
annually renders two, and, in lome parts, 
even throe crops. It is fometimes fub- 
je^ to fuch extremes of heat as render 
it fatal to Europeans. The great caufe of 
the uahealthinefs of Bengal, however, is 
ow'ing to the mundations of the Ganges 
and Burrampooier^ by which fuch quan- 
tities of putrefciblc matters arc brought 
down as infeifl the air with the molt ma- 
lignant vapours when the waters retire. 
By tlie latter end of July, all the lower 
parts of Bengal, contiguous to the Ganges 
and Buirampooter, arc overflowed, and 
prefent a lurfdce of water more than 100 
miles wide. 'Phis vafl colledHon of fluid 
however, is owing in a great xneafuie to 
the rains which fall on the low country 
itfrlt ; fur the lands in the ncighliourhood 
aic overflowed feme time before the bed 
of the river is filled. iVs fome of the Undb 
in Bengal wOuld receive damage from fuch 
a copious inundation, tliey mult for tlus 
rrafon be guarded by flrong dykes to rc- 
fifl the w^aters, and admit only a certam 
quantity. One particular branch of the 
Ganges is coiiducfled for 70 miles l>e* 
tw'ecn dykes: and when full, the paf- 
fengers look down upon the adjacent coun- 
try as from an enunence. Its pruicipal 
piuduffs are fugar, lik, fruit, pepper, 
opium, rice, Lltpetre, lac, and civit. It 
is ciimparcd to Eg>T)t for fertility j the 
Ganges dividing here into feveral fireams, 
and, like the Nile, annually overflowing 
the country. Bengal has been fu^edt, 
ever lince 1765, to the Euglilh £ Lidia 
Company. Its annual revenue, including 
that of Benares is near 3,5000,000 and 
its populatbn is ii, 00c, 000. Calcutta 
is the capital. 

Bingvela, a kingdom of Africa, 
bounded on the n by Angola, on the s by 
Mataman, on the i by the river Kiniba, 
and on the w by the Atlantic. Its coaft 
begins at Cape Ledo on the n, and ex- 
tends to cape Negro on the s, that is, from 
lat. 9 20 to 16 30 8. The climate is 
very pernicious tx> Europeans. The men 
wear fldna about their waiftsy'^A^d beads 
round their necks ; and are armed with 
darts headed with iron, and with bows and 
arrows. The women wear a heavy collar 
of copper round their neck, a kind 01 cloth, 
made of the bark of a tree, round their 
waift, and copper rings on their legs. 

Benguela, the capital of a kingdom 
of the fame name, where the Fortuguefr. 
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iiave a fort. It lies to the m of the bay of 
Benguela. Lon. i% $o £» lau xo 30 s. 

Ben 1N| a kingdom of A£ricay bound^ 
on the w by Dahomy and the Atlantic^ 
on the N by Biafiutiy on the £ by parts 
unknown^ and on the a by Loan^« It 
begins in x® s lat. and extends to about 9^ 
N lat. The country exhibits many beauti- 
ful landfcapes; but is very low and 
xnarihy ;>.this renders it very unhealthy ; 
thei^ are here a great number of wild 
beafts» iiich as elephants, lions, tigers, leo- 
pard, dec. The dreis of the natives is 
neat. Tlie rich wear white calico or cot- 
ton petticoats, but the upper part of the 
body is commonly naked. The people 
are ikilful in making various forts of dies ; 
and they manufacture and export cotton 
cloths. With refpeCt to iood, they prefer 
the fleih of dogs and cau to that of any 
other animal. Polygamy is allowed among 
them, and the number of their wives is 
limited by the ilate of their circumilances 
only. Though jealous of each other, they 
art not fo of the Europeans, and they 
think it impolTible that the tafte of the 
women can be fo depraved as to grant any 
liberties to a white man- Their religion is 
paganifm. 

Benin, the capital of a kingdom of 
the lame name in Africa, formerly a very 
clofely bulk and populous city. In the 
ftreets which are long and broad, are 
many fliops filled with European merchan- 
dife, as well as witii the cominodlLies of the 
country. The women keep the llrcets 
clean. The king’s palace makes great 
part of the town ; and its great extent ex- 
cited, there is nothing worth taking no- 
tice of, being only a confiifed heap ot buil- 
dings, made witii boards or clay, without 
regul^ty or neatnefs. The houfes are 
large, with clay walls, and at a diflance 
from each other. They are covered with 
reeds, Ibraw and leaves. Benin is fituate on 
the river Benin or Formofa. Lon. 5 4 £> 
lat.

Bennevis, a mountain in Invemels- 
fhire, near Fort William. It is efteemed 
the higheft in Britain, riling more than 
4300 feet above the level of the lea, its 
pointed fummit capped with ihow. 

BenKi^ton, the principal town of 
the ftate^ Vennont, in New England, 
near the foot of the Green Mountain. 
Its public buildings are a diurch, a 
courthoufe, add a jail ; bm the aflembly 
commonly hold the f^Ons at Windfor. 
It has many elegant houfes, and is a flou- 
nfhing town. Near the center of it is 
Mount Anthony, which rifes very high, 
in the form of a fugar loaf. It is 30

Berar, a foubah of the Decan of 
Hindooflan, bounded by Malwa and Alla- 
habad on the N, Orifla on the E, Gol- 
conda on the s, and Candeifh and Dow- 
latabad on the w. Lefs is known of the 
interior parts of Berar, than of moil of 
the other countries in Hindooifan. That 
about Nagpour b fertile and well cultivat- 
ed ; but the general appearance of the 
countr)*, particularly between Nagpour 
and OrifTa, b that of a forefl, thinly fet 
with villages and towns. Its capi^ b 
Nagpour. 

lii RAUM, a town of Bohemb, andca^ 
pital of a circle of the lame name, i x miles 
w of Prague.

Berbjce, a Dutch fettlement, on a river 
of the lame name, in Guiana, two leagues 
w of Paramaribo. It was taken by the 
Engliih fleet in May, 1796. 

Bcrchtolsgaben, a town of Ger- 
many, m the archbilhoprit of Saltzburg. 
It ferves all the neighbourhood with lalt ; 
and is feated on the river Aa, 10 miles 
sw of Saitzburg.

Berdoa, a town of Perfia, in Erivan, 
feated in a very fruitful plain, 10 miles w 
of the river Kur, and 62 s by E of Gangea.

Berg, a duchy of Wcltphalia, very 
mountainous and woody. DulTeldorp w 
the capital. 

Bergamo, a province of Italy in the 
territory of Venice, bounded by Brefcia, 
the Valtcliuc, and the Mjlxncfc. Toward 
If 
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Ae N it k mountainous and rocky ; but 
about the capital* Bergamo* it is very fer- 
tile. Their language is the moil corrupt 
of any in Italy. 

Bergamo* an ancient town of Italy* 
capital of Bergamo* with a firong citadd* 
and a bilhop’s fee, &mou8 for its fewing 
It is 30 miles NE of Milan. Lon.

Bergarac* a trading town of France* 
fa the department of Dordogne* and late 
province of Perigord* ieated on the river 
Dordogne, 50 miiks £ of Bourdeaux. Lon.

Bergas* a town of Romania, and the 
fee of a Greek archbifhop. It feated on 
the river Larilla, 40 miles SE of Adria- 
aoplc.

Bergen* an ancient fcaport of Norway. 
It is the fee of a biihop* and has a firong 
cafile. It carries on a great trade in Ikins* 
fir-wood* and dried filh ; and is 350 miles 
N by W of Copenhagen. Lon. 4 45 E, 
lat. 60 xz N. 

Bergen* a town of Swcdifli Pome- 
rania, capital of the ifle of Rugen, it 
miles NE of Stralfund. Lon, 13 40 E* 
lat. u 43 N. 

Bergen-op-Zoom, a tOM*n of Dutch 
Brabant* in the marquifate of the fame 
name. It is a handfome place* and one of 
the ftrongeft in the Netherlands, feated 
partly on a hill, about a mile and a 
from the Scheldt, with which it commu- 
nicates by a canal ? it has fcveral times 
been befieged to no purpofe ; but was 
taken by the French in 1 747, by treachery.

Bergues* St. vinox* a fortified town 
of France, m the department of the North 
and late county pf Ilanders, feated on the 
river Colme, at the foot of a mounuin, 
five miles s of Dunkirk.

Berkelev, a Corporate to\lrn in Glou- 
eefterihire, with a market on Wednefday, 
it is TOvemed by a mayor ; and in the 
church are fome elegant monuments of 
the Berkeleys. Here is an ancient cafile on 
arifing ground* commanding a delight* 
fill view of the country and the Severn. 

In the civil wars it fuffefed confidcrably, 
as it did a few years ago by an acci- 
dental fire. The room in which Edward 
XT* was imprifoned is Hill to be fccn. 

It is feated on a brook that flows into 
the Set-ern, 18 miles SW of Gloucefter* 
and 1 13 W of London.

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Berkhamstead* a town of llerkf 
with a market on Monday. It was an- 
ciently a Roman town ; and Roman coins 
have been often dug up here.

In 697* 
a parliament was held here* and Ipa’s laws 
publifiied. Here William the Conqueror 
fwore to his nobility to maintain the laws

children were nurfed here* made it a cor- 
poration ; but this government w^as drop- 
ped in the civil wars. Here are two hof- 
pitals* a handfome Gothic church* and a 
freefchool. It is 26 miles NW of London.

Berks* or Berkshire* an Inland 
county of England* bounded on the E by 
Surry, on the S by Hants* on tlie W by 
Wilts* and on the N by Oxfordfliire and 
Bucks. From E to W it extends above 
50 miles* and from N to S it is 25 miles in 
tlie uddefi, though not more than fix in 
the narrowefi part. It lies in the diocefe 
of Salllbury ; contains ao hundreds, 12 
market-towns* and 140 parifiics ; and 
fends nine members to parliament. The 
air is healthy, even in the vales. Its chief 
rivers are the Thames, Kcnnct, Lamborn, 
and Loddon, The E part has murh un- 
culti^'atcd land, as W’indfor Foreft and its 
appendages : the W and middle parts 
prcxluce great plenty of wheat and bailey, 
Reading is the capital. 

Berks* a county of Fennfylvania, 67 
miles long and 29 broad. 'Fhe inhabi- 
tants in 1790, were 30,177. Reading 
is the capital. 

Berlin* a confidcrable city of Ger- 
many* capital of the cietftorate of Bran- 
denburg, where the king of Pruflia re- 
fides. This city is one of the bxgeft* 
heft built* and bell governed of any m 
Germany. The fireets arc large* clean* 
elegant, and (bine of them very long and 
W'cll paved. ' There are allb feveral large 
and beautiful fquares* with pleafant walk^. 

It is furrounded with handfome gardens* 
wjhich pn rtuce excellent fruit. Berlin is 
divided into five parts without induing 
the fnburbs. The royal fircet > Uip of the 
longeft and moll frequented in mPeify. It 
is croiled by five others which are large 
and fine. On the new bridge over the 
Spnee is an e^uefirian ftatue of William 
the Great* which is esteemed an exquifite 
piece of workmanflixp. After this bridge 
u pail* the king’s palm appears* which is 
a ^rand^ and fiip^ edifice ; it is four 
fiorlea higli* and the apartmenu are ex- 
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fremely magnificent. No palace in Europe 
bas fucli a great quantity of filver-tables, 
luibresy branched candle0ick8» &c. The 
opera-houfe b an elegant modem edifice. 
The front has a noble portico fupported by 
Corinthian columns^ and a pediment adorn- 
ed with baflb relievos and ftatues. The 
columns which fupport the roof throw the 
whole into a grand faloon. The arfenal 
coniills of four grand buildings, that form 
a court in the middle, like a college ; each 
front bas three large porticos. There are 
other things wormy of obfervation, inch 
as the cabinet of medals, and of the an- 
tiquities belonging to the king ; and the 
royal libraiy which has many icarce books 
and manulcripts. There is a canal cut 
from the river Spree to the Oder, on the 
£, and another thence to the Elbe on the 
W. It has a communication by water, 
both 'w'ith the Baltic Sea and the German 
Ocean ; and is lea ted on the Spree, 42 
miles NW of Frankfort on the Oder, and 
300 N by W of Vienna. Lon. 13 26 £, 
lat.

Bermuda, Somers, or Summer 
Islands, a duller of fmall idands, nearly 
in the form of a Ihephcrd's crook, and fur- 
rounded by rocks, which render them al- 
nioft inaccedible to llrangers. They lie 
in tlie Atlantic Ocean, 500 miles £ of 
Carolina, and are inhabited by the Engliih. 
They were difeovered by Juan Bermude;t, 
a Spaniard; but not inhabited till 1609, 
when Sir George Somers was call away 
upon them, and they have belonged to Bn- 
tain ever iince. It b univerially agreed that 
the nature of thefe illands has undergone a 
furpriling alteration to the worfe iince they 
were difeovered ; the air being much more 
inclement, and the foil much more 
barren than formerly. The town of St. 
George, on St. Gorge’s Ifland, b the 
capital. Lon. 63 28 W, laL 32 35 N. 

Bern, the largefl of the 13 cantons of 
SwilTerland, 150 miles in length, and 75 in 
breadth. It b divided into two princip^al 
parts called the German and Roman ; but 
the laft is moil commonly called the Pays 
de Vaud. 7 'he religion is Calvimfm, and 
Bern the c^qpital. 

Bern, the capita) of the canton of Bern, 
ill SwilTerland. Here b a celebrated fchool, 
a rich library, and companies of tradei- 
men, in one of which every inhabitant b 
obliged to be emplled bci^ he can enjoy 
any office. It b k iliou^ place, in a pe- 
niofula, formed by the tiver Aar, I'he 
boufe^ are molUy built of white free- 
fone, and in the principal ilrects have 
piazzas or arches under them, for the con- 
yeilicpcy of walking in wet weather, Cri- 


minals, with h'on collars round their neck^ 
are employed in removing rubbilh from 
the fr^ and public walks. The public 
buildings are magnificent. In 1799 Bern 
was, together yith the reft of Switzerland, 
obliged to furrender to the French. Bern 
is 70 miles N£ of Geneva. Lon. 7 10 £, 
lat.

Bern, a town of Bohemia, 15 miles

with fnow, and there is a large convent, 
ivhere the monks entertain ail llrangers 
gratis for three days, without any diitinc- 
tion of religion. 

Bern AY, a trading town of France, In 
the department of Eure and late province 
of Normandy, feated on the river Caran- 
tonne, 20 miles SW of Rouen. Lon. o 50

Bernburg, a town of Germany, in 
the principality of Anhalt, where a branch 
pf the houfe ot Anhalt refides. It is feated 
on the river Sara, 22 miles SW of Magde- 
burg.

Berncastel, a town of Germany, in 
the eledlorate ol Treves, with a cattle. It 
b remarkable for its good wine, and b feat- 
ed on the Molelle, near Trarbach. 

Berry, a late province of France, bound- 
ed on the N by the Qrleanob and Blai- 
fob, on 0 ie £ by the Nivemois and Bour- 
bonnob, on tlie S by the Bourbonnob 
and Marche, and on the W by Tou- 
rainc and Poitou. It b fertile m com, 
fruit, hemp and flax ; and there is excel- 
lent wine in fome places. It is now in- 
cluded in the departments of Cher and 
Indre. 

Bersella, a fortified town of Italy, 
in the Modenefe, feated near the conflu- 
ence of the Linaa and Po, 10 miles N£ of 
Paima. Lon. x? 36 £, lat. 44 45 N. 

Bersuire, a town of France, in the 
department of the two $evres and late pro- 
vince of Poitou, 12 miles SW of Tfiouars* 
Lon. o 27 W, lat. 46 32 N* 

Bertinero, a town of Italy in Ro- 
magna, with a ilrong citadel, and abifiiop’s 
fee. It b feated on a hill, 30 miles N£ of 
Florence. Lon. ii 40 £, lat. 44 18 N. 

Bertrand, St. a town ol France, 
in the department of Upper Garonne and 
late province of Languedoc, 43 miles S of 
Auch. lx>n. o 48 £, lat. 4236 N. 

Beryie, a feaport and borpugh 
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the conn^ of Kincardine, at the mouth of 
a river of the fame name, %s milei SW 
of Aberdeen. Lon. % o W, lat. 56 40 

N. 

Berwick, a town, and county of itfelf, 
on the borders of England and Scotland, 
with a market on Sattu^y. It is govern- 
ed by a mayor; and was once a firong 
fortrefs, of gieat importance when England 
and Scotland were hoftile nations. It is 
fiill fortified, and has a ditch on the N and 
£ ; on the s and w it has high walls, regu- 
larly fortified and planted whh cannon, 
to which the river fervcs as a moat. It 
had a ftrong cafiie now in ruins. It is 
large and populous, has a good trade in 
com and f^on, and is feated on the 
Tweed, over which is a handfome bridge 
of IS arches. It fends two members to 
parliament, and is 147 miles n of York, 
52 SF of Edinburgh, and .^36 N by w of 
London.

Berwick-North, a borough in the 
county of Eaft Lothian on the frith of 
Forth, 30 miles nw of Berwick upon

Berwickshire, a county of Scotland, 
fometimes called the Mers ; bounded on 
the E by the German Ocean, on the sEby 
the Tweed, on the s by Roxburghfhire, 
on the w by Edinburghlhire, and on the 
K w by Haddingtonfhire. It abounds with 
com and ^ais, and being a low and fiat 
country, is fometimes called the How 
[Hollow] of the Mers. The SE angle is 
occupied by Berwick Bounds ; a diilrit^ 
only eight miles in compafs, governed by 
En^ifh laws, and accounted part of an 
Englifh county. The principal rivers are 
the Tweed, lather, Blackadder, White- 
adder, and Eye. 

Berwyn Hills, lofty hills at the ne 
angle of Mierionethfhire, beneath which 
fpreads the fine vale, in which flows th^ 
^ant river Dee. 

Besancon, an ancient and popdous 
city of France, in the department of Doubs 
and late province of Franchc Comte'. It 
has a citadel, on a high rock, the bafe of 
which touches both Tides of the Doubs, 
which here forms a peninfula. The tri- 
umphal arch of Aurelian, and other Ro* 
man antiquities are ftill to be Teen. The 
ftreets are wide and handfome, and the 
lioufes are well built with free-fione. It is 
52 miles £ of Dijon, and 208 se of Park.

Bfss ARABIA, a territory of Turkey in

Their oommem food is the fidh of 
oxen and horfes, cheefe, and mare’s milk.

Bestricia, a town of Tranf^dvanla, 
remarkable for the gold mines near it, 
miles NW of Hermanfiadt, and 90 £ of 
Tockay.

BETANZ 08 ,a town of Spun, in Gali- 
cia, feated on the Mandeo, on a bay of 
die Atlantic, ao miles s of FerroL Lon.

Betelfagui, a town of Arabia Felix, 
famous for the vafi quantity of cofieebought 
and fold here to the Europeans. It is 25 
miles £ of the Red Sea.

Bethlehem, a town of Palcfiinc, fa- 
mous for the birth of Christ.^ It is feat- 
ed on the ridge of a hill, running from E 
to w and has a delightful profpea. It is 
now an inconfiderable p&cc, but much 
viiited by pilgrims. Here is a church, yet 
entire, eredled by the famous Helena, in 
die form of a crofs : alfo a chapel, called 
the Chapel of the Nativity^ wnerc they 
pretend to Ihow the manger in which 
Chrifi was laid ; as alfo another, called the 
Chapel of Jofeph ; and a third of the Holy 
Innocents. A few poor Greeks refide 
here.

Bethlehem, a town of Aufirian Bra- 
bant, two miles n of l.ouvain* Lon.

BetvwEj a fertile ^Saod of 
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Gudiderlandy 40 mllet long and 10 broad, 
containing, in ipacCf eight cities and 
feveral hundred villages* It is formed by 
the bifurcation of the 'Rhine above Kime- 
guen, and by the union of its ftreamsj 
under different appellations, near Wor- 
eum. It was the ancient Batavia, and 
formerly gave the name of Batavians, to 
the inhabitants of the Dutch Netherlands. 
In tUs morafs (as it then was) the anceiV 
Id'S of the prdfent race firft fettled, whe^ 
they emigrated from Germany ; and it 
was principaUy hence that the Dutch 
fpread themfelves oyer the different 
provinces.

Beverungen, a toym of Germany, in 
tlie diocefe of Paderbom, at the conliur 
ence of the Beve and Wefer, 22 miles E 
of Paderbom.

Bewcastle, a village in Cumberland, 
on the Leven, Cdd to have been built about 
the time of ^e Norman conquelL The 
church is in ruins ; and in the churchyard 
is an ancient crofs, with feveral fculptures^ 
on which are illegihle inferiptions.

It has two churches ; one 
in the lower part of the to\ni, which is 
an ancient building, with a lofty fpire ; 
the other, a grand modem ftrudlure hav- 
ing a fquare itone tower, with a cupola, 
and turret above it ; it has alfo two 
cliapcls and fcvcral meeting-houfes. It 
had an elegant theatre, which was burnt 
in 1792. .Birmiugham has been long fii- 
mouB for its hardware manufa^ures ; but 
of late years, by great additions to its 
trade from a vaft variety of articles, fuch 
^ metal buttons, backles, plated goods, 
japanned and paper ware, Ac. it has be- 
come more populous than any of the mo- 
dern trading towns[ in England. They 
tzpoit their goods in great quanrities to 


foreign countries, where, in point of cheap- 
nefs and elegance, they are unrivallelL 
It is plentifully iupplied with coal by 
means of a canal to Wednclbury ; and it 
has a communication with the Great 
Trunk from the Trent to the Severn, by 
a branch palling by Wolveihampton. 
The improved fleam engines, made here 
by Bolton and Watt, delerve to rank high 
among the produdlitns of human inge- 
nuity: their application to various me- 
chanical purpofes, and particularly to the 
draining of mines, places them among 
tlie moll valuable inventions of the age.

Bohemia, a kingdom cf Europe, 
bounded on the N by Mifnia and Lulatia,' 
on the £ by Sileiia and Moravia, on the $ 
by Auftria, and on the W by Bavaria. 
It is 200 miles in length, and 150 in 
breadth, and is fertile in corn, faffron, hops, 
and pafture. In the mountains are" mines- 
of gold and filvcr, and, in fome places, 
they find diamonds, granates, copper, and 
lead. The Roman catholic rchgion is 
the principal ; tli/)’ there ai-e many pro- 
teftants. The chief rivers are the Mul- 
daw, Elbe, and Oder. Their language 
is Sclavonian, with a mixture of German. 
It is fubjedl; ta the houle .of Auilria. 
The capitu town is Prague.

Bokhara, a city of Ulb^ Tartary, 
capital of Bokharia.

It is feated on 
a rifing ground, with a flender u-all of 
eaitli, and a <Iry ditch. The houfes are 
low, built moltiy of mud ; but the car- 
avan Janes and mofqiies, which are nume- 
rous, arc all of brick. I'he bazars, or 
market-places which have been (lately 
buildings, arc now moflly in ruins. Here 
is alfo a (lately building for tlie education 
of the prielts. Great numbers of Jeu^s 
and Arabians freqiunt this place; tho* 
they are frequently deprived of all their 
proj>crties by the khan or his attendants 
at pleafure. It is 138 miles w by s of 
Sainarcand.

Bokharia, Bocharia, or Bucharia 
a general name for all that vaft track of 
knd lying between Karazm, and the fandy 
ddert bordering on China. It is divided 
into Great and Little Bukhaiia. Great 
Bukharia is iituated between 34 and 46* 
N lat. and 76 and 92^ £ Ion. It is bound- 
ed on the N by the river Sir ; on the E 
by the kingdom of Kaihgar, on the S 
by Perfia and the pcninfula w ilhin the 
Ganges, and on the W by the country of 
Karazm. It is an exceeding nrh ind 
fertile country ; the mountains abound 
■uitli the richeft mines ; the vaHcys arc of 
an aftonilhing fertihty; fields are 
covered ydth grafs the height of a man, 
and the rivers abound with excellent fiih. 
Little Bukharia is fufficiently populous 
and fertile 3 but the great elevation of its 
land, joined to the height of the mqpntams 
which bound it in fevend parts, renders it 
much colder than from its iituation might 
be exptdted. It contams rich mines of 
gold and diver.

Bologna, an ancient city of Italy, 
capital of the Bolognefe, with an arch- 
bi/hop’s fee, and a univerfity. It lies at the 
foot ofthe Appennine mountains, in a fruit- 
ful plain and falubrious air. The river 
Saronia rinis near its walls, anchhc Reno, 
which turns 400 mills for the filk M'orks, 
thro* the city. There arc a great num- 
ber of palaces, paiticularly the Palazzo 
Publico, in which the cardinal legate, or 
viceroy of the pope, relides. In liic area 
before this palace, is a noble maibletoun- 
tain, the principal iigure of whicli, a Nep- 
tune in bronze, eleven feet high, the woii- 
manfliip of Giovanni di Bologna, is high- 
ly ellecmed. The auatoimcal theatre, be- 
fidcs its niufeum, is adorned with liatues 
of celebrated phyficians. The church of 
St. Petronius is the largeft in Bologna; 
and on the pavement of Uiis, Caillni drew 
his meridian line. There are 168 other 
churches. Tliough the nobility are not 
rich, many of their palaces are iuniiOied 
in a magnificent taile, and contain paint- 
ings of great value ; the palaces having 
been built and ornamented when the fami- 
lies of the proprietors were richer, and 
when the finelt works of architedlure and 
painting could be procured on eafier terms. 
The private houfes arc well built ; and 
the city contains 80,000 inhabitants. 
They carry on 4 conliderable trade m filks 
and velvets, which are manufadlured here 
in great perfedlion. The furrounding 
c^ntiy produces tmmcnfe quantities of 
oil, w^me, flax, and hemp, and fumiflies 
all Europe with lauiages, macaroni, 
liqueurs, eflences, and even lapdogs. Bo- 
logna was taken by the French in 1 796, but 
has ftnee been retaken by Suwarrow. It is 
feated at the foot of the Appennines, 22 
miles SE of Modena, and 175 NW of 
Home. Lon. i x a i £, lat, 44 30 N. 

BriLOGNESB, a province of Italy, in 
the territory of the church, bounded on 
Ihe N by the Ferrarde, on the W by Mo- 
4 eua, on the S by Tufcany, and on the £ 


by Romagna. It Is watered by many 
fmall rivers, which render the foil the moft 
fertile of any in Italy. It produces all 
forts of ^rain and fruits, particularly muf- 
cadine grapes, which are in high cftcem. 
The country round Bologna feenis one 
continued garden. I'he vineyards are not 
divided by hedges, but by rows of elms 
and mulberry trees ; the vines hanging 
in feltoons, from one tree to another,^ in a 
beautiful maqner. There are alfo miiiei 
of alum and iron. Bologna is the capital.

Bondov is bounded on the call by 
Bairibouk; on the fouth-eafl, and fouth, 
by 1 enda, and the Simbani Wildernefs ; 
on the fouth-weft by WoolU ; on the 
Wefl by Foota Torra ; and on the 
north, by Kajaaga. llie country, like 
that of WooUi, is very generally covered 
ivith woods, but the land is more elevated, 
and towards the Faleme river, rifes into 
confldtrable hills. In native fertility the 
foil is not furpaiTed, (according to Mr. 
Park,) by any j»art of Africa. From the 
central fituation of Bondou, between the 
Gambia and Senegal rivers, it is become 
a place of great refort, both for the Slatees, 
who generally pafs through it, in going 
from the Coalt to the interior countries ; 
and for occafional traders, who frequently 
come hither from the inland countries, to 
purchafe fait. By means of the duties, 
which arc very hca\'y’, the King of Bondou 
is well fupplied with arms and ammuni- 
tion ; a circumflance which makes him 
formidable to the neighbouring ftates. 
The chief inhabitants are the Foidahs who 
arc in general of a tawny complexion, vnth 
fmall features, and foft filky hair. I'hcy 
are naturally of a mild and gentle difpo- 
iitjon, but the uncharitable maxims of 
the Koran have made them lefs hofpitable 
to ilrangers, and more referved in their 
behaviour than the Mandingoes. I'hcy 
evidently confider all the iNegro natives 
as their infenors ; and when talking 
of different nations, always rank them- 
fcJvcs among the white people. 'I heir 
government differs from that of the Man- 
dingoes chiefly in this, that they arc more 
immediately under the influence of the 
Mahomedan laws ; for all the chief men 
(the king excerpted) and a large majoritjr 
of the inhabitants of Bondou, are Mui- 
fiilmen, and the authority and laws of the 
Prophet, are every where looked upon as 
facred and deciflve. In the cxercife of 
their faith, however, they are not very 
intolerant towards fuch of their country- 
men as llili retain their ancient fuperfli^ 


tions. Religious perfecution is not known 
among them, nor is it neceffary ; for the 
fyilem of ^Uhomct is made to extend 
ilftlf by means abundantly more eflicacious. 
By eftablifliing finall fchools in the dif- 
ferent toums, where many of tlie Pagan 
as well as Mahomedan children are taught 
to read the Koran, and inflrudled in the 
tenets of the Prophet, the Mahomedan 
prlells flx a bias on the minds, and 6orm 
the charadler of their young difciples, 
which no accidents of life can ever after- 
wards remove or alter. Many of thefe 
little fchools Mr, Park vifltcd in his pro- 
grefs through the country, and obferved 
With i>lcafurc the great iocility and fub- 
miflive depoitmcnt of the childnn.

Borneo, an ifiand in the Indian Occan^ 
diicovcrcd by the Portuguefein 1^21, be- 
fore the difeovery ot New Holland, 
thought to be the largcft in the world, 
being 1800 miles in circumference. It is 
feated under the equator, tliat line cutting 
it almoii thro’ tlie middle. It is almult 
of a circular figure, abounds ‘with gold, 
and the fineft diamonds in the Indies ar« 
found In its rivers, being probably walhed 
down from tlie hills by torrents. It pro- 
duces likewdfe rice, pe]jper, fruits and bees- 
WMX, which laft is uied inftead of money. 
The beails are oxen, bufikloes, deer, goats, 
elephants, tigers and monkey's. This 
ifiand has fine rivers cfpecially towards 
the W and S. The rainv Icafon con- 
tinues for eight months in the year, and# 
as during that time all tlie flat country 
is ewerflowed, the air is rendered very 
unlieaithful, and the inhabitants are 
forced to build their houfes on floats 
which they make fall to trees. The 
lionfes have but one floor with parti- 
tions made cf cane. The people are very 
iwartby and go alinoft naked. There are 
Mahonu'taiib on the fca-coafl ; but the reft 
are Geii^^oOb, The E India Company had 
faiSlones hero ; but differences ariflng be- 
t-a’-etii them and ihe natives, they were 
driven away or murdcicd. The capital, of 
the lame name, is large and populous, with 
a good harbour, and feated on the NW 
fide.

Bornholm, an ifiand of the Baltic 
Sea, 20 miles SB of Schonen In Sweden^ 
Lon. 14 56 E, lat, 54 55 N. ' 

Bornou, an extenf#^'e country in Afri- 
ca, bounded on the NW by Fezzan, on 
tlie N by the defirt of hilma, on the S£ 
by Cafluia, and on the SW by Nubia. It 
extends from 12 to 22 degrees of E Ion* 
and Irom 17 to 21 degrees of N lat. The 
northem part is poor, and like the reft of 
tiic provinces of Zaara: but all the reft 
iswclW'atcied byfpiingsand rixers that 
tumbledown with a ditadiui noifefrom 
the mountains; rendeihig the country 
prolific in com, grafs, and fruits, ana 
giving it a plcafing afpcA. The caflera 
and weftern front iers are divided into 
mountains and valley?, the latter being aU 
covered with flocks of cattle, fields of rice 
and millet, and many of the mountains 
with wood, fruit-trees, and cotton. The 
climate is faid to be i liaraiflerized by ex- 
ccfilve, though not by uniform heat. 
Two fcafons, one Lomiiicncing fo9n 
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tfjc middle of Aprils the other at the fame 
period in Odlober, divide the yew. The 
trft is introduced by violent winds, that 
faring with them, from the SE and S, an 
interne heat, with a deluge of fultr)^ rain, 
andfnch tempers of thunder and light- 
ning as deftroy multitudes of the cattle ,ind 
many of the people. At the commence- 
ment of the fccond feafon, tlie ardent heat 
fiihitdes ; the air becomes foft and mild, 
and the weatlier pafedtly ferene. llie 
complexion of the natives is black ; hut 
they are not of the negro caft. The drefs 
of the greater part conlills of ihirts of blues 
cotton manufa^ureil in the country, of a 
red cap imported from Tripoli, and a 
white muflin turban from Cairo. Nofe- 
rings of gold are vorn by the principal 
people. But the only covering of the 
poorer fort, i** fomtliircs a kind of girdle lor 
th#^ waiit. I'koy cultivate Indian corn, the 
horfe-beanof Europe, the common kidney 
bean, cotton, hemp, and indigo. They 
have figs, grapes, apricots, ponie^nates, 
kmons, limes, and melon®. Horfes, rJles, 
mules, dogs, homed cattle, goats, fliecp, 
and camels (of thf flefti of whj^-Ii they arc 
very fond) are the common animal». 
Their becar are fo numerous, that the wax 
is often thro^tm awny as an article of no 
value. Their game confifts of the par- 
tridge, wild duck, and ollrich, the llefii 
of which they prize above every 
other. Their other wild animals are the 
Lon, leopard, livct cat, wolf, fox; the 
elephant, which is not common, and of 
which they make no ufc ; the antelope, 
Camelopardalis, crocodile, and hippopota- 
mus. They are much infclled with frtakes, 
ftorpioas, centipedes, and toads. More 
than thlity different languages arc faid to 
be fpoken in Bo>nou and its dtpen- 
d'nries ; and the reigning religion is the 
MoliCiiJctan. 'I'heir monarchy is tke- 
tivt. On the death of the fovereign, the 
privilege of c hoofing a fuccefibr from a- 
meng his for.F, is conferred on three per- 
fons, wliofe ago, and choi'adlcr for wif- 
doin, are denoud by the title of elders. 
'T!i( ft 1 i tire to a fr fjucficred place, the ave- 
nutb to winch arc guarded; and while 
tbeir dclibcraticirs laft, the princes arc 
coiifined in ft palate chamhcri of the palace. 
The choice being made, they proceed 
to the apartment of the fovtrtign eh.ft, and 
him to the gloomy place where 
t}.e coi-pfe of his father, that cannot he in- 
terred till the conrlufion of thih awdul ce- 
1‘cnior y, awa.ts his arrival. There the el- 
tici h ^ to him on the virtues and dc- 

ot his d( ccaftd parent ; defer/ning 
y/ith or cenfure, the iiivaTurcs 
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that exalted or funk the glory of liis rci^. 
The fultan is faid to have f;oo ladies in his 
feragUo, and that his ftud fikewife contains 
500 horfes. He has a vaft army, which 
conlifls almoft enthely of horfe : the fabrcy 
lance, pike, and bow, are their weapons 
of ofience, and a ihicld of hides is their 
armour. In their manners the people are 
courteous and humane : they 'are pafCon- 
ately fond of play, the lower clalle| of 
draughts ; and the higher excel in chefs. 
The capital is of the fame name.

It confllU 
of a multitude of houfes, neatly plaitfred, 
both within and without, with clay or 
mud ; but they are fo irregularly placed, 
that the fpatcb bttween them cannot be 
called flreets. 'I’heir mofques are con- 
ilriK^ed of brick and earth ; and they 
have fehools, in which the korun is taught, 
as in the pi incipal tow ns of Barbary. I'lie 
royal palate, forming a kind of citadel, is 
built in a eorner of the town. Bornou is 
lunoimdtd by a wall, and is 650 miles SE 
of Mouro/ok.

There is but one 
fate cliannel to approach the haibour ; and 
that fo narrow, tliat two ihips can hardly 
fail thro’ abreaft ; but within the harbour 
there is room for 500 fail to anchor. At 
the bottom of the bay 1« a noble pier near 
aooo feet in length ; along whicli on the 
N fide extends a row of warchoufes for 
the merchants ; and to tliis pier fhips of 
the greateft burden may come and utdoad 
without the help of boats. The greateft 
part of the town lies round tlie harbour 
in th^ form of a half-moon, the country 
beyond it rifing gradually and afferding^a 
delightful profpe^. The ftretts are haud- 
fome, particularly that extendiug from tlie 
pier to the town-houfc j and there arc 16 
churches of various denomuiations. On 
idle W fide of the town is the Mall, a 
beautiful public walk.

The ancient ci- 
ty of Bourdeaux, though confiderable in 
point of fize, w»as ill built, badly paved, 
without poivc, or any of thefe municipal 
regulations, indifptnfiblv rcquifite to ren- 
dei a ciy fplciidid or elegant. It has en- 
tirely changed its appearance w'itliin thefe 
laA 40 years. The public edifices art very 
noble, and all the flrects newly built arc 
icgiilar and handfomc. l‘he quad's arc 
four miles in length, and the river itfelf is 
confidtrably broader than the 'J'hames at 
London biidge. The beauty of the river 
Garonne and the beauty of the fun junding 
country wxre probably the caufts w’hich 
induced the Romans to lay the foundations 
of this city. The ruins of a very large 
amphitheatre yet remain, conftru<fled un- 
der the empcj or Golienus, built of brick ;

•om, being 1560 miles in length, and xooo 
in breadth. It was difrovered in i f 00, by 
Alvarez Cabral, a Portucuefe, who was 
forced upon it by a tempeu. 'fhe air of this 
•ountry, though witliiii the torrid zone, is 
temper^ and wliolefoxne. The foil is 
fcrtue, and produces fngar, tobacco, Indian 
toruf and l^varaji forts of fhjiits and medi- 
cinal drugs. The wood brought from 
Biaiil, and hence fo called, is of great ufr in 
dying red ; and within the country there 
is gmd, and feveral forts of precious ftones* 
The cattle carried over from Bur^, in*

Their knives are made 
of a fort of ftone and fplit canes ; and th^ 
have baikets of different fizes, chiefly made 
of palm leaves. Their arms are bows, ar- 
rows, and wooden dubs. When they 
travel they fofien their hammocks between 
two trees, and Hot all night therein. 
The Portuguefe divide Braiil into fifteen 
governments, which are governed by a 
viceroy, who relides at St. Salvador, the 
camtal.

BgSADALBANF, SecAXiBAIIt, 
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BrechiNi a borough in Angusihlre. 
It conlifts of one large handibme ibreety and 
two fmaller ; md i$ feated on the lide of 
a finall hill» waihed by the river Southeil^ 
over which there is a ilone bridge of two 
lai^e arches. It is a royal boroughy and 
with four others fends a member to 
vnent. Itlies^ eight miles diftance from 
Montrofey and the tide flows within two 
miles of die town. The cathedral is a Go- 
thic pile» fupported by ii pillars. It is 
in length x66 feet > in breadth 6i ; 
is ruinousy and put ferves as a pariih 
church. The weft end of one of the aifles 
is entire ; its door is Gothici and the arch 
conlifls many mouldmgs. The fteeple 
is a handfome tower^ xao feet high ; me 
four lower windows in form of long nar- 
row openings. The top is battlemented* 
and from it rifes a handfome ipire. At a 
fmall diflance from the aufle irad one of 
thofe Angular round towers* whofe ufe has 
fo longbaffled the conjediures of antiqua- 
ries. This tower has been obferved to il^e 
with the vidnd. The caflle of Brechin 
was built on an eminence a litde S of the 
town* and was gallandy defended againft 
the Englifli in X303* by Sir Thomas Maule. 
The family of PUnmure have nowa Iioufe 
in the fituation of the old caflle. Its manu- 
fadhires of coarfe linen and lail<Krloth are 
at prdent profperous* it has a weekly mar- 
ket on Tuefilay* to which great quantities 
o£ yam are bright from the country for 
foie ; there are alfo here feveral fairs 
through the year fexr catde. It is 70 miles 
HE of Edinburgh.

Brecknock* or Brecon* the capital 
of Brecknockfliire* called by the Weflh 
Abher-Honddey* and foated at the conflu- 
ence of the Ho^dey and Ufle.

brow of a hill, from wdience there aro 
downs extending fcveral miles where ihc 
company ride out for tx^rcife. It has 18 
churches, befide the cathedral, a bridge 
over the Avon, a cufiomhoufe, and an^- ^ 
change* I'he Hot Weil, about a mik 
from the town, on the fide of the AvoB,is 
much reforted to : It b of great purity,

It then makes a 
circle round the Weftern point of the 
G arrow mountains, and altering its courfe 
to S, meets the Ganges about 40 miles 
from the Tea, after having meandered for 
more than 2000 miles. During the laft 
io miles before its jumfliop with the 
Ganges, it forms a Itream which is regu- 
larly from four to five miles wide ; and, 
but for itsfreflmefs, might jpafs for an arm 
oi the fca. Common defcription fails in an 
attempt to convey an adequate idea of the 
grandeur of this magnificent pbjedl. 

Bursa, or Prusa, one of the largefi; 
cities of Turkey in Afi^, capital of Bec- 
f^ngil. It was the capital of the CNtoman 
ezimlre before thp taking of ConiUntinople, 
It Bands upon feveral little hills, at the foot 
of Mount Ol^pus, and on the edge of a 
fine plain full of ^ut-trees.

Cafkkaria, avery extenfive country of 
Africa, bounded ou the N by Negroland 
and Abylfinia, on the w by part of Guinea, 
Congo and the fca ; on the s by the cape 
of Good Hope, and on the E by the fca* 
The Cafires are toll and well-proportion- 
ed; and, in genera], evince great courage 
in atUcking Cons and other beaiU of prey. 
Their colour is a jet black, their teeth white 
as ivory, and their eyes large. The clolh^ 
ing of both fcxes is the Dune, confiiting en- 
tirely of the hides of oxen, which are as 
pliant as doth* The men wear tails of 
dificrent animals tiedTound their thighs ; 
pieces of brafc in their habr, and large 
ivory rings on their arms : they are adorn- 
ed alfo With the hair of lions, and feathers 
fafiened on their beads; with numy other 
fentaftical omameuts.'/Ihcy are extremely 
toad of dogs, and ifWe particularly pieafes 
them, they wdi give two bullocks in ex- 
change tar it, their whole exercife is hunt- 
ing, fighting, or dicing. They are ex- 
pert in throwing their lances, and in time 
of war, ufe fliidds made of the hides of 
Tb#* nrnTnen are cuinlovcd in the 
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tttltivation of theo* gardens and com. 
They cultivate ieveral vegetables) which 
are not indigenous to the country,^ as to- 
baccO) watermelons) kidneybevi^ and 
hemp. The men have great pride in their 
cattle : and cut their horns in fuch a way 
as to be able to turn them into anv flupe 
they picale : when they wifh their caiUe 
to return) they go a mtle way from the 
h^^ and Uow a whifllC) which is made 
of bonC) and fb confinidfed as to be heard 
at a great diftance) and in this manner 
bring them all homC) without any difficult 
ty. Hieir huts are higher and more com- 
modious than thofe of the HottentotS) and 
their lands more fertile-; but their oxen and 
almoft all their animalS) are much fmaller. 
They entertain a very high opinion of the 
Supreme Being) and of his power : they 
believe in a future fUte of rewards and 
punilhmentS) but have no idea of the crea- 
tion, tliinking that the world had no be- 
ginning, and will ever continue in its pre- 
fent ftate. They have no facred cere- 
monies, and never pray. They infh'udt 
their children themfelves, having nopriefts ; 
but tnftead of them a Idnd of conjurors 
whom they greatly revere. They are go- 
verned by an hereditary king, whofe power 
is very limited, receiving no tax, and hav- 
ing no troora at his command ; being per- 
mitted to t^ as many wives as he pleafes, 
he has a largtr portion of land to cultivate, 
and a greater number of cattle to tend 
and feed. liis cabin is neither higher, nor 
better decorated than the reft ; and his 
whole family live ai-ound him, compofing 
a group of I a or 15 huts. I'he diftance 
of the diftcrent hordes makes it neccilary 
that they fliould have inferior chiefs, who 
are appoirited by the king.

It is divided into the New and Old 
cities ; Old Cairo is on the E fide of the 
Nile, and almoft uninhabited. New Cairo 
is a mile from the river Nile, and feven 
miles in circumference. The ftreets arc 
fo narrow and gliding, that it is impoffiblc 
to follow their diredlioii amid the multitudes 
of houfes which ftand crouding on each 
other. The caltle includes the palaces of 
the fultans of £gyi>t, now almoft buried 
under their own ruins ; domes overthrown, 
heaps of rubbilh, gilding, and pidlures, the 
colours of which have defied corroding 
time, ftatcly marble columns ftillftanding, 
but in general witliout capitals ; fuch are 
the tokens of its former magnificence. 
From Joftph’s hall, theie is a delightful 
profpe^ over the city, the pyramids, and 
all tlie country Vouna. It was probably a 
terrace to that magnificent room which is 
now open on the^tw, and i$ adorned with 
large beautiful pillars of ted granite. 
There are feveral public bagmos, very 
handfome within, and ufed as pl^es of 
refrefhment and diverfion, el^cially for 
the women, who go there twice a week ; 
but the wives of great men have baths at 
home. It is eaureeoingly populous ; feveral 
families living in one houfe, and a number 
of pwle living in each room ; and ua 
the bufy time of the day, the ftreets are fo 
crowded, that it is difficult to pafs along.. 
The women have greater liberty here than 
in any part of the l\irkilh empire ; and 
M 
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ftcre trrpartictilar fireets where the cwir- 
lezans (it at the doorv^ richly drefled. 
The Caliih i$ a canal n*iiich con?^ the 
waters of the NUe into the city : it is ao 
feet hroady and: hu houfes on each fide of 
it. As fb^ as the water begins to rilhy 
fhey clofe the month of the canal with 
cardiy amd place a markytd ihowthetiine 
when this and all other canals in the 
kingdom are to be openedy which is done 
with great iblemnity. There are not lels 
than 300 mofqves in Cairoy the lofty 
minarets of which prefent a very pidtur- 
efque appearance. The Enropeans have 
confuls and fa^tora here ; and it was a 
place of very great tradcy before the dis- 
covery of the Cape of Good Hope. It was 
taken by the French under BhonapartCy 
in their late esmclxtion to £g}^.

Calcutta, or Fort William, Ac 
emjsoriumof Jtogal, htuate on Ae£ fide 
of Ac Hoogly, ^ weftem' arm of Ae 
Ganges, xco miles from the lea, in Ae bay 
of £nga}. k is a modem city, having 
rifen on Ae fiteof Ae village of Govind- 
^ur, about 90 years It extends 
iromAe wellm point mFort William, 
along Ae banks of the river, almoft to<the 
village of Coifipoor, four miles and a half ; 
the breadth, in many parts, inconfider- 
able. Generally fpeaking, tl^ deferipdon 
•f one Indian city is a deicription of all ; 
being all built on one plan, wiA very 
narrow and crooked fir^ ; an incredi- 
ble number of refervoirs and ponds, and a 
great many gardens interfperled. A few 
•f Ae fireets are mved wiA brick. The 
houlesare variottlly built: Ibme of brick, 
others with mud, and a greater proportkm 
with bamboos and mats: Aefe different 
kinds of frtbrics, intermixed wkh each 
oAer, form a motly apjiearance. Thole 
of Ae latter kinds are invariably of one 
flory, and covered with Aatch ; Aofe of 
brioL feldom exceed two floors, and have 
fiat terraced roofs : the two frmner claffes 
far outnumber As laft, whiA are fo thinly 
fcattered, Aat fires, which often happen, 
do not, fometimes, meet wiA the obfbruc- 
tion of a hrick-houfe through a whole 
ftreet. Aitho’ by much Ae greateft part 
•f Calcutta is built upon Ais plan, yet Ae 
quarter inhabited Ae £n^lifh is an 
exception to this rule ofbuil<&g: being 
compofed entirely of brick-buildings, many 
of which have more Ae appearance of pa*- 
laces Aan of private houf^ The line of 
buildings Aat fiirhumds two fides of Ae 
efplanade of the fort, is magnificent ; and 
it adds greatly to Ae fupeA appearance, 
that Ae houfes are detached from each 
oAer, and infidated in a great toce. The 
buildb^ are ail on a large fcale, from Ae 
neceifity of having a free circulation of air 
in a climate, Ac heat of whi A is extnnne. 
The general approach to Ae houfes is by 
afiightof frejM vrkh great projecting por- 
ticoes, or fimonnded by colonnades or 
madeif whiA give Aem Ae appearance 
of Greciantcmi^ JEbtAeremaiiiderof 
Ae city, and muA Acgreatcr part, is 
built as before defbibed. Within thefe 
or 2C rears. Calcutta has been wondeifufiy 


imprmd boA m appearance and in the 
falnbrity of Ae air, for Ae ftreets have 
been properly draLoed, and Ae ponds 
filled up. It is fuppofed to contain at 
leaft 500,000 inhabitants. The mixture 
of £urQpeaa and Afiatic manners Aat 
may he obfrrved here, is curious: coaches, 
phaetons, Aai&s, wiA Ae paLuikeens 
and hackeries of the natives, Ae palfing 
ceremonies of Ae Hindoos, and the d£ 
ferent appearances of the fidurs form a 
fight more eiltraordmaiy, perhaps, than 
any other city can prefent. The bakery 
here mentioned is a fmall covered car- 
riage upon two wheels, drawn by bul- 
locks, and ufed generally for Ae female 
part of Ae family. The Ganges is navi- 
gable up to Ae town for Ae largeft ihips 
Aat vifit India. Here is Ae leat of the 
governor-general and council of Bengal, 
who have a controul over Ae prefidencies 
of Madras, Bombay, and Bencooien. 
Here is Ukewile a fupreme court of judi- 
cature^ in which jtutice is difpenfed, ac- ' 
cording to Ae laws of Bngfand, by a 
Aief jufiice and three poilhc judges. In 
1756, Calcutu was taken by Ae ibubA 
of B^gal, who forced the fseble gorrilbn, 
to the amount of 146 perfons, into a prii- 
fon called Ae Bl^k Hole, a cube of xS 
feet, out of which only as came alive* 
It was retaken Ae next year ; Ae vidloiy 
of Plaffey followed ; and Ae inhuman 
IbubA was depofed, and put to deaA by 
his fucceffor* Immediately after Aw 
vuftory Ac eredUon of Fort William com- 
menced, whiA is fuperjor to any fortrefs 
in India, Calcutta is X030 miles nme of 
Madras, Lon.

Aey befrnear AA faces with black pig- 
ment ; and AA only covering is a wrap- 
per ooade from Ae bark of a tree, or of 
kaves. They cultivate Ae foil with fome 
art andinduf^, hutfubiiftchiAyon roots 
and fifii. Fkmtains and fugar-canes arc 
not {dentiftd, to'ead-fruit is very fcarce, 
and Ac cocoa-nut trees are hut Akiiy 
planted ; but AA yams and taras are in 
great abundance. Thek houfe care ciro> 
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for like a bfe-hive» and full as clofe and 
warm. The iraminf b of iinall ^an ^ 
reeds ; and both and roof are thick, 
and dofe covered uith thatch made of 
dried graft, and the floor laid with dr^r 
graft. iW depoflt their dead in the 
ground, and decorate the grave of their 
chieft with fpears, darts, paddles, Scc» 
all fiuck upright in the ground about it. 
They are of a pacific difpolitkm, and their 
women are much chailer than thole of the 
more eaftem illands. 

Calenberg, a eaftle of Lower Saxony, 
capital of the duchy of Brunfwick Calen- 
berg, feated on the river Letna, xo miles 
s of Hanover.

It contains 
12 colleges and four halls, which, unlike 
thofe at Oxford, hax'c equal privilegos 
with the colleges. The colleges are 
Peter Houfe, Corpus ChrlHi or Bennet, 
King’s, Queen’s, jefus, ChriH’si St. John’s, 
Magdalen, Trinity, Emmanuel, and Sid- 
ney SufTex. The halls are, Clare, Pem- 
broke, Trinity, and Catharine. Of the 
colleges, Peter Houie is the moH ancient, 
being founded in X25^ ; and King’s and 
Trinity colleges the moil conflatrable. 
King’s coilegL is the nobleH foundation in 
Europe, and the chapel, for its contrivance 
and extent, its fine carved work in wood 
and Hone, and painted windows, is one 
of the fincH pieces of Gotnic architedlure 
in the vrorld. The library, chapel, Ac. of 
Trinity college juHly place it in the firH 
rank. The other Hrudures belonging to 
the univerfity are the fenate-houfe, a fine 
edifice, which, with St. Mary’s church, the 
fchools, the univerfity libr^, and other 
buildings, forms a noble fquare.

The marfhes and lakes with which 
this country abounds fwarm with otters 
and beavers, which are highly valued for 
their furs, which form a principal article 
of commerce in Canada. Canada turpen- 
tine is greatly efieemed for its baliamic 
qualities, and for its ufe in diforders 
ef the breali and ftomach. The different 
tribes of •Indians, or original natives in Ca- 
nada, are almoft innumerable ; but Aey 
have been obferved to decreafe in popula- 
tion where the Europeans are moft nume- 
rous, owing cbkfty to the immoderate ufe 
of fpkituous liquors. Canada was con- 
quered by the Engliih, in 1759, and con- 
firmed to them by the peace of 1763.- In 
X 7 74, Ais couDdy was formed into a pro- 
vince, called Quimec, from the name of 
the capital ; a* government w'as inftituted 
aonformably to w French laws of Canada ;

Ahmed AbdaUay the tbuuder of this 
kmgdomy was originally the chief of an 
Afghan tribey named Abdal (wheuce the 
name Adballi) who was ilript of his coun- 
try by Nadir Shahy in 1739* On the 
death of Nadiry he fuddcnly appeared a- 
mong his former fiibjedlsy and ei‘e<Sted a 
confiderabk kingdom in ihe ealtem part 
•f Periisy adding to it moil of the proM 
vinces to the w of the Indusy which had 
been ceded by the Great Mogul to Nadir 
Shahy tr^ether with Cafhmere on the E of 
that river. 

CANDiAy an iAand in the Meditcrra- 
neany formerly Cretey lying to the s of the 
Archipelago. The capitaly of the fame 
namey though populous fbrmerlyy is little 
better than a deurty there being nothing 
but rubbiihy ezerat at the bazar or mar- 
ket-place; and the harbour of Candia is 
BOW fit for nothing but boats ; but the 
walls of the town are itandingy and ita 
the &e of a Greek archbilhop. This iftand 
was taken by the Turksy in x669y after 
B WIT of years.

Except December and 
January the whole year is one continied 
fine day. The iky is alwa^ unclofided ^d 
ferene ; . the winds mild and refrelhW 
breezes. The mountains are covered with 
m great number of odorifoxnis plants ; the 
rivulets which flow down the vafUesy are 
overhung with myitlesy and laurel-fofinrj 
elninps S orangey citrony and idmond traes 
axe fcattered over the fields ; fimie exten- 
live piains are arrayed in fafinniy and the 
cavities of the rocks are fringed with fweet 
finelling dittanf. In a mtd fnnn the 
hiUsy the valesy and the plamsy on all hands 
there arife clouds of exqui&e pofiisnesy 
which embalm tbe air and render it a lux- 
ury to breathe it.

CANTBRBuay, an ancient citr, the ca- 
pital of Kent,witli an archbilhop'sfee, the 
metropolitan of idl England. The cathe- 
, dral, a large i^6hire, was once famous 
for the ihrine of Thoiw fiedtet; to yfiwik 


fo great was the refort and fo rich the offer- 
ings, that Erafinus, who was an eye wit- 
ncla of its wealth, fays, the whole church 
and cha{^ in which he was interred, glit- 
tered with jewels. But Henry viii, in 
15389 not only pillaged this rich (brine, 
hut caufed the lamt to be cited in court, 
tried, and condemned as a traitor ; order- 
ing his name to be (truck out of the calen- 
dar, his bones to be burnt, and his afhes 
thrown into the air. In this cathedral are 
interred Henry iv, and Edward the Black 
Prince. The city has likewife 14 pardh 
churches ; the remains of many l^man 
antiquities ; and an ancient cafrle, with 
walls and a deep ditch. It is governed by 
a mayor, and poiTeires a (hare of the filk 
manufaAures introduced by the Walloons, 
who have here a church tmder the cathe- 
dral. This city isnoted forks brawn, aud 
the adjacent country produces abundance 
of hops. It has a market on Wednefday 
and Saturday, fends two meifibers to p:u*- 
liament, and is feated on the river Stour, 
26 miles £S£ of Rochefrer and 56 of Lon- 
don.

Cantin, Cape, a promontory of the 
Atlantic Ocean, on the coafr of Morocco.

Canton or ^angtong, one of the 
fouthern provinces of China ; bounded ob 
theNEby Fokien ; on the N by Kiang- 
fi, on the W by Quang 4 i, and the king- 
dom Tonkiiig, and every where elfe by the 
fea. The country is divcrllfied vdth hills 
and plains, and the foil is in general fo 
fertile that it produces two crops annually. 
Abundance 01 valuable aromatic woods are 
to be met with in this province, as well 
as eagle-wood, ebony &c ; and bi the mine- 
ral kingdom the province ftimilhes gold, 
precious (tones, tig, quick-filver, and 
copper. Canton is the capital. 

Canton, a large populous, and wealthy 
city of Chbia, capital of the provbice of 
that name, (lands on the river Taa, one of 
the fineft in the empke. The buildings 
of Canton are in general low, confifrinjg 
of one ftory and a gi'oiind fioor, which is 
covered with earth or red diet to keep it 
cool ; but the houfes of the moft refpec- 
table merchants and mandarins sqre com- 
paratively bfry, and wril built. Hie 
ilreets or Canton are bng and narrow, 
paved with flint-frones, adorned at inter- 
vals with triumphal arches, which have a 
pleaiing tSdSi and are much crowded with 
p^le. In Canton there are no carriages. 
The better, fort of people are carried about 
in chaks ; but the common fort walk bare- 
footed and bareheaded ; and their goods 
aro carried by porters. At the of every- 
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flrff t a a barrier^ which ii ihut circry 
ing) as well as the gates of the aty ; fa 
that people are obligra to be at home early. 
The river is covem with barks, which 
have apartments in them for families, 
where many refide. l*he number of in- 
habitants is computed at 1,000,000, but 
later calculations have made them confider- 
ably Ids. Lon. 133 xa £, lat. 23 7 N« 
UANTYRE, a ibuthem divifion of Ai> 
l^lelhire id ,lkotland. It is a narrow pen- 
uuula 50 miles long, and from five to eight 
broad. It is conn^ed on the N by an 
'' iiUunus to the mountainous Mifiridl of 
Knapdale. Acroft this ifihmus, which is 
icarce a mile broad, a canal might cafily 
be out. To the S the peninfula terminates 
in a greAt promontoi^, furrounded by a 
groupof dangerous rocks, called the Mull 
m Cantyre. The foil, in general, is fer- 
tile. 

Caorlo, a fmall ifland in the gulf of 
Venice, on the coaft of Venetian Friuli, 20 
miles SW of Aqnilcia. ft has a toum of 
the iame name, with a bUhop’s fee. X.om

Capacio, an epifcopal town of Naples, 
inPrincipato Citeriore, 16 miles S of SaU 
erno. l^n. 15 0 £, lat. 40 20 N. 

CapeBrF/TON. See Breton, Capf 5 
and other Capes, in like manner, fee under 
their refpedtiYe names. 

Capelle, a town of Fiance, now in 
the department of Aifne, lately in the pro- 
vince of Picardy, eight miles NE of Guife, 
taken bv the Spaniards in 2636, but re- 
taken the year after.

Capestak, a town of France, in the 
department of Aude and late province of 
Languedoc, near the river Aude and the 
famous cai^ of Languedoc. Lon. 3 8 £, 
kt.

Capitanata, a province of Naples, 
bounded on the N by the gulf of Venice, 
on the £ by Terra m Ban, on the $ by 
Baiilicata and Principato Ulteriore, and on 
the W by Molife and Abnzzzo. It is 
a level country, without trees ; has a iandy , 
fbi4 axid a h^ air ; but the land, near the 
rivers, is fertile in paftorcs. capk^, 
is Msn&edonia. 

Capo Fiito, a barren rock, hr the ter- 
ritory of Oenoa^ vdth a caitie on its eaP 
tern peak. Near it is a (snail harbour of 
tbe fame name, 13 miles £$£ of Gcdosu 
Lon. 8 ^6 £, lat. 44 20 N. 

Capo DTstria, a town of Italy, in 
Venetian Iftria, on the gulf of Tric^ 
whofe principal revenue confifts in wine 
and fait. It is eight miles S of Tridt 


Caprala, anifie in the McditerraneaR 
Sea, to the N£ of Corfica, on which it de- 
pends. k has a ftrong caitie, and is 15 
miles iu circumference. Lon. 10 o £, 
lat. 43 5 N. 

Capri, an ifiand of Naples, in the Me- 
diterranean, oppofite Sorento, famous for 
being the retreat of the empen>r Tiberius. 
A vail quantity of quails come here every 
year, forming the principal revenue of the 
biihop, vcho is hence ewed the BBhop of 
0 ^ 8 . It is five miles in length, and two 
in^readth. 

Capri, the capital of an ifland of the 
lame name, with a flrong caflle. It was 
once a delightful place, embelliflicd vrith 
magnificent works, which were demoliih- 
ed after the death of Tiberius. Lon. 14 
8 £, lat. 40 1 1 N. 

Capua, a town of Naples, in Terra di 
Lavora, with an archbilhop’s fee. It is 
two miles firam the ancient Capua, and 
was built out of its ruins. Here Han- 
nibal and Ids officers trifled away theh 
time in pleafure, and gave time to the Ro- 
mans to recover from their conftemation 
after the battle of Cannse. It was taker, 
by the Auftrians in x 707 ; and is fcated 
on the Voltiimo, 1 $ miles N of Naples.

Caraccas, a diflriA of S America, in 
Terra Firma, included in the W part of 
the nruviiice of Venezuela. It is bounded 
on tne N by the gulf of Mexico, on the E 
liy Cumana, and on the S by New' Gran- 
s'. The coafl is rocky and mountain- 
ous, interfperfedvith fmall fertile valleys, 
blcfled in general with a clear air and 
wholefome climate. The chief town is 
Caraccas. The commerce of this town 
was for a longtime open to all the fuhjedls 
of the Spanifli monarchy. But in 1728 a 
company was formed, who obtained an 
exdufive right of tradiog to this part of 
the world.' It is fometimes called the 
Company of Caraccas, and foinittimes the 
Company of Guipifeoa, from the province 
of Spain, in which it is eflablifhed. Su 
Jagode I«on is the capital. . 

Caramania, a province of Turkey in 
Aiur, in ,the S part of Natolia. Moil of 
the boules have turrets lb contrived, as to 
cool the rooms in fummer. Satalia Is the 
capitaL, 

CaraManta, a province of Terra 
Fifma, lying on both (ides the river 
CaiiMt i boused on the N by the dsflridi 
of Caf^gena,, on the £ by New Gra- 
nada, on the S and W hy J^opuyan and 
Panama* It is a valley fiuroun^d by 
high mountains, and there are rivul^ti 
whvnire the natives get very good fa**. 
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Caramamta, the capital ot tLpeovmet 
of that ttame, ia Tiem FinDa^ ieated on 
the Caiicty 140 tntlea "HJSiE of Fopayan.

Carakco, an iaconfiderable ifland in 
the £ Indies, near Bombay. It affords 
nothing but feme rice, fowls and goats. 

Carara, a town of Tufeany, in the 
principal!^ of Maili^ between h^aand 
Saraana, ffve miles from oach. Neat this 
place are qoanries of maihle of various col- 
ours.

Caras V, a river (ff Natolia, which rifes 
In Caramania, crdl&s part of Aladula, and 
falls into the Mediterranean. 

Carasv Mestro, a river of Romania, 
which riles in Mount Rhodolpho, and falls 
into the Archipelago. 

CarasvIi a hke in Bulgaria, faidto be 
55 miles in circumference, and to contain 
feveral iflands. It is formed by a branch 
of the Danube, not far from its entrance 
into the Black Sea. 

Caravacca, a town of Spain, among 
the mountains near the river Segura, in 
Murcia. It is 50 miles NW of Cartha- 
gena. Lon. » 5 W, lat. 38 5 N. 

Carcassone, an ancient temm of 
France, in the department of Aude and 
late province of Languedoc. It is divided 
into the Upper and Lower Town by the 
Aude, over which is a ffonehridge. In the 
Upper Town arc a fhtmg caitle and the 
catnedraL The Lower Town is fquare, 
built after the modem tafte, and kept verv 
neat by means of an aquedu(fl, whicn 
brings the water of the Aude to different 
fountains. The Upper Town, which is 
alfo called the Ci^, is very ancient, and 
in the caiUe are prelerved feme old records 
vmtten on the bark of trees. Here are 
manufactures of all forts of cloth. It is 
15 miles W of Narbonne, and 400 S of 
Paris. Lon. 2 2 $ E,kt. 43 14 N. 

Cards kf, a bo^gh of S Wales in Ola- 
morganfhire, with a market on Wednelr 
day and Saturday. It is a large and well 
built town, and has a caftle, a wall, and 
four gates. It is Ieated on theTaafc, over 
w'hich is a bridge^ and it has a coniiderable 
trade with Bri&l ; for vellels of fmall bur- 
den may come to the bridge. The c^e, 
tho’ much decayed, makes a grand appear- 
ance at this time, and the walls of the caftle 
are very ftrong and thick. The conftable 
of the caftle is the chief i^i^ftrate, whom 
they call mayor. Near the town are feme 
iron-works; and a canal, eacten^g 2 $ 
mites hence, to the iron-Wc^ at Merthyr- 
Tidvit. In the cdUe, died Robert, duke 
pf Normandy, cldeft ion of William the 
Conqueror, ;^er having been blinded, and 


confined 18 years, by his brother Henry f, 
Cardiff is xa miles £ of Cowbridge, and 
r64 W of London.

Cardigan, the county-totm of Car- 
diganftiire, with a market on Tuefday and 
Saturday; lituate on the river Tyvy, over 
which is a handfome ftone bridge. Ihc 
walls and caftle are ]^e to ruin. It is go- 
verned by a mayor, fends one member to 
p^Uament, and is 33 miles N£ of St, 
David’s and 125 WNW of London. Lon. 
4 3h W, lat. 3A xo N. 

Cardigan Bat, on the coaft of Car- 
diganlhire, at the mouth of the Tyvy, ex- 
tending to Barfey ifland in Camarvonf^e; 
It is 40 miles from one cape to the oiher, 
and affords iecure (heltcr for fhips. 

Cardiganshire, a county of S Wales, 
bounded on the N by MerionethDiire and 
Montgomeryihire, on the £ by Radnor- 
ihire and Brecknocklhirt, on the S by 
Carmarthenihire and Pembrokefhire, and 
on the W by Cardigan Bay. It extends 
4a miles from N to S, and ao fn>m £ to 
W ; and is divided into five hundreds, 
containing fix market-towns, and 64 
TOrifhes. It lies in the diocefe of St. 
David’s, and fends two members to par- 
liament. The air is milder here than in 
moft parts of Wales. To the S and W 
are plains fruitful in com ; but the N and 
£ parts are a continued ridge of moun- 
tains, however there are cattle bred in dl 
parts ; but they have neither wood nor 
coals of their own for fuel. They have 
fiih in plenty with fowk both tame and 
wild. Near the rivers art great numbers 
of otters ; and in the valleys are leveral 
lakes. The mountains abound with veins 
of lead and filvcr ore ; and the mines have 
been v'orked feveral times to great advan- 
tage : Sir Hugh B/Cddleton is laid to have 
cleared aoool. a month, for feveral years 
tc^ethcr, which enabled him to bring the 
!mw River water to London ; but be ex- 
pended the whole on that great objedl. 
The principal rivers are TyVy, the 
Rydal, and the Iftwith. 

Cardona, a town of Spain, in Cata-r 
Ionia, with a caftle. Near it is an inex- 
luul^le mountain of fait, of feveral c<^- 
Ours, which, when wafixed, becomes white; 
and there are vinewds, which produce 
excenent wuie. It is feated on an emi- 
nence, near the river Cardenero, 30 
miles NW of Barcelona. Lon. x 30 £, 
lat. 41 36 N. 

CARELiA,the eaftem part of Finland. 
It belongs partly to the Swedes, and partly 
to the Ruffians. SccWihurgh. 

Carfntan, a town of France^ In

Cart ati, a town of Naples, in Calabria 
Citeriore, with a bifhDp?s fee. It is two

Caribbfan Sea, that part of the 
Atlantic, lying hetwem Cuba, St. Do- 
mingo, and Porto Kko on the N, and 
Terra Firma on the S. It vrsa formerly 
called the North Sea ; for the Spaniards 
having crofled theilthmus of Darien from 
N to S, gave the fea they difeovered the 
^naxne of the South Sea, and this, of courfe, 
^hsfSIorth Sea, although with refpc( 5 t to 
the American continent, the Pacific Ih the 
weftem, and the Atlimtic the eaftem 
ocean. 

Caribbee Islavds, the rnofi eallern 
ifiands of the Indies divided into Wind- 
ward and Leeward Iflands. As the Carib- 
bee iilands are all between the tropics, 
their inhabitants are eapofed to perpetual 
heat. In thofe places ^'here the wind 
does not blow, the air is e^ceiRvely hot, 
and none but eaiterly ^inds contribute to 
rcfrcfti it. The torrents of rain which fell 
refeefh the air ; but their humid exhala- 
tions render the climate unhealthy* 

Carignano, a town of riedmont, in a 
^firidl of the (ame name, feated on the 
tiver Po, three miles S of Turin.

Carinola, an epifcopal town of Na- 
ples, in Terra di Lavor4, feated near 
Mount Miflico, 25 miles NW of Naples*

Carinthia,' a fertile duchy of Qer^ 
many, in the circle of Auftria, bounded on 
the N by Auftria, on thO £ by Stiria, on 
the S by Camiola and Friuli, and 09 the 
W by Tirol and S^tzburg. C)agenfuzt 
is the capital. 

CaristBrook Castle, an ancient 
taftle, near Newport, in the Jfle of Wigh^ 
where Charles t M^s imprilbned.

CARXiNGFORi^afeaportof Ireland, on 
Carlingford Bay, in the county of liov^i 
21 mftes N of IJrogheda.

Carlisle, an ancient eity, the capital 


of Cumberland, with a marked op Satui^ 
day* It i^ walled rodnd, and plealantly 
fituate above a rich trad! of meadows, 
bordering the Eden and tWo other rivers, 
which here unke their fireams. The 
ptes of tliis city ate called the Engliih, 
Inlh, and Scotch. It has a caftle, oA the 
W fide of the town ; and the cathedral is 
a ftately ftrudture. The eaftem part 
which is the neweft, Is a curiops piece of 
workmanfhip. The choir with the aifles, 
is 71 feet broad ; and has a ftately £ win-c 
dow, 48 feet high and 30 broad* adorned 
with curious pillars. Caiiille has a con- 
fiderable manufaAure of printed linens 
^checlcs, for which 3000I. per annum 
b‘ paid in duties, and is not^ for the 
making of whips and filhhooks. It ^^as 
taken by rebels in x 745, but retaken 
by the duke qf Cumberland.

jfijlkenny, and on tne N by Kildare. 

Carlow, or Cather LOUGH, a town 
of Ireland, in a county of the fame name, 
bn the river BarrOw, z6 miles N£ of Kil- 
kenny.

Carlowit'a, a town of Sclavonia, feat- 
ed on the Dannbei 3? mijes NW of Bel- 
grade. Lon. 20 jr E, lat. 44 45 N. 

Carlscrona, or ^arlscrooh, a 
feapmt of Sweden, in the province oS 
Blpkingen^ It derives Its origin and name 
from Charles xi, who firft laid ^he foun- 
dations of a new town ip x68o* Bnd re- 
moved the ficet firom Stockholm to this 
^kce, on* account of its advantageous 
fttuation in ^e centre of the Swedilh feas 
and the fitperioir fecurity of i|s harbour, 
which has drath of water for firft-rate 
ihtps to carry their lower tier of guns ; the 
en^nce into this harbour, is ddEbndedby 
two Ibrong forts* The greateft part of 
the town llfepda ujm afx^ rocky iftand^ 
which rifes gently in a bay of the Baltic : 
the luburhs extend over another final! 
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tcxkf and along the mole) dole to the baiui 
>«dierc the fleet ismoored. lilhc way into the 
town from the mam biid> is canira over a 
4yhe to an ifland^ and from thence alopg 
Iwo long wooden bridges joined by a bar- 
ren rodu The town contJns about 189000 
•inhabitants ; and riie fribiubs are fortified* 
toward the land* by % flone wall. For* 
jnerly* vefleb in this port* when careened 
and repaired* were laid upon their fides in 
the open harbonr ; nntii a dock was hol- 
lowed in the iblid rock* in 17x4* capable 
of receiving a firft rate man of war» A 
project for conftrudting 30 covered docks* 
and other improvements, was begun in 
1759; proceeded ilowly. 

C^e dock was flniihed in 1779* and gives 
an idea of the expence and greatn<^ of Uie 
plan : the bottom and fides are of hewn 
granite ; rows of granite pillars fiipport 
die roof* and bear rather the appearance 
of a colonnade to a temple than a recep- 
tacle for fliipB. CarlTcrona is 9 ao miles s w 
of Stockholm.

Carlstadt* the capital of Croatia* on 
the river Kulp* 140 miles s of Vienna.

Carmarthenshire^ a co\mty of S 
35 niilcs in len^* and 90 in

Pcmhrokelhirc on the w. It lies In the 
diocefeof St. Davids ; contains eight mar- 
ket towns and 87 parilhes ; and fends tw)» 
members to parliament. Its principal ri- 
vers arc the Towy, Tyvy* and Taafe. It 
is fruitful in com and grafs* having many 
pleafimt and rich meadows* alfo wood* coal 
and fea-fifli* efpecially falmon* which is ex* 
ceedin^ go^. The air is mild and whole* 
fome* it not being fo mountainous as the 
other counties of VITales. 

Carmel* a mountain in Falefline* 
noted for having been the retreat of the 
prophet Elias* and for a monaflery of 
Caraielxtes.

Carmona* a town of Italy* in . uf- 
trian Friuli* on a mountain near the river 
Indri* frven miles N w of Goritz. Lon. 13

Carmona* an ancient town of Spain* 
in Andalufia. The gate toward Seville is 
one of the moft extraordinary pieces of 
antiquity in all Spain. It is 95 miles E 
of Seville.

Carnarvon* the county-town of 
Camarvonfliire* with a market on Satur- 
day. It is feated on a flrait of the Iriflt 
fea* called Menai* and carries on a confi* 
dt'able trade with Ireland and the princi- 
pal Ettglifli ports.

Its central part is occu- 
pied by the famed Snowdon* and the 
feveral craggr fummits* deep dells* moors* 
chafrns* and lakes* which conflitute Its 
drearv regions. Cattle* Ihcep* and 
are almofl its foie rural riches. *rhefe 
are fed, during the fummer* very high on 
the mountains* tended by thebr ow^n^rs^ 
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-w)!* refidc for that feaibn in temporaiy 
hutsy and make butter and cheeft lor thifer 
'Own confumpdon. The pro^iSb around 
are rude smd favage in the higheft degree ; 
but not without a mixture of beauty, when 
the dimeiifions of the vales admit the va- 
rieties of wood, wotoTtaad meadows, Ma-* 
nj' rare vegetables, met with cady on the 
itioft elevated fpoti, grow' here. Copper 
miues have been worked in vanous parts 
of tlicfc mountainsy and are at praent 
about Llaxiberns. Other places afKird 
lead ; and quantities Of ftone,excelle8t lor 
hones, are dug near Snowdon; to the 
bleak region of which the vale of Conway 
below, in fertility and beauty, forms a very 
pleating contrail. 

Cars ATI c, a country of the penin- 
fula of Hindooftan, extending from the 
Guntoor circar, along the whole coaft of 
Co;t)mandel, to Cape Comorin; includ- 
ing its appendages, which are Tanjorc, 
Maravar, Trichmopoly, Madura, and 
T'inevelly. It is 570 miles from N to s, 
hut no where more than 120 wide, and 
commonly no more than 75. Tlie annual 
revenue of the nabob of Arcot, its fo\-e- 
reign, is Aated at about 1,500,000!. out 
•f which he pays a fubtidy of i6o,oool. 
to the Engiilh E India Company, tow'ard 
tlie cxpenceof their military ellabliftpent. 
The Britilh pofleffions in the Carnatic, are 
confined chiefly to the trail called the 
Jaghire, whofe annual revenue is X5o,oool. 
There is, betides, a land revemw depend- 
ent on Madras, of 725,000!. The Car- 
natic is rich, fertile, and populous ; and 
contains an incredible number offortrefics; 
public monuments too, the unequivocal 
marks of civilization aaid opulence, arc 
mere common here than in the northern 
parts of India. In 1787, the £ India Com- 
pany took the whole adminiftration of the 
Carnatic, and the coUcIlion of the nabob’‘S 
revtnuts into their own hands. Arcot is 
the capital. 

Carkiola, a province of Germany, 
in the circle of Aullria ; bounded on the 
X by Carinthia and Stiria, on the £ by 
Sclavonia and Croatia, on the s b}' Mor- 
tachia and lilria, and on the w by Friuli. 
It is full of rocks and mountains, fome of 
which are cultivated, others naiked and 
banen, and others continually buried in 
fuow. l.aubach is the capital. 

Carolina, North, one of the United 
Kuies of America j bounded on the n by 
Virginia, on the £ by the Atlantic, on 
thi s by S Carolina and Georgia, and on 
the w by the Miitiflippi. It is 7^8 miles 
long, and 1 10 broad ; divided into eight 
ai.d 58 counties. This country 


is foated between the extremitkt of heat 
and told; ^e&eat being nioiie Itcwblefome 
4 nfninmer,tlnntheaoklin wm 
air it generally foretie and clear the great- 
eft part of the year, but in February the 
ifthahkants have a aifrom of burning the 
woods, which csdba^fttch a finudee at 
would feem to proceed from athidmefs in 
die air. Betide die vegetaUe produlU 
common to America, there are geoimd 
peas, which nw on die frixface of dbe 
earth, aod are covered by hand with a 
light mould, and the po^ grow under 
ground; they are oaten raw or rooiled, 
and tafre much like a hajule hut* Cotton 
alfo is imivetfaliy oidtivated here. The 
moil remarkable of their trees is die jMteh 
]^e, which affords pitch, tar, turpentine, 
and various kinds of lumW. Among 
their medicinal herbs and roots, this coun- 
try abounds with the ginfeng, Virginia 
and Seneca fiiakeroot, and lion’s-heart, a 
fovercign remedy for die bite of a ferpent. 
The indigo i» however infrrior to what 
comes from the Caribbee Itiands. The 
inhabitants of this Hate were eftimated, in 
17^0, at 210,000 whites and 6 ok)oo ne- 
groes. Newburn is the capitaL 

Carolina, Sovth, one the United 
States of America ; bounded on the £ by 
the Atlantic, on the n by N Carolina, 
and on the s and sw by the river Savan- 
nah, which divides it from Georgia ; its 
wtftem boundary has not yet been accu- 
rately afeertamed. It is 200 miles long, and 
X25 broad ; ^ divided into fovtn diftrills, 
and 35 counties. Betide Indian corn, wheat, 

&c. for home confumption, large quantities 
of tobacco, and feme iadi^ and wheat are 
raifed for exportatiom Their rivers are 
large, and abound with delicate fifh ; be- 
tides water fowl of different kinds. The 
number of white inhabitants has been cf- 
timated at 80,000 ; the negix>e6 the fame 
number, but fome compute die latter to 
be 120,000. Columbia is the capital.

Carron, a river of Stiriinglhlre, which 
riles on the 8 fide of theCaxnpfey Hills, and 
flows into the frith, of Forth, below Fal- 
kirk. Its fiream is finall and fcarcely def> 
erves the notice of the traveller ; yet there 
are few rivers which have been the fccne of 
fomany memorable tranfa^ions. *^\^en 
the Roman empire was in its glory the 
banks of Catron were its boundanes on the 
N w, and Antoninus wall which was raifed 
to mark the limits of tliat vaft empire, ran 
parallel to this river for feveral miles. 
Two miles from its foivcc, it forms a fine 
cafeade, called the Fall of Auchinlilly. 

Carron, a village in Stirlingfiiire, 
Scotland, remarkable for its extenfive foun- 
dry, belonging to the Carron Company, 
on the river Carron, one mile from Fal- 
kirk, conlifiing of the greatefi iron works 
in Europe. All forts of iron goods arc 
made in it, from the moft trifling article 
to a cannon that difeharges a bdl of 4a 
pounds. The Ihort piece of ordnance, 
called a carronadc, and introduced into 
the navy in the laft war, was firlt made 
here, and hence received its name. They 
export great quantities of birge cannon to 
Kufiia, Germany, and other foreign paits. 
Thcfe works were creeled in 1761 ; be- 
fore which time there was not a iingle 
houfe on the ipot. At prefent the build- 
ings are of vaft. extent, and the machinery 
conftrud>ed by Mr. Smeaton, is the firft in 
Britain, both in elegance and rorredlncfs ; 
6500 tons of iron are fmeltcd annually from 
the mineral with pit-coal, and caft into 
cannon, cylinders, 8cc. In one place, 
where toal is converted into coak, by dif- 
charging it of its fixlphur, and the fire 
fpreads of courfe over a large furfoce, the 
volumes of fmnke, the fpiry flames, and 
tlie fufibcating heat of the glimmering air, 
arc wonderfully afiedling ; and at mght, its 
glare if inconceivably gmxuL flow vaft 
I tiie fire is we mtv conceive, when we are 
told that it often bums zoo tons of coal in 
a day. The mafiy bellows which rouTe 
the mmaces are put in motion by water, 
•md receiving the air in la^c cylinders, 
force it out again through Imall orifices, 
roaring with aftonifhing noife. The fire 
^f the funuce Uiui roufed^ becomes a 


glowing fpot, which the eye can no more 
look at than at the fun. Under iuch in- 
tenfe heat, the rugged ftone inilantly dil- 
folves mftreams o£ Uquid iron. 

Cart, the same of two rivers in 
Renfrewftire, diftinguifiied by the appel- 
, lations of Black and Wliite. 

Cart AM A, a town of Spain, in Gra- 
nada, at the foot of a mountain near the 
river Guadala Medina, eight miles \w of 
Malagaw Lon.

Carteret Island, an iiland in the 
S Pacific Ocean, fren by captain Carteret 
in 1767. It is ^ leagues lung from i to 
w« Lon. z 59 14 F,lat.

Carthage, a famous city of antiquity 
in Africa, which for many years difputed 
the empire of the world with Rome, but 
was at length razed by the Romans, ^me 
of the ruins are to be feen on the coaft of 
the MeciiterTanean, 10 miles ne of Tunis, 
near a promontory called Cape Carthage.

Carthagf, a town of New Spain, in 
Cofta Rica, with a bifhop’s fee, 360 miles 
WNW of Panama. Lou. 85 45 w, lat. 10

Carthagfna, a feaport of Spain, in 
Murcia, built by Afdrubal, a Carthagi- 
nian general, and named after the city of 
Carthage. It has the beft harbour in 
Spain, but nothing elle very confiderable. 
It was taken by Sir John jL^ake in 1706, 
but the duke of Berwick retook it. It u 
feated on a gulf of the fame name, 27 
miles s of A^rcia. Lon. o 8 w, lat» 

Carthagfna, a province of S Amo- 
rica, in Terra Firma, bounded on the w 
by the ifthmus of Daritn, on the NW and 
N by the Caribbean Sea, on the K by St. 
Martha, and on the s by Popayan. It is a 
mountainous country ; but has many well- 
watered and fertile vallies ; yet, being 
thinly peopled, it is ill cultivateiU The 
climate is exceedbgly unhealtljy. llie 
Europeans arefubjt<ft to a terrible difeafe 
called the black iwurty which fweeps off 
multitudes annually on the arrival of the 
galleons. It produces a variety of valuable 
drugs, and fome precious ftones, particulaz- 
ly emnralds. 

Carthagena, the capital of the pro- 
vince of Carthagena, in Terra Futna 
one of the moft populous, opulent, and 
beautiful cities in S America. Its hao:- 
hour is the fiifeft and beft fortified in the 
Spanifli American dominions. This waa 
not the only circumftance, to which Cir- 
thagena owed its fjjitndoiir and import- 
ance ; it was chofen a** the port in which 
the galleons fliould nrllb'^g'n to trade ; on 
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.fhtlr arrival from Europe^ and, to which 
they were directed to return, in order to 
|irepare for their voyage homeward. There 
tt reaibn, however, to apprehend, that 
It has reached its higheft point, of cxalta« 
tion, as it muft be aifedted, in a grnt 
by the chahge In the Spanilh 
fymnn of trade with America, which has 
withdrawn from it the dolirable viiits of 
the galleons. The fortifications both of 
the city and fubturbs are built after the 
inudem manner and lined with fri:e itone. 
The llreets are broad uniform and w^ll 
paved. All the houfes are built of Hone 
or brick only one ftory high, neat and fur- 
nilhcd with balconies of wood, which is 
more durable in that climate than iron, the 
latter being foon corroded by the acri- 
monious quality of the atmofphcre. It was 
taken by the Englifh in 1^85, and try the 
French in 1607, w’lio found a great booty : 
but admiral Vernon^ in i74i> though he 
had taken the caiilcs, was obliged to a- 
bandon the licge.

Cart MEL, a town in Lancafhire, with 
a market on Monday, and a handfome 
ehurch, built like a cathedral. It is feat- 
ed among the hills called Cartmel Fells, 
not far from the Tea, and near the river 
Kent, 11 miles n by w of Lancaller, and 
160 NNW of Lonefon.

Carwar, R fcaport on the toaft of 
Malabar, fubjedt to the regent of My- 
ibre.

Casal, a town of Italy, in Montferrat, 
with a citadel and a bifhop’s fee. It is 
feated on the river Po, 37 miles ns of 
Turin.

Casal Maggiorl, a town of Italy, 
in the duchy of Milan. It was forced to 
furrender to the French in May 1796, 
and is feated on the river Po, 10 niile» SE 
of Ci*cmoiui.

Casal Nuova, a town of Naples, in 
Calabria Ulteriore. A terrible earth- 
quake happened here m 1783, by which 
f ne princ^ Gerace, and upwards of 4000 
inhabitants loft their lives. 

Casein, or Caswin, a town of Perfia, 
in Irac Agemi, where feveral of the kings 
of Periia have refided. Nadir Shah bttUt 
a palace here, inclofed by a wall a mile 
and a half in circumference ; likcwife the 
town is incircled by a wall four miles in 
circuit. It carries on a great trade and 
is feated near the high mountain Elwend, 
where there arc fine quarries of white 


marble, 180 nitles n of lijpahan. Lon. 51 
x6 E, lat.

Cascais, a town of Portugal, in 
Eftramadtfr^' at the mouth of the Tajb, 
X7 miles £ of LiflNm.

Cashgi^r, a city of Alia, capital of 
a country of the fame ilame. It ftands 
at the foot of the liimmaleh mountains, 
and enjoys a good trade with the neigh- 
bouring countries. Lon. 73 aj l, lat. 
41 30 N. 

Cashmere, a province of Hindoollan 
Proper, liibjedl to the king of Candahar ; 
hounded on the w by tlic Indus, on the m 
by Himmalch Mount, and on the E and 
8 by Lahore. The valley or country of 
Caihmere is 80 miles long, and 40 broad ; 
and is celebrated for its romantic beauties, 
the fertility of the foil, and the temperature 
of the atmofpherc. All thefe particulars 
may be Accounted for, when it U con- 
fidcred, that it is an elevated and exten- 
five valley, furrounded by ftcep mountains, 
that tower above the regions of fnow ; and 
that its Ibtl is compof^ of the mud dc- 
pofited by a capital river, which originally 
formed its vrators into a lake, that cover- 
ed the whole valley, until it opened itfelf 
a palTage through the mountains, and left 
this fi^ized valley an ample field to 
human indaftry, and to the accommoda- 
tion of a happy race. It appears that the 
periodical rains, which abnoft deluge the 
reft of India, are (hat out of Caihmere 
by the height of the mountains, fo diat 
only light fiiowers fall there ; thde how- 
ever are in abundance enough to feed fome 
hundreds of caicades, which arq preci- 
pitated into the valley, firom every part 
of thu ftttpendous and romantic bulwark 
that encircles it. The foil is the richeft 
that can be conceived, and its produc- 
rions thoTe of the temperate zone. A 
vaft number of fireams from all quarters 
of the valley, bring their tribute to 
Chelnm, the parent of the foil, and a large 
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navigable river. Many lakes art fpread 
over the fuffaccy aa^ fomc of them con- 
tain floating iflands. In a won) the whole 
fccncry is beautifully pi 61 ureibue ; and 
a part of the romantic cirde of Oie moun- 
tains makes a part of every landfcape. 
Tae fiiperfiltion of the inhabitants has 
multiplied the places of worihin of Maha- 
deoy uefhhaiiy and Brama. All Caihmcre 
is holy land, and miraculous fountains a- 
bound. Tlicy are ronftantly fubje^ to 
earthquakes ; and, to guard againU the 
moll terrible efle^, all their houfes are 
built of u'ood. Among other curious 
manufadlures of Caflimere is tliat of 
lhawli ; and the delicate wool of which 
they are made, is the produdl of a fpecies 
of goat of this country, or of* tlic ad- 
joining Tliibet. Here are bred a fptcies 
of Iheep, called Hundoo, which arc em- 
ployed in carrying burdens. The Calh- 
roerrans have a unguage of tliclr own, 
faid to be anterior to that of the Sanferit ; 
and a religion too, it is thought, different 
from that of the Hindoos. 

Cashmfpt, a large city ofKindooflan 
Proper, capital of the province or \'allcy 
of Calhmtre. It is feated on both flJes 
of the Chelun, miles £ by S of Cabul. 
Lon. 73 II £, lat. 33 49 N. 

Cashna, anextenfive empire of Africa, 
part of the region called Negroland ; 
bounded on the N by Fezzan and Zahara, 
on the S by the Niger, and on the £ by 
Zamphara and Bomou. It referable s 
Bomou in climate, foil, and natural j:»ro- 
dudlioiis, and in tlie colour, genius, religi- 
on, and government of the people. The 
rams, indeed, are lefs violent than thofe of 
Bornou. Its monkies and paiTots (but 
feldom feen in Bomou) are numerous and 
of various fpetJes. The common people 
are lefe courteous 111 Caflma than in Bor- 
nou. A thoulhnd towns and villages are 
faid to be included in this empire, which, 
like Bomou, confills of different tribes or 
nations, fubjedl to the dominion of one 
ruling power. 

Cash N A, the capital of the empire of 
Caflma in Africa, 970 miles S by W of 
Mc'furata, in 16 ao N lat. 

Casimik, a town of Poland, in the 
paladnnte of LubHn. Lou* aa 3 £, lat. 
3 1 o N. 

Caspian Bca, a great inland fea of 
Afia ; bounded on the N by the country 
of the Kalmucs, on the £ by a tribe of 
the Turcomans, on the S by Perfia, and 
on the W by Georgia and Circaflia. It 
IS 680 miles in length, reckoning from Gu- 
rief to Medlhetifar, and in no part more 
than zCo imlee m breadth. It has no tide ; 


and, on account of its frequent fhoals, 
navigable only for vclTels drawing from 
9 to 10 feet water. It has ftrong cur- 
rent, and, like all inland feas, is lubje<^ 
to violent ilorms. Tliere are certain winds 
that domineer over it with furh ahfolute 
fway, that vclTels are often deprived of 
every refource and in the whole extent 
of it there is not a port that can truly lie 
called fafe. Its waters are brackilh. The 
filhery is a nurfery for fiilors. The 
Uralian Colfacs enjoy the right of fifliing 
on the coall 47 miles- on each fide of the 
rlvcT Ural ; and the inhabitants of Alb acan 
have an exclufi^^e privilege on the remain- 
ing fliorcs belonging to Kullia. The filh, 
which are chiefly falted and dried, form 
a conGderable article of confumptiou in the 
UulTian empire. Seals are the only quadru- 
peds that inhabit the Cafpian lea, hut they 
ai*e in fuch quantities, tliat they afford the 
means of fuhlilleiice’to great numbers of 
people. The Cafpian abounds with fcj- 
dogs, which are hunted and caught m 
gicat numbeis^ Lon.fioiiMS to 53^ £, 
lut. from 37 to 47^ N. 

Cassano, a tow n of Italy, in the duchy 
of Milan, viith a calUe, memorable for 
the defeat of prince Eugene by the duke 
d* Vendoitre, in attempting to force the 
palTigc of the Adda. Caflano is feated on 
the Adda, 15 miles N£ of Milan. Lon*

Caucasus, a very high mountain of 
Afia, being one of that great ridge of 
of jnountaiiis U:at runs between the BUck 


and Cafpian feas. Theie mountains m in-

%aking a diilerent language : namely, the 
Turcomans, the Abkhas,theCirca{rian$,t]ie 
Dili, the Kiili, theLefguis, and the Georgi- 
ans. They have fine complexions and the 
women are beautiiul. Of this ridge mount 
Caucaius is the higheft and moil difficult 
to pa&. It is 36 leagues over, and tlie 
fummit eight leagues in breadth. oTlie 
top is perpetually covered with fnow, but 
the other parts are very fruitful, abounding 
in honey, com, fruits, hogs, and large 
cattle. 

Caucasus, a government of the Ruf- 
fian empire, divided into the two provinces 
of Allraean and Caucafus. The pro- 
vince of Caucafus comprifes the Cuban, 
and all that diilricSl to the £ and S, now 
m the poircilion of Rufiia, between the 
rivers Don and Cuban, and between the 
Black Sea and the Cafpian, extending os 
far as the confines of Georgia.

Cayenne, a rich town and iiland on 
the coall of Guiana, in S ^toerica, capi- 
tal of the French lettlemcnts there, and 
bounded on the W by the Dutch colony 
of Surinam. The French fettled here in 
1635, but left it in 1654, and it was fuc- 
ccffively in the poiTeflion of the Fnglifh, 
French, and Dutch ; but the latter were 
expelled by the French in 1677. The 
iiland is about 16 miles in circumference, 
and is only feparated from the continent 
by tw'o rivers. By a particular formation 
uncommon in iflands, the land is higheft 
near the water-fide, and low in the middle, 
ilcnce it is fo full of moraifes, that all 
communication between the different parts 
of it is impoilible, without takinga great cir- 
cuit The entrance thro’ the harbouris thro* 
a narrow channel, and ihips can only pt in 
at high water thro* the rocks and reefs that 
arc fcattered about, this pafs, Cayenne 
pepper, fugar, and coffee are the princi- 
palcommoditie8.Lon.52

It ftands on the afeent of a hill, 
W'hich feems to have been cloven through 
its length by fume great convulliou. 1 lie 
fJFure, juft at the bridge, is by fome ad- 
meafuneinents 250 feet deep, 45 wide at 
the bottom, and 90 at the top. This, of 
courfe, determines the length of the bridge 
and its height from the water. Its breadth 
in the middie is about 60 feet, but more 
at the ends, and the thicknefs of the mafs 
at the fummit of the arch, about 40 feet. 
A part of this thicknefs is conftituted by a 
coat of eartl), which gives growtli to ma- 
ny large trees. The rcfidue, with the hills 


on both fides, Is one folid rock of lime* 
ftonc. This bridge gives name to the 
count)' of Rockbridge, and affords a com- 
modlous^allage over a valley, which can- 
not be crofted eUewhere for a considerable 
diftance.

The inhabitaiits are divided into (eyml 
tribes, Irom the nobleman to the maker 
of mats, and aU die children follow the 
fame bufinefs at thdr fadiers ; nor b it 
lawful to many into any oAer tribe. 
They ave pagans^ and though they ac- 
knowledge a topme God, they worlhip 



none but the inferior forti and amotig; 
thefe diey^ reckon the ftm and moon. In 
their temples are iintgea» well executed, 
though their figures are coonfirout : ibme 
are of (fiver, copper, &c. The different 
forts of gods have wious \rho 

have all feme privileges. Their houfes 
are final! and wur, 'Wth walls made of 
hurdles, fmoothly covered with clay, and 
the roofe thatched. They have no chim- 
nies, and their furniture is only a few 
carthwi vcflels, with two copper bafins, 
and two or three (tools ; none but the 
king being allowed to fit in a chair. 
'I^cir focSl » generally rice, and their 
common drink is water, whidi they pour 
into their mouths out of a vefiel like a 
tea-pot, through the fpout, never touch- 
ing it with their lips. Thm are fomc 
inl'cripttons on the rocks, which muft be 
very ancient, for they are not underftood 
by any of the prel^t inhabitants. The 
Portuguefe were the firft Europeans who 
fettled on this liland ; but the Dutch foon 
drove them away, and cfiablifhed them- 
felves on all the principal places along 
the coaft. In February 1796, all the 
Dutch forts and fcttlements were taken by 
the Englilh.

Chablais, a province of Savoy, bound- 
ed on the N by die lake of Geneva, on the 
E by Vallais, on the S by Faucigny, and 
on the W by the Genevois.

Chacta^s, or Flat Heads, a tribe of 
Indians, between the rivers Alabama and 
MKrifilppi, in the W part of Georgia. 
'Fhey have 43 towns ami villages, con- 
taining 12,1^3 fouls, of which 4,04 X 
fighting men. 

Chacktoolb Bay, a bay hi l^orton 
Sound, dHcovered by captain Cdok in 
j 778.

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I^vlnce of Darien, at the month of a 
river of the fame name, to 'the SW oF

It was a 
French lettiement, and had a very Ilrong 
fort, deftroyed by adrriL-al Watfon in 
1757 ; and, in 179.1, the Engliftj again 
dilpofTeired the French of this fcttlement. 
It is a neat and pretty large town, and is 
feated two leagues and a half above Cal- 
cutta, with an excellent harbour. 

Chakg-hai, a town of China, in the 
province of l^ng-nan. In this tovn, 
and the villages dependent on it, are 
more than aoo,ooo weavers of common 
cotton cloth. 

Chang-tong, a provmcc of China, 
^ bounded on the £ by Petchdi and part 
' of Honan, on the fouth by Kiang-nan, on 
the call by the Tea, and 011 the north by the 
fea and part of Petchdi. The country 
is well watered by lakes, flreaniSy and n« 
vers ; hut is nevcrthelefs liable to fufier 
from droughty as rain fails here but fd- 
dom. The loculb alfo fometimes make 
great devailation. However, it abounds 
gieatly in game ; and there is perhaps 
no country vriiere ciuails, paitridges, and 
phealantsy are fold cheaper, the inhabi- 
tants of this province being reckoned the 
kecneft fjportfmen in the empire. The 
province is greatly enriched by the river 
.Vun, called the Grand Imperial CanaU 
through which all the barks bound to Pe- 
kin muft pals in their way thither. The 
duties on this canal alone amount to more 
than 45 o/ 30 ol. annually. The canal itfelf 
is greatly admired by European travellers 
on account of its Itron^ and long dikes, 
tliC liaiiks decorated with <‘ut iloiie, the 
ingcnic^., meihanilm of its locks, and 


the grdit number of namral eblbdes which 
have been overcome in the execution, of 
the work. The capital is Tfi>nan-fOu. 

Chanmanning, a city of Thibet, 
which has been die refidence of the grand 
lama.

Chantilly, atovra of France, cele- 
brated for a line foreft, and magnificent 
hunting feat, which belonged, before the 
late revolution, to the prince of Conde', v ho 
had made it one ot the moll deb{^tful 
places in the world.

Chatoque, a lake of N America, in 
the Bate of New York. It is the fource of 
the river Conawongo, which runs into the 
Allegany.

Chatrf, a town of France, in the de- 
partment of Indre and late province ^ of 
Berry, feated on the river Indre, 37 miles 
from Bourges. It carries on a conlider^ 
able trade in cattle.

Chatsworth, a village in the Peak, 
of Derbyihire, near the river Derwent, 
Bx miles w of CheBerfield. Here is a 
noble feat of the duke of Devonfhire, 
which, for its fine fituation, park, gardens, 
fountains, Ac. is deemed one of won- 
ders of the Peak. It was the prifon of 
Mary queen of Scots, for 17 years ; in 
memory of which the new lodgings that 
are built, infiead of the old, are called the 
Queen of Scots apartment. 

Chaves, a town of Portugal, in the 
province of Tra-los-Montes, feated at th? 
foot of a mountain, on the river Tamegs.

Che AM, a village in Surry, adjoin- 
ing to which is the fitc of the vilLige of 
Codington, or Cudington, wdiere Henry 
VI U built the palace ot Nonfufh, fo much 
celebrated, by Camden, and lieutzner, 
for its magnificeijce. Clicam is 13 miles 
SSW of London. 

Chebukto, a harbour, near Halifax, 
in Nova Scotja. lion. 63 i8 W, lat. 44 
AS N. 

Chedder, a village in Somcrfctlhire, 
famous for its cheefes, which are as large 
as thofe of Chc^ife* It is three miles £ 
of Axbridge, 

C^LDWORTH, a village in Glouccftcr- 
&irc,four miles WSW of Northlcch, fituatc 
on ‘Ac * declivity of two hills,' In this 
parilh, in 1760, a Roman bath was dif- 
covered ; and near it is a tumulus, in which 
great quantities pf human bones have been 
found, 

Cheitorf, or OuDiPOUR, oncofthe 
principal gf the Rsjpw^t ftates, in Hin- 
dooftsm Pmpei*, It confifts, in general 
of high mountains, divided by narrow 
valhcs ; or of plains environed by moun- 
tains, accclfible only by narrow palTes or 
defiles ; in cfledl one of the ftrongeft roun- 
tiics in tin, wwld ; yet having a fufficient 
•xtent of arable land : of dimenfigns equal 


to the fupport of a numerous population, 
and blelTcd with a mild climate, being be- 
tween 24 and 18° N lat. It is tributary 
to the Mahrattas. 

Cheitore, or Oudipour, a town, 
in a province of the fame name, in Hin- 
doollan Pi*opcr. It was the capital of the 
rana, or chief prince, of the Rajpoots, in 
the of his greatnefs. It was a fortrefs 
and city of great extent, fituated^on a 
mountam i but it has been in ruins fmee the 
time of Auningzebe, in 1681, and had once 
before experienced a like fiite from the 
hands of Acbar in 1567, It is 120 miles 
S by £ of Nagpour. Lon. 74 56 £. lat.

Chelm, a town of Poland, in Red 
Ruilia, capital of a palatinate of its ow'S 
name, with a bilhop’s fee. It is 100 
miles £S£ of Wariaw^. l^on. I3 so 
lat.

Chfi.mer, a river in Eflex, which pfes 
near Thaxted, and flows bv Duuniow 
and Chelmsford to Malden, where it jo.ns 
the Blackwater, and form.iig the eftuary 
called BlackWatcr Bay, or Malden Water, 
enters the German Ocean. 

Chflmsford, the county-town of 
£flex, fltuatc in a beautiiul valley, at 
the confluence of the Chelmcr and Can, 
with a market on Friday. It confifii; of 
the town and hamlet of Mouliham, parted 
from each other by the river Can, over 
which is an elegant Rone bridge of one 
arth. In the town are the church, a 
magnificent fliire-hoUfe, a ' freefehool, a 
new conduit which affords a plentiful fup- 
ply of w’ater, and a neat theatre : the hamlet 
contains the new county-gaol, and tliree 
meeting-houfes. In z 793 , an adl of parlia- 
ment was obtained, to maJee the Chelmer 
navigable hence to Malden. Chelmsford 
is 21 miles WSW of Cokhefter, and 29

Chelsea, a fine village iituated on the 
N bank of the river Thames, a mile W pf 
Weftminfter, remarkable for a magnificent 
hofpital of invalids and old decrepit foldiers, 
and for the noble rotundo in tlie garden of 
Ranelagh houfe, to which a great dead 
of fine company refort in fummer, and 
which is one of the nobleft ftnuRurec of the 
kind in Europe. It confifts of a vaft range 
of buildings, that form three large fquares, 
in which there is an uncommon air Of neat- 
nefs and elegance obferved. It is under 
the diredlion of commiffioners, who confift 
generally of the officers of ftate and of war. 
Here is alfo an excellent phyfic gtrden, be- 
longing to the company of apothecaries. 

Cheltenham, a town tn Gleuccilen- 
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fliire, with a market on ThurWay; and 
noted for its mineral watorsi which are 
fomewhat like thofc of Scarborough, A 
new market houfe baa been eredled, and 
on each pde is made a convenient fqoSway 
of flagftoncs. It it nine miles !NE of 
Glouccfter, and 95 W by N of London. 
Lon. a aiW, lat. 5155 N. 

CHELtJM, or JrtrLUM, a river of Hin- 
doo^n Proper^ being the wedemmoft of 
the five eaitem branches of the river Indus. 
It rifes above Calhmere, waters that city, 
and flowing through the province of that 
name, in a S£ dmedlion, joins the Indus 
below Moultan* It is joined by a vaft 
number of ftreams in its courfe. This 
river is the famous Hydafpes of Alexander, 
and is fometimes called l^hut. 

Chfn-si, one of the moft extenfivc 
provinces of China, bordering on the 
great wall. It is divided into two parts, 
the eaflem and weftern, and contains eight 
cities of the firft rank, and 106 of the 
jkcond and third. It is fruitful, commer- 
cial, and rich, but fubjed to long droughts ; 
aud clouds of locufts fometimes deflroy 
every thing that grows in the fields ; thefe 
infers the Chinefe eat boiled. In Chen>(i, 
are rich gold mines, which, for political 
reafons, are not allowed to be opened. Sin- 
gan-fou is the capital. 

Chkn-yak, or Moug-den, the ca- 
pital of Eaflem Chinefc Tartary (or 
country of the Mantchew Tartars) and 
of a department of the fame name, which 
is boufaded on the s by the great wall of 
China. 

Chepelio, an illand in the bay of 
Panama, three miles from the city of Pa- 
nama, which it fupplies with proviiloris 
and fruit. Lon. 80 15 W, lat. 8 46 N. 

Chepstow, a town in Monmouth- 
fliire, with a market on Saturday. It is 
fcatefl on the fide of a hill, on the Wye, 
near its confluence with the Severn. It 
was formerly a confiderable place, and had 
a large callle on a rock, and a priory, part 
of which is converted into a parifli church. 
It is walled round, has a handfome high 
bridge over the river, and fends provifions 
and other commodities to Briflol. The 
tide is faid to rife higher here than in 
iny other part of Europe, it fwelling to 50 
or 60 feet perpendicular. It is 18 miles N 
of Briflol, and la; W of London. Lou.

Cher, a department of France, includ- 
ing part of the late province of Berry. 
Bourges is the capital. 

Ch ERA SCO, a confiderable touTi of 
Piedmont, capital of a territory of the 
nan^c, Muth a ft]*ong ci;ad«l, to 


whicb the duke of Savoy retired in 
during the fiege of Turin. It is feated 
at the confluence of ^e Sturia and Ta- 
naro, upon a mountain, 24 miles S£ of 
Turin. Lon. 7 58 E, lat. 44 4^ N. 

Cherbourg, a feaport of France, in 
the department of the Channel and late^ 
province of Normandy. It is remarkable, 
mr the feafight between the Engliih and 
French in 169a, when the latter were beat, 
and upward of twenty of their men of war 
burnt near Cape la Hogue. The Engliih 
landed herc'-m Auguft 1758, took the 
town, with the ihips in the bafm, demo- 
liihed the fortifications, and ruined, the 
other works which had b^n long begun for 
the purpofe of enlargmg the harbour, and 
rendering it more Ikfe and convenient. 
Thefe works were refumed, by Lewis 
XVI, on a very expenfive plan, but 
their progrefs was flopped by the revolu- 
tion. Chcrljourg is 5 o miles N W of Caen.

CnFRLsouL,a town of Turkey in Afia, 
capital of Curdiftan, 150 miles N of Bag- 
dad.

Ocean, between Norway and Greenland.

Cherso, an ifiand in the gulf of Venice, 
with a town of the fame name, near 
Croatia, belonging to the Venetians. The 
foil is ftony; but it abounds in wine, 
cattle, oil, and excellent honey. Lon, 14 
40 £, lat. 45 II N. 

Cherson, the capital of New Ruflla, In 
the government of Catharinenflaf. It is 
a new town, credled by Catliarine ii, 011 
the N bank of the Dnieper, xo miles be- 
low the mouth of the Ingulec. It is 
not yet very large ; bur the church, and 
many of the homes arc built of flone, in 
an excellent tafte. It is intended to he the 
principal mart of all the commodities of 
export and import. It has a dock, for the 
conflnuflion of large veiTtls from which 
feveral men of war and merchant ihips have 
been already launched. It is fupphed with 
fuel by reeds onty, of which there is an in- 
cxhauflible forefl in the ihallows of the 
Dnieper, oppofite the town. Rails, and 
even temporary houfes, are made of them. 
They are tall and firong, and aflbrd flielter 
to various kinds of aquatic birds, fome of 
which are very beautiiul. The fortifica- 
tions are made, and the plantations formed, 
by malefadlors, who amount to iomc 
hundreds. In 1787, the emprefs made a 
triumphant joume)^ to this capital, and met 
the emperor jofeph 11. Her intention, it 
is find, yras to be crowned here queen 0; 
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Tavrka, and cnipre& o{ the £aft. But Uie 
defigHi whatever it was^did not take place ; 
andfte ma content to have infcribed over 
one cf the gates of the city, Through tius 
gate lies the toad to Byzantium.” In this 
places in 1 790^ the excellent Mr. Howard^

Cherz, an ancient town of Poland, in 
Mafovia, 15 miles from Warfaw.

Its entrance is between 
O^e Charles and Cape Henry in Virginia, 
12 miles wide, and it extends 270 miles to 
the N, dividing Virginia from Mar)'land, 
thro’ this extent it is from feven to 18 
miles broad, and generally nine frthoms 
deep ; affording many commodious har- 
bours, and a fafe navigatiem. It receives 
the l^rquehinnah, Potomac, Rappahan- 
noc, York, and James Rivers, which arc 
all large and navigable.

Chesham, a town in Bucks, with a 
market on Wednefday, la milw SE of 
Aileibury, and 29 W by N of London. 
Lon. o 36 W, lat- 5 1 42 N. 

Cheshire, an Englifli rounty palatine, 
bounded on the N by Lancalhire, on the 
NE by Yorklhire, on the E by Derbylhire, 
on the S£ by StafiTordihire, on the S by 
Shroplhire, on the W hy Drabighfliire and 
Flintlhire, and on the NW by the Irifh Sea- 
This county extepds 33 miles from N to S, 
and 42 from E to W, without including a 
peninfula, 13 miles in length and fix in 
breadth, wliicli projcfls into the Irifh Sea, 
or a narrow trafl of land which ilretches 
betw'cen Lanrafhire and Dcrbyfhirc, to 
Yorkfbire, on the NE. It is I’uppofcd to 
contain 1 25 ,000 inhabitants. It is divided 
into feven hundreds, contakiiiig one city, 
II market-towns, and loi parlfhes. It 
fends two' members to parliament for the 
rounty, and two for Clicfter. ]^th the 
air and foil are good. In many places of 
the countn^ arc peat mofies, in which are 
often fnund trunks of fir trees, lomeiime s 
iWeral feet under (ground, that are ufedby 
the inhabit«ints both for fuel and candles, 
lieie alfo arc m^ny lakes and pooh well 


fiored wkhiiih ; befides the rivers Merfre, 
Weaver^ Daae^ and Dee, which lift falls 
into a creek ef the Iriih near Cheiter, 

It is rich in pafhire and com land; 
but there are feveral heaths upon which 
horfes and fheep feed, among which are 
the extenfive forefts c£ Macclesfield and 
Delamere. The countiy is generally level, 
die higheft hills in it are about Frodfliam ; 
and its extenfive paftures feed a ^ great 
number nf cows, whole milk is ]^ci^ 
arly rich, and of which is made excellent 
eheefe, for which this county is chiefly 
remarkable. This chedfe has a peculiar 
flavour, and is not inferior to any of Eu- 
rope. Such quantities of theie cheefes are 
made, that London alone is iaid to take 
annually 14,000 tons ; and vafl quantities 
are alfo fent to Briflol, York, Scotland, 
Ireland, &c* This county is likewife 
famous for its fait fprin^^s at Nampt- 
wich, Middlewich, Norlhwich, and Wixis- 
ford; and, at Northwich, there are val^ 
*pits of folid fait rock. 

Chfster, the capital of Clieihire, with 
a market on Wednefday and Saturday. 

It is a very ancient city, iiippofed to have 
been founded by the Romans, and plainly 
appears to have been a Roman liation, 
by the many antiquities which have been 
and are Itill difeovered about the town ; 
the w^alls are near two miles in circum- 
ference, and there arc four gates, towards 
the four cardinal points. It has a flrong 
caftle, in which is the ihire-hall, and lo 
churches, befide the cathedral* The 
flrudlure of the principal ifreets is very 
Angular. They are as if excavated out 
of the earth and funk many feet beloMf 
the furface ; the carriages drive far beneath 
the level o( the kitchens on a line with 
ranges of (hops. The houfes are moflly 
of wood, with galleries, piazzas, and cover- 
ed walls before them ; by w'hich not only 
the ihops, but tliofe who are walking 
about the town are fo hid that one would 
imagine, there were fi'arce any inhabitants 
in it, though it is very populous. The 
back courts of all the houtes are on a level 
with the ground ; but to go into any of 
the four principal fireets, it is necdlary 
to defeend a flight of feveral fleps. It 
has a conftant communication viuth Ire- 
land ; this and Holyhead being the prin- 
cipal places of taking Ihipping for Dub- 
lin. It has a fmall fl^ of foreign trade ; 
and its tu'o annual fairs are the moil noted 
in England, efpecially for the fale of Iriih 
linen. It has a manufaiSlure of gloves, 
and a copfiderable tralhc of fliop goods 
into N \Vak8. It gives the title ^ earl ^ 
to the prince of Walesj is governed by ^ 
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taa^ry fends two members to parliament, 
and is a biAiop’s fke. It is *o mil« s 
by E of Liverpool, 38 sw of Manchefter, 
and i8» MW of London.

It 
is-feated on the Delaware, and has a fine 
harbour, 17 miles w by s of Philadelphia.

Chesterfield, a town m Derby- 
fliire, with a market on Saturday, and a 
handfomc church remarkable for its curved 
fpire. It is a handfome populous town, 
governed by a mayor, and, next to Derby, 
is the moft confideraWe trading town in the 
county. It has a manufacture of flocking, 
and alfo of carpets. There are potteries 
for brown ware, and near the town large 
iron foundries, the ore and coal for the 
fupply of which are dug in the vicinity. 
Large quantities of lead are fent from 
hence, by a canal from this town to the 
Trent, which it joins below Gainfborough. 
It has a church, but its fpire which is of 
timber covered with lead, is warped all 
away. Chcfterfield is feated on a hill, 
betw'cen the rivulets Ibbcr and Rother, 22 
miles N of Derby, and 149 nmw of Lon- 
don.

Ch EviOT, a difiridt in Northumberland, 
to the S W of Wooller, on the bor- 
ders of Scotland, famous for the free chace, 
much ufed here by the Engliih and Scots 
gentry. The adjacent country being hilly 
is called the Cheviot Hills, of which one is 
fo high that it is feen 60 miles off, and is 
the laud difeovered by fhips commg 
from the E : near the chace are fome fenny 
grounds called the Cheviot Muirs. This 
is the Cheviot famous for the fierce encoun- 
ter between the Englifh and Scots under 
the carls Percy and Douglas, which is cele- 
brated in the ballad of Chevy Chace. 

Chiapa-de-los-indios, a large town 
•f N America, in Mexico, in a province 
of its own name. Lon. 96 5 w, lat. 15 
16 N. 

Chiapa-el-real, a to\ni of N Ame- 
rica, In Mexico, in a province of its own 
name, with a bilhop^s fee. Its principal 
trade coofifb in cocoa-nuts, cotton, and 
fugar.

Chiaxenza, a fcaport of Torkjy in 
Europe, in the Morea, oppofite the iiland 
of Zante.

Chiafemna, a town of Swiflcrland, 
cafutal of a county of the fame name, 
under the foverdgnty of the Grilbus. it 
b a tr^ng place, e^iecially in wine and 
delicate fruits ; but its chief fupport b 
the tranfport of merehandUe, k b^g the 
principal communication between the Mi- 
bmefe and Germany. The goyemor’a 
palace, and the churches are rm^nificent ; 
and the inhabitants are Roman catholics. 
Chiavenna b feated near the lakes of 
Chiavenna and Como. Loa. 9 19 E, 
lat. 46 19 N. 

Chiavenna, Laghetto di, a fmall 
lake of the country of the Grifons, in 
Swifierland, near the town of Chiavenna, 
remarkable for its delightful views, which 
are wild and magnificent. It is furrounded 
by barren rocks, crag^, and rifing into 
fpires fprinkled with mow. The bafe* 
of thefe dreadful precipices are lofr in the 
overihadowed water, dangerous on ac- 
count of its malignant vapours, and af- 
fording no afylum, fcarcely a landing- 
place, to the crews ofthofc frail boats, 
which are caught unwarily in the violent 
fiorms to which it b fulnedl. 

Chica SAWS, a nation of Indians, fettled 
on the head branches of the TombeckT)c\, 
Mobile, and Yazoo rivers, in the NW onr- 
ner of Georga. The number of thefe 
Indians has been reckoned at 1725, of 
which 575 arc fighting men. They have 
levcn toMUis, the central one of which is 
in Ion. 89 43 34 »3 

Chichester, the capital of Suflex, 
with a market on Wednefday and Satur- 
day. It is furrounded with a wall, whicl* 
has four gates anfwering to the four car- 
dinal points ; from which run two ftreets, 
tliat crols one another in the middle and 
form a fqnare, where tlic market is 
kept, and where is a fine Hone piazza, 
built by bilhop Red. The fpacc be- 
tween the w and s gates, b taken up 
with the cathedral chui^, and the bifbop’t 
palace. It has feven pai^ churches 
U feated on the little river Lavant, which 
wafoes it on all tides except the n. The 
principal manufadhire b malt and ncetlles. 
Its market b noted for fifli, wheat, barley, 
malt and oats : the fiiieft lobllcrs in Eng- 
land arc bred in the I^avant, and it is ob- 
fer\'able, that tins river unlike inoft others 
ib very low in winter, but in fuiTiiner often 
overflows its banks.

Chieri, a fortified town of Piedmont, 
feated on die declivity of a Jiill, in a plca- 
fant country, bounded on all fides by bills 
covered wth vines. It is eight miles E 
of Turin. 

. Chieti, a town of Naples, capital of 
Abruzzo Citeriore, with an archbifiiop’s 
fee. It is feated on a mountain near the 
river Pefcara^ eight miles sw of Pefcara. 
Lon. 15 7 L, lat. 42 20 N. 

Chigwell, a village in Effex, near 
Epping Foreft, noted for a frcelchool, 
founded by archblihop Harfnett, who had 
been vicar ol tills place. Chigwell is 10 
miles N £ of London. 

Chihiri, or Port-Chefr, a feaport 
of Arabia FelLx, which ramc^ on a coiifi- 
derable trade. Lon. 49 25 £ lat. 14

Chilt, a large country of s America, 
on the coaft of the S Pacific Ocean, dif- 
covered by Diego d’Almagro in 1525. 
The mountainous part of it is Hill poi- 
felTed by the Puelches, Araucos, and 
other tribes of its original inhabitants, 
formidable neighbours to the Spaniards, 
M'idi whom, during two centuries, they 
have been obliged to maintain almoil per- 
petual hoftility fufpeiided only by a few 
intervals of tniccure peace. Tlic Spaiiiih 
eolonies, therefore, ai c difperfed on the bor- 
ders of the S Sea, to an extent of about 
900 miles. They arc parted from Peru by 
a defert of 80 leagues in breadth, andbound- 
•d by the iiland of Chiloe, at the extremity 
next the fh-aits of Magellan. The climate 
of Chili is the moll delightful in the New 
World. Tho' bordering on the Torrid 
Zone it never feels the extremities of heat, 
being rendered cool and agreeable by 
its vicinity to the Andes. ITie temper- 
ature of me air is fo mild and equable, 
that the Spaniards give it the preference 
to that of the fouthem provinces in their 
native countiy. The fertility of the foil 
correfponds with the benignity of the clim- 
ate, and is wonderfully accommodated to 
Euiopean produdlions, w'hich have all im- 
pi-oved in that liappy climate. The moft 
\aluablc of theie, tom, wine, and oil, 
al)ound in Chili, «s if they had been na- 
tive in the country. Here all tlie fruits 


imported from Europe attain to full ma- 
turity ; and the animals not only multiply, 
but improve. The homed cattle are of 
larger fize than thofe ci Spain; and its 
ho^cs excel in beauty and fpirit, the fa- 
mous Andalufian race frthn which they 
fprung. Nature too, has enriched Chili 
^th valuable mines of gold, filver, copper, 
and lead. Yetwdth aU thefe advantages 
Chili has no direA communication w'lth 
the mother<ountry. Their trade is ’con- 
fined to Peru, Paraguay, and the favages 
on their frontiers. ChiU is governed by a 
chief, who is abfolute in all civil, political 
and military affairs, and is alfo independ- 
ent of the viceroy. If on fomc occafions 
the vicero}*^ has interfered in the govern- 
ment of Chili, it was when he has been 
either authorifed by a particular trull re- 
pofed in him, or by the deference paid to 
the eminence of his office. In the whole 
extent of Chili there are not above 80,000 
w'hite inhabitaiils, and 240,000 negroes and 
people of a mix^ race. 

Chilka, a lake in the Decan of Hin- 
doollan, w^hich bounds the five Ciicais 
on the N. It lies on the coafl of thr bay 
of Bengal, and feems the effedl of the 
breach of the fea, over a fiat Tandy fur- 
face, whofe elevation was fomething above 
the level of the country withm. It is 40 
miles m length from NE to SW, and in 
moll places ii or 15 wide, w^ith a narrow 
flip of fandy ground between it and the 
fra. It has many inhabited iflands on it. 
On the NW it is hounded by a ridge of 
mountains, a continuation of that w'liiih 
exends from the Mahanuddy to the Goda- 
very River, and Ihuts up the Circars towards 
the continent. It alTords an agreeable di- 
verfity of objeiSls ; mountains, iflands, and 
fordls ; and an extended furface of w'atei, 
with boats and fmall velTcls failing on it. 
To thofe who fiiil at fome dillanie from 
the coafl, this lake has the appearance of 
a deep bay ; the flip of land not being 
vifible. 

Chilof, an ifland of S America, on 
tlie coafl of Chili, 125 miles in length, and 
17 in breadth. The principal town is 
Calfro. 

CHiLTERN,acliam of chalky hills, run- 
ning from £ to W through B^cking- 
haznlhire, and forming the S part of the 
county. They arc covered, in various 
parts, with woods : and fome of the emi- 
nences are of confiderable height, and af- 
ford rich profpedls. The air on thefe 
heights is extremely healthful ; the foil, 
tho^ flony, produces good crops of wheat 
and barley. This diflridl belongs lo the 
crownj which| fortune immemorial, has 
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tad an officer under it, with the title of 
Steward of the Chiltcrn Hundreds. 

Chimay, a town oi France, in the de- 
partment of the North, and late province 
of Hainault, fcated on the river Blanche, 

20 miles SSW of Charleroy. Lon. 4 15 
£, lat. 50 o N. 

Chim>£sla, an ancient town of Turkey 
in Europe, in Albania, capital of a ter- 
ritory of the fame name, including a 
'•Iwiii of mountains, of which one part is 
free, and the othei* fubjed to the Turks. 
Yt is fcated on a rock, at the entrance of 
the gulf of Venice, 29 miles N of Corfu. 
Jam. 20 8 E, lat. 40 8 N. ^ 

Chimbeigii, a town in DcvouAiirc, 
with a market on Wednefilay. It is al- 
moll furrounded by the river i)art ; and is 

21 miles NW of Exeter, and 195 W 
by S of London. Lon. 3 53 W, lat. 50 

57 N. 

Chi?c\, an extenfive empire in Afia, 
bounded on the N by Tartary, from which 
it is leparated by a great wall 500 leagues 
in length ; on the E by the Yellow Sea and 
the Odnefe Ocean j on the S by that 
ocean and the kingdoms of 7 onquin, 
T.aos, and Burmali j and on the W by 
Thibet. It lies between 100 and 125° )'- 
Ion. and 20 and 41® N bt. It is 2000 
miles fixim N to S, and i ?oo from E to W, 
and divided into 15 provinces, ■which con- 
tain 4402 walled cities, divided into 
cloiTes, the civil and the military : the 
civil clafs coiitahis 204?, and tliat of the 
military 23^7. It is in general a plain 
and level country, with few mountains of 
any note, but the rivers are very numerous 
and coiiriderable ; though the water com- 
monly ufed is of a very inditTercnt quality, 
and fometimes requires boiling to render it 
fit for life. Tlic numerous rivers are of 
great fcrvice for the inland navigation of 
the country, and it isbtfides aflilled by luch 
numbers of canals as are not to be met 
with in any country of the world. Thcfe 
are formed in a manner fuperior to that of 
other nations; the principal being lined 
with hewn ilone, fo deep that they arc able 
tt> carry veHels of any burden, and extend- 
ing in I'ome places 1000 miles in length. 
Ihicy are furniflied with (tone quays, and 
fometimes with bridges of a fuiqiriiing con- 
ilruAion. The ve£ls are fitted with dl 
the conveniences of life, and it has been 
fuppofed that the empire of China contains 
as many inhabitants by water as ^by land. 
'I'heir havigation, however, is flow, and, 
^vy are fometimes drawn by men. Ac- 
cording to the calculations of father ikmiot, 
China contains 200,0000 inhabitants. Af- 
twulhmg as this may appear to^Europeaus 


abbe' Groficr is of opinion tliat this account 
is by no means exaggerated and he him- 
felf not only fiates dl the calculations of 
Amiot, but gives a varict)' of reafons, from 
circunifiances alxnoit peculiar to China, to 
account for this wonderful population m 
that remote corner of Afia. The climate 
and foil are various, as the different pro- 
vinces are nearer to, or remote f om, the 
S ; fevere cold being felt at Pekin, whi’c 
the foutherii provinces are expofed to i \- 
ceflive heat. In feverd of the provinces, 
the land yields two crops a-ytar; yet, 
though the huibandiiian cultivates it with 
fuch care, as not toiofe the Iniailtll poition 
of ground, China has been ofttii de- 
foldtcd by famine. Its numerous moun- 
tains (which are cluefiy in the N and W 
parts of the empire) coiitdn mines of iron, 
tin, copper, quickiilver, gold, and filver ; 
but thofe of gold and filver are not pennit 
ted to be opened ; the cinpcroi s having al- 
ways feared, that if the people fhoiihl be 
cxpolcdto the temptation oftiiefe artlncnd 
riches, they would be induced to ntgkdf t'*c 
moi*e uieful labours of agriniltun. Quar- 
ries of marble, coal mines, lapis Lr/iili, 
rock '•ryflals, pi eciciis Itones, and a kind 
of fononms Hones, of which niufical inilru- 
nicnts are compofed, aie alnindant in Chi- 
li'. 7 'hcy hive potter’s earth too of fuch 
various and luperior kinds, that their Cf- 
lebrated fine porcelain will ever remain 
unrivalled. 7 'hc whole of llie fini ft is re- 
fcrvtd for the emperor, fo ihul none of it 
ever comes into the hands of <'ther jierlons 
imkfs It happen to be cracked or otlicrv'ilc 
damaged in fuch a manner a-» to he un- 
worthy of being prefented to the lo%-ei*cign. 
7 ‘hcTe is fiime doubt thereA>re, li any of 
the finell Cliinefe porcelain was tver lecii 
in Europe. Befide the fruits peculiar to 
the country, China produces the greater 
part of thofe of Eiuope; but (excepting 
the grapes and poinegraiules) they' arc 
mui h inferior. Oranges were firil brought 
us from China. 7 'hey liavc alfo lemons, 
citrons, the tie tfe, a kind of fig peculiar 
to China ; the li-tclii, of the fize oi a date, 
its Hone covered with a foft juicy pulp, of 
an exquifitc tafle, but dangerous when eaten 
to excels ; the long-yen, or dragon’s-eyes, 
its pulp, white, tart, and juicy, not fo 
agreeable to the taftc, but more wholdbme 
than the li-tchi. The Chineft furprfs us 
ill the art of managing kinhengardens, 
and have a number of \ egetablcs unknown 
to us. They cultivate c\lii the bottom of 
their watei's ; the beds of their lakes, 
ponds, and rivulets, produiing crops Un- 
known to us, particubily of the pitfi, o 
water chefnut, the 1 nut of which (fouiiU 
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iu a cover formed h)’ its root) ib cxcecdinf*- 
ly wholcibnic, ami of a very delicate tafte. 
'Hie niounUinti and vaft forefts abound 
with vifild animals of every fpecies; but 
that valuable quadruped, the inuik-dcer> 
is peculiar to it. Of their birds, the 
moft beautiful in CJiiiia, and, perhaps, 
in the wcrhl, is the kin*>hi, or gxdden 
fowl. TJie complexion of the Chineie 
is a fort of tawny, and they have large 
foreheads, fmall eyes, fhort nofea, large 
ears, long beards, and black hair; and 
thofe arc thought to be the moft handfome 
who are Iht moft bulky. The v^-omen 
aftccl a gi'cat deal of modefty, and are 
remarkable for their little feet. The 
men endeavour to make as pompous an 
appearance as polllble, when they go 
abroad ; and yet their houfes ai*e mean 
and low, confifling Oiily of a gi*cimd floor. 
Learning, with the arts and fclcnccs m 
general, ?!b mm.hculthated m this eoiintn”. 
The government is ahlolute, and the em- 
pcior is mere ujjlimited in Jus authority 
than any other monauh upon ^arth ; his 
rdiifts are relpcdlcd thro’ the empire, as if 
they came from a divinity; be alone has 
the dilpcfil of all jda».tb, and merit r.lone, 
real or fuppofed, raifcs to a n office. I Ic has 
likcwife the prmK ge of vhoomig his fuc- 
ccflbr, and there ha'^e been Jevcral iii- 
ftances of liij^ making life of ihU light; 
but fhe thief mandarin has pcrmiluon to 
tell him of his faults. He looks upon 
his fubjc(fts as his children, ir.d protifP.‘s 
lo govciu thim w'iih paternal alutftion. 
T'heir empire is very amient, and they 
pretend that it exiftvd many thoufand 
i-ears before Noah's flood : it is generally 
illowed to have continued 4000 years. 
The annual revenues ot the crown are com- 
mted at 4^,000,000!. ftcriing, and the 
lorfes are faid to conflft of 5,000,000 of 
Ticn in t’tne of peace ; but they have no 
mcniies to cope M'ith. The pi incipal de- 
eiice of the empire againft a foreign ene- 
Tiy is the great w’^, w'hich feparates China 
rom Tartar)', cxLcnding more than i?oo 
idles in length, and of fuch tbickiiels tliat 
IX horfemen may eafily ride abi eaft upon 
f. It is flanked witli towers two bcwftiuts 
liftant foom each other ; and it is faid that 
i third of the able-bodied men in the 
dre, ’i^crc employed in conftmdling it. 
The workmen were ordered under pain 
)f death, to place the materials fo dofely, 
hat not the kaft entrance might be af- 
orded for any inftniment of iron ; and 
bus the w'orfc was conftruiftcd with fucli 
olicUiy, that it is ftill almoft entire, tho^ 
loc^ year's have elapfed fince it was toa- 


ftruefted. Their religion is paganifnrt;* 
The Chinefe are allowed only to have one 
wfife, whofe rank and age muft be nearly 
equal to that of their halbands but they 
are flowed to have feveral concubines, 
whom they admi^ into their hnufes without 
any formality, after paying tlie parents a 
fum of mon^, andrentmng into a Written 
engagement to ufe their ^ughters well. 
Divorces are alfowed in China in calrs of 
adultery, mutual diflike, incompatibility of 
tempers, jealoufy, &c. No hulband, how- 
ever, can put away or fell his wife until 
a divorce is legally obtained ; and if thir 
regulation be not ftridly obferved, the 
buyer and feller liecome equally culpable. 
If a wife lately nianicd, pnvately with- 
draws herfclf from hei hu&and, he m.-iy 
nnmcdi.itcly commence an atftion at tiw, 
by the Icntencc of which Ihe becomes hit 
flave, and be is at liberty to fell her to 
whom he pleales. On the other handr if 
an hulband leaves his wdte for three years, 
Ihe is at Iilvrty, alter laying her cafe be- 
fore the Manciarins, to take another huf- 
band ; but if Ihc were to anticipate their 
confont, lliC w'ould be liable to a fcverc 
punilhmcnl . 1 'he Chinefe pretend to have 
a great \ eiieration for their anceftors ; and 
fome kt'cp images of them in their houfes, 
to whuh they pay a fort of adoiation. 
'’j hey liavc law's which 11 gulate the rivi- 
htics and i tTcrnonious falu^ations they pay 
to tvi ji oth.T, for which reafon they alw.*!) s 
appear to be (Xtremely goodnatured ; and 
)tt they are as deceitful as any people in 
the world. Their WTiliug is very particu- 
lar ; for evcr\r letter is a word, and eonfe- 
quently they have as many letters, or ch«i- 
raclers, as w'ords 141 <heir language. AH 
tlieir towns are fo much alike, that thofe 
w'ho know one, are acquainted W'lth alL 
Pekiu is the capital. 

Chinca, a kaport of Peru, feated on a 
river, in a valley of its own name, 90 miles 
Sot Lima. Lon. 76 15 W,lat. 13 10 S. 

ChiNON, an anrient town of France, in 
the department of Indre and Loire, and 
late province of Touraine, with a caftlc, 
in which Henry 11, king of England 
expired. Chinen is the birthplace of 
Rabelais and of Quillet. It is feated on 
the Vieune, 10 miles N of Richelieu, and 
X50 SW df Paris. Iaou o £, lat. 47 
12 N. 

CHinsura, a town of Hindooftan. 
Ihroper, in BengaL It is a fettlement of 
the Duten, and is ^feated on the river 
Hoogly, nearly midway between Chan- 
dernagore, and the old tow'n of Hoogly, 
It contains icreral good houfeo, and a

church, with a little mole projecting into 
the river. It was taken by the iiiiglilh 
in 1795, 

Chiny, a town of the Netherlands ca- 
pital of a county of the fame name, in Auf- 
tiian Luxemburg, 57 miles W of Luxem- 
burg. Lon. 5 37 E, lat. 49 45 N. 

Chios, Scio, or Kio, by the Turks 
called Saki Saduci, an ifland lying near 
the ooaft of Ionia in Afia Minor, about 100 
miles W of Smyrna. It is mountainous 
and rocky, and about too miles in circuit. 
The number of its inhabitants I alnioft 
incaedible, having befidcii otlxCTb upwards 
of a million of Gre»^ks, who have 300 
churches here, bcfides chapels and mo- 
nafteries. It abounds mih excellent wines ; 
and from thence the ancients had their 
Bcdtar. 

Chios, the capital of the above iilsnd. 
It fiands on the E coafl, is as well built as 
inoft of tlie towns in the Levant, the Ge- 
noefe having been long in the pofllfTion of 
it. Here is a Turkilh garrifon of 1400 men, 
and the port is the rendezvous of tlie I'ur- 
kifh (hipping, which trade to ConAantino- 
ple, and ufually the ftation of a fquadron of 
Ttu’kifli galleys. The natives pretend that 
Iloxiicr was born here, and (hew a plate 
they call his fvhool, at the foot of mount 
Epos, about four miles trom the city. Lon* 
37 5 E, lat. 38 6 N. 

Chiourlic, an ancient towm of Roma- 
Bia, with the fee of a Greek bilhop. It is 
feated on a river of the fame name, 47 miles 
W of Couftantinople. Lou, 27 57 E, lat. 
41 8 N. 

CHI0Z7O, anciently Fossa Claudia, 
a town and ifland of Italy, in the ter- 
ritory of Venice, w'ith a bifliop’s fee, 
and a harbour, d^nded by a foit. It is 
18 miles S of Venice. Lon. 12 9 E, lat, 
45 17 N. 

Chippenham, a borough in Wilts with 
a market on Saturday. It Lnds two mem- 
bers to parliament ; and is feated on the 
Avon, over which is a ftonc bridge of 16 
arches, 21 miles F ot Briltol, and 94 W of 
London. Lon. a 8 W, lat. 51 27 N. 

C H I R K, a village S of Wrexham, in Den- 
bighlhire. It had formerly tw'o caiVlcs, on 
the to^ of a hill, one of which feems to have 
been a magnificent ilru< 51 ure. 

Chislehurst, a village in Kent, near 
Bromley. Here is Camden Place, the an- 
cient fea: of earl Camden, and tlie refidcncc 
of the celebrated andquary of that name, 
who died here. Here like^'^ife ,were born 
Sir Nicholas Bacon, and Sir Francis 
U alfinghain. It is n miles ESE of 
f-ondou. 

CuiSxME, a fcaport of Nwtolia, on the 


ftrait that parts the continent from the 
ille of Scio. It was anciently t .lilcd Cyi- 
ftis, W'as celebrated for the great vi£toi y 
which tlic Homans gained here over the 
fleet of Antiochus, in 19 1 B. C. and has 
been diflinguilhed by the dcfli action o( the 
Turkilh fleet by tbe'Riilfians in 17: 0. 

Chiswick, a village in Middkfcx, on 
the Thames. Here is Cli Ju-ck IJoiile, 
a celebrated villa of the duke of Devou- 
flurc, built bv tlu^ carl ('f Burlington, alter 
a clcfign of Palladio. In the churtliyard 
is a monument to Hogarth., with an epi- 
taph by Garrick, It is five niiles W by S 
of London. 

Chitor, the capital of a province of the 
fame name in the Hither India. This city 
is fuppofed to have been the ilat of Porus*s 
doirunions, who engaged Alexander. It 
lies 256 miles N E oi Surat, and Ls (ubje^l 
to tlie Great JMogul. Lem. 76 10 E, lat. 
23 30 N. 

Chitof, a city of Piedmont in Italy, 
fituated on the Po, tcii miles N of Turin ; it 
M'as taken by the rrench after a g.allant de- 
fence in T70', but ircovered by theconfo 
derates the following year ; it is fubjc<Sl to 
the king of Sardinia. Lou. 7 35 E, lat. 

45 N. 

Chitro, a town of Macedonia, on the 
bay of Salonichi, where the mother, wife, 
and fon of Alexander M'^ere muidered by 
CalTander ; and wheiePcilcais was defeat- 
ed by the Romans. Lon. 22 35 E, lat. 
40 20 N. 

CHiTTrRDROOc, atown of the Pcniii- 
fula of HIiuloofl.io, in Mylbrc, 117 milts 
N by W of Scriiigapatam. Lon. 76 15 E, 
lat. 14 5 N. 

Chivas, a town of Pltdniont, which 
has been It vtral times taken and retaken. 
It is fo dd\ ant jgeoully fitii.nte near the ri- 
ver Po, that it is tailed the key of Italy* 
It is 12 miles KE of ' 1 ‘uihi. Lcii. 7 47 E, 
lat. 45 13 N. 

Chiusj, an tp’T opal tovra of Tufeanv, 
poorly peopled, on account of its uiiwhole- 
lomc air. it is 35 Talles bE of Sienna. 
Lon. TO 53 E, hit. 43 o N. 

Ch lui A Yi , a town of Turkey in Afia, 
cajutal of Nalolb Proper, and ilie rcfidencc 
of the Giand Siguior before the taking of 
Conftantinople. It is feated on the ri\er 
Ayala, 75 miles E of Buria. Lon. lo 47 
E, lat. 39 30 N. 

Choczim, a town ofMoMavia, on the 
Dniefler. It W'as taken by tlie Poles, m 
1670, after they had totally OtlcdUd tht 
Turkilh anny, lu ^orr jt-* walls. It lur- 
rendered in 1788 to tlic Ruffians and 
Aullrians, but w ai. r^florccl to the Tu'-ks 
*; the fubkvj’L’it ; It h

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'NW of Jafly. Lon/ 36 35 W, lat« 48 
46 N. 

CHOLETt a towTi of France, in tfic dc- 
paitmcnt of Maine and Loire, and late 
province of Anjou, with a callle, 170 miles 
SW of Paris. Lon. o 45 W, lat. 47 
10 N. 

Chon AT, an cpifcopal town of Hun- 
gary, capital of a county of the fame name, 
on the Merich, 15 miles £ of Segedin. Lon. 
31 4 £, lat. 46 30 N. 

Chorgls, a town of France, in the de- 
partment of the Upper Alps and late pro- 
vinrc of Dauphiny, burnt by the duke of 
Savoy in 1693. It is xo miles £ of Gap. 
Lon. is 33 £, lat. 44 35 N. 

Chorley, a town in Lancafliire, with a 
maiket on Tuel'day. It is feated near the 
fource of a rivulet called Chor, not far 
from the river Yarrow, fix miles SSE of 
Prcflon, and 305 ofLondon. Lon. 3 
. 45 W, lat. 53 38 N. 

Chowle, a town on the coaft of 
Malabar, with a liaihour for fmall vcflels, 
triiich Is fortified. It belongs to For- 
fifgal, .ind was formerly noted for its 
''fii^ embroidered quilts. It is 15 miles 
S of Bombay. Lon. 73 45 £, lat. 18 
43 N. 

C H R e M N I T 2 , the chief nxine town in Up- 
per Hungary, 90 miles nf. of Prefburg. 
Lon. 19 37 E, Jat. 48 59 N. 

Christchurch, a borough in llamp- 
fhirc, with a market on Monday. It is a 
pretty good towii, is governed by a mayor, 
fends to members to parliament, and is 
leated at the confluence of the Avon and 
Stour, 98 miles SW of London. Lon. i 
46 W, lat. 50 45 N. 

Christiania, a chy of Southern 
Norway, in the government of Agger- 
huys, iitnate at the extremity of a fertile 
vallt7, forming a femichciilar bend along 
the Ihorc of the beaviiful bay of Bioming, 
which forms the N extremity of the gulf 
of Chriftiania. The caflle of Aggerhuys 
is built on a rocky eminence on the W 
fide of the bay, at a fmall diflance mim 
the chy. Tlie town is divided into tlic 
lity; the fuhurbs of Waterlandt, Peter- 
wigen, and Ficrdingen ; the fortrefs of 
Aggerhuys ; and the old town of Opfloc 
or Aniloe. The firects are carried in a 
frraight line, and si right angles to each 
other, aris ‘uniformly 40 feet broad^ and 
Very neat and clean. Tlie inhabitants 
amount to about 9000. The city was re- 
built in its prefenr fitiiation by Chriftion 
IV, after a plan defigntd by binifclf. The 
governor ib the chief governor of Norway, 
and prcfidcb in the high court of jufiice. 
Opfloc wa'o the fitc of the old city, burnt 


in 1624. It contains the epifcopal palace^ 
Chriiiiania has an excellent luu^ur, and 
carries on a confidcrable trade. Its princi- 
pal exports are tar, foap, iron, copper, 
planks, deals, and aliun. The pl^ks 
and deals are of fuperior efUmation to 
thofe fent from America, or from Ruflia 
and the other parts of the Baltic. It 
has X36 privileged fawmills, of which 
100 belong to a Angle family of the panic 
of Anker. Chrifriania is 30 miles from the 
open fea, and 390 Nby W of Copenhagciu 
Lon. 10 50 E, lat. 59 6 N. 

Christianople, a Ihong fca^rt of 
Sweden, on the Baltic, and capital of 
Blekingcii. It is 13 miles NE of Carlc- 
icioon. Lon. 16 47 £, l;it. 56 36 N. 

Christian durg, a fort of Africa, on 
the gold coalt of Guinea, fiibjedl to the 
Danes. Lou. i 55 £, lat. 4 10 N. 

Christian stadt, a towm of Sweden# 
in the territory of Blekingen. The toM'u 
is fmall, but neatly built, and is cllcemed 
the llrougeft fortrei's in Sweden. The 
houfes .ire all of brick, and moftly lluc- 
coed white. Englifii vefills annually rc- 
fort to this port, for alum, pitch, and tar. 
The inhabitants have mantifadlures of cloth 
and illken ituifs. The town is feated ui a 
marihy plain, clofe to the river Helge-a, 
which flows into the Baltic at Ahus, about 
the diflance of 30. miles, and is navigable 
only for fmall craft of feven tons burden. 
The inhabitants have inanufadlures oi fiikeii 
fluJfs, and carr^’’ on a fmall degree of com- 
merce. It is 50 miles NE of Copenliageit*

Christina, St. one of the iflands in 
the S Pacific Ocean, called the Morquefas. 
Lon. 139 9 W, lat. 9 56 S. 

Christmas Island, an ifland in the N 
Pacific ocean, fo named by Captain Cook, 
on account of his lirft landing tliere on 
Cluiflmas day. It is 45 miles in circum- 
ference, uninhabited, and defiitute of freih 
water ; but has abundance of fine turtle. 
Lon. 15 7 30 W, lat. i 59 N. 

Christ!v?as Sound, a found of S Ame- 
rica, in Terra del Fuego. Lon. 70 3 W, 
lat. 55 31 S. 

Christopher, St. or St. Kit’s, 
one of the Lec^vard Iflands in the W 
Indies, 60 miles W of Antigua. It was 
formerly inhabited by the French and 
Engliih : but, in 17 13# is was ceded to the 
latter. It is 30 miles in breadth, and feven 
in length, and has high mountains in the 
middle, vriience rivifcts flow, which arc 
of great ufe to the inhabitants. Between 
the mountains are dreadful rocks, horrid 
precipices, and thick woods ; and in the 
SW parts, hot folphurous fprings at

foot of tliem. The air Ib goot*, the foil 
iight, landy, and fruittul ; but it is fubjedl 
to hurricanes. The produce is chiefly 
lligar, cotton, ginger, indigo, and tlie tropi- 
cal fruits. It was taken by the French in 
178a, but reftored the next year. Baf- 
feterre is the capital. , 

Chudleioh, a tqwn in Devdnlhire, 
Vihh a market on Saturday ; feated near 
Ihe ^ver Teigne, nine miles SW of 
JRxeter, and 185 W by S of London. Lon. 
3 39 W, lat. 50 38 N. 

Chunar, a fort of Hindooftan Proper, 
in the province of Allahabad. It is feated 
on tlie Ganges, 20 miles above Benares, 
and is built on a rc^k, which is fortified ail 
round by a wall, and towers at various dif- 
tanccs. At the end, overlooking tlie river, 
is fituated tl^e citadel, which has fornicTly 
been llrong. This fort is faid to be of the 
higheft antiquity, and originaUy built by 
the Hindoos. In the citadel is an altar, 
coniiiling of a plain black marble flab, on 
wlnth the tutelary deity of the place is 
traditionally luppofed to be feated at all 
Uines, except from funrife till nine in the 
morning, uhen he is at Benares; duiing 
which time, from the fuperltition of the 
Hindoos, attacks may be made with a 
of fuccefs. Chunar has always 
been Confi<l»'red as a poll of great confe- 
qucnce on the Ganges, from its inftilated 
iituation, projedling forvi'ard to a great 
extent, and being of confiderable height. 
It was unJuccefstully attempted by the 
Erglilh in 1764: the next year it was fur- 
rendered to them : they rtllorcd it to the 
nabob of Oude at the fubfequeut peace ; 
but, in I77Z, it was finally ceded to the 
Knglifli by that prince, in exchange for Al- 
^abad. At this place is kept the maga- 
zine of ammunition and artiUery for the 
brigade of Cawiipore. It is 385 miles N 
\V of Calcutta. Lon. 85 50 £, lat. 25 
TO N. 

Chunaub, or Jknaub, a river of 
Hindooitan Proper, one of the five eaflern 
brandies of the Indus. It runs through 
Caflimerc and Lahore, betwee n the Cheluni 
and the llauvee. Its general courfe is from 
NE to SW, and after leaving Juniiooo, ib 
through a flat country gradually approaih- 
ing to the Clielum. It is united witli lioth 
thefe rivers at fotne diltance ab^)ve Moultaii, 
|ts jundUon with the Chclum, about 50 
miles above Moultan, is eficiSled >t'ith great 
violence and nolfe, and no lefs danger to 
navigators. H^e Chunaub is tlie Acc^flnes 
of Aleicander. 

Chu\-ti£-fou, a city of Clilna, in 
province ©f Petcheli, with nliie po- 


pulous cities of the third rank under ita 
jurifdi6lion. 

Church-Strrtton, atown in Shrop- 
(hire, with a market onThurfday, 14 milea 
S of Shrewlbury, and 153 WNW of Lon- 
don. J^n. 2 46 W, 1 ^. 52 32 N. 

Churchill Fort, a fort on Church- 
hill river, on the E fide of Iludfon't, Ba>. 
Lon. 4 3 W, lat. 58 48 N. 

Chusan, an iflaud on the E coafl of 
China, where the Eiigbih £ India Com- 
pany Had once a fadlory. Lon. 124 o £. 
fat. 30 o N. 

Cl AM PA, a kingdom of Afia, bounded 
on the E and S by the Indian CX:ean, on 
the N by Cochin-China, and on the W 
by Cambodia. 

CiCLUi, or CiCLUGH, a frontier town 
of Dalmatia, on a rocky hill on the W 
bank of the Narentha. It was taken from 
the Turks, by the Venetians, in 1694. 
Lon. j 8 22 E, lat. 43 29 N. 

CiLLi y, an ancient toM*n of Germany, in 
Upper Carniola. It is tlie capital of 4 
county of tlie iame name, ami feated on tin* 
Saan, 3 6 miles N£ of Laubach. Lon.

CiMBRJSHAM, a feaport of Sweden, in 
Schoncii. Ivon. 13 30 E, lat. 56 40 N. 

CiNALOA, a province and toym of 
New Spain, in the audience of Galicia, oft 
t>ie E fide ot the gult of California. The 
c’ountry abounds in tom, cattle, and cot- 
ton, and IS rendered extremely pidlurefque, 
by a number of bcautiiiil eolcades of clear 
water that fall down from the mouiitaiuH. 
'I'he aborigines in this province liave nei- 
ther laws nor kings to punifli any crime. 
They feeni to be among the rudelt peo- 
ple in America united in the locial flat; ; 
they neither cultivate nor fuw", but de- 
pend on the ijpontaneous produdions of 
the caith, or on hunting or fifhing. 
About the year 1771, the Spaniards, in 
their cxpeditioiib againlt the fiercs. tribes 
in this and the province oi Sonora, difeo- 
vered, that thefe neglcAcd and thinly in- 
lubited provinces, abounded in the rieheft 
gold mines, and might foon become as 
populous and valuable as any part of 
Spanilh America ; and, accordingly, the po- 
pulation in thefe paru has fince very much 
incJeafcd. 'Jlic town is feated on a river 
ol the fame name. Lon. 92 10 W, lat. 
26 jj N. 

CiNEGUiLLA, a tcifwnoS New Mexic** 
in the province of Scnoia. WJun the 
Spaniards attacked the natives in Cinaloa 
and Sonora (See Cin\loa) they h<it 
entered a plain of 14 le.zgm*. in txtent, 
In wJikh, at liie depth of only 16 ineh^*. 
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Ihey found ^old in great abundance, and 
in grains ot great fee and weight. The 
0Qme({aence was, that in i77i» above 
AOQO perfons were fettled in Cine^lia, 
ander the government and infpedtion of 
proper magiftrates and eccleiialiics. Lon.

CiNRY, a to\im of die Netherlands, in 
ihe arcbbjfboprick of Liege, eight miles

CiNQ.yE Ports, ccrtaii>i ports on the 
coaft of Kent and Suflexl fo called by 
way of eminence, on account of iheir fu- 
perior importance, as having been thought 
by our kings to merit a particular re- 
gard for their prefervation againft invalion. 
They were five in number, -w'hcn their 
firft charter was granted by Wiliia)n i, 
m 1077. Thefe were Dover, Hallings, 
Hythe, Romney, and Sandwh ; to which 
were afterward added Winchelfea, Sea- 
fbixl, and Rye. That king appointed a 
rooltable o£ Dover CallJe (who is now 
called Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports) 
jmd invefied him with the command of 
thefe parts, whofe inhabitants had coiifi- 
clerahk privileges. Amongfl Others tliey 
were each of them to feud two barons to 
Tcprefent them in parliament ; they were 
to be exempted from fubfidies and aids ; 
ihcir heirs were to be free from perlbnal 
wardfhip notwiihftanding any tenure ; 
and they were to be impleaded in their 
own tovms, not elfewherc. For thefe 
privileges, they were obUgedto fupply the 
government with 57 fiiips, at 40 days 
notice, and to pay their crc^-^ during 15 
days. At that period, the opulent traders 
of London were Aylcd baions ; a privilege, 
which was enjoyed likewUe by tltt mer- 
chants of thefe ports, whofe reprefciita- 
tivf s, to tins day, are flyled Barons ot the 
Cinque Ports. 

CiNTRA, a cape of Portugal, in Eftra- 
madura, called the Rock of on the 

N fide of the entrance of the Tajo. On 
it is a town of the fame name, 14 miles 
W of Lilbon.

CiOTAT, 1 fcaport of France, in the 
department of the Mouths of the Rhpnc 
and late province of Provence, defended 
!)y a ftrong fort. It is famous for Muf- 
r.uline wine, and is feated on the bay of 
Laquee, between Marfeilles and Toulon, 
j^on. 5 46 Et lat. 45 12 N. 

CiRCARS, North ERK, five provinces 
on the \V codll of the bay of Bengal. 
*rhcy were originally denominated Noith- 
ir\i Irom their pofition in rcfpeil to Ma- 
dras, on wliicli they depend. 01 il*c 


five Northern circars, Cicacole, Rajam* 
undry, Ellore and Condapilly are in the 
pofieflion of the Englilh, and Ountoor i^ 
m the hands of the Nizam. The &lt 
four extend from the N bank of the Kiftna 
to Chilka Lake ; forming a narrow flip 
of country 350 miles Icmg, and from 26 to 
75 broad, bounded 'by mountains and ex- 
tenfivc fbrells on the fide oppofitb tlie fca. 
The Englilh Circars had been ceded t,o the 
French, by the nizam of the Deccan, in 
1753 ; but they were conquered by col- 
onel Clive in 1759, and produce an aimual 
revenue of 360,000!. Bet: Guntoor. 

Circassia, a large country of Alia, 
fituated between 45 and 50 degrees of 
north latitude, and between 40 and 50 
of call longitude. It is bounded by RulTia 
on the north ; by Allracan and the Caf- 
pian fea on the ealt ; by Georgia and 
Dagillan on the fouth ; and by the river 
Don, the PAlus Meotis, and the Black 
Sea on the weft. This country has long 
l)een celebrated for the extraordmary beau- 
ty of its women ; and here it was tliat 
the pratftke of inoculating for the fmall- 
pox firft began. Terki, the prineipil 
city, is feated in a very Ipacious plain, 
very fwampy, tou'ards the fca-fide, in 
43 deg. 23 min. north latitude : it U 
about three werfts in compaii., well for- 
tified with ramparts and baftions in the 
modem ftyle, well ftored with cannon, 
and has always a confiderable garrifou 
in it, under the command of a governor. 
The Circalliau prince who refides here, is 
allowed five hundred Ruffians for hU 
guard, but none of his own iuhjecfts arc 
pennitted to dwell within any pait of Uie 
fortifications. Ever fince the rcdudlion 
of thofe parts to the obedience of Kuffia, 
they have put in all places of ftrength, not 
only Ruffian garrifoiis and governors, but 
magiftrates, and priefts for the exerciie of 
the Chriftian religion ; yet the Circaflian 
Tartars ai’c governed by their own princes, 
lords, and judges ; but thefe adminifter 
juftice in the name of the emperor, and 
in matters of importance, not without the 
prtfcnce of the Ruffian governors, being 
all obliged to take the oath of allegiance 
to his imperial majefty. The apparel of 
the men of Circaffia is much the fame 
with that of the Nagayans ; only their 
caps are fbmething larger ; and their cloaks 
being Ukewife of coarie cl^or fheep Ikins, 
arc faftened only at the neck with a firing, 
and as they are not large enough to cover 
the whole body, they turn them round ac- 
cording to the wind and weather. The 
men here arc much better favoured than 
tliofc of Nt^gaya, and the women cxtrwnq- 
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if well lhaped, with exceeding fine fea- 
tures, fmooih clear complexions, and beau- 
tiful black eyes, which, with tlieir black 
hair hanging in two treflee, one on each 
fide the face, give them a moft lovely ap- 
pearance : they wear a black coif on their 
heads, covered with a fine white cloth tied 
Under the chin. During the fummCr they 
all wear only afmocTk of divers colours, 
and that open fo low before, that one 
may fee below their navels : this, with 
theur beautiful faces always uncovered (con- 
trary to the cuftom of moft of the other 
provinces of thefe parts), their good hum- 
our and lively freedom in converfation, 
altogether render them veiy attradling : 
notwitliftanding which they have the re- 
putation of being very chafte, though 
they feldom want opportunity ; for ac- 
cording to the accounts of a late traveller, 
it is an eftablilhcd point of good manners 
atnong them, that as fuon as any perfun 
comes in to fpi'ak to the '.vife, the hulband 
goes out of the houle : but whether this 
contincncy of theirs proceeds from their 
own gcaerofity, to recoinpencc their liufb- 
dnds for the tonfidence they put in them, 
or has its foundation only in fame, he 
he pretends not to determine. The bride- 
groom pays for his bride a marriage- 
prelent, eonfifting of arms or a <oat of 
mail, but he muft not lee her, or coliabit 
with her, without the greateft myftery ; 
and this referve continues during life. 
The father makes tlic bride a prelent on 
the wedding day, but rtferves the greater 
part of what he intendb to give lier 
till the birth of her firft child. On this 
ocf afioii Ihe pays him a vifit, rcceivts from 
him the remainder of her portion, and is 
«*lothed by him in the drefs ol a matron, 
the principal diftindtion of vi hich confifts 
in a veil. Until this time, tlie drefs of 
the M'^omen is much like that of the men, 
excepting that the cloak is longer, and 
frequently tnhite, a colour never worn by 
men : the cap too is generally red or rofe- 
cohmred. Before marriage, the youth of 
both fexes fee each other freely at the 
little rejoicings w'hich take place on fefti- 
vals. Before the ball, the young men 
Ihow their adlivity and addrefs in a variety 
of military exerdfee, and the moft alert 
have the privilege of choofiiig the moft 
beautiful partners. Their mufical inftru- 
nients are' a loog flute with only three 
fiops, a fi^ies of mandoline, and a tam- 
bourin. The daoces are in the Afiatic 
fiyle, with little gaiety or expreflion ; the 
ileps difficult, but not graceful. The wo- 
mcn participate in the general charadlcr 
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of the nation : they take pride in tlur'* 
courage of their hufbands, and reproach 
them leverely when defeated. They po- 
liih and take care of the armour of the 
men. Their language they have in com- 
mon with the other neighbouring Tartars, 
although the chief people among tlicm 
arc alfo not ignorant of the Rufiian: 
their religion is Paganifm; for notwith- 
ftanding &ey ule circumcifion among them, 
they have neither prieft, alcoran, or mofque, 
like other Mahometans. Every body here 
offers his own lacrifice at pleafure ; for 
which, however, they have certain days^ 
eftabliihed rath^ by cuftom than any 
pofitive command ; their moft folcmn fac- 
rifice is offered at the death of their near- 
eft friends ; upon wliich occafion both men 
and women meet in the field to be pre- 
fent at the offering, w'hich is an he-goat ; 
and having killed, they flay it, and ftretrli 
the fkin with the head and horns on, upon 
a crofs at the ^op of a long pole, placed 
commonly in a quickfet hedge (to keep 
the cattle from it) ; and near the place 
the facrifice is offered by boiling and roafU 
ing the fkfh, which they afterwards eat. 
When the feaft is over, the men rile, and 
ha\ing paid their adoration to the fkin, 
and muttci'ed over fome certain pra^'crs,. 
tiie women withdraw, and the men con- 
clude the ceremonjr with drinking a great 
quantity of aquavitae ; and this generally 
ends in a quarrel before they part The 
face of the country is plcafantly diverfified 
with mountains, valleys, woods, lakes, 
and rivers ; and, though not much cul- 
tuMted, is far from being unfnutfuL 
In lumincr the inhabitants quit the towns, 
and encamp in the fields like the neigh- 
bouring Tartars ; oecalionally fhlfting their 
flations along witli their flocks and herds. 
Belidcs game, in which the country greatly 
abounds, the Circaflians cat beef and mut- 
ton ; but that which they prefer to ali 
others is the flefh of a young horfe. Their 
bread confifts of thin cakes of barley 
meal, baked upon the hearth, which 
they sdways eat new ; and their ufuaZ 
drink is wnter or mare^s milk ; from the 
latter of which they diftil a fpirit, as 
moft of the Tartar nations. They allot 
no fixed Lours for the rdrefhmcnts of the 
table or lleep, w^hich they indulge irregu- 
larly, as inclination or convenience 
tcs. When the men make cxcurfions into 
an enemy's country, they will pafs feveral 
days and nights fucccflively w'iihout flcep- 
irg ; but, at tlieir letuni, doote a', much 
time to repofe as tin* fpacc in which they 
had before wiih-licld from tliat gratiflea- 
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troll* Wlicn the)' cat, they fit trofs-lcggcd 
on the floor, the Ikin of fome aiiinial Icrv- 
ing them inftead of a carpet. In removing 
from one part of the country to anoth^, 
the women and children are carried in 
waggons, which are a kind of travelling 
liouics, and drawn by oxen or camelK, 
they never ufing horfes for draught. 1‘hcir 
breed of the latter, however, is reckoned 
exceeding good ; and tliey are accu Homed 
to fwim alinoft any river on horfebatk. 
Tlie women and children I'moke tobacco 
as well as the men ; and this is the mofl: 
acceptable commotfit^'’ which a liavellcr 
tan carry with him into the Tartar coun- 
tries. There are here no public inns, 
which indeed are unneceflaiy ; for fo great 
is the hofpitality of the people, that they 
will contend with each other \cho fiiaJl 
entertain any ftranger that hajipcns to 
come among them. — ^Fhe principal n* anch 
of their traffic is their own chiUlmi, ef- 
pecially their daughters, whom they fell 
for the ufe of the leraglios in Taikey and 
Perfia, w'htre they frequently marry to 
great ad'vantagc, and make the fortune of 
tlicir families. Whatever may have been 
the original religion oi this people, they 
have been fucceffively converted to Chrift- 
ianity and Mahometanilm, and have now' 
no religion or v'orfhip among them. 'J'hcy 
break, without fcruplc, fuch oatlis os they 
have taken on the bible and the koran ; 
but there are certain fo: ms of oaths, and 
fcrtain places, in the neighbourhood of 
their ruins (luppofid to be remain* of 
Chriflkin churclits) whicli infure tlicir 
fidelity. Their courage, great as it is, 
is not proof agairft rehgicus tcrrois. 
Like all barbarians, they bclrve that what 
is called accident, may be influenced by 
particular ceremonies. The CircaiTiaiis 
have not any letters* of their own ; thofc 
among them w^ho wifh to vTite theii lan- 
guage being obliged to make ufe of Ai a- 
hian charatSlers. , 

CiRENCESTJ R, a confideraUc borough 
In Glouceficrfhire, w'ith a market on 
Monday and Friday. It U feated on the 
river Chum, and was a place of great ac- 
count in tlie time of the Romans. The 
ruins of the walls and fbvets are to lie 
teen in the adjacent meadows where many 
Roman coins, checquered pavements, and 
iuHriptions of marble have been found. 
It had alfo a tafile and an abbey. Many 
Uonian antiquities have been difcovcrcd ; 
..ud here the Roman roads crofied each 
oihtT. It is Oi\c of the gicatcft marts in 
Lngl.ind foi w'ool, fends two membcis to 
laihanxnt, and is iS miles SR of Gbu-

CmrNZA, a town of Naples, capital 
of Bafilicata, with a bifliop’# fee. ft is 
feated on tlic river Brandono, at the foot 
of the Appennlnes, 97 miles £ of Naples.

Citta-Nl'ova, a city of Italy, in 
the marquilate of Ancona, containmg 16

Chta-Nuova, a feaport of Venetian

Cn n a-di-Friuli, a fmall but ancient 
town of Italy, in Vcncuan Friuli, feated

Ci\ ita-di-Plkna, an anciertt town of 
Naples, in Abruazo Ultcriore, with a 
biihop's fee, near the river Salino, 3^ 
miles N£ of Aquiia.

Civita-CastellanA, a tow^n of Italy, 
in Campagna di Roma, on a high rock, 
at the fw)t of which is a river, which 
falls into the Tiber.

Civita-Vecchia, a feaport of Italy, 
in the patrimony of St. Peter, with an 
arfenal.

Clackmannan^ a fmall town m Scot- 
land, and capital of the county of ihc 
fame name.

lower in this calUe derives its name 
ftom the illufirious Robert Bruce, whofe

Clackmannanshire, a county of 
Scotland, bounded on the £ by Fifefiiire, 
on the N and W by Pcrthfhiix, and on 
the S by the Foith. It is eight miles in 
length, and five in breadth. The coun- 
try is plain and fertile towards the frith 
produemg com and pafture in abundance. 
This Ihire, with Kiurofs, fends one mem- 
l)cr to parliament. It is watered by the 
rivers Forth and Devan. 

Clagenfurt, a town of Germany, 
capital of Cariqthia, 50 miles SW of 
Yicnna. Lon. 14 20 £, lat. 46 53 N. 

Clair, St. a lake of N America, half 
way between the bkes Huron and Eric, 
90 miles in circumference. It receives 
the waters of the great lakes Superior, 
Michigan, and Huron, and difeharges 
them, through the firait called Detroit, into 
the lake Erie. 

Clamecij a town of France, Iq the 
dt'partment of hJievre and late province 
of Nivemois. Clameci is feated at the con- 
fluence of the Beuvron and Yonne, iiz 
miles S by £ of Paris.

Tifible ; and here is a manufa^ure of 
bays. It is feated near the Stour, 15 
Rules $ of St. Edmund’s Bury, and 56

province of Munfter, 55 miles In length; 
and 38 in breadth ; bounded on the £ and 
S by tlic Shannon, which feparates it from 
Tipperary, Limerick, and fcciTy ; on the 
W by the Atlantic, and on the N by 
Galway.

Clare, a town of Ireland^ capital of a 
coun^ of the fame name, 17 nules NW 
of Limcric.

Clarendon, a village, three miles £ 
of Saliibury, where Heitiy 11 fummoned 
a council of the barons and prelates, in 
1164, who ena( 5 Ied the laws, called the 
Confiitutions of Clarendon ; and here 
were two palaces built by king John. 

Clarens, or Chatillard, a vil- 
lage of Swifferland, in the Pays de Vaud, 
celebrated as the chief feene of Rouffeau’s 
F.loifc, though Its ancient caille by no means 
accords with the defeription in that work. 
It is delightfully fituate, nor far from 
Vevay, on an eminence, whofe declivity 
flopes gradually towards tlic lake of Gen- 
eva. 

Claudf, St. a handfome city of France, 
in the department of Jura and late pro- 
vince of Franche Comte' ; with a bilhop’s 
fre. It is feated between three high moun- 
tains, on the river Liibn, and owes ki 
origin to a celebrated abbey, built in 425, 
in this then barren and uninhabited coun- 
try. The cathedral is extremely degant. 
From Mount St. Cloude, which forms 
part of Mount Jura, is a fine profped 
over Swifferland aiid Savoy, the lake and 
town of Geneva, and the Pays de Vaud. 
In this city are many public fountaius 
with latge bafins. It is 35 miles NW 
of Geneva.

ClkbvrY| a town in Shrppfhire, with 
a market pn Thurfday, feated on the 
river Rea> 28 miles SS£ cf Shrewfbury, 
and 136 NW of London.

Clerac, or Clairac, lately in the 
proviact oi Guiinjic, now in th$ depul;* 
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ment of Lot and Garonne. It i> feated

Clermont, a town of France, in the 
department of Meufe and late territory of 
Barrois, 127 miles NW of Paris. Lon.

Cllrmoni, a town of France, in the 
department of Oife and late province of 
the lile of France, 37 miles n of Paris. 
Ia)n. 2 25 E, lat. 49 25 N. 

Clermont, a conlidcrable city of 
France, in the department of Puy de 
Dome and late province of Auvergne, 
with a bilhop's fee. The cathedral, pub- 
lic fquares, and walks, are very fine ; but 
the ilreets are narrow, and lined with 
houfes built of Hones of a fombre hue. 
Many Roman antiquities are found in tlic 
neighbourhood. There are alto fome 
mineral fprings ; and that of the fuburb 
St. Allyre has formed a natural bridge 
over the brook into which it falls : it is 
called the Mineral Bridge, and carriages 
may pafs over it. Clermont contains 
30,000 inhabitants, and has manufiuHures 
^ ratteens, druggets, ferges, and leather. 
It is the birth-place of the celebrated 
Fafcal : and is 300 miles S of Paris. Lon.

Clery, a village in France, nine miles 
SW of Orleans, once famous for the 
pilgrimages to our lady of Clery.

Clerke’s Island, lies in the N Pacific 
Ocean, between the cooit of Kamtfchatka 
and that of N America* It v^as diicovered 
by Captain Cook in 177^, and was fo 
named in honour of captain Clerkc, his 
fecond in command. A landing could 
not be efTciHed. At a diitance it appear- 
ed to be of a confiderable extent, and 
fo have feveral hills conne(5fed with the 
low grounds, in Ihch a manner as to make 
it look like a group of illands. Near its 
£ extremity is a little ifland remarkable 
for having three elevated rocks upon it.

^ Clbves, r duchy^ of Germany, in the 
circle of Wefiphalia, divided uto two 
parts by the Rhine.

Cleves, a city of Wefiphalia, capital 
of the duchy of Clevcs. It is l^ted on 
the eafiem fide of three hills, about a 
mile W of the Rhine ; with which it 
eommuiicatcs by means oi a canal; which 


is large enough for great barges. It has a 
cafile built by Julius Cefar. Several of 
the fircets from their elevated fituation, 
extend their views many leagues deep 
into the country, on the oppofite fiiore. It 
has been often taken and retaken ; the laft 
time by the French, in 1794* ft is i ^ miles 
S£ of Nimeguen.

Cleybrook, Great and Lixtlf, 
two villages in Lcicefierlhire, on the NW 
fide of Lutterworth. They are fuppofed 
to have been a part of Cleycefier, fituate 
one mile to the W, which was a flourilh- 
ing city of the Romans, and where their 
bncks and coins have been frequently 
found. 

CliEf, a town in Northamptonlhire, 
with a market on Tuefday, 30 miles N£ of 
Northampton, and 88 NFTW of London.

Clifton, a village in Weftmoreland 
three miles SSE jf Penrith, noted for a 
fkirmilh between the king’s forces and the 
rebels in 1745, in which the latter had the 
advantage. 

Clifton, a village in Glouceftfrfliire, 
near Briftol, noted ior the hot well m its 
neighbourhood, upon the liOwer Avon, at 
the foot of St ♦Vincent’s rock. 

Clissa, a fbrt of Dalmatia, taken from 
the Turks by the Venetians. It is feated 
on a craggy mountain, fix miles N of SpR- 
latro. Lon. 17 31 E, lat. 44 10 N. 

Clisson, a town of France, in the 
department of Lower JiOire Rnd late pro- 
vince of Bretigne, on the river Sciire, T% 
miles S of Nantes. Lon. 1 28 W lat.

Clithfro, a borough in Lancalhlre, 
with a market on Saturday, and the remains 
of an ancient cafilc. It fends two mem- 
bers to parliament, and is feated near Pen- 
dil Hill, 36 miles S£ of Lancafier, and 2^3 
NNW of London.

Clog HER, an cpifcopal town and bo- 
rough of Ireland, in Tyrone.

CldnY; a towfi of Franccj in tjie df^ 
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partment of Saone and Loire and late pro- 
vince of fitirgundy, remarkable for its late 
famous BenediAine abl^ey. It it feated on 
tile Grofne, xo miles NW of Macon. Lon.

Clusr, a town of Savoy, in Faucigny, 
feated on tke Arve, aa miles SE of Geneva.

Clwyd, a celebrated vale of Denbigh- 
Ihire, extending from its upper end to the 
Irilh Sea, above 20 miles; its breadth 
varying from three to eight, according to 
the approach or recefe of tlie high moun- 
tains inclofing it, through which, in dif- 
ferent parts, are gaps formed by nature for 
entrances. This delightful fpot is in a high 
Hate of cultivation, even far up the afeent 
of the hills. A river of the fame name, 
which rifes in the middle of the county, 
runs along this vale and having entered 
Flintihire, falls into the Irilh Sea. 

Clydf, a river in Scotland, which arlf- 
ing in Annandale, falls into the fca over 
againft the ille of Bute. Next to the Tay 
it is the largeit river in Scotland ; and is 
navigable for fmall craft up to Glafgow. 
The canal, which joins the Forth, falls in- 
to it a little below that aty. Near Lan<*rk, 
this river runs, for feveral miles, between 
high rocks covered with wood ; and in its 
eourfe exhibits many aftonifhing cataracts. 
At Stonebyres, it is confined within a very 
narrow bed, and makes one entire (hoot, 
falling about 60 fec*t over a perpendicular 
rock ; the water then pouring over another 
precipice, is dallied into a deep chafm be- 
neath. The horrid and incefiant din 
with which this is accompanied, unnerves 
and overcomes the heart. At C<'ra-Iiii, 
the falls are feen to mofi advantage from a 
folitary and rumed toww in a garden, 
placed in a loftv fituatlon. The cataradl 
which is precipitated at leaft 100 feet be- 
tween two vail rugged precipices, is full in 
view, feen over the top of trees and bulhes, 
precipitating itfelf for an amazing w'ay, 
from rock to rock, with Ihort interruptions, 
forming a rude dope of various foam. The 
fidcs are bounded by vail rocks, clothed on 
their tops with trees ; on the fummit and 
very verge of one is a ruined tow'cr, and in 
front a wood overtopt by a verdant hill. 
A path .condu( 5 l 8 the traveller to the be- 
ginning of the fall, into which projedls a 
high rock in floods^ infiilated by the water ; 
and from the top is a tremendous view of 
the furious ftream. In floods, the rock and 
tower have been obfrrved to (hake io fuch 
a manner as to fpill water in a glafe Hand- 
ing on a table in the caille. 

Clydesdalf, a wild diflridl in the S 
part of Lam rklhire. Amid the moujitaliu 
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here, particles of gold have fometimes been 
found walbed down by tlie rains and 
Hreams of water ; but this tra£l is chiefly 
remarkable for pr^ucing metals of inferior 
worth. The veins of lead lie moftly N and 
£, and tlieir thicknefs, which feldom ex- 
ceeds 40 feet, varies greatly in difiereut 
parts. The fcanty pafture here feeds fome 
Iheep and cattle. 

Coast Castle, Cape, the principal 
fettlcment of the EngUlh on the coall uf 
Guinea, with a ifarong citadel. It is 30 
miles £ by N of St. George del Mina. Loa. 
o o lat. 5 6 N. 

CoBLENTZ, an ancient city of Germany, 
in the eledlorate of Treves. It is the refi- 
dcnce of the elcflor, who has lately built a 
new palace here ; the old one being on the 
oppofltc fide of the Rhine, in the vale of 
Ehrcnbreitflcin. Over the Rhine is a 
bridge of twelve arches, built for the con- 
venience of the inhabitants of Cohlcntz and 
the adjacent places. The caiilc appears 
to be almofl inaccellible to an enemy, and 
entirely commands tlic city of Coblcnt7- 
It was taken by the French in 1 794. It is 
fcatc'd at the eonflueiice of the Rhine and 
Mofellc, 50 miles N£ of Treves, l-on. 7 
32 E, lat. 50 24 N. 

Coburg, a town of Germany in the 
ciicle of Franconia, capital of a princi- 
pality of the fame name, wth a college, 
a fort, and a caille. This town, and its 
principality, belongs to the lioufe of Sax- 
ony. It is feated on the Itch, xo niilei 
N of Bamberg. Lon. ii i 3 £, lat. 50 
ax N. 

Coca, a town of Spain, in Old Cafliic, 
near wliich is a Itrong caille for Itate pri- 
foners. It is feated among niouiiiains, at 
the confluence of the Moi^'cdro and Elc- 
zena, 25 miles NN£ of Segovia. Lon. 3 
34 W, lat. 41 17 N. 

CocHiEiM, a tOMTi in the cledlorate of 
Treves, formerly imperial. It was forced 
to furrendcr to the French in 1794, and 
is feated on the Mofellc, x; miles SW 
of Coblentz.

Cochin, a feaport on the coail of Ma- 
labar, in Travancore. It is a Dutch 
fettlement, and was captured by the Bri- 
,tiih fleet in 1795. It is ixo miles S by

o N. 

Cochin China, a kingdom of Alls, 
bounded on the E bjr the Eallern Ocean, 
on the N by Tonqum, on the W by Cam- 
bodia, and on the S by Cianipa. It 
abounds in gold, raw iilk, and drugs. It 
is annually overflowed and conltqucntlv 
fruitful in rice. They have likcwdle fugar- 
; but no gn.pes, and therefore they 
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1 nmidr brewed from rice. Tbe 
religiofi of tbe inhabitants is much the 
ikme as tiiat of China. I'heir cities and 
tosntt have gates at the end of each ftreet^ 
which arc ihut every arght; and if anjr 
fire break out in a M*ard, all the inhabi- 
tants arc defiroyedy except the women and 
chitdrea. 

CocKLRt a river which rifes in the S of 
Cumberland) and flowing through the 
lakes of Buttermcre, Cromack-vj^ter, and 
Lowes-watcr, joins the Derwent, below 
Cockermouth. 

CocKtRMOUTH, a populous bofoTigh 
in Cumberland, 'udth a market on Mon- 
day. It lies between the Derwent and 
Cocker, over which latter arc two fionc 
bridges: and betti'ccn two hills, on one 
of which ftandsr a hanclfoine church ; and 
on the other a fiatcly caillc. It has a ina- 
nafa^ure of fhalloons, worfled ftockings, 
and hats. The number of inhabitants are 
between 3 and 4000. It lias a fquare buil- 
ding, and is ftrengthened withfeveral Ajuare 
towers ; on each fide of the inner gate are 
two dungeons capable of holding 50 per- 
fons in either ; they are vaulted at the top^ 
and have only a finall opening in order to 
lower thro* it the unhappy prilbner into 
this dire prifon. It lends two members to 
parliament, and is ay miles SW of Carldle, 
and 290 NNW of London. Lon. 3 25

CocoNATO, a town of Piedmont, re^ 
markable for being the birthplace of Co- 
lumbus.

It is a beaUtifuU populous* and 
pleaiant town* extended on the brow of a 
hill from £ to W* and adorned with la 
churches* moft dF which were damaged 
when this town furrendered to the parlia- 
ment after a memorable fie^e. It is feated 
on the Coin* which is navigable within a 
mile of the town* at a place called the 
Hythe* where die cuftomhouie is lituate.

CoLOGNA^ a town of Italy, in the 
Paduan, 26 miles SW of Padua. Lon. 17 
a; E,iat.

Cologne, an cledloratc of Gennany, 
in the circle of the Lower lUihie ; 
bounded on the N by the duchy of Cle>*c8 
and Guelderland, on the E by the duchy 
of Bcrg^ on the S by the archbilhopric of 
Treves, and on the W by the ilu^hy of 
Juliers. The eledlor is arclichancellor of 
the empire for Italy, and has a right to 
conlccrate the emperor for Italy, with 
that of Mentz. It is one of the molt fertile 
countries in the empire, abounding with aU 
the neceflaries of lue. 

CoLOGNfc,an ancient city of Germany, 
capital of the cledlorate of Cologne, wriih a 
bimop’s fee, and a famous univeriity, feat- 
cd on the river Ithine. 'fbe city is fortifi- 
ed with ftrong waUs, flanked with 83 large 
towers, and furrounded with three large 
ditches ; but thefc fortifications, being 
executed after the ancient manner^ could 
make but a poor defence at prefent. It 
lies in the lhape of a half-moon, and is 
faid to have 20 gates, 19 pariflics, 37 
ftionafteries, and about 10 collegiates, and 
19 parochial churches, with about 50 
chapels, all of which are candidates for the 
attention of the devout and curious by their 
fine paintings. I'hc ftreets in general are 
badly paved, the wdndou's of the houfes 
c^orapofed of fmall bits of round glafs, and 
the inhabitants are but few for fo large a 
place. It is a free imperial city, and 
though the eledlorhas a palace here, he has 
not ttie liberty of ftaying in it for many 
days together ; nor is he admitted to 
come at all with a numerous attendance. 
The inhabitants are generally Roman 
tdiholicks, but there are fome proteftants, 
w'ho are obliged to perform divine fer- 
VKC at Mullicim, three miles from the 
thy. In the cathedral are the golden 
chamber or treafury, the riches of w'hich 
arc minicnle ; and tlie chapel oi liie three 


Magi, in which they pretend te flio^ the 
bodies ol the three Magi, called the Three 
Kings. Cologne was once one of the 
Hanfe Towns, celebrated for its commerce, 
which is now dwindled to the manufaifture 
of a few ribands, ftocktngs, lace, and fome 
tobacco. To p<^ecution it ow'es this de>* 
cay ; to the expuiiion of the Jews in 1483, 
and ofthe proteftants in x6 18. Tw'o thirds 
of this city have fince fallen into niinsj^and 
ftreets a]^ fquares art converted into 
kitchengardens and vineyards. Cologne 
was taken by the French in X794. It is 
(bated on the Rhine, 17 miles £ of Juliers.

The public 
fquarcs, and the churches, particularly the 
metropolitan church, arc magnificent : and 
it has a great number of monafteries for 
both fexes, and contains about 2000 houfes. 
It is pretended that the body of St. James 
was buritd here, which draws a great 
number of pilgrims : they walk in procef- 
fion to the church, and viiit his wooden 
image, wliich (lands on the great altar, an^ 
is illuminated by many wax-candles. 
They kifs it tlf ec tunes with a very refped* 
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fal deTrotioo» ud then put their hits on its 
Jiead* In the church ^ere are 30 filver 
lampty always lighted* and fix chandeliers 
of iuvcr* five feet high. The poor pilgrims 
are received into an hoi^td* built for 
that piupoiei whkh ftands near the church* 
•ud round it are galleries of fireeilenc* fup- 
posted by large pillars. The archbilbop 
B pBt of 4^ richefi prelates in Spain* 
having 70000 crowns a year. From this 
town the military order of St. Jago or 
St. Jame^ had its origin.

CoNDE, a flrong town of France, in 
the department of the North and Fwai^ 
part of Hainault. Tt has a caAle, and 
gave the title of prince to a branch of 
the late royal family. It was taken by 
the combined armies July 10, 1793, hut 
vas retaken by the French Odf. i, 1794, 
when Its name M’as changed to that of 


Nord Libre. Conde is feated oa the 
Scheldt feven miles N£ of Valeqclf 
ennes* and 117 NbyE of Paris.

CoNDORE, the capital of a ni^ber of 
iflands, in the Indian O^ean. It produces 
mangoes* which grow on trees* as large as 
apple-trees : the fruit is of the fize of a 
finall peach, and when ripe, has a plea- 
iant fmell and tafte. The inhabitants arc 
fiiiall in itature* w«ll-lhaped, and of a 
dark olive complexion : their faces are 
long, with black llraight hair* fmall 
black eyes, high nofes, thin lips* white 
teeth, and httle mouths. They are very 
poor, and their chief cmplwment is get- 
ting tar out of the trees. They are very 
free of their women, for when mips arrive 
there they will bring tliem on boaid, and of- 
fer than to the iailors. They have a little 
idol temple, built of wood, and thatched 
like their houfes, which are very mean. 
The Englifh £ India Company had a 
fettlement here in 1701 ; but die fac- 
tors falling out with the natives, moft 
of them were murdered, and the reft 
driven thence in 1705.

^ CoNDRiEU, a town of France, in the 
department of Rhone and Loire apd late 
province of Lyonois, remarkable for its 
excellent wines.

It was 
difcovtTcd by the Porlugucfe in 1481, and 
is bounded on the N by Benin, by the in- 
land part of Africa on the £, by Matamon 
on the S, and by the Atlantic Ocean on 
the W. It is fometimes called 
Guinea ; and the Portugiicfe have a great 
many fettlements on the coaft, as well as 
in the inland country. Tliey have many 
defert places within lani j hut near the 
copft, the foil IS more fertile ; and there 
are fiuils of many kind*^, befides palm- 
trees, from which they get wine and od. 
In the lowlands the grals grows fo high, 
rank and thick, that it becomes one of the 
moll dangerous receptacles for wild bealis, 
ferpents, and venomous infcinis : on this 
account travellers are in continual danger 
of b( lug llniig to death. The only mctliod 
of giianbng igainil allthcfc evils tfiecfluaJ- 
is by fctling lire to the graf* in hot 
weal her, hut even tins caimot be done 
without (u'ligcr ; as tliofe animcl*. being 
roufed of their lurking places, wMi ftv 
fiirioufiy at thole v^ho happen to ni tit *u* 
way. i iions, leopards, tyg m s, \roJ vf s, and 
other b< alii, of prn aboiiii<l here, anti do 
mut 11 d mu'gt . Hcr< are alfo a vaft vai icty 
of rii'mlceys of all fliant s. lln zebra, 
well knov.n ror its. extreme beauty and 
fwiftii^fs, IS alit) met with in th.s country. 
The inliibitanls arclkilful in W'taving cot- 
ton cloth ; and they trade in flaves, ivon-, 
caflb, and tauianiuls ; the gre^tell part of 
them go abnod naked, w'orfhippiiig the fun, 
moon, and itu’s, bclldc animals of different 
kinds ; but the i^irtuguefc* have made ma- 
ny converts. Cong'', properly lo called, is 
only 150 miles broad along the coall, but 
is .372 inland. From March to Septem- 
ber is called the winter feafon, w^hcii it rains 
almoll every day ; and the fummer is from 
OtSlober to Maich, w'hcn the weather it 
very hot. The river Zaii'c is full of cro- 
rodiles and river-horles. The principal 
town is St. Salvadtjr. 

CoNT, a town of Piedmont, (apital of 
a terellory of that name, with a ( it'dtl. It 
furrendered to the French in A pril 1 796.

Connaught, a province of Ireland, 
130 miles long, arid 84 broad ; bounded on 
the E by I.cinfter and Munfter, on the S 
by the latter province, on the W and N by 
the Atlantic, and on the NW by Ulller, It 
has ftvcral convenient bays and creeks, 
and is fertile in many places, but the in- 
habitants being la/y, is the lead cultivated 
of any of the four provinces. It contains 
one archbifhopric, five bi&oprics, fix coun- 
ties, feven market-towns, 10 boroughs, and 
330 parifhes. It has no rivers of any 
great note except the Shannon. 

Connecticut, one of the United 
States, ill New England, 82 miles long 
and ?7 liroad ; bounded on the Nhv Maf- 
iachic'H*^, on the E by Rlfcodc Ifland, ou 
the W by New York, and on the S by the 
Sound, which divides it from Long iuand. 
In the maritime towns, the weather is va- 
liablc, according as the wind blc'*\s from 
the fca or land. As vou advam e into the 
country, llie lea-breezos have Icfs elFetn: 
upon the air, and co 'cquently the wea- 
ther is lefs variable. The NTV winds, in 
the winter feafon, are often extremely fe- 
verc. The clear and ferene tenipeiature 
of the fkv, however, makes amends for 
the feventy ot the 'steadier, and is iavour- 
able to hcaltli and longevity. 1 lie coun- 
try is generally broken Kmd, made up of 
mountains, lulls, and valleys ; and it is 
exceedingly well w'atered. It is the moft 
populous, in jiroportion to its c’xtent, of 
any of the United States, and produces 
the neceflaries of life in abundance. Its 
principal rivers are the Connecticut, 
lloufatonik, and Thames. It cc^ntaini 
the counties of Hartford, Newhaven, New 
iamdun, Fairfadd, AVindhanv Lblificld, 
Middlclex, and Tolland. In 1782, the 
number of inhabitants was 27^1,395. 
Hartford and Newhaven are tlic capitals ; 
the gcncial alTcmbly being anuuailj holdfn 
at the former in May, and at the la t i 
in October. 

Connecticut, a large river of Nc\i' 
Fngland, w’hich gi’-^s name to one of the 
li\e colonics of that province. It rifes in 
a fwtop in lat. 45 10 Ion. 4 F.. After a 
fleepy courfc of eight or ten miles, it tum- 
bl'*s over four feparate falls, and turning 
V\ , keeps clofe undei- the lulls which form 
the N boundary of the vale, thro' wiiich 
it runs. Betw^een the tour.s of Walpotc 
on the E, and Weftn Jnflcr on *^be AV fidt' 
o) the river, are the grea’ taMs. The 
\ jioU- river, coir pi i fled 'x’tv cen two 1 oc 
f.-*irely 30 fLi.r aivi.vkr, moots 
amazing rapuUty into a broad bafon beio^’. . 
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Over thcfe falls, a bridge, i66 feet ixi 
length was built in 1784, under which the 
higheft floods may p^s without detriment. 
This is the firft bridge erciled over Ais 
noble river. The length of this beautiful 
river, in a flraight Ime, is nearly ,^oo 
miles. On its banks, which are fettled 
almofi to its fource, are many pleafant, 
neat, and well-built towns. 

Connor, a town of Ireland, in the 
county of Antrim, with a bilhop’s fee, 
fix miles N of Antrim. Lon. 6 6 £, 
lat.

CONQUET, a town of France, in the 
department of Finillerre and late inrovince 
of Bretagne, with a good harbour and road. 
It is 12 miles W of Brcfl. Lon. 4 41 W, 
lat.

Constance, a city of Suabia, with 
a bifhop’s fee; feated on die Rhine, be- 
tween the upper and lower lakes of 
Conilance. Tlie rommerce of this once 
flourifhlng town has gone greatly to decay, 
and grals now grow-s in tlie principal ftreets. 
By the aflillance of Zunc and Bafil, with 
whom it W'as in alliance, it expelled the bi- 
fhop, and embraced the reformation. But 
the proteflant cantons being worfled in 
1531, Conflance w'a& obliged to fubmit to 
the emperor Charles v, and to readmit the 
catholic religion. It thus loft its indepen- 
dence, and being negleifted by the houfe 
of Aufiria, fell by degrees into its prefent 
Hate. Conftance is famoiTs for a council, 
in 15141 which caufed John Hufs and Je- 
rome of Prague to be burnt ; and likevrife 
condemned the dodlrine of Wickliffe, and 
ordered his bones to be burned 40 years 
after he was dead. The IVtnch took pof- 
feiBon of this city Iir July I79</. It is 33 
miles N£ of Zui*ic. The inhabitants 
fcarcely amount to 3000. Lon. 9 10 £, 
lat.

Constance, Lake or, one of the 
moft conftdcrable lakes of SwilTerland, 
which it feparates from Suabia, that part 
excepted, whei*c the city of Conftance is 
feated on its S fide. Like all the lakes in 
SwilTerland, this is deeper in fummer than 
in winter ; w'hich is owing to the firft 
melting of the Ihow from the adjacent 
mountains. 

CoNSTANTiA, a dHlrltft at the Cape of 
Good Hope, confifting of two farms, 
which produce the well known wine fo 
much prir.ed in Europe, and known by 
the name of Cape or Conflantia wine. 

Constantin A, aftrong and coniklcr- 
ablc town of Africa, in the kingdom of 
Algiers, and capital of a territory of the 
fame name. It is the largcft and ftrong- 
eft in all the eaftem paits, and lealed at 


the top of a great rock. There is ho way 
to it but by fteps cut out of the rock ; and- 
the ufual way of punilhing criminals here 
is to throw them doWn the cUfT. Here' 
are many Roman antiquities, particularly 
a triumphal arch. It is 75 miles from the 
Tea, and 210 £ by S of Algiers. Lon. 7 • 
£, lat. 36 4 

CoNSTANTiNA,atownrof Spain, in An- 
dalufia, with a caftle feated On a mountain, 
40 miles N£ of SeriUe. Lon. 5 35 W, 
lat. 37 40 N. 

Constantinople, the ancient By-, 
xantium, one of the moft celebrated citica 
in Europe, in Romania, and capital of 
the Ottoman empire.' Conftantine the 
Great chofc this place for his abode, and 
rebuilt it after the model of Rome. It 
was taken, in 1453, by the Turks, who 
have kept poflefllon of it ever fince- It is 
feated at the caltem extremity of Roma- 
nia, on a fmall neck of land w'hich ad- 
vances towards NatolLi, from which it is 
feparated by a channel of a mile in breadth. 
The fea of Marmora wailies itp walls on the 
fouth, and a gulph of the channel of Con- 
ftantinople does the fame on' the north. It 
is delightlully fituated between the Black 
Sea and the Archipelago, from whence it 
is fupplied with all nec eftaries. The grand 
feignior’s palace, called the Seraglio, is feat- 
ed on the fea-fide, and is furrouitded with 
walls flanked with towers, and feparated 
from the city by canals. It is fiiid the 
harbour will eafily hold 12000 Ihips. The 
number of houl'es mult needs be prodijpousr 
fince one fire has bunit down 30,000 in a 
day, without greatly changing the afpe^ 
ot the city. However, in general, they 
are but mean, efpecially on the outfidc, 
where there arc few or no windows ; and 
the ftreets being narrow, gives them a me- 
lancholy look, lliey reckon that there arc 
3770 ftreets, fmaU and great : but they are 
feldom or never clean ; and the pcT»ple are 
infelted with the plague almoft every year. 
The inhabitants are half Turks, two-tmrds 
of the other lulf Chrifiians, and the reft 
Jews. Here are a great number of ancient 
monuments ftill remaining, and particu- 
larly the fuperb temple of Sophia, which 
is turned into a mofque, and far fiirpalTes 
atf the reft. The ftreet called Adpanople 
is the loiigeft and broadeft in the city ; and 
the bazars or bezefieins, are the markets 
for felling all forts of merchandize. The old 
and the new are pretty near each other : 
and are large fquare buildings covered with 
domes, and fiipported by arches and pilaf- 
ters. The new is the beft and contains all 
forts of goods which are there expofed tofale. 
The nuurket for llavea of both fexesi is not 
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off; aad the Jews are the principal 
merchants, who bring them here to be fold. 
There are a great number of young girls 
brought from Hungary, Greece, Candia, 
Ruffia, Mingrclia, and Georgia, for the ibr- 
yice of the Turks, who generally buy 
them for their feragUos , The great fquare, 
sear the mofque of fultan Bajazet, » the 
place for pubjSc diverfions, where die jug- 
gler? and mountebanks play a great variety 
ff tricks. The circumference of this city 
is by fomc laid to be 15 miles, and by Mr 
Toumefort 23 miles 5 to which, if we add 
the fuburb8,it may be 34 miles in compafs. 
The fuburb called Pera is charmingly 
fituated ; and is the place where the am- 
baffadors of England, France, Venice, and 
(lolland, refide. This city is built in the 
form of a triangle ; and as the ground rifes 
gradually, there is a view of the whole 
town from the fca. The public buildings, 
fuch as the palaces, the niofques, bagnios, 
and caravanfarles for the entertainment 
of ftrangers, are many of them very 
magnificent. Lon. 2q 20 £, lat. 41 4 N. 

CoNSTANTiNOPLF, Strait OF, an- 
ciently the Thracian Bofphorus, and for- 
ming the communication between the 
Euxine or Black Sea, and the Propontis, 
or fea of Marmora. It is 20 miles long, 
and a mile and a quarter broad, where 
narroweil. The Turks have built two 
oaities, oppofite to each otlier, tq defend 
the palTagc. It forms the reparation here 
between Europe and Afia. On ope fide of 
it is fituate Coiiflantinople, and on the other, 
Scutari, where the grand ilgnlor has his 
foiaglio. 

CoNSTANTiNOw, a towH of Poland in 
Volhinia, on the river Selucza, 62 miles 
N£ of Kaminieck. Lon. 27 20 £, lat. 
49 58 N. 

CoNTKSSA, a feaport of Turkey in Eu- 
rope, on a gulf of the fame name, in the 
Archipelago, 200 miles W of Conftanti- 
nople. Lon. 23 58 E, lat. 41 8 N. 

Conti, a town of France, in the depart- 
ment of Somme and late province o f Pi- 
tardy. It formerly gave the title of prince 
to a branch of the late royal family of 
France. It is feated on the Seille, 14 miles 
SW of Amiens, and 62 N of Paris. Lon. 
2 13 K, lat. 49 42 N. 

CoNVERSANO, a tovTj of Naples, in 
Terra dl Bari, with a bifhop’s ice, 12 
miles SE of Bari. Lon. j 7 6 E, lat. 41 
«o N. 

Conway, a town in Camarvonlhire, 
^‘ith a market on Friday ; feated at the 
mouth of the Conway, and diilinguilhed 
the mally remains of its ca^e, 
formerly ©nc of the moft magnificent 


ftniftures of the kind in the kingdom. It 
is 18 miles ENE of Carnarvon, and 235 
WNW of London. Lon. 4 i W, lat. 
S3 20 N. 

Conway, a river of N Wales, which 
fiowing through a fertile vale of the lame 
name, along the whole eaftem border of 
Camarvonlhire, falls into the Irilh Sea, at 
the town of Conway. 

CoNZA, an ancient town of Naples, in 
Principato Ulteriore, with an archlulhop’s 
fee. It was fo greatly ruined by an earth- 
quake in 16949 that the place where die 
cathedral flood is hardly known. It is 
52 miles £ of Naples, l^n. 15 35 £, lat. 
40 50 N. 

CooK*s River, a large river of N 
America, which flows into the N Pacific 
Ocean. It was difeovered, in 1778, by 
Captain Cook, who left a blank for its 
name, which was filled up by the earl of 
Sandwich. This river was traced as high 
as lat. 61 30 N, which is above 70 leagues 
from its mouth, in Ion. 152 o W. 

Cook's Strait, a flrait dividing the 
two illands of which New Zealand is 
(ompofed : it is about four or five leagues 
broad. 

Coos, an illand in die Archipcl^o, 56 
nriles NW of Rhodes, fubjcdl to the Turks. 
Lon. 27 44 lAt. 37 X N. 

Copenhagen, the capital of the king* 
dom of Denmark, fituated on the eallem 
Ihore of the illand of Zealand, upon a 
fine bay of the Baltic fea, not far from 
the ftrait called tlie Sound. Lon. 13 o £, 
lat. 55 30 N. Copenhagen is the bell 
built city of the north ; for althougji Pc- 
tcrlburgh excels it in fuperb edifices, yet, 
as it contains no wooden hpufes, it does 
not difplay that llriking contrail of mean- 
nefs and magnificence, but in general ex- 
hibits a more equable and unifocm appear- 
ance. The town is furrounded towards 
the land with regular ramparts and baf- 
tions, a broad ditch foil of M'RteTi and a 
{tvr outworks ; its circumference mea/iires 
between four and five miles. The flrcets 
arc well paved, wi^h a foot-way on each 
fide, but too narrow and inconvenient for 
geucTal ufe. The greatcll part of die buil- 
tiings are of brick ; and a few arc of free- 
llone brought from Germany. The hpufes 
of the nobility are in general fplendid, and 
conlhiKfled in the Italian llyle of architec- 
ture. The bufy fpirit of tornmcrcc is vifi- 
ble in this city, which contains about 80,000 
inhabitants. The haven is all* ays croud- 
ed with merchant Ihips ; and the ftreets 
arc interfedlcd by broad canals, which bring 
the merchandize clofe to the vrarehoufi s 
that line die qiia\s. This city owes if 9 
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principal beauty to a dreadful fire in 172 3 , 
that deibroyed five churches and 67 Ihrecn^, 
which have been fmee rebuilt in the mo- 
cIot ftyle. The new part of the town, 
raifed by tlie late King Frederic V. is ex- 
tremely beautiful, Icarcely inferior to Bath* 
It connlts of an odlagon, containing four 
uniform and elegant buildings of hewn 
ftone, and of four broad llreets leading to 
it in oppofite directions* In the middle of 
the area ftands an equefirian fiatue of Fre- 
deric V. in bronze, as big as life, which coll 
8o,ocol. The Royal Mufeum, or cabinet 
of Rarities, merits tlie attention of travellers. 
This colledlion, which v’as begun by Fre- 
deric III. b'dcpofited in eight apartments, 
and ranged In the following order : ani- 
mals, ihells, minerals, paintings, antiqui- 
ties, medals, drefies, arms and implements 
of the Laplanders. The royal palace, 
called Chnftianburg) built by Clirilbaii ri, 
one of the moll commodious and fumptu- 
oully fumilhed in Europe, wafr deftroyed 
by&e, Feb. 26, Z794: and on June 6, 
179 s f a fire broke out in the dock -yard, 
which foon communicated acrol's the ca- 
nal to the houfei, and continued to rage 
for two days, by which one fourth of the 
city was defiroyed. This city is five miles 
in circumference, and feated on the E 
Ihore of the ille of Zealand, .*^00 miles 
SW of Stockholm, and 500 NE of Lon- 
don. See Amak. 

CopiLOWATS, a town of Turkey in 
Europe, in Bulgaria- Lon. 36 35 £, 
lat. 46 40 N. 

COPORIA, a town of fngria, in the 
Rufiian government of Peterlburgh, at 
the mouUi of a river of the lame name. 
Lon. 99 o £, lat. 59 34 N. 

CoQU£T, a river in Northumberland, 
which croffing the centre of that county, 
falls into the German Ocean, at Work- 
worth. 

Coquet, an illand on the coall of 
Northumberland, oppofite the mouth of 
the river Coquet. 

COQJL 7 IMBO, a feaport of Chili, on a 
river of the lime name. It has been of- 
ten pillaged by the Engliih. Lon. 71 11 
W, lat. 29 54 S. 

Corah, or Corahjehenabad, a city 
of llindoufian Proper, in Dooab, fubjeA 
to the nabob of Oude. It is 60 miles 
iSSW of Lucknow. Lon. 79 45 E, lat. 
a6 5 N. 

CoRBACH, a town of Germany, in the 
principality of Waldeck, 10 miles NW of 
Waldtck. Lon. 8 58 E, lat. 51 20 N. 

CoRBLCK, a town of Aufirian Brabant, 
three miles S of Lou\ain. Lon. 4 49 £, 
lat. 30 50 N. 


CoRBEiL, a town of France, In the de- 
partment of Seine and Oife and laie pro- 
vince of the Ille of France, feated on the 
Seine, j 7 miles S of Paris. Lon. 2 26 E, 
lat. 48 33 N. 

CoRBit, a iown of France, in the de- 
partment of Somme and late province of 
Kcardy, with a late celebrated Benedic- 
tine abbey, feated on the Somme, 10 miles 
£ of Amiens. Lon. 2 38 £, lat^ 49 
54 N. 

Corby, a towm of Germany, on the 
coniines of Wcllphalia, wdth a famous 
abbey, wliofe abbot is a fovercign prince. 
It is feated on the Wefer, 30 miles E by 
N of Paderborn. Lon. 9 30 E, lat 51 
50 N. 

Cordova, an cpifcopal towm of .Spain, 
in Andalulia, remarkable for its anti- 
quity, and lor liaving preferved its fpkn- 
dour and riches tliiougli fo many ages, it 
being W'ell known to the Romans by the 
name of Corduba. In 759, Alxloulrah- 
man, only heir of the Ommiad line fixed 
his ro^’^al reCdcnce at Cordova. Tlhen be- 
gan thofe flourilhing ages of Arabian gal- 
lantly and magnificciu e, wdiich rendered 
the Moors of Spain luperior to all tiicir co- 
temporarics in arts and arms, and made 
Cordova one of the inoft fplendid cities of 
the world. When Europe 'w as buried m 
ignorance and debafed by brutality of man- 
ners, it became the centre of pohtentls, in- 
duftry and genius, (rreal and expcjnfive 
monuments of architeilfiure wert underta- 
ke n and completed by many of ihefe Spa- 
nifli monarchs ; w'hofe remains nobody 
can behold without being llrongly im- 
prefled w ith a high idea of the gCiiias of 
tlie artiils, as w'cll as the grandeur of the 
prince w'ho carried them into execution. 
It is feated on the Cxuadnlqiiiver, over 
which is a magnificent ftonc bridge. The 
circumference is large, but it is not peo- 
pled in proportion to its extent, for there 
are many orchards and gardens within the 
walls. The palaces, churches, and reli- 
gious houfes are fuperb, particularly the 
catliedral, w'hi<*h w^as Very magnificent. 
It w'as a inofque when the Moors pof- 
felTed the town ; for which reafon it Hill 
retains the name of Mezquita. The 
Iquarc, called the Plaza , Major, js fur- 
rounded by fine houfes, under w'hich 
are piazzas. The trade ronfiils in w^ine, 
filk and Cordovan leather ; and in the 
neighbourhood are a volt number of 
orange and lemon tre^s* The belt 
liorfes in Spain come hence. Cordova 
is 75 miles NE of Seville, and 137 S by 
W of Madrid. Lon. 4 4 W, lat.32 10 S. 

CoRpovA, a tow^n of S America, iu 
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Tucuman, witif a bllh(>p’s fee, 1 8o miles 
E by N of St. Jago. Lon. 6» 5 W, lat. 
45 36 N. 

Cqrduan, a famous Ughthoufe of 
FranLC, at the mouth of the Gironde, ? ? 
mjles N\V of Bourdcaux. Loji. i 9 W, 
Ut. 45 36 N. 

Cqrra, a peninfola of Afia, extending 
betNvcen China and Japan. It is bounded 
on the N by Chinrfe Tartary, on the E 
by the fea and iftea of Japan, on the S 
by the ocean, and on the W ^ the gulf 
a^id provutce of Leao-tong. This king- 
dom is commonly reckoned aoo leagues 
from N to S, and 100 troin E to W. 
The king has ablblute autliority over his 
fubjedtg, but is himfdf tributary to China, 
It IS divided into eight provinccj., which 
contain 33 cities of the full rank, 58 of 
tjie fecond, and 70 of the tliird. Kingki- 
tao is the capital. Corea chiefly produces 
wheat, rice, and ginfeug, with a kind of 
palm-tree which yields a gum capable of 
producing a yellow varnifli htile iiih-rior 
to gilding. Hence alfo are exported call or 
and fable Ikius ; alio gold, illver, iion, 
and foifll fait ; a kind of finall bruihes 
for painting, uiade of die han of a wolf’s 
tail, are likevrile manufadlured here, wlileb 
are exported to China and highly cflecm- 
td thtre. The Ica-coalls abound in tilh, 
and great numbers of whales are found 
tjierc every year tow^ards the uorth-ealt. 
Tii< Coreans are well made, ingenious, 
brave and tradlable ; aie fond of danc- 
ing, and fliow great doeihty in aequii uig 
die fcicnceb, to w^hich they apply with 
great ardour, and honour in a particular 
niaiiuer. The nortlieni Coreans are la: ger 
fized and more lobuli than thole ol the 
ioudi , have a talle for arms, and become 
excellent Ibldiers. Their arms are crols- 
bpws and long fabres. Men of learning 
are diftingmihed Irom other dalles of 
people by two plumes of feathers in their 
caps ; and when merchants prellut the 
Coreans with any books tor fale, they 
drels thetn^ves in their richclt attlie, and 
burn perfumes before Uicy treat conct ruing 
the price. The Coreans , mourn tliree 
years, as in China, for a lather or motlwi : 
but the time of mourning for a brother 
is confli^ed to tlircc months. Their dead 
arc not interred until three years after 
their dt-ceafe ; and when the ceremony of 
interment is performed, they place around 
the tomb the clothes, chariot, and horfes 
of the* deceafed, with whatever eJfe he 
Ihowed the greateft fondnefe for w^hile 
alive ; all which they leave to be carried 
off by the aflillants. Their houies, as hi 
Chuia, confill only of oii^* lloiy^, and a**e 
very UI built. Tiilir w rithi g, drefs, religi- 


ous ceremonies, and creed, as well as the 
greater port of their culloms, arc bor- 
nnved iroin the Chmefe. l‘heir women, 
however, are left eonflned, and have the 
hberty of djipearing in public with the 
other fex, fur w'htch they are oiten ridicul- 
ed by their neighbours- They difier from 
the Cbintie aifo hi their ceremonies of 
marriage, and in the manner of eontra^Ing 
it ; the parties in this country taking tlie 
liberty to chool'c for themfrlvcs, without 
conluiting the inclinations ol their parents, 
cr luflering them to throw' any obllacles in 
their way. 

L'ORht-CA&TLF, a borough in Dor- 
fetlhire, wltli a market on Thurfday. It 
is feated m a pcninfula, called^ the ille of 
Purbtck, on a liver, be^tw'ecn two hills, 
on one of whkh Hands the ealLle, former- 
ly a place of great importance. The 
town is governed by a mayor, and its 
Jdtimcu have the tiile of barons. It 
kiuli two mcmbeis 10 parliament, and it 
21 miVs E of Dortluiter, and 120 W 
by $ of London. Lon. 2 4 W, lat. 50 
36 N . 

Corfu, an illand of the Mediterranean, 
near Albania, lubjtdl to tlie Venetians, 
and tlic na)H im^iortaiit place tliey have 
in tluJe parts, becaufe it commands the 
gulf of Veuite. It 18 defended by an 
impregnable eaillc. Here is made a great 
quantity of fait ; and it abounds with 
vineyards, lemons, and olives. The ca- 
pital is ol the Idine name, wdth a hand- 
iome metropolitan chui 4 . h of the Greeks, 
on the E eoait. Lon. 20 o £, lat. 39 
40 N. 

CoKiA, an epifcopal town of Spain, in. 
l.eon, frated on the Alagon, 120 miJet 
SW of Madrid. Lon. ^ 30 W, lat. 40 
oN. 

Corinth, called Cor.intho, or 
OoRAMF, a celebrated city, m the Mo- 
rtjtf w'ith a Gretk aiTJ»bi}hop’s fee. It 
was one of the moil inuH>rtant place*! in 
Gieccc, on account of its fltuation on the 
iiUjma-> into the Morca ; its caiUc on the 
top of an almolt inacceinble rock ; its 
haiboui'd on the gulfs of Lepanto and En- 
gia; Its r.chc*!, and its ai'chitcdls, Iculp- 
tors, and painters, who were the moil 
ikiilul in Greece. It once belonged to 
the Venetians, but the Turks became 
nuJicrs of it in 1715, and have kept it ever 
finec. It is now greatly decayed ; for 
tlie* houfes are not crmliguous, but inter- 
mixed wdth fields and gardens, which 
make it look like a village. 'Vhc coun- 
try about it abuuiicis w ith com wine and 
oii, and from the caitlc, is a fine profpeCl 
over the fea to the K and Wy and a 
frrtilc country N and IS. 'fhc inhabitants 
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arc chiefly Chriflians^ of the Greek diurch. 
It is 40 milee NW of Athens. Lon. 13 
3 £y lat. 38 X4 N. 

Corinth, Isthmus of, in the Mo- 
fca,'a neck of land which joins the Mo- 
*ea to Livadia, and reaches from the gulf 
of Lepanto to that of Engia. There are 
ftill the ruins of a town upon it, and of 
the temples dedicated to the Sun, Pluto, 
Diana, Neptune, Ceres, and Bacchus. 
The narroweit part of it is fix miles ovct ; 
and on a mount there, called Oneius, 
were formerly celebrated the Iflhmian 
|;ame8. Julius Cefar, Caligula, and Nero, 
m yain attempted to cut a channel through 
the iithmus : they tlierefore built a wall 
acrois it, called Hexamilium, becaufe it 
was fix miles in length. I'his was dc- 
vnolilhed by Amurath ii, rebuilt by the 
Venetians, and levelled a fecond time by 
Mahomet ix. 

CoRiTA, a town of Spain, in Leon, 
93 miles £ of Salamanca. Lon. 5 49 W, 
lat. 4X 5 N. 

Cork, a county of Ireland, in the pro- 
vince of Munfier, 8 q miles in length, 
and 50 in breadth ; bounded on the W 
by Kerry and the Atlantic, on the N by 
Limerick, on the £ by Waterford, and on 
the S and S£ by St. George’s Channel. 
It contains 231 pariihes, and before the 
Irilh Onion fent a6 members to parliament. 
It is fertile and populous, and has two 
remarkable rivers, the backwater and 
Lee. 

Cork, the capital of the county of 
Cork, witli a biibop’s fee. It is a neat, 
wealthy and populous place, on the river 
l.«ec, where it has a commo^ous harbour. 
It is the firft town ot Ireland for trade 
except Dublin. It vrus taken by the earl 
of Marlborough in 1690. It is 14 miles 
from St. George’s Channel, and 124 
SW of Dublin. Lon. 8 23 W, lat. 51 
54 N. 

Cor LIN, a town of Prufiian Pome- 
rania, fcat^ on tlie river Perfant, eight 
miles SE of Colberg. Lon. 15 47 £, 
lat.

CoRMEVTiN, a fortrefs on the Gold 
Coafi of Guinea, belonging to the Dutch. 
Near it is the town, which is large and 
populous. Lon. o 15 W, lat. 5 30 N. 

CoRMERY, a to\ni of France, in the 
department of Indre and Loire and late 
province of Touraine. It had before the 
freiirli revolution a rich Bcncdidline 
abbey, and is feated on the Indre, eight 
miles from Tours. Lon. o 28 £, lat. 47 
N. 

Cornet, a cafUe on the ifland of 
Gueinfcy. Lon. 2 40 W, lat, 49 30 N. 
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CoRNETO, a town 0/ Italy, in the 
ratrimony of St. Peter, with a bifiiop’a 
fee, feated on the Marta, three miles £ 
of the fea, and 37 NW aS Rome. Lon, 

IX 53 £, lat. 42 ts N. 

Cornwall, a county which form* 
the SW extremity of England ; hounded 
on the E by Devonihire, on the S by the 
Englilh Channel, and on the NW by Su 
George’s ChanneL This county 4 s . 80 
miles long, 40 broad, and 250 in circum- 
ference, containing 960,000 acres, and 
126,000 inhabitants. Its chief rivers are 
the Tamca, Fale, Cober, Looe, Camel, 
Fowe, Haile, Lemara, Kenfc and Aire. 
Its principal capes or head lands are the 
Land’s end, the Lizard, Cape Cornwall, 
Dcadman’s head, Rame head, &c. and 
a clufier of ifiancls, 145 in number, called 
the Scylly ifles, fuppoied formerly to have 
belonged to the main-land, though now 
30 miles diftant ; abounding with an- 
tiquities particularly druidicai. It lies in 
the diocefe of Exeter ; contains nine hun- 
dreds, 27 market-towns, and 16 1 pariihes ; 
and fends 44 members to parliament. 
As Comw'all is funrounded by the fea on 
ail fidcs except the £, the lummers are 
iefs hot, and the winters lefs cold, than 
in other parts of England, and the fpring 
and harvefi are oblei'ved to he more back- 
ward. High and hidden winds are alfo 
more common in this than in other 
counties of England, and the fpring and 
harveft arc obferved to be more back- 
w’ard. The foil, as it is (hallow, is not 
very fruitful, e^cially in the centre or 
the hilly parts ; the valleys are ver^'^ pleafant 
and fertile, yielding great plenty both of 
com and paiiure. I'he lands near the 
fca-coaft arc manured and fertilized with 
fea-w'ced, and a kind of fand formed by 
the particles of broken (hells as they are 
daflied againft each other by the (ea. It 
has plenty of fea-herbs, and fonie other 
plants peculiar to its infular lituation. The " 
Phenicians early vifilcd thefe coafts, fome 
think, 400 or 450 years beiore ChriA. 
derives its chief importance from its mine- 
rals. The mines of tin are numerous, 
and arc, in general, very rich in ore : 
thefe have rendered this county famous 
in all ages. Tliere has been tometimefi 
found a (hiall quantity of gold and filver, 
but not worthy of notice. With tbR 
metalline ores are intermixed large quan- 
tities of mundic and arfentc* M^y forts 
of (lones are alio found here, particularly 
moorftone, which is ufed both in buildings 
and for millilones ; when polifhcd, it ap- 
pears more beautiful than any of the mar- 
ble kind, and makes the richeft furniture^ 
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Rt tables, cbimneypieces, but being 
exceedingly hard, the poliihmg is expen- 
five. The copper mines «ire alfo numer- 
•us, and rich in ore. In many cavernous 
parts of the rocks are found tranfparent 
cryllals, called ComUh diamonds, they 
being very brilliant when well pohihed. 
This county was one of the places to 
which the ancient Britons retreat^, whofe 
language was retained even to this century, 
but it is now quite extindl. The king’s 
eldell fon is bom duke of Cornwall, and 
derircs a revenue, not only from lands 
appertaining to the duchy, but from the 
mines of tin and copper ; he has under 
kirn an officer, callea lord warden of the 
Stannary Courts, whofe jurifdi^ion ex- 
tends over the mines and miners of Corn- 
wall and Devonlhirc ; and he appoints, 
in his privy council, the fheriff of the 
fonner county. Launcefion is the ca- 
pital. 

Coro. Se£ Venezuela. 

Coromandel Coast of, the moll; 
taftem part of the Hither India, lying 
between lo. and 20. deg. N. lat. and 79. 
30. and 86. 30. £. long. It is terminated 
by Golcond^ on the N. by the bay of 
Bengal on the E. by Madura on the S. 
and by Bifnagar Proper on the W. Some 
geographers confider the fouthem limit of 
Golconda to be Cape Comorin, and the 
northern Mafulipatam. On this coall, 
Madras, or Fort St George, Pondicherry, 
and many other European forts and fa 61 or- 
ies arc fituated, from whence chintz, cali- 
coes, and muflins are exported to Europe, 
together with forae diamonds. There is 
not a port for large Ihips on the whole 
coail. Madras is the principal town.

Cor 8 HAM, a town in Wilts, where 
the Saxon king Ethelred had a palace.

Corsica, an ifta^d in the Mcdit«ixa'< 


nean, between 8 and 10^ £ Ion. and 41 and 
43® N lat. On the S it is feparated from 
Sardinia, by the llrait of Bonifacio ; to 
the £ it has the Tufean Sea ; to the N 
the gulf of Genoa ; and to the W it is 
oppofite the coafts of France and Spain. 
It is 150 miles from N to $, and from 
40 to 50 in breadth. It was known to 
the ancient Greeks by the names of Cal- 
lifta and Cymus, and to the Romans by 
its prefent appellation. On the coaft are 
manv excellent harbours. The air is very 
unwholefome, and the land hilly, full of 
ftones, and cultivated very poorly ; how- 
ever, the vallies produce wheat, and the 
hills fruits, viz. olives, figs, grapes, almonds, 
and chefnuts. They have horfes alfo, of a 
veiy fiery nature. Befides, there arc 
mines of iron, and a great deal of filh and 
coral on the coaft. In the middle there 
is the mountain Gradaccio, where there 
are two lakes, near each other, from 
whence proceed the two principal rivers. 
ITiere is a ridge of mountains, which 
divide the ifland into two paits, tlie 
N. and S. The capital is Baftia. It be- 
longed to the Genoefe, but the natives 
having for many years taken up arms a- 
gainft them, that ftate furrendered its 
right to the king of France. After the 
French revolution in 1789, Corfica was 
admitted as an eighty-third deportment 
of France, at the particular requeft of a 
deputation, of which Paoli was at the head. 
In confequence, however, of fomc events 
which followed the revolution of 1792, 
Paoli revolted ; the French, by the affift- 
ance of the Englilh, were expelled ftom 
the ifland ; and Corfica, on the 19th of 
June 1794, was declared annexed to the 
crown of Great Britain, according to a 
new conftitution, which had been previ- 
oufly formed. It has fince revolted to 
France and the Engliih viceroy has been 
recalled. 

Corsoer, a town of Denmark, ok 
the W fide of the ifle of Zealand, on a 
pcninfula, in the Great Belt. It has a 
good harbour for light veiTels, and is de- 
fended by a citadel.

CoRTF, a town of Italy, in the ifland of 
Corfica, leated partly* on the foot, and 
partly on the declivity of a rock, at the con- 
fluence of the Tavignano and Keflonlca. 
On the point of a rock, rifing above the 
reft, at the 1)ack of the town, is the cafUe, 
which has only one winding paflage to 
clnnb up, in which only two perlons caa 
go abrcail.

CossACS, a people inhabiting the con- 
fines of Poland, RufTu, Tartar)*, and 
Turkey. They are divided into the 
Kofakki-fe-Pai-ovi, the Koiakki-Donfki. 
and the Unilian Coilhes. The ColTacs 
are tall and'W'ell made, with aquclinc noles, 
and a good mien. They aie hardy, 
1 igomus and brave ; but fickle and waver- 
ing, the women arc handforne, well Jhaped, 
and complaifaht to ft' angers. The Uralian 
Cofiics du^il jn villages, along the banks 
of the Ural, and their chief town is Uralik. 
The country which die Kofakld-fa-Parovi 
inhabit. Is called the Ukraine ; and their 
towns are built of wood, after the manner 
of the Ruflians. The Kofakki-Donfki 
dwell on both fides of the Don ; arc under 
the protciftion of Ruftia, and profcls dre 
frmc religion.

COTDUS, a town of Lower Lufatia, 
fubjetft to the king of Pnifliai A great 
ilumbcr of French proteftants fled here 
from the perfecucions of their ow n country, 
and introduced their manufatflures. it is 
noted for excellent beer, pitch, and the 
cultivation of flax. It is feated on t be river 
Spree, 60 miles S by E of Berlin. Lon.

Cote d'or, a department of France, 
containing part of the late province of 
Burj^undy. Dijon is the capital. 

Corrs NU Nord, a deportment of 
France, fo named from its northerly ma- 
ritime pofition, containing part of the late 
province of Bretagne.

CoTiGNiAC, a town of France, in the 
d»*partment of Var and late province of 
Provence, oir the river Argens. 

Cot F b WOLD, or Cotswolp Hills, a 
Jong tra^l of high ground in the E part of 
Glouccfterlhire. Affording in many places 
a fine fhort grafs for tlie feed of fhcep* 
and otlicrs are devoted to the growth of 
com. 

Couev, a town of France, in the de- 
partment of Aifnc, nine miles N of Soif* 
Ions. Lon. 3 13 E, lat. 49 31 N. 

Coventry, a city in Warwicklhire, 
w'hich, with Lichfield, is a bifhop’s lee. 
Its market is on Friday. It is a county 
of itfelf, governed by a mavor, and fends 
twm members to parliament. It has three 
parifn-churches, tw^o fre^chools, and 
fc%’'eral hofpitals. 'Fhe honfes being moftly 
old, and built of wood and plafler, with 
ilories projedling over each other, make 
a mean appearance. The wafts were 
ordered to be demoliflied at the Reftora- 
tion, and now nothing remains of them but 
the gates, which are very lofty. The 
town-houfe is much admired for its painted 
vundowa, reprinting feveral kings and 
others that have been benefadlors to the 
city.

Cracow, a city, fonnerly the capital 
of Poland, where tlie kmg^ were elected 
and crowned. It was once almofl tlic 
centre of the Polifti d'iminions, but fince 
the partition of Poland in 1774, it is be- 
come a frontier town. Cratkow ftaads 
in an cxtcniiie j*lain, watered by the 
Viftula, wdinh is broad but lhallow: the 
city and its fiiburbs occupy a iiark of 
ground, but arc fo badly peopleil, that they 
fiaicely coniaiii 16,000 inhabitants. The 
great Jliuarc in the midiilc oi the town 
is very Ipacious, and has veral w’ell-built 
hoiifes, once richly luiTiflied and w'ell 
inhJiJted, hut moit of them now' cither 
uutenanltd or in a llatc of mcLincholy 
decay. Many of the llivcts arc hioat^ and 
handfomc ; but almofttvery biu*d‘,ig bears 
the moft linking nuiiks ol ruined grand- 
eur: the churclies aloiic feem to have 
piefirvcd their original fpltudor. Tlie 
devaftation of this unibilimaie town was 
begun by the Swedes at rlie tojnuicncr- 
meiit of llie picfent century, wdun it 
was belieged and taken by Charles XII. 
but the mifehiefs it fuflered Irom that 
ravager of tlic noitli w ere far lefs deftnic- 
tive tlian thofe it cxpci lenced during Uic 
late drcadtul lommotioii*,, wdien it undcr- 
w ent repeated fieges, and was alternately 
in jxiiTeflion of ihe RulTuns and Confede- 
rates. The effltils of cannon, gi ape*, and 
muJket Ihot, are fliU difeemilde on the 
vvalls and houfes. Lj a word, Crackow 
exhibiu the remains of ancient inacfnifi- 
cence, and looks like a great cap.tal in 
ruins: from the number of fiilhn and 
falling houfes one w'ould imagine it had 
lately been facked, and that the tnemy 
had left it only yelltrdav. The town is 
furrounded with high w'alls of biick, 
ffren-'-th^ned by round an-l • towers, 
cf wdiimfical fhapen, m an. lont flvlrs 
of fortificaiif.n : 'l In I'liivirfity of LVa- 
eow' was formerl'^ and nut unjuiUv, 
vsli-d the mother of FoJdh - 
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it prln(:ipal!y fuppUed the other femiiuriei 
\rith profeflbrs ai^ men of learning ; bnt 
its luftre has been greatly obfcured by tlie 
removal of the royal refklcnce to Warlaw> 
and ftill more by the late intefiaae con- 
Vullions. Towards the foutheni part of 
the towny near the Viitula, rifes a fn»Ii 
eminence or rock, upon the top of wdiich 
is built the palace, mrrounded with brick 
walls and old towers, which form a kind 
of citadel to the town. When the gene- 
ral iniurre^on broke out/ in 17949 againft 
the Pruflian and Ruffian ufurpers of the 
Polilh territory, Kofchifco, the chief of 
the patriotic infurgents, expelled the Ruffi- 
an gairifon from this city, on the a4th 
of March, 1794 ; but having marched, in 
the fequel, to the protc(Stion of Warfaw, 
Cracow furrendered to the Pruffians, on 
the 15th of June. It is fcated on the 
Viilula, 170 miles SSW of Warfaw.

Craigmzllsr, a rmnnus caftlc, two 
miles SE of Edinburgh, in which Mary 
queen of Scots jc 3 dtd, after her return 
from Paris, in 1562.

Crandourm, a town in Jlorfetfhire, 
with a' market on WednelHay, It is well 
watered with flreams, and has a fine 
chafe which extends almo/l to Salifbury.

CranbAook, a town in Kent, with 
ar market on Saturday, 1 3 miles S of Maid-

Ckanoanorf, a town and fort on the 
coafi of Malabar, lately fubjcdl to the Dutch 
by whom it was taken from the Portugueie 
in 1662.

'I 'ippoo Sultan, regent of My fore, difpiuing 
tlieir right to fell it, a war enfued, which 
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was terminated in 1791 1 Tippoo confeat- 
ing to pay three crores of rupees, and 
cede one half of his dominions to the three 
confederate powers. Cranganorc is leat- 
ed at the mouth of a river, 24 miles N 
by W of Cochin.

Crato, a town of Portugal, in Alen- 
tejo, feven miles £ of Poitalegra.

Crlcy, or Cressy, a village of France, 
in the department of the Straits of Calais 
and late province of Picardy, remarkable 
for the vi<Story gained by Edward 111, in 
1346.

Creditor, a towm in Devonfhire, 
with a market on Saturday. The church 
is a handlbme finidture, built in the form 
of a catliedral, to which belongs a free- 
fchool. The town was alinofi; all de- 
ftroyed by lire in 1743. It lias a confi- 
dcrable maiiufadlure of ferges, and is feat- 
ed between two lulls, 12 miles NW of 
Exeter, and 181 W by N of London.

Creetown, a fmall port of Scotland, 
on the E fide of Wigton Bay, in Kiik- 
ciidbnghtfliire.

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t>ut <T>r an accident, would have taken 
the town. It has been feveral times taken 
and retaken ; and it furrendered to the 
French in May 1 796, but has been fince 
retaken by the Ruiiians under Suwanxiw.

Crimea, or Crim Tartary, the an- 
cient laurica Cherfonclus, a pcninfula 
in Afia, bounded on the S and W hy the 
Black Sea ; on the N by the province of 
Catharinenflaf, with which it communi- 
cates by the ifihinus of Perekop ; and on 
the S by the fea of Afoph and the llrait 
of Cafia. The mountainous ])arts w ere in- 
habited by the Tauri, probably a colony 
of Sc}^ians ; and hs coafts on the wefi, 
the eaft, and the louth, by Greeks. Hie 
Scythians were driven out by Mithridates ; 
tlic Greeks by the Sarmatians ; and thefe 
again hy the Alani and Goths, a northern 
hold of Sej^bians. The Hungarians, the 
Coillicks, and Tartars funeedtd in their 
turn ; while tlie Genoefe, in the 12 th 
century, held a temporary and precarious 
pofleflior. of the fcaports, which tluy were 
obliged to yield to the Turks m 1475. 
At the peace of 1774, the Tartars of 
the Crimea were declared independent. 
Ti'hc mountains are well covered with 
woods fit for the purpofe of flnp-building, 
and contain plenty or wild bealls. I'hc 
valleys confift or fine arable land ; on the 
fidcs of the hills grow com and vines in 
great abundance, and the earth is rich 
in mines. But ihefe mountaineers are as 
carelcfs and negligent as the inliabitants 
of the deferts ; flighting all thefe advan- 
tages ; and, like their brethren of the 
lowlands, arc* fufficiently happy if they are 
in poflefiion of a fat Ihecp and as much 
bread as ferves them to eat. In 1783, the 
Ruflians took poflefiion or the country with 
an army ; the following year, it was ceded 
to them by the Turks ; and the peaceable 
pofleflion of the whole was fecared to 
them in 1791, by the ceflion of tlie for- 
trefs of Oczdkow. The Crimea is di- 
vided into two parts, by mountains which 
run E and W. The N divifiou is flat, 
poor, and fit for pafturage only. In the 
S parts, the vallies are aflonlflungly pro- 
dudfive, and the climate extremely mild, 
from the cxcluflon of tliofc viohni winds 
by which the N divifion is frequently in- 
commoded. Befides the p<^rts of Ktrth 
and Jcnikale, the road of CaiTa, and tlic 
harbour of BahicUva, there is, y ar Sc- 
baflapol, one of the fintfl Iiarbours in the 
world. The Crimea now fonns one or 
the two provinces of the government o 
Catharinenflaf^ uiuU r the name of Tav 
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rlda ; in fome late maps it is called Tau* 
lica. Achmcdchct was made the capital 
in 1785, 

Croatia, ftnrmerly a part of the an- 
cient lilyruum, now a province oF'Huu- 
gar)', bounded on the N by Sclavonia, on 
the Jii by IjnJnia, on the S by Dalmatia and 
the gulf of Vemce, and on the W by Car- 
niola. The greateft part of it belongs 
to the houle of Auilria* Carlibuli is the 
capital* 

Croia, a town of Albania, with a bi- 
ihop’s fee, feated near tlie gulf of Venice, 
13 milts N£ ol Durazzo. Lon. 19 27 £, 
lat. 42 6 N. 

Croisic, or Croisil, a town of 
France, now in the department of Low’er 
Loire, lately in the province of Bretagne. 
It is feated on the bay of Bifray, hetw^een 
the mouths of the I^ire and Vilaine, 35 
miles W of Nantes.

Croix, St. a river of N America, 
which forms the NL boundary of tlie 
United States, and falls into the bay of 
Fund)'. 

Cromack-water, a lake of Cum- 
berland, between Buttermcre-watcr and 
Lowes-water, with each of which it is 
conne^td by the rrver Cocker. It is Jour 
miles long, and near halt a mile ovei ; 
beautified with three finall liles, one of 
t)icin a rock. 

Cromarty, a county of Scotland, 
which comprehends part of a ptuinfula on 
the S fide 01 the frith to wiiich it gives 
name. It is bounded on all fidcs by Kofs- 
(hire, exc'^pt on the E, wiierc it is boun- 
ded by the Murray iiith. It is 12 miles 
from E to W, and three is its grtatell 
breadth. It is fertile and w'cll culiivatid, 
and abounds with black cattle. It fends 
one member to parliament, alternately with 
Nairne. 

Cromarty, the capital of the fhire 
of Cromaity, at the mouth of the frith 
of the fame name.

Cuba, an idand of the *W Indies, at 
the cntqance of the gulf of Mexico, 700 
miles 111 length, and 87 in breadth. On 
the £ lido it begins at 20 20 N lat. touches 
the tropic of Cancer on the N, and ex- 
tends from 74 to 85 15 W Ion. It lies 60 
miles to the W of Hifpaniola, 25 leases 
N of Jamaica, 100 miles to the E of 
Jucatan, and as many to the E of 
Cape Fioiida. It commands die entrance 
ot the gulphs both of Mexico and Florida, 
as alfo the wLidwaid paifages. It 
diLovercd by Columbus, in 1492. The 
Sp<tniards arc entirely mailers ol it, having 
extirpated the natives. The foil is not 
extremely fertile; but there are paltures 
lulficicnt to feed a great number of ihtep 
and hogs, which were originally brought 
hither. Ther^ arc fevcral forts of mines 
in the mountains, and forclls full of game. 
The pioduce is lugar-canvs, ginger, calfia, 
wild cinnamon, and very good tooacco, 
called b / the Spaniards Cigan* 03 . The hd)s 
run through Uie middle of the iiUnd 
from E to W, but near the coail the land 
is gene*! .dly level ; and many rivulets flow 
from the lulls to the N and S. The hun- 
dredth part of this illand is not yet clear- 
ed. The true plantations are all coniitied 
to the beautiful plains of die ilavaniiah, 
and even thole are not what they might 
be. This illand was taken by the iCnghlh 
in i76T,but reftored by the peace of 1763.

Cuba, or Alcub a town of Portugal, 
in Alentejo, 36 miles S by £ of Evora.

Cuban, a large river, formed by the 
jundllon of many ftreams that rife in the 
countries between the Black Sea and the 
Calpian.

Cuban, or Cuban Tart ary, a coun- 
try of Afia, in the RulTun piovmce of

againfl the Engllfh, which was ended by 
the intelligence received of the peace.

CuMKtRLANJ), a county of England, 
hounded on the N by Scotland ; on the E 
by Northumberland, Durham, and "U'eA- 
moreland ; on the S by Lancafhirc, and on 
the W by the Irifh Sea and Solway Frltli. 
The length from north to fouth may a- 
vnount to 35 miles, hut the breadth does 
not exceed 40. It is well watered with 
rivers, lakes, and fountams ; but none of 
its ftrenras arc navigable. In fome places 
there arc verv high mountains. 'Fiic air 
IS keen and piercing on thefe mountains to- 
u-ards the north ; and the climate is nioiil, 
as in all hilly countries. The foil varies 
with the face of the countr)' j being bar- 
ren on the moors and mountains, but fertile 
in the valleys and level ground bordering 
on the fea. In general the eaflem parts 
of the Ihire arc barren and defolate ; yet 
even the Icaft ferule parts are rich in me- 
tals and minerals. The mountains of Cop- 
land abound with copper : veins of the 
fame roctaJ, with a inixtui'e of gold and 
fdver, were found in the reign of queen 
Elizabeth among the fells of Derwent ; 
and royal mines were formerly ^^Tought 
at Kc-fwick. The county produces great 
quantities of coal, fome lead, abundance 
cl tlie mineral eail:h called black lead, fe- 
vcral mim *'> of lapis calaminaris ; and an 
inconfidei-alde pcail filhery on the coaft 
near Ravengiafs. The Skiddaw is ihc 
principal mountain ; and the chief rivers 
arc the Edrn and Dcm^cnt. This county 
and the adjoining one of Wcllmonrland, 
are celebrated for tlieir lakes, which have 
been repeatedly defenbed by the pen and 
pent II ♦ The lakes in Cumberland are the 
Derwent- water, Bailenthwaite-watcr, But- 
v**mcre‘WatcT, Cromack-waiiT, I./)\ves- 
wdlcr, ITls-w^ter, Well-water, Ennerdale- 
WAtcr, Klder-wat^*!, Broadwater, &c.

CuMBRAY, Great and Little, two 
iilands in the frith of Clyde, to the £ of 
the iflc of Bute. The former is remark- 
able for its excellent freeftone quarries, 
and the ruins of an ancient catliedral de- 
dicated to St. Columba. 

Cunningham, the moft northerly di- 
viiion of AyTlhire. The NW angle of 
this diftri(ft, though mountainous, s^ordt 
rich pafturage. Its chief town is Irvin. 

Cupar, a royal borough of Fifefhire, 
and the county -town. It is fcated in a 
rich valley on the N fide of the Eden, eight 
miles WSW of St. Andrew’s. Lon. a 55

CuiMR in Angus, a fmall tomi in 
Forj&trfliire, Scotland, wholly employed in 
the manufacftiire of linen cloth. Fair, 
Tliiirf. before Eafter. 

Curacao, an ifland of S Amerio, to 
the N of I'erra Firma, fubje<ft to the 
Dutch. It is 2 7 miles in length, and 22 in 
breadth, and its trade confifts in fugar and 
(kins. T'he principal town is St. Peter, at 
the NE extremity of tlic illand. Lon. 69

CuRDisTAN, a country of Afia, fcated 
between the 1 urkilh empire and Perfia, 
lying along the callern ( oaft of the river 
i'igris, aud coniprelicndmg great part 
of ancient AfTyria. Some of the inha- 
bitants live in towns and villages, and 
others rove from place to place, having 
tents like the wild Arabs, and being rob- 
bers like them. Their religion is partly 
Chriftianity and partly Maiiometauifm ;

Curia-Maria, an illand on the coaft 
of Arabia Felix, oppofite the mouth of 
the river Prim.

CussTRiN, the capital of the new 
marche of Brandenburg, with a cattle, 
feated at the confluence of the Oder and 
Waru.

CuTCH, a territory in Hiiidooftan 
Proper, governed by a rajah, and fituate 
on the SE of Sindy ; the E branch of the 
Indus feparating the two i^ountries. It 
extends along the N coaft of the gulf of 
Cutch, and is feparated from Guzerat by 
the river Puddar. It abounds with hills, 
woods, and Tandy wilds. Its capital is 
Boodge-boodge. 

Cuzco, a towTi of Peru, formerly 
the refidcnce of the incas. It is Icated 
at the foot of a mountain, and is built in 
a fquare fonn, in the middle ol whir h is the 
bell market in all America : four large 
flreets terminate in the fquare, which ai'e 
all as ftralght as a line, and regard the four 
quarters of tlic woi Id. It contains eight 
large parities, and five religious houtes, 
and the number of the inhabitants is about 
50,000, of which three-fourths are the ori- 
ginal Americans. Streams of w'atcr lun 
through the town, which are a great con- 
venience in fo hot a country where it fckloin 
rains.

Dacca, a city of Hindoofiza Ih-oper, 
in the L quartci ot Bengal, be\ond the 
pnncipal itream of tlic 0.^ngLs, altlu/ a 
Very capital brandi uins pl.^i it. Few 
iiiuat'ons aiv biltci* i il^ul itvd ior an inianvJ 
< inpqriuni of tri Jc, ai I ht Dai ca river ^oin- 
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fnunicatcs with all the other inland naviga- 
tions. It ic ilic provincial capital of this 
quarter^ and is the third city in Bengal in 
point of extent and population. Indeed) 
within the prefent century it has been the 
capital of all BengaL It has a vaft trade 
in innllinS) and manufadlures the moil de- 
licate ones jmong thofe which are moil 
fought alter jn liurope ; the cotton is pro- 
duced within the province. Dacca is 
fituated loo luiles above the mouth of the 
(laLgcs, and iSoby the road from Calcutta. 
The ».ountry round it lies low, and is always 
eovtred with verdure during the dry 
months.

Dai'AR, or Do FAR, a town of Arabia 
Felix, ftated on a bay of the fame name, 
on the SE coalt.

Dag EK HAM, a village in Efiex, nine 
miles E by N London. A great breach 
was made here by the '’ITiamcs m 1 703. 

Dag HL STAN, a provhiceofAfia, bound- 
ed on the E by the Cafpian Sea, on the W 
by the iiumntains of Caucafus, on the N 
by CircaiE. , and on tlic S by Sch;r\ari. It 
is inhabited by Tartars, and is fubjcdl to 
Ruilia. 

Dagno, a to'a-n of Albania, capital of 
the diflrn 5 l of Ducagni, v ilh abilbop^s fee ; 
featc-d near the confluence of the Dnno and 
Nero, 13 iiiiles SE of Scutari. Lcn. 19 
39 E, lat. 42 30 N. 

Dago, or Dagao, an illand in the 
Baltic, on the coaft of Livonia, between 
the gulfs of Finland and Riga. It is of 
a triangular figi'rc, and is 20 miles in cir- 
rumieicnce, and has two cafUcs, called 
DagciAvort and Paden . Lon. 2 2 j 6 E, lat.

Da h l, the finell river of Sweden, which 
flows through Dalecarlia and Gefiricia, and 
fdJs into the gulr of Bothnia, to the E of 
f-ifle. Near Efcarlchy, it forms a cele- 
b' ated cataraifl, fcarce inlerior to the fall of 
ilic Rliine at Laufien, 

Da HO MV, a kingdom of Africa, on 
tl c coufl: of Guinea, to ibc N of Whi- 
d^l’. Jt IS fupp(»frd to rent I. from the fca- 
cfMfl r*b(;ut coo, or 2Co m-lr*. inhind, tl o* 
110 Euiopcdu l*as penetrated above half the 


dillanee ; the capital, Abomay, h'es about 
99 50 N lat ; and between the 3d and 4th 
deg. E lun. reckoned from the meridian of 
Greenwich. The foil is a deep, rich clay, 
with a little faiid on the furface. But 
there is not to be found a Hone fo large 
as an egg in the whole country, fo far as 
it has been vifited by the Europeans ; fo 
that a pair of Hones, which they ufe for 
grinding corn, weighing togethtr about zz 
or 14 pounds are fold for five fliilungs. 
The countr^*^ abounds with buffaloes, deer, 
Ibeep, goats, hogs, poultry oi various kinds, 
particularly pumca hens, and Mufeovy 
ducks ; and the lak;:s are plentifully ilored 
with filh. Their religion confifts of a 
jumble of fuperititious nonfenfe, of which 
it is impcffihle to convey any idea lo the 
reader. Thdr government is the moft per- 
fedl defpotifin that cxills perhaps on the 
Lee of the earth. There is no intenne- 
dlate degree of liibordiiiation between the 
king and the Have, .it lead in the royal pre- 
frnce, wKtre the prime miniller is obliged 
to proflr.ite himfelf with as much abjecl 
fub .iiflion as the meaneft fubjeft. t'n his 
entrance into the palace, he ci awU towards 
the apartment of audience, on li^ hands 
and knees, nil he arrives in th^ royal pre- 
fence, w’hete he lays himfelf flat upon his 
belly, rubbmg his head in the cluft, and ut- 
tering the mod liuiu.liating e^ppreflions. 
While vifitors arc honoured 'i^ith a glafs of 
fome cordial liquor, fiUi d by th^ King’s own 
baud ; w^hich, il refufed.. is apt to give of- 
femc. Favours of this Lind an* received 
with avidity by his own fubiccfrs, on ac- 
coUiit of the honour conferred upon them. 
The fubjeid lies on his back, while th Lmg 
holds the bottle to his mouth- lie mail 
drink li'l the royal hr.. id be withdrawn, 
which, fomctinus do-s not happen till the 
whole contents be emptied, crpccially when 
he has a mind to fpovt with the drinker. 
A confiderablr ftanrting ai ray is maintain- 
ed, who mud hold thimfclvcB in rearinefs 
to take the field at the conmand of the 
foverejgn. Within the diffcrtnl paheru, 
Ukewile, are immured no'efs tlian ^000 
women, of whom fevera* hundreds are 
trained to the ufe of arms. Thefe war- 
riors arc regularly excrcidd, and go thro* 
their evuhiticns '^dth as much cxpt-rtntfs 
as the male foldiers. The king’s palace is 
furrounded with a cUy wall cf a quadran- 
gular form, and about 20 fect high. In 
the middle of each fide is a guard houfc, 
with two centinels at the g?tr, and a guai d 
of armed women and eunuch s wit p m . 
the thaU bed roofs of thefe guard houfes, a' c 
ranged, oufmall wi^ocV-n iiakes, many hu« 
mnu IkuUs. Such of the inner apartmenu 
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as the Europeans have an opportunity of 
feeing) conlift of large courls, communica- 
ting with each other, generally fquarc or 
oblong, encompafled by clay walls. In 
each of them is a fort of piazza, or Ihed, 
formed of polls alwut 7 feet, planted in the 
ground, at the diftance of about 12 or 14 
feet from the wall. The whole has fome- 
what the refembhnee of an aflcmblage of 
faim y^irds, ydth long thatched bams, 
hoveft for cattle and carts, and low mud 
walls to frparate them fnmi each other. 

Dalaca, an iiland of the Red Sea, op- 
pofite the coaft of Abex, 72 miles in length, 
and 15 in hi-eadth. It is fertile, populous, 
and remarkable for a pearl filheiy. I'hc 
inhaljilantg are Negroes, and great enemies 
to the Mahometans. 

Dali burg, a toym of Sweden, capital 
of Dalia, feated on the Lake Wenner, ?o 
m*!es N of Gottenburg. I.on. ii 59 E, 
Idt. 58 32 N. 

DaM'Carlia, a province of Sweden, 
near Norway, 175 miles in length, and 
TOO in breadth. It is fi ill of mountains, 
abounding in mines of copper and iron, 
fome of wliii li are of a prodigious depth. 
The towns are finaU ; and the inhabitants 
arc rough, robuft, and warlike. 

Dalia, a province of Sweden, bounded 
on the N by Dalei'arlia, on the E by 
Wenneland aiid Ijake \V»mner, on the S 
by Gothland, and on tlie N by Norway 
and tlie fca. 

Dalkfith, a town in Edinburg hlhire, 
■with a great wctldy market for com and 
oatmeal. The palace of Dalkeith is a 
magnT^icent ftrudlure, the feat of the duke 
of EuL«-leugh. It is fix miles SE of Edin- 
burgh. Lon. 12 W, lat. 54 N. 

Dalmatia, a country ol Europe, for- 
merly a kingdom. It is bounded on 
the N b> Bofiiia, on tlie S by tiie gulf of 
Venice, i.n the E by Servia, and on the 
W by Croatia. It ib divided into Vene- 
tian, Turkilh, Ragufan, and Hungarian 
Dalmatia. Spjhtro is the capital of Vene- 
tian, and Herzc'^ovina of Turkifh Dalma- 
tia : Ragufa is capital of the republic of 
Rdgufen : the Hungarian part contains five 
diflpv 5 ls, and Segna is the capilaL Hie 
air is wholefotne and the foil fruitful. See 
Morl-i^chia. 

Dalton, a town in Lancafhire, with a 
market on Saturday. It is feated at the 
fourre of a river, in a champaign <oun- 
try, not far from the fea ; and the aiirlent 
caftle is made ufe of to keep the records 
and prifoners for debt in the liberty of 
Furnefs. It is 16 miles NW oi Lancafter, 
and 273 NNW of Lvndon. loin. 3 18 
W, lat. j4 14 N. 


Dam, a tovTi of the United Provinces, 
in Groningen, feated on tlic Damilci , three 
miles from the fea, and 15 SW of Enibden. 
Lon. 6 48 E, lat. s'i 22 N. 

Dam, a town of Pmflian Pomerania, 
feated on the Oder, 10 miles SE of Slctin. 
I^n. 14 50 E, lat. 53 31 N. 

Damar, a famous town of Arabia Felix. 
Lou. 49 25 E, lat. 16 o N. 

Damascus, now called Sham, an 
ancient city of Syria, the form of which 
is an exadi fquare, each fide being a mile 
and a half long. It had three walls, now 
almoft entirely ruined ; and of the fe^ era! 
fuburbs whicli it formerly had, there re- 
mains only one, which extends three 
miles in length. The extraordinary heaiUy 
of this place is owing to fcveral fiieanis 
which 1 iin acrofs the f ei tile jjlain of D.i- 
mafeus, and water all the gardens, fup- 
ply the public fountain®, and run into 
every hotife. The moft rcmoikablr thiiij'^i 
are the caravanlarics, whu.ii lopfifl of 
long galleries, fiqqxirtcd by inarbl' pil- 
lars, and furrouuding a large Iquare 
court. The houfes are built of wood, 
with iheir fronts backward, and witliiii 
is a comt: in the ffreets thei t ic iiutlimg 
to be feen liiil walls witliout windows, and 
yet the inikles are richly adorned. The 
cJIh is j.xe a little lowr having iu 
own frieels and houfis, and the famous 
Damafeus flcel was kept here in a maga- 
zine. The inv>fques aic the Ijandibinefl 
buildings, of which thc^e are about 2000 
the iimll flately of which Wut a Chril- 
tian clmrih. Here is a Itrcct which, 
runs acrofs the ( ity and rnburbs in a ibrect 
line, cn ea-'h fide of w hi. li are fhop.^, wh' re 
all forts of rich meKhandju* a’\ lo!d ; 
and tliey liave feveral manufadliTts, among 
wdiich that of fabiCS and khiveS has 
been molt famous. It is aii aiciibifiiop’g 
fee, and contains great nuinbeis of Chrif- 
tians and Jew's. It ftands on the river 
Barida, 112 miles S of Antioch, and jsz 
NE of Jerufalein. Lon. 37 o E, lat. 53

Damauk, a feaport of the Deccan of 
Hindooltan, at the c'ltrance of the gulf of 
Cambay. It is lubjedt to the Portnguefe, 
and is 50 miles S of Surat.

Damg ARTIN, a town of Swedifh Pome- 
rania, w'ith a callle, feated on tl.e Hei knils, 
18 miles W of Stralfuiid. Ixni. 1237 E, 
lat. 54 16 N. 

Dam I ETTA, an ancient and rich tow'n 
of Egy^pt, feated at one of the calltni 
mouths of the Nile, wtih a gocvl harbour. 
It IS rounded in a feniiLiiclc, two league 
and a half from li e mouth ef the Nile. U 
V 
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hTLS fcvfral fquarea, the moft confidcrahle 
of trkich fUli retains the name of Menchie^ 
The ba7ar8 are filed with merchants. 
Spacious khanS) colleiling under their por- 
ticos the ftirffs of India, the filks of mount 
Lebanon, (al-atmnoniac, and pyramids of 
rice proclaim that it is a commercial town. 
The houfes, particularly thofe on the banks 
of the river, are lofty. Thq' have in ge- 
neral handfome falcons, built on the top 
of tlirir terraces, which are ojicn to every 
wind, where the Turks pafs their fife in 
fmolJng, Several large mofques adorned 
with lofty minarets arc difpcifed over the 
town. Ti'hc port of Damietta is roiiftantly 
filled with a multitude of fmall boats and 
veflels. It carried on a great trade with 
Syria, Cyprus, and Marfcilles. They ex- 
port great quantities of rice, which i^ cul- 
tivated in the neighbouring plains. The 
tongue of land on which Damietta is fituat- 
ed, ftraitrned on one fide by the river, and 
on the other by the W extremity of lake 
Mcnzalc' is only from i\\ o to fix miles wide 
fromE to W. It is interfered by innumera- 
ble rivulets in cv&ry diredfion, which render 
it the moil fertile ipot in Egypt. It is there 
that nature laviftiing profufely her pomp 
and riches, prefents dowers, fruits and 
karvefts at every feafon of the year. 
Damietta was taken by the French in 
thehr expedition to Egypt, 1 799. 

Dam I AN o, St. a town of Italy in 
Montferrat, 18 miles Why N of Vercelli. 
Lon. 8 o £, lat. 4^ N. 

Dam Mr, a ftrong town of Flanders, 
feated on the canal between Sluys and 
Bruges. 

Danbury, a village in FHcx, fituatc 
on a hill, five miles E of Chelmsford, 
and 16 W of the fca. The fpirc of the 
church was burnt by lightning in 1750, 
but M^as fooH after ' rebuilt, and forms a 
feamark. 

Dancala^ SccDongala. 

Danger, Isles of, three iflands in 
the S Pacific Ocean, fecn by commodore 
Byron in 1765. They appeared crowded 
with people, but were fo furrounded by 
rocks and breakers, that k was unfafe to 
attempt to land. The commodore fuppof- 
ed them to be the iflands icen by Quiros, 
in the beginning of the 1 7th century, and 
named Solomon’s Iflands. Lon. 169 a8 
W, lat. 10 15 S. 

(Danneberc, atown of Germany, In the 
circle of Lower Saxony, feated on the 
Tetze, near the Elbe, 40 miles SE of 
Lunenburg. I/on. ii 49 F., lat. 53 4 N. 

Da NT lie, the capital of Weftem 
fia, flandlng on a braack of the VUtula, 


about four miles above where it fall! 
into the Baltic ; in long. x6 36 £, lat. 54 
20 N. This city is famous in hiftory oif 
many accounts, particularly that of its be- 
ing formerly at the head of the Hanfcatie 
aflociatten, commonly called the Hanfe- 
towns. It is large, beautiful, populous, and 
rich ; ks houfes generally are five fioriet 
hi^h ; and many of its fbeets are planted 
with chefnut-trees. The houfes ar^ well 
built of ftone or brick, fix or feven ftorie# 
high $ and the granaries are kill higher, to 
which the fliips lie clofe, and take in their 
lading. The arienal is well fiored, the ex- 
change is a handfome firudlure, and the 
college is provided with very learned pro- 
feflers. The eiiabli/hed religion is the Lu- 
theran ; but papifts, Calvinifis, and ana- 
baptifls are lolerat^. The inhabitantf 
have been computed at 200,000, but other 
computations have made them confldera- 
bly Icfs. Though ftrongly fortified, and 
poflefled of 15 o large brafs cannon, it could 
not fland a regular fiege, being furrounded! 
with eminences. In i;oo, upwards of 
30,000 perfons died of the plague. The 
jurlTdidlion of this town extends about 
50 miles round ; and it maintains a ganri- 
Ion at its own expence. It has now loft 
its independence, being forced to fubmit to 
the king of Pi uiTia, who forcibly ufurped 
the fovereignty, in a fecond partition of the 
Polilh dominions. Befides com, of which 
great quantities are exported, they trade 
in naval llores, and a great variety of other 
articles. It is feated on the Viliula, near 
the gulf of Angil, in the Baltic, 30 mile* 
SE of Maritnburg, and 160 of War- 
faw', 

IlANUJiF, the largeft river in Europer 
called the liter by the ancients. It nfci 
at Donefehingen, in Suabia, and fiowd 
NE by Ulm; then E through Ba^^lna 
and Auflria, by Katiibon, PaiTau, Ens, 
and Vienna : it then enters Hungary, and 
runs SE by Freiburg, Ruda, and Bel- 
^adc: after wlurh it divides Bulgaria, 
irOm Morlacliia and Moldavia, difenarg- 
ing itfelf by fevcral channels into the 
Black Sea. It begins to be navigable 
for boats at Ulm, and receives feveral large 
rivers as it palTes along. It is fo deep 
tween Buda and Belgi^e, that the Turks 
and Germans have had men of wrar upon 
It ; yet it is not navigable to the Black 
on account of the cataradU. See Do- 
NESCHIHOEN. 

Darda, a town and fort of Lower 
Hungary, built by the Turks in i686, and 
taken by the Auurians the next year. It 
if icated on the Drave, at tke ead of the 
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liridge of Eflcck, eight miles S of Baran- 
•whar, and 8o NW of Belgrade. Lon. 19 
|6 E, lat. 45 45 N. ^ 

Dardanellfs, two caftles of Tur- 
key; on each fide the ancient Hellefpont^ 
flow the ftrait of Gallipoli, the SW en- 
trance of which they command ; the one 
is called Seilos, feated in Romania ; the 
other, Abydos, in Natolia.^ At the latter, 
the cfirgocs of all ihips (ailing from Con- 
ftantinople are fearched. Lon. a6 30 £, 
lat. 46 o N. 

Darkl-Hamara, a town of the king- 
dom of Fez, built by the Romans. Its 
trade confilb in oil and coni ; and it is 
leated on a mountain. Lon. 6 35 W, lat. 
34 ao N. 

Darien, or Terra Firma Proper, 
a province of Terra Firma, in S America. 
It lies along the coaif of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans, and is particularly clif- 
iinguiihed by the name of tlie Illhmus 
of Darien, and, by fonie writers, the 
Ifihmus of Panama. It is bounded on the 
N by the gulf of Mexico, on the E by the 
river and gull of Darien, on the S by Po- 
payan and the Pacific Ocean, and on the 
W by the fame ocean and Veragua. It 
extends, in the form of a crefccnt, round 
tlic bay of Panama. It is 300 miles in 
length, but not above 60 broad ; but this 
ifihmus, which binds together the conti- 
nents of N and S America, is lb*cngthen- 
ed by a chain of lofty mountains, ftretching 
through its whole extent, which render it 
aibanier of folidity fullicient to refill the 
impulfe of two oppofite oceans. The 
mountains are covered witli forefts almofi 
inacceflible. The country is mountainous 
and barren, and the lowlands are overflow- 
ed with perpetual rain, fo that the inha- 
bitants, in many places, build their houfes 
upon trees, to be elevated from the damp 
(oil, and the odious reptiles engendered 
in the putrid w'aters. The natives go 
naked; and the men have a filver plate 
faficned to their nofe, which hangs over 
their mouths, in the (hape of a half-moon ; 
the women liave a ring hanging down in 
the fame manner ; and they have alfo fe- 
ycral chains of teeth, (hells, beads, and the 
like, hanging dowm from the neck to the 
pit of ^he ftomach. The men clear the 
^ntatlons, and the women cultivate tliem. 
The girls are employed in picking and i^in- 
ning cotton, which the women weave, and 
the cloths arc chiefly ufed for hammo( ks. 
Each man has feveral wives, who live to- 
gether in great harmony. They have 
no diltiiidlion of days or weclw, but 
reckon their time by the courfe of the 
tnooji. The animals arc the fiwne as in 


other eountries of the fame climate* 
The principal towns are Panama and 
Porto Bello. 

Darien, a river and gulf of S Ame- 
rica, in Terra Firma, which divide the 
provinces of Darien and Carthagena. In 
1695, the Scotch obtained a charter from 
king William, empowerbg them to form 
a fettlement on the NW point of this gulf, 
but met witli fuch difeouragement from 
die jealoufy of the maritime powers of Eu- 
rope, and particularly of the Dutch E In- 
dia Company, that they were obliged to 
abandon their defign. 

DARKiNG,or DoKKiNG,a town in Suny, 
with a market on Thurfday, noted for com 
and poultry. It is featetl on the river Mole, 
23 miles SW of London. Lon. o 14 M'’, 
lat. 51 17 N. 

Darlaston, a \illagencar Stone, in 
Staffordlhire, where are the remains of a 
eafile, on a hill. 

D\kL]NGTON, a town in the county 
of Durliam, with a market on Monday, 
feated in a flat, on the river Skeme, which 
falls into the Tees. It has a fpacious 
mai*ket-placc, and a long (lone bridge 
over the river. A curious water machine 
for grinding optical glaffes, and fpinning 
linen yam has been ereifted here, the in- 
vention of a native of the town. Darling- 
ton is 19 mileb S of Durham, and 239 N 
by W of London. Lon. i 25 W, lat. 54 
31 N. 

Darmstadt, the capital of the land- 
gravatc ot HelTe Darmftadt, with a eafile, 
where its own prince generally refides. It 
has handibme fuburhs and a good college. 
It is feated on a river of the fame name, 30 
miles NW of Heidelberg. Lon. B 40 £, 

lat. 49 43 V* , 

Dart, a river in Devonfliire, which rifes 
at the foot of Dai tmoor Hills, crofles Dart- 
moor to Alhburton, and falls into the Eng-, 
liih Channel, at Dartmouth. 

Dartford, a touTi in Kent, with a 
market on Saturday, feated on the Darent, 
not far from its influx into the 'Fhames. 
Here are the remains of a fine nunnerv, 
founded by Edward iii. 7 'hc town is 
finely watered by two or three verv good 
fprmgs, »id is full of inns, by rcafon of its 
being a great thoroughfare from London 
to Dover. It is 16 miles E by S ol Lon- 
don. Lon. o 16 £, lat. 51 25 N. 

Dartmoor, an extenfivemoorifh traeft, 
in Devonlhire, bounded on the N by bleak 
hills, and extending louthwaid quit* 
through the centre of the county to the ica. 
It IS watered by the river Dart. 

Dartmouth, a borough of Devou- 
flilrc, with a market on Friday. Th^ 
U 5 
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town which is a mile lonp, fianJs on the 
fide of a craj?py hill, with very irregular 
ftreets. Ir n feated near the river Dart, 
near its fall into the fea, and has a Ijaa- 
tious harbour, defended by a fort. It has 
a confidcrable trade to the S of Europe 
and to Newfoundland, as well as a lharc in 
the coaflinj; traffic. Jt is governed by a 
mayor, and fends two members to par- 
liament. It i ontains three churrheb, and 
is 30 miles SSW of Kxeter, and 204 W 
by S of JLoiidoiu Iion. 3 45 W, lat. 50 
aa N. 

Di\ssfN-EyLAND, or Ifle of Deer, one 
of the three fmall iflands to the N of 
the Cape of Good Hope ; fo called, on 
aci ount of the great number of deer 
which were fir ft carried thither in 1601. 
Here are alfo fhcep, wliofc tails weigh 
19 pounds. Lon. 18 7 E, lat. 33

Da V ENTRY, a corporate town in Nor- 
th.-imptonfliire, with a market on 'Wbdnef- 
day. It is governed by a mayor, and feat- 
ed on tlie fide of a hill, 10 miles W of 
Northampton, and 72 ?vW of London.

David, Fort St. an Englifli fort, on 
the coaft of Coromandel. It was taken and 
deftroyed by the French in 1758, and has 
not yet been rebuilt.

Davis’ Straits, an arm of the fea be- 
tween Greenland and N America, difeo- 
vered by captain Davis, in 1^85, when he 
endeavoured to find out a NW palTage. 

Daun, a tovsTi of Cjcrmany, in the 
cledlorate of Treves, feated cn the Lexer, 
at the foot of a mountain, on which 
is a cafdc. It is 12 miles N of Mont 
Royal, 

u.^urniK, a county of Pcnnfylvariia, 
mile?! long, and 25 brond. In 1790, 
the inhabitants wcic computed at 18,177. 
Haiiiburg is the capital. 

Dauphin, For T, a fort built by the 
i ieneh on tlie L coaft ot Madagaftar, 
Lon. 45 10 E, lat. 24 5 7 S. 

Dauphinv, a late province of France, 
c-xiciirlmg 40 leagius from N to S, and 36 
fiom E to W; boundtd on the W by the 
Rhone, on the N by the Rhone and Savoy, 


on the S by Provence, and on the E by 
the Alps. Two tliinls of Dauphiny are 
inlcrfcdltd by mountains, which afford 
good pafturage ; plenty of timber, fir- 
trees, in particular, fur the building of 
fhips ; and very fcarcc fimplcs. In lliefc 
mountains, whith arc branchc's of the 
Alps, arc bears, chamois, marmots, 
eagles, hawks, &c. I'he vallies afford 
wheat, and tlie hills, in the vicinity of 
the Rhone, excellent wines, olives, and 
filk. Mines of iron, copper, and lead, 
have been v'orked lierc to great advan- 
tage. The principal rivers are the Rhone, 
Durance, Ifcrc, and Drome. It now fonns 
the departments of Drome, Here, and Up- 
per Alps. 

Dax, or Acc^s, an ancunt town of 
France, in the departnietii of Landes and 
late provint e of (iaJeony, with a bifliop’s 
ice, and fome famous hot baths. It is 
feated on the Adour, 24 milts NE of Bay- 
onne. J^m. j o 'W', lat, 43 42 N. 

DfcADM AN*s-H LAD, a capc in Cornwall, 
between St. Maw^’s and Fowey. 

Dead Sea, a lake of Palcftinc, into 
w'hith tlic river Jordan luns. It is 70 
miles long, and 20 broad, inilofed 011 
the E and W by high mouiii.'jns. It 
abounds in bitumen. It is fuppeded to be 
the file (if Sodom and Gomorriia. 

Di al, a fcaport in Kent, with a mar- 
ket on Tliurfday. It is feated on the llrait 
of Dover, and is a member of the Cinque 
Port of Sandwuch, gcvenied by a mayor. 
It has about 1000 houfes, wlucli are molt- 
ly built of biick. The inhabitants amount 
to 4500, and, as no inanufaeflure is ear- 
ned on here, they chiefly dq^end on the 
feafarlng men who refort hither. 'I'hc 
poit is defended by two caftles ; Deal or 
Walmer Caftle to the S, and Sandowii 
Caftle to the N. Betw^een this place and 
the Godwin Sands arc the Dew ns, where 
the lliips ufually ride at their leaving or 
coming into the river 1'hames. It is 
feven miles S by £ of Sandwic'h, and 72

Dfan, a town in Gloueeftcrfhire, w^ith 
a mai ket on Monday.

Debin, a river in Suffolk, which rifes 
near Debcnham, and expands into a long 
narrow arm of the German Occanj a 1 *;-' 
tic to the N of Harwich, 
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Di BLN HAM, a town in Suffolk, with 
a market on Friday, fcated near the head 
4)i the Doben, on the flue of a hill, 24 miles 
E ot Bury St. Edmund’s, and 84 NE ot 
J^ondoii. Lon. j 17 £, lat. 52 22 

Di breckn, a town of Upper Hun- 
gary, eapiral of a dtflridl of tlxe lame name. 
It is 107 miles £ of Bcda. Lon. 22 11 £, 
lat. 47 32 N. 

I)i*CCAS, an extenfive tra<ft of country 
in Afia, which, in its moll extenfive fignifi- 
cation, the Souths includes tlie whole penin- 
fttla S of Hindooftan Proper. However, in 
its ordinary acceptation, it means only the 
countries lituated between Hindoollan 
Proper, the Carnatic and Orifla, that is the 
provinces of Caiideifh, Dowlatabad, Vitia- 
pour, Golconda, and the W part of Bei-ar. 
It is bounded on the N by the river Ner- 
budda, by Bengal, and by Bahar ; and 
' iKc river Kilhia forms its reparation on the 
S. from the peninfula of Hiiidooflan. All 
tins vaft country was once a province of 
the Mogul empire. Candcifh, ViCapour, 
and a part of Dowlatabad, are fubjedl to 
»he M^attr.s ; the remaindtr, to tlie ni- 
aani of the Deccan. 

DfCisB, an ancient town of France, in 
the department of Nievi c and late province 
of !Nivernois, feated in an iiland fonned by 
the Loire, 16 miles SE of Nevers. Lon. 4

Dekkindorf, a tO'wn of Lower Ba- 
varia, feated near the Danube, 3 7 miles 
^E of Ratilbon. It was taken by the 
Sw(des in i64i- Lon. 1255 £» lat. 48 
42 N. 

D EDDINGTON, a town in Oxfordfhirc, 
w'itli a market on Tuefday. It is 16 imles 
N of Oxford, and 70 WNW of London. 
I^n. i 12 W, lat. 52 2 N. 

Dedham, a village in Eflex, noted 
for an ancient large church, which has a 
fine Gothic iteeple. It is fix miles N of 
Colchcfter. 

Dee, a river of N Wales, which rifes 
in Merionethlhire, in N Wales, and runs 
£ to the borders of Denbighfhire, where, 
turning N, it waflies the walls of Cheiler, 
and then wdth a broad channel, falls into 
the Iiilh Sea. 

Dee, a river of Scotland, which rifes 
in Abe^eenihirc, amid the mountains of 
Mar Forefl, and flows through a wild 
country till it reaches the fertile vale of 
Brac-inar, whence it proceeds in an eallcriy 
diredlion to Aberdeen, below which it 
falls into the Britifh Ocean. Over it there 
u a bridge of feven arches. It abounds 
^ith falmon, fo as to form one of the 
greatcfl falmon fiiheries in Scotland. 

' Dee, a river of Scotland, which rifes 


In the NW part of Kirctulbrlghlfhlre, 
and joining the Ken, below !New Cialf 
loway, falls into the Irilh Sea, at Kirk- 
cudbright. 

DEh PING, a town in Liiicolnfliirc, with 
a market on 'rhurfday. It is fcated on the 
Welland, in a fenny country, lix miles £ 
of Stamford, and 90 N of London. Lon. 
o 21 W, lat, 52 42 N. 

Deerhursi, a village, three miles S 
of Tcwkdbury, in Gloucellcrihirc, fub- 
jedl, by its low fltuation, to frequent in- 
undations from the Severn. 

DFiNSt,or Deynsf, a to-vm of Auf- 
trian Flanders, feated on the Lis, eight 
miles SW of Ghent. Lon. 3 39 £, lat. 

5059 

Delaware, one of the United States 
of America, bounded on the N by Penn- 
fylvania, on the E by Delaware river and 
bav, and vii the S and W by Maryland. 
It 18 90 xmles long and 16 broad, llic cli- 
mate ill many pai-ts is unhealthy. The 
land is generally low and flat, winch occa- 
fions the waters to llagnale, and the in- 
habitants arc tonfcqULTtly luhjedl to inter- 
milting fevers. It is divided into tliree 
couniies, NewtafUe, Kent, and Suflex ; 
and m the convention held at Pliiladelphia 
in 1787, the mhabit.nit8 were computed 
at 37,000. 

i)CLAWAR^, a county of Pennfylvania, 
20 miles long, and 11 broad. In 1790, 
it contained 9,483 mhabitants. Chefter is 
the capital. 

Delaware, a river of N America, 
which rilliig in the ilate of New York, in 
l.akc Uilayaiitho, divides New York from 
Pennfylvania, and paiTes through Delawaie 
Bay to the Atlantic, having New jerfey 
on the E fide, and Pennfylvania and the 
ilate of Delaware on tlie W. From the 
mouth of this bay, at Cape Henlopen, to 
Philadelphia, it is Ii8 miles, wdtha fufli- 
cient depth of water for a 74 ih^ i 
above Philadelphia, it is navigable for 
Hoops up to the great falls at Trenton ; an 4 |^ 
for boats that c oi'ry eight or ten tons, 49 
miles higiicr. 

Delaware Bay, a bay of N Ame- 
rica, w hit li is 60 miles long, from Cape 
Henlopen to the entrance of the river 
Delaware at Bombay-hook. It is fo wide, 
in fome parts, that ajhip, in the middle 
of It, cannot be fecn from the land. It 
opens into the Atlantic, between Cape 
Henlopen on the s, and Cape May oa 
the N. Thefe capes are 18 miles apart. 

Di-lft, a city ol the United Pro- 
vinces, in Holland. It is dean and wtII- 
biiilt, with canals in the ftrccts, pLinted 
•n each fide with ti'cvs. I'he pubkc bull-, 
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4 mgs are very magnificent. Here are two 
tthurcheS} in one of wliich is the tomb of 
William prince of Orange, who was 
aflallinated. It is about two miles in cir- 
iiwtffcrence ; and has a fine arfenal W'cll 
ftimiihed. It is noted for a confiderable 
inanufa<Slure of eanhen ware known by 
the name of Delft ware. It is feated on 
the Schie, cii^ht miles nw of Rotterdam, 
and 30 sw of Amfierdam. Lon. 4 24 £, 
lat.

DbLFTSHAVEK, a fortified town of 
Holland, on the N fide of the Maefe, with 
a canal to Delft, &c. It is between Rot- 
terdam and Schism, not three miles from 
each. * 

DELFiY, a fortrefs of the United 
Provinces, in Groningen. It is feated on 
the river Damfier, 13 miles ne of Gro- 
ningen. 

Delhi, a province of Hind«3oftan Pro- 
per, bounded on the nw by Lahore, on 
the NR by Serinagur, on the E by the Ro- 
hilla country, on the s by Agra, and on 
the w by Moultan. Having been the 
feat of continual w'ars for above 50 years, it 
ft aimoll depopulated : and a tra<ft of coun- 
try that poffclips every advantage that can 
be derived from nature, contains the molt 
miferable of inhabitants. It is now all that 
remains to the Great Mogul of his oucc cx- 
lenfive empire. 

Delhi, the capital of a prorince of the 
fiime nrae, in Hindooflan Proper, feated 
on the river Junrna. It is the nominal ca- 
pital of all Hindooitan, and wns the a<5tual 
capital during tlie greateft part of, the 
rime fince the Mahometan conqueft. In 
^73^9 wlicn Nadir Shah invaded Hindooit- 
an, he entered Delhi, and dreadful were 
fhe mafiacres and famine that followed : 
700,000 of the inliabhants periflied by the 
fwrord ; and plunder, to the amount of 
<!iz,C00|000l. itcrling, was faid to be col- 
Ic^cd. The lame calamities they endur- 
ed on the fubfequent invafions of Abdalla, 
king of Candahar. Delhi is 880 miles 
NNE of Bombay. Lon. 77 40 c, lat. 28 
37 N- 

Deltchi, a river of Albania, the 
Acheron of the ancient poets, who feiened 
It to be in IteU. 

Dblmen HORST, a town of Weft- 
phaha, in the county of Dclmcnhorft, be- 
longing to Denmark. It is feated on the 
Dchn, near the Wefer, eight miles sw of 
Bremen. 

Delos, an liland of the Archipelago, 
now called Dili. There are abundance 
of fine ruins, fuppofed to he of the tem- 
ples of Diana and Apollo, whofe birth- 
place it is laid to be. It is fix miles in 


circumference, but now deftitute of in* 
habitants. Lon. 25 59 E, lat. 37 30 n.* 

Delphi, or Delphos, a town of Li- 
vadia feated in a valley, near mount Par- 
naflus. It was famous for the oracle vf 
Apollo, which people came from all parts 
to coniult. 

Delsperg, a town of Swifierland, in 
the bilhopric of Balle, 10 miles nw of 
Soleure. Lon. 7 23 £, lat. 47 17 n. 

Delta, a part of Lower Egypt, be- 
tween the branches of the Nile and the 
Mediterranean. The ancients called it 
tlie ifle of Delta, becaufe it is in the Ihape 
of a triangle, like the Greek letter of that 
name. It is 730 miles along the coaft 
from Damietta to Alexandria, and 70 on 
the (ides, from the place where the Nile 
begins to divide itfelf. It is the moll 
pleiitliul country of all Egypt, and it 
rains more here than in other parts ; but 
its fertility is chiefly owing to the inun- 
dations of the Nile. The pnncipal towns 
on tlie coall are Damietta, Roietta, and 
Alexandria. 

Demer, a river which rifes in the 
bilhopric of Liege, watei s llaflelt, Dicit, 
SKhera, Arfehot, and Mechlin, below 
which it joins the Senne, and takes the 
name of Rupel. 

Dimfrary, a fcttlemcnt formerly be- 
longing to the Dutch in Guiana, on a river 
of the fame name, three leagues w of 
Paramaribo. It furrendered to the Eng- 
liih in 1 781 ; but was taken by the French 
foon after, and by the treaty of peace in 
1783 was reltored to the Dutch. It was 
again taken by the Engliih in April 1796. 

Dr MM IN, an ancient town ot Swedilh 
Pomerania, in the dm liy of Stetin, feated 
on the river Peen. Lon. 13 22 £, lat. 5^ 

5» N. 

Demon A, a fort of Piedmont, on the 
river Sture, 10 miles sw of Coni. Lon. 7 
28 K, lat. 48 j8 n. 

Den AIN, a village of France in the 
department of the North and late pro- 
vince of Hainault. It is feated on the 
Scheld eight miles w of Valenciennes. 

Denbigh, the county-town of Dcn- 
bighlhire, fituate on the fide of a rocky 
hill, on a branch of the river Clwydc. 
Its ruined cafile, witli its vail inclofurc: 
crowning the top of the hill, forms a' 
finking obje^. Denbigh has a confidera- 
ble manufa^ure of gloves and Ihoes, which 
are fent to London for exportation. It 
has a market on Wednefday, fends one 
member to parliament, and is 27 miles 
w of Chellcr and 208 NW London. Loir. 
3 35 W lat. S 3 N. 

pEN'BicnsHiKC; a county of Wale$ii 
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funded on the fouth by Merioneth 
Montgomery fliires, on the north by Flint- 
Ihire and the Irifli Sea, on the weft by 
Caernarvon and part of Mcrionethlhire. 
It is about 40 miles long and ai broad. 
The air is wholefome, but (harp ; the 
county being pretty hilly, and the fnow 
lying long on the' tops of tlic mountains. 
The foil in general is barren ; but the vale 
of Clyydj w called from its being water- 
ed by that river, is a very fertile pleafant 
fpot, of great extent, and well inhabited. 
The chief commodities are black cattle, 
fliccp, goats, rye, and lead-ore. The coun- 
ty fends two members to parliament. 

Den DER, a river of Auftrian Hainault, 
which waters Leuze, Ath, Leflines, Gram- 
mont, Ninove, and Aloft, and joins the 
&held at Dendermonde. 

Dfndermondf, a city of Auftrian 
Flaiulers, with a ftrong citadel. It was 
taken by the French in 1794* when they 
overran HoUandij|b It is furroiindcd by 
marfhes and fine meadows, whit h can be 
tovered with water and is feated at the 
confluence of the Dendcr and Schcld, 16 
miles w of Mechlin. Lon. 4 10 F, lat. 
51 3 N. 

Deni A, an ancient feaport of Spain, in 
Valencia. It is feattd at the foot of a 
mountain, on tlie Mediterranean, 5 a 
miles E of Alicant. Lon. o 36 E, lat. 38 

44 

Denmark, a kingdom of Europe bound- 
ed on the E by che Baltic Sea, on the w 
and N by the ocean, and on the s by 
Germany. The country is generally fiat, 
and the foil fandy. The air is rendered 
foggy by the neighbourhood of the leas 
and lakes, of which it is full, but it has 
mo confideralde river. Denmaik, pro- 
perly fo called, confifts of Jutland and 
the iflands of Zealand and Funen, with 
the little ifles about them ; but the king 
of Denmark’s dominions contain alio 
Norway, and the diicliies of Holftein, 
Oldenburg, and Delinenhorft. Denmark 
was once a limited and eledlivc monarchy ; 
but, in ifi6o, it was made abfolute and 
hereditary, by a re\^lution almoft un- 
paralleled in hiftory ; a free people volun- 
tarily refigning their liberties into the 
hands qf their fovereign. The inhabitants 
are protelbuits fince the year 1522, when 
they embraced the confeifion of Augf- 
burg. By an adlual numeration in 1759 
the inhabitants were faid to amount to 
R>444>ooo fouls. Their whole revenue, 
including what it received at Elfmenir a- 
mounts to about 1,002,000]- fterling year- 
ly- The military force confifts of 70,000 
nieni cavalry and infantryi the greateft 


part of which confifts of a militia which 
receive no pay, but are excrcifcd every 
Sunday. The fleet confifts of about 36 
Ihips of the line, and 18 frigates ; but 
many of the Ihips being old, and wanr<« 
ing repairs, if they can fend out a 5 fliips 
upon tne greateft emergency, this is fup- 
pofed to be the moft they can do. They 
have 26,000 regiftered feamen, who can- 
not quit the kingdom without leave. The 
produce of Denmark confifts in pitch, 
tar, fifh, oil, oxid deals. Copenhagen is the 
capital. 

Denys, St. a famous town of France, 
in the department of Paris. Here is an 
ancient and magnificent c hurch, in which 
were the tombs of many of the French 
kings ; and in the treafurv, among other 
curiofitics, the fwords 0/ St. I^’Is and 
tlie Maid of Orleans, and the feeptre of 
Charlemagne, 'fhe abbey of the late 
Benedldlines, was a magnificent piece of 
modern arrhitedlure, but was deftroyed 
by the madnefs and fury of the rcvolu- 
tioniib, and the name of the toum wae 
changed to Franciade. It is feated on the 
river Crould, near the Seine, five miles 
N of Paris. Lon. 2 26 £, lat. 48 56 

Deptford, a town of Kent, four 
miles £ of London. It has a bridge over 
the river at Ravenlbourn near its influx 
into the Thames, where it once had a 
deep ford iiom whence it had its name. 
It is remarkable for its fine docks and 
for the kuig’s-yard and ftorehoufes. It 
was anciently called Weft Greenudeb. 
It is divided into Upper and Lower Dept- 
ford, and has two pariih churches. Here 
is an hofpital, incorporated by Henry 
till, called Trinity Houfe of Deptford 
Strond. It contains zi houfes: a more 
modem ftrudlure, and a finer one, called 
Trinity Hofpital, contains 38. Both thefe 
are for decayed pilots, or mafters of (hips, 
or their wddows, who have a handfome 
montlily allowance. Deptford is four 
miles £ of London. Lon. o 4 E, lat. 51 
30 N. 

Derbfnt, a feaport and fortrefs of 
Perfia, in the province of Schirvan, on 
the w coaft of the Cafpian Sea. The town 
is inhabited chiefly by Perfians, Tartars, 
and a few Armenians. It is faid to hate 
been built by Alexander tlie Great, and it 
furrounded by high brick walls. 'J'he 
fortrefs furrendered to the Ruflians, in 
M.y 1796, after a fiege often days. It 
is feated at the foot of Mount Caucafus. 
Lon. 50 o I-, lat, 42 8 n. 

DrRHY, the tounty-to\^Ti of Dcrby- 
fliire, itli a market on Fi idav. It is feat- 
fd the Dcrwciit, over whict « R hand- 
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feme ftone bridge ; and' a brook runs 
through the town, under feveral ftone 
bridges. Jt has five churche^ of which 
All Saints is the cliief, nwed for its 
beautiful tower. In 1734, a machine 
was ercdlcd here by fir Thomas Lqmbc, 
for the niannfa»fturing of filk, the model 
of which was brought from Italy. Derby 
pof^cs alfo a coiifiderable mahufa(fture 
of filk, cotton, and fine \^rfied ftock- 
jngs ; and has a fabric of porcelain, 
sjual, if not lupeiior in quality, t^^any 
in the kingdom. Several hands are em- 
ployed in the lapidary and jcwclkry 
branches ; and Derbyfiiirc marbles, fpars^ 
and cr^dtals, are wrought into a variety 
of ornamental articles. They likewife 
carry on a great trade in wool, com, 
mall, and ale, of which coufiderablc 
quantities are fent to London. Derl^y 
fends two members to parliament, and is 
governed by a mayor. It is 36 mile^s k 
of Coventry, and 126 nnw of Loudon. 
Lon. I 25 w, lat. 5a 58 n. 

DiiRTiYSHiRt, an Englifh county, 
bounded on the by Yoikfhire, on the 
£ by Nottingliamihirc, on the s by Lei- 
cefterfhire and lyorwickfhire, on the w 
by StaflbrdlhlrjS, and on the nw by 
Chefiiii'C. It lies In the diocefe of Lich- 
field and Coventry, lends four members 
to parliament, anvleontains fix hundreds, 
maikct-towns, and 106 parifhes. It 
Q|ft^ear59 inile^dn length from fouth to 
34 in breadth on the north 
fide," b^0n the Ifoulh no more than fix. 
The air ispleafant and healthful, efpecially 
on the call fide ; but on the weft, alxiut the 
peak, it is fharper and more fnbjedl to wind 
and rain. The foil is very dificrent in dif- 
ferent parts of the county ; in the E and 
s parts it is very fruitful in all kinds 
of grain ; but in the weft, bey’ond the 
Dcrwentit, it is baii-en and mountainous, 
producing notliing but a little oats.

It is one of tile 
richelt and moil mercantile cities in all 
Alratic Turkey 5 and is well fortified, be- 
ing encompalfcd with a double wall, the 
outermofi of which is flanked with 72 
towers, faid to have been raifed in me- 
mory of otir Saviour’s 7 a difciples. It has 
feveral ftatcly piarzas or market-places, 
ftored with all kimls of rich merchan- 
dize, and 12 magnificent mofqucs, faid to 
have been fonncrly Chrifibn churches. 
Its chief manufa^lure is the drefling, tan- 
ning, and dying of goat-fkins, commonly 
called Turkey-leather, of which the vent is 
almofl incredible in many parts of Europe 
and Afia. The city is under the govern- 
ment of a baihaM'^, who lias great power 
and very large dominions. He has com- 
monly a body of 20, coo horfe under him, 
for rq)elJing the frequent incurfions of the 
Curdees and Tartars, who always go on 
horfeback to rob the caravans. The adja- 
cent terrkdry is very rich and beautiful ; 
the bread, wdne, and flefh excellent ; the 
finfits exquifitc, and the pigeons better 
and larger than ?nv in Europe.

From its fource to its mouth, it now 
flows entirely through the Ruffian domi- 
nions ; and through this whole loiirie, 
of above 800 miles, its navigation ia 
only once interrupted by a ferics of ca- 
tai’a<fls, which begin below the mouth of 
the Samara, and continue for above 40 
miles ; but thefe may be paflld in Ipring, 
without much hazard, even by loaded 
barks.

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Pbdolk from Moldavia ; it then fepa- 
rates Beffarabia from the Ruflian govern- 
ment of Cath jrinenflaf, and Jiaving watered 
Bender, falls into the Blaek Sea, between 
the ^ mouths of the Dnieper and the 
Danvbe.

Domfront, a town of France, now in 
the department of Ome, lately in the pro- 
vince of Normandy, ibated on a fteep 
mountain, which has a large cleft from 
the furnmit to the bale, through which 
flows the little river Varenne. It is 33 
miles "NW of AJcncon.

Domingo, St. one of the richeft if- 
lands in the W Indies, 400 miles in length, 
arid 73 in breadth. It was difeovered by Co- 
lumbus, in 1492, and is furrounded by 
craggy rocks and dangerous ihoals. The 
heat to the N and SE would be infupporu 
able for fix months of the year, if not 
qualitied by the caftcrly winds, and fre^ 
quciit rains ; but the latter foon Ipoil the 
flefh, bread and fruits. It has a great 
many rivers, and mines of gold, talc, and 
cryftal. ITic Spanifh name of it, origi-* 
naJly given by Columbus, is Hifpaniola. 
Since the French revolution this illand has 
been defolated by the moft dreadful cala- 
mities. In 1791, a moft alarming inftir- 
rciftion of the negroes began in the French 
plantations. A frene of the moft horrid 
cruelties enfued. In a little time no lefs 
than 100,000 negroes were in rebellion, 
and all the manidacftorics and plantations 
of more than half tlie northern provinces 
appeared as one general conflagration. 
The plains and mountains were filled widi 
carnage and deluged with blood. In^ 793, 
the royaljfts of fort St. Jeremie invited the 
Englifli to take pofleflion of that part of 
the ifland. They were oblipjed, however, 
jKirtly on account of the duorders which 
defolated the ifland, and partly on account 
of that dreadful fcourge, the wUow fever, 
to abandon this ifland altogether. By the 
peace concluded between France and 
Spain, the whole of this ifland has fallen 
into the hands of the French. * 

Domingo, St. the capital of the 
Spanifh part of the ifland of St. Do- 
mingo, with an archbifhop’s (ee, whofe 
cathedrol is a fuperb ftmdture. It is 
feated on a large navigable river, difficult 
of accefs, and has an excellent harbour. 
The town is built in the Spanifh manner, 
with a great fquare in the middle of it. 
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about which are the catlucdral a<id other 
pubiic buildings. From this fquare run |he 
principal (Irects in a direct line> they being 
croiTed by others at right angles, lb that the 
form ot the town is almoft fqUare.

Dominica, one of the windward Ca- 
ribbee iilands, in the W Indies. It lies 
about half-way between Guadaloupe and 
Martinico, and is near a8 miles in Icng^ 
and I z in breadth. It was taken by the 
Engliihin 2761, and confirnied to them 
by the peace of 2763. The French took 
it in 1778, but rcftored it in 1783 ; and 
ill 179 they made an unfuccefsful attempt, 
for all the Frenchmen that landed were 
cither killed <ir taken prifoners. The foil 
is thin, and better adapted to the rearing 
of coifee than fugar ; but the fideb 
of the hills bear the fineft trees in the 
W Indies, and the ifland is well fupplied 
with rivulets. The capital is Charlotte 
Tow, formerly Roieau. 

Dominica, one of the iilands of the 
S Pacific Ocean, called the hlarqucfas.

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'ffriilCf ilraighty well pavc^ clean» 
and well illbinmated in the night ; and 
there arc large fquares, diljHjfed in fuch, a 
Hiaiiner, that Drefden may pafs for one 
of the handfbmefl cities in the world. 
The elcdlor’s palace is a magnificent ftruc- 
turc, and abounds In many valuable curiofi- 
ties both of nature and art. The coUe^ion 
of pi<Slures is reckoned one of the fineft 
that ^xihsy and is valued at 500,000!.

Druses,! people of Syria, on die moun- 
tains Libanus and Antilibanus. They are 
warlike, inured to labour, are great enemies 
of the Turks, and have tLefr paiticular 
princes, called Emirs. 

Dublin, a county of Ireland, in the 
province of Leinfter, 27 miles in length, 
and 1 7 in breadth ; bomidcd on the £ by 
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the Iridi ScE) on the N by £aft hteath and 
the Iriih Sea, on die W by Baft Meath and 
Kildare, and on the S by Wicklow. Be- 
fore the Union it fent xo members to the 
Xrith parliament. 

Dublin, the capital of Ireland, in a 
cottnty of the fame name, with a bilhop’s 
fee ; feated on the LiiTcy, in view of the 
Iriih Sea on the £. Its form is that of a 
fquare, two miles and a half in extent on 
each fide, and it contains about aa,ooo 
hoiifes, whofc inhabitants are eitimated 
at I jf 6,000. With refoefl to its Ib-eets, 
Dublin bears a near refmblance to Lon- 
don ; fomc of the old ftreeb were former- 
ly narrow, but great improvements have 
been lately made, in regard both to con-^ 
venlence and embelUihmcnt, and the new 
ftreets are wide and commodious, the 
houfes lofty, uniform, and elegant. A- 
mong thefe, on the north fide of the river, 
arc Gardin^s row, north Great GeorgeN 
ftreet, Cranby-row, Cavendiih-row, and 
Palace-row ; the laft three form a fuperb 
fquare, having the garden of the lying-in- 
hoipitd in the centre ; the old that cn- 
compaffed the garden has been lately taken 
do\ni ; there is now a full view of this de- 
lightful fpot, furrounded with iron pali- 
fades, and upward of ico globes with 
double burners difpofod at equal di{lance<t, 
which, added to the globes from the fur- 
rounding houfes, have a mofi; brilliant ef- 
fect. Among the n<rw ftreets and buildings 
on the fouth fide of the river, thofe where- 
in perfons of diftindHon refide, lie chiefly 
to the eaftwardof the college and Stephen’s 
green 5 which laft, though it docs not rank 
with the new buildings, pofTefses much gran- 
deur and elegance, being one of the largcft 
fquares in Europe : it is an Englilh mile in 
circumference, uirrounded by a gravel vrzlk 
planted on each fide with trees ; within 
this walk is a fmooth level meadow, having 
in the centre an equ^lh ian ftatue of the late 
king : there are fevcral fine edifices, thodgh 
almoft all diflering in the ftile of thcii" ar- 
chitedlure. There ai-c fcveral magnificent 
fquares, some of which are newly built. 
Among the principal public buildings are 
the Ca^e(the refidence of the viceroy) the 
Parliament Houfe, Trinity College, the 
Royal Exchange, the Cuftomhome, the 
Royal Hofpital of KilmainUam for invalids, 
and Eftex bridge, one of the five bridges 
over the Liffey, which being banked in 
through the whole length of die town, ex- 
hibits fpacious and beautiful quays, where 
veficls below the bridge load and unload 
before the merchants doors and ware- 
houfes ; it is navigable as far as Eflex- 
bridge. This bridge was iirft built in x68x^ 


and took its name from the unfortunate 
carl of ElTex, then viceroy of Ireland. It 
was taken down in 175 j, and rebuilt in 
an elegant form, after the model of Weft- 
minfter bridge, but much better propor- 
tioned, and on a more fecure foundation. 
It has five arches, the buttrefles between 
which fupport femicircutar niches that pro- 
jedl from the parapet, there are balluf- 
trades between tbefe niches, and continued 
to the ends of the bridge w'hich is commo- 
dioufly flagged for toot paflages ; the 
whole conflruifted ^th hewn ftone in a 
very fine lafte. There arc four bridges 
befides this over the river. This city has 
2 cathedrals, 18 parifli churches, 2 chapels 
of eafr, 15 Roman-catholic chapels, 6 meet- 
Ing-houfes for prelbyterians, 1 for anabap- 
tifts, 4 for methodifts, a for quakers, a 
church for French Calvinifts, a Danifti and 
a Dutch church, and a Jcwilh fynagogue. 
Chrift-church, or the Holy Trinity, built 
in 1038 hy Donat bifliop of Dublin, is a 
venerable Gothic pile ; and its prefent ap- 
pearance evinces its antiquity. St. Pa- 
trick’s cathedral is alfo a fine Gothic ftriic- 
ture ; it ftands on the eaft fide of Patrick 
ftreet ; the monuments here arc more nu- 
merous than in Chrift-church; and the 
fteeple is the highell in the city. St. Wer- 
bnrgh’s church was originally built in a 
very early a^e. In 1301, when a great 
part of the city was confumed by an acci- 
dental fire, this church fuffered in the con- 
flagration : it was burnt a fei ond time in 
1754, and repaired in its prefent beautiful 
form in 1759. The front and fteeple arc 
admired for their elegance, lightnefs, and 
fymmetry : the fpirc is a fine o<ftagon fup- 
ported by eight pillars; and a gilt ball 
terminates the whole, being j6o feet from 
the ground. The Houfe of Commons was 
deftroyed by fire in 179a, but is now re- 
built. The harbour is choked up by 
two banks of fand, upon which at high 
water th^re is not above 17 feet ; which 
prevents veflcls of large burden from going 
over the oar ; a def^ which will be re- 
medied, no doubt, by Tome fine projedled 
improvements. A canal has been made 
from the liifley, which communicates with 
the Shannon near Clonfert. Dublin is 60' 
miles W of Holyhead, in Wale6,‘ and 330 
NW of Landon. Lon. < 6 W, lat. 53 
ai N. 

Duck Creex, a town of N America^ 
in the ilate of Delaware. It carries on a 
confiderable trade with Philadelphia ; and 
is I a miles NW of Dover. 

Dudley, a town in Worcefterfhire, 
with a market on Saturday, and a great 
xnanufaAure of nails and otner iron-wares. 
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There is a church at each end of the lonf - 
eft ftrcct. It is 10 miles NW of Birming- 
ham and X20 of London. Lon. a o W, 
lat-jaasN.

Duins> or D01HO9 a fcaport of Ger- 
many, in the duchy of Camiola, eight 
miles NW of Trieft.

Duisburg, a town of Weftphalia, in 
the duchy of Clevcs, with a univerfity ; 
feated on the Roer, near the Rhine, la 
miles N of DulTeldorf. Lon. 6 50 £, lat. 
51 aa N. 

Duitz, or Duytz, a town of Weft- 
phalia, on the £ ftde of the Rhine, oppo- 
fite Cologne. It is chiefly inhabited by 
Jews. 

Duke of York’s Island, an ifland 
in the S Pacific Ocean, difeovered by 
commodore Byron in 1765, lying N of 
the Friendly Ifiands. The ground was 
covered by land-crabs, but no other 
animal was feen. Lon. 17a 30 W, lat. 
8 o S. 

Duke of York’s Island, an iiland 
in the S Pacific Ocean, about 10 miles 
long, lying between lord Howe's Group 
and tlie S£ point of New Ireland. The 
natives go entirely naked ; are ftout, well 
made, and of a light copper colour. This 
iiland is a perfeS garden, and produces, 
betle-nut, mangoes, bread-fruit, andguavas. 
Here are alfo dogs, hogs, poultry, and fome 
fpices. The nutmeg was feen by captain 
Hunter, who anchored in Port Hunter Bay, 
In this iiland, in May, 1791. Lon. 15241

Du LAS, a village on the N£ fide ef the 
ifle of Anglefey, much frequented on ac- 
count of the com and butter trade ; and 
for fem-aihes. 

Dulderstaot, a town of Germany, 
m the duchy of Brunfw’ick. It is feated 
on the river Whipper, 15 miles E of Got- 
tingen, and Z30 of Mentz. Lon. xo 
14 E, lat. 5X 28 N. 

Dulmen, a town of Weftphalia, in the 
bilhopric of Muufter, x8 miles SW of 
Munfter. Lon. 7 4 W, lat. 51 47 N. 

DuLyERTON, a town in Somerlctfhlre, 
with a market on Saturday, fcated on a 
branch of the £x, 24 miles £ of Bamftaple, 
and 164 W by S of London. Lon. 3 30 
W, lat. 51 3 N. 

Dulwich, a village in Surry, five miles 
S of London. 

Dumbarton, a borough, the capital 
of Dumbartonlhire, feated at the conflu- 
ence of the Leven and Clyde, with a Hone 
bridge over the former. Its principal

manufaAure b glafs ; but many of the 
young women are employed in the print- 
fields on the banks of the Leven. Dum- 
barton Caftle, in which a garrifon is ftill 
kept, is a ftrong place ; and in ancient 
times, was deemed impregnable : it is a vaft 
rock fteep on every fide, rifing out of a 
plain to the height of 500 feet, and un- 
connedled with any high ground for the 
fpace of a mile. It is almoft furrounded 
by the Leven and the Clyde. Dumbarton 
is X5 miles WN^^ of Glafgow. Lon. 4 
30 W, lat. 56 o N. 

Dumbartonshire or Lenox, runs 
iar North among a clufter of hills, and is 
bounded on the S by the Firth and river of 
Clyde ; on the £ by Lanerkihire and Stir- 
lingihire; on the N£ by Pertlifhlre and 
the Grampian-hills ; and on the W by Ar- 
gylelhire and Loch Long. It is above 20 
miles broad from £ to W, and about 40 
long from N to S. That part which lies 
to the E is very fruitful m com, the other 
parts being lully, feed vaft flocks of 
fiicep. 

Dumblane, a village in Pertlifhire, 
remarkable for a battle, called the battle 
of Sheriff-muir, between the duke of 
Argyle and the rebel earl of Mar, in 
1715. At the upper end of the village is 
a ruinous cathcciral. It is 30 miles NW 
of Edinburgh. 

Dumfermline, a borough in Fifelhire, 
which is a confiderable manufadurlng 
town, and has a good trade in linen goods, 
particularly diapers. Here was a magnifi- 
cent abbey and palace, where the princcfs 
Elizabeth, from whom the prefent royal 
family are defeended, was bom. Adjoin- 
ing to this was a magnificent abbey, part 
of the remains of winch now fer\*e for a 
church. In this place were burled hlalcolm 
and his queen, and fevcral kings of Scot- 
land. It is 15 miles NVI^'' of Edinburgh. 
Lon. 3 27 W, lat, 56 5 N. 

Dumfries, a town of Virghua, on the 
river Potomac. 

Dumfries, a royal borough of Scot- 
land, capital of Duu.fries£hirc, pleafantly 
feated between two hUls, on the river 
Nith. It is a regular well-built town, 
eight miles N of Sol^^Tiy Frith, and 30 
WNW of Carlifle. Lon. 3 29 W, lat. 
55 

Du M i Ri L s, a county of Scotland, which 
invludcs Annand’ale and Niudildale ; it is 
bounded on the N by part of Airlhire, 
Lanerkihire, Peeblesftnre, and Sclkirklhire ; 
on the W by Selkirklhii t and Roxourgh- 
fliire ; on the S by tlic Solway Firth ; and 
on the W by the counties of Air and K 
cudbright ; cxuuding about 50 miles 
Y 2 
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length and 30 in br^dth. KulHalr is the 
moll eailern <Jivifion* and divided from 
Annandale, by Elkdale. Annandale lies 
on the banks of the river Annan which 
runs through the middle of the county and 
falls into the Solway-Firth, after a courfe 
nf 27 iniU's. This divifion is a llewarty, 
abounding with paAure and pleafant woods, 
is about miles long, and 14 broad* 
Niddifdale or Nithdale receives its name 
fiom the river Nid, that pafles through it 
and runs into the Solway Firth ; tliis is the 
W’cflcrn divifion, abounds in pafiures and 
aralile lands, produces abundanc e of corn, 
and fome woods and for efts ; gold has been 
found in fome of its brooks after great 
1 ains. lu chief rivers arc, the Elk, Annan, 
and Kid. Its chief towns are, Annan and 
Dumfries. 

Dunamond, a tomi of Rullia, in the 
go\Trnment of Riga. It is fituated near 
the mouth of the Dwina, 1 5 miles NVi’' ol 
Riga. 

Dunbar, a royal borough in Haddlng- 
tonfhire, feated near the German Ocean. 
Tt has a good harbour, formerly defended 
by a cable. Under the rock, on which the 
cable Hands, are two natuial arches, 
through which 'he tide ftows ; and between 
the harbrur and the caftlc is a ftratum of 
vail bafaldc columns. Dunbar is remark- 
able for the defeat of John Bailors army 
by earl Warrenne, in 1106, and for a vic- 
tory gained by Cromwell over the ScjMs, 
in 1650. It ih 25 miles E of Edinbufgh. 
Ix)n. a 34 \V, lat. 56 12 N. 

Dungannon, a fortrefi. and town of 
Ireland, in the county of Wexford, feated 
on the river Rofs, fix miles E of Water- 
ford. Lon. 6 4<^ W, lat. 54 12 N. 

Dundalk, a feaport of Ireland, in the 
county of Louth, on a bay of the fame 
name, 20 miles NNW of Drogheda. Lon. 
d 17 W, lat. 52 16 N. 

Dundee, a ro^al borough in Angus- 
fhlre, with an excellent harbour. Its 
fituation for commerce is very advanta- 
geous. Trading vcltcls of the largcfl bur- 
den can get into the harbour ; and on the 
quay there arc three very convenient and 
liandforne warebodfes budt in 1756, as 
well as good room for ihip-huildlng, 
which is carried on to a large extent. 
The houfes are built of Hone, generally 
three or four ftories high. 'J*he market- 
place or high ftreet in the middle of the 
town IS a very fpacious oblong fqiiare, 
360 feet long and 100 feet broad ; from 
whence branch out the four principal 
Jlrccts, which with a number of lelfer 
ones arc all paved in the belt manner. 
On the ftuth lldc of the market-place 


Rands the town-houfe : an elegant ftruc- 
ture, with a very handfome ^nt, piaz- 
zas below, and a neat fpirc over it 140 fc^ 
high. This building was ftniihed in the 
year 47349 and contains the guild-hall, 
the court room, a very neat mafon-lodge, 
the bank, vaulted rcpofitories for the re- 
cords, and the common prifon, which is 
in the upper ftory, and does honour to the 
tafle and humanity of the magifiratess un- 
der whefe aufpices it was conftrcnfled, be- 
ing well aired commodious rooms, at the 
(amc time very ftrong and fccure. Each 
prifon is 20 feet by 129 and 7 feet and a 
half high, w»cll arched above and below. 
Dundee, beftdes St. Andrew’s church, has 
four other churches, and five minifters on 
the legal efiablHhment. Tlie old church, 
in which wttc originally foui places of w'or- 
Ihip when entire, had been a very magnifi- 
cent building, with a large fquare Gothic 
tow'cr or ftceple 186 feet high, on the weft 
cud of the church. This building was in 
the form of a crofs, crcdlcd by David Earl 
of Huntingdon, brother to William L of 
Scotland. This he did on his return from 
the third crufade, anno 1189, in gratitude 
for his deliverance from fcvcral imraineiit 
dangers, and particularly from Ihipwreck, 
by which he had nearly perifhed when 
in fighjt of this towm. 'J'he principal and 
ftaple inanufaflurcs are ofiiaburghs, lail- 
cloth, of which in 1788 were roanufadlur- 
cd to the value of 112,587!.; tliis manu- 
faflure has finre the commencement of the 
prefent w’ar incrcafed to an enormous ex- 
tent. A manufa^ure of cotton has like- 
wife been eftabliihed, which has been car- 
ried on with coiifiderable fuccefs for fome 
yeai-s paft. The Dundee coloured threads 
have been juftly eftcemed ; indeed it w^as 
here that coloured threads firft made a 
figure among the artiilcb of trade in Scot- 
land. A 1 ‘ugar-houfe w'as alfo crccftcd here,' 
but has been given up, as likewife a large 
glafs-houfe, which was carried on for fome 
years. The falmon-filhing in Tay ,18 of 
much coniequence, and tlie town is gene- 
rally well lupplied w'ith filh of various 
kinds. The population ixt. i 78 8 amounted 
to nearly '20,000, but the inhabitants ha\c 
jnefeafed to 23 or 24,000. It is feated oii 
the N fide of the frith of Tay, la miles 
from its mouth, 40 !N£ of Edmburgh, 22 
£ of Perth, and 14 of St. An^ews.

Dunkburg, a town of Livonia, on the 
Dwina, 90 miles S£ of Riga. Lon. 27 o

Dungannon, a town of Ireland, in 
the county of Tyrone, 11 milet»HNW of 
Armagh. Lon. 6 39 "W, lat. 54 38 N. 
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DUNGARVON9 a fcaport of Irclaod» In 
tfie county of Waterford* feated on Dun- 
|ar\'on Bay, a 2 miles SW of Waterford. 
Lon. 7 29 W, lat. 52 6 N. 

Dungrness, a cape on the coaft of 
Kent, eight miles S by W of Romney. 
Lon. o 59 E, lat. 50 5* N. 

Dukkeld, a xovm of Scotland, in the 
ihire of Perth, Heated on the north fide of 
the ifvcr Tay, in a fituation truly romantic* 
yndcr and among rery high, and almoll 
inaccdfible crags, part nakt^, and part 
wooded. Its romantic fituation, and the 
benefit of drinking goats whey, render this 
place the refort of much genteel company 
ill fummer. It is the market town of the 
Highlands on that fide, and carries on a 
manufacture of linen. The duke of Athol 
has a fine feat here, Ikreencdby the Gram- 
pian mountains. His Grace’s feat is a 
modem building, and not large, ‘udth plea- 
fant walks and policies, and near it is a fine 
cafeade on the water of Bran, which in iis 
way from the weftem hills forms an af- 
tonilhin^ fall of 150 feet, called the Rum- 
bling Brig, from a narrow bridge made by 
the fall of two rocks acrofs the fiream. 
Here are alfo the ruins of a cathedral, 
part of which ancient ftruihire is now 
the pariih church. Dunkcld is 12 miles 
N of Perth. Lon. 3 36 W, lat. 56 
35 N. 

Dunkirk, a confiderable fcaport of 
France, in the department of the North 
and late French Flanders. It was taken 
iroin the Spaniards by the Lnglijfh and 
French in 1658, and put into the hands of 
tJie Englifh, but fold to the French by 
Charles n, in 1662* Lewis xn. made 
it one of the beft fortified ports in the king- 
dom ; but all the vaft and expenfive works 
were demoliihed, and the bafins filled 
up, in conl’equence of the treaty of 
iJtrccht, in 1713. TTie French after- 
ward refumed the works ; but they were 
ordered to be demolifhed by the peace of 
1763. By the peace of 1783, the com- 
sniiTary was withdrawn, and the French 
were left to rciume the works. This 
place was bqfieged by the EngUih in 
* 793> but they were forced to retire with 
lofs. It is 22 miles SW of Oitend. Lon. 
% 28 E, lat. 51 2 N. 

Dun-lk-roi, a town of France, in tlxe 
department of Cher and late province of 
Bory, 20 miles S of Bourges. Lon. 2 29 
£, lat. 46 45 N. 

Dunlop, a village in Ayrihirc, in the 
difiri A of Cunningham, celebrated for rich 
And delicate cheele. 

Dun MOW, Great, a tovni of Eflex, 
with a maiket on Saturday, and a manufac- 


ture of bays. It is 13 miles N of Chclmg- 
ford, and 46 NE of London. Lon. o 24 
E, lat 51 54 N. 

Dunmow, Little, a village in Eflex, 
adjoining to Great Dunmow. 

Dunnington, a town in Liiicolnlhlre, 
with a market on Saturday, 27 miles S£ 
of Lincoln, and iii N of London. Lon. 
o 7 W, lat. 52 55 N. 

Dunnose, a cape, on the S fide of the 
Ille of Wight ,Lon. 1 16 W, lat. 50 33 N. 

Dunoter, a magnificent caitle of 
Scotland, in the county of Mearas, feat- 
ed on a high rock which advances into 
the fca. It is firong both by nature and 
art, and defended by tliick walls and 
towers. Here have l^en dug up, fome 
Roman inferiptions which have been 
fince placed in the cafile or palace by 
the earl marihal Keith, to whom the 
cafile belonged. It is 12 miles S of Aber- 
deen. Lon. I 47 W, lat. 56 57 N. 

Dunse, a town in Bcrwitklhire, fitiiate 
between the forks of the rivers Blackadder 
and Whiteadder, in a rich and fertile coiinf 
try, 12 miles W of Berwick upon Tweed. 
Lon. 2 5 W, lat 55 46 N. 

Dunstable, a town in Bedfordflure, 
with a market on Wednefday. It is 
feated on a dry chalky hill, and has four 
ftreets which regard the four cardinal 
pomts. The church is the remainder of a 
priory, and oppofitc to it is a farm- 
lioufe, once a royal palace. Dunfiablr 
IS famous for elegant balkets, &c. made of 
ftraw, which are even an article of ex- 
portation. It is 34 miles NW of London. 
Lon. o 29 W, lat. 51 59 N, 

Dunstaffnagi-, a venerable cafile, 
near Loch Etive, in Argylefliire, formerly 
a royal palace, and afterward feat of 
the lord of the ifics. 

Dunstfr, a town in Somerfetfliire, 
‘with a market on Friday, and a harbour 
on the Briitol Channel. It is 20 miles 
NW of Taunton, and 158 W of London. 
Lon. 3 41 W, lat. 51 13 N. 

Dunwich, a borough in Suffolk, with 
a market on Saturday* It is feated at the 
top of a loofe cliff, and was formerly a, 
biihop’s fee, but it is now only the ic- 
mains of a town, all but two pardhes, be- 
ing fwallowed up by the fea. It fends 
two members to parliament, and is 24 
xiiUes S of Yarmouth, and 99 N of Lon- 
don. ]^n. 1 55 £, lat. 52 21 N. 

Du QUEL A, a province of Africa in the 
kingdom of Morocco about 75 miles in 
length and 85 in breadth. It abounds in 
corn and cattle. 

Durampour, a town of the Deccan rf 
Ilmduofian, in tlu province of Guzarat, 
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f6 miles NNE of Bombay. Lon. 73 14 
E, lat. 20 3a N. 

Duran CLy a river of France, which 
rifet near Briancon, and watering Em- 
brun, Tallard, Sifteron, Monofque, and 
Cavaillon, foils mto the Rhone, below 
Avignon. 

Durango, a populous town of Spain, 
in Bifray, 14 miles S£ of Bilboa. Lon. % 
56 W, lat. 43 18 N. 

Durango, a town of New Spain, m 
New Bifcay, vdth a bilhop’s fee, and good 
£iit-works, in a fertile country. Lon. 105 
O W, lat. 24 50 N. 

Durazzo, a village of Albania, with 
a Greek archbilhop’s fee. It has a ruined 
!brtre&, and a good harbour on the gulf 
of Venice, 50 miles N of Valona. Lon. 
19 19 £, lat. 41 54 N. 

Durby, a town of French Luxem- 
burg, capital of a county of the fame 
name, fcated on the Outre, 20 miles $ of 
Liege. T^n. 5 28 £, lat. 58 18 N. 

Dukckeim, a town of Germany, in 
the palatinate of the Rhine, iz miles N£ 
of Neuiladt. Lon. 8 2J £, lat. 49 26 N. 

Durcn, a town of Germany, in the 
duchy of Juliers, on the river Roer, la 
miles S of Juliers. Lon. 6 40 £, lat. yo 
44 N. 

Durham, a county of £ngland, called 
the hifhopric of Durhw, bounded on the 
N by Northumberland, on the E by the 
German Ocean, on the S and SW by 
Yorklhire, and on the W by Weftmor- 
hnd and Cumberland. It extends 37 
miles fix>m N to S, atod 47 from £ to W ; 
4'ontains one city, feven inarket-tow'ns, 
and Z13 parilhes ; and fends four members 
to parliament. The air is wholcfome, 
and though very iharp in the weftem parts, 
is milder tow'ards the fea, whofc w'ami 
va])ours mitigate the feverity of the winter 
ftafons. Its ri\’ers arc the Tecs, Tine, 
Were, Tame, Lunc, Darwent, Gauntlefr, 
Skem, &c. Its principal produdls arc lead, 
^oals, iron, corn, multard, lalt, glafs, fine 
ale, with excellent butter and Isdmon. 
The foil is various ; the fouth is rich, 
but the weflem parts rocky and moor- 
ilh. 

Durham, the capital of the c6unty of 
Durham, with a market on Saturday, and 
a bifhop’s fee. It is compadlly built on 
a kill, on a beautiful winding of the Wear 
over w'hich ai c tw’o floue Ijridgcs. Dur- 
ham is about a mile in length, and as 
much in brtvdth, lefembling the figure of 
a crali. 'Fhc ftrects are dai k and nan'ow ; 
and loiuf of tlicm lying on the an livity 
of a fteep hill, arc very difficult and dan- 
gerous 10 wheel-carriages. The houfes 


are in general fbrong built, but ndtber light 
nor elegant. The moft remarkable edifices 
are the cathedral with fix other churcheti 
three Handing in the city, and as many 
in the fuburbs ; the cdlcge ; the caille, 
or biihop’s palace ; the toolboth near St 
Nicholas’s church ; the crofs and conduit 
in the market-place; with two bridges 
over the Elvet. The cathedral was begun 
by Biihop Carilepho in the iith cen.ury. 
It is a large, magnificent, Gothic itnuHure, 
4x1 feet long, and 80 in breadth, havii^ 
a crofs dilc in the middle 170 feet in 
length, and two fmaller ailes at each end. 
Durham has a manuiadlure of fhalloons, 
tammies, and calamancoi ; and around 
it are grown large quantities of the bell 
muftai-d. Nevil’s Crofe, near the city, 
w'as ercdled in memory of the viflory ob- 
tained by queen Philippa, in 13469 over 
David Bruce, king of Gotland, who ivaa 
taken priibner in this battle. Durham 
fends tw'o members to pai'liament ; is 14 
miles S of New^caiUe, and 257 Nby W 
of London.

Durslcy, a town in Gloucellerlhire, 
with a market on ThuriHay, and a cafile, 
now in ruins. It is inhabited by clothiers,

Durtal, a towoi of France, in thft 
department of Maine and Loire, and late 
province of Anjou, whofc chief trade con- 
iiifs in tanning.

Dusseldorf, a Ifarong city, capital 
of the duchy of Berg. It contains about 
x8,ooo inhabitants, including the garri- 
fon. DulTeldorf derives an air of dignity 
from its palace and great church. The 
palace is now deferted and a folitary guard 
or two fuggells die idea of departed mag- 
nificence. It contains however the invalua- 
ble collection of pictures, which is celebrat- 
ed for its unrivalled afiemblage of Flemilh 
produdlions. Anewtowm,caUedCarliladt, 
IB nearly completed. It is divided into fix 
regular quarters that open into on exten- 
five fcpiare ; and, from the uniforinity of 
die buildings forms a beautiful addition to 
the old city. Dufitldorf was furren^red 
to the French in >795. It is feated on 
the river Dufiel, near the Rhine, 22 miles 
NW of Cologne.

It mcandeis 
for above ao miles, through the valley 
of Stratheam, and joins the Tay, below 
Perth. 

Earne, a lake of Ireland, in the coun- 
ty of Fermanagh, 30 miles in length. Jt 
is narrow in tlie middle ; and in this 
part is an ifrand on whi^^ii Hands luni- 
ikUling. 

Eastbourn, a towm in Suilex, noted 
fbr plenty of the birds called whcatcars, 
suid is a place of refort for bathing. It 
is feated near the Eiigliih Channel, 15 
miles ESE of Lewes, <md 65 SSE of 
London. 

Easter Island, an ifrand in the S Pa- 
cific Ocean, 13 leases iu circuit, h has 
a hilly and frony fuiface, an ircni-bound 
fhore, and ajBTords neither fafe anchorage, 
fr^ water, nor wood f')r fuel.

They are fituate 
SSW from the middle of Plymouth Sound, 
at the diltance of 14 miles, lliey are 
alxnolt in the line wUch joins the Start 
and the Lizard Points, and their fituation 
with regard to the Bay of Bifcay and the 
Atlantic is fuch, that they He open to the 
fu'eils of the bay and ocean from all the 
SW xx»nts,fo that all the heavy feas from 
the S W break upon Eddyftone with the 
ntmoft fury. On the principal rock (for 
the reft are under water) Mr. Winltaniey, 
in 1696, Undertook to build a lighthoufe ; 
and he completed it in 1700. Tliis in- 
genious mechanic was fo certain of the (la- 
bility of this ihrudlure, that he declared it 
was his wiih to be in it during the molt tre- 
mendous ilorm. Unfortunately, he had his 
wilh : it was dedroyed in the dreadful 
derm, November, 517, 1703, when he pe- 
riihed in it. In 1709, another bmlt of 
wood, hut on a different condnudion, was 
«redled by Mr. Kudyard, which was con- 
iiimed by dre in 1755 . Another, of done, 
was begun by the celebrated Mr. Smeaton, 
on April a, 1757, and iinilhed Augud 24, 
X759. rode, which dopes toward 

the SW, is cut into horizontal deps, in- 
to which are dovetailed, and unil^ by 
a drong cement, Portland done, and gra- 
nite. The whole, to the height of 35 
feet from the foundation, is a folid of 
doncs, engrafted into each other, and 
united by every means of additional 
drength. The building has four rooms, 
one over the other, and at the top a gal- 
lery and lantern. The done doors are 
flat above, but concave beneath, and are 
kept i^m prefling againd the fides of 
tlie building by a chain, let into the walls. 
It is nearly 80 feet hi^h, and has been 
danding 36 years, duruig which time it 
has been afuiulted by tlie fury of the 
elements, without fulllri}jg the fmaUed 
injury; and, in all probability, nothing 
but an earthquake con dclljoy it. Its 
diltaiv c from the Ram Head, the neared 
pDin*- of land, is 1% miles.

EDikburgh, the metropolis of Scot- 
land, fituated in a county of the fame name. 
It may properly be dmded mto the Old 
and New' Towns. The dd Town is fitu- 
ated on a narrow deep hill, about a mile in 
length, terminated abruptly on the W fide 
by the cadle, from wliich there is a gra- 
dual declivity to the palace of Holvrood- 
houfe, which is placed in a beautiful plain 
called St. Ann’s Yards. From the level 
of this plain, and on each fide df the ridge 
or hill on which the Old Towm dan&, 
run two narrow valUes, nearly parallel to 
each other; the (buthern one forms a 
dreet called the Cowgate, the northern 
continued a marlh till very lately, w'hich 
was railed the North Loch, but b now 
drained. The high-dreet which runt be- 
tw'een the cadle and Holyroodhoule, U long 
and fpacious, and the houfes are very high. 
From thb dreet many narrow lanes or 
clofcs run off at right angles, towards the 
N and S. The cadle is feated on a vsiit 
perpendicular rock, accefiible only bv a 
draw-bridge on one fide, and in ancient 
times was confidered as aimed impregna- 
ble. The apartment is dill (hewm to 
drangers where the unfortunate Mary 
brought forth James VI. who afteryrards 
inherited the crowns of England and Scot- 
land. The reg^ia of Scotland are kept 
here, in what is called ^ crown-room. 
The church of St Giles, on the hi^h-dreet, 
is very ancient. It is a fine Godoc druiil- 
ure, and b at prelent divided into four 
churches. Near to thb dands the Par- 
liament houfe, now occupied by tlie courts 
of feffion and exchequer. The lofty roof 
of ihc great hall| laa feet by 49, w'hich has 
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been lately repaired and embelliflied, is 
much admired. In the fquare adjoining, is 
a handfome equeltrian fbtue of Charles 
II. The Royal Exchange, on the oppofite 
fide of the fireet, is an cxtenfivc building, 
founded in 1753 ; but not occupied as an 
Exchange ; oppofite to which flood the 
crofs. The Tron-Churth, founded in 
1637, has been lately modernised, and ha^ 
a neat appearance. The palace of iloly- 
rood-Ilouie forms a grand quadrangle, 
with a court in the centre furrounded by 
piazzas : the NW towers were built by 
James v, and tlic whole ^was completed in 
the reign of Charles ii. A Tpacious gal- 
lery here is hung with the pi^lures ol 1 1 r 
monarriis, from Fergus i, to James vi, the 
greateft part of tliem imaginary. In the 
NW tower is the chamber where 

queen Mary fat at fupper, when Rl/zio 
was dragged fiom her fide and murdered, 
and the private Itaircafe by which Kutbven 
entered with the aflafTins, to perpetrate 
the rutlilels deed. Adjommg arc the 
magnificent ruins of an abbey, founded 
by David i, in iiaS, and converted by 
Charles 11 into a royal chapel. Tlie 
Ne-w Town is fituatcd on the n fide of 
the Old, on an elevated plain, from wliic h 
the ground defeends to the s and N with 
a gentle declivity. It forms an aflem- 
blagc of very elegant and uniform Urcets 
and fquares ; the moil remarkable of which 
are Prince’s flrect, George flrect, tiueen's 
flrcct, St. Andiew’s fquarc, and Charloitc 
fquare. The public buildings are the He- 
gifter Office, a vaft pile ot rnociern arehi- 
ledlure, uniting elegance and flabiUty ; 
St. Andrew’s Cliurch, with an cle-gant flen- 
der fpire ; the Pliylician*sllall , the Exedfe 
Office ; and the New AfTembly Rooms. 
'J’he communication between the n and s 
parts of the city is facililated by two noble 
biidges ; tlie n bridge founded by Provoil 
Drummond in 1763; and the s bridge, 
by provofl Hunter Blair, in 1785. Be- 
twctrii the Old and New Town, confider- 
a!)ly to tlie M^eftward of the n bridge, there 
is alio a communication called the Earthen 
Mound, an immenfe pile of earth formed 
from the rubbifli dug out 01 the foundatious 
of the new houlcs. 'I'here are a number of 
public buildings in Edinburgh, lielides 
thofe mentioned, viz. Heriot's hefpita], 
founded in i6a8, an elegant Gothic pile ; 
the Royal Infirmary; VValfoii’s, Mer- 
cJiants, Trades, 1 rinity, and Orphan Imf- 
pital ; Public DifpenJary, Men Hants Hall, 
&c. The places ot public amufement are 
the I'heatre Royal, Concert Hall, Afiem- 
bly Rooms, and Equefb lan Circus. Ou the 
bmrrut of the Caltonfiill, lias lately been 


erected a Bridewell, a very ext.iifisc Luib* 
ding, on a plan equally cUgant aud com- 
modious. At Jock’s Ho'lge, to tlie eafl- 
ward of the city, an elegant fet of bariaeks, 
for 400 cavalry, luve lately betn creeled. 
Edinburgh, with its dej^endem its, is lupptjf 
ed to contain 100, coo iiihabitaiii-,. it is 
fupplicd with water, coa^eycti in imn 
pipes, from Coiiiillon, four miles io the 
w. It is goveinecl by a loid pioadl, 
four balliils, uid a coiniric'n ccuned, and 
fends one member to pa:liament. It is 
two miles s of l^Jtii,'54 v/nw' oi Ber- 
wick u]K>n Tweed, anil ^39 n by \v of 
London.

Tcypt, a country of Africa, 600 miles 
in length, and 230 where broadelt 1 
bounded on the N by the Mediterranean, 
on the s by Nubia, on the E by the Red 
Sea and the Hthmus of Suez, and on the 
w by the defarts to the F of Fezzan. The 
broadefr part is from Alexandria to Da- 
mietta, and ihence it gi actually grows 
naiTowcr, till it approaches Nubia. It is 
divided into the Lpper, Middle, and 
Lower; i^Jiich laft comprehends the 
Delta-; and though the air is naturallv 
hot, and not very wholefome, it enjoys lo 
many other advanUges, that it has been 
aluays extremely populous. Egypt car- 
ried on a coftfiderable trade in E India 
commodities, till the Portuguefe found the 
way round tlie Cape of Good Hope* 
However the merchants of Euiopc vxfit 
the harbours in the Mediterranean, and 
imiJort and export ftveral forts of mcr- 
cluiiidife ; and Irom other parts the natives 
get elephants teeth, ebony, gold dull, 
mulk, civet, ambergris, and coffee. The 
gold dull is brought from Negroland, to 
Fez and Morocco, and thence to Cairo, 
over immenfe dclerts. The prjncijxil 
commodities which the merchants pur- 
ebafe, are coffee, fenna, caffia, rhubarb, 
fal ammoniac, myrrh, faflfron, faltpetrC, 
alo^s, opium, indigo, fugar, fratidal wood, 
dates, cotton cloth, The complexioxt 
of the Egyptians is taMmy, and the further 
& the daikcr, fo that thofc near Nubia 
are alnioft black. 'ITiey arc generally 
indolent and cowardly: the richer fort 
do nothing all fby but drink coffee, finoke 
tobacco, and flctp ; and they are igno- 
rant, proud, haughty, and ndieulouay 
wain. From Ma.ch to November, the 
heat, to an European, ic almoft infup- 
po-t.'ble ; but the other months are more 
temperate, 'I he s uinds dre by the na- 
tives (ailed ])oilonous winds, or the hot 
wiinh cl the dtfert-? : they arc of fuch ex- 
irfMic III at and aridity, that no animated 
body c.vpofed to it can witiiAand its fatal 
influence. Lhiring the tlirce days that 


fugar, fruits, and all fivts of gardendluff ; 
and in Lower Egypt are oranges, lemons, 
figs, dates, almond, caflia, and j^antains, 
in great plenty. The fands are fo fub- 
tile that diey penetrate Into the clofets, 
chefia, and.calnnets, whirh, with the hot 
winds, are probably the caufe of fore eyes 
lieing fo very common here. The animals 
of Egypt are tigers, hyenas, antelopes, 
apes, black-cattle, fine hoHes, large aiies, 
crocodiles, the hippopotamus, the camelion, 
and a kind of rat called ichneumon ; oT- 
ttiches, eagles, hawks, pelicans, water- 
fowls of all Idnds, and the ibis which 
relembles a duck, and was deified by the 
ancient Egyptians, on account of its def- 
troying ferpents and noxious inie^. Here 
is a ferpent called the ccrailes, or homed 
\nper, whofe bite is fatal to thofe who 
have not the freret of guaidiog agakift it ; 
for feme of the natives can play with the 
ceraftes, and it will not 'attempt to bite 
them ; but u hen applied to a hen, or any 
odier animal, it has inflantlv bit and killed 
them. The pyramids of Egypt arc no- 
ticed by all travellers; the largefi takes 
up ten acres of ground, and is, as well as 
tlie reft, built upon a rock. Here are alfo 
caverns, out of which they get thr mum- 
mies, or embalmed dead bodies, u liich 
are found in coffins, let upright in niches 
of the walls, and have continued there at 
leail 4000 years ; many of thefe have 
been brought to England, and were for- 
merly deemed of great iffe in medicine. 
The principal cit^ ib Caiix). I'lic ancient 
kings governed £gypt| till Cambyfes be- 
came mafier of it, 5a5'year8 B. C. and in 
their time all thofe wonderful llru^ures 
were railed, which Mve cannot beheld with- 
out allonifhrneat. Thefe are die pyramids, 
labyrinth, tlic immenfe grottos of the 
Thebais; the obdilks, temples, and pom- 
pous palaces ; the lake Meerk, aii^ 
vait canals, which lerved both for trade 
and to render the land fruitful. Alkr 
this comjuell, Cambyfes demolifhed the 
temples and perfecuted the priefis. After 
his death) this country cominued under the 
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Arfian yoke till the time of Alexander the 
Oreaty who having conquered Pcrfia, built 
^ famous city Alexandria. He was 
fuccecded by Ptolemy, the fon of Lagos, 
3*4 years B. C. Ten kings of that name 
fucceedcd each other, till Cleopatra, the 
filter of the laft Ptolemy, afeended the 
throne ; \^hen Egypt became a Roman 
provincci and continued fo till the reign 
of Omar, the fecond calif of the furcefibrs 
of Mahomet, who drove away the Ro- 
mans, after it had been hi their hands 700 
years. When the power of the califs de- 
clined, Saladine let up the empire of the 
Mamlouks, wiiich became fo pov^'erfui in 
time, that they extende<l their dominions 
over a great part of Africa, Syria, and 
Arabia. Egypt v^as then conquered by 
Selim, a Turkifli empei'or, and great num- 
bers of its ancient inhabitants witlidrew 
into the plains. An attempt was then 
made to deprive the Otloman Porte of its 
autJiority ovct Egypt by Ali Bey, who 
having been for fonie time extremely for- 
tunate, was at lall defeated and killed in 
hn«.c torn by tivil 
wa»*s betw'ecn the adherents of Ali, and 
other beys or princes, w’ho rofc on his nuns. 
Alternately expelled from Cairo, they 
finally agreed to a compiomife in 17H9. 
From this period nothing of importance 
occurs till 1799, ^^hen this country was 
invaded by die French under Buonaparte. 
They landed at Alexandria, wdilch lur- 
tendiTcd to them after a feeble refiftance. 
They then proceeded to Rofetta and Cairo, 
which they took without much difl'u ulty. 
They would probably ha\e fiibdued the 
w^hole country, and finally overturned the 
Turkifli empire, had not dieir piogrefs 
been arrefted at St. Jolin d’Acre, by the 
gallant Sir Sidney Smith, wdio (letinded 
that incoTtfiderable place with fuch invin- 
cible courage and Ikill, that the emnny 
were compelleil after innumerable delpc- 
ratc attacks to abandon the .attempt. Tiiey 
were Ihortly afterwards deferted by their 
commander, who has returned to France. 
A treaty has been fince entered into by Sir 
Sidney Smith, which has not met w'ith the 
approbation of the Britifli government.

It Bands on the fummit of a fiupeudous 
rock, not lefs than 800 feet above the level 
of the river, and is thought, when fupport- 
ed by a competent garrifon, to be impreg- 
nable. It nas a communication with 
Coblentz, by fubtcTraneous paiTages, cut 
out of the foiid rock ; and is plentifully 
fupplied with water from a well 280 feet 
deep. ' The profpcfl from this cattle is ma- 
jeilic, extenfive, and variegated ; and the 
ttream at i'is foot, is dec()r..t( d w^itk tw'o 
fmall iflatid::, on each of wdiich is a con- 
vent. In the vale of Ehrenbreitltein, is 
the old palate of the eleflor. This for- 
trefs was befieged by the French in 1 796, 
above three months ; but on the 17th of 
September, the Aufhians compelled them 
to retreat.

England, the fouth and moft confider- 
able part of the iiland of Great Britain, 
bounded on ihe N. by Scotland, on thO 
NH. and £. by the German Ocean, on the 
S. by the Englilh channel, and on the W. 
by St. Gkorge’s channel, the principality 
of Wales, and the Irifli Sea. It is of a 
trianipilar form. From the South Fore* 
landm Kent, which maybe termed the £. 
point of the triangle, to Bcru'ick upon 
Tweed, which is the N. its length, in 
a firaight line, is 34? miles; from that 
point to the Land’s End, in Cornwall, 
which is the W. it is 425 ; and the breadth 
thence to the South Foreland is 340. The 
face of the country' in England, aftbrds 
all that beautiful variety which can be 
found in the moft extenfi\'e tradls of the 
globe. In fome parts, verdant plains ex- 
tend as far as the ey» can reach, watered 
by copious ftreams, and covered by in- 
numerable cattle. In others, the pleafing 
viciftitudes of gently-rifing hills and bend- 
ing vales, fertile in com, waving udth 
wood, And intcrfpcrffcl wilJi meadows, 
oftcf the moft delightful landfcapes of 
niral opulence and beauty. Some tradlA 
abound \iith profpefls of a more roman- 
tic kind ; lofty mountains, craggy 
rocks, deep nairow dells, and tumblmg 
torrents. Nor arc there wanting, as a 
contrail to fo many agreeable frenes, the 
gloomy features of bbek barren moors 
and wide uncultivated heaths. Gn the 
whole, however, few coiinlrieB have a 
fmaller proportioii #f land aLfblutely ftcril 
and incapable of (ulture. The richeft 
parts are in general the midland and fouth - 
em. TouTurd the N. it partakes of the 
barrennefs of the neighbourif^g Scotland. 
The £• coaft is in many parts fandy and 
tnarihy. A range of ru(b and elevated 
land, fomerimesrifing into lofW mountains, 
extends from the borders of Scotland to 
the very heart of England numktg from 
N. to S. and forming a natural •oivifion 
between the £. and W fidcs of the king- 
dom. Comtrall is alfo a roUgh htUy tradl ; 
and a fimilar rharadlcr nrevails in part of 
the adjkoent Covnries. 1&e& mountainous 
tradls abound with vkrtous tbineral trea- 
furcs. The r i vers are numerous ; hut the 
comparatively ftnall extent of England 
will not permit them to vie, in length 
of couric, with the great rivm on the 
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|K>ntinent. The moft cox)iidcra.bIe i>f them 
yre the Thames Severn, Medway, Trent, 
Oufc, Tyne, Tees, Eden, Aven, Der- 
went, Dee, Merfey, Ac. The lakes arc 
neither numerous nor ejctculive. They 
are chiefly in tiie N.W • counties 5 and 
thofe of Wdimorlaf^ and Cumberland, 
in particular, ejthibit inch varieties of 
beautifully romantic and pi^urcfque fLene* 
ry, as to have become, for fome years 
paft,* the faftiionable objeA of Aiminct 
excuiiions from the metropolis, and every 
part of the country. With refpedt to 
climate, England is jlituatcd on the N. 
part of the temperate zone, fo that it 
enjoys but a fcauty ihare of the genial 
influence o£ the fun. Its acmofphere is 
iuclined to chiliiels and moilhire, fubjeA 
to frequent and fudden clianges and is 
more favourable to tlie growth, than to 
the ripening, of the produ(5ls of the earth. 
!No country is clothed with fo beautiful 
and laftiiig a verdure: but the harvelfs, 
efpecially m the northern pai^, frequently 
fu^cT from unfeafonable rams ; and the 
fruits often fall Ihort of their perk A 
maturity. The rigours of winter, how- 
ever, as well as the parching heats of lum- 
mer, ai'e felt here ni a much lefs degiee 
than m parallel cUmaies on tlie con- 
tinent ; a circumliance common to ail 
illauds. While the fea-ports ot Hoiland 
and Germany are every winter locked up 
with ice, thofe of England, and even of 
Scotland, are never known to fuifer this 
inconvenience. I'he wettem fide of the 
kingdom, receiving firlt the great cloUds 
from the Atlantic Ocean, which are af- 
tcTW'ard intercepted in their paflage by the 
middle ridge of hills, is conliderably more 
expoied to rain than the ealteni ; but the 
latter is mre frequently involved in fogs 
and milts. The whole counti 7 , fome par- 
ticular fpots excepted, is lufliciently heal- 
thy ; and the natural longevity of its in- 
habitants is equal to that of almofl any 
region. All the molt valuable produdions, 
both animal and vegetable, of this couiitiy, 
have been imported from the continent, and 
have been kept up and improved by con- 
llapt attention. c5nginaUy, this great iiland 
feems to have been, like the w'ilds of Ame- 
rica, over-run with wood, and peopled on- 
ly by me iahabitaifts of the forelt. Here 
formerly roamed the bear, the wolf, and 
the wild boar, now totally exurpatid. 
l^arge herds of ilaga ranged through the 
w'oods, roebucks bounded over the lulls, 
and wild bulls grazed in the marfliy 
allures. Hy degrees the woods were 
cllroycd, m order ^ make way for cul- 


tivation ; the marlhes were drained ; and 
the w'Ud animals, invaded in tlieif re^ 
treats, gradually di&p}wai%d, and their 
places were lupjiied by the domeliic kinds. 
England now poflelTcs no other wild qoaf. 
dnipeds than feme of the Imaller kinds ; 
fucli as the fox, the wild cal, the bad- 
ger, t}ite marmot, and others of the ' 
w'cafel kind; the otter, the hedge-hog, 
the hare and rabbit ; tlie fquirrel, dor- 
mpule, mole, and feveral fpecics of the 
rat and moufe. On the other hand, 
every kind of domeliic animal, imported 
from abroad, has been reared to thegreateft 
degree of ptrfedlion. I’lie horfes are to 
be found in England of all forts and flt 
for all kinds of fervice tor the fuddle, 
the race, and the carriage, all equally 
good tho’ of very diflerent natures, fome 
fmall and hardy, others large and Itrong ; 
fo that alTes aie but little .uid mules itiii 
jefs ufed. The horned cattle have been 
brought to the Urgefl Hze and the greatefr 
juftiicfs of lhape. The dilTcreiit races of 
Iheep in England are varioully diftinguilh- 
cd, cither for uncommon fize, goodnels 
of flcfli, and plenty or linenefs of w^. 
The deer of oui* parks, w'hich are origi- 
nally a foreign breed, arc fuperior m beau- 
ty ot fidn, the debcaty of ficfti, to thofi: 
of moil countries. Even the levcral kinds 
of dogs have been trained to degrees of 
courage, llrength, and lagacity, mrcly to 
be met wnth elfcwheret The hnprov^ 
mtnt in the vegetable proilu^s of this 
iiland is not lets llrikliig tlian in the ani- 
mals. Nuts, acorns, crabs, and a fevr 
wdd berries, ww ainiolt all the variety of 
vegetable food whivh our woods could 
boaft. To foreign countries, and to l)ic 
efforts of culture, we are indebted for our 
bread, the roots and greens of our tables, 
and all our garden Iruits. The barley 
and hops for our malt liquors, and apn 
pics for our cider, are equally the gifts 
of other lands. The meaneft bbourcr, 
is now fed w'irh more w'holefomc and 
delicate aliments Own the petty kings 
of Ojc country could obtain in its lavage 
and uiiLultivdted ilate. The rivci's and 
feas ot England are Hocked w'ith a great 
variety of Sh, which yield a plentiful ar- 
ticle of provUion to Jil ranks of people. 
The river are in many parts (Uiiiinilhed. 

But thefrab ail iutxhaulHblclbuKc; and 
every exertion ot indultiy, to proi ure food 
fiom thence, is amply repaid. The fifti- 
CTies, at prefent, arc a great c.bjcdl or 
attention ; and the whole li-a-coall is en- 
livened by numeioiis inhabitant*!, who 
gain their cjhief lubliftauwe from the dee^.

The i»anufa< 5 \urcs and commerce of th» 
country are fo extenfivc» and vari- 
ous« tnat a particular account of them 
would lead us beyond our limits In the 
woollen> cotton, and hardware monufadlu- 
res, in particular, it has long maintained 
a pre-eminence ; and, though nature has 
i denied it the rich fruits of other countries, 
yet the manufadhire, if it may be fo 
t:alled, of home-made wines, in imitatioi^ 
of all the varieties of the foreign, has been 
brought to an uncommon degree of per- 
fecflioiu The government of England is 
a limited monarchy ; the legillativc power 
reiiding in the king, lords, and com- 
mons ; and the executive in the king, 
the great officers of ftatc, tlie judges, 
and all the inferior gradations of magi- 
lh:a<y. The civil divilion of the coun- 
tiy IS into circuits, and fliirts, or coun- 
ties : thefe lait arc Subdivided into wapen- 
takes, or hundreds, and panfhes. The 
circuits arc fix in number, and in each 
of them, for the mofl part, two of the 
^fudges admiiiiffer jiifUce twice a year. 
They arc, i. I'hc Home Circuit, contain- 
ing the counties of Kent, Suriy, and 
Siiffi'flk. The Norfolk Circuit, ron- 
taming the counties of Bucks, Bcaford, 
Huntingdon, Cambridge, Sudbik, and 
Norfolk. .9. I'hc Oxford Circuit, con- 
taining the counties of Oxford, Berks, 
(ilouccrtcT, Worceftcr, Monmonth, 
Hertford, Salop, and Stafford. 4. The 
Midland Circuit, containing the fhires 
of ^'arwick,^ Leicefter, Derby, Notting- 
ham, Lincoln, Kutland, andNorthampton. 
5. The Northem Circuit, containing the 
counties of Yoik, Durham, Northum- 
berland, Lantaftci, Wefhnorland, and 
CumberJard. 6. 1 he Weftem Circuit, 
containing Hants, Wilts, Dorfet, Somer- 
frt, Devon, and Cornwall. Two other 
oountits, MIddiciex and Chefhire, are 
not included in any circuit. * The 
cltablilhcd rtligion, as contained in the 
.99 articles of the Church of England, 
is Calvinifm ; but thefe articles arc in- 
tei^retcd, by the clergy in general, ac- 
cording to the more bberal principles of 
Arnduius ; and all other religions aie tole- 
rated. Tl>e eccltfiaftical divifion of Eng- 
land is into two arihbifhoprits, called the 
provinces of Canljarlmiy a’ld York. 'Fhat 
01 Canterliury tomahis the dlonfcs of

prQTince of York contains the diocefes of 
Durham, Cheiler, and Carlifle, and that 
of Sodor and Man. Every prelate of the 
lees enumerated, that of Sodor and Man 
excepted, has a feat in the houfe of lords. 
London is the capital, and the metropolis 
alfo of the whole Britifh empire. 

England, New, a county of’ N 
America, bounded on the n by Canada, 
on the E by New Brunfwick and the 
Atlantic, on the s by that ocean and 
Long Ifland Sound, and on the w by 
New York. New England is a high, hil- 
ly, and in fome parts a mountainous coun- 
try, formed by nature to be inliabited by a 
hardy race of free, independent republi- 
cans. The mountains aie comparatively 
fniall, running nearly north and fouth in 
ridges parallel to each other. Between 
thefe ridges flow the great rivers in ma]C- 
ftic meanders, receiving the innumerable 
ri\'ulets and larger llrcams which proictd 
from the mountains on each fide. It con- 
tains the ffates of New Hampfhire, Mafia- 
chufet, Rhode Jflarid, Conncdlic ut, and 
Vennont ; which fee. ' 

Enoi lbiro, a valley of Swifferland, 
10 mikb long, entirely furrounded by 
very lofty and baircn mouutains, and 
hounded by the cantons of Bern, Uri, 
and Uiiderwalden. It was formerly fub- 
jc^ to the abbot of a benodidinc mona- 
ftcry of the fame name, who was under 
the protedlion of the cantons of Lucern, 
Uri, Schweitz, and Under^valden. The 
romantic fetnery of this country has always 
dtliglited the traveller, and engagetl the 
attention of the naturalilt. Glai iers, of a 
very great extent, and extremely tlivcrfi- 
fied, are found on tlie fide of very fer- 
tile mountains, and exhibit fingular points 
of view. 'I’hcre is abundance of fine 
bl^ck marble, white veined ; a vitriolic 
earth, fiatc impregnated with vitriol ; 
fmall cr^dlals, lalkd Swifs diamonds { 
lilvcr, and vitriol. The abbey is la 
miles SW of Altdorf. Sec TnLiti.

Epernay, an ancient town of France, 
m the department of Marne and late pro- 
vince of Champagne. The wines pro- 
duc ed in its neighbourhood, arc very exqui- 
(ite. It is 1 7 miles NW of Chalons. Lon. 
4 o E, lat. 49 5 N. 

Ep H ^ s II s, an ancient and celebrated city 
of Natolia, in that part anciently called 
Ionia. It is now tailed Ajafalouc, by the 
Turks ; but of its former fpleiidour there 
is nothing to be fecn but heaps of marble, 
overturned -w^alls, columns, tapitaK, and 
pieces of ftatues. I'ne fortrefs, which is 
upon an eminence, feems to be the work of 
the Greek emperors, 'fhe eailtrn gate has 
tliUT baifo rthevos, taken from ionic* an- 
cient monuments ; that in the nuildu was 
conftrudled by the Romans. The molt re- 
markable ftruifure of all, was the 'I'cmple 
oi Diana, deemed one of the feven wondeis 
of the world, and which the primitive 
Chriflians had couvertid into a church; 
but it is now fo einirely ruined, that it is no 
eafy matter to find Uu* place where it ilood : 
however, there aie fome mins of the walls, 
and of five or fix marble columns, all of a 
piece, 40 feet in length, and feven in dia- 
meter. Ejihefus is feated near a gulf of the 
fame name, and has ftill a good harlwur, 40 
miles s of Smyrna. Lon. 27 33 E, lat. 
$7 48 N. 

Ephrata, or Tunkerstown, a 
town of Pennfylvania, in ilie county of 
Lane after. It is the principal fettlcment 
of a feift, who arc profelfionally buptills, 
of German extraiSbon, and firfl appeared 
in AmcTuu in 1719. It is 6a miles W 
of Philadelphia. 

Epical, a town of France, in the 
department of the Vofges and late province 
of Lorrain. It is feated on the Mofclle, 
near the fountains of tfxc Voiges, and is 
35 miles S£ of I* 3 anci.' Lon. 6 o E, lat. 
48 9 N. 

Epping, a town in EiTex, with a 
market on Friday. Its butter is highly el- 
tcemed in London. Epping is featf^l at 
the N end of a foreft of the fame name, 1 7 
miles NNE of London. Lon. o 9 E, lat. 
■ri4-'»N. 

Epping Forest, afineforeft in SW 

'‘f EfTcx, loriiifrly a muvh nyiQic cxuii* 
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five diftrifl, that contained a great part of 
the county. 

Eppingfn, a town of Germany, hi the 
palatinate of the Rhine, with a callK , ieat- 
ed on the Elfats, ao miles NE ot Phihpf- 
bui^. Lon. 9 o E, lat. 49 24 N. 

Epsom, a town in Surry, that has, from 
the number of opulent people rcfidiug in 
and near it, a daily market. It is cele- 
brated for its mineral waters and falts. It 
is miles SSW of London. Lon. 01? 
W,‘lat.5i 25 N. 

Epworth, a village of the ifle of Ax- 
holm, in Lincolnfliirc, nine milts N of 
Gainlborough. It is the birthplace of 
John Wefley, one of the foundeis ot the 
ledl of the methodifis. 

Erfurt, a lowm of Germany, capital 
of Upper Thurmgi.a, w ith a univei fity. It 
was foriTicrlj' imperial, but is now fubjetft 
to the elector of Mentz, and is def'*ndrd 
by two ftrong forts. The prim ipal magi- 
ftrate is fometimes a proteftant and fome- 
limes a papift; hut the greateft pp-ii of 
the hurghcTs are prolcttants. It has three 
Jim libraiits, one of wluch belongs to the 
papitts, another to the univerfity, and a 
third to the proteftant minifters. A fire 
happened hue in 1736, V’hich burnt 
down 180 houfes, and feveral chuirhcs. 
It is feated on the river Gere, miles 
ESE of Mulliaufen. Lon. ii 23 E, lat. 
51 o N. 

Eribol, Loch, an arm of tlic fea, on 
the N coaft of i^utherlandfliire, capa’ole of 
affording a fafe n treat to the lai-geft vofltls. 
It receives icvtral ftreams ; part’n id'^rly 
tJiat which flows irom a lake ca’h d Loch 
Hope. 

Ericht, Loch, a large lake* in ?uth« 
ftiirc, which extends feveral miles intc) In- 
verneisfliirc. Near this place the urfortU- 
natc Prince Charles wandered, after the 
battle of Culloden, in 1746, lurking in 
caves, and among rocks. The waters of 
this lake defeend into another, called Loch 
Rannoeb. 

Eric, Lake, in N America, lies be- 
tween 4t and 43° N lat. and 79 and 84° 
W Ion, It is 290 miles long, and 40 in 
its broadeft part. The iilands and banks 
tovi’-ard its W end are fo infefted w»ith 
rattlefuakes, as to render it dangcKuis to 
land on tliem* The lake i*- co> cred near 
the banks of the iflands, a large 

pond lily ; the leaves ot -^lach arc thickly 
ipread on the furfacc of the ’aatei, to an 
extent of many acres: 011 ihefe, in the 
fimimer, lie myriads of aierfnakcs balk- 
ing in the fun. It L alfc infefted by the liif- 
fiUK-fnake, which is 18 niches long, fmall, 
avd i'Kcklcd ^ when approached, it hatu:i'i 



Itfclf in a moment, and its fpot?, which arc 
of varions colours, hecome vifihly brighter 
tlirough rage. *Fius lake, at its end, 
communicates with late Ontario by the ri- 
▼cr Kiagara. ^ 

Erisso, a tOMm of Macedonia, with a 
bilhop’s lee, at the bottom of' the gulf 
Monte Sanefto* 

£r ith, a village in Huntingdonfhire, on 
the l^fe, iivL miles EN£ of St. Ives. Kear 
this place is a piece of antiquity called Bel- 
far ’s Hill, an artificial mount, generally fup- 
pofed to be the place where the people took 
up arms againlt WHUiain the Norman, in 
1066, after he had defeated Harold at the 
battle of Ilaftingb. 

Erivak, a city of Afia, in a province 
of the fame name, and capital of Perfian 
Armenia, with an Armenian patriarcli. 
It is defended by a fortrefs, in which is 
the governor's palace, and by a caftle, on 
the river Zuengui, near a bke of its 
own name, wliic.Ii is very clecp, mcT 60 
miles in circumfcrcnte. The Meidan is an 
open fquarc, 400 paces over, wdiereui are 
Very fine trees. The baths and caravun- 
feries have likew'ife tlitir beauties, but the 
churches of the clirifiiaiis are fmall, and 
half under ground. It is iog miles NW 
of Aftrabad. Eon. 44 10 £, lat. 40 ao N. 

Erkklens, a town of Weilphalia, in 
the duchy of Julkrs, with a caftle feated 
ontheHoer, 10 miles NW of Julitw. Lon.

Erlang, a town of Germany, in the 
circle of Franconia and marquilale of 
Culcmbach,featedfonthe Rcgiiitz, 12 miles

province pf I’l'uilia, by which it is fur- 
rounded. 

Eknle, a town of France, in the late 
province,, now in the dc^partment of 
Mayenne, fitiiate on the Mayenne, if 
miles NNW of Laval.

Ervach, a t:wn of Genbany, in the 
circle of Franconia, 30 miles SE ot Franc- 
fort.

Erpach, a townof Suabia, capital of a 
county of tlie lame xiame, with a ca^, 
eight miles SE ofUlm. Lon# 
lat 43 20 

ErqwJNO, a feaporl of the Red Sea, on 
the coall of Abex, fiihjc to Turkey. It 
is 320 miles SW of jMecta. Lon. 39 5 E, 
lat. 17 30 N. 

Erafrum, a city of Turkilh Arme- 
nia, with Armenian and Greek epifcopal 
Itcb. I: IS fitnaU bctwcvit the two Iburcfs 


of the Euphrates, in a beautiful plain, sA 
the foot of a chain of mountains, fruijtful 
in all forts of cp^m. Wood is very icarce, 
for which realbn their^fuel is oxily; cow 
dung. It is furrounded by doublewRlis^ 
defended by Iquare towers. The Turks, 
who are all janifaries, are about 22,000 in 
number; hut molt of them are traded 
men, and receive no pay. The Arme- 
nians have two churches, the Greeks but 
one ; the latter are moitly brafiers, and 
live in the fuburbs. They drive a great 
trade here in furs, Perfian filks, cottons, 
callicoes, and drugs. This towm is a 
thuroughfve, and a relting place, for the 
carav'ans to the £ Indies. It is 104 miles 
S by E of Trebifond. Lon. 40 35 ^9 1^^- 
39 16 N. 

Escalona, a town of Spain, in Old 
Caltile, 14 miles NNE of Segovia. 

Escalona, a tovTi of Spain, m New 
Caltile, furrounded wdth w^alls. It is 
fituatconan eminence, in a fertile countr^^ 
near the AJbrcche, 20 miles NW of To- 
ledo, and 32 SW of Madrid. 

Eschfllfs, a town of Savoy, on the 
frontiers of Dauphiny, 10 miles SW of 
Chamberry. Lon. 5 4? E, lat. 45 30 N. 

Eschwlgen, a town of Germany, m 
the lanclgravate of Hcire-CafilL feated op 
the Werra, 22 miles SE of Hcfie-Cafiel 
l.on. so 6 E, lat. 5 1 9 N. 

Escukial, a village of Spain, in New 
Cafiilc, feated on the Guadara, 15 miles 
NW of Madrid. Here Philip II built a 
famous ltru(5lurc, in 1563, in memory of 
tlic vidfory gained over the French near 
'St. Quintin. It is called by the Spaniards 
the eighth wxmder of the world. It cou- 
filts of a ro^'al palace, a church, a monaf- 
tcry, a college, a library, lliops of differ- 
ent artifls, apartments for a great num- 
ber of people, beautiful walks, jarge al- 
Icyif, an c^tenfive paik, and fine gar- 
dens. It Ibnds in a dry barren country, 
furrounded by rugged mountains ; and 
is built of gray ilones, found m the neigh- 
bourhood, which was the principal reafou 
of its beixig eredted on fuch a diiagree- 
able fpoU They worked at this ftruc- 
ture %% years, and it coll 6,ooo,oo0 
of crowns. Tt is a lohg fquarc of 280 
fleet, and four ftorics high t thc^ reckon 
800 pillars, xx^ooo fquarc window's, and 
14,000 door^ The molt remarkable part 
is the archen chapel ; in which is a mag- 
nificent fepulchre, called the Pantheon, 
being built in imiutioii of that church ai 
Rome; it is the burying-phee of the 
kings and queens of Spain ; and ^ thought 
by Tome to be the moft curious piece of ai - 
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oMtedare in the worfd» The fathers, be- 
longing to themonaftcry^are 200 in num- 
ber, and have an income of 40,000 ducats 
a year. The church is built after the mo- 
del of St. Petcr^s at Rome. Lon. *3 35 
W, lat. 40 35 N. 

Esssns, a town of £ Friedand, on tlie 
German Ocean, zo miles N of Embden. 
Lon. J7 r4 E, lat. J3 47 N. 

EifeFARAiN, a town of Perlia, in the 
province of Koralan, famous for the great 
number of writers it has produced. It is 
90 miles E of Aftrabad. Lon. 41 33 £, 
Jat. 36 48 N. 

' Esher, a village in Surry, on the river 
Mule, five miles S\V uf Kingfton. It is 
diiliiiguiflied by a noble Gothic manfion, 
the two towels of which are as they were 
origmally built by cardinal Wolfey. 

Esk, a river in Dumfriesfhire, which 
forms part of the boundary between Eng- 
land and Scotland, and falls into Solway 
Frith. 

Esk, a river in Edinburghfliire, formed 
by the junction of two flreams called N and 
S Eik. They feem to encircle tlie town of 
Dalkeith, pailing on each fide of the emi- 
nence on which it Hands ; and uniting 9 
little below the town, this river enters the 
frith of Forth, at Muffelbiirgh. 

Esk, North and Souih, two rivers 
in the (hire of Angus, whidi rife in the 
Grampian hills. The former divides the 
county from Kincardincihire for feveral 
miles, and falls into the German Ocean 
about 4 miles N of hloiitrofe. The latter, 
after traverfmg the whole bicadth of the 
county, falls into the bafun on the W of 
the fame town. 

Eskdalk, the moil eafterly divifKin of 
Dumfriesfhire, fo named frgm the river 
£(k, which flows through it. 

Eslingfn, a large imperial city of 
Suabia, in the duchy of Wiiiemburg. 
It is feated on the Ncckar, eight miles 
S£ of Stutgard. Lon. 9 20 E, lat. 48 
47 N. 

Esne, Asne, or Essinay, a largo 
town of Upper Egypt, on the Nile, fiippoi- 
cd to be the ancient Sycna, but Norden 
thinks it was Latopolis. It is fltuated on 
the edge of a rich countr)’, and (haded by 
groves (>f orange trees loaded with fruits 
and flowers. In the middle of it is an an- 
cient temple, with walls on three Tides, and 
in the front ^24 columns, very well prefer- 
ved ; within it arc three ftories of hiero- 
glyphics, of men about thrw feet high ; 
and the ceiling is adorned with all forts of 
animals, prunted in beautiful colours. On 
the N fide of the town, is another tem- 
with pillars fomewhat of the Corin- 
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tbian order ; the whole building is richly 
carved with hieroglyphics, particularly 
withcrocodiles heads, anil whole crocodiles, 
that probahlj tliis animal was woi-fhipped 
here. A mile to the S is tlic monaftery 
of St. Helen, by whom fomc fay it was 
founded : it now appears to have been a 
large burying-ground, and there are many 
magnificent tombs in it. Efnc lies neaV 
the (p-and cataradl of the Nile. Ixm, 51 
40 E, lat. 24 46 N. 

Espfrie, a touTi of Hungary, near 
which arc (bme famous fait mints. It is 
22 miles N of Cafihaw. Lon. 21 38!!, 
lat. 49 5 N. 

Espernon, a touTi of France, in the 
department of Eure and Loire ?nd Lite 
province of Beauce, feated on the Guefle, 
12 miles N£ of Charti'es. Lon. 1 44 E, 
lat. 48 36 N. 

Espiers, a toum of Anftrlan Flanders, 
where a river of the fame name, falls into 
the Scheld, eight miles N of Tout nay. 
Lon. 3 25 £, lat. 50 53 N. 

£s(^imaux, a people of N America, 
chiefly inhabiting labrador. TJk y have 
no fixed abode, but rove from place to 
place, and fometimes come as far S as NeWf 
(oundlatid. They are of a diflerent race 
from the other native Americans ; for, as 
they have no beards, tUefe have them fo 
thick and large, that it is diflicult to dif- 
cover any feature of their faces. They 
arc always well clothed, for thcTc is no- 
thing to be fecn but part of their faces and 
their hands. They liave a fort of (hirt, 
made of the guts ot fifli, with a coat of bear 
or bird ikins, and a cap on their head. 
Tliey have likewife breeches made of 
ikius, with the hair within, and ( overed 
with fiirs without. They have alfo two 
pair of boots, one ovtT another, of the 
fame fort of (kins. In fuinmcr, they 
have nothing to cover tliem in the night ; 
and in winter, they lodge together pro- 
mifeuoufiy in caves, 7'lie drefs of the 
women is nearly the fame as ^that of tlie 
men. for murder, which is fo com- 
mon among all the tribes of fouthcTn In- 
dians, it is feldom heard of among them. 
A murderer is (hunned and detdled by all 
the tribe, and is forfaken even by his lela- 
tions and former friends. The women 
perform the moil lalxirious offins ; they 
pitch the tents, can*)' or haul burdeus, 
make or mend clothes, and conk the vic- 
tuals. When any thing is pieparcd for 
eating, the wives and daiigliteis of the 
greateft captain in the conn tr\’ are never 
lerved, till all the males, even thofe in th,e 
capacity ot fc*r\ants have caicn mIuI thej 
think projicT. 
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F.ssECKy a trading town of Sclavoniaf 
with a ftrong caflle. It has a bridge over 
the marfhcs, geometrical paces in 

length and 15 m breadth, w'kh towers at 
a quarter of a mile diflant from each other, 
and handfomely railed on each fide. It is 
a diflicult pafs, and there have been fevcral 
battles fought here between the Turks 
and Germans. There arc trees in all the 
ftreets of the town, which was taken from 
tlie^fiirks :n 1687, fince which lime it has 
toniicued in the hands of the houfe of 
Aufirb. It is feated on the river Drave, 
80 mi’es W by N of Belgrade, and 175 S 
by E of Vienna.

Ess I X, a county of England, bounded 
on the N by the Stour, wrhich feparates it 
from SiifTolk and Cam^idgelhire ; on the 
£ by the Oennan fea ; on the W by Hcrt- 
fordlhire and Middlefcx ; and on the S by 
the river Thames. It extends 46 miles in 
length from E to W, and about 4a in 
breadth, from N to S, and aco in circuit. 
This county is in the diorefc of lx?ndon, 
and gives the title of Earl to the faintly of 
Capel. it is divided into 19 hundreds, ?nd 
contains 27 markeMow'ns, and iioe vil- 
lages, with about 34,8co houfes, and 
ao8,8oo inhabitants. Its fW part is oc- 
cupied principally by the tw'o fbrefts of 
Epping and Halnault ; and is noted for its 
butter, which is fold at a high price in Lon- 
don, under the name of Epping-butter. 
About Saffron Walden, the earth, after 
bearing fafiron tlirce years, it is faid, will 
produce good barley for 18 years fuccelfive- 
ly w’ithout .my manure. Its produce, 
whkh )f.* very plentiful, confifts of corn, 
moft excellent talTron, cattle, fowl, fifh, and 
particularly oyfters. The chief manufac- 
tures of this county arc cloth, fluffs, and 
particular!) baize. The middle part is a 
fint com cctuntry, varied with gentle in- 
equalities of furiace, and fprinkled wkb 
woods. The air in the inland part is 
htaMiy ; but in the marfhes near the fet it 
produces agues parti< ularJy in the part cal- 
led the Hunch eds How'evei* their ferti- 
lity IS very great, and even the higher 
grounds in this county arc very fniilful. 
The principal rivers arc ihe Thames, 
Bl.'^ckwatcr, Coin, Chelmcr, Stour, Crouch, 
and itoding. Bclkic vail quantities of corn 
of ?l! kinds, abundance of calves .me fent 
to the London market ; alfo wild fowls, 
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and oyfters. The chief xnanufaifttite » 
bayS) but that not fo ilourifhing as 
formerly.

EsVaples, a town of France, in the de- 
partment of the Straits of Calais and kte 
province of Bouloimois, feated at the 
mouth of the Canches, la paUesS of 
Boulogne.

Estapo, a ftrong towm of New Spain, 
feated at the mouth of the river I'iakic.

Estella, an epifcopal towm of Spain, 
in Navarre, capital of a territory of the 
fame name. It is feated on the Ega, 1 k 
miles W of Pampcluna. Lon. a o W, lat,

Estepa, a towTi of Spain, in Andalufia, 
with an ancient caftle, on a mountain, 62 
miles N by Wof Malaga. Lon. 4 19 W, 
lat. 37 16 N. 

Esthonia, or Revet., a government 
of the Ruffian empire, Imunded on the 
W by the Baltic, on the N by the gulf of 
Finland, on the E by Jngria, and on th^ 
S by lavonia. After having been Iftiig 
an oljeift of bloody contention btdw'een the 
Ruffians, Poles, and Sv'edcs, it was con- 
firmed to the latter by the peace of Oliva 
in i6<io; but it was ftibdued by Peter 
the Great, in 1710, and finally ceded to 
Ruffia in 1721. 

Esthwaite Watfr, a lake in I.an- 
cafhirc, betw een Hawkfh^d and Winder- 
mere Water. It is two miles and a half 
in length, and half a mile broad, intcrfciSl- 
ed by a peninfula fh>m each fide, jutting 
far into the lake. Its banks are adorned 
wdth villages and fcattcrcd houfes, and 
clothed w'ith delightful verdure. 

Estramadura, a province of Spain, 
175 miles in length, and zoo in breadth ; 
bounded on tlie n by Leon and Old Caf- 
tilc, on the £ by New' Caftilc, on the s 
by Andalufia, and on the w by Portugal. 
It abounds wdth com, wine, and fruits ? 
but the air is bad for foreigners, on account 
of the exceffivc hesttr It now makes a par^ 
of New Caftile. * 

Estramadvra, a province of Por- 
tugal, lying about the mouth of the Tajo ; 
Imunded on the N by Beiro, on the £ and 
s by Alentxjo, and on the w by the Al- 
lan uc Ocean. It abounds with wine, ex- 
cellent oil, honey, and oranges. Here 
the oranges were firft planted that were 
brought from China^ and wliich arc knowj;^ 
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if tke name of China oranges. Liibon is 
^ capital. 

Estratayer, a town of SwilTerland, 
in the canton of Friburg, with a fine cafilc) 
feated on the lake of NeurhatcL Lon. 6 
56 Fjat.46 55 H. 

EsTRLMiOSy a tOMm of Portugal, in 
Akntejo, divided into the upper town and 
the lower. ITie upper is commanded by 
u citadel, on the top of a hill, itrongly 
fiortified, and furrounded by a large ditch. 
The houfes are white, and the principal 
are adorned with fine marble pillars: 
here is alfo a tower of marble, finely 
poUihed. The lower town is the neweil, 
and has a large iquane, in the midcUe of 
which is a bdin. An eartlien ware is 
made here, greatly clleemed for its beauty 
and fine finell. The Portugaefe gained 
a complete vidloiy over don John of 
Auflria near this place, in 3663. It is 
feated on the river 'I'ena, whicli fills 
into the Tajo, ij miles w of Badaio/, 
and 75 £ of Lilbon.

Eswkcen, a town of Germany, in the 
landgravatc of HefTe-CalTel, 25 milt-s SJ- of 
CalTcl.

Etampfs, a town of France, in the de- 
partment of Seine and Oife and late pro- 
vince of the Iflc of France, feated on the 
river Loet orTtampes, which abounds v'lth 
crawfifh. It is 15 miles e of Chartres.

Etaya, a town of Hindooftan Proper, 
in the province of Agra, fituate on a high 
bank of the Jumna. It is a large, but \ i ry 
wretched town, having hut two tolerable 
houfes.

Ethiopia, a name by which a vafl 
region of Africa has been diftinguiflicd by 
fome geographers, w ho have divided it in- 
to Uppta* an^ Lov'er Ethiopia, ri'lie firll 
includes t^ centrical part of Africa, under 
the eqiiin&lial line. Thefecond contains 
what is now' called Nigritia or NcgroLind. 
As each country will be defcribed ui its 
proper •place, it is unncccffary further to 
lengthen this article. 

Etiennf, St. a city of France, in 
the department off Rhone and Loire and 
late province ef Forer, remarkable for its 
Hianufaftures in iron and ftcel, for the 
tempering of which, the water of the 
brook Eurens, on wliich it is feat«l is ex- 
tremely good. It carries on likew'ife a ron- 
fidcrable manufacture of ribbands, Coal is 


found in its im ighbourhood, and 4 folj 

Hone fit for grindftones. Its mmhamlile ' 
is conveyed to Paris, Nantes, and Dun- 
kirk, by the Loire, which begins to be na- 
vigable for fmall barges at St. Lambero. 
St. Etienne is 22 miles SE of Fuers, and 
260 S by E ot Pans.

Etlingek, an ancient towm of Sna- 
bia, in the margi avate of B.iden-Dourlach, 
feated at the confluence of tl^e Winm and 
Entz, three miles S of Louilach.

Eina, Mount, a volcano of Sicily, 
now called Gibcl by the inhabitants, Jt 
is 63 miles in circumference at the bafe, 
and 10,954 feet in height. But tra\clltrs 
vary greatly in their accounts both of its 
height and circumference. This mountain 
famous from the remeteft antiquit}', both 
for its bulk and terrible eruptions, Hands in 
the cafteni part of tlie ifland, in a very ex- 
tciiri\ e plain. This lingle mountain a^ords 
an epitome of the difiVrent donates 
throughout tlie whole woritl . tow'ards tJie 
foot It is \ei*y hot ; fanher up, more tem- 
perate; and grow's grr finally more and 
more cold the higlier wt afeend. At tlie 
very top, it is peipetually covered with 
fnew ; frc'm thence the w hole [{land is 
iupplied with that aiticlc, fo necelTary in a 
hoi climate. Great quantities of fuow and 
ice are likcwife exported to Malta aud 
Italy, making a confiderablc branch'' of 
commerce. In the middle of the Ihowy 
regions Hands tlie gitat crater ^ or moutii 
of Etna. It is a link' mountain, about a 
quarter of a mile perpendicular, and very 
jleep, fituated m the middle of a gently in- 
clining plain, of about rune miles in cir- 
cumference. It is cntirelv formed of Hones 
and alhes ; w'liich, as Mr. Hamilton was in- 
fonned by fcveral people of Catania, had 
been thrown up 25 or 30 years before the 
time (1769) he vifitcd Mount Etna. In 
the middle of the little mountain is a hol- 
low', about 20 miles and a half in ctreumfe- 
rcmc. It goes Ihtking dow'ii, from tbo 
lop, Eke an inverted ' one. Tn the roiddie 
of this fiumel is the tremendous and un^ 
fathomable gulph, fo much celebrated in 
all ages. From this gulph continually if- 
fiie terrible and confufecl iioifcs, which in 
eruptions areincreakd to fiicha degree as 
to be heard at a prodigious ddtance. 'I'he 
firft eruption of Etna, on recoi d, is tliat 
mentioned by Diodonis Siculus, w ithout 
fixing the period when it happened ; but 
the i'ceond, recorded by Thucydides, w'as 
in ih(i year 734 B. C. From this period 
to the year 1447, there w’crc 18 moreerup- 
tioiis. After tli:& Jt c cafed to emit fire fit w 
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90 }’^r8. Thencxt^^'a* in 1536 ; othew 
followed in I 537 f 1567* ^^03 (which con- 
tinued till 1636^ 1664 (which continued 
14 years) i68a, 1686, i693» 1755, 1763* 
1764, 1766, 1780, I787» and 1794. Of 
»ll its eruptions^ tliat of 1663 was the 
Nioll terrible ; it was attended with an 
earthquake that overturned tlie town of 
CatanuLy and buried x8yOOo perfons in its 
vuins. It is 10 miles W of Catania. 

Eton, a town^of Bucks, feated on the 
Tliames, over which is a bridge to Wind- 
for. It is famous for a fchool and college, 
founded by Henry VI ; and King’s Col- 
lege in Cambridge admits no other fhi- 
dents for fellows but what have been 
brought up here. It is to miles W of 
London. Lon. o 36 W, lat. 30 30 N. 

Etruria, a village in^ S^ordihirc, 
near Ke\tTallle. It is the principal feat 
of the potteries in this county, and here 
the moh elegant vafes of every ufe and 
fonn are made. 

EttRick, a river in Selktrkfhire, which 
fifes from the mountainous region in the 
f?VV, and having formed a junction with 
tlfe Yanrow, their united ftreams meet 
the Tweed, where that river enters Rox- 
burgWhirc. From the woods, formerly 
on the banks of this river, the county 
obtained the name of Ettrick Foreft. 
Kttrick Banks arc the fubjeA of a paftoral 
Rcotch ditty. 

Eu, a feaport of France, in the de- 
partment of Lower Seine and late pro- 
vince of Normandy, with a Ihrong caftle, 
and a handfome fquare. The principal 
trade is in ferges and lace. It is feated 
in a valley, on the river Brdc, 15 miles 
N£ of liicppe.

Evaui, a town of France, in the de- 
pariment of Creufe and late province of 
Marche, ae miles from Mont Lacon.

Euphrates, one of the moft cele- 
brated rivers in the world, and the prin- 
cipal of Turitey in Alia. It has its rife 
near Eraerum, in Armenia, from two 
foiirccs that lie to the eaftward, on high 
mountains covered with fnow alnioil the 
year round. The plain of Erzenim Is in- 
ciofed between thefe two fine fireams, 
which, -uhen united, are called the Eu- 
phrates, or the Frat. After tliis junction. 
It begins to be navigable for boats ; but 
the channel is fo rocky, that the navigation 
is not fafe. It firft divides Armenb from 
Natolia, then Syria from DiarWk ; aftci* 
which it runs tlu-ough Irac-Arabia, and 
receives the Tigris on the confines of the 
Perfian province of Kufiftan : it then 
waters BuiTarah, and 40 miles SE of it 
enters the gulf of Perfia. .It is alfo the 
NE boundary of the great & fert of Ara- 
bia. ^ 

Eure, a department of France, which 
includes part of the late province of Nor- 
mandy. * 

Eure and Loire, a department of 
France, fo called from the rivers of that 
name. It contains the bte province of 
Beauce, and its capital is Chartres. 

Evreux, an ancient town of France, 
ffated in the department of Eure. It is 
the capital of the department, and its cathe- 
dral is a handfome (Inidlure. The trade

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And it has a manufacture of cotton velvets, 
and anodier of tick.

EuROpr, one of the four general parts 
of 'the word, bounded on the N by die 
Frozen Ocean, on the S by the Memter- 
ranean, on the W l)y the Adantic and 
Korthem ocean, and on the £ by Ada. 
From Oipe St. Vincent to the mouth of 
the Oby, it b near 3,600 miles in length ; 
and from Cape Matapan in the Morea, 
to the North cape in Lapland, about 

O, 200 in breadth. It b much lefs than 
cither Ada or Afnca, but furpaiTes them 
sn many particulars. It is entirely within 
the temperate zone, except a finall part 
of Norway and Riiilia; ib that there is 
neither the exceldve heat, nor the infup- 
portable cold, of the other parts of the 
continent. It is much more populous, 
and better cultivated, than either Ada or 
Africa ; is fuller of villages, towns, and 
ertich, and the buddings ai*e flronger, 
n\oT^ elegant and commodious. The in- 
habitants arc all whites, and, for the 
molt' part, much better made than the 
Africans, or even the Adatics. With re- 
gard to arts and*' fcicnces, there is no 
iiiiumer of comparlfou ; nor yet in trade, 
navigation, and war. Europe contains 
Norway, Sweden, Dcnmaik, Great Bri- 
tain, Ireland, France, Gennany, Ihuffia, 
I’oland, Spain, Italy, Portugal, Hungary, 
SwiiTcrland, and part of Ruida and Tur- 

befide fcvcral idaqds in the Medi- 
terranean, and eifewhere. The languages 
arc the Italian, Fren' h, Spanifh, and Por- 
iiiguefr, which are dialcKSis of the Latin ; 
the Germau, Flemiih, Dutch, Swediih,. 
Danifh, and Englilh, which proceed from 
the Teutonic ; tlie Sclavonlan, which 
reigns (though in difguife) in Poland, Ruf- 
da, Bohemia, and a great part of Turkey 
in Europe ; the Celtic, of which there 
are dialetfls in Wales, the Highlands .of 
Scotland, lleland, Bretagne in France, 
and Laph^ : the modern Greek, and 
fevci/al ^ers. The pnncipal rivers are 
the LMubc, Dnh’Ber, Dnieper, ViAuIa, 
VolgaJrD^Kdna, Bo^, Oby, Don, Scheld, 
Rliine,’ Rhone, Seme, Loire, Garonne, 
Groyne, Tajo, Thames, and Severn.

Ex, a river, wliich rifes in the forefi of

whence it forms an cfluary, which ter- 
minates in the Engliih Channel, at Ex- 
mouth, after a courfe of 40 

Exeter, the capital city of Devonflilre, 
fituated on the river Ex, ten miteS^ north 
of the Bntifh channeL It is large, po- 
pulous, and wealthy, with gates, w^, and 
fuburbb ; the circumference of the whoh* 
is about three miles. It is the foe of a 
bifhop, transferred hither from Crediton, 
by Edward the ConfefTor ; and b one oC 
the principal cities in t]ie kingdom for 
its buddings, wealth and number of its in- 
habitants. It had Hx gates, behdes many 
turrets, feveral of which arc now pulled 
down. Befides chapds and 5 Urge mcet- 
ing-houfes, there are now if diurches 
within the walls^ and 4 vidthout. St. 
Peter^, the catliedral, is a magnificent 
pile ; though little now remains of thh 
ancient fabric of the church, except that 
part which is called Our Lady’s Chapel. 
A moil beautiful modem painted glafs 
window has been Utely credled at the 
wcflem end of the cathedral, the caflem 
end having before a rcmai'kable fine an- 
tique one. In the other windows tbci-e 
is much fine ancient painted glafk The 
altar is remarkable Urr its beautiful tle- 
fjgii and execution. The grand wefleni 
vud of the church is nioft magnificently 
adorned with the fiatues of the patnarrhs, 
&c. The Chapter-houfe was built iu 1439. 
The beautiful throne for the bifhop was 
coiiitruded about 1476, and is laid to 
be the gr^^ndcfl of the kind in Untam. 
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of burden formerly came tip to this 
dtyrbot the navigation was almoft def* 
t^oved by Henry Courtney, carl of Devon, 
sno, though repaired, could Aot be re- 
ftored to its former flatc.

Exilles, a fb'ong fort of France, row 
in department of the Upper /Ups lateij' 
in tlic province of Daupniy. It was 
taken by the duke of Savoy 111 1 708, hut 
reftored by tlip treaty of Utrecht. It is an 
important pallagc, fix miles W of Suaa, 
and 40 N£ ot Embrnn. 

Exmoor, a foreft in .Somerfetfhire, in 
the NW Comer of that county, cxteucbng 
thence into Devonfliire. 

Exmouth, a village in Dc^’onlhlrc, 
on the E fide of the bay which fiirms the 
mouth of the river Ex, 10 miles S by E 
of Exeter.

The exports arc, falted mutton and tal- 
low, goofc-quills, feathers, ami eider-down ; 
and, by the induftry of the inhabitwts, 
knit woollen waiftcoats, caps, andltockings* 
No trees beyond the fize of juniper or 
Hunted wilk»ws will grow' here ; iior arc 
any wild quadrupeds to Ik* mrt with e.\cept 
rats or mice, originally efraped from the 
{hipping. Vaft quantities of lea-fowl fre- 
quent the rocks ; and the taking of them 
fumilhes a very juiilous employment to 
tie natives. Among the numerous whirl- 
pools of ihcle feas, that of Suderoe, near 
the ifland of the fame name, is the moft 
noted. It is (Kralioneii by a crater 61 fa- 
thoms m depth in tlie centre, afid from 
50 tc 55 on the fadts. The water forms 
four fierce ciiciiingiralions. The danger 
at moft times, cfprrially in ftonris, it very 
great.

Barbary, 125 miles 
in length and breadth ; bounded on the 
W by the Atlantic Ocean, on the N by 
the Mediterranean Sea, on the £ by Al- 
giers, and on the S by Morrocro and Ta- 
blet. .The air is temperate and whole- 
libfme, and the country full of mountains^ 
particularly to the W and S, where 
tnount Atlas lies ; but it is populous and 
fertile, producing citrons, lemons, oranges, 
dates, almonds, olives, figs, raliins, fugar. 
Honey, flax, cotton, pitch, aud com m 
abundance. The inhabitants breed ca- 
mels, beeves, ihcep, and the fineii horfes 
in Uarbary. 

Fez, the capital of the kingdom of 
Fez, and one dr the largelt cities in Af- 
rica. It is compofed of three towns, 
called Bekyde, Old Fez, and New Fez. 
Old Fez is the mofl confiderable, and 
contains about 8o,ocp inhabitants. The 
palaces are magni&ent, and there are 700 
mofiiues, 50 of which are very coniidcr- 
able, adorned with marble pillars, and 
other ornaments. The houfes are built 
of brick or ftone, and adorned with nio- 
£uc work : thole of brick are ornament- 
ed wkh glazing and colours, like Dutch 
tiles, and the wood-work and ceiliags 
are carved, painted, and gih. The 
roofs are flat, and they fleep thepnmn in 
the fummer. There is a

and full of all kinds of fragrant flowof 
and ihrubs, la that the city, m gen«^ 
Is a fort of terreftrial pa^dlie. T^ 
mhfthkanta ace clothed like the Turks : the ^ 
ladies dreis ia< very expenfive in tii^ win- 
ter 7 but in the nimmer, they wear no- 
Uttng but a flxifb Fea Is the centre of the 
trade of this empire ; and hence cara- 
vans go to Mecca, carrying ready-made, 
garments. Cordovan leather, indigo, co-' 
chineal, and oflrich feathers, for which 
they bring in return lilks, mufiins, and 
drugs. Other caravans go to T umbudloo, 
ai.d the river Niger : one of which con- 
fifla of 20,000 men. They travel ovq^ 
filch dry barren deferts, that every other 
camel carries water. Their commodities 
are fait, cowries, wrought (ilk, Britilh 
cloth, and the woollen manufadures of 
Barb^. Here are a great number of 
Jews, viho have handfome fynagogues ; but 
the bulk of the inhabitants arc Moors, of a 
tawny complexion. Fez is 160 miles Sof 
Gibraltar, and 250 N£ of Morocco.

Fez z AN, a kingdom of Africa, bound* 
ed on the N by 1 npoli, on the £ by do* 
ierts that divide it iiom £gypt, on the S 
by Bornou, and on the W by the de£rtta 
of Zahara, lying between 25 and 30® N 
lat. It is an exlcnfive plain, encompafled 
by mountains, except to tlie W ; and to 
tue influence of tlicfc heights it may be 
owing, that here, as wdl as in Upper 
£gypt, no rain is ever known. Though 
the character of the furface (which, in 
general, is a light fand) and the wont of 
ram, may feem to announce llcrility, yet 
the fprings are £b abundant, that few of 
the regions in the N of Africa exhibit a 
richer vegetation. From wells of eight 
or JO feet deep, with fcveral of which 
every garden and held is fumifhed, the 
huibandman waters the natural or artifi- 
cial produdtions of his land; among 
which are the date tree, the oUve, lime, 
apricot, pomegranate, fig, Indian corn 
and barley, wheal, pompions or c.alabafh, 
carrots, cucumbers, onions, and garlic. 
Among the lame animals are tlie flieep^ 
cow, goat, camel, and a fpecies of the do- 
mcltic fowl of Europe. The wld ani- 
mals are the oftrkh, and antelops of 
various kinds ; one of which is called the 
buaddee, and is celebrated for the finguiar 
addrefs with which, when dialed by the 
hunters, amid its ci aggy liciglits, it plunges 
fiom the picxripice, and lighting on iu 
hams, without danger of jiurfuit, con- 
tinues till evening in tlie vale below'. The 
beat oi the dhnatc hom April to Novcni- 
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hoTf if'£> intcnfey that firom nine la the 

morning to funfet/ the iheets are fre- 
qacBted bv the labouring people only ; 
Modf even m the houfes, Kfpiration would 
he ijifficulty but for the expedient of wet^ 
ting the rooms : from May to the end of 
Auguily when the wind is ufoally from 
the $£ to the SW, the heat is often fuch 
as to threaten inftant fuilbeation ; but if 
k change to the W or NW, a reviving 
losl^eJs immediately fuccee^. But na- 
ture and cuBom have formed their conlti* 
tution to fuch high degrees of heat, that 
any approach to the common temperament 
of Europe entirely deftpys their comfort. 

A multitude of noxious animals infell 
the country ; adders, lhakes, icorpions, 
and toads, are the conftant inhabitants of 
the fields, gardens, and houfes; the air 
is crowded w4th imifquitos ; and perfons 
of every rank are overrun with the dif- 
ferent kinds of vermin that attack the 
beggars of Europe. The towns are 
chk^ly inhabited by hufbandmen and 
fliepherds: for, though they alfo contain 
the merchants, artificers, minifters of re- 
Sgion, and officers of government, yet 
agriculture and pafiurage are the principal 
occupations. The houfes are built of 
clay, with a flat roof compofed of boughs 
of trees, on which a quantity of earth is 
laid. The natives are of a deep fwarthy 
complexion ; their hair a ihort curly black, 
their lips thick, their nofes flat and broad, 
and their Ikin emitting a very fetid ef- 
fluvia : they arc tall, and well-lhaped ; 
but weakly, indolent, and inadlive. I'heir 
drefs is fimilar to that of the Moors of 
Barbara* In their common intercourfe, 
all dHtindtions of rank feem forgotten; 
die Iherecf (or governor) and the lowefi 
plebeian, the rich and the poor, the mafter 
and the fervant, converfe familiarly, and 
eat and drink together. Generous and 
holpitable, let his me be fcanty or abun- 
dant, the Fezzanner is defirous that others 
ihould partake of it; arid if ao perfons 
were unexpedledly to vifit his dwellings 
they muft all participate as far as it ivu! 
go. When tliey fettre their money tranf- 
adlions, they fquat upon the ground, And 
having levelled a fpot with their hands, 
make dots as they reckon ; if they are 
wrong, they fmooth the fpot agam, and 
repeat the calculation. Even the byiland- 
iTs are as eager to c onrcdl milbkes as if 
the affair were their owm. Gold duft 
confiitutes the chief medium of payment ; 
and value, in that medium, is always cx- 
prefled by weigiit. In religion they arc 
rigid, but not intolerant Mahometans. The 
government is monarchicai ; but its powers 
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are admiiufteired with fubh r^ard to the 
happineis of the people, the righu ef pro- 
pertyuefo revered, the taxeauhnodei^e, 
and juifa'ce is diredled by fucb a firm, yet 
temperate hand, that the people are ardent^ 
ly attached to their fovereign. Mourzook 
is the capital.

FirESHiric, a county of Scotland.

The quays, die buildings on c ach 
Tide, and the bridges, render t\r.t part of 
I^orentc through, wliidi the river runs by 
far the linelc. £vcry corner of d*is beau- 
tiful city is full of wondeis in the ai'ts of 
piinting, ilaiuary, and ardutcdhire. 'ihe 
llreets, fquai cs, and hunts of the priaoes are 
adorned with a great number or lUtues ; 
fonie of tliem by ibe belt inodeui maltris, 
]vli{ had Angdo, BraiidlncHi, Donatello, 
Cliovanni di Bologna, Reuvi^nuio CelUni, 
and others. S(>nic of the Flortiidr.c mtr- 
ciiants tornicrly Averc men of vali. wiiilth, 
and lived m a molt magnibcent inaniur. 
On»' of the'u, about the nudd’.a ol the fit- 
centh century, \iUi\t that noble fabric, 
riiich, from die nariu 01 its founder, is ftill 
ailed the Pala7zo Pilti. TJie man was 
iiincvl by the prmligious expence ol this 
uildmg, which w'’as inimediatcly pun. haft cl 
y the MecJjci family, and has continued 
ver lince to he tlie rdidence of the 
iveieigas. "i'he gard-ns belonging to 
bis palace are on the declivity ol an emi- 
ence. On die* fummit tliere is a kind of 
u't call* cl Belvedere. From this, and from 
jnie of the higher Avalks, you have a rom- 
kte view of the city of Florence, and the 
eauteoiis vale of Arno, in the middle of 
riiu.li It Hands. This palace has heen t*n- 
srgid liiue it Avas purcliaicd fiMin the 
uiiicd lamily of Pllil. The furniture is 
lofi and curious, paiiu ulaiK foui -s cf 


Fktfentine work, which are much admired. 
The moft precious ornaments hovs'i ver, arc 
the paintings. I'hc walk of what is called 
the Imperial Chamber, arc painted in 
frefco,by Arariout painters ; the fubjv <fls arc 
allegorical, and in honour of I.ounzo ot 
Medicis dillinguilhed by the name ot the 
Magnificent, ’x he famous gallery atti a<Hs 
every ilraiigtr. One ol the nioH iiilc‘’*cll- 
ing parts of it in the eyes of many, it. the 
feries of Roman emperors, from Julius 
Casfar to Gallienus, with a coiifiderable 
number of their emprelTes arranged oppo- 
litc fo them. This feries is alnioil com- 
plete; but wlitTcvcr the bull of an em- 
peror is A\ anting, tlie place is filled up by 
that of fome other diftinguiflicd Romany 
The eclebiati d Vtnuh of Medici, is thought 
lobe the fiandord of talle in female beauty 
and proportion, Hands in a room called the 
I'ribunal. The inf riplion on its bafe 
mentions it*' bi ing made by Cleonicncs an 
Aih-nian, the Ion Of Apoliodorus. it is of 
Avhite marl 1 l, and fin rounded by other 
m.illcT-pvus of h ulptu-e, foDie ol which 
arc faicl lolic the \’'nks of PijxilJcs and 
other CiCi-k mafleu:. Jn the lame joom 
au inarv valuable turioritieo, beiidts a col- 
lec l.ou xA . bnirable piiliircs by the heft 
mailers. l‘hcre .ue vaiioup other rooms, 
wlioft contents arc inihcatedby the names 
they bear ; as, the Cabinet of Arts, of 
Alliouoiriy, of Natural hifior)*, of Medals, 
of roiuelaiii,of Antiquh’H s , th^Saloon of 
the lienna])bioditv:, lo called fiom j« flatue 
w'hich diAidcs the admiration of the ama- 
teur^ witl'. tl.’t III the Iioigheie village at 
Ron*'*, tbou^Ji the exiell 1 tc of ihe execu- 
tion i& di'y".U''d by th- vileuels <1 the ful>- 
jeil ; and the Gaih»y of Portraits, a* hlch 
tonlains the portraits of the moft eminent 
painltib (all executed by thcmfilvcs) who 
have flouriflied in I'un pe duimglhe three 
laft centuries. Oer luiiits wdli not admit 
of a detail of the hundredth part of the 
curiefiries and buildiugs of Floicuce. Wc 
mull not hwWevtr (.nit mentioning the 
chapel of St. Loieii/o, being ptrluips the 
fineft and moft expeohve hah.tation that 
ever Avas reared for the de?d ; it is eticruft-

FLORIDA) a country of N America) 
600 miles long* and 130 broad ; bounded 
on the N by Geoi^ia, on the E by the 
Atlantic Ocean) on the $ by the gulf of 
Mokico, and on the W by Miffiffippi. 
It is divided into £ and W Florida : St. 
Auguftine the capital of the former) and 
Pemacola of the latter. The country 
about St. Augulline is the mofi unfruit- 
ful ; yet) even here) two crops of Indian 
com are annually produced: the banks 
of the rivers which water the Florid'as are 
of a fupengr quality) and well adapted to 
the culttu^ of rice and com, while the in- 
terior country, which is high and pleafant, 
abounds with wood of almofl: every kind ; 
particularly white and red oak, pine, hic- 
cory, cyprefs, red and white cedar ; the 
intervals between the hilly parts, pr^uce 
i^ntanecrufly the fruits common to Geor- 
gia and the Carolinas; and the whole 
country Is valuable in a peculiar manner, 
for the extenflve ranges for cattle.' Florida 
was difeovered by Sebaitian Cabot in X4j^7* 
Having often changed mafters, belonging 
alternately to the French and Spanulidi^ 
it was ceded by the latter to the Eng- 
liih in 1763 ; in 'whofe hands it Con-

Flour, St. an epiflopal town of 
France, in the department of Cantal and 
late province of Auvergne. It carries, on 
a conflderable trade in knives, and its fairs 
are famous for the fale of mules and rye. 
It IS Icatcd on a nK>uiilft]n) 45 miles S of

FlowdeN) a vilb^ in Northiunber- 
land) five miles N of Wooler, famous for 
a battle fought here by the Englilh and 
Scots in 15 13) in which James iv was 
lulled toge&er with the flower of hU no- ' 
bilky. 

FlushinC) a ftrong and Conflderable 
feaport of Dutch Zealand, in the ifland 
of Walcheren, with a good harbour, and 
a great foreign trade. It was put into the 
hands of queen Elifabeth as a fecurity for 
the morify Ihe advanced. It was taken by 
the French in January 1795, and is four, 
miks SW of ^ddleburg. Lon. 3 34 E, 
lat.' 51 29 N. 

FochaberF) a town in Banfllhire, 
feated in a plain, near the river Spc)'^. 
Here is Gordon Caflle, the princely 
manflon of the duke of Gordon, now 
greatly modernized. It is furrounded by 
ancient trees and elegant pleafure-grounds, 
and the adjacent hills arc crowned with fir 
and other trees. In the town, many gh-ls 
arc empliyed in fpinning, and in the manii- 
faefture of fewing thread, under the patro- 
nage of the duchefs. It is 48 miles NW 
of Aberdeen. 

Fo-chan, a village of China, in the 
province of Qtmg-tong . It is called a vil- 
lage becaufe itiias no walls nor a preflding 
governor, although it has a great trade, 
and contains more houlcs and inhabitants 
than Canton. It is reckoned to be nine 
miles in circumference, and to contain 
1,000,000 of inhabitants. It is la miles 
from Canton. 

Fochia Nova, a town of Natolia, on 
the gulf of Sanderly, with a good harbour, 
and a caftle. The Venetians beat the Tur- 
kifh fleet, near this place, in 1650. 

Fougia, a town of Naples, in Capita- 
Hata, feated near the Cerbero, 10 miles £ 
of Manfredonia. 

Fodwar, a town of Hungary, feated on 
the Danube, oppoflte Colocza. Lon. X 9 3 6 
£, bit. 46 39 N. 

Fogaras, a town and caftle of Traii- 
fylvania, on the river Alauta, 30 miles 
of Hermanftadt. Lon. 25 25 £, lat. 
46 30 N. ' . 

FqgliA) a river of Italy, which riles on 
the confines of Tufeany, crofles the duchy 
of Urbino, and ftdk into the gulf of Venict) 
at Pefaro.

Fohr, an iflwd of Denmark, near the 
coaft of Slefwick. It is about 12 miles in 
circumference, 

FoiA) bu ancient town of Natoliajen 
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Ake gulf of Smyrna* 'uath a good liar- 
bour, and a firong cdtle* 30 N of 
Smyrna. 

FoiXy a town of France, in the draart- 
ment of Arriege and late county of Foix. 
It is noted for its manufedlure of coarfe 
woollen cloths, and fome copper-mills, 
which metal is a confiderable object of com- 
merce. It is feated on the Arriege, at die 
foot* of the Pyrenees, eight miles S of Pa- 
miers. Lon. 1 3a £, lat. 43 o N. 

Fo-kien, a province of China, bounded 
on the N by Tche-kiange, on iht W by 
Kiang-n, on the S by (^uang-tong, and 
on the £ by die Chinefe Sea. It is commo- 
diouflyfeated for navigation and commerce, 
part of it bordering on the fea, in which 
they catch large quantities of fiih, which 
they fend falt^ to other parts of the em- 
pire. Its Ihorcs are very uneven, by rea- 
fon of the number and variety of its bays. 
Its climate is warm ; and yet the air is fo 
pure, that no contagious difeafcs ever pre- 
vail here. The mountains are almoft 
every where clifpofed into a kind of amphi- 
dieatres, by the labour of the inhabitants, 
with terraces placed one above another. 
The fields are uttered with rivulets and 
fprings, which ifiue out of the mountains, 
and which the huibandmen condudl in 
fuch a manner as to overflow the fields of 
rice when they pleafe, becaufe it thrives 
bell in watery ground. They make ufe of 
pipes of Bamboe for this purpofe. They 
have all commodities in common with the 
reft of China ; but more particularly mufk, 
precious Hones, quickfilver, filk, hempen- 
cloth, callico, iron, and all forts of uten- 
fils wrought to the greatefi parfe( 5 lion. 
From other countries they have cloves, 
cinnamon, pepper, fandal-wood, amber, 
coral, and many other things, Tlie capi- 
tal city is Foutcheou Fou., It contams 
pine cities of the firll, and 60 of tlie third 
clafs. 

Foligni, an Q>ircopal and trading town 
of Italy, in the duchy of Umbria ; remark- 
able fors it fweetmeats, paper-mills, (ilk 
manufaiflure s and fairs, U is feated oq ^e 
declivity of a mountain, near a fertile pUft, 
69 iqiles N of Rome. Lon. 1% 24 £> lat.

FolkstOne, a town in Kent, with a 
market on Thurfday. It was once a 
flourilhing place, containing five churches, 
which are now reduced to one, and the 
inhabitants are chiefly employed in filhing 
It is a member of the port of Dover, go- 
verned by a mayor, and is feated on the 
£ngliih Channel, eight miles SW of Dover

Fonbi, an epiicopal town of Naples, in 
Terra di Lavora. it is feated on a fertile 
plain, but in a bad air, near a lake of its 
own name, 4a miles NW of Capua, and 
50 S£ of Rome.

Fong-tsiang-fou, a city of China, in 
the province of Cheu-fi. Its diftridl con- 
tains eight cities of the fecond and third 
clafs.

Fong-yang-fou, a city of Cliina, 
in the province of Kiang-nan. It is feated 
on a mountain, which hangs over the 
Yellow ^ River. It enclofes within its 
walls, feveral fertile little hills; and its 
jurifdidlion is very extenfive, as it compre- 
hends five cities of the fecond and 1 3 of 
the third clafs. It is 70 miles N£ of Nan- 
king. 

Fontainblrau, a town of France, in 
the department of Seine and Marne and 
late prorince of the Ifle of France, re- 
markable for its fine palace, where the 
kings of France ufed to lodge, when hunt- 
ing. It was firil embcllifhed by Francis 
1, and each fuccefiive king added fomc- 
thing to it; infomuch that it was one 
of the fineil pleafure-houfes in the world. 
It Hands in the inidH of a foreH, 33 
miles S£ of Paris.

Fontaine-L*£vec3JJE, a town of 
France, in the department of the North and 
late province of Hainault, near the river 
Sambre, three miles W of Cbarleroy, 
Lon.

Fontarabia, a feaport of Spain, in 
Bifcay, feated on a penimula in the bay of 
Blicay, and on the river BidafToa. It is 
well fortified both by nature and art ; lias 
a good harbour, though dry at low water ; 
and is furrounded on the land fide by the 
Pyrenean mountains. It is' a very impor- 
tant place, being accounted the key of 
Spain on that fide. It furrendered to the 
Friench arms in 1794. It is 22 miles SW 
of Bayonne, and 62 £ of Bilboa. Lon. %

Fontenai, a village of France, in the 
department of Yonne aqd late province of 
Burgundy, remarkable for a bloody battle 
fought, in 841, between the Germans and 
tlie French, in which the Germans were 
defeated with the lois of ( 00, coo men.

Fonti^ravlt, a town of France, in 
the dcpartmcnl of Maine and l-,oire and 
late province of Anjoii.

It was the cliicf of a re- 
hc^ioiis onler, which, by a lingular whim 
ot the founder, confdled of both fexes, 
and the general of w^hic h was a woman. 
Quilu Scrlrade, fo famous in hiflory, 
was among tlit hrft mm3 tliat entered 
thKa].>rv. It is nine miles SK of Sau- 
mur, a id 160 SW of Paris.

FoREsr-TowNS, four towns of Sua- 
bia, lying along the Rhine, and the con- 
fines of Swit/eiland, at the entrance of 
the Black Forell. l^heir names are 
Waldfchut, Lauffenburg, Scckingcn, and 
Rhcinfeldcn ; and they are fubjcdl to thii 
boufe of Aullria. 

FoREZ,a province of France, boirnded 
on the W by Auvergne, on the S by 
Velay and the Vivarais, on the E by the 
Lyonois, and on the N by Burgundy and 
the Boiirbonnois. It is watcud by the 
Loire, and fevcral other ffreams, and haa 
fcvcral mines of coal and iron. It is now 
included, wdth the Lyonois, in the depart- 
ment of Rhone and Loire. 

Forfa R, a borough of Scotland, and ca- 
pital of the county of tlie fame name. It 
uauds on the valley of Strathmore that 
runs from Perth NE to the fca. It is an 
ancient place, and here are the ruins of a 
palace built by Malcolm Caninore. The 
Jake of Forfar, ftretcliing two miles in 
length from £ to W and half a mile in 
breadth, covers the palace on the N. This 
lake abounds with trout, pike, perch, and 
et 1. Of late years it has been greatly re- 
duced by draining ; to w^hicn the im- 
menlc quantity of fine marie at the bot- 
tom is the principal inducement. Forfar 
is a fine ffouiiibing place, and its inha- 
bitants arc doubled witliin theft 30 years ; 
the houfes have alfo incrcafcd in propor- 
tion bcfides being greatly improved. The 
chuuh has Ixrcn rebuilt in an elegant and 
extcnfivc plan, calculated to contain 2000 
hearers. Its principal nianiifaiflure h ofna- 
burghs, and it is ao miles W of Montrufe* 
Lon, 2 J4 W, lat. 56 35 N.

l^ORMOSA, an ifland in the Chinele 
Sea, 90 xnilcb £ of Canton, lying bctwTcn 
1 19 and ^22® E Ion. and 22 and 25® N lat. 
It is fubjcdl to the Chineie, who, notwith- 
llai'ding its proximity, did not know of its 
exiflcncc till the year 1430. It is about 
85 leagues in length, and 25 broad ; and 
a chain of mountains runmn^ from N 
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St divides it Into two parts, the £ and W* 
Ihe Dutch built the foit of Zealand, in 
the W part, in 1^34. ’They were driven 
thence, in 1661, by a Chinefe pirate, wlio 
made himfclf mailer of all the W part, 
whicli, in 1682, fubmitted to the emperor 
* of China. This ifland prefents extenjive 
and fertile plains, watered by a great num- 
ber of rivuk’ts that fall from the £ moun- 
tamJk Its air is pure and wholefome ; and 
it produces abundance of com and rice, and 
the greater part of other grainb. Moil of 
tlic Indian units, many of thole of Europe, 
tobacco, fugar, pepper, camphirc, and 
ainnamon, arc found here. The inhabi- 
tants rear a great number of oxen, which 
they life fur riding, from a want of horfes. 
They accullom them early to that kind of 
fervicc, and, by daily exercife, train them 
to go as well as the bell horfes. T'hcfe 
oxen are fumiihed with a bridle, faddle, 
and crupper. A Cbinefe looks as proud, 
when mounted in this manner, su» if he 
were carried by the fineft Barbary courier. 
Wholefome water is tlie only thing want- 
ing in Formoi'a. It is verj-extraordniaiy, 
that every kind of water lu it is a deadly 
p )ifon to ilraugers, for which no remedy 
has yet been found. On the aid of May 
1782, this fine iiland was o' erwlielincd, 
and ahnoft defolated, by a furious hur- 
ricane and dreadful inundation of the 
iba, fuppofed to have been occalioued by 
an earthquake. Tai-quang is the capital. 

FoKRkii, a town in Murraylhire, ieated 
on an eminence, clofe to a rivulet, it is a 
finall w^ell built town plcafantly (ituated, 
tuo miles to the E of the river Findhom. 
A little to the N£, near the road, is a re- 
markable column, called King Seven’s or 
Sweno’s Stone, above 20 fc(;t high, and 
three broad, covered on both Tides by an- 
tique fculpture. It is fuppofed to have been 
crefted in memory of a vidlory' obtained 
over the Danes, in z 008, before their hiial 
retreat from Scotland. Forres manufac- 
tures fome linen and fev^'ing tliread, and is 
15 miles W of Elgin. 

Forteventura, one of the Canary 
J Hands, 65 miles in length, and of ji very 
irregular breadth, conHmng of two penin- 
fuJas joined by an ifUimus 12 miles in 
breadth. It produces plenty of w'hcar, 
barley, beeves, and goats. Lon. z 4 2 6 W, 
lat. 28 4 N. 

Forth, one of the moft noble and com- 
modious rivers in Scotland. It takes its 
rife near the bottom of Jjomond hills ; and 
running from weft to call, receives in its 
palTage many conliderablc ilreams,,idt riv- 
ing their w'atcrs from the eminences in the 
pzidlaiul counties of F^orth Britain, ik*- 


tween Stirling and Alloa, the Forth wdnd? 
in a moft beautiful and iurpnfing manner; 
fo that, though it is but four miles by land, 
it is 24 by water between thole two places. 
Below Alloa the river expands itlclf to a 
great breadth between the counties of 
Lothian and Fife, till at Queen’s-ferry 
it is contradled by promoutones Hiooling 
into it from both coalis ; fo that, from 
being fout or five, tliere it is not above two 
miles broad. At the mouth of it, from 
North Berwick to Fiienels, it is full five 
leagues broad ; having the little iiland of 
May in the middle of it, and to the w^eft of 
this the rocky ifland of Bafs; notwilh* 
ftanding which, the largcft fleet may enter 
and iail up it many miles witJi the utmoft 
facility and in the greateft lafety. Tlu‘re 
is a communication between tins river and 
the Clyde, by a canal, 35 miles in length. 

Fortrose, a borough 111 Kofbfliire, 
lituate on the frith of Murray, nearly ojw 
pofite Fort George, and nine miles W of 
Xiivernefs. 

FosiA\o, a firong town of Piedmont, 
with a hifhop's-fee, feated on the Sfiure, 10 
miles NE of Coni, and 27 SE of PJgueroL 
Lon. 7 56 E, lat. 44 45 N. 

FossoMiiRONK, a town of Italy, in the 
duchy of Urbino, with a bifliop’s fee j leat- 
ed near the river Metro, 1 6 mdes S W of Pe- 
faro, and Z2 S£ of Urbino. Lon. 12 48 
E, lat. 43 40 N. 

Pothering AY, a towm in Northamp- 
tonihire, nine miles S of Stamford, near 
the river Nen. It is noted for the ruins 
of the caftle where Richard iii w^aslxim, 
and where Mary, queen of Scotland, w as 
beheaded. 

Fque, an ancient town of Lower Egypt,^ 
featf d on tlie Nile, 2 5 miles S of Roietto,' 
and 40 £ of Alexandria. Lon. 31 zj E, 
lat.

FouGfREs, a towTi of France, in the 
department of Maine and Loire and late 
province of Bretagne, with an .indent caf- 
tle. It is feated on the Coeiiium, 25 milct 
NE of Rennes, and 150 W of Paris.

Fouls HAM, a town in Norfolk, with a 
market on Tucl'day, 16 miles NVV t»l Nor- 
wich, and zix NE of London.

Weftmorriand ; and on the fouth runs 
•ut into the fira as a promontory. This 
whole tCi 6 k, except on the coall, zifes in 
hiUs and vaft piles of rocks called Fornefi- 
Fells. In thefe mountainous parts are 
found quarries of a fine durable blue flate 
to cover buildings withy which are made 
life of in many other paxts of the kingdom. 
THie low or plain part ofFoumefsy pro- 
duces all forts of grainy but principally 
iOatSy whereof the bread eaten in this coun- 
try is generally made ; and there are 
found here veins of a very rich iron ore. 

Fou-TCHEOU-FOUy a city of Chinay 
in Fo-kien ; one of the moft confider- 
able m that provincey on account of its 
tnuicy the convenience of its rivers and 
porty the number of its Uteratiy and the 
magnificence of its principal bridgCy which 
has more than xoo araies conftrudled 
€if white fioncy and ornamented with a 
double baluftrade. It is the reiidence of 
a viceroyy has under its jurifdidlion nine 
cities of the third clafsy and is 360 miles 
17 £ of Canton. 

FowtYy a borough and feaport in 
Cornwall y with a market on Satuiday. It 
is a populous place extending above one 
mile on the £ fide of a river of its own 
namcy and has a confiderable fhare in the 
pildiord fiihcry. It fends two members 
to parliament y and is governed by a mayor. 
It is 3 a miles SW of Launcellery and 240

Fowky, a river in Comwally which 
rifes ill the N£ part pafles by Leilwithiely 
and enters the Englilh Channely at Fowey. 

FowLENESSy an illand on the coaft of 
Eflexy formerly fubjedl to inundations till 
by the Dutch art of draining it has become 
good land. 

Fox IsLANDSy a group of iflands in 
the Northern Archipelago. Tlicy arc 
'x6 in npmber, and are fituate between 
the £ coaft of Kamtfchatka and the W 
coaft of America, between 5a and 55® 
N lat. Each iiland has* a particular name ; 
but 'this general name is given to die 
yhole group, on account of the ^rcat 
number of black, gray, and red foxes 
with which they abound. The drefs of 
the inhabitants confiils of a cap, and a 
fur coat that reaches down to the knee : 
fume of them wear common caps of a 
party-coloured bird (kin, upon which they 
leave part of the wings and tail. On the 
forepart of their hunting and fifliing caps, 
they place a fmall board, like a Ikreen, 
adonicd Mith the jawbones of feabears, 
and ornamented with glafs beads, which 


they receive in barter from die Riiffiam , 
At their feftivals and dancifl^ parties they 
ufe a much more Ihewy iort of capsy 
They feed upon the fleih of all forts of 
fea animals, and generally eat. it raw : 
but when they drefr their food, they place 
it in a hollow ftone, they then cover it with 
another, and clofe the interftices with lime 
or clay ; they next lay it horizontall^n 
two ifones, and light a fire under it. ^e 
provifion intended for keeping, is dried 
without fait in the open air. Their 
weapons are bows, arrows, and darts; 
and, for defence, they ufe wooden (hields. 
The moft perfeA equality reigns among 
diem ; they have neither chiefs nor fiiper- 
iors, neither laws norpunifhments. Iney 
live together in families, and focieties of 
feveral fiuhilies united, which form what 
they call, a race, who, in cafe of attack 
or defence, mutually aid each other. 
The inhabitants of the lame iiland always 
pretend to be of the fame race ; and each 
one looks upon his iiland as a polleliion, 
the property of which is common to all 
individuals of the fame fociety. Feaftt 
are very common among them, and, more 
particularly, when the inhabitants of one 
illand are vifited by thofe pf another. The 
men of the village meet their guefts, beat- 
ing drums, and preceded by the women, 
who fmg and dance 1 at the conclufion 
of the dance, the holts ferve up their beft 
provifions, and invite their guefts to par- 
take of the feaft. They fi^ their chil- 
dren, when very young, with the coarfeft 
flefli, and for the moft part raw. If an 
infant cries, the mother immediately car^* 
ries it to the feafide, and whether it be 
fummer or winter, holds it naked in the 
water till it is quiet. This is fo far from 
doing the children any harm, that it 
hardens them againft the cold : and they 
accordingly go barefooted through the 
winter, without the Icaft inconvenience. 
They feldom heat their dwellings ; but 
when they would warm themfelves, they 
light a bundle of hay, and ftand over it ; 
or they fet fire to trainoil, which they 
pour into a hoUqw ftone. They have a 
good ihare of plik natural ienie» but ar^ 
rather flow of underftanding. l^ey feem 
cold and inamerent in moft of their ac- 
tions ; but let an injury, or even a mere 
fufpicion, roufe them from this phlegmatic 
ftate, and the^' b^ome furious and inflex- 
ible, taking ‘the moft violent revenge, 
without any regard to the confcquences. 
The leaft afflidlion prompts them to fili- 
cide apprehenfion of even an uncer- 
tain event etten leads them to defpair^ 
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4nd tkey .put an end to tlieir days with 
great apparent infenfibility. Tlie Ruf- 
fians call thefe iflands the Lyfiie Oflrova* 

Fraga, a town of Spain, in Arra^on, 
with a caille. It is itrong by fituation, 
having the river Cinca, before it, whofe 
high banks are difficult of accefs, and at 
Its back a hill, which cannot eafily be 
approached with large cannon. The gar- 
dens 4)roduce herbs and faffiron, but the 
parts about it are mountainous and bar- 
ren. Alphonfo vii, king of Arragon, was 
killed here by the Moors, in X134, when 
lie befieged thu town. It is 46 miles £ 
of SaragoiTa. Lon. o a8 £, lat. 41 46 
N. 

Framlingham, a town in Suffolk, 
with a market on Saturday. It is feated 
near the head of a rivulet, and has the re- 
mains of a caftle faid to have been built 
in the time of the Saxon heptarchy. To 
this caftle the princefs Mary (afterward 
Mary i) retired, when lady Jane Grey 
Was proclaimed queen. Here is a Itately 
church, in which ore the monuments of 
fome noble families. It is 30 miles £ of 
Bury, and 87 K£ of London. Lon. i 26 
£, ht. 5a 25 N. 

Frampton, a town in Dorfetfhire, 
with a market on Thurfday, feated on 
the Fromc, 12 miles NW of Weymouth, 
and 126 W by S of London. Lon. 2 
50 W, lat. 50 45 N. 

France, a country of Europe, bound- 
ed on the N by the Englifli Channel and 
the Aultrian Netherlands ; on the £ by 
Germany, and the Alps, which feparate 
it from Swiflerland, Savoy, and Piedmont ; 
on the S by the Mediterranean Sea and 
Spam, from which Jungdom it is divided 
by the Pyrenees ; and on the W by the 
Atlantic Ocean. From the Pyrenees in 
the S, to Dunkirk in the N, its extent is 
625 miles ; and fomething more from 
the moft eafterly part of Alface to the 
moil weftem point of Bretagne; which 
province, tt mull be obferved, extends 
above xoo miles further into the ocean 
than any other part of the country. France 
was lately an abfohite monarchy, and di- 
vided into feveral military governments, 
or provinces. Thefe were Alface An- 
guumois, Anjou, Armagnac, Artois, 
Aunis, Auvergne, Barrois, Bafques, Bearn, 
Berry, Bigorre, Blafois, Boulonnois, Bour- 
bonnois, Breife, Bretagne, Burgundy, 
Cambreiis, Champagne, Cottferans, Dau- 
phiny, Forez, Foix, Framdie Comte, 
French Flanders, Gafeony, Gevafidan, 
Giiienne, French Hainault, Ifle of France, 
Tiangucdoc, Limofin, Lorrain, Lyonois, 
Mjulani Navarre, Niver- 


noii, Normandy, Orleanols, Perdie, 
rigord, Picardy, Poitou, Provence, Qi$sr- 
d, Ronergne, Roufillon, Saintonge, Soif- 
fonnois, ToUraine, Velay, and Verman- 
dois. All thefe provinces were divided in- 
to dilhids, which had their particular 
names. The air of France is &id to be 
peculiarly mild and w holefomc. The foil 
m many places is excellent, though in 
others the heat in fummer entirely con- 
fumes the verdure; and thefe parched 
fpots are fcarce found capable of produc- 
ing rye and chelhtits lufficient for the 
maintenance of the poor people v||io in- 
habit them. It mull be owned, however, 
that agriculture was never well imderftood 
in this country. France in general is not 
a mountainous country ; though its bound- 
aries on the land fide are the high ridges 
called the Alps, which feparate it fiom 
Italy, the Pyrenees which divide it from 
Spam, and Mount Jura which feparates it 
from Switzerland. Befides thefe, there 
arc the Cevennes in the province of Lan- 
guedoc, and Mount Dor in that of 
Auvergne. The country abounds with 
many and fine rivers, as the Loire, which 
runs N and NW ; its courfe, including 
the windings, not lefs than 500 miles. 
The Rhone flows through the country irt 
a $W direction, and then running due S 
falls into the Mediterranean. The Gar- 
onne rifcs in the Pyrenean mountains, 
and running N£ communicates with the 
Mediterranean, by a canal made by or- 
der of Louis XIV . The Seine, the Sorne, 
Somme, Mofclle, Var, and Adour, are 
aU confiderable ilreams, which are of great 
fervice to the inland commerce oi the 
country ; and this is Hill further augment- 
ed by the great number of artificial canals 
which open a communication betwixt one 
part of the country and another. That 
of Languedoc was 16 years of being com- 
pleted, and is carried through an extent 
of near 100 milts over hills and vallies, 
and in one place thro’ a mountain. It was 
intended for a communication bctw'een 
the ocean and Mediterranean, to afford 
a more fpeedy pafiage for the French 
fleet ; but did not anfwer the purpofe. 
The peatefl part of the fuel ufrd by tliA 
inhabitants of this kingdom is wood 3 
which in the northern pacts Is fearect 
which proves very diftrcffinc to the peo- 
ple. In other places, hoi^cvtr, there arc 
large forefls, particularly thoit of Orleans^ 
which cover an extent of 14,000 acres. 
In Alface there are rniiick oi filvcr and 
copper, but too expenlive to be brought ; 
but there arc mines of various metals in 
olhtr p?itB, aud coal U Kk'.wile met v iib 
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sn IJjme provinces ; there are fex'cral quar- 
ries of excellent floue, and a kind of gem 
named the nHyoc^uoife is met witli in 
Languedoc. Salt is made in great quan- 
tity in the illpncl of Rheci and at Rorhe- 
ford, and in the feuthern paits the king- 
dom, where they employ the lieat of the 
fun lucccfsfuily for die purpofe of eva- 
porating the lea water hut in general the 
commodity rs Icarce and dear all oi*er the 
kingdom. 'J.here is great abundance of 
wine made in this country ; the vines 
being the greateft care of the inhabitants, 
and iitjct to thtfe tlic ciiliivation of gar- 
den vegetables for loupe and fallads. f or- 
iiuTly the Frcnrli were celebrated for their 
Ikiil m yard* ning, but the)' are no^v mu(h 
inferior in this refped to the Britifh. I'lie 
animals arc the fajiic with thofe of Britain, 
wolves only cxccpted, which in fonie pla- 
ces aie very iriiiieroiis and very d.in- 
gtrc.ns. 'J'he Fiench hieed of cattle* of 
all kinds is much mkrior to that 'd Eng- 
land, the wool of the Ihecp is Icfs fine, 
and llic fed ci'a/ls art not fo well fi pphed 
with fifh. Stub wa*. the fituation of 
France m the year 1 7S9, when the Revolu- 
tion coninKntcd, fmcc which time it 
Las been in futh an unfctlled fcate, as 
renders it irnpolTihle to give a tnie repre- 
feiration of the date of that country. It 
cannot be iniagnu'd tliat we can here 
innuitely tiace the progrefs of the French 
revolution. For a p.r*tl« uUr hifiory of 
the events of that period, w'c mu^l refer 
to more copious hiltorlcs. On account of 
the deranged fla.e ot the finances l.ouis 
XVJ. was induced to convoke an afleni- 
b^y ot tlic notabJis, and alterwards tlie 
dates general, who had not aflembled 
fiucc 1614. 'JVfe conf.fled of the no- 
bility, tiergy, a ul the tliird eftate or the 
commi'ns, who were all mingled in one 
aiietnbly. In the mean time it was re- 
ported that Paris was furrouiided by an 
armed torcc. Notwithltantling this, on 
the removal of the pppidar minillcr, M. 
Ncckar, in July 1 789, a dreadful infunrec- 
tion enlucJ n; Paris; the military refufed 
to fire upon the people ; the formidable 
Haftilt was vapUred by the citizens ; the 
governor, and Uinic otJicr obnoxious per- 
lons, were beheaded, and their heads car- 
ried about in horrid triumph on polci. ; in a 
word, eigl't Micks after the opening oftlje 
lutes general on the 5rh of hlay, a icvolu- 
lujii \i-as cfRiSled, which then excited 
a.'lf'm(hm:*p<-, and find' that period even 
teiTor «i:d 1 ni 111 all LuroTic. On the 
1 7t}i of job , lIu' king vinti d the Kt td de 
\iU 1C. » .0 .s, jnd furrendmd himfdl:, as 
LWwic, to Ii:^ k*. i toiii that moment; 


from being an abfolute monareb, he Lam 
came one of the xnoft limited in Europe. 
The national aifembly, now triumphant, 
proceeded to the moft extraordinary 
meafurcs. They abolilhed nobility and 
the whole feudal fyftem, and, confifeating 
the pofleffions cf the clergy, rendered them 
dependent for fupport, on a public allow- 
ance, like the icrvants of the Rate ; and all 
the inonaRerics were fuppreiTed. IiioOc- 
tober, in coni’equcnce of another dreadful 
riot at VcrfaillcB, the king, the royil fami- 
ly, and the national affembly, were remov- 
ed to Paris. The king was now, in fadl, 
a Rate prifoner, treated with the formalities 
appendant to royalty, but watched in all 
his motions with the utmoR cirtimifpcc- 
tion. From this irkiome iltuation he at- 
tempted to cfcape in June 1791* with the 
queen, his fiRer, the dauphin, and the 
prLirefs his daughter. He had almoR 
reached the frontiers, when he was ar- 
reiled at Varennes, and conduiRed back 
to Paris. The national aRembly com- 
pleted a new conRilutioii, which was 
aicepted l)y the king in September ot 
the fame year, w hen a new national afTeinb- 
ly w'os ekded. But it was impofllble 
that the king could long fubmit to the 
infblts, which as they were not puniflied, 
leemcd to be farwRioned by the National 
aflcmbly. Some ot their decrees whifh 
were quite contrary to the fpirit of the 
New Conftilutlon he rdufed to fancRion. 

reiufal concurring with other cir- 
cumRanccs excited the moR violent llim- 
ults among the proftigr>te populace oi Paris, 
Innumerable libels ilfucd from the prefs, 
lull of the moit malicious and abfiird 
calumnies againR the king, queen and 
the royal family, whom the Jacobin faiRion 
endeavoured by the vihfl arts to render 
odious to the people. At laR in AuguR 
179a, the mayor of Paris, at the head 
of a deputation from that city, appeared at 
the bar of the national alTembly, and de- 
manded the dcpofiiion of the king. Before 
they could dehbciate on this demand, a 
dreadful infuiredlion cnlued ; the I huille- 
ries, the royal rtfidcncc, was attacked ; 
the Swils guards were defeated and mal- 
facred ; and the king and the royal family 
took refuge in the national alTembly. 
That bof’y infiantly decreed the lufpen- 
Ron of tlie cxecutivt power in the handi. 
of ihe king, and the convocation of a 
national <:onvention. The king and liis 
family were conve)’cd to a houlc in Paris, 
called the I’cxnple, and there kept in clofc 
confinement, with circumRanccs of the 
moR humiliating degradation. Between 
the prifon and tie gra-'C of a dcjiof'^tl 
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pvercign, the diftance, it has been ob- 
fervecb is not very remete* The cohven- 
tion met on the aift of September* and 
inJlantly decreed the abolition of royalty, 
and the formation of a republic on the 
principles of liberty and equality. In 
• December following! they decreed, that 
the king fhould be tried before them. The 
trial accordingly took place ; and this tri- 
bunal, exercifine at once the incompati- 
ble charadlers of accufers, profecuters, and 
judges, cx>ndemncd the unfortunate mon- 
arch ; who, in purfuance of their fentence, 
was publicly breaded, in the Place de la 
Revolution, lately called the Place dc Louis 
XV. on the aift ol January 1793. All 
Kurope exclaimed againft the injuitice and 
cruelty, not to fay the impolicy, of this 
procee^ng. Powers, hitherto neutral in 
the war, were eager to take an adUve 
part in it ; and the new republic had to 
contend with the principal powers of 
Europe. Alter the murder of the king, 
France became a prey to the moft afflidting 
calamities. The people either enilaved 
by bloody tyrants or opprdled by a law- 
lefs mob, haralTed by profciiptions, ar- 
bitrary impnfonment, malTacrcs, confifca- 
tions, fubmitted patiently to every new 
opprefiion, the nobility, clergy and men 
oi landed properly, being robbed of their 
efbtes have been either brought to the 
fcafTold ; or been obliged to feck fafety 
in poverty and in exile. The country 
has been wafted by the fury of contend- 
ing ladtions ; its fertile plains and popu- 
lous litics defolatcd by civil war and 
poUutc*d with blood. With rtfpedl to 
the war, it may be iufticient to ftate, in 
general, that after four campaigns, in 
which great reverfes of fortune were ex- 
perienced, the French nation difplayed 
againft the combined powers fuch wonder- 
ful energy and refources, that, before the 
toncluilon of 1795, they wei'e in the 
entire poflcffiDii of Savoy, and of the 
Auftrian and Dutch FJetherlands, and 
the whole of Holland. In Spain, Italy, 
and Germany, they had made fuch pro- 
grefs as to procure a peace with Pruftia 
and Spain, and form an alliance with the 
United F^vincx's. Their commerce, 
however, was ruinc*d ; their finances were 
fupportedby a vaft emifiion of corapullive 
paper currency, and by plunder and con- 
fifcatlon ; their armies, which fought with 
the ardour of enthufiaTm, were recruited 
by defpotic requifitions. The campaign 
oi 1 796 was carried on with various fuc- 
Gcls. In September they met with a re- 
verie of fortune and were driven from 
all tieir newlv a<'quired clwninion?. 


Tiie army under Buonaparte were more 
fuccefsful; they defeated tlie Imperialifts 
in feveral obilinate engagements ; took 
Mantua and threatened the Imperial capital 
itfelf. The emperor was tlierefore induced 
to commence a negotiation for peace. 
Raftadt was the place appointed for a 
congrefs of deputies from the ftates of 
CJcrmany. During this negociation the 
French employed themfdves in executing 
other ambitious enterpnfes Under pre- 
tence of an infult offered to their am- 
bailador at Rome, they declared war a- 
gainft the Pope, whofe capital they took 
and plundered, and whofe government 
they overturned. 7 'hey likewife obtained 
poilelfion of Mentz, blockaded Ehrcn- 
bretztein, and forced that important far- 
trels to furrendcr. Intent upon plans of 
aggrandifement they fent a formidable flcvt 
and army to Egypt, who overran that 
country with uniiiten-upted fuccefc till their 
piogrefs w’as flopped at St. John D’Acre 
by the gallant efibrts of Sir Sidney Smith. 
'I'hc emperor having now formed alliance 
with the emperor of Ruftia determined to 
fubmit no longer to the injuries and infults 
of the French. liolUlities were accord- 
ingly coinmcnc ed, when the French gam- 
ed fome advantages. 'l*hcy were however, 
under general Jourdan completely defeated 
by the archduke Charles and forced to 
recrofs the Rhine. The Auftrians m 
Italy were afterwards joined by the Rul- 
fians under Suwarrow. The Fi each were 
vaaquiifieo in repeated engagements, and 
were finally driven out of Italy. The 
em^HTror of Kuflia lias fince withdrawn 
from the conicdeiacy, and tlie campaign 
of 1800 has terminated unfavourably fof 
the allies by the fatal battle of Martngo. 
The internal government is at piclent 
diredlcd by Buonaparte, who niles with 
defpotic fway. Ilow long iJie tyrant will 
remain in his prefent imecure fituation 
is a queftion difficult to detenniue and 
indeed foreign to this work. The geegra- 
phic;al divilion of the country,^ how- 
ever, requires to be noticed. By the 
firft Icgiflative aftembly France was 
divided into departments, and, thefe de- 
partments were fubdivided into dilh-idts, 
cantons, and municipalities, 'i'he names 
of tlu* departments, by tlie ct^nflitiition 
of 179s, are Am, Aiihe, MheVf /Vlps 
Upper, Alps Lower, Aicicclie, iVi dennes, 
Arriege, Aube, Aude, Avciiom, Calvados, 
Canted, Cbarcntc, Chare I'.t i ower, Cher, 
Coiieze, Cote d’ Or, Coii.^ du Kord, 
Crfuk, Dordogne, Dojbi , i)ro'^ne, Lur'.

By an eirnnate of ]\Tr. Nttkar, which, 
has been vcrymutli queJhoned, it amount- 
ed to 25,000,000. Since tlie revolution, 
on a rnodcrate calfulation no lefs tJian 
40OjO000 have perifhed by iriaflacre or 
by war, winch 01 cafions a c onliderablc di- 
minution in the population ok that country. 
Paris is the metropolis. 

France Isle of, a late provlme of 
France, fo called, bccaufe it was formerly 
bounded by the rivers Seim, Manie, 
Oife, Aifne, and Ourque. It now c ompre- 
hends the four departments of Oife, Seine 
and Oife, Seine* and Manic, and Paris. 

Francf, Islf or, or Mauritius, 
an ifland in the Indian Ocean, aoo lea- 
gues E, of Madagafcar. It was early 
difcovercd by the Portuguefc. After them, 
the Dutch fettled on the SE fhore*, and 
gave it the name* of Mauiitius, in honour 
of prince Maurice, their fiadtholder. But 
they abandoned it, on their acquifition 
of the cape of Good Hope. It then re- 
mained uninhabited, till the French landed 
there in 1720. This ifland is about 4t 
Ijagucs ill circumfertnee. TJie climate is 
healthy ; hut the foil not very fertile. 
There arc many mountains, fome of 
which are fo high, that their tops are 
covered with fnow ; they produce the 
beft ebony in the world. The vallics arc 
well watered with .rivers, and are made 


very prodiiifiive by ciiIti\»ation, of which 
indigo is ih'* princqjal objedf. The town 
and harbour are called Port Louis, 
and arc ftrcngly f()itific*d ; the town 
is large and rovers a great deal of 
giound. But in tlu hiimcane months, 
♦he hcrbniT criinot affird fhcltcr for more 
tluii ci^liL \c,irels. Ik re are large flore- 
houka and c\civ thing ni^ctlhiry for the 
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equipment of fleets. The number of In- 
habitants on the ifland excluflve of the 
military, is 8000 whites, and I2,odo 
blacks.

Franckfort on the Maine, an 
ancient and free imperial city of Ger- 
many, m the circle cf Francun^. The 
chief ftrudluFe is the tow’nhoufe, in which 
is prefcT\»cd the goldenbull, the origin of 
the fundamental law^s of the empire^; and 
here is the chambcT in w'hirh the em- 
peror is cledicd. All religions arc tole- 
rated at Franefort under certain reftrir- 
tions ; but Lutheranifm is the eflabliflitd 
faith. It has been repeatedly taken and 
retaken during tlie prefent war, the laft 
time by the Auflrians in September 1796. 
It is fealed on the river Maine, 15 miles 
KE of Mentz, and 350 W by N ol Vienna.

Franc’fort on the Oder, a flou- 
rifhing city of Germany, in the middle 
marche ot Brandenburg, formerly impe- 
rial, blit now fiibjcdl to the king of Pruflia.

Franc HE Comptf, a late province of 
France, bounded on the N by Loiialn, 
on the E bv Alfaci* and Swifterland, on 
the V/ by hurgundy, and on the S by 
Brcfle* It is 126 miles in length, and 80 
in breadth, and abounds in corn, w’inc, 
cattle, horJes, mines of iron, cupper, and 
lead. It was conquered by France m 
1674, and ceded to it by the treaty of 
Nimcguen in 1678. It now comprehends 
the three departments of Doubs, Jura, and 
Upper Saone. 

Franchi-mont, a town of Germany, 
in the bifhopric of Lirge, 12 miles SF ut 
Liege.

Francois, Capf, a fine tow-n in the 
N part of the ifland of St. Domingo, be- 
longing to the French, w'ho often call it 
tlic Cape, by way of cininencc.

Tafman, a 
Dutch navigator, firft touched here in 
1643* and gave the names of New Am- 
fterdam, Rotterdam, and Middleburg, to 
three of the principal iflands. Captain 
Cook explorea the whole cluftcr, which 
he found to confift of more than 20 
iflands, the principal of which are Ton^ 
gataboo, or Amfterdam ; Eaoowe, or 
Middleburg ; Annamooka, or Rotter- 
dam ; Hapaee, and I^foupa. The firft, 
which is the largeft, lies m 174 46 W, 
Ion. and 21 9 $ lat. ITie genei^ ap- 
pearance of thefc iflands convey an idea 
ol the xooft exuberant fertility s the 
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£ice, at a diflance, fecms entirely clothed 
with trees of various files, Ibme of which 
are very large, particularly the tall cocoa* 
palm, and a fpecies of fig with narrow- 
pointed leaves. On clofcr examination, 
they are almoft wholly laid out in plan- 
tations, n which are mide of the richelt 
produdlions of nature ; fuch as bread- 
fruit and cocoa-nut trees, plantains, yams, 
fugaf-canes, and a fruit like a nectarine. 
The ftock of quadrupeds is fcanty ; but 
they received from captain Cook fome 
valuable additions, both to the animal 
and vegetable kingdom. Their domeilic 
fowls are as large as thofe of Europe. 
Among the birds are parrots and parro* 
quets of various forts, which fumifh the 
red feathers fo much efteemed in the So- 
ciety Ifles. The numerous reefs and 
fiioals afford ftidter for an endlefs variety 
of fhell fifli. Thefe ifiands are all inhabited 
by a race of people, who cultivate the 
earth with great indufiry ; and nature, 
allified by a little art, appears no where 
in greater fplendour. Agriculture, ar- 
chitedure, boat-building, and fifhing 
are the employments of the men : to 
the women is confined the manufadhire of 
cloth. 

Friesach, a town of Germany, in the 
archbifhopric of Sahzburg, with a ftrong 
caftle, on a mountain. It is 56 miles 
S£ of Saltzburgh. Lon. 14 la £, lat. 47 
la N. 

Fr I F s L A N D, one of the United Provinces, 
hounded on the N by the German Ocean, 
on the W by the Zuider-Zee, on the S by 
the fame and Overyffel, which alfo, wdtli 
Groningen, bounds it on the £• Lewar- 
den is the capital. 

FRitsLAND, East, a province of Ger- 
many, in the circle of Weftphalia, lying 
near the German ocean. It is bounded on 
the S by the biihopric of Munfter, on the 
E by the county of Oldenburg, on the W 
by the province of Groningen, and on the 
N by the lea, being about 50 miles in 
length, and 30 in breadth. The country 
being level and low, is obliged to be fe- 
cured again!! inundations by expenfive 
dikes. It is a very fertile country, and feeds 
a great number of cattle ; but it was great- 
ly damaged liy an inundation in 17x7, and 
the repau* of the dykes coft an iinmenfe 
Aim. The principal towns are Norden, 
Leer, Effens, Whitmunde, and Aurick. 
Embden was an imperial city, and the 
principzil place in the country ; but now 
belongs alfo to the king of Pruflia, w'ho 
bought it of the Dutch. 

Friesland, West, another name 
^ that part lipUand; called N Hol- 


land. The flales of Holland hence take 
the title of the ftates of Holland and W 
Frieiland. 

Frinwalt, a town of Germany in the 
margravate of Brandenburg, feated on tlie 
Oder, 30 miles NE of Berlin.

Frio, Cape, a promontory of Brafil, in 
the province of Rio Janeiro. Lon. 41 31

Fro ME, a river in Somerfetlhire, which 
flows by the town of Fromc, and unites 
with the Avon at Bnftol.

Fulham, a village in Middlefcx, four 
miles W by S of London, feated on the 
Thames, over which is a wooden bridge to 
Putney. It has been the demefne oi«thc 
bilhops of London ever fince the conqueft : 
here they have a palace ; and in the church- 
yard are the tombs of feveral of the pre- 
lates of that fee. 

Fullan, a country in the interior part 
of Africa, W of the kingdom of Cafhna. 
Its boundaries have not yet been afccitain- 
ed, nor has the face of the country been dc- 
feribed. 

Funchal, the capital of Madeira, fitu- 
ate round a bay, on the gentle afeent of the 
fu A hills, in form of an amphitheatre. An 
old cafile, which commands the road. 
Hands on the top of a ftcep black rock, 
furrounded by the fea at high-water. 
On a neighbouring eminence above the 
town, is another, called St. John’s Caftlc ; 
and on the feafide, are feveral batteries. 
The ftrccts arc narrow, ill paved, and 
dirty. The houfes arc built of freeftone, or 
of brick ; but they are dark, and only 
a few of the beft, belonging to the Eng- 
liih merchants, or the piincipal inhabi- 
tants, arc provided with glafs windows s 
all the others have a kind ot lattice- 
work m their Head, which hangs on hinges, 
and may be lifted up occafionaiJy. Lon. 
17 6 W, lat. 32 38 N. 

Fundy, a bay of N America, between 
New England and Nova Scotia, remark- 
able for its tides, which rile to the height 
©f 50 or 60 feet, and flow very ra- 
pidly. 

Funen, an ifland of Denmark, 340 miles 
in circumference ; feparated from Jutland 
by a ftrait called the Little Belt, and from 
Zealand by the Great Belt. It is remark- 
ably fertile in paflure and grain, and exports 
to Norway, barlejs oats, rye and peas. 
Odenfee is the capitri. 

Furnes, a town of Auftrian Flanders, 
feated near the German Ocean, on the 
canal from Bruges to Dunkirk, which 
w'as deftroyed by the Englilh forces in 
1798. it w'as one of the harrier towns ; 
but, in 1781, the emperor Jofeph ii expel- 
led the Dutch garrifon. It furrendered to 
the French in 1793, end is 12 miles 
E of Dunkiik. Lon. 2 45 E, lat. 51 
4 N. 

Furruckabad, a dillridi of Hln- 
dcofliin Proper;, contiguous to the W 
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l^ank of the Gangesy and furrounded Ly 
the dominions of Oudc. It is little more 
than 30 miles in extent^ and belongs to a 
chief of the Patan Rohilla tribe. Its capital 
is of the fame name. Lon. 79 30 W, lat. 
a7 aS N. 

FuRSTENBURG,a principality of Suabia, 
bounded by the duchy of Wirtemberg, the 
county of Hohenbuiy and other territories 
of the houfe of Auftria, by the Brifgaw, the 
Black Forelly and the lake and bifhopric of 
Conlbnce. In this llatc the river Danube 
takes its rife. 

FurstenburG} the capital of a princi- 
pality of the fame name, in Suabia, with a 
caille, feated on a mountain, near tlie Da- 
nube, 1 7 miles S of Rotweil. Lon. 9 o £, 
lat.

Furstenfeld, a town of Lower Stiria, 
with a caille, on the river Auflnitz, 50 
miles S of Vienna. Lon. 16 5 £, lat. 47

Furstfnwald, a town of Germany, 
in the middle marche of Brandenburg, 
feated on the Spree, ao miles W of Franc- 
fort on the Oder. It was taken by the 
Swedes in 1631. Lon. 14 8 £, lat. 5 a

Futtypour Sicr!, a confiderabic 
of llindooilan Proper, in the pro- 
vince of Agra, feated under a range of 
hills, the fouthern boundary of an immenfe 
plain, in which, for the greatcft part, not 
a flirub is to be feen, and the foil is light, 
and almolt as fine as hair powder ; a cir- 
cuniltancc, produ( 5 tive of the moil difagrcc- 
ablc eifc( 5 ls, when this fine dull is taken 
sip by the hot winds from the v/eitward. 
Its fituation too is unhealthy, from the in- 
different water w-itli winch the whole coun- 
try abounds. However the country im- 
mediately near the town, is in tolerable cul- 
tivation. On tlie lummit of tlie higheit 
hill is a large mofque, built by the empe- 
ror Acbar, in the iiril ftyle of Moorilh 
architecture ; and at the toot of this hill 
are the ruins of an imperial palace, which 
01 cupy a great extent of ground. It is 42 
miles W of Agra. Lou. 77 45 E, lat. 27 
o N, 

Fyal, one of the Azores, or Wefteru If- 
Jands. it is well cultivated ; and has 
abundance of chefiiiits, beeches, myrtles, 
and aipen-trees. I'lie molt confiderabic 
place is called Villa de HorU.

W, lat. 38 32 N. 

Fyers, a river of Invcmefsihirc, in 
Scotland, which, delceiiding from the S, 
flows towa-d Loch Nefs. Over this river 
is built a itu})cndou8 bridge, on two oppo- 
iite rocks ; the top of the arch being abo\e 
If c fc* t abfl' ^ the ftrrf,tc< of the v atcr 


A little below the bridge Is ihc celebrated 
Fall of Fyers, where a great body of water 
darts through a narrow gap between tM'O 
rucks, then falls over a valt precipice uito 
the bottom of the chafm, where the foam 
riles and fills the air like a cloud of fmoke. 

Fyne, Loch, an inlet of the Atlantic, 
in Argyleihire, near 40 miles in length, 
noted as the rcibrt of the herring Ihoals, and 
numerous fifhing veflels. It receives and 
returns a tide on each fide of the ide of 
Arran, which is diredlly oppofite its en- 
trance. 

Fyzabad, a large city of llindooilan 
Piroper, in the territory of Oudc, of whicli 
it was once the capital. Here are the re- 
mains of a vail building, the palace of 
the late nabob Sujah ul Dowdah. The 
city is very populous ; but iince the remo- 
val of the court of Oude to Lucknow, 
the people are of the loweit clafb. It is 
feated on the Gogra, a large river from 
Tliibet, and is 80 miles £ of Lucknow, 
and 500 NW of Calcutta.

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G ABARET, a town of France, in the 
department of Gers and late province 
of Gafeony, feated on die GcliiTe, 20- miles 
W of Condom.

Gaols BUi'H, a town of Lower Saxony 
in the duchy of Mecklenburg. 

Gailta, an anaciit town of Naples, 
In Terra di Lavora, widi a fort, a citadel, 
a harbour, and a biihop’s fee. It was ta- 
ken by the Auilriaiis in 1707, and by 
the Spaniards in 1734. It is feated at 
the foot of a mountain, near die ita, 30 
miles NW of Capua.

Gainsborough, a town in Lincoln- 
fhire, with a market on Tuefday, feated 
near the river Trent, over which Is a hand- 
fome fione bridge. It is a pretty large 
well-built town, its river being accefillde 
‘ to veflcls of fuflicient fize to navigate the 
fea ; and ferves as a place of export and 
import for the N part of the county, and 
for Nottinghamfhire. It is 17 niilcs NW 
of Liucoln, and 15.1 N by W of Loudon. 
Lon. o 36 W, lat.53 a8 N. 

Gairloch, a large bay of Scotland, on 
the W coaft of Rofsfhire. In this bay, 
which gives name to a trail of land near it, 
the fiOiing of cod, and other while fifh is 
very confiderable. 

Gaisee, a village of Switzerland in 
Rhode exterior, which is the proteflant 
dhillon of the county of Appenzel. It is 
much reforted to on account of its goat’s 
whey, which is brought from a neighbour- 
ing mountain. 

Galacz, a town of Bulgaria, feated 
near the Danube, between the mouths of 
the Pruth and Scret. 

Galashiels, a village in Selkirkihlre, 
feated on the Gala, near its confluence with 
the Tweed.

Galaso, a river of Naples, in Otranto, 
which rifes in the opening near Oria, and 
falls into the gulf of Taranto. 

Galata, the principal fuburb of Con- 
fiantinople, feated oppofite the feraglio, on 
the otlier fide of the harbour. It is 
inhabited by Chrifllans of all forts, as 
Veil as Jews, who exercife their religion 
publicly ; and here wine is fold in 
iavems, which is not allowed in tlic city

Gall, St. or St. Gallen, a town 
of Swilliiland, in Tburgau, with a rich 
abbey, whofe abbot is titular prince ot tlie 
German empire, and iormcrly polTciled 
the fovercignty of the town ; but the in- 
habitants £ook oft his authority, and be- 
came independent. The town is entirely 
proteftant, and its government arifto-de- 
mociatiLal. The fubjedls of the abbot, 
whofe territory is ^diitindl, arc moftly ca^ 
tholics. It is a chearful neat town, iitua- 
ted in a fine well watered valky in the 
centre of the abbot’s territories, clofe to the 
abbey in w^hich that prince refides, who is 
reciprocally furrounded by the town. In 
the abbey is an ancient library whicli con- 
tains fevcrol valuable MSS of the daftics. 
and gofpels. The linen manufaefture has 
fiouriihiAl here for many years, and ftill 
preiei-ves its reputation. Its eftcifts arc 
very fcnfibly felt in the competent W'calth 
which it has diftuled through all ranks.

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Gati, a tovm of Italy^ In the territory 
oiT Genoa, feated on the Lcmo, 19 miles 
NW of Genoa. Lon. 8 57 £9 lat. 45

Gauts, or Indian Appennincs, a 
Aupendous wall of mountains, which ex- 
'tend 13 degrees of latitude from Cape Co- 
morin, the S extremity of Hindoollan, to 
thcTapty, or Surat River, at unequal dif- 
tanccs from the coaft ; feldoin moi'c than 
70 miles, and commonly about 40; and 
within one fliort fpace only, it approaches 
witliin fix nules. They rilt. abruptly from 
the low country, called the Concan, fup- 
porting, in tlie nature of a tcrrac e, a vaft 
extent of fertile and populous plains, which 
arc fo elevated, as to render the air cool 
and pleafant. This celebrated ridge does 
not terminate in a promontory, when it 
aj)proach^*s the Tapty ; but, departing from 
its meridional couile, it bends caftward, in 
a wsivy line, parallel v/uh the ii\er ; and 
is afterwaid loll among the iiills, m the 
neighbourhood of Burhampour. In its 
courfe along the T.ipty, it forms fcveral 
palTes or deicents towaid that river. 

Gaza, an ancient and ceielirated town 
of Paleftine, three miles Iroin the Mediter- 
ranean, M'itli a harbour called Ntw (ia/a. 
It is now very finall ; but, from appear- 
ance of the 1 uiiis, it was formerly a cou- 
liderable place. There is a caftle near 
it, M’here a balliaw refidcs. It is 50 miles 
SW of JeruCileni.

Gr ARON, or Jaron, a tOMTi of Perfia, in 
Farfillan, in w hofe territory the bell dates

Gefle, the capital of the province of 
Geftnkc, in Sweden, featecl on three 
branches of a river of the fame name, which 
begins to be navigable here, and falls, in a 
Ihort dlftance, into a bay of the Baltic. It 
Ic the moll commercial town in this north- 
eni part of Sweden ; and its exports aie 
prinf-ipally iron, pitch, tar, and planks. It 
is 6t miles N by W of Stockholm. Lon.

GtGFNii\CH, a free imperial city of 
JJuabi^, and uikIct the proteiflion of the 
houfe ()f Auftria.

Gehmin, a tovra of Weftphalia, fitua- 
ted on tlic river Aa.

Gii iSLENCtN, an imperial tovin of Sua- 


bia, 17 miles NW of Ulm. Lon, 10 3 E,

Geismak, a town of Germany, in the 
principality of Ilcife. Lon. 8 57 E, lat. 
51 19 N. 

GELHAUsnN,a fmall imperial town of 
Weteravia, under the prote<Sljon of the elec- 
tor palatine, with a < afile, feated on the 
Kintyig 25 miles £ of Hanau. Lou. 9 15 
E, lat. 50 7 N. 

Gemappe, a village of Auftrian Ilai- 
nault, three miles W by S of Mons. It is 
remarkable for a bloody battle between 
the Auftrians and the Frciith, Nov. 5 
1792, in whit h the Auftrians were defeat- 
c*d with great lofs. 

Gi MBLOURs, a to>^m of Auftrian Bra- 
bant, with an ancient abbey. Don John of 
Auftria gaint.d a battle here owrtlic Dutch 
ill 1^:78 ; and it was twite burnt do\\ai, in 
i^aS and 1712. It fcattd on the Onieau, 
22 miles SL oi Bruflcis. Lon. 4 5 1 E, lat.

GrMiM^M, St. a town of 7 \ifiany, in 
the riorcnliiio, Icated on a iraJinitain, Li 
which 18 a mine of Mtriol, miles SSW 
of Idorciicc.

Ol MUND, a town of Weftphalia, in the 
duchy of JulicTs, feated on the Koct, 24 
miles SW of Cologne.

Gfmund, a town of Upper Auftria, re- 
markable for its falt-wo'-ks ; feated to tlie 
N of a lake of the fame name, on the river 
Drauu, ao miles SSW of Lnitz. 

Gfnap, a town of Auihiaii Brabant, 
V ith an ancient rnflie, feated on the Dyle, 
I f miles SE of Bruilels. Lon. 4 40 E, lat. 
5040N. 

Gi NtP or Gemni'P, a town of Weft- 
plialia, fubjedl to the king of pjulT..''^ and 
Italrd on the Neers, five miles SW of 
CIe\es. Lon. 5 48 E, lat. 51 42 N. 

GI'NFVa, an ancient, large, auJ pojm- 
lous town, capital ofai'vjmhlit ol tiu /aiiie 
name, near the LOiir’ii'.s oi 1 kukc and 
Sm itzcrlaiid. It i^ uatrtl on the iiioft nar- 
row jiart of tlie laU of tlic n,.ue ij»inie, 
when the Rhone ill'ucs in two huge nar- 
row channels, whu h Jbon altci un*tc This 
nvcT divides the div into two uitiqual 
parte, Geneva, mIucIi lits partly ihc 
E c 2 
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plain on ihc bnulcrs of the lake, and part- 
ly on a gentle aftrnt, is irregularly built. 
It is the itiofl poj)ulous town of Switzer- 
land, containij^c 24, coo fouls. The treaty 
of alliar.ft \^ 1 . cli Geneva coutrac^ccl with 
Bern and 3 ribuijdj, in 1^26, may be r»)n- 
lidercd as the sera of Its liberty and iudepen- 
derice ; loi, not long afler, the dukes of 
Savoy were d.’})rivcd of the aiuhority which 
they ix)fic/lcd over this city ; the bifhop 
was cx])elh d ; a repubKcan lorm of govern- 
ment eftabliihcd, and the rcfoniiation intro- 
duced. In 15 S4, Geneva com hided a 
treaty of pei-petual alliance with Zmlch 
and Bern, by which it is allied with the 
Swifs cantons. During the greater part of 
the lafl centuiy, to the year 17S9, the hif- 
tor)’ ot Geneva contains little more than 
a narrath’e of rontefts between the ariflo- 
cratic and the popular parlies, the hiflory 
of wliicli would rcc|iiire a volume to relate. 
It may fufli< e to ('bferve bcrc, that the years 
T76S, 1782, and 1789, were diflin- 
guiflicd by great revolutions ; and that, by 
the la A, the ((>nihtution was vifely model- 
led into a mean between the too popular 
form eAablifhecl m 1768, and the too arif- 
tocratic form tfbbliflicd in 1782. The 
houfes of Gcne\a are lofty ; and many, that 
iland in tJic tiadpig part of the city, have 
arcades of wood, winch arc raifed even to 
thciippci ftories. 'rhefe ai cades, fiipport- 
td by pillars, give a gloomy appeal aiKc to 
the Itrcet, but are ufeiul to the inhabitants 
in proiedling them from the fun and rain. 
Playing at cards, or drinking at puhlic- 
houfes is not pcnnilled ; hut they cxcreife 
their militia, play at bow Is, and have other 
dh'crfions on Sunday ; wlieie, however the 
duties of the day, during the houis appro- 
priated to div.' c fcKvke, aie obfci ved with 
the utmoA dccoium. In 1794, by the in- 
trigues of the French fadlion, a revolution 
or infurredlion was brought about, refem- 
bling in miniature that of Franc e, by which 
much mifcliitf was done, .md many of the 
principal inliabitants obliged to Ay, after 
lea\ ing their properly at the mercy of thein- 
furgents.

GLNf\A, L^icr or, a magnlfircnt ex- 
panfe of Vcilcr, in '■'win'crlaiivl, wliith, from 
the city oi to Vilhnciivc, extends 

54 nnits in kr.gih , and its buadth, in tlie 
widif part, 1 12. it is in the Aii'pe of a 
creleenr, ol which Swifi'cilaiid iorms the 
concave, and Savoy the comcv jiart. tb- 
vo\ a ij aids a rude and awful rumndary of 
afpirlng Alps, n aggy, and coven d \\ ith the 
ice of ages. Frcnn Geneva to the environs 
of Lauiaiine, u.c country s., for acon- 


fiderablc way, to the margin of the lake^ 
and is cfirichcd wdth all the 'varieties that 
nature can be Aow. The long ridge of tlie 
Jura, fertile in paAiiragc, and varied with 
woodf,, hacks this beaulilul tracA. Near 
Laufanne, tlic banks rife conAderably, and 
form a chan.iing terrace. A few miles be- ' 
yond that town is a rapid defeent. Near 
Vevay, begins a jdain, w^hich is continued 
far beyond the end of the lake, but contrac- 
ting, by the approach of the mountains, to- 
w'^ard the water ; the colour of which is ex- 
tremely beautiful and char ; and at a dif- 
tance Imns of a lovely blue. The depth 
is various ; the greatcA yet found by foun- 
ding, is 3 f>o iatlioms. Like all inland lakes, 
imloAd with high mountains, it is lubjccA 
to fudden Aorms. Among the birds that 
frecjiicnt this lake arc the tippet grebes (fee 
Pennant’s lirit. Zool. Vol. II. No. 222.) 

Vk Inch appear in 3 >ccenibcT, and retire in 
IVliruar)'. Their Ikins are an elegant ar- 
ticle of luxury, and fell for 12 or 14s. 
each. Thcfc biids are obliged to breed 
in other places, this lake being almoA to- 
tally deAitmc of reeds and riifhcs, in 
w'liicli they form tlicir Aoating ncA. The 
liver Rhone luns through the whole ex- 
tent of the lake, from its E to its SW 
cxtieiTiity. 

GtNr \ 01s, a duchy of Savoy, of which 
Geneva and its territoiy w^erc formerly a 
jiarl. Annecy is the capital. 

Ginginb\ck, a town of Suabia, 10 
miles SE of Strafburg.

(liNGOux DE Roval, St. a town 
of Fiance, in the department of Saonc 
and Loire and late province of Burgundy, 
remarkable tor its excellent wines.

Genoa, a territory and republic of 
Italy, extending along that part of the 
Mediterranean called the gulf of Genoa, 
152 miles ; but its brcaelth is \cry 
unequal, being from 8 to T2 miles. 
Where it is not bounded by the fea, it 
is bordered from W to E by Piedmont, 
Montferrat, Milan, Placentia, Parma, 
'J'ufcany, and I.ucca. It is populous, well 
cultivated, and fVrtile near the fea ; but the 
inner parts arc mountainous, and barren h\ 
fevcral placis, having neither tfccs nof 
gi'afs upon them. 
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OvKox, an ancient city of Italy, Ca- 
pital of a republic of the fame name. 
It is fituated at the bottom of a little gulph, 
partly on the flat, and partly on the decli- 
vity, of a plcafant hdl ; in ronfcqiienf e of 
which it appears to great advantage from 
* the Tta. It IS defended on the land-fide by 
a double wall, which in circumference is 
about fix miles. Two of the ftreets confift 
cntiitly of a double ftraight row of magni- 
ficent palaces. The others, though clean 
and well paved, are crooked and narrow. 
The palac es of the nobility are alnioft all 
of marble, and many of them arc painted 
on the outfide. The city contains a vaft 
nil Tiber of palaces, churches, and c anvents, 
and Icvcral hofpitals. The palace where 
the doge refidcs, and where the great and 
little council, and the two colleges of the 
proiinatori and govematori aflemblc, is 
a larpc flone building in the centre of 
the city; but it contains fome fine pain- 
tings in Irefco ; two ftatues of An- 
drew and Jolin Doriaiii white marble ; and 
an .irlenal, in which are faid to he arms for 
thirtv-four thoufand men. AM the inha- 
bitanls here, except the principal ladies, 
^iio are carrieil in (hairs, walk on foot, on 
at count of tlie narrownefs or fleepnefs of 
the Itrec ts. The fortifications of the t ity, 
towards the fca, ai;e remarkably flrong. 
Tliere arc two fine Hone bridges over the 
rivers Bonzevera and IVifagno, the firft 
whereof wafhes the >^efl:, and the other 
the caft fide of the citv, within which 
there is alfo a furprifing ftone-bridge join- 
ir.g two hills. The hai hour, though large, 
is far from being fafe ; but no care or cx- 
pence have been fpared to render it as fafe 
and commodious as pofiible. Tlie tiade of 
Genoa is chiefly in velvets, flainafks, plufh, 
and other filks, brocades, late, gloves, 
1 wet lineals, fruits, oil, Pamielan cheefe, 
ancliovies, and medicinal drugs from the 
Levant ; but the badiiefs of the harbour, 
and ihe high price of commodities, greatly 
theck its commerce. 'IMie nobility carry 
on velvet, filk, and cloth mamilacSlures. 
Another very profitable article of trade car- 
ried on by them is banking, and dealing m 
billb ol exchange. Before Genoa was ta- 
ken by the French, the government was 
arittocrati( , and none but the nobility had 
?nv fhare in it. It was taken by the A«l- 
tr.ans from the French in 1800 ; but by the 
convention alter the fatal battle of Ma- 
rc ngo, it was ceded to the Frencli. Genoa 
ih 6a miles SE of Ikirin, and 225 NW 
of Rome.

Gforge, Fort, a flrong and ru^ilai 
fortrefb in InvcmcEfhire, which has fcvcral 
haiklfomc fti*cctb v( barrackb.

the entrance into the haibour of Invcr- 
nefs.

Giorgf, L\kj., a lake of N Ame- 
rica, in the Hate of New York. It lies 
SW of Lake Champlain, and is mile# 
long, but is narroM'. 'I'he ailjau-nt toim- 
tiy is mountainous ; the vallies tolerably 
good. 

Gforgf, St. one of the Azores. Tli'* 
Inhabitants are employed in the cultivation 
of wheat, and may amount to 5000. Lon. 
28 o W", lat. .59 N. 

Giorgi, St. an ifland of the United 
States, in the flrait of St. Mary, that forms 
the rommunu ation between Lalcc Superior 
and Lake Huron. 

GtoRGF DFL MINA, St. the beft fort 
on the Ciold Coaft of and the 

jiniuipal fetllemi*nt of the Dutcli in 
thofe parts. It was taken Irom the 
Portugiiefe in 1630. Tlie town under 
it, called by the natives Oddena, is very 
hnig, .iiul pretty bioad. T he houfes are 
built of flone, which is uncommon, for in 
other places they are compofed only of 
»‘Iay and wood. It was once vct)^ popu- 
lou-., but the inhabitants v'cic greatly re- 
duced by the fmaMpox. It is miles W 
by S of Cape Coatt Calllc. Lou. 022 W, 
lat.

Glorge’s St. a fmall ifland in the 
gulf of Venice, l>ing to the S of Venice, 
to which It is fubje< 5 l. Here is a Benedic- 
tine mon.iftery, wdiofe church is one of the 
fineft in Italy. 

George’s, St. the Lirgcft of the 
Bermuda Iflands, in which is the town 
of St. George, the capital of all 
the iflands. Lon. 63 30 W, lat. 32 
45 N. 

Georg I’ s St. an ifland *n the gulf 
of Mexico, oppofite the mouth of the 
Appalachikola. Lon. 84 50 W, lat. 29

Georg J ’s Kfy, St, a fmall ifland 
of N America, oil the coall of Ilonclurab. 
Ji is hkewife called CaHna or Cayo t'a* 
lina.

G'ORCjr Tow'm, the fcjt of juflicr, 
in a dillridl of the lame name, in S Caro- 
lina ; Hands on a fpoi ot land near the 
jiin'ilion ot a numlur of rnci's, w'liiili, 
w'hcn united, is naimd the IVdce, and 
falls into the Atlantic Occan,^ 12 inilcb 
helow*^ the towm.

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Cforgta, ? beautiful cour.try of Afia, 
•ailed by the IVrfiang Gurpillan, and by 
the Turks GuriPii. It is one of the ftven 
Caucafian n.aionr, in the countries between 
the Black Sc-a and the Cafi)wn, and com- 
prehends th^• anLit.rit Iberia and C'olchis. 
It is bounded on the N bv Circafiia, on 
the B by and Srhin^an, on the 

S by Arnn-Jiia, and on the W by the 
Cuban, or ntv^' RufTian govcninicnt of 
Caucafus. (hergla is as fcitile a country 
as can be fccn ; the bread is as good 
litre aT ill any jiavt of the vorld ; tlia 
fruit of an cxiiuilltc flavour, and of dif- 
ferent forts ; no place in Kurope ) ields 
better pears and apples, and no place in 
Afia better pomegranates. The conn try 
abounds w'iih cattle, vnidon, and vdld 
fowl, oi all forts ; the river Kui ii. w>’cll 
fl^ocked with fifi ; and the wine is fo 
rich, tliPt llie king of l\ifia has al\%ays 
fume of it for Ids own talde, I'lir in- 
habitants arc lobiifl, valiant, and of a 
jovial temper ; gr(.at lovers of wine, and 
efteenied very truii\ and faithful ; endowed 
with g( od n.itiiral parts, but, for want of 
rduc.itlcu, vciy >iis. 'Jdie wo‘i»e!i 
fo fail and comely, that the waus and 
concubines of the king of Perfia and his 
court aic for the mo^f pait Georgian 
women. 'Phis cou.ilry formerly abound- 
ed witli great cities, as appears lU/t on- 
ly from Its hiflory, but from the ruins of 
rnaiiy of them ftill vifible, w'hich fliow 
that tliey mufl have been very large, 
opulent, and magnificently built. TJiefe 
were all definwcd by tlic* inundations of 
northern barbarians li om mount Ctiucafus, 
as the Alans, Huns, Siievi, and fomc 
ptliers, fo much noted in hiflory for their 
firength, courage, and coiiqucfts. The 
latcft divifion of this couiitiy is into 
nine )no^in^es ; five of which form 
wlhit IS commonly called the kingdom 
of Gtorgia ; and four compofe the 
kingdom ct p. in< ipality of lint ritia. I'he 
liiMs are tovLicd Willi forefls of oak, afli, 
b' t( h, chcfliiuts, walnuis, and elms, en- 
circled \utli \iriC'&, glowing ]>crfccfly wild, 
but produi iur: vafl quantities of grapes. 
Viom rbd'e r. a.^ul:rtlly nude as much 
T. inc as is ntitiiary for thtir yearly 
ccnii.irj lion ; tli'- ririnaindtr are left to 
r<.t on the viMj!'*. Cotton grov/s fpon- 
as v^Ilastlic fj.idt I'.aropcan 
T i.tt'vs. Kilt, vJiCi’t ijiilht, hemp, 
sr.l k X ar.^ laikd on tin pi.'in^, rluit/l 
M-itkoul i.i'tupc. Tile \a'.'s jhb'-d the 
iincfl ]u»turagc in the voiid, the liveis 
.ire full of nib ; the mountains abound iu 
minerals; and the climate is delicious; 
b tlut natuie appears to have lavifatd 


on this rountry every produAion tiiat 
can contribute to the fiappinefs of its in- 
habitants. On the other hand, the rivers 
of Georgia, being fed by mountain tor- 
rents, are at all ieafons either too rapid or 
too fhallow lor the purpofes of navigation ; 
tlie Black Sea, by which commerce and • 
civilisation might be intioduccd from 
Jhiropc, lias been till lately in the exclu- 
five poflelfion of the Tuiks ; the trade of 
Georgia by land u> greatly obftruAed by 
the high mountains of Caucafus ; and 
this obftaclc is flill incrcafed, by the 
fwanns ol predatory nations, by w'hirh 
thole mountains arc inhabited. The 
Georgians are Chriflians of the Greek 
communion, and apjiear to have re- 
ceived then name from their attachment 
to St. George*, ilie tiilclaiy faint of tlicfc 
countries. 'I'iitir drcls nearly rtfcmhles 
that of the Cofiacki. , but men of rank 
frequently wear tlie habit of Pcrfia. 
IVavtlkrs accufe tlic* Georgians oi drun- 
keniK ^s, fliperflition, crue*lly, flolh, avarice, 
and cowardice ; vices w liich are every 
N.luic common to flavei* and tyrants, and 
ru-liy no rncaris jieculiar to the natives 
ol tins coiintr)'. 'Phe* clefccndants of the 
c ilonills, canicil by Shach Abbas, and 
leltlcd at Pena, near llpahan, and m 
Malandcran, have changed their tharac- 
ter with llieir government ; and the 
Georgian troops, employed in Pcrfia a- 
gamil the Afiglians, were advantageoufly 
diftinguifhed by their docility, their dif- 
ciplinc, and llicir courage. The other in- 
habiunts of Georgia are Tartars, Olii, 
and Armenians. 'I'hefe laft are found 
all over Geuigia, fomctimes mixed with 
the natives, and fomctimcs in villages of 
their owm. They fpeak among tliemfeivcs 
their ow'n language, but all underfland 
and can talk the Georgian, I’licir religi- 
on is partly the Armenian, and partly the 
Roman catholic. I’lity are the molt op- 
prefled of I he inhalntanls, but are ftill 
daflinguiflied by tliat inflliidlivc induftry 
wbk h every where charadlerizes the na- 
tion. Befidc ihcfc, there are in Georgia 
confidcrable numbers of Jews, fomc liav- 
ing villages of their own, and others mixed 
with the Georgian, Armenian, and Tar- 
tar inhabitants, but never with the Ofli ; 
they pay a Inull tribute above that of the 
natives. TcltLis is Uic capital. See

G/orgia, the moft foutliem of the 
United States of America, 600 miles 
long and 250 broad ; bounded on ihe 
h by the Atlantic Ocean, on tlie S by 
E and W Florida, on the W by tlie 
Mifiiflippi, and on the N and I<J£ by 
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li and S Carolina. That part of Georgia 
which is laid out in counties is divided 
into the following ; Chatham, Effingham, 
iiurke, Richmond, Wilkes, Liberty, Glyn, 
Camden, Wafhington, Green, and Frank- 
lin. 1 ‘he pj incipal rivers are the Savannah, 
» Ogeechce, Alatamaha, T urtlc l^vcr. Little 
Sitilla, Great Sitilla, Crooked River, St. 
Mary’s, and Appalachikola. The winters 
in Georgia arc very mild and pleafant. 
Snow is feldom or never feen. The foil 
and its feitility are vailoiis, according to 
iiluation and different improvcmtnta. By 
culture arc produced rice, indigo, cotton, 
lilk, Indian com, potatoes, oranges, fige, 
pomegranates, &c. Rite, at preient, is 
the ftaple commodity ; but great atten- 
tion begins to be paid to the raifing of 
tobacco ; the foil being fuited to the cul- 
ture of that plant. The whole coaft of 
Georgia is bordered with iflands, the 
principal of which .ire Skidaway, ^Val- 
faw, Offahaw, St. Carharim’s, Sapelo, 
Frederica, Jckyl, CumbeikMid, and 
Amelia. The capital of this Hate is 
Aiigufta. 

Gforgia, South! rn, an ifl^nd of 
the S Paiific Ocean, dilcoverccl by caj> 
fain Cook in 1775, and lo named by hnii. 
Jt is leagues long, and 10 in its greateft 
bicadth. it leems to abound with bays 
and harbours, which the vail quantities 
of ice render imcceffible the greatell part 
of the year. The vallies were covered 
with fnow ; and the only vegetation ob- 
ferved, was a bladed graft., gi owing in 
tufts ; wild burnet ; and a iilaut, like 
mol'-, wlucli fpi ung liom the rocks. Kc^t 
a llrcam of Irdh viatv-r was to bo feen 
oil the whole coafl. This iflaiid lie*s be-

It is divided 
into ten rinlos, thiee of which lie on the 
N, namely Upper Saxony, Lover Saxony, 
and Wcllphalia ; three on the S, Aiiftria, 
Bavaria, and Suabia ; three about the mid- 
dle, Franconia, the Upper and I^wcr 
Khme ; the Itiith and laft is the ciide of 
Burtrundy, oi ancient Belgium, \vh»c)i for- 
merly confilhxl of the duchy of Burgundy, 
and the 17 provinces of the Low Countries, 
but thefehave been long fmee fe^crcd from 
the empire of Germany. In this countiy 
arc u])wards of .300 fovereign prim es and 
Hates, molt of them independeuf m their 
relpeilive territories : the emperor, or head 
of the Gcim.anii body, is chc^fen by the 
nine tit dors, Ipiritual and temporal ; the 
ccelefiaUlcal princes, tonfijliiig of arch- 
biftjops, bilbops, abbots and abheffes ; 
fccnlar prim ts, ccnfdling of duhts, niar- 
quiffes, counts, landgra\cs, and barons, 
with free cititb, either imperial or Hanfe 
towns ; both vhich are fovereign Itatcs, 
and frnd d^piita s to the general diet or 
parJianicnt t*i the empire. Germany is 
for the niofl. juit level towards, tlie N. 
and E. being a barren fand or inariliy foil. 
On the S. it ia en- iiinhered with the 
Alps; but in llie middle of the countiy 
is an iiilcmiixture oi hills and dales, corn 
fields and meadows, efpetially on the banks 
of its livers, namely, the Khine, Danube, 
&c. It has ftwrj fine c slits, caftles, pala- 
ces, and fe*its, and is more pojndons than 
France, Charlemagne, tlic fon of IVpin, 
and king of France, was the founder of 
the f Jcrnian empire in the year 800 of the 
Chrifiian sera, being then fovcieigii of 
Italy, great pail of Spain, and the S. of 
Germany. The tnipire vas divided a- 
niong CliarUinagne* s defeendants, and 
the fovereign of Italy and German) only 
re*tained the ftyle of emperor, the print cs 
of the empire being then Lis fcodarics or 
'vaflals. The imperial erovii continued 
liercdltary foi "soo years after Charle- 
magne, vhen the pope of Rome, in or- 
ilcr to diminifii the emperor’s authority, 
and incuafc his ovn, finred up tlie Ger- 
man princes to alter the t onilitiition, and 
iriakc the imjieiial dignity deeSlive. So 
that dunng llK'niutual flruggles between 
tie Jicad of the tiiincli and the ciiipiie, 
f<)r Inpenonty, llvcral fovt reign ilates 
vereeuiiKd in Jta'y an^l Citnnanv, in- 
ch prudent of either. 'J he tnjperors, 
aitfi the brc\>*- 'Jig ol the heiidiiji) liiic, 
vcic at fiill eJidtd by the l.oJy "ui tlic 
pei'jilc ; bin U'e nobility, :'Im 1 gu.it ofli- 
cers of lUte, obfirvnig lliat tins gi\e oe- 
eafion to toniUlioii, c;.claJcJ the 
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people from their fliarc in the cledfion in(i 
aiTumed tlic right of chuling the emperof 
themfelvcs ; and at length the number of 
cledfors was reduced to Icvtn, namely, the 
arclibifhojis of Mentz, Triers, Cologne, the 
king of Bohemia, the duke oSf Saxony, the 
prince palatine of the Rhine, and the • 
marquis ot Brandenburgh ; but upon tlie 
palfgr..vc Ficderivk incurring the b.’n of 
the eiiipiie, tlie duke of Havana w as added 
as an eiglith eleAor, and the duke of Ha- 
nover fmee that made the ninth. But 
though the imperial crovm was elciStivcf 
the houfe of Auftria found means by the 
count of Haplburg to continue it in their 
family upwards of 300 years, in! upi n the 
failuic of the male ifi'uc ol Aidu-ia, m 
the cmperoi Chailes VI. the tiedlor of 
Bavai'ia was crowned emperor in 1742, 
who, contending with Maria 7 ‘hejt la 
cjuccii of Hungary, and daughter to the 
l*at! Cliarlcs, lor the hereditary donrnnicno 
oi Aiilliia, he brought hiiiiltlf into great 
difirefs, ruined his country, and alter a 
ihort jcign, died in his tapital, January 9 
1745. Bui I'j antis, grand da!; t ol 1 ui- 
cany, who married Maria 'I'licrel.ij 
was afterv'ards e‘lci 5 lcd to the* impel lal dig- 
nity, through the iiitcrclt of Guat Britain 
and Its prince the* eletflor ol Hanover ; and 
his delecndants Hill fway the Cei manic 
fceptic. 'J‘he mne above meiiilontd elec- 
tors now chulc an emperor, when the im- 
pel .al throne is vacant, unlefs a king of 
the Romans hath been eledtd in the 
preceding reign, who fucceeds or courfe. 
7 'he emperor is the fountain of lionour in 
Gennany, lUrpoling of all places and digni- 
ties both civil and militar)*, except thole 
that arc hereditary, as the great c}i..ncellor, 
treafurer, fword-bearei , tup-be.''ier, which 
are only honorary polls with I.lt’e* or no 
profit. Germany is a frultiui couiitr)-, 
particularly in the valleys ; and its moUii- 
lanis abound with nuncs, from vinth 
proceed fomc of llic bell nudicinal fjiririgs 
and baths in Europe, as thofe at Pyi niont, 
Baden, Aix-la»Chapt*l]c, fee. TJie inha 
bitants oix* extedlcnt mcchanii s ai.d che- 
miits, yet among the latter liave arifcii 
fcveral pieUnilcrs to the grand elixir ; as 
among the foi mer, fe*veral proieAors have 
pretended to have found out the perpetual 
motion. 'I'lic invention of piintii'g and 
gunpowder is gcneially afenbed to the 
Germans, and tlie*y have allb bi ought 
clocks, watches, fwords, locks, and fire- 
arms to very gi eat pcrftAion. 'Lhe manu- 
laiHines of tni plat£^ or white non tbtv 
liave enrirciy monopoli/cd. 7 'hey aie ic- 
puted good painters, engravers, ci aniriiei- 
ki3, aud engiactrs. 'iheir foicigu trade 
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Ifcfy carry on with great fuccclii,by meant 
•f the rivers Rhine^ Hlbe^ Oder, Wefer, 
and the Baltic Sea ; more particularly from 
Hamburgh, Lubeck, Bremen, Stetin, &c. 
and by land with Italy, Switzerland, France, 
and Holland. 

• Germersheim, a town of Germany, 
in the palatinate of the Rhine, Atuate 
near the Rhine, five miles of Philipf- 
burgh. 

Gers, a department of France, in which 
are comprehended the late provinces of 
Gafeony and Armagnac. 

Gertrudenburg, an ancient town 
•f Dutch Brabant, one of the principal 
bulwarks of the Dutch, fituated at the E 
extremity of the Bies boch lakes which are 
formed by the Macfe, and make a good 
harbour. It has been often taken, the hft 
time by the French in 1795. It is 10 
miles N of Breda. Lon. 4 5 z E, lat. 5 %

Gerumenhi, an ancient town orrortu- 
pi. in Alentejo, with a ftrong caftle ; but 
was uken, in i66a, by the Spaniards. It 
is feated on a hill, near the river Guadiana, 
18 miles below Badajox. 

Geseke, a town of Wei^halia, feated 
«n the Weyck, eight miles from Lippe. 

Gestrike, a province of Sweden, 
hounded on die N by Helfingia, on the 
E by the gulf of Bothnia, on the S by 
Upland, and on the W by Dalecarlia. It 
is divcrfificd by forefts, rocks, hills and 
dales, pafture and arable land, lakes and 
rivers ; and the river Dam meanders 
through the whole extent of the province. 

Gevaudan, a territory ol Languedoc 
in France, bounded on the N by Au- 
vergne, on the W by Rouergue, on the 
S by the Cevennes, and on the E by Ve- 
lay. It is a mountainous, barren coun- 
try ; and now forms the department of 
Lozere. 

Gever, or Gower. See Goar, St. 

Gex, a town of France, in the de- 
partment of Aine and late province of 
BrelTe, feated at the foot of Mount 
St. Claude, between the Rhone, the lake 
•f Geneva, and Swiflcrland. It pro- 
duces excellent chcefe ; and is 10 miles 
NW of Geneva. Lon. 6 i E, lat. 46 
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Ghawah, or Ghinnah, atown of the 
empire of Caflina, in Africa. It is Icated 
between a lake and the river Niger. It is 
f 0 miles NE ®f die city of Cafima, and 
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zoS S of Agadez. Lon. 13 i% E, lat. 
15 S 5 N. 

Ghent, the capital of Auftrlan Flan- 
ders, and a bifhojrs fee. It is itated on 
four navigable rivers, the Scheld, the 
Lys, the Lievc, and the Moere, which 
run thro’ the city. It is well fituated for 
foreign trade, and the filk, woollen, and 
linen manufactures flourifh ; it alfo dealt 
confiderably in com. It contains 70,000 
inhabitants; but is not populous in pro- 
portion to its extent. The cathedral is a 
noble ancient llructure, dedicated to St. 
Buvon ; befide this, there are only fix pa- 
rochial churches. The Bcnediddne ab- 
bey of St. Peter is a magnificent edifice ; 
in which, as well as in the churches, are 
fome capital paintings by the bell inafiers. 
The emperor Charles v was bom here, and 
here, in 1^76, was concluded the famous 
treaty, called die Pacification of Ghent, 
the firfi: commencement of the feparation 
of fexen provinces from the feventecn 
which dicn formed the Aufti ian Nether- 
lands. Ghent has been often taken ; the 
lall; time, by the French, in 1794* The 
city is cut by many canals, winch divide it 
into 26 ifies, and over the canals are 300 
bridges. It has alfo two navigable canals ; 
the one to Sas van Ghent, the other to 
Bruges and Ofiend, the lafi of which was 
deftroyed in 1798, by the Britifh. It is 26 
miles NW of Bmilcis. Lon. 3 49 E, Ut.

Ghergong, a city of Afia, capital 
of the kingdom of AfTam. It is feated 
on a river wliich mns, in a ihort diftance, 
into the Burrampooter, 400 miles N£ 
of Calcutta.

Gheriah, a toxxTi of the peninfula of 
Hindooftaq, on that part of the W fidt 
called the Pirate Coaft. It was lately the 
capital and princijial port of Angria. It 
is 29 ^ miles S by E of Bombay.

8 E, lat ?7 J9 N. 

Ghilan, a province of Perfia, on the 
SW fide of the Cafpian Sea ; fuppofed to 
be the Hyrcania of the ancients. It is very 
agreeably htuate, havingthe fca on one fide, 
and high mountains on the other ; and theie 
is 110 entering it but through narrow pafies, 
wlucli may be eafily defended. The lides 
of the mountains are covered wall in.my 
101 ts of fruit trees ; ami in ih^ l iglieft 
parts of them are dcci, be^rs, wolves, 
kopards, and tigers. It is vine ol the 
moll fmitful provinces of Ptrlia, and pro 
duces abundance of lilk, oil, wane, rke, to* 
bat CO, and excellent truits. I'he iiilnia- 
tants arc brave ; and the women are &m 
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toantf d extremely handfome. Heiht is the 
eapital. 

Ghilan, St. a town of France, in the 
department of the North and late province 
©F French Hainault, feated on the liaina, 
five miles W of Mons. Lon. 3 53 E, lat. 
50 a8 N. 

Gh iZN In a toMTi of Hindooflan Proper, 
formerly the rapital of an extenfive empire 
of the lame name. It is termed the fitmd 
Medina^ ow mg to the great number of il- 
luftrioiis perfons interred here. Lon. <J8 ao 
£, lat. 16 12 N. 

Grr^RALTAR, a town of Spain, in An- 
dalufia, near a mountain of the fame 
name, formci ly called Caipe, which, with 
Abyla, on the oppofitc lliorc of Africa, 
were called the Pillars of Hercules. Ta- 
rick, a general of the Moors, built a for- 
trefs here, which he called Gibcl-Tarick, 
that is, Mount Tarick. Since that rime 
a town has been built at the foot of this 
rock, which is llrongly fortified. It can 
be approai'hed only by a narrow paflage 
between tJie mountain and the fea, acrofs 
which the Spaniards have drawn a line, and 
fortified k, to prevent the garrifon from 
having any communication ^^ilh thecoun- 
try. It was formerly thought to he im- 
pregnable ; but, in 1704, it was t.ilcen by 
the conledcrate fleet, commanded liy Sir 
George Rookc. The Spaniards attempted 
to retake it the following year, and 5C0 of 
them crept up the rock in the night-time, but 
were driven down headlong in the morning. 
In 1727, the Spaniards befieged it a'gain, 
and attempted to blow up the rock, which 
they found impra«flirable, and were obliged 
to raife the fiegc. It was bclicged in the 
laft war from the i6th of July 1 779 to the 
beginning of Febniary 1783, when the 
fiege was finally raifed. But it may be 
confidered as terminated on the 13 th of 
September 1781, on the failure of the grand 
attack made by the Spaniards, whofe dread- 
ful floating batteries were dellroyed by red- 
bot fliot from tlie garrifon. The garri- 
fon here are cooped up in a very narrow 
coinpafs, and have no provifions but 
what aic brougl-.t from Barbary and 
England. H he lliait of Gibraltar is 24 
miles in length, and 15 in breadth, and 
a flrong current always nms through it 
from the Atlanfu to the Pvleditcrrancan.

It belongs to the boufe 
of Darmftadt, and w^as taken by the Fi^nch 
in I7t»6, but retaken the fame year by the 
Auflrians. It is feated on the 1/ohn, 16 
miles WSW of Marpurg.

Gig A, a fmall ifland on the W coaft 
of Scotland, bet'ween the Ifle of Skye and 
the peniniiila ol Cant3’TC, in Argylcfhire, 
in winch county it is included.

Gig MO, a fmall ifland on the coafl of 
Tufeany, w'ith a caftle. It makes part of 
the Itatc of Sienna, and is 1 5 miles W of 
Porto Here ole.

Gilolo, a large ifland, with a town of 
the fame name, in the Archipelago of the 
Moluccas. It docs not produce any fine 
fpicc**, though it lies near the Spice If- 
lands ; but 11 has a great deal of nee, and 
the inhabitants are fierce aud cruel. It if 
feated under the line, in Ion. 130 o E. 

Gjngi.n, a free imperial town of Suabia, 
16 miles N ot Ulm.

Gin or E, a large and populous town o© 
tlic coafl of Coromandel. It is flrong both 
b^r art and nature, being feated on a moun- 
tain, whole top is divided into three points, 
on each of ,wdiich is a caflle. The Great 
Mogul, in 1690, began a ficge, which con- 
tinued iJiree years, to no purpole. It is 3 1 
miles W of Pondicheny^ Lon.

Giula Nuova, a towm of Naples, in 
Abruzzo Ulteriore, feated on the guU of 
Venice. 

Giu Li AN A, a town of Sicily, on a crag- 
gy rock, 12 imlfb NNE of Xacca, and 30 
SSW of Palermo. 

Giustandll, a large town of Mace- 
doub, with a Greek archbiihop’s fee, feated 
near Lake Ochrida, 60 miles SK of Du- 
razzo. Lon. 20 36 E, bt.41 40 N. 

Glacilrs, a name given to fome very 
extenfivc fields of ice among the Alps of 
Swiflerland. Thefe glaciers may be di- 
vided into two forts : die firft, occupying 
the deep vallics fituated in the bolom o" the 
Alps, and termed by the natives Valiev of 
Ice, but w'liich Mr. Co\e diftinguillus by 
the name of Lowei Glaciers ; the fe end, 
which clothe the fummits and fidcs ot lUe 
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The Lower Glaciers are by far die moil; 
confiderable in extent and depth. Some 
ftretch feveral leagues in length , that of 
des Bois, in particular, is mo. e than i ; 
miles long, and above three m its greateft 
breadth. The Low-er Glackrs do not as 
is generally iinagbn d, communicate vs'ith. 
each other, they nioftly flrv-tch In a tran<- 
verle diredVion, and art. bordered at the 
higher extremity by inaccefiible rocks, and 
on the other extend into the cultivated val- 
lies. The thicknefs of the ice varies in 
different parts. M. de Sauiruie found its 
general depth in the glacier di s Bos from. 
80 to 100 feet ; but queftioiis not the in 
formation of tliofe w^ho afferljthat, in fome 
places. Its thicknciB exceeds even 600 feet. 
Thefe irnmenfe fields of ice ufuallv reft on 
an indincd plane, Being puiliccl forward 
by the prefftirc of ihcir own weight, and 
but w'eakly lupporled by the ruggid rocks 
bcneatii, they ..le intLidi-Cicd by large tranl- 
vcvfe chalins ; and prtfciit the apnearance 
of wulis, pyianncL, and otlici* tintaftic 
fiiapes, obk'ived U all iioigbs, and 111 all 
litiiations, wiitu \er liie Ulv ii\ (fy exceed* 
30 or 40 degrees, ik < in thofc par^s, 
whire rlie j)iane on vvlinh ihev reft is 
horizontal, 01 only gently inclined, the fur- 
face oi the lie Uw.’-iy uniform : the 
chdiiis arc bur lew and nan nv, aud the 
traveller iroffes on toot, vvlth-mt miuh dif- 
ficuUy. The fii’iaiv of tin. kc is not fo 
ilippe •j as t’lai iiffroai n p').id‘ ornvers; 
it IS ruugh'aml granalat^d, anc^ is only dan- 
gerous to tiie paficngcr in lUep doleenls : 
it is not tranfparc'iit, is extremely poi ous and 
full of finall bubbles, wdii^h fcldoin e\Lced 
tlie lize of a pea, and coiHtqneiiliy is not 
lb tomnacl as common ice For the theory 
or the formation of the GlaLicrs. tlie reader 
is 1 cHired to M. cle Saufuire. Th.. Upper 
Glaciers may he iabdivuled into thofe 
which cover tlie iumimts, and tliofe which 
extend along tlic Inks of the Alps. Thole 
whnh cover the luniTniis ui the Alps, ow'C 
tlicir ongni to the liiow that lalls at all 
leaums oi the year, and which remains 
nearly in its c-* 5 ginal ftatc, being congealed 
into a hard fubllance, and not c onverti d 
into Kc. The fulillanct whnJi clotius the 
fidev of the Alps is neither pure Inow like 
tJiat of the liimmits, nor ice wl.i.li forms 
the Lower Glaciei*, but ib an a llmblage 
01 boili. It coiiiani'N itis Inow tj'rai tlie 
iuminits, becaidc the hiuirn./ in it lias more 
powur to dilTolve if ; and oLi acu.. the lique- 
fied fnow deieending I'loi.i nbovj,iIiz mafs 
is pinetrated w'ltiia laigti qu-.v/.v of wa- 
f-r. ll contains irr '. l luow tian the Lower 
Gla. itrs, bccaulc uic ailloiuiiou of th. fnow 
ik wmpai Ztiv cly lek. JUi 9. Word, tlicrc 1* 4 
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regular gradation from tlie fnow on the 
fummitt to the icc of the Lower Oiaciersy 
formed by the intermediate mixture of 
Ibow and ice, which becomes more com- 
pact and lefs poms in proportion as it ap- 
proaches the Lower Glaciers, until it un- 
ites and aiiimilatcs with them. 

Glamorgakshire, a county of S 
Wales, 48 miles long and %6 broad ; 
bounded on the N by Carmarthenlhke 
and Bretknocklhirc, on the E by Mon- 
snottthfhirc, and on the S and W by 
tiie Briflol Channel. It lies in the dio- 
Cefe of Landail*; contains 10 hundreds, 
one city, eight market-towns, and 118 
pariihes ; and ler.db tw'o members to par- 
liament. The air, in the 8 part, towards 
the Tea, is temperate and healthful ; but 
the northern part, w'hich Is mountainous, 
SB cold and piercing, full of thick woods, 
extremely barren, and thin of inhabitantB. 
T*he S part is lo remarkably fertile, plea- 
Iknt, and populous, that it hi generally ftylcd 
the garden of Wales ; but it has no manu- 
fedlure. Its principal commodities are lead, 
coal, iron, and limeftoiie. Its chief 
rivers are the Rumney, 1 ‘aafee Elwy, 
Keath, and Ta>^T. Cardiff is the princi- 
pal town, and Saw^ifey the moft commer- 
cial ; but the afiizcs arc held at Cowbridge# 
Sec Gower. 

Glam MIS, a vilage in the SW part 
•f Angusfliire, mai* w'hiih is Glammis 
cattle, the ancient IJeat of the tail of 
Strathmore, in which is fliown the apart- 
ment where Malcolm 11 was affaiTioatcd, 
in 1034^ 

GLANDFORDERIDGE>OrBRIGG,atOWn 
in Lincolnfhire, with a market on Thuil- 
day ; feated on tlie Ankam, which is fa- 
mous for its fine eels, and has been lately 
made navigable for iloops to the Humber. 
It is 43 miles N of Lincoln, and 156 
K by W of London. Lon. o 43 W, lat. 
53 35 N. 

Gl ARu s, a canton of Swlflcrland, bound- 
ed on the E by the GriflbnB ; on the 8 by the 
feme, the canton of Uri, and that of Sch- 
weite ; and on the N by the river Linth. 
It is a mountainous country ; and the 
•hief tr^e is in i attic, cheefe, and butter. 
Olarus is furrounded by the Alps, except 
toward the N ; and tliere is no other en- 
trance but through this opening, which 
lies between the lakeof Wallenftadt and the 
mountains feparating tliis canton from that 
of Sdiweitz. 

Glarus, a large town of Swiffcrland, 
capital of a canton of the fame name, and 
feated on the river Linth, 34 miles SE of 
ZuTK. lln* ttruuti arc large, and the 
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houfef kept in good repair, {iomf if 

£, lat. 4656 N. 

Glasgow, a city in Lanerklhirc, whichin 
point of fize and importance may be eftcem- 
ed the fecond city in Scotland. It is feated 
on the N fide of the Clyde, over which are 
two ttone bridges ; one of them an elegant * 
modem ftnidture of feven arches, 500 feet 
long, and 34 wide it was completed in 
X774. The ttreets are clean and Hvell 
paved ; and feveral of them interfering 
each other at right angles, produce a very 
agreeable effeS. The tour principd 
ttreets, w’hich interfedi caih other at right 
angles, divide the city nearly into four 
equal parts ; and tlie different view'^s of them 
trom the crofs, or centre of intcrfedliou, 
have an air of magnificence. Glafgow waa 
once an archiepifcopal fee. There arc ii 
chmehcsin Glalgow^,5 ot which are contain- 
ed ill the ancient cathedral, w'hich is confi- 
dered one of the moft entire pieces of Gotluc 
ai ehitedlure in Scotland. St. Andrew’s is 
the fineft piece of modern architedlurc in the 
city. It w^as begun in 1739 and finifiicd ia 
1756. The Tron Church, with the lef- 
fion-houfe at the W end ol it, which had 
been, for feme time, occupied ae a guarcl- 
houle by the town-guai d, w^as deftroyccl by 
fire in 1793. There are feveral charitable 
eiiahliihments ; particularly the Merchant’# 
Hofpital, and that of the tow'ii. Here is t 
ccUbiatcdumverfity ; tlie finglc college be- 
longing to which is an elegant building. The 
I’ontiiie tavern, coffee houfc, and hotel, for 
c xient and accommodation is perhaps equal 
to any in Europe. The American and 
Indian trade laid the foundation of the opu- 
lenteof Glafgow; but the former havingdc- 
dined, the merchants, poficlled of great capi- 
tals and an adequatefpiritof induflry, turned 
their view to manufa Anres, which in many 
inllances they have carried to the highett 
pcrfeittion. The cotton maimfadhirc in^ 
particular is carried on in a moft extenfive 
Icale, and rivals that of Manchetter in 
cheapnefs and elegance. A pottery haa 
likewife been eftabliflied which emulates in 
beauty tlie StaiTordihire ware. The prnit- 
ing types caft here, have bccfl^ong dil- 
tinguiihcd for their neatneft and regula- 
rity ; and the glals manufa^ure has beenr 
very fuccefsful. The inhabitants arc com- 
puted It upwards of 70,000. It has the 
advantage of two canals, befidet-the Great 
Canal that joins the Clyde to the Forth ; 
and is 15 miles ES£ of Dumbarton, and 45 
W of Edinburgh. Lon. 4 « W, lat. 5^; 
N. 

Glasgow, Port, a town in Rea- 
feewlhirc^ on the fide of the Clydev 
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•fCiShdy in 1710, to fcrve as the fcaport of 
Ihe city of Glafgow, whofe magiftratcs 
appoint a baili0* for the government 
of it. It has an excellent harbour, 
with a noble pier ; but ftill moft of the 
(hips that trade to the W Indies, iail from 
• Greenock, and return to that port. The 
herring fiiheries, in the frith of Clyde, 
form a confiderable part of its trade. 
Thi^port is fituatc ai miles W by N of 
Glafgow. 

Gl\stonbury, a tm^m in Somerfet- 
Ihire, with a market on Tuefday. It is 
feated near a high hill, called the Tor, 
and is famous for an abbey, Tome ruins 
of which frill remain ; particularly the 
curious ftruefrure, called the abbot's 
kitchen, which is entire, and of a very un- 
ttfual contrivance The laft abbot of this 
place was hanged on the top of the Tor, by 
order of Heiury viii, for not acknowledging 
his fupremacy ; this hill, fo called from 
the tower which frands on it, commands an 
cxlenfive profpedl, and is an excellent 
fcamark. Glaftonbury has two churches, 
and a manufacture of frockings. It 
is fix miles SW of Wells, and 1^9 W 
by S of London. Lon. 2 40 W, lat. 
51 8 N. 

Glatt, a county of Germany, frated 
between Silefia, Bohemia, and Moravia ; 
and furrounded by mountains, which ren- 
der it very difficult oi accefs. It is 38 
miles long, and 23 broad. It has mines 
of coal, copper, and iron, good quarries 
of marble and ftone, and fine Iprings of 
mineral waters. In I724> It was ceded 
to the king of Pruffia, by the queen of 
Hungary. 

Glatz, a city of Bohemia, and capi- 
tal of a county of the fame name. It is 
iRtuated at the foot of the mountains which 
divide that kingdom from Silefia^^ near 
the rivei- Ncifle. On the top of the hill 
is an ancient cafrle ; and the Pruffians 
have not only greatly augmented and 
improved it, but have built a new cita- 
del. It has been frequently befieged and 
taken. It is 48 miles SS£ of Brefraw, and 
%% ENE of Pirague. Lon. 16 50 £, lat. 50 
aj N. 

Glencoe, Vale or, a valley in 
Scotland, near the head of Loch Etivr, 
in Argylefhire, noted for the cruel maflacre 
of its unfufpedling inhabitants in 1691. 
King William had publiihed a proclama- 
tion, inviting the Highlanders, who had 
been in arms for King James ii. to accept 
a general amnefty before the ifr of January, 
on pain of military execution after that 
period. Alexander Macdonald, laird of 


Glencoe, on the laft day of December, 
went to Fort William, the governor of 
which referred him to a civil officer. Thie 
made it the firft of January before he 
could reach Inverary, where he furren- 
dcred to^ the fhenff, who, howc*\Tr, ac- 
c^ted his fubmiffion, in confideration of 
his offer to furrender the day hei'ore. 
The laird having taken the oaths, returned 
to Glencoe, in full affurance of lalety ; not- 
withftanding whicli, he, and his whole clan, 
were butchered, on the 15th of February, 
and the whole of that beautiful valley 
rendered a feene of maffacre and defola- 
tion. 

Glencroy, Vale or, a wild and 
romantic trail, near the NE extremity of 
Loch Loung, in Argylcfliire. The two 
ranges of mountains, w^hich orerhang this 
valley, approach each other, and between 
thefe the traveller is immured. I'heir 
ihipcndous height, and the roaring of nu- 
merous catarails, that polir over their 
broken furface, produce an effeil awfully 
fublime. 

Gli nluce, a town in Wigtonfhire, 
feated on the river Luce, near its entrance 
into the bay of that name, 16 imles W by 
S of Wigton. 

Glenshec, SriTAi of, a noted pafs 
of tlie Grampian mountains, in Scotland, 
a little S of tile point where the counties 
of Perth, Angus, and Aberdeen meet* 
In 1718, a imall body of Highlanders, 
with 300 Spaniaids, took poileffion of 
this pafs: but, at the approach of the 
king’s forces, they retired to the pals at 
Stiachcll. They were driven from one 
eminence to another till night, wdien the 
Highlanders dilperfed ; and, the next day^ 
the Spaniards lurrendercd ^extifelves pri- 
foners of war. 

Glogaw, a to\^ni of Sileda, capital of 
a pnncipality of the fame name, and 
well iortificd on the fide of Poland. It 
has a cafrle, v.’ith a tower, in which fe- 
veral counlellors were condemned by 
duke John, in 1498, to periih with hun- 
ger. Befrdes "^he papifrs, there is a great 
number of proieflants and Jews. It was 
taken by aflault, by the king of Piuffia, 
in 1741. After the peace, in 1742, that 
king fcttleti the fupreme court of jiiftice 
hm*, it being, next to Brefraw, the moft 
populous place in Silefia. Ic is feated qn 
the river Oder, 50 miles NW of Brefraw, 
and 115 NE of Pi ague* Lon, 16 13 E, 
lat. 51 40 N. 

Glommc, the h'ligLft river of the 
proviiKC ot Aggcrhu)s:> in S Noiway, 
wliich flows into the North Sea, at Fie* 
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dlencftadt. It receives the rltcr Worme 
which ifTues from Lake Miofs. It is not 
aavij^ahle in any part of its courfe from 
this lake to Fi ederieftadt, its flream be- 
ing interceptal by fuch frequent cataradls 
and Ihoals, as, in lome places, to render 
it necelTary to di*ag the trees, which arc 
floated flown, over the ground. At leaft 
50,000 trees are annually floated by this 
tiver to Fi edericfladt. 

GlouclstjiR, a city in Gloucciler- 
fliire, with a market on Wednefday and 
{[Saturday. It is feated on tlie E fide of 
ihe Sevem, wdicrc, by two Itrtains, it 
inakcs the ifle oi Alney. Fi-om tlie 
middle of the city, where the four prin- 
cipal flrccts nu Lt, there is a defeent cvi:ry 
way, wliich inakcb it not only clean and 
healthy, but adds to tlic beauty of the 
place. It once contained ii churches, 
but now liab only five, befidc llic cathe- 
dral of St. Peter, w'hich is an ancient 
but magnifiotnt fabric, and has a tower, 
reckoned one of the nealeft and moit 
curious pieces of architet^iire in England. 
In which cathedral aic the toiiiLs of 
Robert duke of Nor inandy. Ion to 
William the Conqueror, and of Ed- 
ward IT. and there is a whiljici ing 
palace like to that of St. Paul's at 
London. It has five hofpltals, tw'o frcc- 
Ichools, and a new county goal ; and w*as 
fortified w'lth a wall, which Charles if, 
after the refi oration, ordered to be de- 
molifheJ. Gloucefter is a county of 
itfclf, governed by a mayor, and lends 
two members to parliament. Great qudii- 
tities of pins are made here ; and there 
are jz incorporated tradmg com})anic^. 
Here is a good fume bridge over the* river 
Severn, with a quay, wdiaifs a^id euitom- 
houfe, ‘but moil of its bufinefs is eiigrofled 
by Briiiol. It is 24 miles N£ of liriflol, 
and 106 W by N of London. Lon. % 
16 W, lat. 51 50 N. - 
0 GLOUCLSTLRSHIRt, a coiiiity of 
England, 63 miles in length, and 47 m 
breadth ; bounded on tlie W by ilereford- 
fliire and Monmouthfiiirc, on the N by 
Woreeflerihire, on the E by Warwutk- 
ihire* and Oxfonlfliirc, and on the S by 
Wiltfliu-e and Sonierfetlhire. It contains 
13 hundreds, one city, 27 market-towns, 
and Z18 pariflits ; and fends tight niem- 
beis to parliani'riit. I'lic air is generally 
healthy ; fbarp in tlie or lully part, 
■whLu contains the Cotefwold Hlllb ; but, 
as i.iild in tin. rich vale of fJevern, wdiich 
0( Lupi« s. tlie t ( nlie. TJie vv pai t, wdiicli 
is by 1 urh ti.o imalkfl dlflriit, is varied 
by td! and aiid is eheJiy occupied 


by the foreft of Dean. The ftaple com^ 
modities of the county are its woUen 
clotlf and cheefe. Its principal rivers are 
the Severn, which is joined to the Thames 
by a navigable canal the Warwickfhire 
Avon, tlie Lower Avon, the Wye, 
Tliames, Coin, and Lerh. StcCoiES- •

Vale of; and Seiern, Vale of. 

Gluck SI AKT, a town of Lower^Sax- 
ony, in the duchy of Holffeiti, with a 
flrong caftlc. It is feated on the Fdbe, 
near its mouth, 30 miles NW of Ham- 
burg, and 55 N of Bremen. Lon. 9 15 
S 3 S3 N. 

On F SNA, a city of Great Poland, of 
v’liich it is the* capital, w'ith an arch- 
bifhop’s fee, w hofe prelate is primate of 
Poland and viceroy during the vacancy 
of the throne. It was the firfl town built 
in tlie kingdom, and formerly more con- 
fiderable ih.ni at p^tfent. It is 90 miles 
N by E of Breflaw, and 125 W ot War- 
faw% Lon. 17 40 E, lat. 52 28 N. 

Goa, a conndeiable city, of the Hither 
India with an harbour to tlie coafl of 
Malabar, in the kingdom of Duecan, in 
Vifiapour. It is die capital of the Portu- 
guclc fettlcments in India, and the feat 
of a viceroy. It ftands in an ifiand, 2Z 
miles i.i length, and fix in breadth ; and 
the city built on the N fide of it, hav- 
ing the conveniency of a fine river, capa- 
ble of receiving Ihips of the great eft bur- 
den, wdierc they lie within a mile of tL* 
town. The baiis of the river ai c beauti- 
fied wdth a great number of churches, 
cafiies, Oiid gentlemen ’s houfes. The 
viceroy’s palace is a noble building, and 
Hands at a fmall diftance from the river, 
over one of die gates of the city, which 
leads to a fpatious flnet, terminated by 
a beautiful eliurch. This city contains 
a great number of luindfome churches 
and convents, and a flately hofpltal. The 
moikct-place takes up an acre of giouad ; 
and in the Ihops about it may lie had 
tile produce of Europe, China, Bengal, 
and other countries. I'he houfes are large, 
and make a fine appearance, but are poor- 
ly funiifhed I'hc inhabitants are con- 
tented with greens, fruits, and roots, 
wbich, W'ith a little bread, rice, and fifh, 
is their principal diet, though they have 
hogs and fowds in jilenty. 'llicir religion 
is the Roman caiholic, and they have a 
fevere inquifidon. The clergy are nume- 
rous and ifitcrate ; the cliunhes are 
finely embellilhcd, and have a grtat num- 
ber of images. It is remarkable, tlial 
only one of die churches has glafs wm» ^ 
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4 owi ; for they make ufe of clear oyfter- 
ffiells inllead of glafs, aad all their fine 
houfes have the fame, ^ Goa has few 
manufa< 51 ures or produdlions, their beft 
trade being in arrack, which they diftil 
from the fap of the cocoa nut-tree. The 
• harbour is defended by leveral forts and 
batteries. It is 294 miles S by E of Bom- 
bay. Jjon. 7 45 E, lat. 15 a8 N. 

C^>AR, St. or Gower, a town of 
Germany, in the circle of the Lower 
Rhine, fubjeA to the landgrave of Ilefle 
Caffel. It Itands immediately under the 
ftupendous rock of Rheiufels, and was 
taken by the French in 1794- It has 
a confiderablc commerce in wines and 
hides, and is 15 miles SE of Colentz. 

Gor.ci IN, a town of Germany, in the 
palatinate of the Rhine, 18 miles SE of 
rhilipftmrg. Lon. 8 56 £, lat. 49 6 N. 

Gobin, St. See Fi?Rr, 

Goch, a town of Germany, in the 
duchy of Cleves, fcated on the Neers, 
fix miles S of Cleves. Lon. 5 5 4 £, lat. 
51 :)9 N. 

Gociano, a town of Sardinia, capital 
of a county of the fame name, w'ith a 
caflle, feated on the Tliuiib, 45 miles £ 
of Algher. 

Godalming, a town in Surry, witn 
a market on Saturday. It is fcated on 
the Wey, where it divides into fcveral 
ftreams, four miles SW of Guildford and 
34 of London. Lon. o 34 W,lat. 5 1 13 N, 

Godavery, or Gonga Godowry, 
a river of the Deccan of Hindoo Aan, 
which has its fource 90 miles to the NE 
of Bombay. After cmffing Dowlatabad 
and Golconda, from W to E, it turns 
to the SE, and receiving the Bain Gonga, 
about 90 miles above the fea, belides 
many imaller rivers feparates into two 
principal channels at Rajamun diy ; and 
thefe fubdividing again, form altogether 
feveral tide harbours, for veflcls of 
moderate burden, Ingeram, Coringa, 
Yalam, Bandarmalanka, and Narfapour, 
are among the places fituate at the 
moutlis of this river, which appear to 
he the moll confiderablc one lietween 
the Ganges and Cape Comorin. Exten- 
iive forells of teck timber border on its 
banks, within the mountains, and fupply 
Ihip timber for the ufe of the ports 
abovementioned. ' 

Godmanchester, a large village in 
Huntingdonfliire, parted from Hunting- 
don by the river Oufe. It is feated in 
a rich and fertile foil, which yields great 
plenty of com ; and is inhabited by a 
]^reat number of yeomen and farmcn. 


Here Is a fchool called The free grammar-* 
fchool of queen Elizabeth. 

Godwin Sands, famous fandbankt 
off the cnaft of Kent, lying belwi en the 
N and S Foreland ; and as they run 
parallel with the coaft for three leagues 
together, at about two leagues and a half 
diitant from it they give additional feeunty 
to the Downs. 

Goes, or Ter Goes, a Ihrong town 
of the United Provinces, in Zealand, and 
capital of the ifland of S Bevcland. It 
communicates w'lth the S( held by a eanal, 
and Ib 40 miles £ of IVLddleburg. Lom 
3 50 E, lat. 51 33 N. 

Gogmagoo Hills, three miles from 
Caml'ridge, remarkable for the intrench- 
ments and other w'^orks call up here 5 
whence foine fuppofe it was a Roman 
comp ; and others, that it was the work 
of the Danes. They are loveretWkha 
fine dry cai*pct of turf ; and the people, 
near tlieic hills, tell Itrangd^ fiories about 
them. 

Gogra, or Soorjfw Rivfr, a large 
river, which rifes in Lake I.ankee Dhe, 
in Thibet in lat. 33 iy N, and forcing 't* 
way through Mount Himmaith, takes at 
SE dirc( 5 \ioii, and unites vvith the Gan- 
ges, above Chuprah, .11 the provmce of 
bahar. 

Gonrn, a territory of Hindoofian 
Proper, in the province of Agra ; fubjeift 
to a rajah, >Ahu is tributary to thePoonak 
Mahraltas. Gwalior is the capital. 

Guito, a town of Italy, in the Man- 
tuan, leated on the river Mincio, betv^^een 
the lake of Mantua and that of Garda, 
35 miles NW of Mantua, Lon. 10 40

It includes fevend 
in which arc two or three towns 
or villages, lying on tlie feafhore. Seven

Gold Coail is not above z8o miles in 
length. The negro inliahitants are gen» 
craBy very rich, as they carry on a great 
trade wim the Euf opeans for gold ; and 
many of them w employed in fifiiing, 
•od cultivating tjbedr rice, 'wliich grows 
in incredible quantities. This they e£* 
(Change with comers for India com, yams, 
potatoes, and palm oil. Moll of the 
inhabitants go naked ; and thofe who are 
beft clothed. have only fome yards of 
fhilT wrapped about tlieir middle.

Bandar Abafli. The bell houfes are 
built of brick, flat at the top, with a 
fquare tunet, having holes on each fide 
for the tree pafiage of the air : upon thefe 
roofs they fleep in the fummer feafon. 
The conjrnon people have wTetched huts, 
madt- w’rfi the boughs of palm trees, and 
covered with leaves. The llreets arc 
nojTow and irregu’ar. The Englilh and 
Duuh have fadlorit-s here, wmiih is a 
jsreat advantage to the trade of the place. 
T he joil is ban en, but provilions brought 
from other countries are very plentiful. 
Th(‘ weather is lo hot in June, July and 
Ai-'gufi, thet this place is extremely un- 


healthy ; aud therefore the Efiglift mke 
to Afl^ during thofe months. It is fre- 
quented Iby people of feveral nations, af 
well Europeans as others ; and the Ban- 
3rans are lb numerous, that they bribe 
the pernor not jto permit any cows to 
be kiiHed in the town.

Good Hopr, Cape of, the fouthcm 
extremity of A^lca, in iS 23 E Ion. and 
34 29 S lat. difcovcred by the Fortuguefe 
in 1493.

dreary mountains. From the (hipping, 
the to\^ni appears plcafantly fituated, but 
at the (ame time fmall. On landing, how'- 
cver, you arc furprifed, and agreeably di(^ 
appointed, to (ind it not only Cxtenlure, 
but well-built, and in a good flyle ; the 
Arcets fpacious, and interfe^mj' each other 
at right ^gles with great" pi ccifion. The 
6nly lanaing place is at the call end of the 
town, where there is a wooden quay running 
fome paces into the fea. To this place 
excellent water is conveyed by pipes, which 
makes the watering of (hips both cafy and 
expeditious. Clofe to the quay, on the left 
hand, (lands the callle and principal for- 
trefs : a (Irong extenfive work, having ex- 
cellent accommodations for the troops, and 
for many of thecivilo(ricer8 belonging to the 
company. Within the gates, the company 
have tlieir principal (lores ; which arc fpa- 
cious as well as convenient. This fort 
covers and defends the call part of the town 
and harbour, as Amilcrdam fort does the 
weft part. There are two churches in the 
town and one plain and unadorned for the 
Calvinifls, and a fmalicr one for tlie Luthe- 
rans. The religion of die (laves is as little 
regarded here as in the colonics of other Eu- 
ropean dates t in otlier refpedls, they are 
tlreated with humanity, and are lodged and 
boarded in a fpacious houfe^ where they 
are likewile kept at work. Another great 
bmlding ferves as an hofpital for the 
idilors belonging to the Dutch £ India 
(hips which touch here. It is (ituate clofe 
to the Company’s gardens, and it an 
honour to that commercial body, and an 
ornament to the town. Tlie convalcf- 
cents have free accefs to thefe gardens, 
wlicre they enjoy the benefit of a whole- 
fome air, perfumed by the fragrance of a 
number of rich fruit-Urecs; ^ 9 ^ odorifer- 


ous (hruhs, plants, and flon'en. The in* 
habitants of the Cape, though in tlicir per« 
fons large, (lout, and athletic, have not all 
riiat phlegm about them which is the cha- 
radleridic of Dutchmen in general. The 
ladies are lively, good-natured, familiar, and 
gay. The heavy draught work about tlie 
Cape is chiefly performed by oxen, wliich 
arc here brought to an uncommon degree 
of docility and ufcfulncfs. It is not un- 
common to fee 16 and fornetimes 18 in one 
of their teams, which the (laves have in the 
molt perfedl fuhjetSlion. One of them 
places himfelf on the top of tlie load, and 
with a tremendous long whip, which he is 
obliged to hold witli both his hands, ma- 
nages thofe creatures witli inexpicfiible 
addrefs. The InhabiUnts, in general, tra- 
vel in a kind of covered waggon, drawn by 
oxen, which better fuit the roughnefs of the 
country than more elegant veliicles ; but the 
governor, and lome of the principal peo- 
ple, keep coaches, which are muen in the 
Engli/h il}'le, and are drawn by fix horfes. 
The mountains behind Cape Town are, the 
Table Mountain, which is the highell ; 
the Sugar-loaf, fo named fiom its form ; 
the Lion’s Head, Charles Mount, and 
James Mount, or the Lion’s Rump. 
From thtfe mountains defeend feveral ri- 
vulets which fall into the diflerent bars, 
as I'able Bay, Falie Bay, &c. 
view from the I'able Mountain is Very 
extenfive ; and all along the valUes and 
rivulets among thefe mountains, is a gi cat 
number of plantations.

The fcii.Iity of its vallies is 
not infci ior to that of the nc hell dillridls in 
America ; and its higher grounds yield gold 
and ])retious ftones of various kinds. Its 
tov. ns cire populous and flourifhing ; and

GgANic, or Granicus, a finall river of 
Natolia, which has ite fource in Mountida, 
near the ruins of ancient Troy, and fsBt in* 
to the fea of Marmora, to the £ of Lamp- 
faco. On its banks was fought the cele- 
brated battle, in which Alexander® the 
Great, obtained his firft vidlory over the 
Perflans. 

Gran SON, a town of Swiflerland, in 
the Pays de Vaud, capital of a bailiwic 
of the lame name, wiA a cailk. Ctoles 
the Bold, duke of Burgundy, took it by 
ilorm ; but^ in a battle near it, in 147^* 
he was totally defeated. Lon. 6 30 £, lat;

Grantham, a borough in Lincolnlhiro, 
with a market on Satpr^y. It fends two 
members to parliament, and has a church, 
famous for its higli fpire, 'which feems to 
lean on one fide.

Gramsere Water, a fmall lake of 
Weflmoreland, to the W of Ainblcfidcl 
Its margin is hollowed into fmall bays, 
wdtli bold eminences ; feme of rock, fome 
of lurf, that half conceal and half vary the 
figure of the little lake they command. 
From the Ihoic, a low promontory projedls 
far into the vrater ; and on it Hands a white 
village, with the parilh church riling in the 
midft of it. 

Granville, a feaport of France, in the 
departmeht of the Channel and Ute province 
of Normandy, partly feated on a rock, and 
partly on a plain. It is 15 miles S by £ of 
Coutances, and 185 W of Paris.

Grasse, a town of France, now in the 
department of Var, lately in the province 
of Provence.

Gravelines, a ftrong feaport of 
France, now in the department of the 
North, lately in French Flanders.

Gravesande, a town of Holland, the 
refidence of the ancient counts of Holland.

Gravesend, a mwn in Kent, with a 
market on Wednefday and Satui^ay. It 
is iituated on the lutnks of the Thames, and 
is a place of great refort, being the com- 
mon landing-place forfeameu and ftran- 
gers in their p^age to London. It has a 
blockhoufe well mounted with cannon op- 
pofite Tilbury fort. A g^t part of the 
town was burnt down in 1727 ; and 
50ool. was granted by parliament for re- 
building its church. It is called the corpo- 
ration m Gravefend and Milton, thefe two 
places being united under the govemmcitt 
•of A mayor. They were incolporated by 

5 [ueen £jilabeth ; but, long belbi^ Kichard 
I had granted them the exclufive privilege 
of conveying pafiengers to London in boats 
at two-pence a head. They ftill enjoy 
this privilege ; but the fare is now nine- 
-pence a head. Gravefend is famous for 
afparagus ; which is mferred to that of 
Batterfea; and the chief employment of 
the labouring people is^nning of hemp, 
t nlakc nets tor filhing', and ropes.

Greece, the ancient name of that part 
of Turkey in Europe, which contains 
Macedonia, Albania, Livadia, the Mores, 
the Archipelago, and Candiii. 

Greenland, a general name by which 
are denoted the moll eafterly parts of Am^ 
rica, ftrctcliing towards the north pole, and 
likewife Jbme illands to the northwo^ of 
the continent of Europe, lying in very high 
latitudes. This country is divided into W 
and £ Greenland. W Greenland is now 
determined by our latell maps to be a part 
of the continent of America, though upon 
'frhat authority is not very clear. I'hat 
part of it which the Europeans have any 
knowledge of is bounded on the W by Baih 
fin’s B^, on the S by Davis’s Straits, and 
on the £ by the northern part of the Atlan- 
tic Ocean. It is a very mountainous coun- 
try, and fome parts of it fo high that they 
may be difeemed 30 leagues ofiT at lea. The 
inland mountains, hills, and rocks, are co- 
vered with perpetual fnow ; but the low 
lands on the fea-lide ore clothed with ver- 
dure in the fummer feafun. The coaft 
abounds w'ith inlets, bap, and laige rivers ; 
and is furrounded with a vaft number of 
illands of different dimcnlions. In a great 
many places, however, on the eailern coaft 
eftieciafiy, the ihore isinacceffible by rcafoti 
of the floating mountains of ice. The 
principal river, called Baal, falls into the 
lea in the 64th degree of latitude, wlicre 
the firft Danifti lodge was built in 1721 ; 
and has been navigated above 40 miles up 
the country, Eaft Cirecjihuid was for a 
long time confidcred as a part of the con- 
tinent of Weft Greenland, but is now dif- 
covered to be an aflcinhlagc of iflandb lying 
between 76® 46^ and 80° 30' of north lati- 
tude, and between 9® and 20° of tall longi- 
tude. It was difeovered by Sir Hugh W il- 
loughby in 1553, who called it Croeu- 
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i^d ; it to be a part of the 

^eftw^Sntiuent. In i595» it was again 
l>y William Barentx and John 
^ Comeliusi two Duchmcn, who pretend* 
ed to be the original difcoyorersi and 
4 ra^d Uie cbuntry Spitzbergen) or Sharp 
l^ountainsy from the many ibarp-pointed 
and rocky mountains wiUi which it a- 
bounds. 'fhe only quadrupeds of either 
W or £ Greenland, are deer, white bears, 
and foxes. To its frozen feas, the Eng- 
' iifli and other nations repair annually, in 
the proper fcafon, to filh for whales. See 
Spitzbergln. 

Qreenlaw, the county-town of Ber- 
Rykldhirc, fcated on a river that joins the 
Tweed, before it reaches Berwick. It 
is iS miles W by S of that town.

The ob* 
fervatory was built by Charles 11, on the 
fummit of a hill, called Fhunfiead Hifi, 
from the great a^onomer of that name, 
W'ho was here the firft albonomer royal. 
The Englifh compute the longitude Smm 
the meridian of this place. Here was 
once a royal palace, in which Edward vi 
died, and queen Mary and queen Eliia- 
beth wore bom. It has been long jpuUed 
down, and on part of the lite of it now 
ftands the hoiife bclongmg to the ranger 
of the park. Here is a college, called the 
Duke of Norfolk’s Collegii(though found- 
ed by Henry earl of No^ampton, father 
of the celebrated carl of Surry) for the 
maintenance of ao decayed boulekeepers ;

College, founded by Mr. Lambard, the 
firfi eredled by an Englifh protefUnt ful>« 
Greenwich is feated on the Thames, 
five mile £ of London. 

Grenoble, an ancient town of France, 
in the department of Ifere and late pro- 
vince of Dauphiny. It contained a great 
number of haudfomc firudfurcs particular- 
ly churches, and convents, which were dc- 
m-oyed by the French rcvolutionifU. The 
cathedral was a fine ancient building in 
the Gothic talle ; and St. Andrew’s 
# church is adorned with a curious fpire. 
The leather and gloves that are made 
here are highly cfleemed. It is feated 
on the Ifere, over which arc tw^o bridges 
to pafs into that part called Perreire, a 
large ftreet on the fide of the river. It 
is a 7 miles S of Chambery, and 105 W 
by N of Turin, l^on.

Grisons, a people inhabiting the 
Alps, and in alliance with* SwiiTerland.

Ten Jurildidlions. Thi'oughout the three 
leagues the Roman law prevails, modified 
by the municipal cuftoms. The courts 
of jullice in each community are com- 
pofed of the chief magifirate, who prefides, 
and a certain number of jurymen, chofen 
by the people : they have no regular fa- 
lories, but receive for their attendance a 
finall fum, arifing in fome communities 
from the expences of the procefs, which 
are defrayed by the criminals; m othus 
from a lhare of the fines. 'Fhc coun- 
try of the Grifons is about 87 miles 111 
length, and very populous ; bounded 011 
the S by tlie duchy of Milan and the tei- 
ritoiics of VeuvUans, by Tyrol cu 
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the £ and N, and by the Swifs cahtonl 
on the W. They are partly papifts iinS 
partly protefiants. They poflefs tlic Val- 
teline, and the counties of Bonuio and ^ 
Chiavenna. 

Grodno, a pretty large city of Lith- 
uania, in Poland, and next to W ilna, the 
beft in that duchy. It is fituated on the 
river Niemen, partly on a plain, and part- 
ly on a mountain. It is a large and ftraggl- 
ing place, but contains no more than 
3000 Chrifttans, exclufive of the perfons 
employed in the manufai^ures, and 1000 
Jews. It has the appearance of a decay- 
ed town : containing a mixture oi wretch- 
ed hovels, fallmg boufes, and ruined pala- 
ces, with magmficent gateways, remains 
of its ancient fplenclour. A tew habita- 
tions in good repair make the contrail 
more Itriking. Here is a college and 
phylic garden ; the king of Poland hav- 
ing ellablifhed a royal academy of phyfic 
for Lithuania. In the new palace, built, 
by Auguihis iii, arc the apartments, 
where the laft diet was held in 1793, 
which was compelled, at the jxiint* of 
the bayonet, to confent to the fecond par- 
litlou ot Poland: and here, in 179^, the 
unfortunate Staniilaus in formally re- 
ligned his crowm. Grodno is 1 25 miles NE 
ot Warfaw.

G ROLL, a town of Dutch Guelderland, 
in the county of Zutphen.

Groningen, a populous city of the 
United Provini es, capital of a lordfliip of 
tlie fame name, with a citadel and a un- 
iveriity. It is seated on tiie rivers Huncs 
and Aa ; at 10 miles dillance from the 
fea, with which it has a communication 
by a canal. It is 85 miles NE of Am- 
llerdam.

Groningen, one of the United Pi'o- 
vinces, bounded on the £ by E l^'riefiand, 
on the W by Friefland, on the N by the 
German CX:ean, and on the S by Overyl- 
fcl. It is divided into two parts, of 
wliich the town of Groningen and ito dil- 
tri(^ are one, and the Ommerlands the 
other. The excellency of tliis countiy 
confifts in paihires, which feed a great 
luuiibcrof large horfes, fit for the c(»acii.

The town is divided >tht« 
five pariflies ; and out of each axe' ionmtd 
feveral coUms, or coxiqianxes, wha Ukc 
care of pubfic affairs, unlefs there is any 
thing too high for their determination, 
and than it is judged by k fort of general 
aflembly. Hamburg, irOm its lituation, 
has all poflible advantages for foreign and 
domelhc trade ; particularly from its com- 
munication, by the Elbe, with fome of 
the priBci]^ navigable rivers of Genpany s 
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.«|Ki bence it is one of the moft commercial 
in the world. There are not le& 
than 200 fhips at a tlmey belongine to for- 
eign merchantB» at anchor before we ; 
and there is a handfome' exchange. Ine 
inhabitants have the liberty of p^orm- 
ing divine fervice in a chapel of their own. 
Other religion# are tolerated at Altena^ 
.a large town near the harbour of Ham- 
busg ; except the Jews, who have no fyna* 
gogue.

In th# 
champaign part of the ^county, where 
it is free of wood, the foil is very fertile, 
producing all kinds of grain, 't'he connlk 
try is extremelv well wooded and wa- 
tered ; for befides many woods on pri-* 
vate efiates, in which there are vail quanti- 
ties of well grown timber, there is the new 
forefi of great extent, belonging to the 
crown, well ftored with venerable oaks. 
In thefe woods and forefts, great num- 
bers of hogs run at large, and feed on 
the acorns ; and hence it is that th^ 
Hampfhirc bacon fo far excels that of 
mofi other countries. The rivers are the 
Avon, Anton, Arle, Teft, Stowre, and 
Itchin ; befides feveral fmaller fireams, 
all abounding in fifii, efpccially trout. As 
its fea-coaft is of a confiderable extent, 
it pofiefles many good ports and harbours, 
and k well luppTied with ialt-water fiih# 
Much honey k produced in the county. 
Here k^ alfo plenty of game, ^nd on me 
downs is mofi delightful hunting. 

Hampshire, New, one of the United 
States, bounded on the N by Canada, ois 
the by the difiridl of Main, on the' 
SE by Ibe Atlantic, on the S by Mafia- 
ebufets, and on the W and NW by the 
river Oannedlicut, which ^parates it fn>m 
Vermont. It is divided into the five coun- 
ties of Rockingham, Stafford, lElfbo- 
rough, Clielhire, and Grafton. The land 
near the fea k generally low, but, ad^’anc- 
ing into the country, it rifes into hiUs; 
The air is ferene andneajthful ; the weath- 
er not lb fiibjedl to variation as in the 
more fouthem climes.

ITie manufadlures arc falt/Wickis, 
lilp and all forts of linen cloth. It is 13 
miles W of Lewarden. Lon. 5 14 E, lat.

Harlow, a town in F»Tcx, fe\en milts 
NW of Chipping Ongar. On a common, 
two inflcs from the town, js a famous an- 
nual fair on the 9th of Scptcmlx r, called 
Harlow Bufii Fair, raucli frcquciited by the 
neighbouring gentry. 

Harmokdswokth, a village in Mid- 
dlefcx, two miles E by N of Colubrook. 
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It If remarkable for one of the hrgeil 
bams hi England, whoTc iupportlng pil- 
lars are of Hone, and fuppofed to be of great 
antiquity. 

Haro, a town of Spain, in Old CaiUle, 
fcated oil the Ebro, and the chief place 
of a county. Lon. a 33 W, lat. 43 
3* N. 

HARpONnu-Y, a to>\-n of the peninfula 
of Hmdoofian, 151 miles NNW of Se* 
ringapatam, capital of a diilridl of the 
lame name, in the Myibre country. Lon. 
75 38 E, lajt. 14 40 N. 

Harria', or Har£linland, a province 
of Livonia, lying on the NW pait of the 
gulf of Finland. Kevel is the only town. 

Harris. See Lewis. 

Harrisburgh, the capital of the coun- 
ty of Dauphin, in Pennfylvania, on the £ 
branch of the Sufquehanna. Lon. 76 55 
W, lat. 40 15 N. 

Harrodstown, a town of Kentucky, 
in the county of Mercer, on tlic head lya- 
ters of Salt River. 

Harrogate, a village in the W riding 
of Yorkihire, in the pcirilh of Knarcflio- 
rough, noted for medicinal fprings ; one 
of w'hich is the ftrongeft fulphur water in 
Great Britain. Bathing is the molt gene- 
ral mode of uiing it ; and it is fuccefsiul in 
droplical, Fcorbutic, and gouty cafes. The 
fcafon is from May to Michaelmas ; and 
the company affemble and lodge in five or 
fix large inns, each houfe having a long 
room and an ordinary, It is 306 miles N 
by W of London. 

Harrow, a village in Middlefcx, on tlie 
higlrtft hill in the county ; on the fum- 
imt of wliich 'is the church, with a lofty 
^ircr Here is a celebrated free-fchool, 
founded by Mr. John Lyons, in die reign 
of queen Eliiabeth. It is 10 miles WNW 
of I^ndon. 

Harlen STEIN, a town of Upper Sax- 
onY, fituated in the lordlhip of Schonberg, 
fix miles S£ of Zwickau. 

Hartford, or Hertford^ the coun- 
ty town of Hertfordfhire, feateu on the ri- 
ver J^ea. It fends tWo members to parlia- 
ment ; and its market is on Saturday, the 
chief commodities of which are, wheat, 
malt and w'ool ; and it fends 5000 quar- 
ters of malt to London weekly by the river 
Lea. 

Hartford, a commercial town of the 
United States, in Confiedlicut, feated 
on the W fide of the river Conncdlicut, 
50 miles from its entrance into the 
Sound. It is divided by a frnall river, 
over which is a bridge. It is 50 miles 
W of Bollon. 


Hartland, a town In Devonihire, wkli 
a market on Saturday. It is feated on the 
Briftol Channel, near a promontory, called 
Hartland-point, 38 miles W of Bamftaple, 
and 313 W by S of London. Lon. 4 31

Hartlepool, a feaport in the county 
of Durham, with a market on Monday. 
It is commi^ioufly feated on the German

Hartzclrodf, a town of Upper Sax- 
ony, fituate near the liartz mountains, in 
the principality of Anhalt Bemburg.

Harvey’s Island, an iiland in the 
South Sea. Lon. 158 48 W, lat. 19

Harwich, a feaport and borough in 
EiTex, with a market on Tuefday and 
Friday. Here the packet-boats are Ration- 
ed that go to Geiinany and Holland. It 
lias a capacious harbour, oud the bay is fu 
ipneious that 100 fail of men of war with 
their tenders, belidcs 300 or 400 fail of 
colliers have lieen feen here at one time, 
and a dock for the building of men of war. 
The entrance into the harbour is defended 
by a llrong fortrefs, called Landguard Fort, 
buik on a i^dy point on the Siiilblk fide of 
tlie wrater.

I^STENBECK, atown in the principali- 
ty of Calenbefg, in Lower Saxony, ? miles 
S£ of Hamelin.

Hastings, a borough in SulTex, with a 
market on Wednefday and Saturday. It 
is one of the Cincjue Ports, and fends two 
members to parhament. Here William 
the Conqueror landed, in 1066, and Harold 
II was fiain in battle. It is 24 miles h of 
Lewes, and 64 S£ of London. Lon. o 46 
E, lat. 50 5aN. 

Hatfield, a town in Herts, with a 
market on Tliurfday. It formerly be- 
lonc^ to the fee of £ly, but was alienated 
to the crown in the reign of Elifabeth . Sir 
Robert, Cecil, afterward carl of Salilbury, 
built the prefent magnificent feat called 
Hatfield Houfe. It is feared on the river 
Lea, 20 miles nnw of London. Lon. o xo 
w, lat.

Hattlm, a town of Dutch Guelder- 
land, feated on the YelTel, five miles sw of 
Zwoll. 

Hatfengen, a town of Germany, in 
the circle of Weftphalia, in the county of 
Marck, feated on the Roer, 17 miles ENE 
of Duiteldorp. Lon. 7 14 e, lat. N. 

Hatuan, a town^and fort of Upper 
Hungaiy, feated on a mountain, 28 miles 
NE of Buda. In 1^96 the Imperialifts 
took it and fdifmantled it. Lon. 19 43 £, 
lat. 4752 N. 

Havann AH, a feaport on the nw part of 
Cuba, oppofite Florida. It is two miles in 
circumference, andiamous forits large har- 
bour, tliat will hold 1000 vcflels, and yet 
has a mouth fo narrow, that only one (hip 
can enter at a time, which entrance is well 
defended by forts. This is the place 
where all the fliips that come from the 
Spanllh fcttlements rendezvous to their 
return to Spain. It is near tw’o miles in 
tiaumfcrence, and contiiins about 20C0 


inhabitants. The buildings are elcganfV^ 
built of (lone, and fome of them fuperbly 
fumiihed ; and the churches are rich 'and - 
magnificent. It is the capital of the ifiand, 
where the governor and captain-general 
reiides, and alfo an <aire(ror for the aUlftancc 
of the governor and captain-general of the 
W Indies. It was taken by the Englilh in 

1762, with an immeofe quantity of plun- 
der and a fleet of (hips of war and mer- 
chantmen, but reilored to the Spaniards in 

1763. It is fcated on the w fide of the 
liarbour, and waters by two branches of 
the river Lagida.

Haven STEIN, a fmall village in Suabia, 
wliere are tlie ruins of a cafile, which was 
thrown dawn by an earthquahte in X356.

Haverfordwest, a borough in Pem- 
brokefhire, ^dth a market on Tuefday and 
Saturday. It is feat^ efti a creek of Mil- 
ford-Haven, over which is a (lone bridge. 

It is a large,>handfome place, inhabited by 
many genteel families, and contains three 
parift churches. It has a confiderable 
trade, with feveral vcflels belonging to its 
and fends one member to parlianient.

trade makes it one of the moft important

Hawick, a plcafantly fitnated town in 
Roxborghfhirc, feated on the Tiviot, amid 
wooded rorks, cataraiSls, and bridges, 15 
miles SW of Keifo. 

Hawk h u r st, a village in Kent, noted 
for fmugglers. 

Hawkshead, a town in I<ancafhire, fi- 
tuated in Foumefs, 24 miles NNW of Lan- 
caller, and 273 of London. lain.

Hawss-water, a lake in Weftmore- 
land, S of Penrith, three miles long, and 
half a mile over in fome places. It is al- 
moll divided in the middle by a pi omontory 
of inclofures, fo that it confifts of two iheets 
of water. 

Hawthornden, an ancient building, a 
few miles to the SE of Edinburgh, famous 
for fomc artificial raves i ut out of the folid 
rock ; it vi^as the feat of Drummond the 
poet and liiftorian. 

Hay, a towm in Brecknockihirc, with a 
market on Saturday, feated between the 
Wyll and Dulas, 15 miles NE of Bieck- 
nock, and 15 1 W by S of liOiidon. Lon. 
34 W, lat. 51 ^9 N. 

Hayf, a towm of Franco, now in the de- 
partment of Inure and Loire, lately in 
the provmce of Touraine. It is memo- 
rable for being the birthplace of Dcs Cartes, 
and feated on the Creulc, 25 miles S of 
Tours, and 13 ^ SW of Paris. Lon. o 46

Hay L SHAM, a town in the county of 
Sullex, w'ith a market on 'Saturday, 12 
miles E of I.ewis, and 5 8 SE of London.

Head or Eli- , a town of Uie United 


States, in Maryland, fituato near the head 
of the bay qf Chefapeak, on a fmall river 
of its own name, it enjoys great advan- 
tages from tlie cariying traile between 
Baltimore and Fhiladelphia, being about 
50 miles from each* 

Hfan, a town of Tonquin, on the river 
Domea, 20 miles S of Cachoo, and 80 N 
of the bay of Tonquin. Lou. 106 4| 
lat. 22 laN. 

Hebrides, or Western Islands, 
numerous iilands on the W coail of Scot- 
land, the principal of which are Skye, St. 
Kilda, Lewis and Harris, Uiit, Cannay, 
Stafla, MuU, Jura, and Iflay. The fitua- 
tion of thefe iflands in the great Atlantic 
Ocean renders the air cold and moifl in tlie 
mofl of them. In the moft northerly ifles 
tlie fun, at the fummer folilice, is not above 
an hour under the horizon at midnight, 
and not longer above it ar mid-day in the 
depth 01 winter. The foil of the 1 itbrides 
varies alfo in diiTerent iflcb, and 111 different 
paits of the fame iftand : fomc are moun- 
tainous and barren, producing little elfe 
than heatli, wild xn)rtlc, fern, and a little 
grafs ; while others, being cultivated and 
manured with fea-wced, yield plen^ul 
crops of oats and bai'ley. 

Hlbridls, Ni-w, a cluflcr of iilands, 
lyin^ in the S Pacihr Ocean, difeovered by 
C^iros m 1606, and coniidcred as pari of 
a great fouthem continent, under the name 
of Titn*a Auilralia del Efpiritu Santo. 
l*hey were next viiitcd by Bougainville in 
1768, w'ho did no more than dih over that 
the land was not connedled, but compofc'd 
of iflands, which he called the Great Cy- 
clades. Captain Cook, in i774,arccTtain- 
cd the extent and fituation of the whole 
group, and gave iheni the name they now 
bear, llicy lie between 14 21; and 20 4 
S lat, and j66 41 and T70 21 E Ion. ex- 
tendmg 125 leagues. 7 lie principal iilands 
are Tierra del Ei'piritu Santo and Mali- 
collo, befides feveral of lefs note, fome of 
which are from x8 to 25 leagues in cir- 
cuit. In general, they are nigh and 
mountainous, abounding with wood, water, 
and the uiual pi-odudlions of the tropical 
iilands. The bread fruit, cocoa nuts, and 
plaintains, are neither fo good nor fo plen- 
tiful as at Otalxeite ; on the other hand, 
iugar canes, and yams are not only m 
greater plenty, but of fuperior quality, 
and much larger, fome of the latiei* weigh- 
ing 56 poun^. The inhabitants are of 
very ilifierent appearances at diilerent if- 
lands, but are chiefly of a ilender make 
and dark colour, and moil of them have 
friz/led hair. Their canoes and houfes 
are Analli and poorly coxiflru^cd ; anil

cxrept their arms, they have fcarcely any 
manufadlure, not eren for clothing* 7 ‘hey 
are, however, hofpitable and good natured, 
-wrlien not prompted to a contrary conduct 
by the jealoufy, which tlie unufual appear- 
,'inte of European vifitors may naturally be 
• fiippoll'd to excite. 

H* BRON, a town of Paleftine, feated at 
fhe^oot of an eminence on which are the 
rtinanis of an ancient cattle. The fepul- 
chre of Abraham is fho^m here which is 
vifited by Chriftians and Mahometans. It 
is 2 5 miles SW of Jcrufalem. 

Hecla, Mount. See Iceland. 

Ill DAM ORA, a town of Dalecarlia in 
Sweeh'n, feated on the lakeHaliran, famous 
foi the gunpowder made here, it is 55 
miles NW of Upfal. Lon. 177 1 C, lat. 
60 14 N. 

Hi idenhlim, a town of Suabia, and in 
tho territory of Brcnt'/hail,with ahandfoine 
]'Alace belonging to the houfe of Wurtein- 
burg. It was taken by the French in 
Auguft 1796, and is 22 miles N of Ulm. 
Lun. TO 9 K, lat. 48 47 N. 

Hi- ILDFLREKG, a Hty of Germany, 
capital ot ilie palatinate ot the Rhine, with 
a Cl lebrated univcrfity. It is noted for its 
great tun, w'-hich holds 800 liogfneads, 
generally kept full of good Rhenifli w'inc. 
It Hands in a plcafant rich countiw, and 
was a famous feat of learning ; but it has 
undergone fo many calamities, that it is 
nothing now to what it was foimerly. 
Heidelberg is feated on the Neckar^ over 
which is a bridge, 12 miles NE of Spire. 
Lon. 8 48 £, lat. 49 20 N. 

HriLA, a town of Weftem Pruflia in 
Poland, at the mouth of the Viiliila, on the 
Baltic Sea, 1 2 n'ilcs ^ of Dant^ic. Lon.

Hfilegen-Have, a feaport of Hol- 
Iteln in Germany, feated on the Baltic, op- 
pofite tlie iiland ofFemcren. Ixm. xo 57 
iC, Ut.

He I L J G 1: LAND, an iiland of the German 
Oi can, belonging to tlie king of Denmark, 
it is feated between the moutlis of the 
Lydcr and the Elbe. Lon. 8 20 £, lat. 54

Heiligcnstadt, a town of GcTmany, 
belonging to the eledlor of Menf/, capital 
of the territory of Etchfet. It is feated at 
the confluence ot the Geifland and Lc.'na, 
,0 miles NW of Liienach. J^un. lo 14 
Ej lat. 5 1 22 N. 

Helena, St. an ifland in the Atbntic 
Ocean, ao miles in cirrumfcTciice, btlong- 
ing to the Englilh £ India Company. It 
h.'s fonie high mountains, particularly ore 
csiied Diana's Peak, which is covered with 
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wood to the very top. It is In general 
rocky and mountainous, but far fro^u being 
barren, the interior vallies and even moun- 
tains being pleafant and fertile. Mr 
Forfter tells i^s, that, “ having tiavelled 
about half a mile from the towm into the 
country, he was tranfported u ith ent of the 
fineft profpeAs he had ever feen, confiAiug 
of feveral little hills, covered witli rith 
verdure, and interfperfed with fertile val- 
lies, which contained gardens, orchards, 
and various plantations ; tliat many paf- 
tures, furroundetl by inclofures of Hone, 
w'ere filled with a fmall, but fine breetl of 
cattle, and wdth Englifh Iheep ; that every 
valley was watered by a little rivulet ; that 
the mountains in the centre of the iiland 
wTre hung with w'Dods ; that the foil,wh'cb 
covered the rocks and mountains, was in 
general a rich mould, from fix to ten mclits 
deeji, clothed with a vai*iet) of plants and 
ftiiubs, among whicli was a tree, which tlie 
inhabitants cjill a calihage-trcc, though only 
ufed for fuel, gum-trees, and red wood ; 
that in the governor's garden, about three 
miles from the town, he friM' leveral plants 
of Europe, Africa, and America, and parti- 
culariy a profufiori of role*' and iihcs, inter- 
5 )erfcd With myrtle and laurel ; that 
^'veral walks of peach trees were loaded 
w'ith fruit, wduch liad a peculiar rich 
flavour, different from that of our peaches ; 
but that the other European fruit-trees 
throve but indifferently, and never bore 
fruit; that vines had l)t en planted feveral 
times, but had not fuccecried, on account 
oi the climate ; tliat t abbages and other 
greens thrive extremely well, but are de- 
voured by caterpillars ; that barle)', and 
other kinds of coni, are generally devour- 
ed by rats, which arc irnmcnlcly nume- 
rous ; that the ground, fur that reafon, was 
laid out chitfl) in palLines, the verdure cf 
w'hich was Kirprifing ; tiiat the whole ii- 
land could fupport 30CO licad of their fmall 
tattle ; that the bed is juicy, delicious, and 
ve:y lat ; tliat the iiland, bcfidcs cattle, 
abi’ami'd w ith goats, rabbits, a Ihiall Li ced 
ot horles, rlrig-pheafants, red-legged pai t- 
rklgcs, rice-biids, pigeons, ot fonic 
whicIi the bleed is indigenous, but other 
have been brought from Aliica, Europe, or 
the Eafl Indies ; that the mnober of h. 
habitants on the ifiand dec-, net exceed 
2000, m( hiding neai icldiCrs and 600 
Haves, who are luj'phtil with all forts oi 
manulaefrircs and t tl tr iit^ tllaries by the 
company's fliips, m retiru ior rcfrefli- 
ininls, and that r.uviv <d ilu Haves w'crc 
•'inphyid in (a^hr.g 1 «im, wiiu li arc veiy 
pIc'iMrtd/' It 1 j'> O'’ ween the coutinenu* 
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•f Afrl-a, and S Amcnca, about laoo 
miles W of the former, and i8oo E of the 
latter.

Helens, St. a town in £ Medina in 
Ihe ifle of Wight. It ' has a large bay, 
and, in a war with France, iar often the 
ftation of the royal navy, 

Helifr, St. the capital of the iHand of 
Jerfey, in the Englilh Channel, feated in 
the bay of St. Aubin, where it has a har- 
bour, and a Hone pier. The inhabitants 
are computed to be aooo. At the top of 
the maricet-place is the ftatue of George 11, 
in bronze, gilt. In the church, where 
prayers are read alternately in Knglifh and 
French, is a monument to the memory of 
major Pierfon, who fell here in the moment 
of vidtory. Ion. a 10 W, lat. 49 ii N. 
Sec Jersey. 

Helier, St. a little illand, near the 
town of the fame name, in the bay of St. 
Aubin, on the S fide of Jerfey. It took its 
name from Elcrhis, or Helier, a holy man, 
who lived in this illand many centuries ago, 
and was flain by the pagan Normans at 
their coming here. His cell, with the 
ftone bed, is dill fhovim among tlie rocks ; 
and, in memory of him, a noble abbey 
was founded on this ifland. On the fite of 
this abbey now Hands Elifabeth Cafllc, a 
very large and ftrong fortification, it is the 
rcfidence of the governor and garrifon of 
Jerfey, and occupies the whole ifiand, 
whkh is near a mile in circuit, and Is fur- 
rounded by the fea at every half flood ; and 
hetice, at low ■w'atcr, is a paflage to the 
town of St. Helier, called the Bridge, half 
a mile long, and formed of fand and ftones.

It is 
remarkable For its whirlpools ; but, at 
proper times of the tide, a ikilful pilot may 
rondudl a (hip of any burden thi'ough this 
ilrait. 

He I MSDALF, a river in Suthcriandlhire, 
which dcTccnds from the mountains border- 
ing nu Caithncfsfliire, and cm] 'ties itfelf in- 
to the German Ocean, wlicrc there is a 
good fahnon fifhcry. 

HfMCSPONT, a ftrait, dividing ACa 
from Lnroj'»e^ now called the Dardanelles.

Thb derelidtion of hb capital for nearly 
30 years occalioned great diforders there, 
and laid the foundation of many more. 
Under his reign the empire attained to its 
full meafiire of extent, fee Major Rcnnel's 
memoir of a map of Hindodbm. p. Ixiii. 
In a wordy inileaa of findmg the emperors 
attempting now the conqueft of tlie Dec- 
can, their empire Was attacked by the 
powerihl nizam of that countiy, through 
whofr contrivance, Kadir Shan, tlie Per- 
fian ufnrper, invaM Hindooftan in 1738. 
By the intrigues of the Kizam and hb 
party Mahom^ Shah was induced to 
throw hjlnfelf on the clemency of the in- 
vader, who entered Delhi^ and demanded 
30 millions fterling, by way of ranfom. 
IVunUlts, maflacres, and famine were the 
refoft ; 100,000 of the Inhabitants were 
xnafiacred, and 61 millions of plunder were 
frid to be colle^ed. He evacuated Delhi, 
however, and left tho Nizam in pofieffion 
of the whole remaining power of the em- 
pire, which he Currificed to hb own vieu’s 
in the Deccan, where he cftablilhed an in- 
dependent kingdom. Mahomed Shah 
dbd in X 74 7, having fuen the Carnatic and 
Bengal become likewife independ^t, un- 
der their rclpeflive nabobs ; an iiidepen- 
dcBt ftatc too, formed by the Rohillas (ar 
tribe fromlthe mountains between India 
andPerfia) on the £ by the Ganges, ivith- 
in 8a miles of Delhi; and the kingdom of 
Candshar, eredled by Abdatla, one itf the 
giserids ofNadfr&ah. Ahmed Shah, 
the Ion of Mahomed, fucceeded ; in wbofe 
reign the enifre divifion of the empire look

owil views. That the name and perl^ of 
the emperor were dl as Ktuoing a 
confiderable degree pf veneration aiaon|; 
the bulb of the pep^ in Htndooibnu is 
evident^ from the application madei at dif- 
ferent times, f(Nr grants of temtory, forci- 
bly obtained by the grantee, but whicb 
reined the fandion of the lord para- 
snoont, to reconcile Uie tranfiidiQn to the 
popular opinion. Another iadance of the 
eded of this opinion is, that the coin 
throughout the whole trad, known by the 
name of the Mogul Empire, is to tlus day 
llnick in the name of the nominal empe- 
ror. Ahmed was depoij^ in 1753, ^ 
was fucqeeded by AUiungoire, who wm 
depofed and muroered in z76o. He was 
(uLceeded, however, by his ion Shah Au- 
lum, who was alternately depmdent on the 
contending powers, and more particulaTly 
upon the Engliih, who obtauMO from him 
a grant of the provinces of Bengal, Bahar, 
and OrUTa, together with the K^orthem 
Ctrears, on condition of paying him 
360,000!. per annnnii by way of tribute^ 
It was his misfortune however, that Im 
could not accommodate ^ m^d to his 
ciecumiUnces, and put hhnfelf into the 
hands of the Mahrattas, who promifiKl to 
feat him on the throne of Ddhi* He thus 
loft all he had acquired with the BritUh, 
andhas everftncecontmueda kind offtate 
priibner ; Bwng on the produce of a trip- 
ling donuun, allowed him out of venera- 
tion for his anceftors, and for the uie of 
his name- In the fequcili he was dethron- 
ed and murdered by the HohUias- ’ Thei^ 
being defeated by Mad^ee Smdia, a 
MHiratta chief, his fon, Jewan fiucht, was 
permitted to fuia^cred him, and to Eve in 
the iune deplorable ftate of degradatioa.

For the i.vc other principsi 
ftates, ice their rtfyd&yt names ; iai 
for an account of fome inferior indepemh 
ent ftates, fee Buad 4 a, BaUogiftan, dw 
Jats, Jftohilcund, Soc. According to Mr- 
Orme, the inlubitaiits of Hindooftan are 
computed at 10,000,900 Mahometani, 
and 100,000,090 Hmdoos* The Hidr 
does, or Oentoos, are if a blax^ comr 
plexion ; their hair is long, their perr 
ion ftraight and elegant. Their limbs 
are finely proportioned ; thrir fingera long 
and tapering; their countenances open and 
pleaiant.^ ll;ey differ materially prom aU 
other nations, by being divided mto tribes 
or eaiU. The four principal tribiM are, the 
Bramins, Soldiers, labourers, and Mecha- 
nics. llieie m fiibdivided into a multi- 
plkity of inferior diftiniSUons. There are 
Bramins of various degrees of exccUenct, 
who have the care of religion albttcd to 
tbm. Thcfe are held iacred by the reft. 
It is diSici^ to draw agcneral chara6ter of 
the Bramins, as they vary much in thek 
purfuits, and .in their degrees of knowlef^e. 

Some that I have converfed with, (fays 
Mr. Scrafton^ acknowledge the errors that 
have crept into their religion, own one ^ 
preme ^ing, and laugh at the idolatry of 
the multijtttdc, but infift iqmn the necem^ 
of working upon the wcaknefies of the vul, 
gar.”— The generally of the Bramins arc 
as ignorant as the laity. Such as are not 
engaged in worldly purfiiits, are a very 
fuperftitious, innocent, people, who pro^ 
mote charity as much as th^ can, both 
to man and b^t but thofy'who engage 
in the worhl arc generally the worft of 
all the Oentootf s tor, permaded that the 
waters of the Ganges wiU purify them 
from their fins, and being exempt from 
the utmoft rigour of the courts of juftico 
(under the Gentoo governments) they 
run into much greater exceiles. The 
Soldiers are commonly called Rajah-Poots 4 
^at is, defeended from KaiaJis. They 
are much more robuii than the reft, have 
a great ihare of courage, and a nice fenfe 
of nulitary honour, which conilfts, among 
la k a 
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iheniy in iide]^ to thofe thcy lfcrve. 
Fightbg is their profcISon ; they readily 
enter into the feiTict’ of any that will pay 
them^ and will follow whercycr he leads ; 

Ihould their leader faJQ in the battle, 
^it'baufe is at an end, and they run oif 
die £eld, without any to their reputa- 

l^on.' The Englif^ E India CoiDpany' 
have ni«ny battalions of them in their 
they arc called Sepoys, and are 
clothed^ and difdplined in the European 
Inanner. The Labourera include farmers, 
Ikfid all who cultivate the land. The 
hdechanics include merchants, bankers, 
and all who follow any trade : thefe 
again are fubdivided into each profef- 
Im. Befides thefe, arc the Hallachorcs, 
cannot be called a tribe, being ra- 
ther the refufe of all the tribes. They ire 
a fet of unhappy wretches, deftined to mi- 
lery from their birth. They perform ail 
the "vileft ofiicerof life, bury die dead, and 
carry away every thing that is polluted. 
-All the diiTerent tribes are kept diftin<fl 
from each other by infurmountable bar- 
riers : they are forbidden to intermarr}', to 
cohabit, to eat with each other, or even to 
drink out of the fame veflcl with one of a- 
no^er tribe. Every deviation from thefe 
points fubje^s them toberejedled by their 
tril^, renders them polluted for ever, and 
obliges them, from that inftant, to herd 
with the Hallachores. The members of 
each cafr,” (lays Dr. Robertfon) ** adhere 
invariably to the profeffion of their forefa- 
thers ; from generation to generation, the 
fame families have foUouTd, and al- 
ways continue to follow one uniform line 
of life* To this may be aferibed that 
high degree of pc^edlion con^icucus in 
many of the Indian manufadlures ; and 
though veneration forthepnuaicea of their 
anceftors may check the §)irit of invention, 
yet, by adhering to thefe, they acquire fuch 
an expertnefs and delicacy of hand, that 
Europeans, with all the advantages of fri- 
perior Icience, and the add of more com- 
plete inftruments, have never been able to 
Mual the execution of their worfcmanfhip. 
To this cir^mibmee aJfo Dr. Robertfon af- 
cribes a llriking peculiarity in the ftate of 
Ilindooibn, the permanence of Its in^u-^ 
tions, and the immutability in the manners 
of the inhabitants. Hence it is, that the 
Hindoos admit no converts, nor arc them- 
felves <-vcr converted, whatever the Roman 
mifficmarics may pretend. The Halla- 
chorcb may be here excepted, who arc glad 
to be adimtlcd into any focicty where they 
are treated as fellow creatures, l^e Hin- 
doc)s vie with the Chinefe,in refpe<Jl to the 
antiquity of their nation j and the dodlrine 


of tranfod^ej^en is oat pf thrir diibn- 
ipiiOiing ten^ets. Theif mfiltutions Ofreli- 
gion form a cSomplete fyfron of fuperflition, 
upheld by every thing which caif, excite 
the reverence of the ppc^le. The ^tU]des 
confecrated to their deities, are magw- 
cent ; their religious ceiemonies fplen^ ; 
and the abfolute dominion which the 
tnins have obtained over fhe minds Q^he 
people, is fupportedby the command m the 
unmenfe revenues, with which the libera- 
lity of princes, and the zeal of pilgrims and 
devotees, have eni^ed their pagodas. 
Tile dominion of religion extends to a 
thonfand particulars, which, in other 
countries, are governed by the civil laws, 
or by t^e, i^om, or falhion. Their 
drels, their food, the common intercourfes 
of life, their marriages, and profellions, 
are all under the jurifdidlion of religion. 
The food of the Hindoos is iimple, coniift- 
ing chiefly of rice, ghee (a kind of imper- 
feA butter) milk, vegetables, and oneutol 
ipices. The warrior calt may cat of the 
flefli of goats, iheep, and poultry. Other 
fuperior calls may eat poultry and fifh ; but 
the inferior calls are prohibited from eating 
flelh or filh of any kind. Their greateft 
luxury' conliils in the ufe of the richeft 
Ipicenes and perfumes, of which the great 
people are ve^ lavilh. They efteem milk 
the pureft of food, bccaufe they think it 
partakes of fome of the properties of the 
nedlar of their gods, and bccaufe they cl- 
teem the cow itfelf almoll as a divinity. 
Their manners are gentle. Their hyi- 

E inels confllls in tlie folaces of domellic 
fe ; and they are taught by their religion, 
that matrimony is an indilpcnfable duty 
in every man, who docs not entirely fepa- 
rate himfelf firomtlie world, from a princi- 
ple of devotion. Tlicir religion permits 
them to have fcvcral wives ; but they fcl- 
dom have more than one ; and their wives 
arc dillingui&d by a decency of demea- 
nour, a Iblicitude in their families, and a 
fidelity to their vows, whii li might do ho- 
nour to human nature in the moll civi- 
iii^d countries. The cullom of women 
burning themfelves on the death of their 
hulbands is Hill pradllfed in Hindoollan. 

Jn fome parts ot India, as the Carna- 
tic, it b ulTerted, that Uot dig a jnt, in 
which is depofited a luge quantity of 
combuftible matter, which b fet on' fire, 
and the body being iet down, the Vidlon 
throws hcrl^ into the fiamisg mafs. 

In other places, a pile b raifed extreme- 
ly high, and the body, with the wife, 
is placed upon it, and then the whole 
is let on &e. In tlie Code of Gen- , 
too LaM'9, tranfiated bv Mr. 
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*1iead, is the following pai&ge concerning 
this ^radice ? It is proper^ for a woman, 
^^ter hdr huiband’s to bam hcrfelf 
'in the fire with h» corple. Every woman, 
who thus hums heiielf, fhall remain in 
paradife with Whufbandthm crores and 
fifty lacks of year8> bjr dcftiny.^ If Ihe 
fl||mot bum, ihe in that c£fe, pre- 
f^c an inviolable chaftity : if ihe re- 
in^ always chafte, flie goes to paradife ; 
and if Die do not preferve her chaltfty, 
0 ie goes to hell.^’ Tliis code of laws, 
wuth their iacred books, the Veldam and 
the Shaftah, where written in the Sanfcrh 
language, which is very copious and ner- 
vous, although the ityle of their heft au- 
thors is wonderfully concife. Hindoofian, 
toward the N is pretty temperate; but 
hot toward the S, and it rains almolt con- 
fiantly for three montlis in the year. Its 
produdls, and various other particiUars, 
will be found under the different names of 
its provinces, cities, towns, mountains, 
and rivers, defcribed in the courfe of this 
work. See India. 

Hingham, a town in Norfolk, with 
a market on Saturday, la miles SW of 
Norwich, and 97 N£ of London.

Hinzuan, Joanna St, one of the 
Comora iilands in the Indian ocean. 
This ifland is a proper place of refi^ih- 
meiit for the Eaft India (hips, whole crews, 
when ill of the fcurvy, icon recover by 
the ufe of limes, lemons, and oranges, 
and from the air of the laad« The town 
where the king refides is at the eaft fide 
of ’the ifland ; and though it is three 
quarters of a mile in length, it does not 
contain above 200 houfes. Their princi- 
pal houfes arc built with ftone, with a 
quadrangle, in the middle, and arc only 
one ftory high. All the other houfes, or 
rather huts, are llightly compofed of plaf- 
tered reeds ; and yet the mofques are toler- 
able ftrudfures, very neat and clean in xht 
in fide. The homed cattle are a kind of 
buffaloes, having a large hump on their 
fhotildcrs, which is very delicious eating ; 
but there is not pne horle, mule, nor afs, 
in all the ifland^The ordinal natives, 
in number about 7000, occupy the hills, 
and are generally at war with the Ara- 
bian interlopers, who eftablifhed themfclves 
pn the fea-coaft by ^ conqueft, and are a- 
boiit 3000 in number. Though Joanna 
is not the largeft, yejt it may be reckoned 
the pmcipal of the Comora Iflands ; 
it claims fovereignity over, and exadls 
tribute from, all the others. They get 
tlirir fuppUes of arms and ammunition 


finom fliips that touch here as it is cuftcH 
mary for all to make prefents of arms axul 
powder to the prince when be pays a viflt 
on board, which be does to every one. 
They have a regular form of government, 
and exercife the Mahometan religion ; 
both being introduced by, the Arabs. The 
colour oi thefe two races of men is very 
different : the Arabs have not fo deep a 
tinge as the others, being of a copper 
complexion, with better features, and a 
more animated, countenance*. They con- 
fider a black ftreak under ^he eyes as or- 
namental, and this they make every day, 
with a bnifli dipt in a kind jf ointnient- 
Tbe cuftom of chewing the betel nut pre- 
vails here, as in moft of the caftem coun- 
tries ; and anfwers to the fafliion of taking 
fnuff with us, except that with them it 
is more general. No one is without a 
purle or bag of betel ; and it is looked 
on as a piece of civility to offer it to your 
firlend wben you meet him or take leave. 
Their religion licenfes a plurality of wives 
and likewflc concubines. They are ex- 
tremely jealous of tliem, and never allow 
any man to fee the women : but female 
ftrangers are admitted into the haram; 
and fome Engllfh ladies, whofe curiofity 
has led tliem there, make favourable re- 
ports of their beauty, and richnefs of ap- 
parel difplayed in a profuiion of ornaments 
of gold, filver, and beads, in form of neck- 
laces, bracelets, and ear-rings ; they wear 
half a dozen or more of each through holes 
bored ail along the outer rim of the ear. 
The men ieem not to look with an eye 
of indifference on our fair country warnen 
notwithftanding they are of fo different a 
complexion. They are very temperate and 
abftcmious, wine being forbidden them by 
the law of Mahomet ; and are frequent 
in mayer, attending their molques three 
or l^ur times a day. Thefe people pro- 
fefs a particular regard for our nation, 
and ore very/ond of repeating to you, that 
Joanna-man and Englifliman ail brothers: 
and never fail to aft How kiug George 
do ? In general, they appear to be a cour- 
teous and well-difpofcd people, and verv 
fair and boneft 4 a their dealings, thougli 
there are amonjg them, as in all other na- 
tions, fome viebufly inclined ; and theft 
is much pradtifed by the lower clafs, iiot- 
\\ ithflanding the puniflimcnt oi it is very 
exemplary, being amputation of both 
hands of the delinquent. The climate 
here promotes vegetation to iiieii a degree 
as requires little toil, but that little is 
denied ; ib that, bc>ond oranges, bana-

Holland, the lai^eft of the feven 
United ftiovinces, is bounded on the W by 
the German ocean, of N fea ; to the E by 
the Zuyder-fee, the prorince of Utr^t, 
and part of Gdderland ; to the S by Dutch 
Brabant and Zealand ; and to the N by 
the Zuyder fea.

paihires, wherein are kept large herds of 
kme, which fupply them with incredible 
quantities of butter and cheefe. Of the 
latter, that of Edam, in North Holland, is 
highly efteemed. The many rivers and 
canals that interieA the province are of 
great advantage to its commerce, but con- 
tribute to render the air foggy and un- 
wholefonie. There is a communication by 
water betwixt almoit every town and vil- 
lage. Towards the middle alfo of Ae 
province ar^ great numbers of turf-pits. 
It is fo populous, that the number of in- 
habitants is computed at 1, zoo, 000. In 
point of cleanlinels no countiy furpafle^, 
and few come up to it, efpeciauy in North 
Holland, and mat even in the villaecs. 
It has confiderable linen and woollen 
manufadlures, and numerous docks for 
the building of fhips. The French ef- 
fected, by the aid of a fevere froil, the 
entire conqueft of this province in January 
1 795 ; and till the era of a general pacifi- 
cation, no account of any permanent go- 
vernment can be given. The eftabliihed 
religion is Calvimfin ; but all religious 
fedts are tolerated. Atnfterdam is the 
capital. 

Holland, one of the divifious of Lin- 
colnihire in England. It fo much refem- 
bles the province of that name upon the 
continent, In moft refpedls, being low and 
marJhy, with the fea on one fide, and can- 
als running through it, that it muft cither 
have had its name from thence, or on tae 
fame account. On the caft it ha<s what 
the ancient geographers call -lilluariuiri 


Metans, now the Walhes,u^hich are 0^ 
flowed at high water, and part of Cam* 
bridgeflure on the fouth. l^e lower part ' 
of It is full of b<^B and maxfiies, and hal 
huge banks to defend it agaLofi the fea and 
land floods. The ground is fo foft, t^t 
horfes are worked unfhod ; and it pro* 
dttces plenty of grafs, but little corn. 
The whole trad! feems to have been gain- 
ed from the fea ; and is divided into Up- 
per and Lower, the latter of whidi was 
impaflable ; but fince the fens have beeil 
drained, the lands are grown more folid, 
and the inhabitants fow cole-feed upon 
them to their great profit. Though there 
are no ftones to be found in or upon the 
ground, yet moft of the churches are of 
ftone. Tncy have no freih water but from 
the clouds, which ispreferved in pits, but if 
thefe are deep, it foon turns brockifh ; and 
if they are (hallow, they foon become dry. 

Holland, Nkw, the largeft known 
land that docs not bear the name of a 
continent it extends from 10 30 to 4J 
4a S lat. and from no 30 to 153 30 E 
Lon. fo that its fquare furface confide^ly' 
exceeds that of Europe. When this vxll 
ifland was firft difeovered, is uncertain. 
In the beginning oflaft century, the 'N 
and W coafts were traced by the Dutch; 
theS extremity was difeovered by Tafman, 
in 1642. Captain Cook, in Z770, ex* 
plored the E and NE from 38^ S, and 
afeertained its reparation from New Gui* 
nea ; and, in 1773, captain Fumeaux,by 
connetSiing Taman’s difeoveries wltn 
Cook’s, completed the circuit. In that 
part of it, which Tafman diftinguilhed by 
the name of Van Diemen’s Land, and 
which was vilited by Furneaux in 1773, 
and again by Cook, in 1777, the land is, 
for the moft part, of a good height, diver*> 
fified with hills and valhes. See Walxs^ 
New South. 

Holm, a town in Cumberland, with a 
market on Saturday. It is fometimet 
colled Abboy-Holm, from an abbey that 
formerly ftood here. It is a fmall place 
feated on an arm of the fea, 12 miles N of 
Cockennouth, and3io NNW of London, 
Lon. 3 19 VV, lat. 54 ^3 N. 

HOLMSDALE,a rough and woody tra<ft 
in Surry, l)ing imme^tely bensath the 
hilU to tile S and £ of that county, and 
extending into Kent. Red deer are ftill 
found here ; and it abounds with the holm 
oak. 

Holstein, a duchy of Germany, 
bounded by the German ocean on the 
weft ; the tialtic, or the gulph ot Luhcck, 
on the tail ; the duchy of Mecklenburg 
on the (w’Jih-caft ; iha: ot Bremen, with 
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the £It)e» on the fouth^-weft } ani 
Litathvur^ \C’ilh the territor^r of Hamburg* 
os &^ibuth. Its greateft length is about 
Zo snileSf and its breadth 6o. A great 
of this country conliib of rich marih- 
* which being much expofed to inunda- 
tiiBiiB b(;^ from the fea and rivers* dykes 
have' been raifed at a great expence to 
guard and defend them. The palhires 
ni the marihes are fo rich* that cattle are 
bred in vail numbers and fattened in them* 
and great quantities of excellent butter 
and cheeie made of their milk. They are 
alfo very fruitful in wheat, barley, peafe* 
beans* and rape-feed. In the more barren* 
£uidy* and heathy parts of the country* 
hurgc flocks of fheej^) are bred and fed: nor 
are orchards wonting* or woods* cfpecially 
,of oak and beech ; nor turf, poultry* 
game* and wild-fowl. Notwithllanding 
this country’s advantageous lituation for 
commerce* there are few monufacflures 
and little trade in it. Hamburg and 
Lubec fupply the inhabitants witli what 
they want from abroad; from whence 
anct Altena they export fome grain* malt* 
grots* ftarch, buck-wheat* peafe* beans* 
rapefecd* butter* cheefe* Iheep* i'wine* 
homed cattle* horfes* and fifh. The ma- 
nufadlures of the duchy are chiefly carried 
OR at Altena* Kiel* and Gluckfbdt. 

. Denmark now polTefles* the whole duchy ; 

''tht imperial cities excepted. 

Holt* a town in Norfoljc, with a 
market on Saturday* ao miles NNW of 
Korwich* and laa N£ of London. Lon. 
j 6 E, lat. 53 5 N. 

Holt Island* an ifland on the coail 
of Northumberland* fix miles SE of 
Berwick. It Is two miles long and one 
broad ; the foil rock)' and full of Hones. 
It has a town and a caille* under which 
is a commodious harbour* defended by a 
blockhoufe. ' On this ifland* which is 
likewife -called Lindisfame* are the ruins 
of a flately monaftery : and here was an- 
ciently a biihop’s fee* removed* with the 
body of St. Cuthbert* firfl to Cheiler-le 
Street* and after^^ard to Durham. 

Holyhead* afeaport and cape of the 
nie ofAnglefea. Itisthemoft utualplare 
of embarkation for Dublin, there being 
packet-boats that fail for that city every 
day, except Tuefday, wind and weather 
permitting. On the adjacent rocks the 
licrb grows of which kelp is made ; and in 
the neighbourhood is a large vein of M'hltc 
fuller’s earth, and another of yellow. On 
tlie ifle of Skerries, nine miles to the N* 
is a hglit-Iionk. Holyhead is 9^ miles 
WNW’ of Clitfler, and 276 NW of Lon- 
doji.

Holywell* a town in wi^, 

a market on Friday. It takes 1 b natfle' 
from the famous well of St. 'Ulnifred* con- 
cerning which fa many fables and fuper- 
flitious notions have prevailed. It is a 
copious fhreajn*burfting out of themuiid 
with a confiderable degree of ixn-« 
petuoHty. Befides the cold bath* 
brated for wonderful cures* formed.w 
the fpring-hcad* and covered with a beauti- 
ful Gothic Ihrine* it is now applied to 
the purpofe of turning feveral mills for the 
working of copper* making brafs wire* 
paper* and fnufT, and fpitinlng cotton. It 
xa 10 miles £of St. Alaph, and 21% N£ 
of London.

Homburg* a town of Germany, in the 
landgravatc of HelTe Caflel 150 miles N 
of Franckfort.

Ho-nan, a province of China, bounded 
on the N by the province of Pe-tchcli and 
Chan-li* on the £ by Kiaiig-ii and Chan- 
tong* on the S by Hou-quang* and on the 
W by Chen-fl. As every thing that can 
contribute to render a country delightful, 
is found in this province* the Chinde call 
itTong-hoa* The middle Flower. It is* 
indeed* lituate almoft in the centre of 
China. Beiide Cai-fongfou* its capital* it 
contains feven cities of the firlt dais* and 
loaof the fecond and third. 

Honan-fou, a city of China* in the 
province of Honan. It has under its 
jupifdiiHion one city of the fecond claL, 
and I ■; of the third. It is 500 nulcs SW 
of Pcl^. 

Honduras* a large province of New 
Spain* bounded on the N by the bay o£ 
Honduras* on the £ by the Morquiio 
Shore* on the S b/Nicaragua* and on the 
W by Chiapa and Guatimala. This pi 
vince* and the peninliila of Jucatan* on 
the other tide of the bay of Honduras* do 
not* like the other territories of Spam* in 
the New World* derive their value either 
from Ae fertility of their foil* or the rich- 
nefi of their mines ; but they produce* in 
^*eater abundance than any part of Ame- 
rica* the logwood-tree* which* in dying 
feme colours* is fo far preferable to anv 
other material* that the confumptum of it 
in Europe is confiderable* and it is become 
an article in commerce of great value. 
During a long period* no European nation 
intruded upon the Spaniards in thefe pi*o- 
viuccs,or attempted to obtain any Iharc in 
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^ branch of trade* But^ after the con- 
ouefi of Jamaica *«y the £i|s|Uih| one of 
Uie fieft Qbje<ftf of Ihe fettkno|D.that ifland 
was the great pro^t aril]xi|; fim the log- 
wood truk} and the fedhty of wreftiag 
^fome portion of it from the Spaniards. 
*rlteir firft attempt was made at Cape 
Crache^ the S. £• piomontory of Yucatan. 
Wnn moll of the trees ncar^^c;q?e were 
felledy theyremoved to the Uiindm Tiift^ 
inthehayof Campeachy ; and» in later 
titiiesy their principal flation has been in 
the bay of Honduras. The Spaniardsn 
alarmed at this encroachment* endeavoured 
by negpeiation* remonitrances* and open 
force* to prevent the Englilh from obtain- 
ing any footing on that part of the Amm- 
can continent. But* after llniggling againft 
it for more than a century, the dilafters of 
an unfortunate war extorted from the court 
of Madrid, in 1765* a reludlant confrnt to 
tolerate this fetdement of foreigners in the 
heart of its territories. This privilege was 
confirmed by the definitive treaty of x 783 ; 
by which* however* it w'ks ftipulated* that 
they Ihould coniine themfelvcs within a 
certain dillrlift, lying between the rivers 
Wallis* or Bellize* and Rio Hondo, taking 
the courfe of the faid two rivers for un- 
alterable boundariesifoasthat thenavigation 
of them be common to both na&ons. But 
by a convention figned in 1786 the Bng- 
liih were not only permitted to cut log- 
wood* but mahogany or any other kind 
of wood* and to carry away any other pro- 
duce of the country ; and alfb to occupy 
the fmall ifland called Cafina. The ca- 
pital of Honduras is Valladolid. 

Hon FLEUR* a confidevable fieaport of 
France* in the department of Calvados 
and late province of Normandy* with a 
good hartN>ur and a trade in lace. It is 
eight miles N of Pont I’Eveque* and xxo 
N W of Paris.

Hottentots, Coontry* oj* the, ‘ a 
large region in the 8 extremity of Africa, 
extending N by W, from the Cape of 
Good Hope, beyond the mouth of Orange 
River, and fiwm that cape, in an' EKE 
^ dheaion, to the month of the Great Fifli 
River, which parts it from Caffraria. It 
Kes between the tropic of Capricorn and 
35® S hit. and is bounds on the W, S, 
and E by the Atlantic, Southern, and 
Indian Oceans, and on the N by regions 
l«ry little, if at all explored. 7 Tic Hot- 
tentv are as tail as moil Europeans, but are 
more (hinder ; and the chara^eriffic mark 
df tHiitnStton is, the finaHhefr of their 
hands and feet copipared with the other 
pwtr of-their body;* THeir ildn is of a 
yellowiih brown hue; re&mbling that of an 
European wBo h,aa the jaundice in a high 
degree.' There are not fbeh thick lips 
among the Hottentots as aimo^ theii? 
neigKBours the Kegroes, the Cafisis, and 
the Meqeambiques ; and their^ mouth is of 
^m^dling flat, with the fineft fet of 
tieeth imaginable. Their heads arc cover- 
ed with hair, more woolly, if pofizbre, than 
ttot of the Negroes. With refp^ to 
ihape, carriage, and every motion, their 
whole appearance indicates health and 
cofitenf. In their mien, moreover, a de- 
gree of carelcflhefs is obfer\'abIe, that dif^ 
covOT marks of alacrity and reibhition ; 
qualities, wliich, upon occafion, they cer- 
tainly can exhibit. Not only the men, 
but tlie women alfo are clothed with lljcep 
Ikins ; the wool being W'om outward in 
femraer, ami inward in winter. They 
wear one flun over tlicir ihoulders^ the ends 


ofiteroffng each othef bdbre, and kavinf^ 
their neck bare; another li fruened round 
their middle, and readSbi down to their 
. knees. They befinear tiMfr bodiesall over 
* with fat, in which a U$At foot is mixed : 
and this is never wijped ofil They are 
l&ewife perfruned with powddr of l«r^ 
rubbing it all over them, when they 
linear themielves. The ddonr of fjim 
powder is rank and aromatre, and comes 
neareft to dmt of thb poppy mixed with 
fpices. The women who are amhidbna 
to pleafe, not only grealc all the naked 
parts of their body, to make them Ihinf^ 
but braid or plait their hair as an additional 
elegance, and adorn themfelves with neck- 
laces of ihells. A Hottentot lady thus 
bedizened, has exhaufted all the arts of^ 
her toilet ; and however unfavourable na- 
ture may have been, with regard to Ihape 
and nature, her pride is wonderfully flat- 
tered, while the fplendoHr of her appear- 
ance g^ves her the higheft degree or latis- 
fadlion. But wich all this vanity, they 
ate not devoid of modelly ; for the females 
of this nation cover themfelves much 
more icrupuloully than the men. They 
ieidom content themfelves with one cover* 
ing, but almoll always have two, and very 
often three. Thcfe are made of well- 
greafed Ikln, and are failened about their 
bodies with a thong, almoll like the aproiil 
of our ladies. Theotttermoftis the lalrgbll^ 
finell, and' moll ihowy, and frequently 
adorned with glafs beads fining in difier- 
ent figures. £>th the men and women 
generally go bareheaded. Neither their’ 
eats nor nofe are adorned with any pen- 
dent ornaments, as they are among other 
lavages ; but the nofe is femetimes, by 
w^ay of grater ftate, marked with a black 
ifreak of loot, or with a large ipot of red 
lead ; of which latter, on high days, they 
likewileput a little on their cheeks. Both' 
fexes wear rings on their arms and legs. 
Moil of thefe are made of thick leather 
firaps,^ cut in a circular Ihape ; and thefe 
have given rife to the received notion, that 
^e Hbttentots wrap guts about their legs, 
in order to cat them occafionally. Rings'], 
ofiron, copper, or brafr, of the fize of a 
goofe-quiil, are eon(idei ^44 mote gen- 
teel thanthofe of lather ; but the girls are 
n<R allowed to ufif any rings tilt they are 
marriageable. Ihe Hottentots fddom 
Wear any fiioes. Wfiat they do wear, are 
made of undrefled leather, with the hairy 
fide outwardt they arc rendered foil and 
pliable, by being beat and moifiened, and 
are very light and cool. Their habitations- 
are adapted to their Wanderingpalloral life. ,, 
They are merely huts, re&mbimg a rpvnC 
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or'a vaultf' from 44 feet In 
tdiametet', and for W aelcarcelv pofBble 
for a middle-Gaed to ftand upright. 
But nddier the lowneft oF the hut» nor that 
of the dooTy which is barely tluree fe^ , 
highi can be confidered as any inconveni- 
*^eto a Hottentot, who finds no difficulty 
iwboping and crawling on all-fours, and 
Oir\> is, at any time, more inclined to lie 
'down than fiand. * 11 ie fire place is in the 
middle, and they fit or lie round it In a 
•ircle. The low door is the onlv place 
that admits the light, and the only out- 
let that is left for the finoke. The Hot- 
tentot, inured to it from his infancy, fees 
it hover round him, without feeling the 
leaft inconvenience arifing ftx>m it to his 
eyes and rolled up, like a hedge hog 
fnug in his ikin, he lies in the midft of 
this cloud, till he is now and then obliged 
to peep out from beneath his ffieep-ikin, 
in order to ftir the fire, or perhaps to light 
liis pipe, or turn the fteak he is broiHng 
over Ae fire. The order of thefe huts in 
^ craal, or clan, is moft frequently in the 
form of a circle, with the doors inward ; 
by which means a kind of yard Is formed, 
mbere the cattle are kept at night. Such 
are the Hottentots in the vicinity of the 
Cape of Good Hope. In 1778, lieutenant 
Paterfon vifited a Hottentot village in the 
Small Nimiqua Land, in the NW part 
of the country ; it coniifted of 19 huts and 
about 150 inhabitants. The eniign of 
authority, worn by their chief, was a cane 
with a brafs top, giycn to him by the 
Dutch £ India Company. The Hotten- 
tots amufed them, part of the night, 
with imific and dancing ; their vifitm, 
in return, treated them with tobacco and 
dacka, or hemp leaves, which they prefer 
even to tobacco. Their mufic was pro- 
duced from flutes, made of the bark of 
trees, of different fizes. The meh form 
themfelves into a circle, with l^eir flutes ; 
and the women dance round them. 
Among other tribes of Hottentots are the 
Bofhmani,who inhabit die mountains iii 
the interior part of the country, NE of the 
Cape, and are enemies to the paftorallife. 
Their weapons are poifoned arrows, which 
fhot from a fmall botyr, will hit a mark \rith 
a tolerable degree of certajmty, at the dif- 
tance of zoo paces* Their habitations 
are not more agreea^ than their manners 
and maxims. Like the wild bealls, bulhes 
and clefts in rocks, ferve them by turns for 
dwellings. Many <rf thefe favages arc en- 
tirely naked 5 but fomc of them cover their 
body with the fkin of any fort of animal, 
ff^at or final!, from the fhoulder doum- 
itard as fiupasit wiU reach^ wearing it till 


it fiiB off their back ia ngfc^ As 
rant of agriculture as apes and monki^ 
they are obliged, like them, to wander over 
hills and dales, after cectain wild roots, 
berries, and plaata, which, they eat 
raw. Their table, however, is ooinpoled 
of fevecal other difhes, among which are 
catterpillart^ termites, locuib, graihoppeTS, 
fnakes, and fpiders. Another tribe of 
Hottentots, near the moudi of Orange 
River, were ohferved by lieutenant Patcr- 
fen, in his journey to the NW in 1779. 
Their huts ii^ere loftier, and thatched with 
grafs. Their mode ol living is in the high- 
eft degree wretched, and they are appa« 
rently the moft dirty of all the Hottentot 
tribes. Their drefs is compofed of the 
ikins of feals and jackalls, the flefh ofwtdch 
they cat. When a grampus is call afhore, 
they remove their huts to the place, and 
fublift upon it as long as any part ot it re- 
mains ; and, in this manner, it fometimes 
affords them fuftenance for half a year, 
though ill a great mcafiire decayed and pu« 
trifled by the fun. I'faey finear their 
with the oil, the odour of which is b 
powerful, that their approach may be pcTi^ 
ceived ihme time before they appear in 
view. With rcfj^dl to the HoUentoU, 
in general, none of them Teem to have any 
religion, nor do tfiey appear willing to 
receive any infttudbon. AU of them, 
however, have the nniirft opinion of the 
power of magic ; whence it might be in- 
ferred, that they believe in an evil being, 
but they pay no religious worlhip to him, 
though from this Iburce they derive all 
the evils that happen ; and among thd'e 
they reckon cokl, rain, and thunder. So 
moiiitroufly ignorant are they, that the 
Boihmans wall abufe the thunder with 
many opprobrious epithets,, and threaten 
to aifault the lightning. Even the molt 
intelligent of them could not be convinced 
by Dr. Sparrman, that rain was not always 
an evil, and that it would be an unhappy 
cirLumftance, were it never to ram. I'hey 
feem, however, to have fome idea of 4 
future ftaur, as they reproach their ftiends, 
when dead, with leaving them fo i^n ; 
admonifhing them -to b^ve henceiortii 
more properly : by which they mean, that 
their deccafed friends Ihould not couie back 
again and haunt tliem, nor allow themfelves 
to be made ulc of by wizards, to brmg any 
niifchiel on thoietliat lurvive them, llie 
Hottentots ileep pronukuoufly In the 
fame hut, and are neither acquainted 
with the difference of age, nor with that 
invincible horror ^\hith Icparates beings 
coniiedlcd by blood. The cuunlry pol-

Hov-quanc* a province of China* 
which occupies nearly the centre of the 
empire.

In his third and la^ in 1610* he entered 
^e ftraits tliat lead into the bay known by 
iiis name ; coafted a great part of it* and 
penetrated to 80 30 N lat. His axxlour for 
the ^overy not being abated by^ the diffi- 
culties he uniggled with in this empur 
of froR and lhow*‘ be iUud here till the 
enfuiiig fprini;* and then prejnred to 
purfue bis di^veries ; but his crew* 
who fufiered^ equal bardfiups* without 
fhe laine i^pkit to Ihtoport them* mutin- 
ied* faztd him and of thole who

It was built by Edward 
1, who called it Kinglton, and it is 
feated on the river Hull, on the N fide 
of the Humber. It is a large town with 
t^’o parilh-churdics, and is a county of it- 
felf, ^;ovemed by a mayor. It is fortified, 
and 18 the firft town that fiiut its gates 
againlt Charles i ; but its fortifications 
are nowhicpnfiderablc, while its commerce 
is inersafed fo much, that it is deemed the 
fourth" port in the kingdom. Its fituation 
if extremely advantageous ; for, befides its 
conununication with the Yorkfhire rivers 
and canals, it has accefs alfo to the Trent 
and al} its branches ; hence it has the im- 
port aud export trade of many of the 
northern and midland counties. The 
iorejgn trade is chiefly to the Baltic : hut 
ft has regular traffic with the fouthem p^ 
of £ urope, and with America. More ihips 
arc fent hence to Greenland than from 
any other port, that of London excepted, 
and more grain is exported from Hull than 
London by means of its extenfive inland 
commerce. I’he harbour is artificial ; and 
here are docks for building and repairing 
fhips. Among the public buildings, arc 
the IViftity Houfe, for the relief of feamcn 
and their widows ; a cuflomhoufe, an ex- 
change, and a town-hall. The Rone

Hungary, a kingdom of Europe, 
hounded on the N by Poland ; on the W 
by the circle of Auftria, on the S by the 
Drave, which feparates it from Sclavonia, 
and by the Danube, which puts it from 
Turkey in Europe ; and on the £ by 
Walachia and TnuifyJvania. It is divid- 
ed into Upper and Lower Hungary ; 
and to th«e may be added the Bannat 
of Temefwar, incorporated into the king- 
dom of Itogary in 1778. Hungary for- 
merly ini^ded Tranfylvania, ^avonia, 
Dalmatia, Servia, and Walachia. The 
principal rivers are, the Danube, Save, 
Drave, TrefTe, Maros, Raab, and Waag. 
The air is very unhealthy, occafioned by 
the lakes and bogs, infomuch that a foit 
of plague viiits them every three ot four 
years. It abounds m all the neceflaries 
of life, and the wine, cipecially that 
called Tockay, is excellent. There are 
mines of gold, filver, copper, and iron, 
and they have fuch plenty of game, that 
hunting is allowed to all. The Hungari- 
ans are faid to be of a fanguine choleric 
temper, and fomewhat fierce, cruel, proud* 
and revengeful. 1‘hcy have been always 
reputed good foldiers, being much more » 
incline to arm8| martial excrcife^ and 
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hontmgt than to arti^ leanung» trades or 
ag^ulture. The nobi]ky’aire6t|mt pomp 
and magnificences and are much addict- 
ed to feafting and caroufing. The men 
in general are Itrong and well propor- 

S aedL They lhawe their bearda, but 
ve wlulkers on the upperlip ; wearing 
fut(k capes on their headss a clofe-bodied 
coa'i^ girt with a laihs with a fhort cloak 
or mande over alls in contrived as to be 
buckled under ,the arms and leave the 
right hand at liberty.

145. leagues N of Carthagena, 
on the continent of S America. It is of 
an oval figure, 150 miles long, and 40 
broad in the mi^le. It contains upwards 
9 f 4 jooo,ooQ ^resa and by a. 
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rldgd oi lulls which run lengthwife from & 
to W. Here numerous fine rivers take. 
thHr rife from both fides, yet none of tliem 
are navigable, even for barges ; but Ibme 
are Ib.l^e, that the fugars are carried- 
upon th^ in canoes from the remote 
plantations to the feafide ; Ibme of them 
run under ground for a coniiderahle 
fpace, and particularly the Rio-Cobre 
and the Rio-Pedra. The mountains,, 
and great part of the illand, are cover- 
ed with woods, which look green .at 
all times of the year ; for here is an eter- 
nal fpring. There are many diflereut 
kinds of trees adorning the brow of every 
hill, and foiming groves and cool retreats. 
Among thefe are the lignum vitae, the 
cedar, and the mahogany-trees. In tlie, 
valli'cs are fugar-canes, and fuch a variety 
of fruit trees, as to make the country look 
like a paradile. But to balance this, there 
arc alligators in the rivers ; guianoes and 
galliwafps in tlie fens and marfiics ; and 
fnakes and noxious animals in the moun- 
tains. The longeft clay is abc^iit 13 hours, 
ajid about nine in the morning it is fo in- 
tolerably hot, that it would be diflicult 
live, if the fca-bree/es did not arlfe to cool 
the air. Sometimes the, nights are pretty 
cool, and there are great dews, which are^ 
deemed unwholefome, cfpecially to new 
comers. The year is diflmguilhed into 
two fcafons, the wet and dry ; but the 
rains are not fo frequent as formerly, 
wliich is fuppofed to be owing to the 
cuiting down of the woods. The months 
of July, Auguft, and September, arci called 
the hurricane months, becaufe then they,^ 
arc the moft frequent ; and there is light- 
ning almofl every night. There is not a- 
bovea tliird part of the illand inhabited, 
for the plantations are all by the feafide.. 
Here and there are favannas, or large, 
plains,* where tlie original natives ufed to, 
plant their Indian corn, and .which the 
Spaniards made ufe o£for breeding their 
cattle. The belt houfes arc, generally 
built low, being only one ftory, on account, 
of the hurricanes anA earthmiakes , and 
the negroes hu*^s are made of reeds, and, 
will hold only two or, three perlbns., The 
common di ink is Madeira wine, or rum 
puncji. Tlie common bread, or that 
which ferves for it, is plantain*:, yams, and 
caJTava-roots ; but, in i793> a great num- 
ber of the bread -fiuir trees weie brought 
here from Otalieite, and introduced into 
the different plantations. Hogs and fneep. 
are plentiful; but the fervants generally 
feed upon Irilh f-lt-bLcf, ruid the negroes 
have heiTings and filt-fifli. I’lie general

They are 
obliged one half of the year to a^end his 
court, and tiicrefore each of them has a 
khoufe within the verge of the emperctr’s 
palace at Jeddo. The eldeft fobs of fhe 
nobility are :dib brought up at court, where 
’ they continue till mey afe promoted to 
fbme po& This prince, when he appears 
abroad, is attended hy geeo or 6000 of his 
guards, and maitttaihi an army of ao#ooo 
horfe, and iqo,o#o foot, though ^ere 
teems to be no neoeffity for fe large abody 
of then, aniefs he fufpe&s the fideuty of his 
oaflals. Hk revenues, according to the ac- 
counts given of this country, exceed theie 
of all the monarchs upon earth added to- 
gether ; and the riches of the country are 
anfwerable, it being laid by the Portugueft, 
and fome of our own countrymen, who 
formerly traded to Japan, that tneli^alacas 
are , covered with gold plates kdKad of 
tiles. But Chriliiant of on denomlnatien 
have been fuSered to fettle in Japan for 
for above a hundred years, on pretence of 
a confpiracy formed by tibc Portugueie and 
their profelytes againft the government. 
The Dutch alone were admitted so traffic 
afterwards, upon declaring, it is faid, they 
W'ere no Chriiiuins, and Um trampling 
upon the crofs, to confirm the Japanefe in 
this opinion ; and they are fo jealous even 
of the Dutch, that upon the arrival of any 
of their ffiips, they take away their guns, 
fiiils, and rudders, carrying them on ibore 
till they are ready to &il. The goods 
which the Dutch import to Japan, are 
fpices, fugars, filks, wooUen and linen 
inanufatSlures, elephants teeth, and haher- 
daffiery wares ; for wbkh ffiey have in ro> 
turn, ^Id, filver, fine copper, cabinets, and 
other curious Japan works, and laequered 
ware. The Japamde snake no nfe of tables, 
beds, or biitfit and lie upon carpets, 
in the iame manner as the Tdrks and Pe^r 
fians.

The Javanefe are a barbarous, proud, 
and fierce people, of a brown complexion, 
fliort coal-black hair, large cheeks, fmall 
eyes, and large eyebrows. The men are 
very robuft and ftro^-limhed j but the 
women are fmall. The men wear a 
piece of calico wrapt twu or three times 
round their middle ; and the women wear 
'them from their armpits down to their 
. knees ; but all other parts are bare. The 
men have two or three waves, and feveral 
'Concubines, according to their circum- 
iiances. Thofe that live near the fea- 
fide are-gencrally Mahometans ; but with- 
in land they are Gentoos, abllaining from 
fleih of all kinds. This iiland has very 
high mountains, particularly the Pepper 
mountain on the S fide ; it has likewife 
impafiable forefis and wildemefies; but 
to the N, between Batavia ai^ Bantam, 
is a very populous country, full of rice- 
fields, and plenty of fait and pepper, be- 
•fides mofi ibils of fruits proper to the cli- 
mate. Here alfo is plenty of hogs, 
beeves, and Iheep, with other tame ani- 
mals ; and likewife fowd, both w'ild and 
tame, in great abundance. In the woods 
nre large tigers, rhinocerofes, and other 
wild beafts ; and in the rivers arc croco- 
diles. The air is as temperate and heal- 
thy as in any part of the E Indies. The 
ferene feafon is from May till November ; 
and then the rains begin, which lay the 
low grounds under water, kill the infedls, 
and continue till May. In March they 
begin to fow, and in July the fugar and 
rice begin to ripen ; bpt September and 
Odlober arc the beft months for all forts 
of fhiits. Java has a river which rifes in 
the mountains, and, dividing itfelf into 
many branches, waters the circumjacent 
country ; theie afterw'ard reunite, and 
pafs through Batavia, • dividing it into 
two parts. This iiland is mofily under 
the dominion of the Dutch ; and, befides 
the native Javanefe, it is inhabited by 
Cliinefe, Malayans, Amboynefe, Topafies, 
Bugafles, Timoreans, and many other 
people, brought from diftant countries by 
the Dutch . In 1 740, the Dutch pretended 
that the Chinefe were going to make an 
infurrcdlion, and upon that aciount dil- 
armeJ them ; and yet, after that, they 
barbaroufly malTacred them, to the number 
cf 10, coo men, women, and children, and 
(cized their cficdls. Batavia is the capital.

Tht ice which gets loofe 
from the more northern country in May, 
brings with it a large quantity of wood 
and feveral animals, fuch as foxes, wolves* 
and bears. Mount Hecia is the moft noted 
mountain, and is a volcano, which fomc- 
times throws out fulphureous torrents. The 
inhabitants believe that fome of the fouls of 
the damned go to this mountain, *and that 
othere are confined to the ice near this 
ifland. Their hoiifcs are at a diflance from 
each other, and many of tlieni deep in the 
ground ; but they are all nuferable huts, 
covered ^'ith Ikins. Many of the inliabit- 
ants profefs Chnflianity, but thofe that 
live at a diftance are pagans. They are 
moltly clothed with the fkins of beafts. 
The Danes trade with the natives for hides, 
tallow, trainoil, whalebone, and feahorfes 
teetli, which are as good as ivor)\ Ice- 
land, w^hich wras conlidcredby the ancients 
as the Ultima I'hule, or tlie extremity of 
the world, and by us as fearedy habitable, 
once abounded in learning and fcience, at 
a time when great part of Europe was in- 
volved in darknefs. .Their language was 
the old Gothic or Teutonic, the vernacular 
tongue of the Swedes, Danes, and Nor- 
wegians, before it branched into the feveral 
dialedtafincefpokcn by the natives of theft 
three kingdoms. 

Ic H w E L a village in Bedfdrdfliirc, with 
a fair on April 5. 

IcKl ETON, a Village in Cambridgeihire, 
wdth a fair on Auguft »d. 

ICKWORTH, a town in Suffolk, with a 
market on Friday. Here arc the ruins <jf 
an ancient priory and feveral Roman C9ins 
have been dug up. It is 23 miles NW 
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<cFIp%icliiand74NN£ofLondont Lon. 
1 o EjTlat. 5z zz N. 

IcoL^fKiLL, formerly I0NA9 a famous 
little iiland^ one of the Hebrides^ near the 
SW point of the Ifle of MulL It is only 
k^ee miles long and one broad ; but is very 
WJtUe. It has a mean village, and the 
ruins of an auguft monailery and ca- 
thedral, laid to have been founded by St. 
Columba, where there are three chapels, 
or rather cemeteries in which feveral an- 
cient kings of Scotland, Ireland, and Nor- 
my are buried. In forfner times, this 
{(land was the place, where the archives 
of Scotland, and many valuable and an- 
cient MSS. were kept. Many of thefe, 
it is laid, were carried to the Scotch Col- 
lege at Douay in France. This once ce- 
lebrated feat of royalty and learning is 
now almoft deftitute of an inftrudlor, to 
teach the people the common duties of 
religion. 

Ida, Mount, a lofty and pointed 
mountain, in tlie middle of the illand of 
^andia, famous in ancient times. It is 
now nothing but a great monitrous ugly 
barren mountain, quite bare on the top, 
without the leail &adow of a landfcape, 
grotto, or fpring, All the cattle that are 
bred on it are a few paltry horfes, fome 
fliecp, and half ilarved goats. 

Ida, a mountain of Turkey in Afia, in 
Katolia Proper, famous, in ancient fable, 
for the judgement of Paris, and for be- 
ing the relort of the gods during the Tro- 
jan war. 

Idanha-la-Nueva, a town of Por- 
tugal, in Beiia, five miles SW of Idaiiha- 
la-Vclla. 

Idanha-la-Vella, a town of Portu- 
gal, in Beira. The French took it by 
■aflault in 1 704. It is feated on tlie river 
Ponful, Z5 miles N£ of Caftel-firanco, and 
■is NW of Alcantara, Lon. 6 14 W, lat. 
39 39 N. 

Idria, a town of Germany, in the 
duchy of Carniola, and county of Gorit4, 
with a caltle. "Here are rich quickfilver 
mines, difeovered in 1497. It is feated 
amid mountains, in a deep valley, on the 
river Idria, 17 miles N£ of Gorit/., and 
%S N of Tiiefi. Lon. 13 5Z lat. 46 
zo N. 

Idstein, a town of Germany, In We- 
teravia, which is the refidence of a branch 
of the houfe of NalTau, to whom it belongs.

J EAN, St. a town of France, now in the 
d^artment of Mofelle formerly in the pro- 
viiu.e of LfOrrain.

Jkan-d’Angely, a town of France, 
now in the department of Lower Charente 
lately hi the province of Sainton gc, and 
formerly had a fine bencdidlinc abbey. It 
was taken from the Huguenots, in i6zi, 
by Lew'is xiii, who demolifhcd the 
fortifirations. It is famous for its brandy, 
and is feated on the Boutonne, 15 miles N£ 
of Saintes, and 3 z S£ of Rochelle. Lon. o 
zo W, lat.

Jlan-de-Laun£, St. a town of France, 
now in tlie departmtnt of Cote d’Or lately 
in the province of Burgundy. It Is feated 
on tlie Saone, 15 miles SE of Dijon, and 
155 SE of Paris.

Jean-de-Lu2, St. a to^Ti of France, 
now in the department of the Lower Pyren- 
nees lately in the province of Balques.

Jkdhurgh, a borough in Roxburgh- 
fliirc, fituate on die jtd, near its confluenct 
with thc^l V\ lot. It lus^ a good market 
loi com and caulc, and U iliq feat of tbs * 
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#oiim of jufUce for the cotmt,7« 
miles SE of Edinburgh. Lon. 2 W, 
iat.

Jeddo, the capital town or city of the 
illands of Japan, where the emperor re- 
'fides. ‘ It is open on all Tides, having nei- 
ther walls nor ramparts ; and the houies 
are built with earth, and boarded on the 
•utfidc to jirevcnt the rain from deiiroying 
the walls. In e\'eiy Ihrect there is an iron 
gate, which is fliut up in the night, and a 
kind of cuftom-houfe or magazine, to put 
merchandizes in. It is a large place, be- 
ing nine miles in length and fix in breadth, 
and contains 1,0003000 of inhabitants. A 
fire happened in 16^8, which, in the fpace 
of 48 hours, burnt down 100,000 houfes, 
and in which a number of inhabitants 
perilhed. *3'h e emperors palace and all the 
reft were reduced to afhes ; but they are 
all rebuilt again. The royal palace is in 
the middle of the town ; and is defended 
'with walls, ditches, towers, and baftions. 
\Miere the emperor rcfides, there arc three 
towers nine ftories high, each rovered with 
plates of ’gold ; and the hall of audience is 
laid to be fupported by pillars of maily 
gold. Near the palace are feveral others, 
where the relations of the emperor live. 
The emprefs has a palace of her own, and 
tliere are 20 fmall ones for the concubines. 
Befides, all the vaiTal kings have each f 
palace in the city, with a handfome gar- 
den, and ftables for 2000 horfes. The 
houfes of the common fort are nothing but 
2 ground floor, and the rooms are parted 
by folding fereens ; fo that they can make 
the rooms larger or fmaller at pleafure. It 
is ieated in an agreeable plain, at the bot- 
tom of a fine hay, and the river which 
croiles it, is divided into feveral caualf.

J EHUD, or JovD, mountains in the

and majeltic ruins, Jermah is 60 miles $£ 
of Mourzook. Lon. 17 17 E, lat. 27 
5N. 

jEROStAW, a town of the Ruffian em- 
pire, and capital of a dudiy of the fame 
name, onjhe river Volga. Lon. 40 55 E, 
•fj 24 N. 

Jersey, an ifland in the Englilh Chan- 
nel, 18 miles from the coaft of Normandy 
in France, and 84 S of Portland in Dorfet- 
ihire* It is fubjed to the^Englifh ; but b 
ftill governed by the ancient Norman laws. 
It is 30 miles in circumference, and difficult 
of accefs, on account of the rocks, fancls, 
and forts eredled for its defence. It contains 
12 parifhes ; and the chief town » St. He- 
Ikr, in the S part of the ifland. It b wcU 
watered with rivulets, well flocked with 
fruit trees, and has a noted mainifridlure for 
woollen ftockings and caps* 'I'he foil b 
fertile though there is a great deficiency of 
arable land for coni on account of the 
vaft quantity of iq)plc trees planted here 
for rider, 24000 k^fheads having been 
nuide here in one year. In 1781, a 
body of French troops landed on thb 
ifland, furprUed the fieutenanf governor^ 
made hhn priibaer, and compiled him to 
fign a cajitulatioo; but major l^krfoti^ 
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Commander of thci Englifh tiroopa, 
tefu&d to abide by thie ftM'oed capitula- 
tion* and attacked the French in the 
town of St. Helier. The French were 
compelled to furrender prifonels of war; 
^ut the gallant msyor waa killed in the 
jfenoment of victory. 

Jersey, New, one of the United 
States of America, bounded on the £ by 
Hudibn’s Rircrand the Atlantic Ocean, 
on the S by Delaware Bay, on the W by 
Fennfyltania, and on the N by a line 
drawn from the mouth of Mahakkamak 
River in lat. 41 aa to a point in Hudfon’s 
River in lat. 41. It is 261 miles long and 
5 a broad ; and is divided into 13 counties. 
Its produce is much the lame as that of 
the neighbouring Bates. Trenton is the 
capital. 

Jer VON LAND, a fmall canton of RulTia 
in Livonia the cafrle of Witteofrcki is the 
principal place. 

Jerusalem, an ancient and famous 
city of Paleftkie, capital of Judea, after 
David had conquered the Jebufites. It 
was taken by Nebuchadnezzar in the reign 
of ZedekJah, and the Jews were led 
captives to Babylon. It was afteru'ard 
taken by the Romans, and ruined, to- 
gether with the Temple, 70 years after 
tlie birth of Chrifl, as had been foretold, 
in the Icnptures. 'I‘he emperor Adrian 
built a new city , near the ruins of ancient 
Jerufalcm. h was taken by the Perfians 
ill 614, and by the Saracens iii 636. In 
1099 it was retaken by the cruladers, 
who founded a new kingdom which Uffed 
88 years, under nine kings. Soladin, 
king of Egypt and Syria, got pofleflion 
of It in 1J87. The Turks expelled the 
Saracens in 1^17, liavc kept pgilefEon of 
it ever fince, and call it ILleods, that 
is. The Holy City. It is now inhabited 
by Turks, Arabs, Jews, and Chriiiians. 
It Bands on a high rock, w^ith Iteep al- 
cents on every fide, except to the N. It 
is almoit furrouiided by vallies encompaiT- 
ed with mountains, lo that it feems to 
Band in the middle of an amphidicatre* 
It is about three miles in circumference, 
and includes Mount Calvary, which w^as 
formerly without the walls. Wlut rcu- 
dm it confiderable is the great refort of 
pilgrims ; for the Inhabitants accommo- 
date them witii lodgings and provifions, 
which is thrir chief oulinefr. A bafliaw, 
with a guard of janifiaries, alw’ays refides 
"?***«» to prote^ them from the Arabs. 
1 he church of the Holy Sepulchre, which 
™ pilgrims come to vilit, is a laige 
I jfrudture> with a round nave, and has no 
fight but what come** through ihc top, 


like the Pantheon at Rome. In the 
middle of the nave, and dircAly under 
the opening of the dome, is the Holy 
Sepulchre, which is placed in a chapei 
whofe door is three feet high and 
broad. It is fo fmall, that it will hold 
but three perfons on their knees at a 
time. At the entrance, on the right 
hand, is the place where the body of our 
Saviour was laid. The tabie on which 
he w'as laid to have been laid at firft » 
two feet and a half high from the pave- 
ment, which is now covered with white 
marble, bccaule its vilitors were all for 
carrymg away a fmall bit. I’liis chapel 
is cut out of the rock, and there are three 
holes in the roof, to Jet out the linoke of 
the lamps, which are 44 in number, and 
alw^ays ke}7t lighted. The wdiole is 
covered with white marble, both within 
and without ; and on the outfide there 
are 10 fine culums of die fame. It is 
covered w'ith a platform, the middle of 
which is exactly above the three holes, 
and forms a fmall dome, fix feet in height, 
covered with lead, and fupported by i» 
colums of poi-pliyry, placed by pairs on 
the platform, and fer making iix arches, 
having three lamps under each. Before 
the gate of the fepulchre is a filver lamp, 
fo large, tliat two men cannot faUiom it. 
Every yeai*, on Good-Friday, all the parts 
of our Saviour’s pafllon are foiemnixed 
and aiSted here. 1 iiey have firft a iermon, 
and tlien every one takes a lighted taper 
in hb hand, wuth crucifixes, &c. to begin 
the proceffion. Among the crucifixes is 
one as large as life, being crowned witit 
thorns, and bebneared with bbod. Tjiey 
vifit iirft the pillar of flagellation ; next 
the prifon ; afterward the altar of the 
divifion of Chriit’s garments : then they 
advance to the chapel of dcriflon, and 
thence to Mount Calvary, leaving their 
fhoes at the bottom of the flairs. Here 
are two altars ; one where our Lord was 
fuppofed to be nailed to the crois ; and 
anuLher w^hcre it W’as crcdled ; here they 
let up the crucified image, tiien pull out 
the naHs, take down liie body, and wrap 
it in k wmding-flieet, which finifhes the 
cen’mony. Jerufalcm is ixa miles SW 
of Damaicus, and 175 N£ of Suez. Lon.

and the Kuriles. The fouthennoft, called 
Matmai, lies N of Niphon. It is governed 
by a tributary prince, d^endent on the 
empire of Japan, and fortified on the fide 
toward tlie rcntincnt. It is full of woods ; 
and the inhabitants, who live by filhing 
and hunting, are ftrong, robuft, favage, 
and flovcnly, when compared to the Ja- 
paneft. The two iflands to the N£ of 
Matmai, Kunachir and Zcllany, and 
likcwife the three ftill further to the NE, 
called the Three Sifters, arc perfcAly in- 
dependent. The Japanefe give the name 
of Jefb to the whole chain of iftands be- 
tween Japan and Kamfchatka. See 
Kuriles. 

JevEr, a tovn of Germany in the cir- 
cle of Weftphalia, and capital of Jeverland, 
with a citadel.

or king of the Eaft, took pofieifion of 
Bahar, and fixed his refidence at Jionc- 
pour, where he bi^t ^e j|reat muflud, 
or maufoleum, which is ftill remaining,/ 
for himfclf and family. The fione bridge 
over the Goomty confifts of 16 pointed 
arches : and on the top of it are many 
little fiiops on both Tides. It was built 
iu ^567, upon fuch found principles, as 
to have withftood, for iiich a length of 
time, the force of the ftream, whidi, in 
the time of the rains, is very great. The 
inundations have been known to rife fre- 
quently over the bridge, infomuch that in 
1 774» a brigade of the Britifii army paiTed 
over it in boats.

Illinois, a river ofN America, which 
rifes in the Wellcm Territory, near the S 
end of Lake Michigan, and taking a SW 
courfe, falls into the MiBlflippi. Be- 
tween the Illinois and the Ohio, is the 
country of a noted Indian nation, called 
the Illinois. 

Illock, a ftrong town of Sclavonia, 
feated on the Danube, 15 miles from Peter- 
waradin, and5 5 NW of Belgrade. Lon.

llm, or Stadt Ilm, a town of Upper 
Saxony, in the county of SchwMit/burg-

Ilmhne, a lake of Ruflia, in the go- 
vernment of Novogorod, whicli has a com- 
munication with the lake Ladoga, by 
the river Volkhof. Lon. 34 o E, lat. 
58 o N. 

Ilminstfr, a town in Somcrfetfliire, 
with a market on Saturday. It is feated 
in a dirty bottonu among the hills, 137 
miles W by S of Ia>ndon. Lon. 2 54 W, 
bt- so 55 N' . 

Ils£, ariver of Germany, rifingin the 
mountains of Bohemia, and running S falls 
into the Danube at Ilfladt. 

Ilslev, East, a town in Berklhire, 
with a maiket on Wednclday. It is feat- 


ed on a plealant valley, between two hiOs, 
and excellent downs for feeding Iheep. It 
is 53 miles W of London. Lon. i la W, 
Ut. 5132N. 

Ilst, a town of the Umted Provinces, 
inFrIefland, feated on the Weymer, 12 ■ 
miles S of Lew'ardeii. Lon- 5 24 E, lat.

Ilstadt, a towTi of Germany in Ba- 
varia, feated at the confluence of the Da- 
nube and Ills, oppofite PaiTau. Lon. 13 
37 £,lat.48 27 N. 

Ilstrop, a towm of Sweden in W, 
Gothland, Lon. 1 1 5 1 E, lat. 5 7 23 N. " 

Iltfn, a towm of Lower Saxony, in 
the principality of Lunenburg. 

Illzhofer, a town of Swabia in the 
territory of Halte. 

Imbro, a woody and mountainous ifl- 
and in the Grecian archipelago. It 
abounds with game and is about zo miles 
in circumlcrence. 

Ilmenstadt, atoiiimof Suabia, 20 miles 
E of Lindau. Lon. 10 20 E, lat. 4 7 35 N. 

Imeritia, a country of Alia, between 
the Black Sea and the Cai'pian ; hounded 
on the S by I'urkey, on the \V by Min- 
grelia, onthe N by^Ofletia, and on the E 
byjGeorgia, of which it is, properly fpeak- 
inp, a part. The revenues of the fovc- 
rcign, who is ftyled czar, arife from a 
contribution of the ptafants in wine, grain, 
and cattle, and from the tribute of the 
neighbouring princes ; and among the 
extraordinary fourtes of revenue, confifea- 
tions have a conliderable lharc. But as all 
this is infufficient for the fubfiftence of the 
prince, he ufually travels from houfe to 
houll*, living on his vafials, and never 
changing his quarters till he has confum- 
ed every tlimg eatable. The court of 
Imeritia is, therefore, not remarkable for 
fplendour, nor the prince’s table fumptu- 
oufly ferved. His ufual fare confifts of 
gom (a fpecies of millet, ground, and boil- 
ed into a paftO a pifce of roafted meat, 
and fome prefled caviare. Thefc he eats 
with his fingers j forks and fpoons being 
unknown in Imeritia. At table he is fre- 
quently employed in judging caufes, which 
he dccitles at his diferetion, there being no 
law but his own will. He ufually wears a 
coarfe drefs of a brown colour, with a 
muiket on his fhouMcr ; but upon folemn 
occafions, lie puts 011 a robe of rich gold 
brocade, and hangs round his neck a 
filvcT chain. He is diltinguiihed from his 
fubjefls by riding upon an aft, perhaps 
the only one in Imeritia, and by wearing 
boots. He lias no regular troops, but can 
collafl an undifeiplined army of 6000 men, 
nor has he any artillery, liis civil ordip 
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itiiflMk ftfe iilued tvtry Fridty, which is 
mtdcct daft ^ ^ fervtiMia 

AiblAdB a tree, and with aloud w^ke pro- 
^ailiis the edi^t which Is conunanicated 
to the peC|de, hf etch peHon, upon his 
return to^ the place of his abode. The 
ihhabkauts, efttrftated at ao»ooo famil(e^ 
arc not collc<ftcd into towns or villages, 
bat fetttered over the cmiBtry in fmall 
hamlets. They fend yearly confiderabk 
ipiantkies of wine to the neighbour^ 
parts of Georgia, in leathern bags, carried 
try horfts : but they aane without manufac- 
tures, very poor and miferablc, and cruel- 
ly oppredM ly tlicir landlords. The 
Jmeritians arc otthe Greek religion. Their 
iMtriarch, who is generally of the royal 
family, can (eldom read or write ; and the 
infexw clergy are not , better initrudted. 
Their charcl^ are wfetched buildings, 
fearoely to be diftmgutihed from common 
cottages, but from a paper crofi over the 
principal door, and iome paintings of the 
vitp^n and the faints. Ciitais is the ca^^ital.

Imperial, a pleafant town of S Ame- 
rica in Chili, feated on a craggy rock in a 
(harming country Lon. 7» 35 W, iat. 38

InCHCOlm, an ifland in the frith of 
Forth, near the roaft of Fife, but within 
the county of Edinburgh. Here arc the 
fine ruins of a nionaftcry, founded in 1x23, 
by Alexander I, in gratitude, it is laid, 
for hii cfcape, when, driven on this ifland 
in atempefl, and for the hofpicable treat- 
ment he received here, for three days, 
from a hermit, who entertained him wdth 
the rftilk of his cow', and a few ihellfifli. 
It was of the order of Augnllines and de- 
dicated to St.Columba. 

Inch KEITH, a defolate little ifland in 
Edinburghfliire, in the frith of Forth, lying 
midway between the ports of I^ith and 
Kinghom. Here is a ruinous fort. 

Inchmarnock, a beautiful little ifland 
of Scotland, SW of the ifle of Bate. It 
is one mile long ; and on the W fide 
are vaft ftrata of coral and Ihells. It de- 
rives its name of Inchmarnock from a 
cha]>el dedicated to St. Marnoc, the ruins 
of which are ftill to be fecn. 

India, an extenfive region in Afia, 
which Iks between 6 t 6 and 93^^ £ Ion. and 


9 and 35^ N lat. Under thai mm« thto' 
Europeans Sitve emmeouAy jnclvdr^ all 
the conntries which lie of and 

eattetid from the eaftemfrontiees of rerfia 
to die eaikm coafb of China. But the 
name of India Can be apDlie<L with pro- y 
|mty to that country only, whidb U dif- 
tinguUhed both in Afia and Europe^ by the 
name ofHindooflan. The countries to 
the £ of the river BurampootCr (namely 
Arac^ Aflam, Ava, Burmah, Cambodia, 
Cochm-China, Laos, Malacca, Pegu, Siam, 
and Tonquin) which geographers have 
hitherto dilHnguiflied by the name of the 
Peninfula of India beyond the Ganges, 
are no more to be confldered as belonging 
to India, than the bordering countries of 
Perfia, Tartary, and Thibet. See HinJ 
doostan. 

Iksapour, a feaport of the ifland of 
Sumatra, Lon. 100 E, lat. 41 46 N. 

Inden Hotun, a toMUi oi Chiiiefe 
Tartary 420 miles ENE of Pekin. 

Indies, East, the name given by 
EuroMans, to a great number of iflands in 
the Indian Ocean, extending from the 
peninfula of Hindooflan as far £ as Kew 
Guinea, and from the hay of Bengal and 
the China Sea as far S as Kew Holland. 
The moft weftem of them arc the Maldi- 
ves, and the mofl eaflem the Molluccas ; 
between which are feveral very large ones 
as Ceylon, Sumatra, Java, Borneo, and 
Celebw,bcridcsmany others of confidcrablc 
importance as to riches, tltough much in- 
ferior in extent. Their produce and olhtT 
particulars, arc defcribtd under their feve- 
rol heads. 

Indies, West, the name given to a 
great number of iflands in tlie Atlantic 
Ocean, which extend acrois the cnti-ancc 
of the gulf of Mexico, from the NW ex- 
tremity of the Bahama iflands, off the 
coalt of Florida, in lat. 27 4^ N, in a S£ 
diredlion, to the ifland of Tobago, xio 
miles from the coaft of Terra Firma,m 
lat. II 30 N. Cuba is the moft weftvrn, 
and Barbadoes the moft eailem of thcle 
iflands. When Columbus difeovered them 
in 74929 he confldered them 34 part of 
thole vail regions in Afla, coinprtliendid 
under the general name of India, to reach 
which,bya W coiirfc acrois the Atlantic 
Ocean, had been the ^raxid ohjttdlof hk 
voyage ; and this opinKm was ib general, 
that Ferdinand and Ifabella, king and 
queen of Caftile, in their ratiflcatioik of an 
agreement, granted to Columbus, upon his 
return, gave them the name of li^es. 
Even after the error which gave rife tef 
this opinion was deteAcd, and the true 
polition 4 )f New Werid was afeevuia- 
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«d, the name has reiaained» 9 ^ Uje appel- 
lation of the Weft ladies is given by all 
the peoide of Euro^ 4 :o thde iflandSy and 
that of Indians to the inhabitaatsy ^ not 
only of thefe iflanda^^ but of the condneat 
of America. ' Thev are likewise caEed 
the Caribbee IlUuuis» from the aborigines 
of the country ; and the fea in which they 
lie is called, the Carribbean Sea. By the 
French, they are called the Antilles ; and 
nautical men diftttguilh them, from the 
different courfes taken by Ihips, into the 
Leeward and Windward lilands, whidi 
fee. The name of Caribbee fhould pro- 
perly be confined to the fmaller illands, 
lying between Porto Rico and Tobago. 
Thefe were inhabited by tlic Carib8,a fierce 
race of men, nowife refembling their timkl 
neighbours in the larger iflands. Colum- 
bus was a witneis to their intrepid valour. 
'I'he fame chara^er they have maintained 
invariably in all fubfequent contefts with 
the Europeans. The Brltifh iflands are 
Jamaica, Barbadoes, St. Chrillopher, An- 
tigua, Anegada, Nevis, Montferrat, Bar- 
buda, Anguilla, Dominicia, St. Vin- 
cent, Granada, the Bahama Idands ; 
and part of the Virgin' iflands with To- 
bago, Martinico, and St. Lucia, conquer- 
ed from the French, the firft in 1793, and 
the other two in 1 794. Cuba, Purto Rico, 
'1 nnidad, and M^garka, belong to the 
Spaniards, who have the eaftern p'art of 
Hifpaniola. The French have Guade- 
loupe, Marigalante, Defeada, and the pof- 
lelfion of Uiipaniola is difputed between 
the French and Mulaltoes. The Dutch 
have St. Euftatia, Curacao, Saba, and St. 
Martin; the Danes, St. Thomas, St. 
Croi^t, and part of the Virgin lilands ; and 
the Swedes, St. Bartholcmcw. 

Indians of Nok,th and South 
America, the original natives of thefe 
two vaft continents ; of whom it is ob- 
fervable, that there is a lutural diltindtion 
between the inhabitants of the temperate 
zones and thofe of the torrid ; and that 
accordingly, th^may be divided into two 
great clail^. llie one comprehends all 
Uie N Americans, from the river St. 
Lawrence to the gulf of Meiuco, together 
with the people Chili, and a few fmail 
tribes toward the extremity of the fouthem 
continent To the other belong all the 
inhabitants of the iflands, and thofe fettled 
in the provinces, which extend from the 
ifthmus of Darien almoft to the fbuthcru 
confines of Brafil, along the £ fide of the 
Andes. In the former, which compre- 
hends all the regions of the temperate 
70 ne in America, that are inliabited, 
^ hunun^ i^peoics. appears xnanifeftly to 


he more perfejft. The natives are oaove 
robuii, adtiVQ, intelligent, and cowageoua ; 
and have defended their liberty with pfr- 
ievering fortitude againft the Europeans, 
who fuljdued riie other rude nations of 
America with the greateft cafe. ^Fhc 
natives of the temperate none are tibe 
only people in the new world who aec 
indebted for their freedom to their ovm 
valour. The N Americans, though loi^ 
encompafled by three formidable Euro- 
pean pow'ers, retain part of thenr original 
poflelfions. The people of Chdi, thiwgh 
early invaded, ihll maintain a gallant 
couteft withtlio Spaniards, ai 4 have fet 
bounds to their cncroachnumts : whereas 
in the warmer regions, men are more 
feeble in their frame, lefr vigorous in the 
efibrts of their mind, of a gentle but 
daftardlv fpint, more enflavcd by plea- 
fure, and more funk in mdolenue^ Ag- 
corduigly, it is in tlie torrid zone that 
tlie Europeans liave moit effrdlually efta- 
biifhcd their dominion over America ; 
and, if feveral tribes there, IBll enjoy in- 
dependence, it is either becaufe they have 
never been attacked by an enemy cuready 
fatiated witli conquell, and poilellcd of 
larger territories than he was able to 
occupy, or becaufe tliey have been faved 
fntm opprclfion by their remote and in- 
accelfible fiiuatiqu. This dUtiniftion, 
however, although fo confpkuous, is not 
univerfal. Of the manners of the N 
American Indians, a general idea may 
be formed, by an account of thofe who 
inhabit the countries to the E of the 
Mifiifiipp^ Thefe confift of 28 difterent 
nations ; tlie principal of wliich are 
the Cherokees, Chickafaws, Choctaws, 
Creeks, Delawares, the fix Natieoss, the 
Shawanefe Hurons, IBlnois, &c. Allow- 
ing about 700 to a nation or tribe, they 
will contain, in all, 20,000 fouls, and 
may furnilh between 4 and 5000 war-> 
riors. Thefe Indians take a great deal 
of pains to darken their complexion, by 
anoWing themfelves with grt^e, and ly- 
ing in me fan. They alio paint their 
face, breaft, and Ihoulders, of various co- 
lours, but generally red ; and in many 
parts of their bodies they prick in gun- 
powder in very pretty fibres. Their 
features are well formed, crpecially tliofe of 
the women. They arc of a middle 
iiature, their limbs clean and ftraight, 
and Icarcely any crooked or defonued 
perfon is to be found among them. 1 hey 
ihave, or pluck the hair oil' tl^cir heads, 
except a patch about tlic irown, M'hich is 
ornament^ with lx:autilul feathers, beads, 
wampum, and fuch like baubles. 'I'hcir

*tm iwlxired, and ftretelied by a thong 
down to thdr ihoulders. They are 
'^oond round with wire to expand themy 
and adorned with diver pend^tK^ rings, 
and bells, which they Iikewifc wear in 
their noies. Some df them wit! have a 
large leather through the cartilage of the 
note ; and thofc who can afford it, wear a 
collar of wampum, a filver breaft plate, 
'and bracelets on the arms and MTifts. A 
bit of cloth about the middle, a ihirt of 
the Englifh make, on which they beitow 
innumerable ftitches to adorn it, a ibrt of 
doth boots and mockafons, which are fhoes 
of a make peculiar to the Indians, oma* 
mented with porcupine quills, with a 
blanket thrown over all, complete their 
drefs at home ; but when thev go to war, 
thejr leave their trinkets behmd. There 
is bttlc difference between the drefs of the 
men and women, excepting that a fhort 
petticoat, and the hair, ^ich is exceeding- 
ly black and long, and clubbed behind, 
difUnguifh fome of the latter. Except the 
head and eyebrows, they pluck the hair, 
with great diligence from all tlie parts of the 
body, efpecially tbc loofer part of the fex. 
Their warlike arms are guns, bows 
and arrows, darts, fcalping knives, and 
tomahawks ; this is one of their moft 
ufeful pieces of field-furniture, ferving all 
the offices of the hatchet, pipe, and fword. 
They are exceedingly expert in thro'^ ing 
it, and will kill at a confiderable dil- 
tance. I'he world has no better markf- 
mcn with any weapon. They will kill 
birds flying, fiffies fwimming, and wild 
bcaffs running. They arc not fo igno- 
rant as fome fuppofe them, but are a 
very' intelligent people, quick of appre- 
henfion, fudden in execution, fubtle in 
bufinefs, exquifite in invention, and induf- 
trious in awon. They are of a veiy 
gentle and amiable dilpofition to thofe 
they think their inends, but as implacable 
in their enmity ; their revenge bein^ com- 
pleted only by the entire deftrudbon of 
their enemies. They arc very hardy, 
bearing heat, cold, hunger, and thirft,ln a 
furprifing manner ; and yet no people are 
more addidled to excels in eating and 
drinking, when it is m their power. The 
follies, nay mifehief, they commit, when 
inebriated, are entirely laid to the liquor ; 
and no one will revenge any injury (mur- 
der excepted) received from one who is no 
more himfelf. Among the Indians all men 
are equal, perfonal qualities being molt ef- 
teemed. No diitindtion of birth, or rank, 
renders any man capable of doing preju- 
dice to the rights of private perfoiis : and 
there Is no pce-emlncnce from merit, yhlch 
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(>e^t8 "pride, and which makes others too 
fcnfihle of their own infeiiority. Their 
public conferehces ffiow them to be men 
of genius ; and they have, in a high de- 
gree, the talent of natural eloquence, j 
They live difperfed in villages, either 
in the woods, or on the b^ks of 
rivers, where they have little plantations 
of Indian com, and roots, not enough to 
fupply their families half the year ; and 
they fubfift, the remainder of it, by hunt- 
ing, filhing, and fowling, and the fruits of 
the earth, which grow fpontaneoufly in 
great plenty. Their huts are pjnerally 
built of fmaJ! logs, and covered s^ith bark, 
each having a chimney, and a door, on 
which they place a padlock. One of their 
towns, called Old Chelicothc, is built in 
the form of a parallelogram ; and fome <»f 
their houfes are fliingled. A long council- 
houfe extends the whole length of the 
town, where the king and chiefs of the 
nation frequently meet, and conliilt (<n all 
matters of importance, whether of a civil 
or military nature. Some huts are built 
by felting up a frame on forks, and placing 
bark agoinfi it ; others of reeds, and fur- 
rounded with clay. The fire is in the 
middle of the wigwam, and the fmoke 
pafi’cs through a little hole. They join 
reeds together, by cords run through 
them, which ferve them for tables and 
beds. They mofily lie upon Ikins of wild 
beafis, and fit on the ground. They have 
brafs kettles and pots to boil their food. 
Gourds or calabalhcs, cut alunder, ferve 
them for pails, cups, and difhes. The ac- 
counts ot travellers, concerning their re- 
ligion, are various ; and although it cannot 
be abfolutely affirmed that they have 
none, yet it muft be confeffed very difficult 
to define what it is. All agree that they 
acknowledge one Supreme God, but do 
not adore him. They have not feen him, 
they do not know him, believing him to 
be too far exalted above them, and too 
hapjjy in himfelf to be concerned about the 
trifling affairs of poor mortals. They 
feem alfo to believe in a future Hate, and 
that after death they fhall be removed to 
their friends, who h^ve ^cme before them, 
to an elyfium, or paradife. The Wyan- 
dotts, near Detroit, and fome others, have 
the Homan catholic religion introduced 
among them by miffionarics. I'hefe have 
a church, atninifter, and a regular buiying 
ground. Many of them appear zealous, 
and fay prayers in their families. Thefe, 
by their acquaintance with white people 
are a little civilized, which muff of necci 
lity precede Chriftianity. ITie Shawaneft* 
Cherokees^ Chicka&virs, and fome others 
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are little concerned about re1i|f^« Othcn 
continue their former fuperfhtious worlhip 
of the ohjedts of their love and fear, and 
efpecially ihofe beings whom they moft 
dread ; though, at the feme time, it is al- 
lowed they pray to the fun, and other infe- 
rior benevolent deities, tor fuccels in their 
undertakings, for plenty of food, and other 
neceflaries of life. They have their fefti- 
vals and other rejoicing days, on which 
they ting and dance in a ring, taking 
liands, having fo painted and difguired 
tlieinfelves, that it is difficult to know any 
of them ; and after enjoying this diver- 
fion for a while, they retire to the place 
where they have prepared a feaft of fifli, 
flefh, fowl and fruit ; to which all are in- 
vited, and entertained with their country 
fongs. They believe that there is great 
virtue in feafts for the fick. For this pair- 
pofe, a young buck muft be kdied 
and boiled, the friends and near neigh- 
bours of the patient invited, and having 
firll throviTi tobacco on the fire, and co- 
vered it up clofe, they all fit down in a 
ring, and raife a lamentable cry. They 
then uncover the fire and kindle it ; and 
the head of the buck is firft lent about, 
every one taking a bit, and giving a loud 
croak, in imitation of crows. They aftcr- 
v'anl proceed to cat all the buck, making 
a tnoft harmonious, melancholy long ; in 
which ftnun their mufic is particularly ex- 
cellent. As they approach their towns, 
when fomc of their people arc loll in war, 
they make great lamentations for their 
dead, and bear them long after in remem- 
brance. Some nations abhor adultery, do 
not approve of a plurality of wives, and 
are not guilty of theft ; but there arc 
other tribes tliat are not fo fcnipulous. 
Among the Chickafaws, a hulband may cut 
off the nofe of his wife, if guilty of adul- 
tery, but men arc allowed greater liberty. 
This nation defpifes a thie£ Among the 
Cherokees they cut off the nofe and ears 
of an adultcrefs ; afterward her hulband 
gives her a difeharge ; and from this time 
Ihe is not permitted to refufe any one 
who prelents himfelf. Fornication is un- 
noticed ; for they allow pierfons in a An- 
gle Hate unbounded freedom. 'I'heir form 
of marriage is ffiort 5 ’ the man, before wit- 
neffes, gives the bride a deer’s fpot, and 
ffic, in return, prefents him with an ear ot 
corn, as emblems of tlieir fcveral du- 
ties. ITic’ women arc very flaves to the 
nien ; which is a common cafe in rude, 
unpolilhed nations, throughout the world. 
Thpy arc charged with being rcveugeiul, 
but thb revenge is only doing thcmlelvcs 
juilice on thole who injury them and U 


feldom executed but in cafes of inund|er 
or adultery. Their king has no power 
to put any one to dealli by hb owti 
authority ; but the murderer is generally 
delivered up to the friends of the deceafed, 
to do as they pleafe. When one kills 
another, his friend kills him, and lb they 
continue until much blood is ihed ; and at 
loll the quarrel is ended by mutual pre- 
fents. Their kings are hereditary, but 
their authority extremely limited. No 
people are a more ftriking evidence of the 
miferies of mankind in the want of govern- 
ment than they. Every chief, when of- 
fended, breaks off with a party, fettles at 
fome diilance, and then commences hofti- 
lities againlt his own people. They are 
generally at war with each other. When 
3iey take captives in w'ar, they are ex- 
ceedingly cniel, treating the unhappy pri- 
foners in fuch a manner, that death would 
be preferable to life. They load them 
with burdens, and when they arrive at 
their towns the)*^ muft run the gauntlet. 
In this, the lavages exercife lb much cru- 
elty, that one would think it impoflible 
tliey ihould furvive ttieir fufferings. Ma- 
ny are killed ; Iiut if one outlives this 
trial, he is adopted into a family as a 
fon, and treated with paternal kindnefs. 
\n(l it he avoids their lufpkions of going 
away, he is allowed the fame privileges 
as their ownoi people. But fometimes their 
prifouers are deflined to be tortpred to 
death, in order to fatiate the revenge of 
their conquerors. While their lot is in 
iufpenre, the prifoners appear altogether 
unconcerned about what may befal mem ; 
they talk, they eat, they ileep, as if there 
W'cre no danger impending j and when 
the fatal fcntence is indicated to them, 
they receive it with an unaltered counte- 
nance, raife their dcath-fong, and pre- 
pare to fuffer like men. The vidlors af- 
femble as to a folemn feftivol, refolved to 
put tile fortitude of the captives to the 
utmoil proof. A feene eniues, the bare 
defeription of which is enough to chill 
tlic heart wdth horror, wherever men 
have been aecuftomed, by mild inllitu- 
tlons, to refpedl their fpecies, and to 
melt into tendemefs at the light of human 
fufferings. The piilbners aie tied naked 
to a It^e, but fo as to be .it liberty to 
move round it. All prcleni , men, women, 
and children, nilh upon them like furits ; 
fome bum Uicir limbs with redhot iron^, 
fomc mangle their bodies with knives, 
others tear their flefh from their bones, 
plutk out their nails by the roots, and rend 
and twill then finews ; and fuch is the tr 
cruel ingenuity iu tortuiing, Uiat, ny 
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avoiding to touch the vital partS) they often 
piplong this fcene of angulfh for feveral 
days. In fpite of all their fufZerings, the 
▼i&lms continue to chant their death*fong 
vwth a firm voice* they boalt of their own 
exploits* they infult &eir tormentors for 
Iheir want of ikill to avenge the death of 
their fiiends and relations* tliey warn 
them of Uie vengeance tliat awaits them 
on account of what they are now doing 
and excite thtir ferocity by the inoft pro- 
voking reproaches and threats. To dif- 
play undaunted fortitude in fucli dreadful 
ntuationsf is the noblefi triumph of a 
warrior: to avoid tlie trial by a volun- 
tary death, or to fhriuk under it, is deem- 
ed eowardly and infamous. If any one 
betrays fymptoms of timidity, liis tormen- 
tors wpatch him at once with contempt, 
as unworthy of being treated like a man. 
Animated by tliefe ideas, they endure, with- 
out a groan, what it fceins almoft im- 
polfible that human nature fhould fufiain. 
Weary, at length, of contending %vith 
men, whofe confiancy they cannot van- 
quifh, fome chief, in a rage, puts a period 
to their Aifleriiigs, by diipatching them 
with his dagger or his c lub. Tlie people 
of S America gratify their revenge in a 
manner fomewhat diiFercnt, but with the 
lame unrelenting rancour. Their prifon^- 
ers, after meeting, at their firfl entrance, 
with the lame rough reception as among 
the N Americans, are not only exempt 
from injury, but treated with the greattfi; 
kindnefs. They are feallcd and careiTed, 
and fome beautiful young women are ap- 
pointed to attend and folace them. But, 
by a refinement of cruelty, while they 
feem ibidious to attach their captives to 
life, their do^i is irrevocably fixed. On 
an appointed day, the vit^lorious tribe af- 
fenibles, the prifoncr is brought forth with 
great iblcmnity, he meets his fate with 
undaunted fimmefs, and is difpatched by 
a Tingle blow. The moment he i^ls, the 
women feize the body, and drefs it for the 
feaft. They befmear their children with 
the blood, m order to kindle in their bo- 
fuiRs a haired of thiir enemies, az^d all 
join in feeding ufKjii the flclh with amaz- 
ing greedmefs and exultation. Wherever 
this praclice prevails, captives never cf- 
cape <U»-'tb ; but they arc not tortured 
will) the fame tniehy as anioiig tri1»es 
vliuh a’'e lei's j' cuilotned to fuch hoirld 
feaifs. '1 he Imlioiis of S Anicrica,^ im- 
lin cliately under the Spaniih government, 
although tilt moil tlcpreifcd order of men 
in the countiy \\hith belonged to their 
a net finrs, arc now far from being treated 
•a Jill that 1 igour and ciutlry which was laid 


tothe charge of the firfi. conquerors of that 
continent. 'Fhey are no longer confidered 
as Haves ; on the contrary, they are re- 
puted as freemen, and entitled to the 
privileges of fubjedls. A certain tri- 
bute is, indeed, impoled upon them, and 
certain fcrvices required ; but thefe are 
all under the due regulations of polii^ 
and humanity. The Indians who live in 
the principal towns are entirely fubjedl to 
the Spanifii and magifixates ; but, in 
their owm villages, they arc governed by 
caziques, fome of whom are the defeend- 
ants of their ancient lords ; others are 
named by the Spaniih viceroys. Thefe 
regulate the petty afiairs of the people 
under tlitm, according to maxims of 
juftire, tranfmitted to them by tradition. 
To th«* Indians, this jurifdiiftion, lodged 
in filch friendly hands, affords fome con- 
folation ; and fo little formidable is this 
dignity to their new mailers, that they 
often allow it to defeend by hereditary 
right. For their further relief, the 
Spaniih court has appointed an officer in 
every diftridt, with me title of Protedlor of 
the Indians, whofe duty is to aifert the 
rights of the Indians ; to appear as their 
defender in the courts of juftice ; and to 
fet bounds to the exadlions of his country- 
men. A portion of the annual tribute is 
deflined for the lalaries of the caziques aud 
protedlors $ another part is appropriated 
to the payment of their tribute in years of 
famine, or when a particular dillridl is af- 
fiidled by any extraordinary local cala- 
mity. Provifion too is made, by various 
laws, that hofpitals fhould be founded in 
every new fcttlcment> for the reception 
of Indians. Such hofpitals have accord- 
ingly been eredled, both for the indigent 
and infirm, in IJma, Cufro, and Mexico, 
where the Indians are treated with tendcr- 
nefs and humanity. See Esquimaux ; 
Indils, West 5 Patagonia ; and Vin- 
cent, St.

It is feated on the Danube, 
five miles NN£ of Ntuburg, and 4? N by 
W of Munich.

Ingria, a province of the Kuflian 
empire, which now' forms the goveni- 
meiit of St. Peterlburgh. It is 130 miles 
long and 50 broad ; bounded on the N 
by the river Neva and the gulf of Finland, 
on the £ and S by tlie government of 
Novogorod, and on tiic W by that of 
livonia. The czar Peter the Great wTcf- 
cd it from the Swed<,*s, and it was confirm- 
ed to him by the ti’eaty of Nyiladt in 1 751. 
The lichoilzi have for a long time followed 
a.^culturc, as well as the other Finns. 
*l'h<iir oeoonomy is an ill-diofen mean be- 
twixt that of the Ruflians and that of the 
i'iniis. Theyallcmblc in fmall villages, of 
five or ten farms each ; and live milerjblv 
in fmall dirty liuts. Their hoiueholJ 
furniture indicates the greateft pnmrv ; 
^nd their manner of living is Icjualid and 
• <i»fguftii^. Notwitliftanding that the land 
#ach family occupic** is of tolerable exunt; 
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their agriculture and their cattle are cquairi 
popr* Their inclination to idltnei and 
drinking leads them often to fell their iiocky 
axkd the very com they havefaved for fowl- 
ing the fields ; the money which that pro- 
duces they fquander away in a very (hort 
time, and are tlius reduced to the moft dc- 
ploralile indigence. In this ftate they be- 
hold tlieir cattle die of hunger and cold 
with the moft perfedl imliffercncc. Some 
of them, however, imitate the Ruffian vil- 
lagers, w'ho are better managers, more at 
their eafe, and in better circumftancesrf 
With their poverty and diforderly life, the 
Ingrians arc a ftupid, lufpicioiis, thievifh 
race, and dangerous from their phlegmatic 
and pilfering temperament. Thofe wdio 
live along the road to Riga greatly rcfemble 
the people w^e call gyy)fie8 ; are vagabonds 
like them, and calculate nativities, and tdl 
fortunes. Such as come to Pc-tcTfbuiyjh fot 
thofe firaudulcnt purpofes would icarcely 
be known from tlie gyplics about London* 
It IS but a few yeais ago, that a whole vil- 
lage of thefe WTetches were baniflied to a 
dclert ifland in the gulf of Finland, for 
murders and other crimes committed on the 
highway. The boys from feveral villages 
together fiequently elope at once ; and 
there is every rc'dfon in the world to believe 
tlrt this is for very bad purpofes. TLlic 
drefs of the men is exactly like that of the 
Finn boors ; but tlie habit of the womcft 
betrays a vanity, W'hich, confidering the 
poverty of this people, and the tyranny 
which their hufbands and fathers exercife 
over them, may pafs for luxury. VlTien a 
man is inclined to marry, he buys himfelf 
a gill, and celebrates his nuptials. All the 
w'ay to the church they are accompanied 
by tw'o w'ornen in veils, w'ho fing as they 
go com])ofitions, if one may call them fo^ 
totally deftitute of common fenfe. No 
fooncr is the marriage ceremony performed, 
than the hufband begins to treat Ids wife 
w'lth the utmoft fei'erity, and thencefor- 
ward keeps hcT under ftridl difeipline i 
though not alw'ays wdth the greateft atten- 
tion to jidtice. She is often beaten for the 
faults of the children, and Ibmetimes for 
thofe of the domcftlcs The dead are 
buried by the priett of the profeffion to 
wdiich tiiey belong : but tliefe luperftitious 
]ico})le return to the grave under covert 
ot tb< night, and, having taken up the fod, 
depolit ialablesfor tliur dcpuiied friend, 
\\lu(.li tjuy remw' duiing a loi night or 
three wtehs.

It hasfeveralinountamsy andonCf 
near Fort William^ exceeds any other in 
Scotland or Wales. It lias afurprizing 
cataradi near Lochneft. Its principal rivers 
tore the Nefs and Spey^ but it abounds 
with lochs, which produce an iiilinite 
number of fifli. The weftem iflands ad« 
joining, which belong to this county are, 
the S part of Lewis called Harris, Skie, 
Barra, North and South Uiil, Benbccula, 
St. Kilda, Rona, Raia, Rum, and feveral 
fmallcr ones. The chief tovrns are In- 
vemefs, Inverlocliy or Fort William, Fort 
Augulhis, Beaulieu, and Bernera. In Skie 
the chief town is Portry, where vaft num- 
bers of cattle are fold annually. The com- 
ihon pc*ople in the higli parts of the coun- 
try, and oti the weltern ihore, fpeak Gaelic, 
but the people of iaihion in Inverncfs, and 
its neighbourhood, ufe the Engliih langu- 
age, and pronounce it with propriety.

B altics of timber to the hinges yard at 
am. It has feveral great fairs for cat- 
tle, cheefe, and butter ; and is admirably 
fituated for the trade to Greenland, becaufe 
the fame wind that carries them out of t)^ 
river will carry them to Greenhuid. It is 
woith remarkii^, that It is one of the befi 
pWes in England for perfons in narrow 
circumftances, houfe-rent being eafy, pro- 
viiions cheap and plentiful the J)aJuige by 
land or water to London, &c. convenient, 
and the company eff the place gpc«!. It 
gives title of vifeount, as well as Thetford, 
to the duke of Grafton ; and fends two 
members to parliament. It is noted for 
being the bii^place of cardinal Wol^ ; 
and is feated on the Orw'cll, a 6 miles SE of 
Bury St. Edmunds, and 69 K£ of London.

Ireland, one of the Britilh inlands, ly- 
ing to the W of tliat cf Great Britain. It 
is bounded on the E by St. Geolge’s Chan- 
nel and the Iriih Sea, which I^afates it 
from England and AVries ; on the N£ by 
a cl annel about 15 Aiilcs broad. Which fh- 
parates it from Scotland; and on all other 
fidcs by the ocean, beiilg about 300 milef 
in length, and 60 in breadth. It is divided 
into 4 large provinces ; iiamcljr, Ulftfcr to 
the N, Leixmer to the E, Muiiller to the 
S, and Connaught to the W, and thefe 
again are fabdivided into counties. The 
Climate of Ireland differs little from that of 
England except that it is more moilt ; the 
air in general is mild and teinperate ; the 
fummers cooler, and the W'inters wanner, 
than thofc of Englanil. The country in 
general, is level and well watered with lakes 
and rivers : and the foil though rocky, is ht 
molt parts very good and esftrcmely fertile 
in thole places w^here It has be^n properl) 
cultivated. It produces com, paftUrcs, hemp 
and flax, in great plenty ; and there are li 
many cattle, that their beef and butter i 
tranlported into divers countries : and no 
only the Engliili, but other ihipa frequent 
ly come to be vidtualled here The otbe 
commodities of Ittlahd are, wool, bidet 
tallow', wood, fait, honey, and waa 
iThcir principal diikdUfadlure is &ie linei 
which they have hrdil^t t6 great perib 
tlon, and their trade !h It has* greatly u 
crealtd. Minei hkVe lately been dil^ove 
ed in Ireland ; feveral of them contain 0 
ver and lead. There are 'aUc copper mine 
iron ore, excellent maible, porphyry, coa 
and Bates. The lAahy fecure and comrr 
dious hirboiirs In this ebuntry, retidcr 
Btuation very favourable for foreign trac 
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rated at; |»ooo,ooo ; but th^» it i? probable 
{• coofiderablv under the real ni^ipberi 
v^hlcb cannot be left than 45000,000, per- 
haps fomething more. The lower clafles 
in this country are rude, ignorant, and un- 
cultivated, and tlxe greater part pf them 
Roman catholics. *he eftablilhed rc- 
iigioii is the lame as that of England, and 
their laws are not cflcntiaUy difTerent. 
This kingdom was fonmerly fubordinate 
io that of Great Britain* whole parliament 
fnight make laws to bind the people of Ire- 
land, and an appeal might be made from 
their Courts of Jultice, to the Houfe of 
I^ers of Great Brit^ ; but in 178a, the 
principles of the American rebellion, mak- 
mg way into Ireland, they fivft demanded 
a repeal of the laws relinking their com- 
merce, that being granted, they next re- 
qii red a renunriation on the part of Great 
Britain, of all right to interfere hi th? 
jud^jments of llieir courts, or to make laws 
to bind Ireland in time to come. The 
perilous (ituation of Great Britain at that 
period left her no choice, all the demands 
of Ireland were therefore agreed to in a 
bill paflldby the Biithh legilUture fopn af- 
ter. 1‘hefc conceflions, great and impor- 
tant as they were, did not prove fatisifac- 
tory ; the total repeal of all the dilpuaUfl- 
cations under which the Roman Catholics 
laboured was demanded, and various 
fcheinca of parliamentary reform* were de- 
vifed ; th“ agitation ofthefe topn^s ferved 
greatly to enllame the minds oi the people, 
the breaking forth of the French revolu- 
tion, and the introdiuftion of Its pernicious 
principles into Ireland, completed their dif- 
content. A traiterous Ibcicty wa3 foon af- 
ter formed, under the name of United 
Irlihmen, which foon fpread itfeU over the 
country, their pretended purpofe was to 
obtain parliameutary reform, but their real 
vicM'S were to fepai*atc Ireland irom Great 
Britain, and ert<ft it into an independent 
yraublic, (imilar to and under the protedlion 
of Prance. Tl'he vigorous and active mea- 
fures of government forced them into open 
rebellion, before their fchemes were futly 
ripe; the confequence was, that ^er great 
numbers of the mfurgents were killed in va- 
rious battles, the confpiracy was defeated, 
and tranqinllity began gradually to be re- 
ftored to the country. The confolidation 
of the empire by the union of both coun- 
tries feemed now to be tjie only thing 
wanting to impart profperity and mu- 
tual iecurity both to Great Britain 
and Ireland. This meafure was accor- 
dingly propofed in the parliaments of

Isadagas, a town of Africa, in Bar* 
l)ary, in the kingdom of Morocco, and pro- 
vince of FLura, leatcd in a country abound- 
ing in cattle. 

Ischia, an illand of Naples, 15 miles 
in circuit, lying three miles off the coaft 
of Teira-di-Lavora. It is full of agree- 
able vallies, which produce txcelleiit 
^its ; mountains, on which grow vines 
of an exquilite kind rivers, and fine 
gardens. 

Ischia, a city of Naples, capital of an 
i£nd of the fame name, with a bifliop’s 
fee, and a ilrong fort, ^th the city and 
iFoitrefs Hand upon a rock, which is 
joined to the iiland by a bridge : the

IsERNiA, a town of Naples, in Molife, 
with a biihop’s fee.

IsiGM, a fcaport of France, in the de- 
partment of Calvados and late provuue of 
Normandy, noted for its fait works, < ider, 
and its butter.

Islands, Bay oi,a bay of New Zea- 
land, at the N extremity of the moft 
northern of the two iflanrU that go under 
that iiJtne. In 177a, M. DulrcJiie Ma- 
rion, with two French Hoops put into thlif 
bay, and, with a8 of his crew, W'as mmder- 
^d by the natives. 

Islay, or Ila, an ifland of Scotland,

18. The principal village is Bowmore, 
which has a convenient harbour. Tlic 
face of the country is hilly. Several mines 
are wrougjit to great a,dvaT)tage, particular- 
ly iron and lead ore. Here likew ife are 
copper, emery, native quicklilvcr, and 
black-lead ; with ixnnienfe ilores of limc- 
ilone, marl, coral, and (hell-land, for 
manure. Mudi com and flax is raifed 
here, and a great number of cattle export- 
ed. In this, and fome of the neighbour- 
ing ifiands, multitiidcii of adders iufell the 
heath. On the NW fide of the ifland 
18 the cave of Sanegmore, which is a grot- 
to, divided into a number of fai*-winding 
pafihges, fometimes opening into fine 
expanfes ; again clofing, for a long fpace, 
into galleries, and fbnning a curious fub- 
terraneous labyrinth. There are alfo 
many other caverns, the haunts of nume- 
rous wild pigeons, that lodge and breed 
in them. The goats that feed among the 
rocks are fo wild, that they are obliged tc 
be (hot like deer. Some velligcs of an* 
tiquity arc on this ifland s particularly 
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^ renuuns of a circular dry fione buUd- 
fngi on the hill of LoiTety near the found 
df Iflay.

Islington, a village in the county of 
Middlefex, on the N fide of London, to 
which it is almoft contiguous, appears to 
be of Saxon origin; and, in the Con- 
queror's time, was written Iflcdon, or 
jfendon. Its houfes are above zooo, in- 
cluding the Upper and Lower Holloways, 
three fides of Newington-Green, and part 
of Kingfland, on the road to Ware. Tlie 
White-Conduit Houfe, in this place, lo 
called from a white fione conduit that 
Hands before the entrance, has handfomc 
gardens, with good walks, and two large 
rooms one above the other for the enter- 
tainment of company at tea, Ac. In the 
S. W. part of this village is that noble 
refervoir, improperly called New River 
Head ; though they are only two balons, 
which receive that river frdm Henford- 
fhire,and from w'hcnce the water is thrown 
by an engine into the company’s pipes for 
the fupply of London. — Near this place 
is a houfe of entertainment called Sadler’s 
W ells, where, during the fummer fcafon, 
l^coplu are amuied with bsds^ce-mailers, 


walking on the wire, rope dancing, tamht 
ing, and pantomine cnterbiinmcnts. 

Is LIP, a towi in Oxfordlhirc, four 
miles N of Oxford. Ifllp was given by 
Edward the Confeflbr to Weftminte 
Abb^,to which it ftill belongs. By the 
late inland navigation it has communica- 
tion with the rivers Thames, jiumber and 
a great many others, and its navigation 
extends about 500 miles through different 
counties. 

Ismail, a ftrong town of Turkey in 
Europe, in Beflarabia.

On the N and NE 
it is Imunded by Swiflerland and Germany, 
OR the E by the gulf of Venice, on the S 
by the Mediterranean, and on the W by 
that fea and France. Its figure bearing 
fomc refemblance to that of a boot. Its 
length, from Anufta, in Savoy, to the ut- 
mou verge of Calabria ; is 600 miles ;

of all forts, but not in fuch plenty as in 
fbme other countries; oranges, , lemons, 
citrons, pomegranates, almonds, raifins, 
fugar, muibeny-trees without number, figs, 
eachc!., nectarines, apricots, pears, apples, 
Iberts, chefnuts, &c. ^Tljs country alfo 
yields good palture ; and abounds with 
cattle, iheep, goats, biijhdocs, wlldboar*, 
mules, and Iroiltb. The ?re wtll 
itored witli garric ; and the mountains 
yield not only lidnes cf u on, lead, alum, 
lulpher, marl)le of all iorts, alabaftcr, jaf- 
per, porphjTy, &c. but alfo gold and lil- 
ver ; with a great variety of aj-omatic 
herbs. The Italians are gcncTally wcH 
pi oportioned, though their complexions 
ire tteJUe of the heft. With refpeCt to 
their genius and taitc in architcvSlurc, 
painting, cai-ving, and mufic, they arc 
thought to excel greatly, and to leave the 
bthev nations of Europe far behinc* them ; 
but their mufic feems too loft and eflemi* 
nate* to defel-ve all the praile bellowed on 
it ; and their houfes aie far inferior to 
tbofe ol England in rcfpeCl of convenience. 
No country hath produced better politi- 
cians, lulloriani, poets, painteis, and iculp- 
tors ; we mean fnice the revival of the arts 
and fciences, exclufivc of ihoie of ancient 
times. The Italians aic very aflabie. 
Courteous, ingenious, fober, and ready-viit- 
ted ; but extremely jealous, vindidive, 
klcivious, ceremonious, and fuperititious. 
Boiled fnails, feivtd up with oil and pep- 
per, or fried in oil, and the hinder parts 
of frogs, are reeVoned dainty difhes. Kites, 
jackdaws, hawks, and magpies, arc alio 
Cate n not only by the conimon people but 
by the better fort, Wine is drank here 
both in fbmmer and whiter cooled by ice 
or fiiow. Tile women affe<£t yellow hair, 
as the l^oman ladies andcourtexans fomier- 
iy did. They Sdfo afe paint and walhcs, 
LOthfbt their hands and faces. The day 
here b reckoned from lUn-fet, as the Athe- 
nians dM of Old. See L(>MrAiti>Y. 

ItcDen, ariver in Hants, vhich rifing 
in the Centre of die county, palTcs by 
Wincheftier, and enters the bay of Stnuh- 
anipton, at the town of diat name. 

iTxiiHOA, an ancient and liandfome-

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the duchy of Holftein, feated on the StOdS 
15 xbiles NE of Gluckftadt, and 30 N \V 
of Hamburg.

Juan de LAFRONTEkA,ST. atown of 
Chili, in S Ameiipx in the province of 
Chijjuito, near the lake Guaiiacho. The 
territory of this town is Inhabited by 
40,000 native AmeTicans, who are tribu- 
tary to Spain. It contains mines of gold, 
and a kind of almqnds that are very de- 
licate. It is feated at the foot oi tlie Andes, 
98 mik-8 NE of St. Jago. Lon. 6j 55 W, 
lat.

Juan dk Puerto Rico> St. an iHand 
of the W Indies, 50 miles E ol liifpaniola, 
and i^ually called Porto Rico. It is 100 
Allies long and 50 broad, and belongs to 
tile Spaniards. It is full of very high moun- 
tains, and extremt'ly fertile \ allies, inlcr- 
perfe'd with woods, and well watered by 
Springs and rivulets. It produces iugar, 
rum, ginger, com, and fruits, partly pro- 
per to the climate, and partly inti*oduced 
fiom Spain ; and there art lb many cattle, 
tliat th' y often are killed for the lake of the 
Ikins alone. Here ai'c a great number of 
uncommon trees, and theie is a little gold 
in the N jiait of the ifland. It is com*- 
moniy faid, that Uie air is he d|Jiy,and>^, 
in the rc\7n of queen Elifabeth, the earl of 
Cumberland, v.hcn he had taken thiA 
iihnd, loh moll of b:s me 1 by fieknefs, 
and, rn that account, was forced to abaii<« 
don it.

It contains a great quantity of timber, pro- 
per for the building of ihips, as alfo fugar, 
cailia, and Indian com. llie original in- 
^bitants are fev', having been ill treated 
by the Spaniards, it is a flat, level countr)', 
and unhealthy. The inliabitants are Ab- 
undantly fupplied with water from pits, 
wherever they dig them. In all Jucatan, 
there is not a river or ilream. Merida is 
the capital : but fome fay (iampeadiy.

Jura, a department of France* includ*

part called Mbunt Joux ; it is beautifully 
checfjuered with wood, arable, and pafhiref 
and is watered by two pidfurcfque lakes ; 
the largeft of which is called the lake of 
Joux, and the other, lake Brenet. This 
little vale is very populous, containing 
3000 inliabitants ; fomc employed in mak- 
ing watches, but the greater part in polilh- 
ing cryftals, granites, and marcafites. 
Thele parts are much infeiled with bears 
and wolves. The defeent from this de- 
lightful vale, through a variety of hill, 
valley, wood, and lawn, affords a very ex- 
tenflve profpe^l of great part of the Pays 
de Vaud, the lake of Geneva, with its 
mountains, and the lake of Neuchatel. 

IvREA, an ancient town of Piedmont, 
capital of Conavez, with a ilrong fort, a 
bifliop’s fee, and an ancient caltle. It is 
feated on the Doria, between two hills, ao 
miles N of Turin, and 32 E by N dl Sufa.

IvRY, a town of France, in the de- 
partment of Eure and late province of Nor- 
mandy.

JurtANU, a peninfula, rhe principal 
part of Denmark, 180 miles in length, and 
CO in breadth ; bounded on the SE by the 
duchv of Molflcin, and on the oth.T lides by 
tlie German Ocean and the Baltic.

The foil 
is fertile in corn and pallures, and feeds a 
great number of horles and beeves, v. hich 
are fent to Germany, Holland, &c. It was 
anciently called Cimbrica Cherfonefiis. and 
Is fuppofed to be the coiintr)*^ whence the 
Saxons came, that conquered England. It 
is divided into two parts, called N and S

Kalmucs, a nation of Tartary in

firong loam, art ijtilte ari^ , of 

wood, abound in fait, contsdn many 
water lakes and brooks, and numbers of 
lakes that are perfedUy fah. They pro- 
duce wholefome plants and good herbage,'^ 
for which reafim the cattle are in gen^ 
vigorous, and Ipeedily becotne fat. The 
Kalmucs are of a middling ftature, feldom 
large ; for the moft part, raw-bwicdand 
flout. Their vifage is fo flat, that tlie 
fkull of a Kdlmuc may eafily be knowir 
from that of any other man. Thecyet^ 
too are fmaller, and the comers of them* 
flatter, than among the Earopeans. They 
have thick lips, a Imall iiofe, a Ihort chin ; 
and their beard is fcanty, and appears' 
late. I’heir teeth are even and white. 
Tlieir complexion is a reddiCh browTi ; 
generally indeed from the wind and fun, 
and their negle^ of clcanlineTs, it is of a 
ycllowifli brow'n. Their ears are Very 
large and prominent ; their hair is black. 
Their knees always Band outwards, like 
a bow : this procaeds from tlu*ir cufto- 
mary manner of fitting on their ancles, and 
their being almofl conftanily on horfeback. 
Their ienfes of feeling and tafte are dull ^ 
but thofe of finell, fight, and hearing, arc 
wonderfully quick. The women are of 
the fame lhape and make with the meny 
only the Ik in of their lacc is very clear, 
and of a wholefome w^hite and red. Their* 
Banding t hanuBcT is rough, but lefs difr 
fblutc and bale than they are commonly 
fupiiofed to be. Their prevailing tempera?- 
ment is a mixture of the faxiguine and the 
choleric ; the melancholy is feldom upper- 
moftr They have a go^ ;«ndejBandtng^ 
and a quick coniprehenfion ; eager after 
novelties ; of a tradable and teachable 
difpofition ; fprightly, hofpitable, ready to 
do kind offices, adb'^c, and voluptuous ; 
very much attached to their maflers, 
though of other nations, and noldifpiiitcd 
or dejeded by thefr fiddcnels and ill-na- 
ture, but contented with their lot. Their 
women arelively, frank, agreeable, and vtaj 
iiiduBrioUs. ciqxfhing of the men n 
entirely Oriem^ a^ their holds axe ex- 
sl&Lj Chmcfe»: about

Kaluga, now a government of the 
Kufiian empire, but it was formerly a 
province in the government of Mofcow.

Kamakura, a famous ifland of Japan, 
aliout three miles in circumference, lying 
on the S coait of Niphon. It is here they 
confine their great men, when they have 
committed any fault ; and the coait is fo 
iteep, that they are forced to be lifted up 
by cranes. 

Kamatschinzes, is the name of a 
people in Tartary. In the year 1629 
were made tributary to Kuifia, and then 
led a rambling life. At prefent their habi- 
tations are in the neighbourhood of Kanik 
and Abakanik, two oftrogs, fltuate one on 
the Ycnifei, and the other on the Kan. 
Even at the time that they fubmitted to 
Ruflia, they were only a fcanty people, or 
rather the remains of lome ancient nation. 

Kambala, Mount, a ridge of moun- 
tains in Ihibet, between Lake Palte and 
the Burrampooter. From the top of this 
ridge may be feen, to the N, a range of 
fiill higher mountains, covered with mow. 
The foot of Mount IsAmbala is 31 miles $ 
of Lafla. 

Kaminieck, a very ftrong town ofPo-' 
land, capital of Podolia, wim two caltlcs 
and a bifhop’s Ice. \^en the Ruflians 
fei^ed part of tlie Poliih territories in 1 793, 
this fortreib held out a long time, but at 
lafi furrendered to their arms. The caltic 
is feated on a craggy rock, 85 miles W of 
Bracklaw,and 100 S£ of Lembuig. Lon^

Kamtschatka is a peninfula, formed 
by a chain of ftony and barren mountains, 
W'hich run towai-d the SSW from thatpart 
of the continent inhabited by tlie Koraiks. 
It is bounded by the Eafim Ocean, the 
gulf of Penfchin&oi, and by the fea of Og- 
hotzk ; in all probability the KourUi, a 
range of ides whiJi in many diredlions ex- 
tend as far as Japan, are a part of Kaintf- 
fhatka.

for culture, and of itfelf does not produce 
a fufllciency for the cattle. The Kamt- 
fchddales ore for tlie moft part of a low fia- 
ture, with broad fliouldcrs, huge heads, 
long flat faces, fiat nofes, finall eyes, thin 
lips, and fliort legs. The women have 
black eyes and eye-brow's ; their ikin 1$ 
rathcT delicate, of a lively red complexion, 
a pretty hand, and fmall foot, and tlicy are 
in general very well made* The Kamt- 
fchadales have a lively imagination, a Itrong 
memoi y, and fiich a geiuus for imitation 
that they can copy with eafe whatever they 
fee. Po'i'crty gives them no concern ; and 
nothing but the calls of hunger can drive 
them to the chace ; and then the)' feldom 
go fo far but they can return to pafs the 
night in the arms of ihelr women. Thej' 
care not how their meat is prcpareil, fo it 
does but fill their lloinach ; nor of what 
quality their liquor is, io it does but intoxi 
cate them. Pleafurc and inaction are their 
only objedls ; they therefore ileal nothing 
hut women and dogs, which formerly were 
the continual caufes of national w'ar. They 
arc cowardly and bafe to an exciflivc degree, 
gratifying their revenge only by the darkefi: 
and moil fecret means. Every family has 
iis fummer and winter houfe. The Ko- 
foutch or winter houfe is in form of a 
fquare ; a hole five feet deep is dug, wliich 
is furrounded with palliiadcs, and covered 
with rafters laid a-crofs, branches of trees, 
liny, and earth. To get into the houfe 
they defeend through a hole at the top, 
this hole ferves as a door, a window, and 
a chimney, for the fmoke has no other 
paiTage, and the light and air no other en- 
trance. The Pchms or fummer-houfes arc 
built like pigeon-houfes of balks, about two 
fathoms n-om the giound ; fome are built 
in a circular, others in an angular, fbnT\, 
They are very finall, and built tlofe to one 
another, fo that boards are laid aa*ols ns 
bridges of communication. The Kami- 
fchadales, as well ns the Tuugufiaiis and 
other Siberians, eat all kinds ol (^uadt uped 
birds, and filh, excepting ll/ards, 
Dogs and mice they eat only In times oi 
fcarcity . '1‘he bodies of -u hah s, og 
and otJier fea-animals, whicii tliey find on 
the ihore, are r\r''-tduigly agrceablL u> 
them. They ufi m -Id roots a*u] Irmr, ri i 
diy fifii, root^, and uifilrcut koulb ol lie*!', 
for winter piuvinou.

Kaniow* a fbong town of Poland, in 
the palatinate of Kiow, feated near the 
JDnieper, ^2 miles S by E of Kiow, and 
10 NE of Bracklaw. 

Kanjsca, an impregnable town of 
Etower Hungar)’’, capital of the county of 
Salawar. It was taken by the ^uftrians in 
X690, and is feated on the Drave, 100 
miles S by E of Vienna. Lon. 17 40 £, 
lat. 46 43 N. 

Kan-tchfou-j ou, a verj” rich and po- 
pulous city of China, in the province of 
kiang-fi, it has an excellent port and is 
celebrated for its rivers. Its diftriA con- 
tains I a cities of the third clafs ; and it is 
350 miles N by E of Canton. 

Kao-tchlou-fou, a city of China, in 
the province of Quang-tong. The inhabi- 
tants of this city cut flabs and tables out of 
a kind of marble that is found in its vici- 
nity, w^hich reprefents, naturally, rivers, 
mountains, landfcapes, and trees. Kao- 
tcheou-fbu has one city of the fecond clafs, 
and five of the third, under itsjurifdio 
tion. 

Kaposwar, a fort of Lower Hungary, 
on the river Kapos, which wafhes its w'alfs. 
It is 55 miles W ofTolna. Lon. 18 13 E^ 
lat. 46 31 N. 

Karakassians, a people of Tartary, 
lubjeift to Ruflia, who xnake a part of tbofe 
fmall remnants of the different people com- 
prehended under the name of the nations 
of Krafiio^'arik, related to the Samoyedes. 
They are lb extremely poor, that, excep-i 
ting a fmall number of rein-deer, they are 
in poirellion of no one thing in the world of 
any value. In winter they live entirely by 
the cJiace ; in the fummer wild roots and 
fifli are all their food. For jirocuring thefc 
they commonly quit their llation every 
three days during iiimmcr, to look out lor 
the lakes moll abundant in filli, and whofe 
banks are the moll produtSlive of roots. 

Karfck, an illand in the Perlian 
Gall, lying nearly in the middle of it, 
about leven leagues from each fide, and 
30 from Ballbrah River, where all the 
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fhipa hound for.dhAt mdl 
pilots; It is five mUes long, addtftra 
broad. Ilere baron Knipha^en^ 
the middle of this century, fornij^^ 
flour^ing Dutch fettlement ; hiit^ "4m 
his quitting their fervice, it bi^ame fub- 
ji^ to its former mailer, the fiieick of 
Bundaric. 

Karlscruhe, a city of Germany in 
the circle of Suabia, in the margravate ol 
Baden Darlach, with a maraificent palace. 
The city is built on a regular plan, and the 
houfes are all as uniform as the ilreets. It 
is i» miles N by E of Baden. 

Kasan, a large country of the Rufiian 
empire, lying on both fides of the river 
Volga. It was fonnerly an independent 
kingdom, belonging to the Kalmuc 
Tartars, to whom the great dukes of Mof- 
cow«’, with other petty principalities of Ruf- 
lia, were tributary. But in 155 a, Ivan 
A^aflUicvitch ij, conquered Kafan, w'hich 
now forms the three Ruffian government^ 
of Kafan, Simbirfic, and Fenza. 

Kasan, the capital of the. Ruffian 
govemment of the fame name, feated on 
the rivulet Cafanka, wdierc it falls into 
the Volga, 4T4 mfies E by N of Mofeow^ 
Lon. 49 8 E,lat. 55 43 N. 

Kauffbeuren, a free imperial town 
of Germany in the circle of Suabia, in 
the territory of Kempten. *It is feated 
on the Wardech, 1 8 miles NE of Kemp- 
ton, and 30 S by W of Auglburg. LoiU 
10 43 E, lat. 47 58 N. 

Kaye’s Island, an illand in the FT 
Pacific Ocean, difeovered by captain Cook^ 
in 1778. Its NE point is a naked rock|| 
confiderably elevated above the land w'ith«* 
in it. Some parts of the Ihore ai-e Inter- 
rupted ^ fmall vallies, filled 'with pine- 
tr^es. Thefc alfb abound in other parts 
of the Hlaud, which is covered, in a man- 
ner, with a broad girdle of wood; but 
the trees are far from being of an extra- 
ordinary growth ; fo that they would be 
of no^ mat ufc for Ihipping unlefs as 
materials for fmall things. Lon. 131 48

KaVsersbero, a town of France, now 
in the department of Hppo* Rhine and 
late province of Alface, 9 miles NVIT of 
Colmar, and aj NW df BaGL Lon.

Kayserslautern, a town of Ger- 
many, in the palatinate of the Rhine. In 
the prefent war it was taken by the 
French, is feated on the Lauter, 22 miles 
SW of Worms, and 38 S by W of 
Mentz.

Kavsekstuhl, a town of Swillei^ 
land, in the county of Baden writh ^

Kayservfrd, or Kei3ewert, a 
town of Germany in the circle of Wefl- 
phalla, in the duchy of Berg* featcd on 
the Khine» eight miles N of Dufleldorp^ 
and 2% NW of Cologne.

Kehl, a ftrong and important for- 
trefs of Germany in Suabla, featcd on 
the Rhine^ over which is a bi idge to Straf- 
burg. It was built after the defign, of 
Vauban to defend |that city. It was 
ftrt'ngly fortified by the French, who took 
poHcffion of it in 1684. Some of the an- 
cient fortifications are in ruins, but it is fiill 
an important pafs, between France and 
Cjermany. It u^as taken by the French 
in June 1796 ; retaken by the Aufirians 
on Sept. 18 following ; but the bridge 
not bemg defiroyed, the French regained 
pofleflion of it the lame day.

Kelso, a populous toum in Roxburgh- 
Ihire, W'-ith a good market for corn, and 
a bridge of fix archis over the Iweed, 
near its confluence with the Teviot.

Much wheat 
is raifed in this neighbourhood, and the 
flee»,es of the flieep are remarkably fine.

Kelvin, a fmall river of Lanarkfliire, 
in Scotland, over which the great canal 
is conveyed by an aquedudt bridge. 

Kempln, a town of Germany, in the 
elcdlorate of Cologne, featcd on the Niers, 
30 miles ffW pf Cologne. Lon. 6 30 E, 
lat. 51 x8 N. 

Kkmpten, a free imperial toum of 
Suable, in the territory of the abbot of 
Kempten, w’ho is a prince of tlie empire. 
The inhabitants are protefbmts. it is 
featcd on the lllcr, 45 miles S by W of 
Auglburg. Lon. 10 zt £, lat. 47 49 N. 

Ken, a river in Wcllmorland, which 
has a catarafl near its mouth, that ob- 
firudls the navigation ; fo that Milthorp, 
fituate below this cataradl, is the only port 
of Wefimorlaiid. 

Ken, a river In Kirkcudbrightfiilrc, 
that flows to New Galloway, below 
which it expands into a lake, four mites 
long and one broad. The ftream that 
ilTues from this lake, falls into the rivgr 
Dee, and their united waters meet the 
Jriih Sea, at Kirkcudbright. 

' KenDAI-i a corporate tOWA in Wcll- 


morland, with a market on Saturday^, 
It is leated'on'the Ken, over vrhich 
two flone bridges, and one of wood', 
which leads to the caflie, now in ruinsj* 
The inhabitants have driven a trade with 
the cotton and w’oollen manufatflory^ ' 
throughout England ever fince the reign 
of Edward. TIL It is of n^c alfo for the 
manufa^ory of cottons, druggets, ferges, 
hats, W'orllcd and yarn flockings, &c. It 
has a large beautiful church, whicli Hands 
on the other fide of the brook called Blind- 
beck, out of the liberty of the toum, 
a lai-ge neat and handfome building 180 
feet lung and 99 broad, with 5 ailes each 
parted by a row of 8 Pinal's, and a Hrong 
fquave fteeple. In 17 ?5, a new chapd 
■was crciSled in tlie middle of the town, 
belldes whiih ^herc are la chapels of eafe 
belonging to it. 'Fhe diill'nlerb and oua- 
kers have meeting-houfes. Here is a free 
grammar-fehool w'cU endowed ; and allb 
a chanty-fcliool for 10 boys and j6 girls, 
w'ho are clothed as wlII as taught. It ha3 
fairs on May, 6, and November 8 ; and 
between them a great bcaft-market every 
fortnight. The rivtr here, which run* 
half through the to<vn in a Honey chan- 
nel, abounds with trout and lahnon ;

Kenni BEK, a rivcT, which rifes in the 
northern part of the ^Hridt of Main, in 
New England, and falls into the Atlantic 
CXean, between the bays of Cafeo and

the chalky hills in Wilts, and flows to 
Newhury, in Berks, where it becomes 
navigable ; it is then augmented by tlm 
Lamborn, and runs to Reading, below 
which it mingles with the Thames. 

KENOtiUE, a fort of AuHrjan Flanderi 
6 miles from Dixmude, 

Kensington, a village in Middlefex, 
two miles W of London. Here is Ken- 
liiigton palace, formerly a feat of the 
lord chancellor Finch, afterward earl of 
Northampton, but purdiafed of that no- 
bleman by William 111. The cxtenfive 
gardens, of late years, have become a 
Very fafluonaWe walk. 

Kent, one of the rountic*' i»l England, 
fitiMtcd at the S£ ccina of the iiland, and 
fi*oni thence enjoying mrii\ advantage,. 
A'^ to the cbmite of tins ctiui.trv, it varies 
act ording to tiic fitiMtiun of phu cs. In the 
low flat laud, and efpeci''IIv m i lie mai flu s, 
the air is htavv.. moiit, and unhealthy ; 
and Y<1 nut to fuch a degree u has been 
loirittniic*, n }n eft nud ; for, \vMth a little 
lart and ejutiuii, ilringtrs, as well as na-

7 here is no region m<»*e happily or more 
IrtPistifully divcrfified in regard to foil, fo 
every kind thereof is, ibrnewhere or 
cither, to be met with in its bounds ; and 
In no Ihire are any of thcfe foils more fer* 
tile than they are in this. The Weald 
hidlds variety of fine timber, partlcularlv 
if chefmit ; the middle part has veiy ricn 
nndile land, annually bearing evex^ lj>ccies 
pf min in imxncnfe plenty, and thele, ex- 
cel&nt in their feveral forte^ There are 
alfo many beautiful orchards, which pro- 
duce a variety of fine fruits, and more cf* 
pecially apples and cherries, whi( h were 
introducea here from Flanders. The ma- 
fty rich commodities produced in this 
county, is the rcafon why raoft of our wri- 
ters have reprefcnted it as in a manner void 
df manufa&ures which, however, as ap- 
pem upon a ftrieft and impartial ^rxamina- 
tSon, 16 very far from being the cafe.

The accounts of the fertility of 
the foil in this county have in fome in- 
fiances exceeded belief^ and probably^hav^ 
been exaggerated, lliat fome parts d 
Kentucky, particularly the high groundsj 
are remarkably good, all accounts ame. 
The lands of the firfl rate are too rich foi 
wheat, and will produce 50 and 60, and 
in fome inftanccs it is a&med 100 bufheli 
of good com an acre. In common the 
land will produce 30 biifhels of wheat or 
rye an acre. Barlq', oats, cotton, flax, 
hemp, and vegetables of all kinds common 
in this climate, yield abundantly. The old 
Virginia planters fay, that if the climate 
does not prove too moifi, few foils known 
will yield more and better tobacco. — The 
climate is healthy and delightful, fome few 
places in the neighbourhood of ponds and 
low grounds excepted. The inhabitants 
do not experience the extremes of beat and 
cold. Snow leldom falls deep or lies 
long. *I‘he winter, which begins about 
Chrifimas, is never longer than three 
months, is commonly but two, and is 
fo mild as that cattle can fubfifi without 
fodder. 

Kentucky, a river of N America,, 
which rifesfrom a mountainous part of the 
country of the fame name. Its K branch, 
which interlocks with Cumberland River, 
falls into the Ohio in lat. 38 27 N. Its 
banks may be called precipices, for almofi 
every where they confifi of three or four 
hundred feet of a foUd perpendicular Ikncn 
fione rock. 

Kercolang, an ifiand in the Indian^

Thb country was conquered by 
the Tartars, and came again into the poi^ 
feffion of the great dukes, but was over-run 
andpoflelfed by the Coffacks, under the 
proteiflion of Poland. In 1664* the na- 
tives, diirontented with Jolm Catoir, king 
of Poland, fubmitted to Rufiia, and have 
ever fince remained fubjeA to that empire. 
The vaft privileges that they enjoyed have 
been gradually abolifiied, and they are now 
reduced to the fame lUte as the other 
provinces of the Ruffian empire. This 
government contains eleven diltridU ; and 
its principal rivers are the Dnieper, Defha, 
Oiler, Udai, Sula, PfbI,aDdl'rubcfh. 

Kiqf, or Kiow, a palatinate of Poland, 
in that part of the Ukraine which lies oil 
the W fide of the Dnieper. It contains 
only two diilridls, and feveral fmall towns 
fcarceiy worthy of notice ; its capital, 
Kiof, being fubjedl to Rufiia. 

Kio-feou, a city of Chin^ in the 
province of Chang-tong and di^dl of 
Venptcheou-fou. It is celebrated as riie 
blnhplaee of Confucius, feveral monu- 
ments are Hill to be feen here, eredled in 
honour of thb eminent man. 

Kioge, or Koge, a feaport of Den« 
mark, in the iile of Zealand, with a good 
haxbour, 10 miles S uf Copenhagen. Lon. 
12 40 E, lat. 59 31 N. 

Kioping, a town of Sweden, in Wer- 
meland, feated on a iGmall llream, that falls 
at a little difiance into the lake Maeler, 
Lon. x6 40 E, lat 59 38 N. 

Kiou MZEix, a wellbuilt town ofPegue, 
fituated on the river Irrawaddey. Itmnoe 
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lo be in a ftate of iiaproYcfuent, and haf a 
manufa^ure of cotton clothy wbicb is the 
fourte of its profperity. 

KiRBY-LoNSDALE, a town in Weft- 
n fnorbtnd, with a nuurket on Thprfday. 
It is a large town with a manufadiory of 
woolen cloth, fqpted on the ^n, over 
which is a Hone bridge, xo miles S£ of 
Kendal, and 253 NW of London. Lon. 
ft 57 W,lat. 54 ' 3 N. 

Kirby-Moorside, a town in the N 
-^riding of Yorkihire, with a market on 
Wednefday. It is feated on the edge of 
the moors, near the river Dow, %s N 

of York, and 22s N by W of London.

Kirby-Stephen, a town in Weft- 
morland, with a market on Monday, 
near the ftirts of the hills which fcpa- 
rate this country from Yorldhirc, and 
has a manufadture of itucldngs^ It is feat- 
ed on the river Eden and is nine miles S 
of Appleby, and a8i NNW of London. 
Lon. 2 30 W, lat. 54 a6 N. 

Kikchberg, a town of Germany in 
the circle of Suabia, capital of a territory 
of the fame name, fubjedl to the houfe a£ 
Auilria. It is feated on the Danube, nine 
. miles S of Ulm. Lon. 10 la £9 lat. 4S[ 
16 N. 

Kirchberg, a territory of Germany, 
in the circle of Suabia, belonging to the 
houfe of Auibria. 

Kircheim, a town of Germany in the 
circle of Suabia, aj miles from Ulm. 

Kircheim Poland, a town of Ger- 
many in the circle of Upper Rhine. Lon. 
749 lat. 49 39 N. 

Kirin, one of the three departments 
of £ Chinefe Tartary^ bounded on the N 
by die river Saghalien, on the £ by the 
fea, on the S by Cprea, and on the W by 
Leacong. This country, w^hich is render- 
ed extremely cold, from the number of 
forefts by which it is covered, is fcarcely 
inhabited. It contains only two or three 
ill built cities, (urrounded by mud walls. 
The valuable plant ginfeng grows here ; 
and the emperor fends hith^ the criminals 
banilhed by the laws. 

Kirin, the capital of the province of 
the fiune name xn £ Chinele Tartary, 
iituate on the river Songari, which is here 
called Kirin, is the refidence of a Mantchew* 
general, who is invefted with the authority 
ibf a viceroy. 

Kirkcaldy, a feaport in l^eihire, on 
the frith of Forth, with a dockyard for 
lin^ veflels, and a cotton manufadlure. 
it is a pretty populous, large, well built 
town, 10 miles N of Edinburgh. Loiu 3 
|fW,lat.56 8N. 


Kirkcudbright, a fraport in Kbw 
cudbrightfhire, at the mouth of the lixtf 
Dee, which forms its harbour. It is a 
inconiiderable place, admirably fituatedfor 
the fiihery, and other branches of coxp-^ 
mexsce. It is 60 miles W of Carlifle, apd 
83 SW of Edinburgh. Lon. 4 8 W, lat.^ 
55 oN. 

Kirkcudbrightshire, a county or 
frewartry of Scotland, which once formed, 
with Wigtonihire, the ancient province 
of Gxdlow'ay. It is bounded on the NR 
by Ayrihire and Dutnfriesfhire, on the S 
by Solw'ay Frith and the Iriih Sea, and 
on theW by 'Wigtonihire and Ayrihire* 
Its extent from N to S is 3aimle8, from £ 
to W 45. 

Kikklfes, a village in the W riding of 
Yorkihire, in the vicinity of whicli^ is 
monument of the frmous Robin Hood g 
and on the adjacent moor arc likewife two 
hills, called Robin Hood’s Butts. 

Kirkoswald, a towm in Cumberland, 
with a market on Thurfday. It h^d ioPr 
merly a caftle which was demoliihed above 
100 years ago, it is feated on a hill, near 
the nver Eden, nine miles N by £ of Penr 
rith, and 292 NW of London.

Kirkpatrick, a town in Dumbarton- 
fiiire, lylpg £ of Dumbarton, faid to 
be the birthplace of the tutelary iaint {£

extend from the frith of Clyde, at tbit 
place to the of Forth. 

Kirkwall, a borough of Scotland, 
capital of Mainland, the princip^ of 
the Orkney xilands. It is built on an 
inlet of the fea on the £ fide of the ifiand, 
and has a tolerable harbour, with a ibrtifi- 
cation, on which fome ^ns are mounted 
for its defence ; the moft ilriking objedl is 
the fiately cathedral of St. Magnus. It is 
30 miles N£ of Thurlb, in Caithnesfliirfti 
Lon. a 57 W, bt. 58 54 N. 

Kirton, a town in Lincohjlhire, witk 
a magnificent, church, and a market on 
Saturday, 20 miles N of lancoln, and 15 1

KisMisH, an ifiand of Afia, at the 
entrance of the gulf of Pcrfui, about 50 
miles iu length and five in breadth, witli a 
remarkable pearl fiihcr)'.

Ki STi, an Afiatic nation, w^hich extends 
from the higheft ridge of Caiicafus, along 
the Sundfiia rhailets, they are bounded to 
the W by the little Cabarda, to the E by 
the Tartars and Lefguif, and to the S by 
the Lefguis and Georgians. The dUTere^

ble of anniog about 50TO men ; they call 
tiiemfelves Siguftn^ ii/rif or Jialba ; they 
live in villages near e^ other, containing 
about 20 or 30 houies ; are diligent hu£ 
bandiaen, and rich in cattle. Many of 
thw villas have a ftone tower, which 
fer wB in time of war aa a retreat to their 
women and children, and as a magazine 
their dfedU. Thefe people are all 
armed, and have the culhra ^f wearing 
^elds. Their religion is v^ finmle, but 
Ihb fome'^traces of Chrillianity x They be- 
lieve in one God, whm they call Daiie^ 
but have no faints or religious perfons : they 
celebrate Sunday, not by any religious ce- 
remony, but by r^ng from labour; they 
have a fafi in fpringj and another in fum- 
mer ; they obferve no ceremonies either at 
hhtlis or deaths ; they allow of polygamy, 
and eat pork. 

Kistna, a river of Hindooftan, which 
ffdls intD the bay of Bengal, S of Mafulipa^ 
tarn. 

Kistkagheri, a town and Ibrong for- 
trefi of Hindooftan, in Myfore, 66 miles 
from Arcot. 

Kittery, a town of N America, in the 
arovince of blain. It is famous for fhip- 
bnilding, and is feated op the £ fide of the 
mouth of Pifcatqua'River. 

Kiun-tcheou-foo, the capital of 
the ifiand of Hainan, Hands on a pro- 
montory, and fhips ^ten anchor at the 
bottom of its waliL Its difiridl contains 
thnee cities of the. fccoi^d, and 10 of the 
third dafs. 

Klattaw, a town of Bohemia, 46 
miles SW oflVague* Lon. 14 6 £, lat.

Kletenberg, a town of SwiiTcrland, 
fbated on the river Aar, three miles from 
Waldfchut.

Koei-tcheou, one of the fmallcft pro- 
vinces in China, bounded on the 8 by 
Q^ng-fi, on the £ by Hon-quang, on 
the N by Se-tthuen, and on the W by 
Yun-nan. The wltpk country b almoft a 
defert, and covered with inacceliible moun^ 
tains, it may be jnftly called the Siberb of 
China. The mns^itants aremountaineers, 
accuftoxned to independence, and who feem' 
to form a feparate nation : they arc no 
lefs ferocious than the fava^e animals 
among which they live. This province 
produces the heft horfes in China. Be* 
fides Koei-yang, the capitrii, it contains pine 
dries of the and 38 of the fecotid and 
third dafs.

Kola, a town of die Ruffian govern- 
ment of Archangel, capita] of Ruffian 
Lapland, with a good harbour on the 
river Kola, near a bay of the fame name 
on the Frozen Ocean. Lon. 32 26 £, lat.

Kollombnska, a town of Ruffia, 
which is pleaiantly fituated on an emi- 
nence near Mofcow. Lon. 38 x6 £, lat.

Kolyvan, a government of the Ruf- 
fian empire, comprehending a part of 
Weftem Siberia, and formerly included in 
the government of Tobolfk. Its capital, 
of the fame name, is feated on the Oby.

They lie between the Oby and 
Irtylh, near the mountains which form the 
frontiers of Siberia, and feparate that coun- 
try from Chinefe Tartary. 

Kong AL, a town of Norway, belonging 
to Sweden, feated on the river Gote^ba.

Kongsberg, a town of Southern 
Norway, celebrated for its filver mines. 
It lies on both fides of the river Lowe, 
and contains, including the miners, 6000 
inhabitants. Kongfberg is 45 miles SW 
of Chriftiania.

Kongswinger, a fortrefc of Norway, 
on the frontiers of Sweden. It is feated 
near the river Glomme, at die foot of a 
fteep rock, on which Hands an impregna- 
ble citadel ; at Icait, Charles xxi, who re- 
ronnoitred it, thought it prudent to decline 
the attempt. 

Kong-tchang-fou, a city of China, 
In the province of Chen-fi.

The town- 
houfe, the exchange, and the cathedm^ 
are firudlures. The tower of the 
caftle.is very hi^, and has 284 Heps to 
the top, whence there is an extenfivt 
profpe^. Here are 1 8 churches, of which 
X4 belong to the Lutherans, three to the 
CalviniHs, and one to the papifl^. Tlit 
town is five miles in circumference, and, 
including the garrifon of 7000 men, con- 
tains 60,000 inhabitants. It Hands on 
the Pregcl, which here falls into the 
Frifche Haf, an inlet of the Baltic* No 
ffiips drawing more than feven feet water 
can pafs the bar, and come up to the 
town ; fo that the large velfels anchor at 
Pillau, a finall town on the Baltic, which 
is the port of Koninglberg ; and die mer- 
cliandifc is fent in fmaller vellels to this 
place.

Koriacs, a people of Tartar}’^ fubjc6l 
to RuOia; lio the Borthern eoafi of 
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^ IfuH Penfchinikol» and mod notlh- 
«fn part of KaiutObhatka to the river 
Anadir* llieir country extends veftward 
from the river Olomon (which runs Into 
4e Kolyma) as frr as the Indian ocean. 
Their neighbours are the Kamtfchadalesi 
the l^lngu^an8, tlie Lamoutes* and the 
^nchnukriches ; the country which thejr 
perambulate in their nomadic courfes is 
rude^ mariby* full of fmall rocks, and in 
n^ny places abfolutely deftitute of forefts. 

Koraiks are of a fhort dature, have 
fmall heads, little eyes, a round and 
meagre face, flat notes, their hair and 
beards black, in general very little beard, 
and their eye brows long, ^cy are of a 
How and dull comprebenlion, have a high 
opinion of their country and conftitution, 
«ra courageous, fufpicious and revengeful ; 
but, for the mod part, laborious, fmcere, 
fufcqitible of friendlhip, and faithful to 
their fuperiors. The Koraiks are divided 
according to their manner of living, into 
the fettled and wandering, whic h are pretty 
equal in point of numbers. Thq^ fpeak a 
difierent dialedU and for the mod part do 
not treat one anotlier as two bodies belong- 
ing to the fame communi^, but as open 
and avowed enemies. The manners of 
the fettled Koraiks are by far more gentle 
than thofe of the Nomades. They occupy 
the fouthern part of their country near the 
gulf Penfehinskoi, and have fome fettle- 
ments even in the veiy peninfula of Kam- 
tlchatica. The wandering Koraiks travel 
over the northern part of this country in 
the environs of the river Anadir, near die 
Tfchouktfches, and they often come as 
far as Kamtfchatka. Their difpontion 
is ib wild and untmdtable, that it would 
be very difficult to bring them into any 
manner of fubordination. The very 
frifjncion of fuch a dcflgn would be very 
dangerous.' The chief employments of 
the wandering Koraiks are the care 
of their rein-£:er and the chace. Fiih- 
ing does not anfwer, as they are not 
expert at it. The pooreft of them 
poflefs about fifty rein-deer, fome have a 
hundred, the riched from one to two 
thoufand. With thefe hei'ds of rein-deer 
they travel over their defarts and moun- 
tains, without any apprehenfionsof meeting 
with rivers or forefts, fo they do but And 
mofs on die groi nd, that being all that 
is nerefiary for the fubfidance of the rein- 
deer. They do not milk the female rein- 
deer, of courfc they have no fuch thing 
as cheefe* Even the wealdiied of die 
Koraiks never kill one of thefe quadrupeds 
unueciflhrily, unltfs it has fome defc^, 
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th^ ki^n u fupplied vyadi thbfe whieji 
have di^ by &nxe difrale, or to which 
ffime accident has happeni^ ; to this if 
is owing that their herda become fo large, 
and for the fame reafon a great flock is 
neceflary for their fubfiflence. The poof 
go into the fdVicc of the rich, and join 
uieir little herds to thofe of their mafters* 
Every fort of game is a|;reeable to them. 
The women gather roots and wild fruit. 
Whatever provifions they find are con- 
fumed immediately, for they have not 
a thought of laying up againft any ex- 
igency. The w'andcring Koraiks are much 
more wdld, hardy, and dangerous than 
the fettled. They vdy often make par- 
ties to feek ailventtircs, and plunder fome 
of dieir neighlxiurs, or Icfs lurbtilent 
countrymen. Before they emter on an 
entdrprize, they always dimk of the de- 
codiion of the intoxicating muihroom, to 
infpire themfcKes with more intrepid- 
ity and courage. Their arms are die bow 
and arrow, the lance, and the club. There 
arc fome who go to the chace and on their 
expeditions with no other anns than a 
flick. All their military art confifls in 
falling on their enemy unawars. Theft, 
rapine, and murder, if committed among 
themfcives, are criminal : if on another 
race, or upon flrangers,^ they are heroic 
addons. Their greatefl happmels cohfiiU 
in palling from one flation to another, 
and feeing their numerous herds of rein- 
deer. When a hei*d has increafed too 
much, they divide it. There aic few 
Koiraiks who have herds fo fmall that 
they arc not able to dount them ; and yet 
if only one flrays, it is immediately per- 
ceived. The Koraiks are all polygamifts ; 
fome have four wives. They do not 
purcliafe them ; but, like the Karntfcha- 
dales, they firfl endeavour to gain their 
aficdlions, and then to catch them. The 
rich marry among themfelves, \i4thont 
paying any regard to confanguinity ; the 
poor are obliged to get vnstB from amorg 
the poor. l‘he wives of the fettled Kor- 
aiks live in the fame hut with them ; thoib 
of tlie wandering are diftnbuted among 
their difierent flocks, fo that each has a 
flock under her care* Thefe latter arc 
exceedingly jealous, and torment theii 
unhappy wives in a moft cruel manner 
Even an ill-founded fufpicion fometimei 
drives the hufband to facniice his innocen' 
wife to his furipuB jealoufy ; and the fuf 
pedled gallant falls likewife a vidtim to hi 
rage. The fettled Koraiks err as mud 
on the other extreme ; ior their com 
plaifonce towards their wives is unbound 
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iTiey are hajppy po fee them cliiirm 
ibangm ; and the sSMki die lajfe re- 
ceives is lb much pfeafure beftow^ 6n the 
hulband. They ofc their wiw and 
daughters to fb^gers is conmanions for 
the night. An acce|rtance of luch offirs b 
efteemefd the grefateft mark of friendlhip, 
and a refiilal of, contempt, which highly 
difpleafes them. Yet thb politcdcfi is 
attended with Ibme inconvenience to the 
linger thus entertained : for, firft of all, 
his polite Wd-fellow makes water in his 
prefence, and ofiers him a bowl of it to 
walh hb mouth with. The wandering 
Koraiks bum die bodies of the dead. 
This cuftom b not uncommon among the 
fettled Koraiks. They build up a pile, 
and carry the corpfe thither on a Hedge 
drawn by rdn-deer, drelTed in the belt 
cloaths, and burn wi^ it all the arms and 
utenlils of the deceafed. They kill the 
reui-deer that has drawn it thither, eat 
the flelh, and fling what remains into the 
fire. In order to celebrate the memory 
of the deceiifed,they make another feaft of 
rein-deer. 

Korsaw, or Kosoa, a town of Den- 
mark, in the ifle of Zealand, with a fort, 
45 miles W by S of Copenhagen.

Kosal, or Kosta, a fortified town of 
Slleiia, near the river Oder, 17 miles N 
of Ratifbon.

Krainslaw, a town of Poland, in the ' 
provmce of Red Ruflb and palatmate of 
Chelm, xxo miles SE of Warlaw.

Kubesha, ba large ftrong town, lltua- 
ted on a hill between high mountains. 
Its inhabitants call tlicmfelves Frank! 
(Franks, a name common intheeaft to all 
Europeans), and relate that their anceftors 
were brought hither by Ibmc accident, the 
particulars of which are now forgotten. 
The common conjeAure is, that tliey were 
mariners caft away upon the coaft ; but 
thofc who pretend to be better verfed in 
their hiftory, tell the ftory thb way ; The 
Greeks and Genoefc, fay they, carried on, 
during feveral centuries, a confiderable 
trade, not only on the Black Tea, but like- 
wife on the Cafpian, and were certainly 
acquamted with tlie mines contained in 
thefe mountains, from which they drew by 
their trade with the inhabitants great 
quantities of lilvcr, copper, and other 
metals. In order to work tJiefc upon the 
fpot, they fent hither a number of work- 
men to eftablilh manuiaclurcs, and inftruA 
the Inhabitants. The fuhfequent iiivafions 
of the Arabs, Turks, and Monguls, during 
which tlie mines were filled up, and the 
manufa^ures abandoned, prevented the 
Rr 
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ibanfers from retuniy t> 

that tiiey continued nci^^ and erd^ 
thenuftlym into a rqpttbticv What m^den 
thb a<!QOunt the more probable is^ that thef 
are ftiU excellent artiftsi and make veiy 
" good fire-armSf as well rifled as phun ; 
coats of nuih and ftver^ articles in 
gold and fllver, for exportation. They 
nave likeu'ifcy for their own dcfenccyrmw 
copper cannoniv of three pounds calil^ 
caft by tliefnielvea. They coin Ttirkiih 
and P^an filver m<mey» and even rubles^ 
which readily pafs current^ becaufe th^ 
ate qf the fuU weight and value. In their 
valleys they have paflure and arable lands^ 
a9 well as gardens s but they purchafe the 
creator part of their coni) truiling chiefly 
for fuppoitl^o theiale oftheir manimidluFes^ 
which are much admired in Perfia) Tur- 
key) and the Crimea. They are general- 
ly m good circumflanceS) are a quiet, in- 
oflenfive people^ but high fpirited* and in- 
dq)endent. Their town is confldered as 
a neutral fpot* where the neighbouring 
princes can depofit their treafures with 
lafety. They elc< 5 l yearly twelve magii- 
tratMy to whom diey pay the moft unli- 
mited obedience s and as all the inhabi- 
tants are on a footing of perfe<ft equality^ 
each individual is fure to nave in his turn 
a flure in the government. In the year 
17359 their magiftrates^ as well as the 
Uimiy acknowledged the fovercignty of 
Rutha, but without paying any tribute.

ib^sthcrmnoft xflaad, which is ntXlei 
Shoomika, it about^^ute kaj^es diftant 
ftmi the promontory Lopatka, its inha;- 
bftants confifl^ of a mixture of natives 
and Kamtfdudales. The next# which it 
named Psramoufle, u confiderably larger 
than Shoomika, and is inhabited bj the 
real natives. The RuiSans paid then firft 
viflt to theft two iflands in 1713, and 
added them to the domimons of the ent* 
preft. Many of the inbabitants of thofe 
iflands that are under the domwon of 
Ruflia, are now converted to Chriiiianity. 
Perhaps the time is not far diflant, when 
an advantageous commerce will be carried 
on between Kamtfchatka and this exten- 
five chain of iflands, which may after- 
wards produce a communication with Ja- 
pan itfelf. 

Kursk, a government of the Ruiflan

Kusistan, a province of Ferfl^ 
bounded on the N and £ by Irac-Agcmi, 
on the S by Farflflan, and on the W by 
Irac^rArabia. Suiler is the capital. 

Kuttfnbfrg, a town of Bohemia, 
feated near a mountain, remarkable for 
its filver mines, 35 miles S£ of Prague. 
Lon. 15 37 E, lat. 49 56 N. 

Kuttore, a country of Afla, which 
contains a great number of towns and vil- 
la^i and is exceedingly populous. Its 
principal towns are Tonkul and Jourkul $ 
thoft being the refidence of its nders. It 
abounds in fruits, fuch as grapes, apples, 
plumlis &c. It likewife yields rice wheat, 
and other Ibrts of grain. The natives are 
exceedingly fond of vrine and hogs fleffi ; 
although their counti^ is well flocked with 
cows and goats. They have a diflin^ 
language, and their anns conflft of the 
bow and arrow the fabre and tiie fling.

Labia, a town of Turkey in Europe, in 
Servia, 6a miles SW of NiiTa. 

LABLAu,a town of Weflem PrufTia, at 
the mouth of the Deime, near the Curif> 
dihaff, with a Itrong caftle, 30 miles N£ 
of Koningiberg. Lon. ai 40 E, lat. 54 
57 N. 

Labovrd, a late territority of France, 
part of that of Bafques. It abounds in 
fruit, and the inhabitants are faid to be 
^e firft that went to fifli for whales. It 
is now included in the department of the 
Lower Pyrenees. 

Labrador., a country on the £ fide of 
Hudfon’s Bay, in N .^erica. The cli* 
mate, in only lat. 57° N, isexceifively cold 
during winter. Wine freezes in a fplid 
mafs ; brandy coagulates ; and the very 
breath falls on the blankets of a bed, in the 
form of a hoar-firoft. The ice begins to 
difappear in May ; and about the middle 
of June, commences hot weather, which, 
at times, is (6 violent, as to fcorch the faces 
•f the hunters. Modt funs and halos are 
iwt unfrequent ; they are very bright, and 
richly tinged with all the colours of the 
rainbow. The fun rifes and fets with a 
large conce^ ^'ellowilh light; and the 
night is 'enlivened by the aurora borealb, 
which fpreads many different lights and 
colours over the whole iky. The animals 
are moofedeers, Bags, raindeers, bears, 
tigers, buffaloes, wolves, foxes, beavers, 
otters, lynxes, martens, fquirrels, ermines, 
wild cats, and hares, llie feathered kinds 
9ifx geefe, buffards, ducks, partrkkes, and 
aE kinds of wild fowls. The |i(h are, 
whales, mories, fcals, codfiih, and a white 
fifli prrfcrable to herrings ; and in thew 
rivers and freih waters are pike, perch^ 
foip, and trout. In fuxnmer, mere is here, 
as in other places, a variety in the colour 
of thefeveral animals : when that feafon is 
over, which holds onljr for tliree moxitbs* 
they all affume the livery of wiiiUr, and 


efrtrj fort of hadbt, and moff of thek 
fowl^ are of the colour of the foow ; every 
thing animate and inanimate is white. Bl4 
one of the moft ffrikmg things^ that drawa 
the mofi: inattentive to an admiration of the 
wUdom and goodnefs of Providence, 
that tlie dogs and cats from Great Britaia, 
that have been carried to Hudfon’s Bay, on 
the approach of winter, have changed their 
appearance, and acquired a much longer, 
foner, and thicker coat of hair than £ey 
originally had. See New Britain, Es- 
quimaux, and Hudson’s Bay. 

Lack, or Bischofs-Lack, a town of 
Germany, in Camiola. Here is not only 
a great deal of iron, Reel, quickfilver, 
and com ; but a large quantity of Ifaien k 
made here, and fetit to Fiume and Trielt 
It is a6 miles W by N of Laubaeh, 
and 35 N of Trioff. Lon. 14 7 £, lat. 46 
N. 

LAD£NBURGN,atown of Germany, in 
tlie palatinate of the Rhine, feated on the 
Ncckar, eight miles NW of Heidelberg. 
Lon. 8 4 % £» kt. 49 30 N. 

Ladoga, a lake in Ruffia, between 
the gulf of Finland and the lake of Onega. 
It k Z50 miles long, and 90 broad ; sm 
is elkeemed to be the largeft lake ki Eu- 
rope. Among the fiih w'ith which it 
abounds, are feals. Thk induced Peter 
the Great to cut a canal 67 miles in length, 
from the SW extremi^ of this lake to the 
river Neva, by which it has a coonmmica- 
tjon with the gulf of Finland. 

Ladoga, New, a towp in the Rulian 
government of St. Peterfourgh, foated on 
die Volkhof, between the l^e and caoEol 
of Ladoga. It k 70 miles £ of St. Peter^ 
burgh. Lon. 30 3a £, lat. 60 o N. Old 
Ladoga, an incon^erable place, k higket 
up the Volkhof. 

Ladogna, or Lacedoona, a town 
of Naples, in Capitanata, with a bifliop’i 
foe, 60 xmles £ of Naples. Lon. 15 46

Ladrone Islands, iflands of the N 
Pacific Ocean. They are xi in number, 
exolufive of the fiim iflets and rocks^ 
and lie in about 140^ £ Ion. and be- 
tween II and a8® N Ut. They were dif- 
covered by Magellan, in 1 5 2 1 . He touch- 
ed firft at the ifland ot Guam, where 
natives itule fome of hk goods, which 
caufed him to name thefe ilbiids the La- 
drones, or 1 Hands of Thieves. Befide tlie 
other fruits natural to the foil and climate, 
here is the bread-fruit tree in abundance. 
The names of the principal iflands are Say- 
pan, I'inian, Guam, and Rota.

Laguna, ato\(ni of the ifland of Tene- 
rifle, one of the Canaries, where the gover- 
nor has a palace, but generally refldes at 
Santa Cruz. The lake fron. which it has 
been fuppofed to^derive its name, is now a 
very inconfiderable piece of water.

Lagunes of Venice, the marflies or 
lakes in Italy, on which Venire is feated. 
Th^ communicate with the fca, and are 
the lecurity of the city. There are about 
60 iflands in thefe Lagunes, v'hich toge- 
ther make a bifhop’s fee. Euarano is the 
mofl: conflderable, next to thofc on which 
Venice Hands. 

Lahn, a river of Germany, which riles 
in Hefle Caflel, and falls into the Rhine, 
above Coblentz. 

Lahom, a feaport of Sweden, in the pro- 
vince of Halland, feated near the Baltic, 
with a caflle, 50 miles N of Copenhagen. 
Lon. 12 4o£,]at. 56 31 N. 

Lahore, a province of Hindoollan 
Proper, bounded on the W by Candahar, 
on the N by Caflimere, on the £ by 
Sirinagur and Delhi, and on the S by 
Moultan. It is often called Panjab, or 
the country of Five Rivers. It is very 
extenfive and remarkably fertile ; afford 
ing, in addition to all tbe\ neceflaries of 
life, wine, fugar, and cotton wood. In 
the tradl betwedi Indus and die Che- 
lum, are fait mines,' wonderfully produc- 
tive, and affording fragments of rock fait, 
hard enough to be formed into veflels, &c. 
See Panjah. 

Lahore, a city, the capital of a province 
of the fame name, in Hindoollan Proper. 
It is a place of lugh antiquity, and Was one 
of the moft conflderable cities in the Mo- 
gul dominions, containing a great number 
of mofques, caravanferas, and pagods, and 
the refidence of the Mahometan conquerors 
of Hindoollan, before they had ellablifhed 
thcxplelves in the central pans of the coun- 
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try. LidMle^ is now die capital of the 
SeOts, whcije'liftme was hsrilly known till 
the rapid decline of the^ Mogul entire, m 
the pment century. Here they have maj 
tiufa^pres of cotton cloths and ftufls of all 
khi^, and of very curious carpet^.. And 
here ^ere is a magnificent walk of fliady 
trees, upwards of 300 miles long. It is 
axo miles S of Caftoere, and 290 NW of 
Delhi.

Laino, a town ofN^les, in Calabria 
Citeriore, near a river of the lame name. 
Lon. x6 II £, lat. 40 4 N. 

Lai-tcheou-f6u, a city of China, in 
the province of Chan-tong, with a conve- 
nient harbour on the Yellow Sea, contain- 
ing two cities of the firft, and five of the 
third clafs. 

Lalano, a final] ifland of Denmark, in 
the Baltic, lying S of Zealand, from which 
it is feparat^ a narrow channel.' It is 
fertile in com, with which it fupplies Co- 
penhagen. Naxkow is the capital. 

Lambalf, a town of France, in the 
department of the North Coait and late 
province of Bretagne. It is the chief town 
of the late duchy of Penthievre, and gave 
the title ofprincefs to the unfortunate lady 
of that name. Lambalc has a good trade 
in cattle, linens and parchment, and is 37 
miles NW of Rennes. Lon. 2 2X W, lat*

Lambert Castle, a village m Dorfet-

Lambesc, a town of France, in the de- 
partment of the Mouths of tlic Rhone and 
late province of Provence, nine miles N of 
Aix.

Lambeth, a village in Surry, on the 
Thames, oppofite Wcllminfter, where the 
archbilhops of Canterbury have an ancient 
palace. By the vafi increafe of buildings, 
Lambeth is now joined to the metropolis, 
in a direction to each of the three bridges; 
Here is a manufadlure of artificial fione, 
which anfwers every purpofe of ftonc carv- 
ing, and extends, not only to [fiatues from 
the fincll models, but to every kind of ar- 
chitedlural ornaments. ' Here likewife are 
extenfive vrorki for vinegar and home- 
made wine, a patent Ihot manufadlure, 
and numerous timber yards, fupplied 
ivith almoft incredible itores of torcign 
timber. . 

Lamborn, a town in Berks, with a mar- 
ket on Friday, feated on a river of the fame 
name, which falls into the Kennet, below 
Newbury. It is feven miles N by W of 
Hungeriord, and 68 W of London. Lon. 
I 26 W, lat. 51 30 N. 

Lamego, a town of Portugal, in Beira, 
with a biihop’s and a flxong cita^el| 
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•ontalning two churchus^ an bofoital^ and 
four convents. It i* 50 miles S£ of Bra- 
and 150 N df JJAxin. Lon. 7 30 W9 
iat 41 la N. 

LAMMERMUifty a mountainous ridge 
in Scotland, which divides the county of 
Berwick from that of Haddington for 
above ao miles. Thefe mountains are, in 
general, very bleak and barren, affording 
put fcanty pafhire for the fheep that feed on 
them. Scoutra Hill is the moll elevated of 
this ndge. 

Lamo, a kingdom and illand of Africa, 
on the coaft of Melinda, between the illand 
of Pate and Cape Formofa. Its capital of 
the fame name, is well fortified. The king 
and government, being Mahometans, are 
frequently at war with the reft of tlie inha- 
bitants, who are pagans. Lamo is tribu- 
tary to the Portuguefe. 

Lampeoosa, a defert illand on the 
coaft of Tunis, iz miles in circumfe- 
rence. It is 50 miles from Tunis, and 
113 from Malta ; and has a good harbour, 
where Ihips water. Lon. 11 o £, lat. 36 
10 N. 

Lamp SACO, an ancient town of Na- 
tolia, with a Greek archbiftum’s fee. It 
is now an inconfiderable place, leated on the 
fca’of Marmora, fix miles from the Dar- 
danelles. Lon. 27 20 £, iat. 40 12 H. 

La M s PR1 N GE, a town of Lower Saxony, 
lituate at the fource of a river called 
Laine. 

Lancashire, a large maritime pro- 
rince of England, waflicdby the Irilh fea on 
the W, boidering on the N with that part 
of Cumberland ;ind Weibnorland ; boun- 
ded on the E by the W Biding of York- 
Ihire, and on the W by Cbefiiire, extending 
73 miles in length, and 41 in breadth, com- 
p^ending about 260,000 inhabitants. 

eaftm parts of the province are 
rocky, and in the northern ddlridls we fee 
many fingle mountains remarkably high* 
fuch as fogleboroAigh hill, Cloughbo-luli, 
Pendle-hill, and Longnd^-hill. Nor is 
there any want of wood in this country, ei- 
ther for timber or fuel ; witnefs Wiendale 
foreft and Bowland forefi to tfie norlhw'ard, 
and Simon’s wood in the fouthem part of 
Lancalhire. The air of Lancaftiire is pure, 
healthy, and agreeable, except among the 
fens and on the fea>lhore, where the atmo- 
Iphere is loaded with putrid exhalations, 
producing malignant and intermitting fe- 
vers, feurvy, rheumatiftn, dropfy, and 
conlumption. The foil is various in 
different parts of the country, poor and 
rocky on the hills, fat and fertile in 
foe valleys and champaign country. 


The level country produces plenty^ ijf 
wheat and barley, and the Ikirts of the hillt 
yield good harvefts of excellent oats : very 
good hemp is raifed in divers parts of the 
province ; ^d the pafture which grows in 
the valley is fo peculiarly rich, that the 
cattle which feed upon it are much larger 
and latter than in any other part of 
England. There is ‘ not any part of the 
world better fupplied than Lancafliire with 
provifions of all kinds at a very reafenablc 
rate; fuch as beef, veal, mutton, lamb, 
pork, poultry, and pme of all forts, caught 
upon the moors, heaths, and commons, 
in the hilly part of foe (hire. Befidcs the 
fea-fowd common to the ftiires of England 
fuch as ducks, eafterlings, teal ^d plover, 
many uncommon birds are obferved on the 
coaft of Lancafliire, the fea-crow, variegat- 
ed with blue and black, the puffin, the cor- 
morant, the curlew, the razor-bill, the cop- 
ped wren, the red-fhanks, the ftvan, the 
tropic bird, the kingVflflier, Ac. As st 
commercial and manufadluring county, it 
is diflinguiihed beyond any other in foe 
kingdom. Its principal manufadlures are 
linen, lilk, and cotton goods ; fuftians, 
counterpanes, {ballons, bays, ferges, tape^ 
finall w'are, hats, failcloth, facking, pintj 
iron goods, call plate-glafs, &c. Ol tha 
commerce of this county, it m^ fuffice to 
obierve, that Liverpool is the lecond port 
In the kingdom. The principal rivers are 
the Merfey;, Irwell, Ribble, Lon, Invent, 
Wyre, Hodder, Roche, Duddon, Winfter, 
Ken, and Calder ; and it has two confider* 
able lakes, Winander-mere, andConifton* 
mere.

It ii built on the top of a mountain, 
in form of a fugar-loaf, and is divided into 
four towns, fiirroundcd by as many walls, 
and commanded by a caflle, on the top 
of the mountain.

Turks, in 1687, but was aftei wards 
evacuated, and tlie callle of Eomell de- 
iholifhed by the Venetian*., in 1699, in 
confequen'T ofilie treaty of Carlow'itz.

I'bis lake produces trout 
of peculiar excellence; of wMih gieat 
quantiues, at i ertam fealbns, are feiit to the 
Edinburgh markets. In autumn, a fingu- 
lar fpecies, (alltcl tlir gidly trout, is here 
faltcd and dried for winter provifions. 

Levcn, a i.ver in Hum hart onlliire, 
wlikh ilTueslroui Loch liOinond ; axd, af- 
ter a meaudering (ourlv throu,rh a clHigfit- 
ful vale, enteis the eftuary ot the Clyde,, 
below Dumbarton. Tins river is the fub- 
jtil of alieautiful ode by Dr. Smollct, and 
on the W fide ot it is a pillar eredicd to 
his memory. 

LtuON!, a village of France, in the 
department ot Upper Saonc and late pro- 
vince ot Franciie Comte', lying to the E 
of Vdoiil. Heie is a cavern 35 paces 
deep, and 60 wide, whLh ferves as a ba- 
roneier to all the country people. A log, 
at the entrance of thisglwier, h an infal- 
lible Agn of rain the next day. From the 
roof, which is feet lugh, clcfcend co- 
lumns of ice, of a prodigious fizc. The 
brook, wdticb runs through a part of th\s 
grotto, is frozen in fummer, but Aows in 
wuntcr.

Lew' IS, one of the largclt of the He- 
brides or wcflern iflands of Scotland, ex- 
tending about 60 miles in length from 
north to fouth, and from 13 to 14 in 
breadth, confilling of a great numbw of 
ifles and rocks, and parted liy the fea into 
two divifions, called Lewis and Harries, 
the former lying to the 'welfw'ard of the 
other. I'hc aii is temperately cold, moift, 
and healthy ; gi*eat part oftlic low*- ground 
is flooded w'lth lakes ; tlie reft is arable in 
many places, and has been counted fruit- 


ful m oats, barley, rye, flax, and 
The inhabitants of Lewis are we]b|inii^ 
tioned, tall, fair, fanguine, flrong, and 
healthy. They are in general fobetf cir- 
cumfpedl, and hofpitabie; dexterous in 
fhootmg, fwimming, and leaping ; bold 
and IkUfrd mariners; and fo temperate, 
that they will tug at the oar all day, with- 
out any other provifion than brew and 
water, with a fnufh of tobacco. 

Lf.wis, a town of the Netherlands in 
Brabant. It is feated on a morals 10 miles 
from Louvain. Lon. 4 xo £ lat. 50 50 N. 

Lewisburgh, the county-town of 
Mifflin, in Pennfylvania, feated on the 
Juniata.

Lewisburg, a town of N. America

It was ceded to the Eiigliih by the peace 
of 1763. The fortifications are now de- 
molifhed.

Lexington, a town of N. America^ 
capital of the ftate of Kentucky, and 
county of Fayette. Near this town are 
to be feen curious fepulchres, full of human 
fkeletons, which are thus fabricated. Firft 
on the ground are laid large broad flones ; 
on thefe are placed the bodies, feparated 
from each other by broad Itones, covered 
with [others, w^hich ferved as a bafis 
for the next arrangement of bodies. In 
this order they ai c built, without mortar, 
growing ftill narrower to the height of a 
xnan. This method of burying apj^ears to 
be totally diflfci'cnt from that now pradlifed 
by the Indians. In the neighbourhood 
of Lexington are alio to be Icen the re- 
mains of two ancient fortifications, with 
ditches and bailions ; one containing about 
fix acres of land, and the other nearly 
three. Pieces of earthen veflels have alio 
been ploughed up near Lexington ; a ma- 
nufadlurc with which the Indians wm 
never acquainted. Thefe, with the for- 
tifications, and the fepulchres, have been 
urged as an argument, that this country 
was formerly mhabited by a people dif- 
ferent from the prefrnt Indians, and fiir- 
tlier advanced than they in the arts of 
llfr ; and Mr. Fiifon, in his account of 
this country,' has advanced arguments to 
prove, that thefe people were, in all pro- 
bability, an ancient colony from Wales. 
Lexin^on frauds at the head of the river 
Elkhom, 470 miles W of Walhington.

Li- xiNOT0>i, a town of N. America in 
Mailachullets.

Leyden, a city Df the United Broyinces 
in Holland, four miles and a*balf in cir- 
cumference. In this city are laid to be 
eight gates, %4 canals, 50 iflands, 180 
ftrects, and 145 bridges, the greateft part 
built of freellone. The principal church 
is a fuperb ftniAure, whofe high roof Is 
fupported by three rows of columns ; and 
the reft of the public buildings are very 
handfome. There arc fevcral large hofpi- 
tals, and a unlverfity, which has genci^- 
ly aooo Itudents, though there arc but 
two colleges: for the fcholars boar<l in 
the town, and have no drefs to diftinguilh 
them. Thefehool is a large pile of brick 
building, three llories high ; m the up- 
ermoft of which the famous Elrevir had 
is prmting-oniLe ; contiguous to theJc 
is the phyfir-garden, where tlie profeflbr 
reads IcAiires in liotany. Tlie library 
contains curious manulcrlpts ; and the 
theatre for anatomy is one of the fineft in 
Europe. Here were manufadlures of the 
beft cloths and fluffs in Holland which are 
now much decayed. Leyden is famous 
for the long fiege it fuikained in 1573, 
againfl the S])aniard8. It is feated near 
the ancient bed of the Rliine, four miles E 
•f tlie German Ocean, and 20 SW of Am- 
fterdam. Lon. 4 33, £ lat, 51 10 N. 

Leyna, a river of Germany, which 
riling in the confines of HelTc, runs N 
falls into the Alleit at Batmar. 

LFYTE.oneof the Philippine iflands, in 
the £ Indies about 40 leagues in length, 
and 95 in circumference. Its foil, on the 
E fide, is very fertile ; but tliere are very 
high mountains that cut it almolt through 
the middle from E to W, andoccafion fo 
great an alteration in the air, tliat when 
the inhabitants of one part of the ifland 
reap, the others fow, and they have two 
plentiful harvefts in the year, to which the 
rivers defeending from the above mention- 
ed mountains not a little contribute. The 
ifland contains 9000 inhabitants, who pay 
tribute to the Spaniards, in rice, wax, and 
quilts.

LrziNA, a town of Italy in the kindom 
^Naples, in Capkana, feated on a bay ol' 
the gulf of Venice, 75 miles NB of 
Naples.

LiBANUS, mountains of Turkey in 
Alia, M’hich lie between Syria and Palci- 
tine, extending from W to E from the Me- 
diterranean Sea as far as Arabia. The 
fummits of thefe mountains are fo liigh that 
^hey are always covered with fnow ; but 
below are very fruitful vallies. They were 
formerly famous for the great number pf 


cedar-trees ; but now fcarccly any remain* 
Geographers diftinguilh them into Libanus 
and Anti-Libanus : the latter lies on the S 
fide of the valley, rifing near the ruins of 
SIdon, and terminates at others in Arabia, 
in lat. 34. 'I'hcy are feparated from each 
other at an equal diftance tiiroughout, and 
form a country, called by the ancient? 
Coelofyria. 

Libau, a feaport of Courland, on the 
Baltic, with a harbour. It is 35 miles 
N of Memel. Lon. ai 40 E, lat. 56 31 N. 

Lirournf, a finall well built town of 
France, in the department of Gironde 
and late province of Guieune. It is one 
of the ftaples of the commerce of Bour- 
dcaux, and is feated on the Dordogne, 
20 miles N£ of Bounleaux, and 205 S 
by W of Paris. Lon. o 12 W, lat. 44 
58 N. 

Lich, or Licha, a town of Germany, 
in the landgravatc of Hcfle, and county of 
Solms, 18 miles N of Franefort Lon. 8 
24 E, lat. 50 15 N. 

Lichfield, a city in Staftbrdfhire, 
with a market on Tuefday and Saturday. 
It v/as, ill the time of the Saxons, an aren- 
bilhopric, but is now a county of itfelf, and 
unites with Coventry in forming one epif- 
copal ice. It has three parifti churches, 
belldes the cathedral, a frecfchool, and two 
hofpitals. Lichfield fends tv^^o members to 
parliament, and is divided by a little river 
that runs through it, over which arc two 
raufeways with flukes. It is feated in a 
fine champaign country, 14 miles S£ of 
Stafford, and 119 NW of London* Lon. 
144 W, lat. 52 54 N. 

Lichstall, a handfome town of Ger- 
many, in the bifhopric ofBafte. 

Lichtallen, or Lilstal, a town of 
Swiiferland, in the county of Bafil. It is 
feated on the Ergetz, eight miles SE of Ba« 
fil. lion. 7 39 £, lat. 47 29 N. 

Lichtenau, a town of Germany, in 
the circle of Weftphalia, nine miles from 
Paderbom. Lon. 8 23 E, lat. 51 jz N. 

Lichti nau, a town of Gcimany, in 
Hefie Caftel. It is 24 miles fiom Naum- 
burg. Loi.. 9 28 E, lat. 51 1 N. 

Lichtenau, a fortrefs of Franconia, 
feated on the Revel, it is fubjedl to the 
city of Nuremburg, and it Is 17 miles 
from that city. JiOn. ix n £, lat. 49 
10 N. 

Lichtenlfrc, a town of Germany, in 
the circle of PranLonia, tlie vicinity of 
which abounds wit}u[uirrics of marble and 
mines of u-oii and other metals. Lon. 1 1

LiCHTi MiERG, a caftle of France, in 
the department of Lower Ridnc and latq 
l 2 
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provuirc of Alface, feated on a rock, near 
the Vofges mountains, and looked upon 
as impregnable.

LiCJ'T’FNBiTRn, a town ol Germany, 
in the rinle of Franconia, in the margra- 
vate of Cullembach, 20 miles NE of Gui- 
iemhach.

Lichtlnfels, a town of Germany, 
in the circle of Franconia, and biftoprit of 
Bamberg, feated on the Maine, 15 miles

LiL'HTfNSTEift, a handfome town of 
Swiflerland, the capital of the county of 
Tockenburg. It is feated on the Thur, 
miles E of Zuric. Lon. 9 8 E, lat. 47

LiCATi NSTEiN, a caftlc of Germanv, 
in the archclnthy of Auftria, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Vienna. 

L^cola, a lake in the kingdom of 
Naples, formerly famous for plenty of 
excellent f/h ; b”t, in 15.38, an explofion 
of a volcano, changed one part of it into a 
mountain of aflies, and the other into a ir.o- 
rafs. Tt was anciently known by the name 
of the Lucrine Lake. 

Lida, a town of T ithuania Proper, in 
the palatinate of Wi'na, litu.ited on the 
Detta, 56 miles S of Wilna. I. on. 25 34 
E, lat. 53 N. 

Lidd, a town of Kent, with a market 
on Thurfday, one of the Cinc’ic l*orts. It 
is 216 mi*es from Cantcrlmry, and 74 
from London. Lon. o 58 E, kt. 50 
58 N. 

Liddfi, 3 river in Koxburghihire, 
abounding in ffi. It is the only one in 
that county that flows feuthward, and falls 
into Solv^ay Irith, near the mouth of the 

rik. 

Liddisdate, a diftridl in Roxbiirgh- 
fhire, comprehending the m hole fouthem 
angle of that county. It admits of little 
cultivation, and is chiefly employed in 
pailure. 

Lidford, a village in Devonfliire, on 
the river Lid. feven miles N of 'I'avlftot k. 
It was once a famous tovn. ith a caftlc ; 
and though now a contemptible village, its 
porifti iii3y compriv lor lands and liberties 
vdth .’m in the kmgdom, the whole foreft 
of I!&artmo(?r heiiig in the \crgi. (rf it. The 
bi idf'-e Is tlirowm over a pai t ol 1 he river that 
is pent betv ecn two Iiigh rocks ; and near 
i' is a fine( ataradf. 

J.TMMNs/ocK, a forlrcfs of Dutch 
Flanders, eight milt s fi om Antw erp. Lon.

Lirci, a hdkoprir of AVtftphalia, 
bounded on the N by Bralant and Guel- 


derland, on the E by the diidiies 'of 
Limburg and Jiiliers, on the S by Lux- 
emburg and the Ardennes, and on the 
W by Branant and the county of Namur. 
It is fruitful in corn and fruits, and 
contains mines of iron, lead, and coal, 
befides quan-ies of maible. The biftiop is 
eledled by the chapter rompofed of 60 can- 
nons ; and he is one of the moft ronfider- 
able eccltfiaftical princes of Geimany, 
and has an annual revenue of 300,000 
ducats. 

Lilof, an ancient populous, and large 
city of Geimany, in the ciicle of Weft- 
phalia, ( apital of a bifliopric of the fame 
name with a caftlc. Keie the river Made 
is divided into three braiichts, wdiltli after 
having p^ifled tlirough ilie city, under fc- 
veral bildges, unite again. Liege is lour 
miles in circumference, and hr s i5oftreets, 
and gates ; it has alfo jc large fuhnrbs 
in whitli aic a great number rcliiMcus 
hoiife^ and thurchts ; whu h laft, w ith thole 
in tlic city, make i o in all. I'he cathedral 
Lonta«ns many relks ; and the other public 
llriidurr s are the bifliop’s palace, the tow n- 
hoult, ami the arlenal ; here is alfo a fa- 
mous uni\crfitv, and a convent of Engllfh 
nuns. It is commnniy faid of this city, that 
it is the Iltll of Women, because they arc 
obliged to live a laborious life, the purga- 
tory of men,becaufe they arc rlrnoft a^l go- 
verned by their w ivc**, and the paradife of 
Monks, becaufe ot their iiili lencftics. At 
thisplac t IS made a great quantify of fue- 
anns, wliic h are e' ported to ddfcreiit coun- 
tries. It w^as bomhardt d in 1691, and ilc- 
Iivtied up to the French in 1701. The al- 
lies retoc*k it in 1702, and the Ficn^h be- 
lieged it again in 1705, but were obliged to 
raife the fiege, on the approach of the duke 
of Marlhoiough. In 1734, a fire hrppened 
here, which confiirrcd the bilhnp’s palace, 
with all the furniture and writings. Jn 
1789, the inhabitants having complained of 
the opprelTiOn w liii h they experienced un- 
der the government of their bifhop, at laft 
infifted upon a charier of privileges. As 
the bifhop and chapter did not comply wdih 
their deu'ands, they had recourfe to arms ; 
and the biftiop apprehenfive for his fafe 
ty, left the city, and appealed to the im- 
perial (hambcT of Wctzlar. That cham- 
ber iflued decrees in his favour : the king 
of Pruftia, in 1790, feemed to aift as a 
mediator for the citizens ; the fentences, 
however, iffued by the imperial chamber 
againft the infurgents, were follow'ed by 
reqiiifitorial letters, addrefted to the go- 
vernment of the Auftrian Netherlands, 
defiring that his imperial majefty’s troops 
w'ould ailxft thofe of the ele^oral princes^ 
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in ^forcine their decrees : in confequcnce 
of which, tlie Auftri’ns entered Iiiege in 
1791, itftorecl the old mapiftrsicy that had 
>»ecn expelled, to their fundtions, and rtiii- 
ilatfil the biihop and chapter. In 1792, 
the French took the city, and efiedied ano- 
tlicr revolution ; hut being driven thence, 
in 1793, the citizens were once more obli- 
ged to fubniit. liiepe is i ? miles SW of 
Macflrirht, and 6a SW of Cologne.

Li>n-tcheou-fou, a city and fcaport 
of China, in the province of Quang-tong. 
Its territories border on the kuigdom of 
Tongking, from which it is fejiarated by 
inacceflible mount ains. It has one city of 
the feumd, and two of the thud under its 
iurifUidlion, and is 525 iniks SW of Can- 
ton. 

Licou-Kieou, the general name of a 
group of iflands, in niiniher, lying be- 
tween Corea, Forroofa, and Japan. Tl hefc 
lilands f'lrm a v»owerful and txleiifive em- 
pij e, the irilubitants of which arc rivillyed, 
and ought not to he ( on founded with otler 
lavage nauons difperfed thionghoet tlic 
lilands »>f Afia. The largcft and principal 
IS called Liv-oii-kitoii, then-ll have each a 
particular name. The largcfl illaiid ex- 
tends 120 miles h'oni N to S, and 33 trot i 
E to W. Their k»ng is tributary to 
China. 

Lieur, a tow^n of Brabant, in the late 
Aufinan I.»ow Countries, at the jundtion of 
the Great and Little Nellie, nine mUes 
NKl. of MechJin, and li SE of Antwerp. 
Iain. 4 16 K, lat. ^ 1 9 N. 

LtsiNA, an ifland of Dalmatia in the 
gulf ot Venice, abeut ^8 miles long, and 
12^ broad, and abounds in coi ti, olives, faf- 
fron, and wine. It belongs to the Vene- 
tians. 

Liesina, a fea]K>rt of Dalmatia, capital 
of an ifland of the fame name, with a bi- 
iliop’s fee, and a fort on an inarreffihle 
mountain, w'ith a harbour capable of coii- 
tainhig vefivls of all forts. Lon. 16 23 E, 
lat. 43 30 N. 

Lii-ssr, a tow'n of France, in the de- 
partment of Aifne and kte j^rovince pf Pi- 
c ardy, famous for an image of the Virgin 
Mary, to which a great number of pilgrims 
ufed to refort.

It IS mdcs long and 30 broad, and con- 
tains lomc of the belt iron mines in the 
KethcTlaiid‘5, and the foil is good for com 
Acc.

Limburc, the ckpital of Auflriol 
Limbmg. Here is a minufadhire of wool- 
len clotlu, and k is famous for excellent 
cheefe.

Lime, a town in iWfetfhire. See

Lime, or Lfmen, a village in Kent, 
three miles W of Ilithe. It was formerly 
a port, till choked up by the fands, and is 
now a poor town. Here was formerly a 
caille, now converted into a farm-houfe. 

Limerick, a county of Ireland, in 
the province of Munfter, 48 miles long 
and 23 broad; bounded on the N by 
Shannon, on the W by Kerry ; on the S 
by Cork, and on the E by Tipperary. It 
contains T30 parifhes, and fent eight mem- 
bers to parliament before the Irilh union. 
It is a fertile country, and well inhabited, 
though the W parts are mountainous. 

Limerick, or Lough Meath, a city 
of Ireland, in the county of Limerick, 
and the metropolis of the province of 
Munfter. Within a cefttury, it was reck- 
oned the fecond city in the kingdom ; at 
prefent it has loft its rank ; not becaufe it 
fiourilhes lefs, but beCaufc Cork ftourlfties 
more. It is Itill a commercial and popu- 
lous place ; and confifts of the Irilh and 
Englifti Town ; the latter (ituate on Kind’s 
ifland, formed by the Shannon. Limerick 
is three miles in circumference, and has a 
market ofi Wednefday and Saturday. I'he 
linen, woollen, and paper manufaeftares 
arc carried on here to a great extent ; and 
the exportof provifions is very conliderable. 
Here are many holpitals, and fome hand- 
fiime public mudlures, befides the cathe- 
dral and other churches. Ardfcrt and Ag- 
hadoe, in the county of Keny', are unit^ 
to the biftioprick of lamerick. It vv^as 
befieged by King William in 1790 ; and 
in X 69 1, the garrifon furrendered on a very 
honourable capitulation. It is 40 miles S, 
df Galway, and 94 SW of Dublin.

Limoges, an ancient and conflderable 
town of Fraftce, (fapkal of the department 
of Upper Vienne and late territory of 
Lhnofin, with a biftiop’s fee. It is a tra<l- 
iiig place, and its horfes are in ^reat efteem. 
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Ik is fiM 4 »ed 00 tlte Vienne, 50 miles K£ of

LiMOsiN, a late province of France, 
bounded on the N by Marche, on the £ 
by Auvergne, on the S by Querci, and on 
the W by PeriTOrd and Angoumpis. It is 
covered with toefts of cbeftnut-trees, and 
contains mines of lead, copper, tin, and 
iton ; but the principsJ trade confiAs in 
cattle and horfes. It now forms the de- 
partment of Upper Vienne. 

Limoux, a populous and commercial 
town of France, m the department of Aude 
and late province of Languedoc. It has a 
manufacture of cloth; and its environs 
produce excellent white wine. It is feated 
on the Aude, 37 miles W by S of Nar- 
bonne, and 50 S£ of Totiloufe. Lon. %

Limpurg. See Limbourg. 

Likchc, orLiNKR, a ftrong town of 
France, in the department of the North 
and late province of French Flanders, 
feated on a river, 15 miles SW of Dun- 
kirk.

Lincoln, the capital of Liiicolnlhire, 
with a market on Friday. It is feated on 
the fide of a lleep hill, on the Witham, 
which here divides into three itreams. 
It had formerly 50 churches, now re- 
duced to 13, befides the catJiedral. It 
is a bilhop’s fee, whofe diocefe is the largeft 
in England The cathedral is one of the 
moft liipecb ftrudlurcs of that kind in 
England, and its grtat bell, requires 12 
men to ring it. It is a county of itfelf, 
governed by a mayor, and fends two 
fiiemhtrs to parliament. The chief trade 
is in coal brought by the Trent and FolP- 
dike ; and oats and wool, which are fent 
by the Witham, and there is alfo a fmall 
manufa^ure of camlets. It is 32 miles 
N£ of Nottingham, and 13 ^ N of London. 
Lop. o 25 W, lat. 53 15 N. 

Lincolnshire, a county of England, 
bounded on the N by the Humber, which 
divides it from Yorklhire ; on the E by 
the German Ocean ; on the S£ by the 
Waih and part of Norfolk ; on the S by 
Cambridge and Northamptonihire ; on 
the SW by Rutfandil^ ; and on the W 
by the counties of Leicefter and Notting- 
ham. It is 77 miles from N to S, and 
45 in breadth, where wideit. It is di- 
vided into three parts ; namely, Holland 
on the $£, Kelteven on the SW, and 
Lindfey on the N. It contains 30 hun- 
dreds, one city, 31 market-towns, and 
630 parilhes; and fends 12 members to 
parliament. Its principal rivers are tJie 
iiuxnberi Trent; Wii)tb^i and Welland. 
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The air is unwholefome and foggy, on a^ 
count of the fens and large marlhcs. The 
foil of the N and W parts is very fertile, 
and abounds in com and pallurcs. The 
E and S parts arc not fo proper for com, 
but then tliey fupply them with fiflj and 
fowl in great plenty, particularly ducks 
and ge^e. Lincoln is the principal town. 
It is in many places, very rich, the 
inland part producing com in great 
plenty, and the fens cole-fecd, and veiy 
rich paftures ; whence their breed of cattle 
is larger than that of any other county in 
Englmd, except Schnerietihire. 

Lindexfels, orLiNDCNFiiLD, a town 
of Germany, in the palatinate of the Rhine, 
17 miles N of Heidelberg. Lon. 8 47 E* 
lat.

Lindkoping, a town of Sweden, ca* 
pital of W Gothland, with a biiliop’s 
fee.

Lindsfy, the largeft of the three prin- 
cipal divifions of I.incolnfhire, including 
ail the county that lies N of Lincoln, 
and the FolTdike, which Henry i cut be- 
tween the Witham and the Trent. It is 
the moft elevated part of the country 5 
and the air is generally efteemed healthy 
efpecially on ttic W fide. To the NE 
is a large tradi of heathy land, called the 
Wolds, the S part of which is well in- 
habited, but the N is thin of people : 
great flocks of flicep are bred throughout 
this tradl. See Ax holm. 

Lingfn, a ftrong town of Germany 
in the circle of Weftphalia, capital of a 
county of the fame name. It belongs to 
the king of Pruffia, and is feated on the 
river Embs, 30 miles W of Ofiiaburglj, 
and 37 N of Muiiftcr. Lon. 7 30 E lat. 
52 32 N. 

Lin-kianG“I ou, a city of China, In 
the province of Kiang-fi, fcaud on the 
river Yu>ho. It has l«iiir cities of the 
third clafs in its c-illrxT ; but :t is lo 
much dtlcrtcd that tlic Chinclc lay one 
hog vould iiianiUin the city 2 days. 
On.* w being ilie mart

Lin-tcin-tcheou» a city of C]ima» 
in the province of Chan-tong, feated on 
tlie Great Canal. It is much Jrequented 
by veflels, and may be called a general 
magazine for every kind of inerchandlie. 
Among the edifices admired here, is an 
odlagonal tower, divided into eight Ito- 
ries, the walls of which are covered on 
the outfide with porcelain, loaded with 
Tarious figures neatly executed ; a ftair- 
cife, conuruiSlcd in ‘tlie wall, condudls 
to all the Hones, from udiich there are 

I iafTages tint lead into magnificent gal- 
tries ornamented with gilt halulh adcs. 

Linlithgow, a borough, the county- 
town of Linlithgowfliire. It Hands on a 
rfing ground, overlooking a lake at its E 
end. Here the kiiv's of Scotland had one 
of their noblcH palaces, now in ruins ; but 
here is Hill fliovnithe room in whi.:h Maiy 
queen of Scots w^as Iioni. Linli^^hgow is 
16 miles W of Edinburgh. Lou. 3 34

Linlithgowshire, or Wlst Lo- 
thian, is bounded on the Nhy the Frith 
of Forth ; on the E and S£ by Mid 
Lothian; on the SW by Lancrkflnrc; 
and on the W by Stirlingfhire ; extending 
about 14 miles i.i length and 13 in breadth. 
In general it is pkaiant, abounding with 
corn and pafturc**, and producing coals, 
hmeftone, iron and fait ; with plenty of 
fifli from the rivers and Frith. It has a 
manufadhire of linen, and the water of a 
lake near linlithgow is remarkable for 
bleaching. In this county Adrian or 
Scvcrus*8 wall began, which extended 
arrofs this part of Scotland. 

Linosa, an iiland of the Mediter- 
rauean, on the coail of Africa, 12 miles 
fmm Laropedofa, and 1 s miles in circum- 
ference.

Li PARI, the largeft, moft fertile, and 
populous of the Lipari 1 Hands, aliout 15 
miles in circumference. It w^as cele- 
brated among the ancients ; and, by the 
deftription ot A^iltolle, it ajq>cai8 to 
have been coiifidcrcd by the failors in his 
time, what Stroinbolo, is in ours, as a 
liglithoule, as its fires were never extin- 
gudhed. It abounds with the currant 
grape ; cotton alio grows here ; and great 
quantities of pumice are gathered. 

Lipari, an ancient town, rapii.d of 
tlie ifland of Lijiari, w'ith a bifliop’s h“C- 
It was ruined in IC44, by Harharoflb, 
who c.'ir/ied the inhabitants into 11a very, 
and clcinoliflied the place; but it w^as re- 
built by the emperor Charks v. 'J‘l.e 
priniipal trade oi the iniiabitants is in tiie 
expoi tatioii of the produdfs ol the ifland ; 
but the chief necellancs of life are im- 
ported from Sicily. This lowm has a 
garnlon, and ftands on the S TmIc of tlic 
Hand.

Lipari Islands, a group oi iflands 
lying in the Meditci ranean, to the of 
Shily, IS in number ; and nearly as fol- 
lows, in the order of their fize ; nanie- 
ly, Liparia, Strombolo, Volcano, Salini, 
Fclicudi, AUcudi, Panari, Volcanello, 
Vachclufc, ivilca, Dattolo, and Tila iwvi.

Lip PA, a towm of Hungary, in tlie 
bannat of Temcfw'ar, with a cafile. It 
w^as taken by the Turks in 155a, by the 
Aulirians in 1688, anrl by the I'urks again 
in 1698, who abandoned it in 1695, 
after having demoliflied the fortificationa. 
It IS feated on a mount ain, sa mtles NE of 
Tcmciw’'ar and 75 of Belgrade. Lon. as 
45 E, lat.

Lip PE, a river of Wcftplialia, w^hicli 
wafhes Paderbom, Liplladt, and Ham, and 
falls into the llhme, abwe Wefel. 

Lipstad't, a confiderable towm 
Weftphalia, capital of the county of 
Lippe. It was once free and Imperial ; 
afterward fubjedi to its own counts, and 
now to the king of Prqilia. It carries on 
a good trade in preparing timber for 
building vefleb on the Rhine, ^vith which 
U has a communication by the river Lipjw. 
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^nraWeev^: but it isducfljr&rrodk: 
iah' and Ch^fhire cheefe^ of which great 
quantities are Ihip^ off here for the 
W and S parts of England. Among 
'the charitable foundations^ are^ alxnshoufes 
for the widows of mariners killed or loft 
at fea, or deca;^ed feamen^ and a new 
afylum for lunatics.

LiYONiAy a province of the Ruflian, 
empire, which, with that of Bftbonia, 
has been reciprocally claimed and poftefled 
by RulDa, Sweden, and Poland, and, for 
more than two centuries, has been a 
perpetual feene of the moft bloody wars. 
It was finally wrefted from the Swedes 
hy Peter the Gieat, and confirmed to the 
Ruffians by the peace of Nyfladt, in 1721. 
It now foi-ms the government of Uiga» 
or Livonia, of which Riga is the capital. 
It is bounded on the N by the government 
of Efthonia, on the £ by tliat of Pfkof, on 
the S by that of Polotfk and part of Poland, 
and on the W by Jtlie gulf of Livonia. It 
is 450 miles from N to S, and 150 from 
E to W. The land is fo fertile in com, 
that it is called the granary of the N. and 
would produce a great deal more, if it was 
not fo full of lakes. The fifh that abound 
heie are falmons, carps, pikes, flat fifh, and 
many others. In the forefts there are 
wolves, bears, elks, rein-deer, ftags, and 
hares. The domeftick animals are very 
numerous ; but the fheep bear very bad 
wooL Here are a great number of forefts, 
which confift of birch trees, jpines, and 
oaks ; and all the houfes of foe inliabitants 
are built with wood. The merchandizes 
which they fend abroad are flax, hemp, 
honey, wax, leather, Ikins, and potafhes.

It is cal- 
led Lifle (that is L’Ifle,tlie ifland) becaufc 
it was formerly furrounded by marihes, * 
which have been drained by the induftry 
of the inhabiunts. Its citadel, confti-u<ftcd 
by Vauban is fuppofed bi be the fineft in 
Europe next to that of Turin. The ftreets, 
particularly thofe ol the New Town, are 
adorned with noble buildings. 1 he Great 
Square, and the Little Square, are both 
dillinguifhed in this reCpe^, and among 
the public ibiKflures moft worthy of no- 
tice, are the exchange, a magazine of N'aft 
extent, and a general hofpi^ very lately 
built. In another hofpital, called L’Hofpi- 
tal ComteiTe, the poor were ferved (at leaft 
before the late revolution) upon plate. 
They have manufatftures of all forts ; but 
their principal trade is in camlets. Lifle 
was taken by tlie duke oi Marlborough, 
after three months flege, and the lofs of ma- 
ny thoiifands of men, in 1708 ; but it was 
reftored to tlie French by the treaty of 
Utrecht, in 1713, in conflderation of their 
demoliftiing the fortifications uf Dunkirk. 
In 179a, it fuftained a fevere bombardment 
from the Auftrians ; who, however, were 
obliged to raife the liege on the approach 
of a fiiperior French army. It is feated on 
the river Dcule, 14 miles W of Toumay, 
34 SW of Ghent, 37 NW of Mons, and 
130 N of Paris.

Lismore, one of the Weftem Iflands 
of Scotland, feated at tlie mouth of Loch 
Linhe, a capacious lake in Argylefhire.

Li son z o, a river of Italy, which rifes in 
Carinthia, runs through part of the re- 
public of Venice, and falls into the gulf 
of Venice, at the harbour of the lame 
name. 

Lissa, an ifland in the gulf of Venice, 
on the coaft of Dalmatia, belonging to the 
Venetians, who have here a filhery of pil- 
chards and anchovies.

fdigrh, and 250 in breadtli, and is watered 
by federal Isu^e rivers, the p^dpal of 
which are the Nieper, the Dwina, the 
Neman, the Pripecz, and the Bogg. It h 
divided into 8 palatinates ; namelv', Troki, 
Mln^, Novogrodcc, Brefta, Wuna, Mf- 
ciilau, Vitepik, and Polocfl^ It is a flat 
country, like Poland ; and the lands are 
very proper lor tillage. The foil is not on- 
ly fertile in com, but it produces honey, 
wood, p«tch, and vaft quantities of wool. 
They have alfo excelknt little hoi fes, which 
they never fhoe, btcaufc their hoofs are 
^ery hard. In the lorefts, large pieces of 
yellow anber ai-e frequently dug up. The 
countr)^ fwamis irh Jews, who, though 
numerous in every other part of Poland, 
feem to have fixed their head-quarters in 
this duchy ; and this, pei haps, is the only 
Country in Europe, wheie Je^s cultivate 
the ground. The neafants are in a fiate of 
the moft ahjedf vaflalage. In 177a, the 
^prefs Catharine compelled the Poles to 
Cede to her all that part ol Lithuania, bo:- 
dering upon Ruflia, and includiiig^at Icafi 
one third of the courfry. This fhc erec- 
ted into the two governments of IVotlk 
and Mohilef.

with the king of l*ninia. Jhe efFedlcd ano- 
ther partition of Poland, mi confequence of 
which file extended her dominions overal- 
fnoR the whole of Litlmania. 

Litiz, a town of the Hate of Penn- 
fylvania. Here is a fiourifhing fettlement 
of the Moravians, begun in 1757* It is 
eight miles from Lancafier, and 70 W of 
Philadelphia. 

Li VADiA, a province of Turkey in Eu- 
rope, bounded on the N by Janna, on the 
E by the Archipelago, on ue S by the Mo- 
rea, and on the W by the Mediterranean. 
Jt includes ancient Greece properly fo cal- 
led, and its capital is Setines,the oncecele- 
brateil Athens. 

Liv ADI A, an ancient town of Turkey in 
Europe, in a province of the fame name. 
It carries on a trade in wool, com, ond rice, 
^'herewith it furnilhes all Greece* and is 58 
miles NW of Athens. Lun. 23 26£,Iat.

Livadosta, a town ofLivadia. It is 
feated on the gulf of liCpanto, in the ifth- 
mus of Corinth, to the N of the city of that 
name, w^ith a bifhop’s fee. 

Li\ I NZA, a river of Italy, in the terri- 
tory of Venice, wluch falls into the gulf of 
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Vodee, de tnooth bfihe 

and the towttidf Caorio. 

LtvB&0VK, a town of France, in 
department of Meurthe and late province 
of Lorrain, feated on k mountain, xiear the 
river MofelTe, eight miles N£ of TouL 
Lon. 652, lat. 4S 45 IN- 

Liverpool, a confiderable borough 
and feaport in Lancafhire, with a market 
on Saturday. Its fituation is low but ex- 
tremely healthy, plealant, and commodious, 
at the month of the river Merley, which 
is here from twelve to fifteen hundred yards 
wide, is a populous town, the moitflourifh- 
ing fea-port m thefe parts, and pretends to 
rival, if not excel Briltol. The inhabitants 
are univerfal merchants, and trade to all fo- 
reign parts but Turkey and the Eaft Indies. 
It'ihares the tradeto Ireland and Wales with 
Brifiol. Ship's of any burden may come up 
with their full lading and ride before the 
toMii, which is quite open and unfortified. 
In 1644 it was befit ged by prince Rupert, 
and after a flout reliftance, taken, TheExr 
change, in which is the town-hall, council- 
room, and aifembly room,, is a handfome 
Corinthian edifice, witli a dome built in 
1749, and fine e confiderabl y enlarged. All 
the new buildings are handfome, and the 
flreets fpacious. Some merchants have 
houies here, which in Italy would pafe for 
palaces. The cuftom-houfe is a neat and 
commodious brick-building, too fmall for its 
trade. There are eight public docks, which 
form an area of al>out twenty-fbur acres, 
and can contain above one thoufand fhips, 
WTth the greatefl fafety. They are bound- 
ed by quays above a mile and a half ia 
len^h, and able to contain 20,000 tons of 
Ihipplng. Thefe docks have been erefled 
at a very great exptnee. One of them 
coft no Itis than 21,000]. Tliere is a libra- 
ry, and a theatre-royal was racned in ^772, 
which coft above 6oool. The whole num- 
ber of barks employed here in *563, was 
only 12, with 75 men ; and there were then 
only 130 habitations, whei-eas in 1786, 
there were upwards of 8000 habitations^ 
and they had 2800 vefleli cleared outwards, 
and above 3000 inwards ; fo amazingly 
great has b^ the increafe. The duties 
paid at the cuftomhouie in 1784 were 
640,5 Tol. Them were Rmr millions 
buihds of fak exported, lielldes what went 
coaftv^ife; alfo firbeen thoufand tons of coal, 
were exTOrted, and 15,500 tons feat coaft- 
wife. exportof &lt and falt-rock is 

from 90,000 to 100,000 tons annually. 
There is a navigation from hence farther 
tip the Merfey, and that for fhips of bur- 
den too, as high almoft as Warrington* 
and alfo up the 8 duumel, as tliey call 

. 4 ' 
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Kkiht, in commemoration of tlie great fire 
ki 1666 ; and the ancient bridge, called 
tiOndon-bridge. It is in agitation to pull 
this down and rebuild it on a moft cxten- 
five plan, making one arch the Span of 
which ihall be fo high as to admit 
vefiels of large burden under it ; the two 
magnificent modem bridges of Black-friars 
and Weftminfter. The Britifh Mufeum 
in Great Ruflel-ftreet, Bloomfbury; and 
tlie Leveriau Mufeum, in Great Surry- 
fireet, are, perhaps, the noblefi of their 
kind in Europe. The Inns of Court for 
the ihidy of the law ; the colleges, 
learned focieties, and public feminaries; 
the halls of the different trading com- 
panies ; the noble hofpitals and other 
charitable inflitutions ; the prifons the 
public places of diverfion; with its fine 
Iquarcs and ftreets, which are numerous, 
and built with great regularity are all too 
numerous to be particularly mentioned. 
London, then, in its large fenfe, including 
Wcftminller, Southwark, and part of 
MiddlcTex, forms one great metropolisj 
of vaft extent and of prodigious uTaltli. 
When coiifidercd with all its advantages, 
it is now what ancient Rome once was ; 
Hie feat of liberty, the cncourager of arts, 
and the admiration of the whole w^orlJ. 
It is the centre of trade ; has an intimate 
Conneiftion with all the counties in the 
kingdom ; and is the grand mart of the na- 
tion, to which all parts fend tlieir com- 
modities, from whence they are again fent 
back into every town in the nation and to 
«very part of the world. From hence in- 
numerable carriages by land and water are 
conllantly employed: and from hence 
arifes that circulation in the national body 
which renders every part healthful, vigor- 
ous, and in a profperous condition ; a cir- 
culation that is equally beneficial to the 
head and the moft diftaiit members. Mer- 
chants are here as rich as noblemen ; wdt- 
nefs their incredible loans to government : 
and there is no place in the world w'herc 
the fhops of traddmen make fuch a noble 
and elegant appearance, or arc better ftock- 
cd. Ine Thames, on the bonks of which 
London is fituated. Is a river which, 
though not the largcft, is the richelt and 
moft commodbos for commerce of any in 
the world. It is continually filled with 
fleets, failing to or from the mqft diilant 
dimates : and its baxdcs, from London- 
bridge to Blackwall, form almoft one con- 
tinued great magazine of naval ftt^cs ; 
conlabing three large wet-docks, 3 a dr\- 
docks, and 33 yards for the building «»t 
ihipsficnrthe ufe of the merchants ; beiides 
the places allotted for|thc building of boats 
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and lightei^, and thd king’s yards lowfe^ 
down the river for the building of men of 
war. As the city is about 60 miles lUftant 
from the fi^a, it enjoys, by means of thb 
beautiful river, all the benefits of naviga- 
tion, without the danger of l)eing furprifed 
by foreign fleets, or of being annoyed by 
tlie moift vapours of the fea. It nfes re- 
gularly Irom the water-fide, and, extend- 
ing itfelf on both lidcs along its banks, 
.jreaches a prodigious length from £ to W 
in a kind of amphitheatre towards the N, 
and is continued for near ao miles on ail 
fides, in a fucceilion of magnificent vilUs 
and populous villages, the country-feats of 
gentlemen and tradefmen ; whither the 
latter retire for the benefit of frefh air, and 
to relax their minds from the hurry of 
bufineis. The regard paid by the legifift- 
ture to the property of the fubje^, has 
hitherto prevented any bounds being fixed 
for its extenfion. The irregular form of 
London makes it difiicult to afeeruin its 
extent. However, its length from E to 
W is generally rUowed to be above fevea 
mile? fiom Hyde-park comer to Poplar f 
and its bre^adth in fonic places three, in 
others twro, and in others again not much 
above lialf a mile. Hence the circum- 
ference of the whole is almoft 18 miles ^ 
or, according to a later meafureraent, the 
extent of continued buildings is 35 mHeO 
two furlongs and 39 roods. But it is much 
cafier to fonn an idea of the large extent 
of a city fo irregularly built by tlie numba* 
of the people, who are computed to he 
above a million ; and from the number of 
edifices devoted to the fervitc of religion. 
Of thefe, there are 305 in the compals of 
this vaft pile of builduigs, without reckon- 
ing the 21 out-paiilhes iifually included in 
tlie bills of mortality, and a great number 
of methodift tabernacles. There are alfi» 
in and near this city 100 alms-houfui, 
about 20 hofpitals and infirmaries, 3 
colleges, xo public prifons, 15 flclh- 
mai kets ; one market for live catde ; two 
other markets more particularly for herbs ; 
and 23 other markets for com, coals, hay, 
&c. ; 15 inns of court, 27 public fquares, 
beiides thofe within Tingle buildingb, as the 
Temple, &c. , 3 biidgi ^5 halls for ( oin- 
^anies, 8 public Ichools, called free- 
Ichools ; and 131 ihariLy-lUiools, \\hiLii 
provide education Tor 50^.? poor children; 
207 inns, 447 tavcnib, 351 coITeehoutVs, 
5975 alehoufes ; icoo hv \nc\-ioav.hcs ; 
400 ditto chairs, 7c r imeto, lanes, 
couits, and alleys, and i 'jo.occ dvvcllinj^- 
hoiiLs, containirg, as bn? been airoady ob- 
ferved, above i,cv?o,ooo mliabnaiits ; who, 
accoiding to a mode rat:; dlnrviK , a:e 
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pol^ to confuxne '^'W«ekly» ordvifiohs, 
dottivig) &c. tQ the amount of jC 500,000. 
London is tlie feat of many confiderable 
m&feki^adures s fome^almoft peculiar to it- 
felf, others in which it participates with the 
monufaiSiuring iO'^nas in general. The moft 
important of its pecidiar manufaduresis the 
filk-weaving, efiablifhed in Spitalfields 
by refugees irom France. A variety of 
works in gold, filver, and jewellery ; 
the engraving of prints ; the making 
of opti^ and mathematical inilmments, 
are likewife principally or folely ex- 
ecuted here, and ibme of them in greater 
pcrfedlion than in any other country. 
To its port arc likewife confined fonic 
branchesof foreign commerce, as the vaft 
£aft India trade, and thofe to Turkey 
and Hudfon’s Bay. The common 

firing is pit-coal, commonly called fea- 
coal, of which there ai‘e confnmed up- 
wards of 7f>6,88o chaldrons every year. 
The annual confuin]ition of oil in 
London and Weihniufier for lamps, 
amounts to 400,000!. In 1787, the 

quantity of porter brewed in London 
for home-confumption and foreign expor- 
tation, amounted to 1,176,856 barrels. 
Thus London has rifen to its prefent rank 
of the firil city in^Europe, both with ref|K6t 
to opulence and to number of inhabitants. 
London is a bifhop’s fee, and fends lour 
members to parliament. T o enumerate all 
the events by which this great cap.tal has 
been diftinguifhed, would greatly exceed, 
our limits : wc iholl only mention therefore, 
the great plague, In 1665, which cut off 
9O1OOO people, and the dreadful conflagra- 
tion, in 1666, by which it received damage 
to the amount of Li 0,689000. Lon-

Londonderry, a handfome town of 
Ireland, capital of a county of the fame 
name. It is ftill furrounded Ivy walls, and 
is remarkable for a long fiege it fuf- 
tained againft James 11, in 1689, till a 
naval force from England, with fonie 
troops under general Kirke, broke the 
boom acrois the lurbour, and brought a 
feafonable relit f; by which the enemy 
were fo difplrited, as to raife the fiege. 
It is a modern place, built by a company 
of London adventurers in the reign of 
James T. I'he principal commerce of 
I^ondonderry is with America and the 
Weft Indies. It contains 10,000 inha- 
bitants, and is feated cm the river Foyle, 
over which a wooden bridge, J068 feet 
in length, and of fingular and excellent 
conftrueftion, was eredTed in 1791. lion- 
dondeiry isfbiif miles S of Lough FoyK, 
and 194 NW of Dublin.

Longford, a county of Ireland, in 
the province of Linfter, 25 inilcs long 
and 16 broad ; bounded on the E and S 
by W Meath, on the NW by Leitrivn, 
on the NE by Cavan, .and on the W by 
the Shannon winch parts it from Rof- 
common. It is a rich and pleafant coun- 
try, contains 24 parilhes, and lends 10 
members to pai'liameiit.

Long Island, an ifiand of the ftatc 
of New York, feparated from Coiincdli- 
cut by Long Ifiand Sound, and divided 
into tlu'ce counties. It extends from the 
city of New York E 140 miles, but is 
not more than 10 broad on a medium. 
Hence are exported to the W Indies, &c. 
whale-oil, pitch, pine boards, horfes, cat- 
tle, flax-feed, beef, &c. The produce of 
the middle and weftem parts of the ifiand, 
particularly com, is carried to New 
York. This ifiand, in 1792 containd 
upward of 30,000 inhabitants. 

Long Island Sound, a kind of in- 
land fea, in N America, 25 miles broad 
and X40 long, extending the whole length 
of Lonj; Ifiand, and dividing it from 
Conneifticut. It comxntmirates with the 
Atlantic at both ends of the ifiand. 

Longinico, a tonkm of the Morea, 
anciently called Olympia, famous for bc;- 
irig the place where me Olympic games 
celebrated, and for the ttmplc of 
Jupiter Olympius, about a mile diflani.

Loir and Ckfr, a department of 
France, including the late province of 
Blafois. It takes its name from the rivers 
lioir and Cher ; tlie fiilt of which falls 
into the Sarle, above Angers ; and the lall 
empties itlelf into the Loire, five miles 
above the confluence of the latter with the 
Indre. Blois is tlie capital. 

Loire, the principal river of France, 
which rifes in the mountains of the Ceven- 
nes, in Languedoc. It begins to be navi- 
gable at Koaniic ; and is joined to the 
Seine by the canals of Briare and Oi leans, 
falls into the bay of Bifcay, below Paim- 
bceuf. 

Loire, Lower, a department of 
France, containing part of tlie late pro- 
vince of Bretagne. It has its name from 
the river Loire, which forms its S boun- 
dary, and then falls into the bay of Bifcay. 
Nantes is tlic capitaL 

Loire, Upper, a department of 
France, late the province of Velay. It 
takes its name fWim the river Loire, whii h 
rifes near itsS boundary. Puy is the capital. 

Loirbt, a department of France, late 
the province of Orleanois. It takes its 
name from a fmall river that falls into the 
Loire. Orleans is the capital. 

Lombardy, a name given to part of 
and wliich coxnpreheuds aimofi ail 


the ancitnt Clfalpine-Gaul. It lies tOt 
wards the N and is divided into the Upper 
and Lower ; Upper Lombardy is tlie wes- 
tern part, and comprehends Piedmont, 
with its dependencies, «ind the dutchics of 
Montferrat and Milan. Lower Lombardy, 
which is the eafiem part, comprehends 
Parma, Modena, Mantua, Ferrara, the 
Bolognefe, the territories of the church, the 
Paduan, Viceiitin, the V eronel’e, the i^f- 
fan, the Cremafe, and the Bcrgamefe. In 
the prefent war, nearly the whole of thefe 
provinces were overrun by the French re- 
publicans, w'ho not only levied exorbitant 
centributions on the inhabitants, but alfo 
demanded many of their fineft piAurcs and 
itatues, which they tranfported to Paris. 

Lombez, a tovvn of France, in the de- 
partment of Gers and late province of 
Gafeony, lately a bifliop’s fee. It is Lateil 
on the Save, 27 miles SW of Touloufe. 
Lcjh. I o E, lat. 43 29 N. 

Lomond, Bi n, a great mountain, in 
the N of Stirlingfhire, about 3200 feet 
above the level of the lake, at its bottom. 
It ib'ctches along the E fide of Loch 
I^mond feveral imlcc ; and its broad 
bale extends lo far into the country, that 
the afeent of this mountain, though fieep, 
is comjmtcd to be fix miles. Ptarmi- 
gans, and othu* heath-fowls, frequent its 
upper regions ; its lower are tlie hatints 
of the roebuck ; and herds of cattle feed 
in the in'iguous vallies at its bafe. 
From tliis lolty mountain are feeii Loch 
Ijomond, the Clyde, the Forth, Edin- 
burgh, the eaftern coaft as fai- as the 
Cheviot Fells, the ifles of Bute and 
Arran, the rock of Ailfii, Ireland, the 
mountain of Phmlimmon in Wales, the 
Skiddaw in Cumberland, and the hills far 
beyond it. 

Lomond, Loch, a lieautiful lake in 
Dumbartonfhii e, Ix>ch-loinoud, tlie laft, 
the moft beautiful of the Caledonian lakes. 
The fiift view of it fi*om 1 arbat prelents 
an cxtciilive fcrjicntinc winding amidfi 
lofty hills ; on the N, Iwrrcn, black, and 
rocky, which darken with their fiiade tliat 
coiiti'aifted part of the water. On tht W 
fide, the mountains are cloathcd nc.ir il.c 
bottoms with w'oods of oak (julte to tlie 
water-edge ; their fummlis K»lty, naked 
and craggy. On the call lif(( , the moun- 
tains are equally high , but the tC'ps form a 
moic evenndgL par.i!hl to tin. kike, except 
where Ben-lomond, like Saul amidlt^ h's 
compaTiioiis, overtops tlic nft. "^1 JiC 
upper parts Were black .iiul barren; the 
lower had great iTia.k** ol liitihty, 01 .t 
le.^fl oi' nidailry, fiir tlie villow corn v*' .

The length of 
this charming lake is 24 Scotch' miles ; its

In 17559 
when Lilbon was dellroTed bv an earth- 
jqpiket this lake was exceedingly agitated. 

Lon, or Lu n £, a beautiful and romantic 
river which rifes in Welhnorlond, and 
fiowdng by Kirby Lonfdnle in that county, 
falls into the Irifli 'Sea, below Lancafier. 
Its banks are beautiful. 

London, the metropolis of Great 
^Britain, one of the largeft and moll opu- 
lent •cities in the world, mentioned by 
Tjscitus as a coniiderable commerriu 
place in the reign of Nero. In its moll 
cxtenhve view, as the metropolis, it 
conftfts of the City, properly fo called, 
the city of Wefhniniter, and the borough 
of Southwark, befides the fuburbs in Mid- 
cUefex and Suit)', within what are called 
the Bills of Mortality. Loudon and W eft- 
minifer are in Middlefex, on the N fide of 
the river Thames ; and Southwark is on 
tlie oppofite bank, in Surry, 'i he city is 
divided into a 6 wai'ds, each governed by 
jui aldenuasi ; and from the aldenrien, the 
lord mayor is annually choicn. There 
are likewife 2^6 common-council-mcn, a 
recorder, a common- ferjeant, two fiierilL 
(who are alfo (heriffs of Middlefix) a 
chamberlain, a town clerk, a city'remciii- 
brancer, a water bailifl', and man) inferior 
officers. WcftminfttT, once a mile from 
London, but now united to it, is governed 
by a high fteward, who is genei’ally a noble- 
man, chofen by the dean and chapter ; 
and he has an under fteward who officiates 
for him. ' The fuburbs arc under tlie jurif-

ro^al palace of Bt. James’ is an ancienl 
buildin|^9 on the N fide of a imall park^ 
mean m external appearance : but the 
apartments are laid to ht the bdf calculated 
for regal parade of any in Europe. The 
royal town refidence is a huufe at diie W 
fide of St. James’s park, built by the duke 
of Buckingham, and purchafed by the 
king in 1761, when it received the ap- 
p^ation of the Queen’s Palace, but ia 
fiiil frequently called Buckingham Houie. 
Carlton Houfe, the refidence of the prince 
of Wales, to the £ of St. James’s palace, 
is a Ifately building, on which vail Aims 
have been expended, but it is not yet com- 
pleted. The Banqueting Houfe, at White- 
hall, begun in 1619, is only a fmall part 
of the valt plan of a palace, intended to 
be worthy of the refidence of the Britiih 
monarchs, but left incomplete. Befides the 
royal palaces, there are many fine houfes 
of the prijiLCS of the blood, and of the 
nobility and gentry. Among the public 
buildings, which can merely be enumerat- 
ed here, are Wellminiter Hall, contain- 
ing the iiiprcine courts of juflice, and ad? 
joining to which are the houfes of lord 
and commons. The former was ancient- 
ly a chapel dedicated to St. Stephen, and

and o&er perfons of both Htxee for thefe 
many hundred years pail. Works m 
filver are not thought worthy to be admit- 
ted here. The whole is reckoned to be 
worth 9 millions of rix-doUars. And we 
ought not to omit the M'lne cellar belong^ 
ing to the holy houfe* which is very richly 
fioaed. The town itfelf* exclufive of the 
chapel* » neither confiderable nor agree- 
able ; nor doin it contain above 300 in- 
habitants* who are almoft all fiiocmakers* 
tailors* or lellers of chaplets.

Luconia, or Manilla, the chief of

*breadth. It is not fo hot as may be ex- 
pelled, bccaufe it is well watered by large 
lakes and rivers, and the periodical rains 
which inundate all the plains. There are 
leveral volcanos in the mountains, which 
occafion earthquakes ; and a variety of 
hot baths. The produce of this ifiand » 
wax, cotton, wild cinnamon, fulphur, co- 
Ooa-nnts, rice, gold, horfes, bufT^oes, and 
jgame. Philip 11, of Spain, formed a 
fcheme of planting a colony in the Phi- 
lippine Iflands, which had been ucgle£led 
fince the difeov^ of them by Magellan, 
in 1521. Manilla, in this ifiand, was 
the fbtion chofen for the capita] of tlie new 
xftabliihments. Hence an aAive commer- 
oiat mtercourfe began with the Chinefe, 
a conliderable number of whom fettled 
in the Philippine Iflands, under the Spanifh 
protc^ion. Thefe fupplied the colony fo 
amply with all the valuable produAions 
and manufa^ures of Afia, as enabled it 
to open a trade with America, by a direA 
couric of naidgation, the longeli from 
land to land on our globe. This trade, 
at firfi, was carried on with Csdlao, on 
ihe coail of Peru ; but it was aften^d 
removed to Acapulco on the coait of 
New Spain. From this port annually fail 
erne or two (hips, which are permittra to 
carry out filver to the amount of 500,000 
crowns, in return for which they bring 
hack from Manilla, (pices, drugs, China 
and Japan wares, caheoes, chintz, miif- 
lins, filks, &c. The in^hjtants are a 
mixture of feveral nations, befides Spani- 
ards ; and tliey all produce a mixed breed, 
diilin<£i irnm any of the reft. The blacks 
have long hair, and good features ; and 
there is one tribe, who prick their fidns, 
and draw figures on them, as they do in 
moil other countiics where they go na- 
ked.

Lvonois, a late province of France, 
which, with that of Forez, forms the de- 
partment of Rhone and Loire. 

Lyons, the fccond city of France for 
beauty, commerce, and opulence. It ia 
the capital of the department of Rhone 
and Loire, and is feated at the conflu- 
ence of the Rhone and Saone. It was 
founded, about the year 4a B. C. by the 
Romans, who made it the centre of the 
commerce of the Gauls. About the year 
14^, it was totally deib*(wed by fire, but 
was rebuilt by the munificence of NeTo. 
Many antiquities are ftill obferved, that 
evince its Roman origin. Lyons is the 
fee of an archbilhop, and before its recent 
calamities contained 150,000 inhabitants, 
upward of 30,000 of whom were employ- 
ed in various manufadures, particularly of 
rich fluffs, of the moft exquifite workmii- 
ihip, in filk, gold, lilver, &c. The quays 
were adorned ^dth magnificent ftnufturesi. 
The Hotel-de-ville vied witli that of Am- 
fterdam ; and the theatre was not furpaf' 
fed by any in France. The other principal 
pubhc buildings were the Hotel de Dieu, 
the Hofpital of Charity, tlie Exchange, 
the Cufo>mhoufe, the Palace of Jumc, 
the Arlenal, a public library, and two coi- 
, le^es. The bridge, which unites tlic city 
w'lth die fuburb de la Guillotiere, is 15^0 
feet long ; and there are three other prin- 
cipal fuburbs, >(ix gates, and* feyeral fine 
churches. Such was Lyons before the 
fatal year 1793, when the mi/cliiefs of the 
revoludon were poured upon this devoted 
city in all their horrors. In June 1793 it 
revolted againft the National convention, 
and being obliged to furrender in Otftober 
following, became a prey to the mercileis 
vi^lors, who fatiated their rage by bar- 
barities for which language has no name. 
It is reckoned that not Icfs than 70,000 
in this city alone were either malTacred or 
forced into exile. It was alH) decreed by 
the convention that the walls and public 
buildings of Lyons Hiould be deftioycd, 
and the name ot the city clianged to that 
ofViLLE Affranchii. Ill 1 794? how-

Madagascar, a lam illand of 
Afnca, difcovered by the Portuguefi:, in 
1492. It lies 40 leagues £ of the con- 
tinent of Africa^ from which it is fepa- 
rated by the firait of Mofambique. It 
extends 900 miles from N to S, and is 
from aoo to 300 broad. The natives are 
commonly t^l, well made, of an olive 
complexion, and fome of them pretty 
blaclL They are a civil and good natured 
people but eafily provoked, and apt to 
Ihcw their refentment on the Icall provo- 
cation. Their hair is not woolly, like 
that of the negroes of Guinea ; but it 
is always black, and for the moll part 
curls naturally : their nofe is fmall though 
not fiat, and they have not thick lips. 
They have no cities or towns, but a great 
number of villages a finall difiance fi'om 
each other. Their houles are pitifiil hut^, 
without windows or chimnies, and the 
roofs covered with reeds or leaves. All 
the women of Madagafcar, except the 
pooreft fort, wear a covering over their 
breafb and ffioulders, ornamented withgials 
beads, and none go withouta cloth about 
their lobs, the men are aUoa^ed polygamy. 
Both men and women are fond of brace- 
lets and necklaces, and they ancunt their 
bodies with fiinking groafc or oil. There 
are a great many petty kings, whofe 
riches confift m cattle and Saves, and 
they are always at war with each other. 
It is hard to lay what their religion is, for 
they have neither churches nor priefis. 
They have no rules reUtmg to marriage, 
for me men and women cohabt 'together 
for fome time, and then leave each otlier 
as freely agam. Here at^ a great num- 
ber oflocufis, crocodiles, camelkms, and 
other animals comiboa to Afnca, The 
abundance and variety of provifions of 
rveiy kind| which a fineclinaate andfertile 
foil can produce are on no part of the 
globe fuperior to thofe of Madagafcar. 
The Frexidi have atten^jted to fettle here, 
but have always be« repelled. There are 
only fome parts on the ooaft yet known.

when the Bortuguefir, voder the patronage 
of prince Henry, had made their lecdn 4 
vo^ge to their recently-dilcovercd MWH- 
of jPorto Santo, they obferved toward ifa 
S, a fixed fpot m the horizon, like a finall 
black cloud. By degrees, they were 1 ^ 
to cmjefhire that it might be land, and 
fieering toward it, they arrived at a con- 
fiderable illand, uninhabited, and covered 
with wood, which on that account, they 
called Madeira. Prince Henry, the next 
year, iettled a colony here, and not only 
turniflied it with me fec^ and plants, 
and domeftic animals, common in Europe, 
but he procured lli|^ of the vine frm 
Cyprus, the rich wines of which were 
then in great requefi, and plants of the 
fugar-cane from ^ly, into which it had 
been lately btroduced. * Tl^e throve 
lb profperoully, that the. fugar and wine 
of Madeira quickly became articles of 
fome confcqucnce in the commerce of 
Portugal ; but its wine, b particular, 
is m the higheft eftimadon, elpcd- 
ally filch as has been a voyage to the £ 
or W Indies, for it matures bell b the 
hottefi climate. The fcorching heat of 
fummer, and the icy chill of wmter, are 
here equally unknown ; for fpriug and 
autumn reign continually, and produce 
Rowers and fruits throughout the year. 
Many brooks and fmall rivulets deuieod 
from the mountains m deep chafms or 
glens, which leparate the various partsof the 
illand. The beds of the brooks are kx 
Ibme places covered with ficnies of ail fisies, 
carried down from the higher parts by the 
violence of winter rabs or fioo^ of melted 
fnow. The water is condudled by wears 
and channels b the vbeyards, whm each 
proprietor has the ufe of it for a certain 
time ; fome being allowed to keep a con- 
Rant fupply of it, Ibme to ufe it thrice, 
others twice, and others only onceR week. 
As the heat of theclunate renders thisfim- 
ply of water to the vbeyards abfobtriy 
necel&ry, it is not without gieat expcnce 
fiiat a new vineyard can be planted ; 
^r tbe maintenance of which, the owners 
mull purchafe water at a high price, from 
diofe who are conftantly fupplied, and arc 
thus enabled to fpare fome of it. Tiic 
cedar tree is found in great abundance, and 
extremely beautiful : mult of the ceiling 
and furniture at Madeira are made of th.ir 
wood, which yields a very fragrant lincU. 
The dragon tree is a native ol this ifland. 
Flowers nurfed in the Eng. Jh gi-cenhoults 
grow wild here in th«. fields ; the hc*dgcs 
ai’e mulUy formed of the myrtle, luie, 
jafinine, and houe^fucUc ; while the lark- 
lj)ur, fleur-dc-lji, lupb, &c. lpr»ng up

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yitty few reptiles to be fcen in the iihind ; 
tilHi^Kud is the mofi cotnipon, Canary 
bShis and goldfinches are found in the 
mountains ; of’ the former numbers are 
feat every year to England. I'his ifLuid 
is well watered and populous. Funchal is 
the capital. 

Madia^ or 'Maggia, a to\\»n, river, 
valley, and bailiwic of Swiflcrland, in 
Vpper Vallais. The valley is long and 
naiTow, between high mountains, watered 
throughout its whole length by the river ; 
and it is the fourth tranialpine bailiwic. 
The tovm is lo miles NW of Locarno. 

Madras, or Fort St. George, the 
principal fetticment of the Englilh E 
India Company^, on the E fide of the 
peninfula of Hindoollan, on the coaft of 
Coromandel. It is a fbrtrefs of great 
fbrength, including within it a regular 
well-built cit^r* It is clofe on tlie mazgin 
of the bay of Bengal, from which it nas 
a rich and beautiful appearance; the 
houfes being covered with a ftiicco called 
chunam, which is nearly as compadl as 
the fineit marble, and bears as high a 
polifli. They confift of long colonnades, 
with open porticos, and fiat roofs ; and 
the city contains many handfome and fpa- 
cious lireets. But the inner apartments 
of the houfes are not highly decorated, 
prefenting to the eye only white yir'aUs ; 
which, however, from the marble-like 
Rprcarance of the llucco, give a frefh- 
nris grateful in fo hot a country. 
Ceilings are very uncommon in the 
rooms ; it being impoHible to find any 
which will refill the ravages of the white 
ant. Thefe animals are chiefly formida- 
ble from the immenfity of their numbers, 
which are futh as to deilroy, in one 
night’s time, a ceiling of any dimeniions, 
and It is the wood work which ferves 
for the hafis of the ceilings, fuch as the 
laths, beams, &c« that thete infedls attack. 

The approach to Madras, from the 
fea (fays Mr. Hodges) oi&rs to the eye 
an appearance fimilar to what we may 
conceive of a Grecian city in the age m 
Alexander. The clear, blue, cloudlefr 
iky, the polifhed, white buildings,' the 
bright frndy beach, and the dark green 
fea, piefent a combination totally new to 
the eye of an Englilhman, juft arrived 
from London, who, accufloincd to the 
fight of rolling radiles of clouds floating in 
a clamp annorphtre, cannot but contem- 
plate the dificrence with delight : and the 
eye being thus gratified, the mind foon 
alfumes a gay and tranquil hahit, analo- 
gous to tlic pleafing uhjeeSU with which it 
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is flnticmnded; Some tim^ the 
arrives at her ;mchormg ground,' fhe’ 
hailed by the boats of the country 
with people of bulin^ who^ come"^ 
crowds on board. This is the moment in 
which an European feels the great diflinc- 
tion between Afla and his own country. " 
The ruining of fine linen, and the general 
hum of unufual converfation, prefents 
to his mind fora moment the idea of an 
aiTembly of females When he afeends 
upon the deck, he is ilruck with the long 
muflin drefles, and black faces adorned 
with very large gold ear-rings and white 
turbans. The firit falutation he receives 
from thefe llrangers is by bending their 
bodies very low, touching the deck with 
the back of the hand, and the forehead 
three times. Th^ natives firft feen in 
India by the European voyager are Hin- 
doos, the original inhabitants of the penin- 
iiila. In this part of India they are deli- 
cately framed ; their bands, in particular, 
are more like thofe of tender females ; 
and do not appear to be what is confidered 
a proper proportion to the reft of the 
perfon, which is ufually above the middle 
fizc. Coirefppndent to this delicacy of 
appearance, are their manners ; mild, tran- 
quil, and feduloully attentive ; in this laft 
refpdift they are indeed remarkable, as 
they never interrupt any perfon who is 
fpeaking, but wait patiently till he has 
concluded ; and then anfwer with the molt 
perfeiil rtfpcdl and compofure. From 
the Ihip a ftranger is conveyc*d on Ihorc in 
a boat of the country, called a Maflbolah 
boat ; a work of curious conftnidlion, and 
wll calculated to elude the violent Ihocks 
of the furf, that breaks here whh great 
violence : they are formed without a keel^ 
flat-bottomed, with the fidcs raifed higli, 
are fewed together with the fibres of the 
cocoa-nut tree, and caulked with the feme 
material ; they are remarkably light, and 
are managed with great dexterity by the 
natives ; they are uiually attended by two 
kattomarans (rafts) pa^ed by one matt 
each, the intentbn of which is, that, 
Ihould the boat be overfet by the violence 
of the furf, the perfons in it may be pre- 
ferved. ITie boat is driven, as the feilors 
fay, high and dry; iLpd paiTengers 
are landed on a fine, fendy beach ; and 
immediately ciitet the fort of Medras^ 
The appearance of the natives is exceed- 
ingly varied ; fpme are Wholly naked, and 
others fo cloth^ that nothing but the 
fare and neck is to be difeovefed ; befidcs 
this, the European is ftruck with many 
other objeifts, iuch as women carried oii 
laeu’s ihoulders, on pidankcens, and mcM 
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n$iig on horftback clothed in linen 
dreifi» like women ; which, with the very 
4SIb?ent fece of thfc countiy from^ all he 
had ever fecn, or conceived ofj excite the 
ftronj^ft emotions of^ furprife !” There 
is a Bound cky, called the Black Town, 
feparated from Madras by the breadth of 
a proper efolanade only ; and, although 
near four miles in circuit, fortilied in fuch 
a matwer as to prevent a furprife from the 
enem/s horfe ; an evil, to which every 
town in the Carnatic is fubjedit, from the 
drynefs and evennefs of the country. Ma- 
dras was fetded by the about the 

year 1640. It was taken by Uie French 
III 1746, but reflored in 1748. The 
prtfent fort, which was ereAed fince the 
deftnnflion of Fort St. David, in 1758, 
is, perhaps, one of the belt fortrelTes in 
the poiTeliion of the Britifh nation. Ma- 
dras, in common with all thejEuropean fet- 
tlements on this coail, has no port for ihip- 
pmg ; the coafl forming nearly a ilrai^ht 
hue ; and it is incommoded alfo with a high 
and dangerous furf.

This plaudy (hows the bmtom 
to conftft of craggy rockss among which 
they are whirled to and fro. 

Maesje, or Mevse, a river, which takes 
its rife in France^ near the vHIage of Meufe, 
in the department of Upper Mame, and 
watering Verdun^ Stenay* SedaUf Don- 
cherry, Mezieines, and C£^eville,{ enters 
the Netherlands at Civet, iows to Charle- 
tnont, Dinaut, Namur, Huy, Lbge, Mae- 
fbicht, Uuremonde, Veok>, Grave, 
teuburg, Ravcilein, and Voorn, whcce itb 
joined by the Wahal. At Dort it di^ 
vides into four principal branches. Theie

Magdebvrg, a duchy of Germany^ 
In the circle of Lower Saxony, ^bounded 
on the N by the old xnarche of Branden^ 
burg, on the £ by the middle marche* 
on the S by Aiftult and Halberftadt, ans 
on the W by Bmnfvipck. The parts 
which are not marfhy and oveigrown with 
wood, are very fertile. It is 60 mjles m

. MAcoExuito, a lam and ancient city 
of Cknnany, capital in a duchy of the 
fame name, wim a ^ndfome palace, a 
fine trieiial, and a stojmificent cathedral, 
which contains the ftiprb maufolcum of 
Otho the 'Great* Tbia cky is hj^ily 
fituated for trade having an eafy com- 
munication Hanhbutg by the Llbe, 
thmiore they tarry on manufri&ures of 
cotton linen dec. to a great extent but

kig t& hk Fhifiua where hit

Magellan, a famous Arait of S Ame- 
rica, difcovcred, in 1520, by Magellan, 
a Portuguefe in the fervice of Spain, fince 
which time it has been failed through by 
fevend navigators ; but the pailage being 
dangerous and troublefome, &ey now fall 
to Pacific Ocean round Cape Horn. 
7 *he Spaniards call the country to the N 
of this fbrait Tierra Magellanica, and 
reckon it a part of Chili.

Maggiore, or Locarno, a lake of 
Italy, partly in the duchy of Milan, and 
partly in the countr)» of the Grifbns, be- 
ing about 35 miles in leiigtli and fix in 
breadth.

Mahanuddy, or Mahanady, a rtvw 
of Hindooilan, which takes its rife in 
the NW part of Berar.

At the mouth of 
the principal channel, near Falfe Point, k 
a fcMtified iiland, named Cajung or Cod* 
jung. 

Mahrattas, two large and power* 
iul Rates of India, which derive tlieir 
name from Marhat, an ancidnt province 
of the Deccan. They are called the 
Poonah, or Weftem Mahrattas ; and the 
Berar, or EaRern. ColleiRively, they 
occupy all the S part of Hindooilan Pro- 
per, with a large proportion of the Dec-* 
can. Malwa, Oriife, Candeifh, and Vifia- 
pour ; the principal parts of Berar, Ga« 
xerat, and Agimere ; and a Imall part of 
Dowlatabad, Agra, and Allahabad, are 
compriied within their empire, which ex- 
tends from lea to fea, acrofs the wideR 
part of the peninfula ; and from the con- 
fines of A^a northward to the river 
KiRna fouthward ; forming a tnuR of 
zooo miles long and 700 broad. Hie 
vreRern Rate, the capital of which is 
Poonah, is divided among a number d 
chiefe, or princes, whofe obedience to 
the paifhw^', or head, like that of 
German princes to the emperor, is merely 
nominal at any time ; and, in feme cafes, 
an oppofition of intereRs begets wars, not 
only between the members of the empire 
themfelves, but alfo between the members 
and the head. Nagpour is the capital of 
the EaRern Mahrattas.. Bmh thefe Rates, 
with thenizam of the Deccan, wherein 
alifence with the Englifii £ India Com- 
pany, in the late war againR Tipjioo Suk 
tan, regent of Myfore, from whofe ter- 
ritorries, on the termination of the war, 
they gained fome confiderable acquifitioiib. 
Tlieir armies are principally compofed of 
light horfe. 

Maidknhead, a corporate town jw 
Berk (hire, w ith a msrkt*- on Wednelday- 
It carries on a pretty LOiiiid(.*ablc tiaJe 
in malt, meal, and timber ; and governed 
by SI mayor.

They 
are viiited at the lame time* by w’hales* 
^ and other voracious filhes. Lobllers* o^'f- 
ters* mufcles* &c. are alfo plentiful. The 
hills are covcTtnl wuth iheep of a finall 
breed* the wool of which is uncommon- 
ly foft and line. 'Ilie inhabitants are a 
flout* w’cll-made, comely people 5 the low- 
er fort of a fwarthy complexion. The 
gentry' are allowed* by all who have con- 
verfed with them* to be moil of them po- 
lite* Ihrcwd* fenlible* lively* active* and 
intelligent perfuns ; they manufadlure a 
ilrong coarJe cloth for tiieir ov n ufe* as 
alfo linen. They make likewife of their 
ow’n wool veiy fine ilockings. They ex- 
port* befides the different kinds of liffi al- 
ready meiitiuntd* fome herrings* a con- 
fiderablc quantity of butter and train-oil* 
otter and leal (kins* and no iuconfiderablc 
quantity of the fine llockings jiill mention- 
ed.

Majorca, an ifland, fonnerly ful:je6t 
to the king of Spain, but in 1799 it was 
tak^ by the BritHh: it is fituate in the Me- 
dite^anean Sea, between Ivica and Min- 
orca. It is 60 miles in length and 45 in 
breadth ; is a mountamous country, bat 
produces good com, olive-trees, and deli- 
cate wine. It has no rivers, though there 
arc a great many fine fountains and wells. 
The inhabitants are robull, lively, and very 
good Tailors. 

Majorca, a large rich and ftrong city, 
capital of an iiland of die fame name, wim 
a bifhop's fee. The public fquares, the 
cathedral, and the royal palace, are mag- 
nificent. It contains 6000 houfes, built 
after the antique manner ; a univerfity, 
more ancient than celebrated. It has %% 
churches, befides the cathedral, and the 
harbour is extremely good. It was taken 
by the Engliih in 1 706, and retaken in 
1715. It is Teated on the SW fide ot the 
iiland.

It is 
a bifiiop’s iee and carries on a trade in 
corn, itockings, and woollen itulTs ; and 
is Teated on the Se\Te, 26 miles SW of 
Poitiers.

Makkan. See Mackrran. 

Malabar, the W coall of the penin- 
fiila of Hindooilan, lying between 9 and 
14® N lat. It is divided among feveral 
petty princes and Hates ; but as thefe are 
mentioned in their proper places, they 
need not be enumerated here ; eTpecial- 
ly as the cuiloms and manners of the in- 
habitants are very diiferent, as woU as the 
prodadlions However, it may be obTerv- 
cd, in general, that the inhabitants are all 
blacks, or at leaH, of a dark olive com- 
plexion, with long black hair, and toler- 
able features. In Tome places, they are 
diftingulihed into tribes, all of which are 
brought up to the Tame employments as 
their parents. Thefe are the Gentoos, 
of whom fee an account under the article 
Hindoostan. 

Mala^CA> afpeatnfuU in Aii», con- 


taining a kingdom of the lame name t 
bounded on N by Siam, on the £ by' 
the ocean, and on the SW hj the ftraits of 
Malacca, which Teparate it from Sumatra. 
It is 600 miles in length and 200 in 
breadth. It produces tew coimnodities 
for trade, except tin and elephants teeth ; 
but there are a great many excellent fruits 
and roots. The pine-apples are the heft in 
the world ; and the cocoa-nuts have fliells 
that will hold an Englifli quart. There 
is but little com, and (beep and bullocks 
are fcarce ; but hogs and poultry arc pretty 
plentiful. The religion of the natives is a 
mixture of Mohometanifm ; and they are 
addicted to juggling. The inland inhabi- 
tants arc a Tavage, barbarous people, who 
take delight in doing mifchicf to their 
neighbours. 

Malacca, a Teaport, and the capital 
of a kingdom of the Tame name, in the 
peninTula of Malacca. The Dutch had a 
niAory .here, wOnch they took from the 
Portuguel'e in 1640 ; and it was taken 
from them by the Englifii, in AuguH 
1795. Malacca is Teated on the ftraits of 
its own name, 480 mile:> S£ of Acheenr 
Lon. 101 50 £.lat. 2 30 N. 

Malaga, an ancient and ilrong toym 
of Spain, in Granada, with two caitles, 
a bifliop’s Tec, and a good harbour. Its 
commerie is principdly in fruits and 
wine. It is Teated on the Mediterranean, 
at the foot of a craggy mountain, 15 miles 
S of Cordova and 235 of Madrid. Lon. 
4 10 W, lat. 36 35 N. ^ 

Malamocco, a Tmall ifiand and Tea- 
port town in the Lagunes of Venice, five 
miles S of that city. 

Malathia, an ancient town of Tur- 
key in Alia, capital of Leficr Armenia, 
Teated on the Arzu,~with an archbiihop’s 
lee. Lon. 43 aj lat. 39 8 N. 

Malchin, a town of Germany in 
Lower Saxony, in the duchy of Mecklen- 
burg, Teated on the river Peene, wherej it 
falls into the lake Camrow^ 10 miles N of 
Wahreu. Lon. 13 laE, lat. 53 oN. 

Malden, a borough in Eflex, with a 
market on Saturday. It has two pariib 
churches ; a third church, which it had 
formerly, liaving been long converted into 
a frcefchool. It is Teated on an eminence, 
near Uie confluence of the Clielmer with the 
BlackMcater. Vcfielt a moderate bur- 
den come up to the bridge over tJie Chel- 
mer, but large fliips arc oblicjed to unload 
at a dilfancc below, in Uia^-k water Bay. 
Malden fends two mriribtis to parliament, 
and carries on a i onfideraliJe trade, cldcii/ 
ir corn; coal, iron, wine, brandy, and ruHi.

Malicollo, one of the Urgeft of the 
New Hebrides, ki the Pacific Ocean, ly- 
ing in x6 1 $ S lat. and 167 45 £ Ion. It 
extends 20 leagues from N to S. Its in- 
land mountains are very high, and clad 
with forefts. Its vegetable produdions 
arc luxuriant, and in great variety ; co- 
coa nuts, bread fhiit, bananas, fugar-canes, 
yams, eddocs, turmeric, and oranges. 
Hogs and common poultry are their do- 
mefik animals. The inhabitants appear 
to be of a race totally diltinA from thofe 
ef the Friendly and Society Iflands. 
Their form, langu^, and manners, are 
widely different. Incyt fera to coiref- 
pond in tnam* particulars with the natives 
of New Guinea, particularly in their black 
colour and woolly hair. They go almoft 
ciuite naked, arc of a deader m^e, have 
lively, but veiy irregular ugly features, and 
tie a rope fan round their bcUy. lliey 
ufe bows and arrov's as their princip^ 
weapons, and the uitows are laid to be 
lometimes polTuned. Their keeping their 
bodies entirely free from pun< 5 lures is one 
particular, that rexiurkably diflinguiflies 
them from the other tribes of the Pacific 
Ocean.

Malmsbury, an ancient borough in 
Wildhire, with a market on Saturday. It 
is pleafantly feated on a hill, on the river 
Avon which almolt furrounds it, over 
which it has fix bridges.

Manchester, a large and populous 
town of Lancaihire, w'iih a market on * 
Saturday. It is feated between the rivers 
Irk and Irwell, and is a place of great 
antiquity. It has been long noted for 
various branches of the linen, iilk, and 
cotton manufadlures, and is now princi- 
pally confpicuous as the centre of the 
cotton trade, which has been much Im- 
proved by the Invention of dying and 
printing.

It was once flou- 
riffiiug and populous, when the Spaniffi 
galleons were lent thither, but is now almoR 
come to nothing. The air about the town 
k wholefomc and the houies are built of 
cancs, and covered inoftly with palipcto 
leaves. It k feated on one of the mouths 
of tlie Rio Grande, zooo miles W by S of 
Kio-dc la-Hacha.

Martha’s Vineyard, aniiland of N 
America, near **116 coall of Mafiachufets, 80 
miles S of Bolton. The inhabitants apply 
themielves chiefly to their fifheries, in 
which they have great fuccefs.

Marthalin, a conlidcTaUe town of 
Swiflerland, in tliat part ot the county 
of Kyburg, fubje<B to Zuric. It is feated 
neai the Rhine, fix miles Sol Scaffhaufen. 

MARTiGurs, a feapoit of France, in 
the department of tliu Mouths of the 
Rhone and late proxince of Provence. 
It is feated near a lake, la milc^j 
and five* broad, \vh;^.h ib igablc through- 
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•iit» but lefs confiderable tlian it was for- 
snerly, but whence they ^et ve^ fine fi(h 
and excellent fait. Martigues is %o miles 
KW of Marfeilles. Lon. 5 a £> lat. 43

Martin, Cape, a promontory of Va- 
lencia, in Spain, which l^arates tli« gulf of 
Valencia from that of Alicant. Lon. o 36

Martin, St. a town of France, in the 
ifle of Rhe\ with a harbour and ftrong cita- 
del, 15 miles W of Rochelle. Lon. 1 17 
W, lat. 46 10 N. 

Martin, St. one of the Leeward Ca- 
ribbean Iflands, in the W Indies, lying 
to the NW of St. Bartholomew, and to 
the SW of An^illa. It i8«4i miles in 
circumference, has neither . harbour nor 
river, but feveral falt-pits. It was 
long jointly poflefled by the French and 
Dutch ; but at the commencement of 
the preient war, the former were expelled 
by the latter. Lon. 63 o W, lat. 8 14 N. 

Martin ICO, one of the Windu^ard 
Caribbee Iflands, in the W Indies, 40 
miles in length, and 100 in circumference. 
It was taken by the Eugliih from the 
French in 1794. There are many high 
mountains covered with trees, as well as 
feveral rivers and fertile vallies, but they 
will not bear either wheat or vines ; how- 
ever, the former is not much wanted, for 
the natives prefer Caflava to wheat bread. 
It produces fugar, cotton, ginger, indigo, 
^^bocolate, aloes, pimento, plantains, and 
other tropical fruits •, and is extremely po- 
pulous, iome of the ancient inhabitants itill 
remain. It has liberal fafe and commodi- 
ous harbours, well fortified. Fort St. 
FierrCf the principal place, is in Ion. 6x 20 
V^, lat 14 14 N. 

Martorako, a town of Naples, in 
Calabria Citeriore, with a bilhop’s fee, 
eight miles fiom the Tea, and 15 S of 
Cofenza, Lcn.

Martorel, a town of Spain, in Ca- 
talonia, feated at the confluence of the 
Noya and I.obragal, t 8 miles NW of 
Barcelona.

Maktos, a town of Spam, in Anda- 
lufia, with a fortrefs feated on a rock, eight 
miles S of Anduxor. 

Marvejols, a commercial town of 
France, in the department of Lozere and 
late province of Gevaudan, feated in a 
valley, on tie river Colangc, 10 miles NW 
of Mendc, and 300 S of Paris. Lon. 2 23 
£, lat. 44 36 N. 

Marmlle, a town of France, in the 
department of Weufc and late duchy of 
par, feated on t\e Oflitui, three miles N 
cf JamtU. 


Maryborough, a borough of Irelaix^^ 
caj^ltal of Queen’s Coun^, 17 miles S of 
PhiUpftown. Lon. 7 o W, lat.^53 2 N. 

Maryland, one of the United States 
of America, 174 miles long and ito 
broad ; bounded on the N by Penitfyl- 
vank, on the £ by the fiate of Delaware, 
on the S£ and S by the Atlantic Ocean, 
And on the S and W by Virginia. It is 
divided into 18 counties, to of which 
are on the wefiem, and eight on the 
caftem (hore of the Cheiape^. Whent 
and tobacco are the Ihple commodities oi 
this ilate, which, in moil refpedls, refem- 
bles Virginia. Anapolis is the capital. 

Mary’s River, St. a river of the 
United States, in Georgia. It is navi- 
gable for veifels of confiderable burden 
ior ninety miles ; and its banks afford 
immenfe quantities of fine timber fuited 
to the W India markets. It forms a 
part of the fouthtm boundary of the 
United States, and enters Amelia Sound, in 
lat. 30 44 N. 

Mary’s Strait, St. a llrait in N 
America, which forms tlie communi- 
cation between Lake Superior and Lake 
Huron. It is about 40 miles long ; and 
at the upper end is a r^id fall, which, 
when condudled by carefm pilots, may be 
defeended without danger. 

Marza Sirocco, a gulf on tlic S 
fide of the ifle of Malta. The Turks 
landed here in 1565, w hen the)’’ w'ent to 
hefiege Valetta; for which rcafun the 
grand mafttr ordered three forts to be 
built, two at tile entrance of the gulf, and 
one on the point of land that advances into 
the middle of it. 

M arzilla, a handfomc town of Spain, 
in the province of Navarre, feated near the 
rivtr Arragon, 30 miles S of Pam|)eluna. 

Masbaie, one of the Philippine 
Iflands, almoll in the centre of the reft. 
It is 75 miles in circumference, and the 
natives arc tributary to the Spaniards. 
Lon. 122 25 £, lat. ii 36 N. 

Masbrough, a flouiifiiing village, in 
Yorklhire, on the river Don, adjoining 
the brid^ of Rotherham. AU forts 
of hammered and call iron goods are 
made here, from the moft trifling article 
to a large cannon, of which great quantities 
ate exported. 

Mascate, a town of Alia on the coaft 
of Arabia Fefix, with a caftle on a rock. 
It b feated at the bottom of a ftnall bay, 
and was fortified, in '165c, by thePortu- 
guefe ; but afterward taken by the Arabs, 
w'ho put all the garrifon to the fword, ex- 
cept 18, who turned Mahometans. It 
very ftrong both by nature and art, though 
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fjie buiklings are mean. The cathedral, 
built by the Portuguefe, w now the king’s 
palace. There are neither trees, ihrubs, 
nor grafs to be fcen on the feacoaft near it, 
and only a few date-trees in a valley at the 
back of the town, though they have all 
things in plenty. The weather is fo hot 
from May to September, that no people 
are to be feen in the itreets from ten in the 
morning till four id the afternoon. The 
bazars or market places are covered with 
the leaves of date-trees, laid on beams 
which reach from the houfe-tops on one 
fide to thofe on the other. The religion 
of the inhabitants is Mahometanifm, and 
yet, contrary to the cullom of the Turks, 
they fulfer any one to go into their mof- 
c^ues. The produAs of the country are 
horfes, dates, fine brimltone, coffee, and 
ruinofs, a root that dies red. Lon. 57 26

Mas-d’-Asil, a town of France, in the 
department of Arriege and late county of 
Foix, with a late rich Benedictine abbey. 
It is feated on the rivulet Rife, eight miles 
SW of Pamiers. 

Maskelyne’s Isles, a group of 
fmall but beautiful iflands,' in the Pa- 
cific Ocean, lying off the S£ point of Ma- 
licollo, one of the New Hebrides. 

Massa, an ancient and populous town 
of Italy in Tufrany, capital of a fmall ter- 
ritory of the fame name, with the title of 
a principality, whofe Ibvcrcignty is inde- 
pendent of the grand duke. It has a ilrong 
caille, and is famous for its quarries of fme 
marble. It is feated on a plain, three 
miles from the lea, and 55 W by N of 
Florence. Lon. 10 o £, lat. 44 o N. 

Massa,^ a town of Naples, in Terra-di- 
I^vora, with a bifhem’s fee, feated near 
the Tea, 20 miles S of Naples. Lon. 14

Massa, a town of Italy, in the Sien- 
. nefc, with a bifhop’s fee, feated on a moun- 
tain near the fea,25 miles SW of Sienna.

Massa or Mazzi, a town of the Ve- 
ronefe, in Italy, (ituated on the N fide of 
the Po 40 miles £ of Mantua. Lon. ii 
50 £, ]at» 45 20 N. 

Massachusets, one of the United 
States of America, 150 miles long and 65 
broad ; bounded on the N by New Hamp- 
fliire and Vermont, on the W by New 
York, on the S by Connedlicut, Rhode 
Ifland, and the Atlantic Ocean, and on the 
£ by that ocean and Maflachufets Bay. 
It is divided into 74 counties ; produceb 
plenty of Indian com, flax, hemp, cop- 
per, and iron, and they have mjuiufac- 


tories of leather, linen, and woollen 
Bofton is the capital. 

Massachusets Bay, a bay of N 
America, which fpreads eafiward of Boi* 
ton, and is comprehended between Cape 
Ann on tlie N, and Cape Cod on the S. 
It is fo named, as well as the whole fiato 
of Maflachuiets, from a tribe of Indians 
of the fame name, that formerly lived! 
round this bay. 

Massafra, a ftrong town of Italy in 
the kingdom of Naples, in Terra d’Otran- 
to, with a bifhop’s fee, feated at the 
foot of the Appennincs, 16 miles NNW 
of Tarento.

Mastico, or Capo Masfico, a cape 
on the S fide of Scio, one of the iilands of 
the Archipelago.

Matagorjda, a fortrefs of Spain, feat-i 
ed at the entrance of the harbour of 
Cadiz. 

Matalon a, a town of Italy in Naples 
and in Terra di Lavuri, eight miles NW 
of Capua, and 19 W by S of Benevento.

Mat A man, a county of Africa, bound- 
ed on the N by Beng^ela, on the ,£ by 
parts unknown, on the S by the countiy 
of the Hottentots, and on the W by the 
Atlantic Ocean. There is no town in it, 
and the inhabitants live in milerable huts, 
it being a defert countr)’, little vifited by 
the Europeans.

M«cca, an ancient and ¥ety famous 
town of Afu, in Arabia the Happy ; feated 
on a barren ipotf in a vaUey* iurrounded 
with little hillsy about a days journey from 
the Red-Sea. It is a place of no ftrength, 
having neither walls ^ nor cates, and the 
buildings are very mean. Tlut which fup- 
ports it is the refort of a ^eat many thouf- 
and pilgrims amiually, for the fhops are 
Icarcely open all the year befides. The in- 
liabitants are poor, very thin, lean, and 
fwarthy. The hills about the *touTi are 
very numerous, and all confift of a black- 
ilh rock, and fome of them are half a mile 
in circumference. On the top of one of 
them is a cave, where they pretend^ Ma- 
homet ulually retired to pmbrm his de- 
votions, and hither they affirm the greateft 
pait of the alcoran m^s brought him by 
the angel Gabriel. The town has plenty 
of water and yet little garden-ftuff; but 
there are feveral forts of good fruit' to be 
had^fuch a?grapfF, melons, water-melons, 
and cucumbers. I'herc are alfo plenty of 
(beep brought thither to be fold to the 
pilgrims. It Aands in a very hot climate, 
and the isihahitants ufually fleepon the 
^ops of their houfes, for the fake of 
toolnefsi The temple of Mecca has 42 
doors, and its form refembles the Royal 
!Exchange in London, but is near ten 
times as large. It is open in the middle, 
and the ground covered with gravel, ex- 
cept in tM'O or three places that led to the 
Beat -Allah through certain doors, and 
^ihefe arc paved with fhort Hones. There 
are doifters all round, and in the Tides arc 
little rooms or cells foi' thofe that live a 
snonaHick life. The Beat-Allah Hands In 
middle of the temple, Is a fquareL 
itrudure, each fide about 20 paces long, 
and 24 feet liigb ; covered all over from 
top to bottom with a thick fort of filk, and 
'the middle embroidered wth letters of 
gold, each letter being about two feet in 
length, and two inches broad. The door 
is covered with filver plates, and there is a 
curtain before it thick with gold embroi- 
dery. This Beat is the principal objedt 
of the pilgrims devotion, and is open but 
two days in the fpace of fix wreeks, name- 
ly, one day for the men, and the next for 
the women. Within there is only two 
w'oodrn pillars in the middle to fupport 
the roof, wdth a bar of iron fattened 
thereto, on which hang three or tour 
filvtr lamps. 'I 'he wails on the infide ai'e 
marble, and covered wdtli filk, unleis 
when the pilgrims enter. About la paces 
,£roni the Beat is thefcpuichrc of^braham, 


as |;hey pretend and they affirm that he 
eredted the Beat-Allah. The tomb is 
handTome enough, and not unlike thofe of 
peqple of faffiion in England. When they 
nave performed their devotions here^ they 
repair to a gibel or hill, which however » 
not large enough to contain them all at 
once, for there are no left than 70,000 pil- 
grims every year. When certain cere- 
monies are over, they then receive the title 
of hadgies or faints, and the next morn- 
ing they move to a ^ce where they fay 
Abraham went to oner up his fon Ifaac, 
which is about two or three miles from 
Mecca ; here they pitch their tents, and 
then throw feven fmall Hones againH a 
little fquarc Hone building. This, as they 
affirm, is performed in defiance of the 
devil. Every one then purchafes a fheep, 
w’hich is brought for that purpofc, eating 
fome of it theimeh’cs,and giving the refl to 
the poor people who attend upon the oc- 
cafion. It is 25 miles from Jodda, the fea- 
port town ,of Mecca, and 220 SE of 
Medina.

Mecklen BURGH, a duchy of Ger- 
many, in the circle of Low'cr Saxony ; 
bounded on the N by the Baltic, on the 
E by Pomerania, on the $ by Branden- 
burg, and on the W by HolHein and Lun- 
enburg. It extends 135 miles in length, 
and 90 where broad^. It is a fruitful 
country well watered wath inland lakes and 
rivers, and abounds in com, paHures, and 
game. Its fituation on the Baltic renders 
it very convenient for foreign trade. This 
country was formerly fubjeS to one prince, 
but in 1592 on the death of the fovcrcign 
it vras divided between his two Tons, the 
one poiTefiing the duchy of Meeklenburgh 
Schwerin, and the other the duchy of 
Meeklenburgh Strelitz. 

Mechlin, a city of the AuHrian 
Ketherlands, capital of a difiridt of the 
fame name, with an archbifhop^s fee. It 
confiHs of feveral fmall iflands made by 
artificial canals, over which are a great 
many bridges ; and its cathedral is a fu- 
perb Hrudlure, with a very high Heeple. 
Here is a great foundry for ordnance of 
all kinds ; and it is famous for ^e lace, 
and a fort of beer, which is fent into the 
ndghbouring provinces. The territory of 
this town is a lordfbip, which crompre- 
hends two fmall dlHrUHs containing nine . 
towns of little conTequence, and fome vil- 
lages. It fubmitted to the duke of Marl- 
borough in 1706, and was taken by the 
French in 1746, but reflored in 1748. In 
1792, the French again took it, evacuated 
it ^e next ycslr, and re-«ntered it in 1794.

Mechoachan, or Valladolid, a 
confidcrahle town of New Spain, capital 
of the province of Mechoacan, with a 
biihop’s fee. It is feated near a great lake, 
zio miles W of Mexico.

Mfckley, a province of Afia, fuhjedl 
to the king of Ihirmah.

The archbilhop is 
an elcdlor and arch-chancellor of the em* 
pire, keeper of the archives, and direc- 
tor of the general and particular afiem- 
blics. The northern part of the city 
is built in an irregular manner* but there 
arc three regular ftreets called the Blachen* 
ivhich run parallel to each other from the 
Rhine* and arc cut regularly by crofs 
ftreets.

Merov, a toWn of Perlia, in Korafan, 
fcated in a fertile country, which pro- 
duces fait, iix miles SW of Bokhara.

Mersburg, a town of the circle of 
Saxony, in Mifhia, with a biihop’s fee. 
It lias a Lutheran biihoprick and is feated 
on the Sala, 10 miles S of Halle, and 56 
NW of Drefdcn. Lon. la 6 £, lat. 51 
a8 N. 

Mersey, a river, which rifes in riie 
N extremity of the Peak in Derbylhire, 
pafles by Warrington, and receives the 
Weaver, at Prodfliam, where it forms a 
broad eltuary, below Liverpool, and enters 
the Irilh Sea. This river not only affords 
falrnon, but is viiiled by annual ihoals 
of fmelts, here called fparlings, of a re- 
markable fize and flavour. It is conne^- 
cd by the Staffordlhire canal with the 
Trent and in courfe with tlie Irifli Sea and 
the German Ocean. 

Mersey-Island, an illand in Effex, 
betvi'een the mouth of the Coin and the 
entrance of Blackwater Bay. It has two 
pariihes called £ and W Merfey. 

Merspurg, a town of Germany in the 
circle of Suabia, and bilhopric of Con- 
Itance, feated on the N fide of the lake 
of Coiiflance. It is the bilhop’s ufual place 
of rcfidence and is 11 miles from the 
town of tliat name.

Mertola, a ib*ong town of Pbrtugal, 
in Alentcjo, feated near the Gaudiano, 60 
miles S of Evora, and 100 S£ of Lifbon.

Merton, a village near Oxford, fltua- 
led near two military ways. There were 
iutrenchments in tlie neighbouring woods, 
fuppofedto be thrown up by king Ethelred 
or the Danes, whom he defeated in 871.

<lon. It had a celebrated abbCy, found-

Important tranla^ions took place; par- 
ticularly, at a parliament had here, in 
12369 were enadled the famous Proviliont 
of Merton (the molt ancient body of laws 
after Magna Charta) and the barons gave 
that celebrated anfwer to the clergy, IV9- 
lumus leges Anglia mutare-’^t will not 
change me laws of England. Nothing re- 
mains of this abbey, but the £ window of a 
chapel ; and the walls that lurrounded the 
premifes, which are built of flint, are

It IS feated on a mountain, in which are 
found fine Turcois itones, 180 miles SE 
of the Cafpiau fea.

Me SEN, afmall fcaport of Ruflia, in 
the government of Archangel, capital of 
a dillridl of the fame name.

Meskirk, a handfome town of Ger- 
many in the Circle of Suabia, in the 
country of Furllcnburg, 15 miles N of 
Uberlingen. 

Messa, a town of Africa, in the king- 
dom of Morocco. It js compoied of three 
fortified towms, at a Imall diflance from 
each other, and a temple, built (as the Inha- 
bitants luppofe) with the bones of the 
whale which fwallowed Jonah. It is 
fcated at the toot of Mount Atlas, 165 
miles SW of Morocco. 

Messina, an ancient city of Sicily, in 
the Val-di-Deniona, with a citadel, le- 
veral forts, a fpacioiis liarbour, and an 
archbifliop’s fee. It is five miles in cir- 
cumference, and has tour large fuburhs. 
The harbour, whofe quay is above a mile 
in lengtli, is one of the fafeft in the Me- 
ditenunean, and m the form of a half 
moon, fi\e miles in eh curnfcreiicc, and tx-

Mec^ 7IN£Z, a city of Fez, in the em- 
pire of Morocco, feated in a delightful 
plain, having a ferene and clear air ; for 
which reafon the emperor refides in this 
place in preference to Fez. In the middle 
of the city, the Jews have a place to them- 
felves, the gates of which are locked every 
night ; and there is an akayd to prote<ft 
them againft the common people, wlio 
Otherwife would plunder their Aibftance. 
It is death for them to curfc, or bft up a 
{land againft the meaneft Moor ; and they 
are obliged to wear black clothes and 
caps, and to pull off their lhoe<> when- 
ever they pa& by a mofque. Clofe by 
blequinez, on the W fide, ftands a large 
negro town, which takes up as much 
mound as the city, but the houfes are not 
10 high, nor fo well built. The inhabi- 
tanti are 4II blacks, or of a dark tawny 
colour; and thence the emperor recruits 
fiddlers for his court. The palace 
mmds on the S fide, and is guard^ by 
(everal himdreds of black eunuchs, who 
ere cleanly drelled, and their knives and 
feunkars are covered with wrought filver. 
The houies are very good, but the ftreets 
exceedingly narrow, and hardlv any of the 
windows to be feen. The lignt comes m 
tile back of the houfis, where there is a 
fquare court, in the middle of which is a 
fountain, if the houfe belong to a perfon of 
any rank. They are fiat at the top ; fi> 
that in many places they can walk a 
great way upon them. The women live, 
m the upper apartments, and often vifit 
each other from the tops of the houies. 
Wlien tliefe go abroad, they have their 
heads covered with their outward garment^ 
whii h comes down clofe to their eyes ; and 
undemt::th they tie a piece of white cloth, 
to lude the loM Cl pai r of tin ir race. They 
arc (juite covei < d all over, ex< cpt their legs, 
which are generally naked ; but within 
4oors they a^ipcar in their hair, and have 


only a fingle filkt over their foreheads^ 
Their eufims and manners are much the 
firnie as thofe of other Mahometans. Mcv 
quinez n 66 miles W of Fez.

bifhop’s fee, whole bifhop afiumed the title 
of a prince of the empm.

MEuse, a department in France, in-* 
eluding the late duchy of Bar. It takes hs 
name from the river Meufe, or Made,

Mlwari, a confiderable town of Ja-^ 
pan, in the iiland of Niphon, wth 9 ro^ 
palace, where the king fometimes remes* 
It is feated on a hill, at the foot of 
which are vaft fields wheat and rice,^ 
with fine orchards, full of excelhmt 
plums. 

Mfwat, a hilly and woody tra6l of 
Hhidoofian Proper, lying on the SW of 
Delhi, and on the W of Agra, confining 
the low country, alcxig the W bank of the- 
Jnmna, to a comparatively narrow Ifipt^ 
and extending weftward about X30 mifes 
in length. From N to S it is 90 miles. 
Although lituate in the heart of Hindoof- 
tan, within 95 miles of its former capital, 
(Delhi) its inhabitants, the Mewatd, have 
been ever chara^erized as the moft lavage 
and brutal ; and their chief emdoymenr 
has been robbery and plunder. In xa65, 
100,000 of thefe wretches were put te 
the fword ; but they are ftill fo famous as 
thieves and robbers, that parties of them 
are taken into pay by the duels of Upper 
Hindooftan, in order to diftreft the coun- 
tries that are the feat of warfare. MewaC 
contrins fome ftrong fortrefles on ftrep 
or tnaccefiible hills, and was amoft entire- 
ly fubjedl to the late Modajee Sindi^, a 
Mahratta chief. 

Mepat-Ali, a town of Perfia, in 
Inic-Arahia, famous tor the fuperb and rich 
mofque of Ali, to which the Perfians go in 
pilgrimage from all ports. However it 
is not fu conlldcrablc as it was formerly.

Mezicano^ or Adayes, a river of N 
America, in Ixmlfiana, which empties it- 
ftlf into l^e gulf of Mexico. 

. Mexico, a town of N America, capital 
of New Spain. It was a flourifhing place 
before the Spaniards entered the country, 
ieated on an ifland, in a ialt<water lake, to 
which there was no entrance, but by three 
caufewap* two miles in length each. It 
contained about 80,060 houies, with feve- 
ral large temples, full of rich idols, and 
three palaces where the emperor rcflded. 
Mexico was taken by Cotter, in 1521. As 
the Mexicans defended ihemfelves from 
fbeet to ilreet, it was almoil ruined, but 
afterward rebuilt by the Spaniards. It is 
now the capital of the province of Mexico 
Fh>per, of the audience of Mexico and of 
all New Spain. The ftreets are fo (li aight, 
and fo exactly dirpofed, that, in point of re- 
gularity, it is the iinell city in &e world ; 
and the great caufeways leading to it, with 
the want of walls, gates, and artillery, ren- 
der Mexico extremely remarkable. The 
great fquare in the centre of the city, and 
the public buildings, ape magnificent. 
There are 29 cathedrals and churches, and 
22 convents, of the riches of which an idea 
may be formed from the revenues of the 
grand cathedral amounting to 8o,oool. a 
year, of which the archbifhop has i5,oooL 
There is alfo a tribunal of the inquili- 
tion, a mint, and a univerfity. The 
goldfmiths here are immenfely rich, and 
It carries on a great trade to Europe by St. 
Juan de Ulhua, and to Alia by Acapulco. 
This place was. overflowed by an inunda- 
tion, ui 1629, in wluch 40,000 perfons 
were drown^. This obliged the Spani- 
ards to make a great conduit through a 
mountain, in order to empty the lake: 
which being done, part of the town became 
Ieated on dry land. Mexico is {applied 
with frclh water by an a^cdudi three 
miles long. It is 200 milet EN£ of St. Juan 
de Ulhua, ond 250 N£ of Acapulco. Lon.

Mexico, or New Spain, an extenflve 
country of N America, bounded on the 
N by New Mexico, and on the S£ by the 
ilthmus of Darien, on the W by the Pacific 
Ocean, ^on the £ by the gulf of Mexico and 
the Carribbean Sea. It lies bf*twecn 83 and 
110® W Ion. anti extends fi’oin 7 30 to 30 
40 N. lat. being 2003 miles loug, and from 
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600 to 60 broad. In general, it is a 
tainous country, intermixed with many rich 
vallies ; but die higheft mountains are near 
the co^ of the Pacific Ocean, many of 
which are volcanoes. The eaBem more 
is a flat country, full of bogs and moralTcs, 
overflowed in the rainy feubn, whxqh is at 
the fame time as our fummer. Although 
Mexico is within the torrid zone, the cli- 
mate is tem|>erate and healthy. No coun- 
try abounds more with grain, fruits, roots, 
and vegetables ; many of them peculiar to 
the country, or, at Icaft, to America. It is 
celebrated for its mines of gold and filver, 
and has quarries of jafper, porphyry, and 
exquifite marble. Cochineri is almofi pe- 
culiar to this country ; its indigo and cocoa 
are fuperlor to any in America ; and its 
logwood has long been an important article 
of commerce. The domeftic animals of 
Europe, particularly homed cattle, have 
multiplied here, almoft with incredible ra- 
pidity. Numbers of thefe having bicA 
fuflej’ed to run wild, now range over the 
vafi plains, in herds of irom 30 to 40.000 ; 
they are killed merely for the fake of their 
liides, wliich are annually exported, in vaft 
quantities, to Europe. New Spain is divid- 
ed into the three audiences of Guadalajara, 
Mexico, and Gualimala. The whole coun- 
try is governed by a viceroy, the extent of 
whofe juriOiiiSlion, however, has been w-ife- 
ly circumferibed, in the couife of this 
century, by the erdlion of the four re- 
mote provinces of Sonora, Cinaloa, 
Calcfomia, and New Navarre, into a iepa- 
rate government. 

Mexico, New, a large country of 
N Americ^ bounded on the W by the 
gulf of California, on the S by New Spain, 
on the £ by Louifiana, and on the N by 
unknown countries, fo that its extent cannot 
be afeertained. The air is very temperate, 
and the foil generally fertile, its mines arc 
rich and its produdtions various and valu- 
able. This country lies within tlie tem- 
perate zone, and it is chiefly inhabited by 
native Americans, hitherto unfubdued by 
the Spaniards. Santa Fe' is the capital. 

Mexico, Gulf of, that part of the 
Atlantic Ocean, on the coaft of N Ame- 
rica, bounded on the S and W by Mexico, 
and on the N by W and £ Florida ; die 
entrance lying to the £, between the S 
coaft of £ Fmda, and the N£ point of 
Yucatan. 

Mey en b bag, a town of Upper Saxony,

Michigan, a large lake ofN Ameri- 
ca, whofe N£ extremity communicates 
with the NW end of Lake Huron, by th<i 
flrait of Michilhmackinac. 

Michillimackinac, a Itrait of N 
America, which unites the lake Michigan 
and Huron, and lies in 85° W Ion. and 
46® N lat. 

M iDDL E BURG, a large and flrong com- 
mercial city of the United Provinces, capi- 
tal of the illand of Walchcrcn, and of all 
Zealand. The iquares and public build- 
ings are magnificent. It was taken by 
the Dutch fiom the Spaniards. The har- 
bour is large and commodious, and has a 
communication with the fea by a canal, 
which will bear the largefl veilcl^ It con- 
tains about 26,000 ix^bitants. It is 20 
miles NE of Bruges, 30 NW of Ghent, 
and 72 SW’ of Amile^am. Lon. 3 39 £, 
lat. ?i 32 K. 

MiODLbBURG, a town of Dutch Flan- 
ders, which belongs to the prince of 
Iflenghein. It is live miles SE of Sluys, 
Lon. 3 26 £, lat. 5 1 15 N. 

Middleburg. See Eaoow. 

Middle HAM, a town in the N riding 
of Yorklhire. It is feated on the Ure, 10 
miles S of Richmond, and 255 NNW of 
London, and has a market on Monday* 
Lon. I 37 W, lat. 54 17 N. 

Middlesex, a county of England, 
bounded on the N by Hertfordfiiire, ou 
the E by Eflex, on the S by Surry aiul 
Kent, and on tiie W by Buckinghatmhire. 
It is the fmalleft county in England, exc^t 
Rutlandlhire, extending only 22 miles 
from E to W, and 17 Irom N to S ; but 
as it contains the two cities of London 
and W'^eftininflcr is by fait the richeft and 
moll populous county of England. It 
contains 126 pariihes, befides London, and 
four market towns, and fends eight mem- 
bers to parliament. The air is very 
pleafant and healthy, to w^hich a fine 
gravelly foil docs not a little contribute. 
The loll produces plenty of corn, and the 
county abounds with fertile meadows and 
gardeners grounds. In a word, the great- 
er part of the county is lo prodigioufly 
aflilted by the rich compoll from London, 
that the whole ot the cultivated part may 
be confidered as a garden Bi fides the 
Thames, the Lea, and the Coin, which arc 
its boundaries to tlie S and SE, and the 
W, Mkldlefcx i* watered by lev-ral 
ijnall Areams ; one of M’hich c^leJ the 
a ^ 
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Neiiv' River, is arliliciall/ brought firom 
Amwcll, in Herts, for tlie purpofe of fup« 
plying Ijondon with v'iter. 

Middlesex, a county ofN America, 
in the Hate of Connedlicut, which, with 
thecoumy of Tolland, has been recently 
formed from that of Hartfoid. Middle- 
ton and Iladdam arc the county towns. 

Middleton, a commercid town 6£ 
N America, in the Ibtc of Conne< 51 icut« 
It is feated on the river Counedient, 15 
miles S of Hartford. It is one of the 
county towns of Middlefex. 

Middh TOWN, a town of N America, 
in the Itate of New Jerfey. Sandy Mook 
is included in this townfhip. On the 
point of the Hook (lands the lighthouie, 
ICO feet high, hHift by the city of New 
York. Middletown is .-?o miles SW of 
New York, and 50 E by N of Trent 911. 

Middlfwich, alown in Chelhirc, with 
a market on Tuefday. It Is feated in the 
Crokc, and noted for its faltjpits, and 
making fine fait. It is 24 miles E of Chef- 
ter, i6y NW of London. Lon. 2 30 W, 
lat. 13 N. 

Midhurst, a town of Suilex, with a 
market on I'liurfday. It is feated on a 
fmalt river which 4almofl fuirounds it, 
fends two members to parliament, and is 
II miles N by E of Chiclieftcr, and 50 
W bySof London. Lon. 046W, lat. 
51 oN. 

Milchau, or M1F7.AVA, a handfomc 
town of Poland, in Cujavia, leated cn the 
ViAuk river, 10 miles S by E of Thonu 
Lon. i8- 46E, lat. 52 ,?8 N. 

JCiliLAN, a city of Italy, capital of a 
duchy of the fame Dame. It was tlie an- 
cient capital of Lombardy, and although 
it is thought rather to exceed Naples in 
iize, it does not contain above half the 
number of inhabitants. It is feated in a 
delightful plain, between the rivers Adda 
and Tcfin ; is 10 milca in cm:umferciice, 
and called by the Italians, > Milan the 
Great. It contains many Ane palaces, 
but that of the governor is the iiioA mag- 
niAcent ; and a great number of churches, 
convents, hofpitals, and fchdols. The 
cathedral is in the centre of the city) and 
though it is not fo large as St. Peter’s, at 
Rome, it far exceUs it hi the number and 
excellence of its fculptiires and beauty of 
its ornaments. I'his \ aA /ahrir, w'hk h the 
Milanefe call the eighth wonder of the 
world, is entii*cly built of folid white mar- 
ble, and the roof w'liich is vaAly high is 
lupported by 160 columns of marble fo 
large that 3 men cannot fatliom them. 
From the roof hangs a cafe of cryAal, in- 
dcAiig a nail, which, they fay, is one of 


thofe by which our Saviour wa^ Axed ^ 
the crols. The treafury belongine to thitf 
church is reckoned the richcAm Italy> 
next to that of Loretto. The college of 
St. Ambrofe has a library, which, befidea 
a prodigious number ofmanuferipts, con- 
tains 45,000 printed books ; and its Ai- 
perb gall^ is adorned with rich partings. 
Milan has conGderable commerce in grain 
(efpecially rice) cattle, and cheefe ; and 
has manufatAures of filk and velvet AuAs, 
Aockings, haudkerchick, ribands, gold 
and Ifilvcr lace and embroideries, woollen 
and linen cloths, glafs, and earthenware 
in imitation oi China. It was taken by 
the French from the AuArians in 1800. 
It is the fee of an archbiAiop ; and is 70 
miles N of Genoa, 72 NE of Turin, and 
145 NW of Florence.* Lon. 9 i6£, lat. 
45 28 N. 

Milan, the duchy of, a condderablc 
count! y of Italy, bounded on the N by 
the Swiis and Grifous ; on the E by the 
republic of Ve^nice, and by the duchies of 
Parma atid Mantua ; on the S by the 
duichy of Parma and the Urritoiy of 
Genoa ; and on the 'W by Piedmont and 
Montferrat ; being 150 miles in length, 
and 78 in breadth. The foil is every 
w'hcre fertile in corn, whie, fruits, rice, 
and olives ; there are alfo plenty of cattle. 
The ri\e!*8 are, the Secchia, the Tefin, the 
Adda, and the Oglio. There are likewife 
feveral lakes, the thrtc principal of which 
are thofe of Maggiore, Como, and Lugstfio. 
I'liib country was formerly poflelfed by the 
Fi*cnch, Spaniards, and Germans, wdio 
have Aainpcd a cliaraelcr on the inhabi- 
tants oi this duchy, dlAcrent from w'hai: 
prevails in arty otlicr part of Italy. This 
duchy was entirely fubdued by the French 
in 1796, but was reconquered in 1799 by 
the Allies under Suwarrow, and taken 
pulIeAlon of by Buonaparte in 1800. 

Milai.zo, a Arongleaport of Sicily, in 
the Val-di-Demona. It is divided into the 
upper and lower tow'n ; tlie upper is very 
Arong, and the Dower has a Anc fquarc, 
with a fuperb fountain. It is feated on a 
rock, on the W Ade of a bay of the fame 
name, i 3 miles W of MeAina. Lou. 15 
34 E, lat. 38 12 N, 

Milborn-port, a borough in Somcr- 
fetAure, which has no markets. It fends 
two members to parliament and is feated 
on a branch of the Parret, two miles £ 
by‘N of Sherbom, and its W by S of 
London. Lon. 2 38 W, lat. 50 53 N. 

MlLDENHALL^a loTgC pOpuloUS tOW'D 
in SuAblk, wdth a market on Friday. It 
is feated on the Larke, a braiM^ of the 
Oufe, 13 'iQuiles N 1 >y £ of Newmarket^ 
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and 69 NNE of Londant Lon. 0 %6 £» 
lat. sagN, 

Mileto, an ancient town of Naples, 
in Calabria Ulteriore, with a bilhop’s fee, 
five miles from the city of Nicotera. 

Milford, a town of N America, in 
the ftatc of Delaware, and county of Suf- 
fex, of which it is the little emporium. 
It ts feated at the fource of a fmall river, 
is miles from the bay of Delaware, and 
^50 S of Philadelphia. 

Milford Haven, a deep inlet of the 
Iriih Sea, on the coaft of Pembrokeniire, 
generally allowed to he the fafcll and 
mofi caj^clous harbour in Great Britain. 
It branches off into 16 deep and fafe 
creeks, five bays and 13 roads, in which it 
is faid 1000 Ihips may ride in perfedl fe- 
curity and at a lufficlent diitance from one 
another. At the entrance, on the W 
oint, called iSt. Ann’s, is an old light- 
oiife and a hlocklioufc. Here the earl of 
Richmond, afterward Heniy \ if, landed, 
on his entcrorife againft Richard iii. A 
packetboat fails from hence ever)' day, ex- 
cept Tuefday, for Waterford, in Ire- 
land. 

Miliane, a town of the ftate of Al- 
giers, in Tremefen, with a caille. It is 
Icated in a country fertile in oranges, 
citrons, and other fruits, the heft in all 
Bariiary. Lon. a 3 5 E, lat. 35 15 N. 

Milhaud, a town of France, in the 
department of Aveiron and late province of 
Rouergue, feated on the Tarn, 50 miles 
NW of Montpellier, and J4a S of Paris. 
Lon. 311 £, lat. 44 3 N. 

Milo, an illand of the Archipelago, 
50 miles in circumference, with one of 
the belt and largeft harbours in the Medi- 
terranean. It produces excellent fruits 
and delicate wine ; abounds in very good 
cattle, efpcLially in goats ; and has mines of 
iron and fulphur. In tlie fpring, the 
fields are enamelled with' anemonies of all 
torts. In this ifland are curious fubter- 
ranean galleries, formed of ancient ftonc 
quarries. The walls on each fide, which 
are fix feet high, are covered with alum, 
formed by the fpontaneous operations of 
nature. It is the fine aod genuine capil- 
lary or plume alum. This beautiful 
fubftance, which is here found in a ftate 
of cryftallization, rifes in threads or 
fibres like tbofe of a feather, whence it 
derives its name. Here are two bifhops ; 
one of the Greek, and the other of the 
Latin church. On the £ fide of the ifland 
is a dirty town of the fame name, eontain- 
ing 5000 inhabitants. It is 60 miles N of 
pandia. Lon. 15 6 E, lat. 36 4 1 N. 
Mit>TENB£RC, a town of Franconia, 


in fhe cledlorate of Mentr., feated on the 
Maine, 20 miles SE of ATchafienbuig.

Milthorp, a village in Weftmorland, 
feated on a river, near the mouth of tlie 
Ken, five miles S of Kendal. It is the 
only port in the county, the .navigation of 
the Ken being obftrudled ky a catarail 
near its mouth. From this place tlie fine 
Weftmorland 'flates are exported to Liver- 
pool, London# Hull, &c. 

Milton, a to^m in Kent, with a 
market on Saturday. It is feated on the E 
branch of the Medway, and noted for ex- 
cellent oyfters. It is 14 miles NE of 
Maidftonc, and 42 £ of London. Lon. o 
52 E, lat. 51 22 N. 

Milton, a town in Kent, incorporated 
with Gravel'end, from which it Is one mile 
diftant. Henry viii. railed a blockhoufe 
here, for the defence of Gravefend. 

Milton Abbey, a town in Dorfet- 
fhire, with a market on Tuefday. It Is an 
ancient place, and famous for a ruinous 
abbey, built by king Athclftan, and for a 
magnificent Gothic church. It is 14 miles 
NE of Dorchefter, and 1x2 W by S of 
London. Lon. 232 W, lat. 50 50 N. 

Minch, a great found, or channel, on 
the W coaft of Scotland. It is bounded on 
the W by the iflands of Lewis and Harris, 
N and S Uift, and Bara, on the W ; and 
on the E by the iflc of Skye. 

Mindanoa, the largeft of the Philip- 
pine Iflands, next to Luconia. It is 180 
miles long and 120 broad, and is governed 
by a fulian, who is abfolute. It is a 
mountainous country full of hills and 
vallies ; and the mould is gerjcrally deep, 
black, and fruitful. The fidcs of the 
hills and vallies are ftony, and yet there 
are tall trees, of kinds not known m Eu- 
rope ; fome of the mountains yield very 
good gold, and the vallies are well watered 
with rivulets. The libby-trees produce 
the fago, which the poor people eat in- 
ftead of bread, three or four montlis in 
the year. It produces all forts of fruit, 
proper to the efimate, befides plenty of rice. 
The air is temperate 5 and the winds are 
cafterly one part of the year, and wcfterly 
the other: while the fonner blow, it is 
fair weather ; but while the latter, it is 
piny, ftormy, and teinpcftuous. The 
inhabitants are of a uieaii low llature, 
with iinall limbs and little heads. The 
chief trades are goldfmiths, blackfmithi, 
aud carpenters, and they can build pretty 
good vcflcls for the lea. The lultan has a 
queen, befide 20 other women, and allth^ 
men have feveral wives ; for tlieir religion 
is Mahometanji'm. Their houfes are bud( 
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on poib) itom 14 to %o feet high ; and they* 
have ladders to go up out 01 the ftreets . 
they haare hut one floor, ^ich is divided 
into feveral rooms, and the n>of8 are co- 
vered with palmcto leaves. The capital is 
a large city, of the fame name, feated on 
the £ fide of the ifland. Lon* 125 o W| 
lat. 6 o N. 

Mindelheim, a town of Germany in 
the circle of Suabia, with a caftlc* It is 
the capital of a fmall territorv between tlie 
rivers lller and Lech, fubject to the houfe 
of Bavaria. It was taken by the Auflrians 
after the battle of Blenheim, who crecSled it 
into a principality in favour of the duke of 
Marlborougn ; but it returned to the houfe 
of Bavaria, by the treaty of Raftadt. It is 
30 miles S£ of Ulm. Lon. xo 42 £9 iRt. 
48 3 N- 

Minden, a confiderable to^n of Weft- 
phalia, capital of a territory of the fame 
namc» feated on the Wefer, which renders 
it a trading place. Near this town prince 
Ferdinand of Brunfwick defeated the 
French, in 1 759. It is fubjc< 5 t to the king 
of Pruflia, who feculati/ed the bifhopne, 
37 miles £ by S of Ofnabuig, and 37 W 
of Hanover. Lon. 9 5 £, lat. 5a 22 N. 

Mindora, one of the Philippine Iflancis, 
50 miles in circumference, feparated from 
Luconia by a narrow channel. It is full 
of mountains, which abound in palm- 
trees, and all forts of fruit. The inhabi- 
tants arc idolaters, and pay tribute to the 
Spaniards, to whom this ifland belongs. 

Minenead, a borough in Somerfetlhire, 
with a market on Wednefday. It has a 
good harbour for Ihips of large burden : 
and carries on a confiderable trade in wool, 
coal, and herrings. It fends two members 
to mrliament, and 31 miles N of£xeter, 
and 161 W by S of London. Lon. 3 34 
W, lat. 51 12 N. 

MiNGRELiA, a province of Afia, 
which makes part of Georgia ; bounded 
on the W by the Black Sea, on the £ by 
Imeritia, on the S ' by a part of Geor- 
gia, and on the N by Circaffia. It is 
governed by a prince, w'ho is tributary 
to the fovereign of Imeritia* The face of 
this i ountry is covered with- trees, and it 
has very little ground fit for tillage ; its 
produifls* and the cufioms and manners of 
the inhabitants, are fimilar to thofe of 
Gcoi gia. 

Mino, a river of Spain, which has its 
fource in Gahtia, near Caflro del Rey, and 
pafilng by Lugo, Ortenfe, and Tt*y, it 
then divides Galicia from Portugal, and 
falls into the Atlantic Ocean, at Ca- 
muilia. 

MiNiATO, St. on cpifcopal town of 


Tufeany, feated on the ArnPi 20 miles SW 
of Florence. Lon. xo 4^ £, lat. 43 40 N« 

MiNORBiNO, a finall town of Naples in 
Italy, in Terra di Bari, withabilhop’s fee, 

26 miles N of Circnxa. Lon. x6 X9 £, 
lat. 41 8 N. 

Minorca, an ifi^ of the Mediter- 
ranean, lying 50 miles to the N£ of Ma-. 
jorca. It is 30 miles in length, and 12 in 
breadth ; and is a mountainous gountry,L 
with fome fruitful vallies, where there 
are excellent mules. Cittadeila is the 
capital ; but greater confequence is attach- 
ed to the town of Mahon on account of 
its excellent harbour, which is defended by 
Fort St. Philip, one of the ftrongeft fort- 
refles in £uiope, and on the fate of which 
the whole iiland depends, Minorca wa» 
taken from the Spaniards by the £nglilh 
in 1799. Lon. 3 48 E,lal. 3950N. 

Minori, a town of Naples, in Prin- , 
cipato Citeriore, with a bilhop’s fee, feated 
on the gulf of Salerno, between the town of 
that name and Amalfi. 

Mtnsingen, a town of Suabia, in the 
duchy of Wirtemburg, with a handfome 
cafile. Lon. 9 3 ^ £, lat. 48 ^2 N. 

Min SKI, a town of Lithuania, capital 
of a palaiinalcof the fame name, with two, 
citadels, one of which is feated in a morafs. 
The country is pretty fertile, and has 
forefis routaining vaft numbers of bees, 
Whofe honey makes part of its riches, 
Minflci is 65 miles N of Sluc/k, and 
xoo $£ of Wilna. Lon. 2$ 48 £, lat. 
5411N. 

Ml OLA NS, a fortrefs of France, in the, 
department of the Low’cr Alps and late 
province of Provence, feattd on a craggy 
rock, in the vallty' of Boixelonttta. Lon#

Mioss, a lake of Norw'ay, in the pro- 
vince of Hedtmai'ke, 80 miles in circum- 
ference. It is divided by a large peninfula, 
and is from iz to 18 miles broad. It con- 
tains one iflai^d about 10 miles in cireqm- 
fcreiicc, fertile in com, pafiure, and w'ood, 
and fprinkled w^ith feveral farm boufes. 

MiquELoN, a fmall delert ifland, SW 
of Cape May in Newfoundland, ceded to 
the French b)r the peace of 1763, for 
drying and curing their fifh* It was taken 
by the Englifh in X793* Xion. 56 xo W, 
lat. 46 42 N. 

MiRAN04-i>E-DotJERO, a fortified 
town of Portugal, capital of the province 
of Tra-los-Montes, w'lth a bilhop’4 iee. It 
is feated on a rock, near the confluence of 
the Douero and Frelha, 208 miles N by 
of Lifbon. I^n. 6 o W, lat. 41 40 N. 

Miranda-de»£bro, a town of Spaini, 
In Old Caltilcy with a ^ng cafile, feated. 
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in a country that produces excellent vdne, 
on the river Ebro, over which is a hand- 
j'onie bridge. It is 34 miles $ of Bilboa, 
and 160 of Madrid. Lon. 3 10 W, lat.

MiaAHDF, a town of France, m the 
•Ifpartmeat of Gers, ^d late province of 
Gafcony, feattd on a mountwn, near the 
river Ba^e. Its principal articles of com- 
merce, ^rc wool, down, and geefe fcathcra. 
It is ly miles S\V of Auch, and 340 SW 
of Paris. Lon.o 26 £, lat. 43 30 N. 

Miranpola, a town of July, capital 
of a duchy of the fame name. It is a well 
loi'tified place, fubje<£lto the houfe of Auf* 
iria, anil %o miles NB of Modena. Lon. 
ji 19 £, Ut. 44 5% N. 

MiRE3J8.AU, a town of France, in the 
department of Vienne. Its afles have long 
been famous for their beauty anil ftrength. 
It is 16 miles N of Poitiers, and 175 SW 
of Paris. 

Mi RECOURT, a town of France, in the 
department of the Vofges, famous for its 
violins and fine laces. It is feated on the 
river Modon, 27 miles S of Najici, and 3c 
S£ of Toul. Iwon. 6 4 £, lat. 48 15 N. 

MirEmont, a town of France, in the 
department of Dordogne. Near it, is a 
remarkable cavern, called Cli\feau. It is 
fcated near the river Viacre, 15 miles £ of 
Beigcrac. 

Mirepoix, a town of France, in the 
department of the Upper Pyrenees. It was 
lately an cpifroj>al town, and is feated on 
the OcTb, 13 miles N of Foix. 

Mislmo, a cape of Italy, in the Ter- 
ra di I-avori, lietween Puzzoli and Cu- 
ma. On it are tlie ruins oi the ancient 
Miienum. 

MisFRprN, a village in Glouccfter- 
Ihirc, fix miles NW of Cirencefter, famous 
for a park, in a valley of which is a mount 
of circular form, now overgrown with 
trees. This was the Cte of an ancient 
caiUe, built in the reign of king John ; and 
part of the moat, which encompafied the 
building, is itill to be feen. 

MisiTRA, a very ancient and celebrated 
town of Greece, capital of the Morea, with 
a Greek archbifhop’s fee, and a caftle. It 
IS divided into four parts, the caftle, the 
town, and two large fuburbs. The church 
is one of tlie fineft in the world, and the 
Turks luve turned it into a mofque, near 
which is a magnificent hofpital. There is 
a great number of Chriftians, and fo many 
Jews, that they have three fynagogues. It 
was taken by the Venetians in 1687 ; but 
the Turks retook it. It is feated on the 
Vafilipotamo, xoo ^cs SW of Athens, 


and 90 N by £ of ]>panto. I^n. aa 3m 
£, lat. 37 6 N. 

Misnia. See Meissen. 

Mississippi, a river of N Americat 
which receives the waters of tlie Oliio and 
Illinois from the £, and of the Mifiburi, 
and otlicr rivers, from tlie W. It rifes 
from a co^fiderable lake in the central 
mountains ; its length, to its entrance in- 
to the gulf of Mexico, is fuppoftd to be 
upward of 3000 miles. It is the F boun- 
dary of Louifiana. In this river, in lat. 
44 30 N, are the falls of St. Anthony, 
where the ftream, more than 250 yarda 
wide, falls perpen^cularly about 30 feet. 

Missouri, a river of N America, 
whofe fource is unknown. It joins the 
Miififiippi in lat. 39° N, but is a longer, 
broader, and deeper riviT, and is, in faift, 
the principal ftream. It h.*is been afeended 
by the French traders upwards of iico 
miles, and from its deptli and breadth 
at that diflance, appeared to l)c navigable 
much lugher. 

Mitcham, a village in Surry, feated 
on the Wandic, on which arc fomc fnuff^ 
mills, and two calico-priming manufac- 
tures. It is eight miles SW of London. 

Mittau, a Itrong town of Poland, the 
capital of Courland, remarkable for ita 
Urge ducal palace. It is feated on the 
Bolderau, 45 miles F of Goldingen, and 
270 NNE of Warfaw, Lon. 23 50 F, lat, 
56 40 N. 

Mocha, pr Mofa, a conlldcrahle 
tow'n of Arabia Felix, furrounded by 
walls. The women, except a fmall num- 
Ixrr of the common fort, never appear in 
the ilreets in the day time, but vilit each 
otliei»«n the evening. When they meet 
any man iu the way, they ftand clofe up 
againft the wall to let tliein pafs. Their 
drcis is much like that of other women of 
the Faft, and over all tiicy wear a large 
veil of painted calico, fo thin that thev can 
fee through it without being feen. They 
have alfo little buikius of Morocco leather. 
It carries 011 a great trade, cipecially 111 
coflee ; and die inhabitants are computed 
.at 10,000, witbi ut including the poor 
Armenians, or the Jew's wdio inhabit the 
fuburbs. Mocha is feated in a fandy coun- 
try, near the ftrails of Bibclnundcl 240 
miles SSW of Sanna, and 560 SSF of Mei- 
cd.

The 
cathedral, feveral of the churches, and 
fome of the monafteries are handfome 
ftruiftnres ; and the ducal palace » an ele- 
gant ftruAure, richly funmhed, and con- 
tains fine paintings ; among others, a fa- 
mous night-piece of Corregio. The cita- 
del is ve^ regular, but has been often taken, 
partkrulaHy by the king of Sardinia, in 
174a. Tne inhabitants are faid to be 
40,000 ; and they make here the beft mafks 
for mafquerades in all Italy. It is feated 
between the rivers Sccchia and Panaro, 22 
miles W by N of Bologna, 34 S by E of 
Mantna, and 60 NNW of Florence. I(On.

Modena, or Modfnese, a duchy of 
Italy, bounded on the W by that of Parma, 
on the N by the duchies of Mantua aud 
Mirandola, on the E by the Bolognefe and 
Ferrafeie, and on the S by Tufeany and 
the republic of Lucca. It is 50 miles in 
length, and 40 in breadth ; and the foil is 
very fertile in com, wine, oil, and fruits of 
diilereiit kinds. It alfo feeds a great num- 
ber of cattle. 

Modi c A, a town of Sicily, on a river of 
the lame name, 25 miles SW of Syracufe.

Modon, a ilrong town of the Morea, 
with a fafe harbour, and a bifhop’s fee. It 
is feated on a promontory, projecting into

Modzik, a town of Poland in Lithuania, 
capital of a diftriCl of the fame name.

Moffat, a town in Dumfriesfhire, 
near the river Annan, noted for its mineral 
fprings, which were formerly of great re- 
pute, and attracted numbers of genteel 
company. It has a manufaClure of coarfe 
woollen Itufis, and is 20 miles N by E of 
Dumfries. 

Moffat Hills, the bighell mountains 
in the S of Scotland. They occupy tjie 
Tm" part of Annandale ; and from thefc def- 
pend in diffnent directions, the Tweed, 
Cl\ dc, and Annan, whole Ibuices are but 
little dillance from each other. 

Mogador, an illand and caAlc of Afri- 
ca, in the kingdom ot Morocco, near cape 
Ozem. There are mines ol'gold and filver 
ill one of the mountain^.

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Moguls, Country op the, or 
Western Chinese Tartary, is 
bounded on the N by Siberia, on the £ 
by Eallem Tartary, on the S by the great 
Wall and Leao-tong, and on the W by 
Independent Tartary. The Mogul Tar- 
tars have neither ^towns, villages, nor 
houfes:^ they form themfelves only into 
wandering hordes, and live under tents, 
which they tranfport from one place to 
another, according as the temperature of 
the^ difierent fealons, or the wants of 
their flocks require : they pafs the fum- 
mer on the banks of their rivers, and the 
winter at tlie foot of Ibme mountain, or 
hill, which fhclters them from the catting 
N wind. IThey are naturally clownifh, 
and dirty in their drefs, as well as in 
their tents, where they live amid the 
dung of their flocks, which when dried, 
they ufe for fuel iuflcad of wood. Ene- 
mies to labour, they choole rather to be 
fatisfied with the food with which tlicir 
flocks fupply them, than take the trouble 
of cultivating the earth; it even appears 
that the}' negleCt agriculture from pride. 
During the fummer, tJiey live only on 
milk, which they g(^ from their flocks, 
ufing without diflinefion that of the cow, 
inare, ewe, goat, and camtl. Their or- 
dmary drink is warm water, in which a 
litde coarfe tea has been infiifed ; with 
this they mix cream, milk, or butter, 
according to their circumftances. They 
have alio a method of making a kind of 
fpirituous liquor of four miik, cfpeciaJly 
of tliat of the marc. The Mt)guls are 
free, open and fincerc. They pneie them- 
felvcs chiefly on their dexterUy in hand- 
ling the bow and arrow, mounting on 
horfcback, and hunting wild bealfs. Po- 
lygamy IS permitted among them ; but 
they generally have only one wife. They 
are unacquainted with the ufe of money, 
and trade only by barter. They ufe fheep- 
fkins for clothing, wearing the wool iiimoft,. 
and the fkin on the outlide, from which 
exhales a rank and difagreeablc fmell, on 
which account they are called by the Chi- 
nefe, Stinking Tartars. The religion of 
the Mogul Tartars is confined to the wor- 
fhip of Fo. They have the moft fupeiili- 
tious veneration tor their lamas, who are 
cloMmiifh, ignorant, and licentious priefts, 
to whom they attribute the power of cal- 
ling do;twi had or rain. AU the Moguls 
are gdvmcd by khans^ or particular 
princtrf, independent of each other • but 
all lubjeiff to the emperor of China, 
whom they confider as tjhe grand kan of 
the Tartars. The limits of their rclj^dfivc 
temtories, aud the laws by which they arq 
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tt prefe&t governed, were fettled by tbe 
emperor of China. Thefc tributary kans 
have not the power of condemning their 
fubjeAs to death, nor of confiscation ; thefe 
two cafes are reiWved for the fupreme tri- 
bunal efiablilhed at Peking for the affairs of 
the Moguls, to whi<;h every ii^ividual 
may appeal from the fentence of his prince, 
who 18 obliged to appear in peifon where- 
ever he is cited. The beft cultivated can- 
ton of all the Mogul territories is the difiridt 
of Cart-ching, near the great wall, where 
the emperor goes every year to enjoy the 
pleafure of hunting, and where he gene- 
rally pafles the fiimmer ; for that purpofe 
he has caufed feveral beautiful pleafure 
houfes to be built there, the principal of 
which is Geho. All the Mogul nations 
under the Chinefe government, may 
be divided into four principal tribes, 
w'hich are the Moguls, properly fo called, 
the Kalkas, the CMons, and the Tartars 
of Kokonor. 

Mohatz, a town of Lower Hiingar)', 
in the county of Baraniwar, feated at the 
confluence of the rivers Danube and Cor- 
afle, 17 miles NW of Effeck.

Mohawk River, a river of N Ame- 
rica, wliich rifes in the fiate of New York, 
and empties itlclf, by two mouths, into 
Hufdon^s River. About tvx) miles above 
its jundlion with that river it has a cataradl 
where the llrcam, ico yards wide, falls 
perpendicularly about 70 feet. 

Mohawks, a onte powerful tribe of 
Indians, in N America, living on the 
Mohawks River. Only one family are 
Iclt of them in the ftate of New York, 
the reft having, in 1776, emigrated, with 
fir John Johnlon, into Canada. 

Mohilla, or Mohilia, one of the 
Comora Iflands, between the N end of 
Madagafcar and the continent of Africa. 
The inland parts are mountainous and 
woody, and there are villages fcattered 
here and there, whofe houfes are made of 
reeds and ftraw. The people are blacks, 
with gr^t heads, large lips, flat nofes, 
fliarp chins, and ftrong limbs. They go 
quite naked, except only a few leaves. 
I'heir Ikins are cut and pricked, fo as to 
make feveral figures on all parts of their 
bodies. Some of the inhabitants are 
Mahometans, who have a few wretched 
mofqucs, built of wood and ftraw with- 
put, and matted neatly witWn. This 
ifland abounds in animals, fuch as buffal- 
oes, goats, tortoiles, hcgis, large bats, and 
camelions ; and here are a great number 
ot birds, whole names are not known in 
Lurope. It produces plenty of ricc; peas, 


honey, c^oa-nuts, plantains, orangei^ 
lemons, ettrons, ptne-apples, cucumbers, 
tamarinds, and fugar-canes. 'fhere are 
ieveral fine ftreams, and the grafs and 
trees are grera all the year fo that in 
Ihort it is a kind of paradife. Lon. 45 o

Mohilef, a govemxncnt of the Ruf- 
fian empire, part of Lithuania, difmem- 
bered from Poland, in 177a ; Which con- 
tains II difiridls.

It is five miles S of 
Flint.' 

Moldavia, a province of Turky in 
Europe, 270 miles long and 210 broad; 
bounded on the N by Poland, from which 
it is alfo divided on the N£ by the Dni- 
eftcr ; on the E by New Ruifia ; on the 
SE by Bcliarabia ; on the S by Bulgaria, 
from which it is parted by the Danube ; 
on the SW by Walachia ; and on the W 
by Tranfylvania and Hungary. The 
ether principal rivers are the Pruth, 
Moldau, and Bardalach. The foil is rich, 
and it abounds in good paftures, whicli 
feed a great number of horfes, oxen, and 
fheep : it aUb produces com, pulie, honey, 
wax, fruits, w'ith plenty of game and 
fowls. The fovereign, who is ftylcd 
hofpodar, is tributary to the grand feignior, 
and is obliged to raife a lar^e body of 
troops at his own expence in time^of war. 
The inhabitants are Chriftians of the 
Greek church, and Jaffy is the principal 
town. 

Mole, a river In Surry, which runs 
to Darking, and pafling beneath Box 
Hill, is believed to difappear 111 its vici- 
nity, and to rile again ncai Leathcrhc.*;d.

Morhakge, a town of France, in the 
department of Molelle and late province 
of l^rrain, aoo miles £ of Paris.

Morlachia, a mountainous couutry 
in Hungarian Dalmatia, the inhabitants 
of which are called Morlacks, or Mor- 
locchi. They inhabit the pfeafant vatUes 
of Koter, along the rivers Kcrha, Cet- 
tiiu, Narenta, and axqo^ die inland 
mountains of Dalmatia. Iney are laid, 
by fome, to be of Walachian extradlion ; 
but others think their origin involved in 
the darknefs <i£ barbarous ages. The 
Morlacchi are ib difierent firom the inhabi- 
tants of the fea-coatts in dialed^, dnds, dif- 
pofidon, and cuiloms, that they leem 
clearly to be of a different original. With 
regard to thrir charadUri wc m bloomed 
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that th^ are much bjured by their 
time neighbours. The iahabkaxiu of the 
fea-coaft of Dalmatia tell many firighlM 
ttories of their avarice and cruelty t but 
thefir are all rither of an ancient date, oittf 
any have happened in latter times, they 
ought rather m be alcribed to the corrupt 
tion of a few individuals, than to the bM 
i^pofition of ^ the nation in general ; and 
though thieviih tricks are frequent among 
them, a ttranger may travel iecuTe^ 
through their country, where he is fiudi- 
ftiUy eicorCed, and holpitably treated# 
Friendfhip, that among us is fb fiibjedl to 
change on the flightett motives, is lafting 
among the MorlacchL They have even 
made it a kind of religious p^nt, and tie 
the (acred bond at the foot of altar# 
The Sclavonian ritual, contains a partku- 
lar benedidlion for the Iblemn union of two 
male or two female friends in the pre« 
fence of the congregation. The male 
friends thus united are called Pobnttimit 
and the female Polcfireme, which mean 
half-brothers and half-itifters. Friendihipa 
between thefe of different fexes are not at 
this day bound with fo much folcmnky, 
though perhaps in more ancient and inno-, 
cent ages it was alfo the cuftom. If d^ 
enrd iMppens to ai^e between two friends, 
it is talked of over all the country m n 
fcandalous novelty; and there has been 
fome examples or it of late years, to 
great afilidtton of the old Morlacchi, who 
attribute the depravation of their country- 
men to their intercourfe with the Italians# 
Wine and liquors, of which the 

nation is beginnmg to mrice dai^ abufe, 
will of courfc produce the fame had ef!e^ 
as among others. But as the friendft^ of 
the Morlacchi axe ftrong and (acred, (b their 
quarrels are commonly unextinguifliabte# 
They pafr from the fiither to the fon; and 
fo dec^y is revenge rooted in the mi^ of 
this nation, that ril the miffionaries in the 
world would not be able to eradicate h. 

Morlaix, a confiderabie feaport of 
France, in the department of Finifterre and 
late province of&ctagnc, with a cattle and 
a tide harbour# The church of Notxe- 
Dame is a fingubr iirudture, and the hof- 
pttal very hi^lbme. The inliabitatits 
carry on a confiderabie trade in linen, bempr 
and tobacco. It is (bated on a river of the 
lime name, 30 miles N£ of Brclt. Lon. g 
46 W, lat. 48 33 N. 

Morocco, an empire of Africa, com- 
prehending a confiderabie pan of the an- 
cient Mauritania, lying between 28 and 
36® N lat. It is bounded on the W 1 y 
rite AtLiniic ; on tlic E by the rivet 
Mulyisi ^\ 2 d^h (iqHiratce it from Algiers ; 
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bd ^ by tbe M«dlteimeati ;; and oii 
IdounJ; Adas. Ite |;r<atdl 
from NE to SW, is above 590 
apalesy and^^wliere wideft, not moire dhan 
jj^5o broad. This empire contains the 
kingdoms of Sus^Tarudan^ Morocco Pro- 
||Kr» Taiil^ Sngelmeflat Fez, and Mequi- 
liez. The air of this country is pretty pure 
and temperate, efpecially near Mount At- 
las. The foil, though fazidy and dry in 
fome places, is ib fertile in others ; and the 
Suits, as well as tlie pafhircs, fo good, that 
it would be a dcllehtful country if It was 
well cultivated. The inhabitants are Ma- 
hometans, of a tawny complexion, robuit, 
and very fkilful In managing a horfe, and 
wielding a lance ; but they are jealous, 
deceitful, fuperilitious, and cruel. Tliere 
:^e two forts of inhabitants ; the Arabs, 
who dwell in moveable vilbgcs, compoied 
of about 100 tents, and the fi^ eberit-s, who 
are the ancicut inliabita||s, and live in 
cities and towns. T'here are a great num- 
ber of Chriiiian flaves, and fome merchants, 
upon the coafl, befidcs a multitude of Jev^s, 
who carry on alnioit all the ti*ade ; dpe- 
ua% by land with the Negroes, to whom 
they fend large caravans, wliich travel over 
vaft defats, almofl dcAitute of water. 
They carry with them woollen goods, lilk, 
fait, Sec. and, in return, have ilaves, gold, 
and elephants teeth, and out of them the 
emperor recniits liis cavalry. They alfo lend 
large caravans to Mecca every year, partly 
out of devotion, and partly for trade, coniiit- 
ingpffeveral thoufand camels, hurfes, and 
mules. Their commodities sure Morocco 
leather, indigo, cochineal, and ollrich fea- 
thers I in return for which tliey have filks, 
snullins, calicoes, colTee, and drugs. The 
deferts abound with lions, tigers, leopards, 
and ferpents of feveral kinds. The fruits 
are dates, figs, almonds, lemons, oranges, 
pomegranates, and many others. There 
is alfo flax, and hemp, but little timber. 
T^e emperor is abfolutc, his will being 
a law, and he often exercifes great cru- 
elties. His naval farce coufiilts chiefly 
of rovers, who now ohd thqa take laige 
prizes. He can bring loojooo mcm into 
l^e field, half of which are foot and half 
horfe ; but they are poorly armed, aud 
know little of the art ot war. It has three 
capital cities, Morocco, Mcquinez aud 
Fez. 

Morocco, one of the capital cities of 
the kingdom of Morocco, fealed in a beau- 
tiful valley, fiirmcd by a chain of nioua- 
tains on the N, and tliolc oi the Atlas on 
the S and F. It haa nothing to recom- 
mend it but its great extent, and the royal 
p.dace, which takes up lo mudi ground that 
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itrefemblcs afmall cky. It is inclofed 
ftrong walls, the circumference of which w' 
eight miles ; they are flanked by fquarc 
towers, and fiirrounded by a wide and deep 
ditch. The mofques arc -more numerous 
than magnificent. The beft houfes are cn- 
cloled in gardens ; but the generality of 
them ferve only to imprefs the traveller M^lth 
the idea of a 'miferable and deferted city. 
The jews have a market of their own, and * 
live in a feparate toum, walled in, and ihut 
up every evening at nine, after which no 
pel Ton can enter or depart, till next mor- 
ning. Morocco is 90 miles E of Mogador, » 
ana 400 S of Gibraltar. Lon. 6 45 W, 
lat.

Moron, a town of Spain, in Andalu- 
fia, feated in a pleafaut, fertile plain. In 
its neighbourhood is a mine of precious 
ilones.

Morotoi, one of the Sandwich I/les, 
{even miles WNW of Mowee. Yams arc 
its pi incipal produce ; but it has Iktle 
wood.

Morpj-tii, a Ixiroiigh m Northum- 
berland, with a market on Wednefday. It 
is an ill built, ftraggling place, feated oft 
the N bank of the Wentfbeck, and on 
the oppofite fide is the church, and a 
callle in ruins. It fends two members to 
parliament, has a free-fehool founded by 
Edward VI, and is i ? miles N of New- 
cattlc, and 28 7 N by W of Ixmdon.

Mor tlich, a village in Raiiifshire, fix 
miles SW of Keith. Here Malcolm II, in 
memory ol a vi<Slory gained over the Danes, 
founded a blOiopric, which was tranilated 
to Aberdeen by David 1 . 

Mortok, or Morion Hampstead, 
a town in Devonfliire, with a noted mar- 
ket for yarn on SatUniay. It is feated on 
the Ikirts of Dartmoor, 185 miles W by 
S of lAinduii. lain. 3 46 W, lat. 50 
J9 N. 

'Morton,' or Morton in Marsh, 
a town in Glouceilerfliire, with a market 
on Tiiel'day. It is featerl in a loU'way, and 
is 83 miles WN VV of Ixiudun.

Mor VI DRO, a town of Spain, in 
Valencia, on the fitc of the ancient Sa- 
guntum. llitn* are ftill to be fccii, the 
rums of a Roman amphitheatre.

MoRt LN, a diftriiSl in Arg)'le(hire, 
whofc mountains are beautifully cele- 
brated in the longs of Oflian, as the 
country of Tingal.

NK of Mocha. 

M0SAMBIQ3.M , a firait or channel of 
the Indian Ocean, lying between the E 
coall of Afrka and the illand of Madagaf- 
car, and between n and 25® S lat. It 
is 240 miles over, in its narroweft place. 

MosAMBictUE, a kingdom/ of Africa, 
on the W fide of a channel of the lame 
name and on the cnaft of Zanguebar, 
lonfifting of three iflands. The princi- 
pal inand, called Mofambique, is not 
more than tliree miles in length, and half 
as much in breadth, and is about two 
miles from the continent. The air of 
this country is very unwholefomc 'whore it 
is but thin of people, axyl the' Portugude 
flay only on account of their trade. It was 
feiaed by the Portuguefe in 149 7 ^ and they 
have kept poiTcifion of it ever fiuce. 

Mosamuk^e, tlie capital of an ifiond 
of the tame name, on the £ coalt of 
Africa. It is a large wcU-forufied place. 


having a firong citadel for the defblpt^K 
of the harbour. It belongs to the Portu- 
guefe, who have generally a good gam- 
ian here, and trade with the natives for 
gold, elephants teeth, and Haves. They 
have built feveral churches and monalleries. 
I'heir Ihlps always call here in going to 
the £ Indies ; and the harbour is fo, 
commodious, tliat w'hole fleets may an* 
chor here, and refit their vefiels, as well 
as provide themfclves with all necet- 
farics, and they have a large holpital for 
fick lailors.

Mosbach, a town of Germany, in the 
palatinate of the Rhine, with an tleguit 
caftle, feated on the Neckar, 26 miles 
EN£ of Hcidelbeig.

Moscow, one ol the moft confiderable 
govemmenis of Ruflia, containing 15 dif- 
tne^s, bounded on the N by the govern- 
ment of Tvtr, on the E by Uiat of Qrcat 
Volodimir, on the S by the govewimcnts 
of Kalugo and Refan, and on the W by 
tli^fe ol 1 ver and Smoleniko. Its capital 
is of the fame name. 

Moscow, a large city of Ruflia, ca- 
pital bf the government of Mofeow, and 
formerly of the whole empire. It may 
be coiifidcred as a town built upon the 
Aliatic model, but gradually becoming 
more and more European ; exhibiting, in 
its prefent Hate, a moiely mixture of dif- 
cordant arLliitetflurc. It is divided into 
five parts. 1. Kremlin, which is in the 
ccnti'al and higliell part of the city, near 
the confluence of the Mofkva and Negii- 
11a, which walh two of its fidcs, is of a trian- 
gular lorm, furrounded by high 'walls of 
itone and brick, about two miles in cir* 
cunifercuLc. This divifion is not deformed 
by wooden houfes. It contains the an- 
cient palace of tlie czars, now only re- 
markable for being the birthplace or Pe- 
ter tlie Gieat ; alio feveial cliurches, two 
convents,' the patriai\:hal palace, and the 
arfen.!! now in ruins. 2. The Iccond di- 
vifion, called Khitaigorod, w’hiui is much 
larger than the Kremlin , it contains the 
umvcrfic), the prmting-houie, and many 
other public buildings, wJtli all the tradef- 
men’s Ihops. 'Fhe houfes are mollly flue- 
coed or wliite-waflitd ; and ir has the 
only flrcct in Mohow inwh'Ji tiic houfes 
Itaiui cloic to each other. .1. 'I'he Bief- 
gorod, or White 'I'owii, whicli runs round 
the two preceding divifious . it is fuppofed 
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td te i vt kt nsWie fiMk a white wa&t By' 
i^tclr h %aft fcttmierly fummelded^ aed' ei 
ii^cli loh^ temsdm' are Ifift td be feeA* 
4. ScfiAlaifidgdeed, which ^nrdxyNis 1^ the 
odieir three qnarterB^ is fo deiuiminatM 
fh^ a ciftlhlarrainj^aTtdf eaitli by which 
it IS encbmpail^. The laft fwb divifioAs 
exhibit a grotefqne ^iip 6f chuithes^ 
cdhventey palaces^ mck and wooden 
i^oTes, arid mean hovels. 5. The 
I^d1idda» dr fdburbs, which form a vaft 
dtterror drcle round sdl the parts already 
dtfcHbed, and are invefted by a low ram- 
dart and dkch. Thefe fnburbs contain, 
wfrdes bnilcKn^ nf all kixtds, corn-fields, 
ibuch <^n paSure, and fome finall lakes, 
^hich gitc rife to the Keglma. The 
Moikva, from which the ci^ takes ita 
]iame,fidws through it in a wmdhig chim- 
nel ; btit, ej^cepting in fpring, is only na- 
vigable rafts. It rccci\T8 the Yaufa in 
the Seinla2n0gorod,and the Ncglma at the 
weitem extremity of the Kremlin ; but 
the beds of both thefe lall'^entioned ri- 
^lets are nearly diy in fummer. Mof- 
cow efxhibits an anontflitn^ de^ee of 
extent and variety, irregularity and con? 
frail. The flreets, in general, are very 
Jong and broad Some of them are 
paved i Others, partidihrly in the fub- 
urbs, are formed with trunks of treesi 
or are boarded ^hh planks like the 
door of a room. Wretched hovels are 
bkfnded with large palaces ; cottages of 
one fiory fbuid next to the moil (lately 
ttemdons ; many ^ck firudlures ai'c co- 
hered vTith worom tops ; fome of the 
wooded houfes are painted ; others have 
iron doftfs and roOfe. Kumerons churches 
appeal in etery quarter, built in a peculiar 
Hyk iOf trchkemre : ibme >Vuh domes of 
copf&if others of tin, gilt or painted 
green ; and fiiany arc rowed with wood. 
)n a word, ibm parts ^ this ^*ail city 
hate the appearance of a fcqueftered de- 
felt ; other quarters, of a p^ulcms town ; 
feme, df a contehmtibleviudge ; others, of 
a great capital. ^IcoW is certainly the 
largdd city ih Eilrope : its circumfcwjncc, 
withih the rampart, which kclofes the iUb«> 
nrbs, being a6 roiies ; but it is built m fo 
disjoiiitcd and ftragglitig a manner, that its 
population correfponds, in no degree, with 
Its extent. It contains within the raOi- 
parts, and in the adjacent villages, 300,000 
fouls, and is the in^ populous city in the 
empire. The places of divine worfhip, at 
MofeoW arc txtiemcly numerous ; inclu- 
ding the chapels, they amount to above 
jooo ; there are 484 public churches ; 109 
of which are of brick, ftuccoed, or white 
i and the others cf wood, painted 


re<L Some df their beUt wkieh (ortntoi itvf 
coafiderable part of divine worfhip, are of 
a ilupeAdous fize; they are hung in belfries 
ddxched' front the church, ate fixed itn- 
moveably to the beams, and rung by a ropd 
tied to the clapper. , It has always bedn ef- 
teemed a mentorious adl of religioki fto pre- 
fent a church with bells ; and the piety of 
the donor has bcUnmeafured by their imig- 
nhude. Accordingly, Boris fMunuf, Who 
gave a befiof 28^,000 pounds to the cathe- 
dral of Mofeow, was the moft pious fovO- 
reign of Ruffia, till he was farp^ed by the 
emprefe Anne, at whofe cxpeUce a bell 
was call, weighh^ 432,000 pounds, and is 
the largeft in the Imown world. In the 
cathedral of St. Michael, the fovereigns of 
Raffia '^rerc formerly interred : the bodies 
are depofited in raifed fepiilchres, mollly 
of brick, in the lhape of a coffin, above the 
pavement, and about two feet in height. 
Each tomb has, at its Iovitt extremity, a 
fmall filver plate, upon which is engraved, 
the name of the deceafed' prince, and the 
era of his death. They arc covered with 
palls of red cloth or red velvet ; hut upon 
great fcflivals, aU thefe fepulchres afe co« 
vered with rich palls of gold or lilvcr bro- 
cade, iluddefl with pearls and jewels. The 
cathedral of the Affumption of the Virgin 
Mary is the inoft magnificeut in the city, 
and has been long appropriated to tlie co- 
ronation of the Ruffian iovereigns ; feom 
the centre of the roof liangs an enormous 
chandelier of maily (ilrer of Englifh work*- 
inanfhip. Mofeow is the centre of the in- 
land ccmimcrce of Ruffia^ particularly con- 
ncdling the trade between Europe and Si- 
beria. The navigation to tliis city is form- 
ed folely by the Moikva, which falling into 
tlie Occa, near Colomua, communicates, by 
that river, with the Volga. But as the 
Moskva is navigable in the fpring only, 
upon the melting of the (hows, the princi- 
pal merchandife is conveyed upon fledges in 
winter. This city is 555 miles SSE of Pc- 
teriburg, and 2 zoo N by £ of Confianti- 
nopk.

Mo#fiLL£, a department of France, 
incluc^g part of late province of 
Lorrsdn, It takes its name from a river 
whidi rifes in the Vefgcs, waters Epmal, 
ve&ei^es the Meurthe below Nanci, and 
mArg by Metx, Thiohville, and Tl'evc^ 
rall^ into the Rhine^ at Coblcntz.

Mosq^jiiro Sh^E^ a country of New 
Spain, in N America, lying on the Atlantic 
Ocean. The interior part of the country 
is bounded by tbb lake Nicaragua, and 
fenced by incRmtaitM ftretch^ 
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!(aiiuHmtuckitc?(ceed8]^^ m well 
watec^ by navig^it^ riyiers jmd lab^ee ; 
abounds in£ih, gane, andproviGons ^all 
ibrta ; furniihes rnty neccS^ fbrraiilng 
cattle and ftock, on plantations of every 
kind and to any extent : and ts clothed 
with-WDodsy prodocuig timber for every 
puipole at land or The ibil is fuperior 
to that of tbe W India iflands : the air and 
climate are more falubrious ; and the de- 
ftrudtive ravages nf hurricanes and earth- 
quakes have never been known here. 
The Spaniards efteem it a part of the 
principality of HonduraSf though they have 
no cdonies in the Mofquito country. 
When they firft invaded this part of 
Mexico* they maflacred the greateft part 
of the natives* which gave tliofe that ef- 
caped into the inacceiGble part qf the 
country an infuperable averfion to them ; 
and they have always appeared ready to 
join any Europeans that come upon their 
coalts againil the Spaniards* and particul- 
arly the Engliih* who frequently come 
hither ; and the Moiqulto men being ex- 
cellent markfmen, the Eaglllh employ them 
in ilriking the maratee fifb* dec. and many 
of the Mofquito Indians come to Jamaica* 
and fall with the Engliih in their voyages. 
*l'he Mofquito Indians are fo fituate be- 
tween moraHes and inaccellible mountains* 
and a coaft full of rocks and Ihoals* that 
no attempts againfr them by the Spaniards* 
could ever fuccc'ed. Keverthelefs* they are 
a mild and inufTeiiiivc people* of great pro- 
bity* ,and will never trull a man who has 
once deceived them. They had fo great a 
vencratiqn for the Engliih* that they fppn- 
taneouHy put themfclvcs under the pro- 
te^ioa of the crown of Great Brium. 
This was firll done* when the duke of 
Albemarle was governor of Jamaica ; and 
the kii^ of the Mofquitos received a 
pomniiluon from his grace* under the feal 
of that ifland ; lince which time* they 
were not only Heady in dieir alliance 
with the Engliih** but warm in tbeir 
afifedlion* ana ufeful to them on 
many occafioos; Wben the king died* 
the male heir went to Jamaica* to certify 
that ^ was next in bl^* and received a 
commiffion in form firpm the governor pf 
Jamaica* to he king of 4be Mofqiutos ; 
till whii(^^ he could not be acknowledged 
as filch by his couxmyinen. So fond were 
they of every thing Ea^lilh* that the com- 
mon people were prpua -of every Chriitian 
or furnam^ given them by our feamen* 
who conferr^ on their chief men the 
titles of fome of our npbilky. But the 
connexion between the Engliih and the 
^If^vitps no longer IjibSlls. ecu-

It is furrounded by 
a high w^all, w'hich not only affords the 
means of defence, but enables the govem- 
me)it to.collcdl, at its three gates, a tax on 
alj goods (provifions excepted) that arc 
brought for the fupply of its people. A 
caravan fets out annually from Mefurata 
to this place ; and hence the Fezzannem 
themfelves dilpateh, every year, a cara^’an 
to Calhna, and another to Bomou.

The mountains in both rife to 
a very great height, and may be feen at 
more than the diftance of 30 leagues.

Near the W point of the 
fmaller pcnmfula is a fpacious bay, with a 
iaiidy beach fliaded with cocoa-nut trees :

The 
palace ^ the ele(5lor palatine of the Rhine, 
as duke of Bavaria, is a fhipendovsilru^ 
ture, magnificently adorned, and Is 
thought to be one of the laigeft and mofl 
commodious palaces in Europe. The 
cabinet of curipflties, the library, the arfe- 
nal| and ducal gardens, merit attention. 
The cathedral contains 25 chapels and 30 
altars ; alfo the tomb of one of the em- 
perors, of black marble, adorned with 
ilatues of Bronze.

In 
178 1, the emperor Jofeph II. dclfroyed the 
fortifications of all the barrier towns, ex- 
cept theft of Namur, from which, how- 
ever, in violation of a folcmn treaty, he 
expelled the Dutch garrifon.

Naples, a kingdom of Italy, compre- 
hendingthe ancientcountries of Samnium, 
Campania, Apulia and Magna Grsecia. It 
is bounded on the NW by the Ecclcfiafti- 
cal State, on the S and W by the Medi- 
terranean, and on the £ by the gulf of 
Venice. Its extent from NW to SE is 
%%o miles, and from N£ to SW from 96 
to 100. It is divided into twelve pro- 
vinces ; namely, Terra S Lavora (the 
ancient Campania Felix) Principato Ci« 
terbre and Ulteriore, Molife, BaliHcata, 
Calabria Citeriore and Ulteriore, Abruzzo 
Citeriore and Ulteriore, Capitanata, Terra 
di Bari, and Terra d’Otranto; the lafr 
three forming the ancient Apulia, now 
called Puglia, on the £ fide, of the king- 
dom. Aner many revolutions, tin Nor- 
mans became mailers of this country, in 
the eleventh century j and the fovereigns 
were called counts, then dukes, and after- 
ward kings of Puglia : but in, laSa, Peter 
HI, king of Arragon, caufed all the Nor- 
mansin the ifland of Sicily to be mal&cr- 
ed ; and thn mallacre was called' the Sici- 
lian Vefpers. After this, Puglia was join- 
ed to Sicily ;f and hence the fovereigns 
took the title of King of the* Two Sici- 
lies. It has alfo been called the kingdom 
of Naples, from the city of that name 
which is its capital France and S|yaiu 
contended for the fovereignty in the fe^l, 
and bloody wars and revolutions eniued. 
The connt^ was then tom by the con- 
tentions of France and Spain for its fo- 
Tdeignty- The French b^g defeated by 
the^ Spaniards* in Lc^is xii was 

obliged formally to give up all pretenfions 
to the crown, and the country was go- 
verned by Spanifll viceroys.

The title 
of the king’s eldefr fon is Prince of Caht^ 
bria. The climate of Nrolts is extremely 
hot, efpecially in Jriy^ Augufl^ and. Sep- 
tember ; and is faid'to br one of the moil 
inconflant and unfrvourable to valetudina- 
rians . in fome feafons it rains every day 
ibriix or feven weeks together. In winter 
there is feldom aiw ice or inow except on 
the mountains. But the moft diikgrees- 
blc part of the climate irtErfirocc, or SE 
wind', which is very ccniimon' in May, and 
is infokely more relaxing, and gives rife 
to vapours in a much higher degree, than 
thrworft of therainymontfrof November, 
in Great Britain. In winter there is fel- 
dom an^ce or fnow, except on the moun- 
tains. ^e country, on account of ife 
fertility, is juftly termed a terreflrial pam- 
dtfe: for It abounds with all forts of gralUf 
the fineil fruits and rice, flax, oil, and 
wine, falirott, garden produflions'' ^ of 
eveiy kind, vnth manna, alum, vitriol, 
fulphur, rock-cryftal, marble' in thrgretteft 
plenty and perfrflion. ^ If affbids alfo 
wool and Itlk, and feveral forts of minerals. 
Befides the manufadlures noticed in the 
account of the city of Naples, waiflcosts, 
caps, ftockings, and gloves are alfomadb 
of the hah or filaments, of a Ihdlfin!, 
which arc warmer than* thofc of woed, 
and of a beautiful gloflV green. The 
principal mountains are ttie Appeiuunes, 
which traverfe this from # to N, 
and the celebrated volcano,, Mount" Vefii* 
vius, five lulian miles from Naples* 
One* of the greateft inconveniences to 
which tins kingdom is'^ cxpoled is earth- 
quakes (feeCALABm A).whichthe eruptions 
of Mount Vefavius contribute, in fomc 
meafere, to p rev e n t . Another inconvenien- 
cy is the great number of reptiles and 
infcdls engendered by the heat, fome of 
•which are very poifonous. The ellablilh- 
ed religion is the Rom.m catholic ; and the 
clergy and convents were faid to pofleTs 
formerly two thirds of die whole kingdom. 
The inhabitants of this country have, at 
all times, &om but an imliiferent efaara^er 
among other nations. Provifions arc plcn- 
tiiui and. cheap, therefore the. lower chdi

ai&ilinations among people of an inferior 
nation, but the caie is rare, and rivality 
between lovers is more frequently pro- 
dudUve of fuch fcenes. Of thcfe vices, 
many are doubtlefi owing to the flavery 
and cpprefiion under which they groan, and 
to a laical defedl in the ad^niitcadon 
of juftice. 

NapleSi an ancient and large com- 
mercial city of Italy* capital of a kinedoin 
of the fame name, with an archbifhop^s fee, 
and A univerfity, lying in the province 
called Terra di Lavora. It is feated at the 
bottom of the hay of Naples, which is one 
<of the fineit in the world, being almolt of 
a round figure, of about .30 miles diameter, 
and three parts pfit iheltered with a noble 
eircyit of woods and mountains. It is 
bu 3 t in the form of a vafi amphitheatre, 
ilo^g from the hills to the fea. Although 
the |lyle of architedhire is inferior to wl^t 
prevails at Rome, and it cannot vie with 
that city in theninnber of palaces, or in the 
magnificence of the churches, the private 
homes, in genei^ are belter built. The 
circumference, indtiding the fuhurbs, is 
faid not to be lefs than 1 8 Italian miles, and 
the numberof the inhabitants therein little 
Icfs than 400,000. The houles are of 
Hone, flat-roofed, and generally lofity and 
uniform ; but many^ of them have bal- 
toiiies, with lattice-windows. The flreets 
are wtII paved ; hut they are not lighted 
at night, and in theday-time are disfigured, 
in many places, by flails, on which provif- 
ionsare expofed to falc. Here are a great 
number of fine churches, convents, fount- 
, ains, and palaces of the nobility, many of

Pidlures, llatuet, and antiquities, are not fo 
common in Naples as might be expedlcd 
in fo great and ancient a city, many of the 
mofl valuable pieces having been fent to 
Spain by the vlcero}^. Ovring to the 
populonmefs of the place, many of itn 
Areets are more crowded than thofe of 
London, and a gmt proportion of the 
poorefl fort are obliged to fpend the night 
m them for want of habitations. There is 
not a city in the world, perhaps, with the 
fame number of inhabitants, in w^hich fo 
few contribute to the wealth of the commu- 
nity, by ufeful and produdlli'C labour, as 
Naples ; for the number of priells, monks, 
fiddlers, lawyers, nobility, footmen, and 
lazzaroni, or vagabonds, furpafles aU rea- 
fonable proportion ; and the lafl alone are 
comput^ at above .30,000. The greater 
art of thefe wretches have no dwclling- 
oufes, but fleep eveiy night under poni? 
cos, piazzas, or any kind of fheher they cati 
find. Thofe of them who have wives and 
children, live in the fuhurbs of Naples neav' 
Peufilippo, in huts, or in caverns or cham- 
bers dug out of that mountain. They are 
generally reprefented as a lazy, licentious, 
and turbulent fet of people, as indeed by 
jpar the greater part of the rabble are, who 
prefer begging or robbing, or running er- 
rands, to any fixed and permanent employ- 
.ment. Yet there are in Naples fome 
flourifhing manufadlores, particularly cf 
filk (lockmgs, foap, fhuff-boxes of tortoife 
fhells and the )ava of Mount Vefuvius, 
tables, and ornamental furniture of marble. 
The city is fupplied with a vaft quantity of 
water, by means of a verycoftly aquedudl, 
from^ the foot of Mount Vefuvius. The

Meidenau, a town of Germany, in the 
eledtorate of Mentz, fituated on the Jaxt.

Neidenbuag, a town of Pruflia, with 
B callle on a mountain, 75 miles £ of Culm. 

Neilston, a village in Renfrewfliire, 
to the s of Pailley. It is noted for a cotton 
manufadlory. Lon. ao ao E, lat. 53 aa K. 

Neisse, a town of Sileiia, furrounded 
b^ thick walls and deep ditches. The 
biihop of Breilaw generally refidet here, 
and has a magnificent paLn:e. The in- 
habitants carry on a conliderable trade in 
linens and wine. This place fufiered 
greatly in ^749, by an inundation and a 
fire. It was taken by the Pruilians in 
X741, wiio, after the peace, in 174a, 
built a citadel, to which they gave the 
sume of Pruflia. It is feated on a river 
of the fame name, 27 miles ne ot Glatz, 
and 35 SE of Breflaw. Lon. 17 35 E, lat.

Nellenburg, a town of Suabia, capital 
t>f a landgravate of the fame name, ao miles 
M of ConlUnce, and ao ne of SchadHiaufen.

It is made navigable atNor^- 
ampton, leaves thecoan^at Peterborough, 
and croffing the ifle of Ely, forms part of 
the w^boundary of Norfolk, and fsdb into 
the Lincolnfliire Waih. It tikewife com- 
municates, by feveral channels, with the 
Great Oule. 

Neocastro, a fort of Turkey in Eu- 
rope, in Romania, where the Turlu always 
a good gsrrifon. It is feated in the 
middle of the ftrait of Conftantinoplc, T% 
miles from that city.

Neots, St. a town in Hundngdonfhire, 
with a market on Thurfday. It is a well 
built town, has a confidcrable church, with 
a fine fteeple, and a confidcrable tr^e in 
coal.

Nepean Island, an ifland of the S 
Pacific Ocean, oppofite Port Hunter, on 
the 8 coaft of Norfolk Ilhmd, confiftingen- 
tirdy of one mals of fand, held togeriier 
by the furrounduig cfiifs, which are a 
border of hard rocks. The furface was 
covered with a kind of coarfe graft, 
and upward of aoo fine pines were grow- 
ing on it. 

Nepi, an ancient town of Italy, in the 
patrimony of St. Peter, with a blimp’s fte, 
feated on the Triglia, ao miles n of Kome. 
Lon. XX 34 E,lat. 4a 14 n. 

Nerac, a town of France, in the de- 
partment of Lot and Garonne and late 
province of Guienne. It is fituated on the 
river Baiie, which is navigable here, and is 
divided by that river into great and little 
Nerac. In the feudal times, this was the 
refidence and capital of the lords of Albert. 
Their ftupendous caftle, where Henry iv 
fpent part of his youth, is now in ruins. In 
the x6th century, the greateft part of its 
inhabitants embraced the reformed religion, 
but were obliged to fiirrender to Louis xiii, 
in i6ax. Nerac is ao miles sw of Agen, 
and 380 s by w Paris.

Nerbudda, a river of India, which

^ERO, an illand in the E indies^ the fe- 
cond of the Banda Iflartds, where the Dutch 
have a fort called Fort Naflau. Here are 
large ferpents, but not vencmous* and the 
mountains are covered with trees, ha which 
are birds of a very fingular kind. Lon.

Nertchinsk, one of the four pro- 
vinces of the Ruffian government of Ir- 
kutzk. Its capitalf of the fame name, is 
feated on the Nertcha, which falls into 
the Schilka. 

NeslEi a town of France, in the de- 
partment of Somme and late province of 
Picardy. It is feated on theLlngon, eight 
miles ME of Royeb, and 66 n by E of Paris.

Ness, Loch, a bcautifal lake in Inver- 
nefsihirc, a 2 miles in length, and, for the 
moll part, one in breadth, iho’ fonietimes 
tvro- It is Iheltered on the NW by the 
high mountains of Urquhart and Meal- 
fourvoney, and edged with coppices of 
birch and oak. 

Ntss, a river of Scotland, which is 
the outlet of Loch Nefs, and falls into the 
frith of Murray, a little below the town of 
Invemefs. 

Netherlands, or Low Countries, 
a large country of Europe, anciently 
called Gallia Belgtca. In the ninth cen- 
tury, the fons of the emperor I^ewib the 
Pious having divided the dominions of 
their father, who poflclTed Germany, 
France, and Italy, a new kingdom was 
formed, comprehending Germany and 
France, and a part^of the Netherlands. It 
was called I^thi^ia, but did not long 
fubfill ; for it was foon divided into ; 
and that feated near tbe Mediterranean 
was called the kingdom of Burgundy; 
wliile the other, to the n, had the name of 
Aullrafia. Neither did this lall continue 
long, it being divided into 1 7 provinces, 
under diHercnt names, which frill depend- 
cd on the empire of Germany, and were 
called Lower Germany. In procefa of 
time, the houfe of Burgendy purchafed 
many of them, and was about to form 
them, with Burgundy, into a kingdom ; 
but Charles the Bold, the laft duke of Bur- 
gundy, being killed by the Swifr, in 1477, 
his part of the Netherlands devolved on 
Mary his only child ; who, marrying the 
emperor Maximilian, the Netlicrlands fell 
10 the houfe ot Aufrria. The emperor 
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Clfairiei Yf kit^jof Spain, in 1555, ab^-^ 
cated the fovereignty of NediqdiiMlsr 
and Ibon after, the Spanffii cro^ bi fa* 
wofor of his fon Philip, The tyi«my of 
this cmel bigot, Philip 11 . vtrho endeavoured 
to introduce inquifition into the I<ow 
Countries, with the barbarities of the duke 
of Alva, exafperated the people to fuch a. 
de^ee^ that they, under the condu< 5 l of 
'V^lliam f, prince of Onuige, formed the 
famons league of Utrecht, in 1579, which 
proved the foundation of the republic of 
the Seven United Provinces. After a long 
and bloody war, the Spaniai-ds agreed to a 
truce with the United Provinces, the very 
firft article of which acknowledged them to 
be free and independent ilatcs. The war 
was renewed in 1631 ; but, at fall, by the 
treaty of We(li>ha]ia, in 1648, Philip iv. of 
Spain exprefsly renounced all claim to fove- 
rcignly over the United Provinces. The 
other ten provinces, however, returned un- 
der the* dominion of Spain, but with very 
favourable llipulations with refpcdl to thek* 
ancient laws and liberties. On the death of 
Charles ii. king of Spain, andthc fubiequci^t 
acceffion of a branch of the houle of Bour- 
bon to that monarchy’, it was ltipula*^ed, by 
the treaty of Baden in 1714, that the Spa- 
nilh Netherlands ihould return to the Ger- 
man branch of the houfe of Aultria. Some 
confiderable parts, however, fell by con- 
queil, or ceffion, to the French and Dutch ; 
the province of .^tois, the Cambrefis, and 
part of Luxemburg, Flanders, and liai- 
iiault, were in the hands of tlu* French, and 
called the French Netherlands ; while the 
Dutch poflllFcd the N part of Brabant and 
Flanders, from them denoiiiinatc'd Dutch 
Brabant and Flanders, The emperor 
Charles vi, left the Aullrian Netherlands 
to his daughter Maria Therefa, queen of 
Hungary and Bohemia, wlio married 
Francis, grand duke of Tuft any, aften^-ard 
emperor. During her rtign, no fovereign 
could be more beloved ; no people more 
content and happy. But her fon, jefeph 
II, liaving projected many innovations in 
the conllitutions, both in church and frate, 
and enforcing them with violence, an uni- 
verfal fpirit of revolt broke out ; an army 
of 40,000 men rofe, as if by magic, to /up- 
port the renunciation of all allegiance, 
which fcveral of the p^ovincea, now openly 
made ; a congrefs was formed from the dif- 
ferent ftates, m whom the fupreme govem- 
meut was veiled ; and by the end of Decem- 
ber 1790, the Aufrrian forces were entirely 
expcll^ from the Netherlands. The new 
goyenimciit, however, was not of long du- 
ratbn ; for which, indeed, the manner in 
which the coogrefr excrciicd its powen 
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'hr frm 1>dng calculated^ Leq^d li. 
(the fuccellbr of the caprkioitis and unfor* 
tunate jTolephy who dietothe tuAv paitof 
^790) was e&ahledy' partly by force of 
arms^ partly by conciUal^ meafures, and 
partly fiy the mediation of the courts of 
London^ Berlin^ and Hague^ to recover the 
entire pK^fleffion his authority in tbefe 
provinces, and that^ in a great meafure, to 
the fatis&dlion of the people ; the minifters 
of the mediating courts having guaranteed 
the reftOTation ofihe ancient Belgic conftl- 
tution, as enjoyed under the happy rei^ 
of the empr^s queen Maria Therela. In 

1792, the French overrun the Netherlands^ 
and endeavoured to efledl anotiier revolu- 
tion, but were driven out of the country in 

1793. In 1794 they again recovered pof* 
feilion ; and in 1 795 the Nttherlands were 
dc -reed to form a part of the territory of 
the French Republic. The Netherlands, 
in general, are 360 miles long, and a6o 
broad ; lying betM'een 2 and 7 deg. E 
Ion. and 49 and 54 deg. n lat. They 
are bounded on the w and n by the 
German Ocean, on the e by Germany, 
an on the s by France. They once 
conflitiited a part of the German empire, 
under the name of the circle of Burgundy. 
'I'he principal rivers are the Scheldt, 
Rhine, Maefe, Mofelle, and Lis ; and there 
are many fine navigable canals, which are 
of great advantage to the commerce of. the 
country. The air is temperate ; but the 
mouths of the rivers and harbours are 
frozen up in the winter. The foil is ex- 
trenjely fertile in com and pailures ; and 
there are feveral fine manufactures of lace, 
lawns, cambrics, tapeftry, &c. Ste Unit- 
ed Provinces 01 the Ni thi rlands. 

Ni-tch KAU, a town of Germany in the 
circle of Upper Saxony, in the territory of 
S Voigtland, featc<l on the Golfch, iz 
miles sw of Zwickou. 

Nettuno, a town of Italy, in Cam- 
pagna di Koma. It is but thinly peopled, 
though feated in a fertile foil, at the mouth 
of the Loracina, and the inhabitants are al- 
moit all hunters.

By the death 
of the duchefs of Nemours, in 1707, the 
fovereignty of Neuchatel and Vallengin 
was claimed b^ Frederick I.of Pniilia, as 
heir to the pnnee of Orange ; and his 
right was acknowledged by the Itates of 
the country. The conltitution is a kind of 
limited monarchy. The inhabitants are 
proteilants, except in the two diibidls ot 
I^nderon and Creffier, where there are 
moft catholics. In 1529, this principality 
entered into an alliance with the cantons of 
Bern, Friburg, Soleure, and Lucem. The 
air is healthy and temperate ; but the foil 
is not equally temperate every where, how- 
ever there are large vineyards that produce 
white and red wine, which laft is excellent. 
The paflm es on the mountains feed a great 
number of nil forts of cattle, and there arc 
plenty of deer in the forefts, and a great 
many fifli in the lakes and rivers. The 
people are ingenious, polite, adlivc, and in- 
duflrious. 

Neuchatfl, a town of Swiflerland, 
capital of a prinripalit^ of the fame name. 
It contains not more than 3000 fouls, and 
is fituate partly on tlie plain between the 
lake of Neuchatel and the Jura, and 
partly on the declivity of that mountain.

Newcastle, or Newcastle upon 
Tyne, a large borough and feaport m 
Northymberlwd, &tuate between the 
PiAs Wall and the Tyne* The river is fo 
deep, tliat (hips of 600 ton burthen may 
come up to the town, in ballaft but the 
colliers wait at Shields for their lading 
which is brought down the river in 
lighters. The town may lie confldcred a*s 
divided into two parts, of which Gates- 
head, on the Uuiham fide, is one ; and 
both were joined by a iteme bridge, whiLh 
originally confifled of 12 arches ; but by 
the embankment of the river to form 
the quays on the N fide, they were reduced 
to nine. In x 771, a dreadful flood carried 
away four of thofe arclic-s, witli fomc 
houies tliat Hood upon them ; and tliC 
bridge M^as entirely rebuilt in 1779.

able. The Brents in the old pstrt of the 
town are narrow* and very uneven* being 
built on the declivity of* a Beep hill* but 
the Upper or N part of the town* which 
is inhabited by the politer fort of people 
is much pieafantcr and has fcveral level* 
well built, and fpacious Breets. The fu- 
burbs are chiefly ufed as glafs houTn* iron 
xnanufadlories, and breweries* w^herc beer 
is made which has obtained great repu- 
larion, and they aic inhabited by kecl-men 
a rougliaiid llurdy race, employed in car- 
rying the coal down the river in keels* or 
ligliicrf, If) the large /hips.

It was afibreBed by William the 
Conqueror, who expelled the inliabltauts 
for that purpofe, and was then 10 miles 
longer than it is now. His fon William 
Rufus was killed in this foreil, by an 
arrow /hot by Walter Tyrrcl* which had 
accidentally glanctd againB a tree, llie 
fpot is pointed out by a triangular Bone* 
its timber is now appropriated to the ufe 
of the royal navy. 

Newfoundland, a large i/land on the 
£ coaB of N America* between 47 and 
N lat. Its form is triangular ; the 
N point is feparated from I.dhracfor by the 
Brair of Belleifle* and from this apex it » 
jjo miles in length to the bale* w'hich is 
200 in breadth. It is a mountainous* 
country and the climates rather feverc* 
the ground being covered with fnow 
five tnonths in the year. The coaBs are 
high and the ihores moB remarka^ 
woodid and the hills are clothed with 
bii ch* hazel, fpruce fir, and pine. In fome 
parts of it there are trees fufliciently large 
for the building of merchantmen* the hull 
is made of juniper* and the pine fumi/hes 
malls and yards, but no mails have yet 
been found for a large cutter. It Teems 
to have no inhabitants of its own, but in 
the fuminer time is yiiited by the Eiquv't 
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mnt Itidians* lias j^verai hzp and 
nai^tiny and there are about 500 Enghft 
fanoilies who continue here all the 
behdes the gartifon of St. John*a Placentia, 
and other forts. The great importance 
of this ifland ariles fix)m its filhery, which 
begins in May and ends in Septembff ; the 
great fi(hing 4 >anks to the S£ of this ifland, 
are reforted to by at leaft 10,000 people 
and 8 or 900 fiul of fhips, and the $lh when 
cured are ea^rtcd to Spain, Portugal, 
Italy and the Weft Indies.^ In winter the 
chief employment of the inhabitants is to 
cut wood ; and the fmallefi hind, ufed for 
fuels is drawn by their large dogs, trained 
up and hamefled for that purpoie. There 
is great plenty of game, fifh, and fowl, but 
very little com, fruit, or cattle. St. John’s 
is the principal fettlenient. 

Nkwhaven, a town of Suflfex, at the 
mouth of the river Oufc, with a quay on 
the £ fide, where ihips may ride fecure in 
foul weather. It is chiefly inhabited by

Nicaragua, a province of New Spain, 
in the audience of Guatimala, boimded 
on the N by Honduras, on the E by the 
Atlantic Ocean, on the SE byCofta Rica, 
and on the SW by tlie S Pacific Ocean, 
being about 400 miles from E to W, and 
lao from N to S. It is one of the moft 
fruitful provinces of Mexico, and is w'ell 
watered by lakes and rivers. The air is 
temperate and wholefome ; and the coun-

capital. 

Nicaragua, a: lake of New Spw, in 
aprovinte of riie fame name.

charity of the Moors, if he had«continued

Nile, a large and celebrated river of 
Africa, to whch the countrv of Egypt owes 
its fertility ; and the exploring ot whole 
iburces has, from the remoteft ages, been 
accounted an impradlicable undertaking. 
This tffcovery has however, been lately 
made by Mr. Bruce, who fpent ieverai 
years at the court of Abyflinia, and by the 
favour of the emperor and great people of 
the country, was enabled to accomplilh 
this arduous talk. In the middle of a 
marlh, near the bottom of the mountain of 
Geelh, arUes a hillock of a circular form, 
about three feet from the furface of the 
marlh itfelf, though apparently founded 
much deeper in it. The diameter of tins 
is fomething ihort of twelve feet ; it is fur- 
rounded by a fhallow trench, which colleifts 
the water, and voids it eaftwarcl ; it is firm- 
ly built with Tod or earthen turT, brought 
from the fides, and conftantly kept in repair, 
and this is the altar upon which all riieir 
religious ceremonies are performed. This 
mouth, or opening of the lource, is fome 
parts of an inch leTs than three feet in dia- 
meter, and the water flood about twe 
inches from the lip or brim. This fpring 
is about fix inches deep. This is the fuft 
fountain of the Nile. Ten feet diftant 
from tlie firft of thefe Tprings, a little to the 
weft of Touth, is the Tacred fountain, al)out 
eleven inches in diameter ; but this is eight 
feet three inches deep. And about twenty 
feet diftant from me firft, is the third 
Tource, its mouth being fomething more 
than two feet laree, and it is five feet eight 
inches deep. The Nile thus formed by 
the union of ftreams from thefe three foun- 
tains, runs E for about 30 yards, with very 
little incrcafc of water, till it is turned 
gradually ne and then N by the graify brink 
of the land defcnfidmg from Sacala. Here 
it receives the addition of feveral fpring*?, 
and becomes capable of turning a common 
mill. From this it turns w about four 
miles farther, where is a catanic'l of about 
fix feet, after which it leaves tlie mountai- 
nous country, and takes its courfc tiiro’ 
the plains ot Goutto. Here it flows To 
gently, that its motion is fcarcely difcer- 
nible, and its direiftioii is fo winding, that 
it forms more than 20 iharp angular peuin- 
fulas, in a coui*lc of 5 miles. Its courle

It is now con- 
fined by the mountains of Bejemder till it 
maches Alata» where is the third cata- 
radt^ which is reprefrnted by Mr. Bruce 
ns the moft magnificent fight he ever 
beheld. The river had .been confifier- 
ably increafed by rains« and fell in one 
fiieet of watery without any iptervaly 
about half an Englifli mileinbreadthy with 
aforce and'r.otfe was truly terrible, and 
which iUinned, and made him for a time, 
perfectly dizzy. A thick fume, or haze, 
covered the fall all round, and hung over 
ihe courfe of the fiream both above and be- 
low'i markii^ its tradl, though the water is 
jiot' ieen. Ine river, thoneh fwelled with 
ram, preferved its natural dcanieis, and 
;fell, as far as he could difcem,.iato a deep 
^pool, or bafon, in the fofid rocky .which was 
full, and in twenty different eddies to the 
,very foot of the precipice ; theilream when 
it fell, feeming part of it to run hack with 
.great fury upon the rode, as well as for- 
.ward in the line of its courfe, railing a 
wave, or violent ebullition, by cha&ig 
againft each other. About half a mile be- 
low the cataradl, the Nile is confined be- 
tween two rocks, where it runs into a nar- 
row chaimcl with impetuous velocity and 
great noife. Below this trenaendous water- 
£ill the Nile takes a aadiredlion along the 
w fide of Begemder and Amhara, on the 
right incloiing the province of Gojam. It 
receijkres a great number of ftreams ftbm 
both fides, and after feveral turns takes 
at laft SI diredfiofi almofi due n, and ap* 
proaches within 6 % miles of its fource. it 
now feems to have forced its paffage 
through a gap in ibine very high moun- 
, tains, which bound the country of the 
Gangesyjmd falls down a cataradlaSo,'!^ 
high, and immediately below this are two 
Others of very confiderablc height.

^^dy deicribed. The Nile ovorfiows re- 
gularly every year ; the caufes of its inun- 
dations are thus deferibed by Mr. Bruce, 
The ihn being nearly fiationary for (bme 
days in the tropic of Capricorn, the air there 
becomes fo much rar^ed, that the heavier 
winds, chaiged with watery* poitides, ni(h 
in upon it from the Atlantic on the W, and 
ftpm the Indian ocean on the £. Having 
thus gathered fuch a quantity of vapours as 
it were to a focus, the fun nov' puts them 
in motion, and drawing them after it in its 
rapid progrefs northward, on the 7th of 
January, for two years together, leenied tp 
have extended its power to the atmofphere 
of Gondar, when for the firfi time, there 
appeared in the Iky white, dappled, thin 
clouds* the fun being then diftant 34^ frofn 
the zenith, without any one cloudy or dark 
fpeck having been feen for feveral months 
before. Advancing to the line with in^reaft 
cd velocity, and deft ribing larger fpiiols, 
the fun Dringb on a few drops of rain at 
Gondar the ill of March, being then dif- 
tant 5® from tlie zenith ; thefe are greedily

Norfolk, a county of England, 77 
miles long and 45 broad ; bounded on the 
N and E by the German Ocean, on the 
w by Cambridgdhire and Lincolnlhirc, 
and on the s and se by Suffolk. It con<i 
tains 32 hundreds, one city, 32 market- 
towns, and 660 parifhes ; and fends 1% 
members to parliament. The airdiffirs 
in different parts of the county according 
to the foil, which in fame places is marlhy, 
efpecially on the fea-coaft, and there the air 
is foggy and unwholefome ; in others it is 
clayey and chalky, poor, lean and fimdy, 
and there the air is good. The county is 
almoft all champaign, except in fome 
places where rife gentle hills. The maxik 
lands yield rich pwure for cattle : the clay 
grounds peaie, rye and barley ; and the 
flindy heaths fe^ vaft' flocks of large 
Iheep, of which fome villages ore laid to 
keep 4000 or 5000. Thefe heaths aUb 
abound in rabbits of 9 filver gray colour. 
Great quantities of mackarel and herring 
are caught upon the coafts of this county’, 
the former in the fpring and the latter in 
September ; efpecially at Yarmouth, where 
they are cured in a particular manner, and 
to ^cat perfection. Wood and honey are 
alfo very plentiful on this county, and on 
the coafts jet and ambergreafe are fome- 
times found. Turnips are allb more 
generally grown here than in any other 
part of the country ; likewife buck-wheat^ 
which is ufed for feeding fwine and poul- 
try. The manufactures ^f the counm 
which is exceedingly populous, are chiefly 
woollen and woi&d ftuffs and ftockings, 
for which they are well fupplied with wool 
from the vaft flocks of flieep fed on it.

Northumberland, a county of 
England, which received its name from 
being fitnate N of the Humber. In ^he 
Saxon heptarchy it was a part of the 
kingdom of the Notthumbrians, which 
contained alfo the counties of York, Lan- 
cailer, Durham, Cumberland, and Weil** 
m<»‘iand. It forms the N extremity of 
England, and is bounded on the £ by the 
Gc^an Ocean, On the S by the bilhopric 
of Durham, on the SW and W by Cum- 
berland, and on the NW and N by Scot- 
land, from which it is frparated by the 
Tweed. It extends 70 miles from N to S, 
and 50 from £ to W. It lies in the dio- 
cefe of Durham ; contains la market- 
towns, and 460 parilhes ; and fends eight 
members to parliament. The air of this 
county is not fo cold as might be imagined 
from the lat. in which it lies ; for its lltua- 
tion betw'een two feas, in the narroweft 
art of England, gives it the advantage of 
aving the cold moderated by the vapours 
of each ; and, for this reafon, the fnow 
feldom Ges long iu this county, except on 
the tops of high hills. The air is Very 
licaltfful, and the people who generally 
Gve to a great age, are feldom affliifrcd with 
Gcknefr. The foil b various, the eaftein 
part, which b fruitful, having very good 
wheat, and moll forts of com, and has rich 
meadows on the banks of the rivers ; but 
the weGera part b generally barren, it 
being moilly heathy and mountainous. 
The SE part abounds with pit-coal, of 
which 658,858 chaldrons are computed to 
be annually Ihipped from thence tol^mdon. 
There are alfo large quantities of lead and 
timber. The rivers caufe the country to 
be well watered, and aGbrd great plenty 
of falmon and trout. The principal of 
thefe are the Tyne, the Tweed, and the 
Cocket. Alnwick is the county town, but 
the largcft is Newcallle, 

Northumberland, a county of 
Pennfylvania, 180 miles long and 80 broad.

Norway, a kingdom of Europe, the 
moil wcllcrly part of die ancient Scandi- 
navia, Tying between the i^7th. and 72nd. 
demes of Nlat. and between the 5th. and 
31U. degrees of E Ion. extending in length 
about 1 000 miles in a dlre< 5 l line from Lin- 
difnaes, in the diocefe of Chriflianfand to 
the N cape at the extremity of Finmark. 
It iff. bounded on the N and W by the 
Northern Ocean, on the £ by Swedlih 
Lapland and Sweden, and on the S by the 
Categate. Its breadth, which is very un- 
equal, is from 30 to 280 miles. It is 
divided into the four governments of Ag- 
gerhuys or Chriiliaiua, ChrilUanfand, 
]^rgen, and Drontheim. From its rocky 
foil and nordiern pofition, Norway is not 
populous in proportion to its extent. Mr. 
Coxe has calculated the number of inha- 
bitants to be 7 50,000, but be is fuppofed to 
have overrated them confiderably. They 
maintain their own army, which confifis of 
24,000 foot, and 6000 cavalry. Their 
troops are much eileemed for their bravery, 
and, like the Swifs mountaineers, are 
exceedingly attached to their country. 
Norway is blcfled with a particular code, 
called the Norway Law, compiled by 
GrieiTclfeld, at the command of Chrif- 
tian V, the great lei^flator of hh coun- 
try. By this law, pcafants are free, a 
few only excepted on fome noble efiates 
near Fredericfladt ; and the benefits of 
this code arc vifible in the great difference, 
in their appearance, between the free pea- 
lants in Ncn^ay and the cnflavcd vallals 
of Denmark, though both living under 
the fame government. The Noru'egians 
aie generally well formed, tall, fturdy and 
robufl, brave, hardy, honei), hofpitablc and 
ingenious i yet favage, raili, quiureUbmc 


and litigious. Their women are wefl 
fhapcsd, tall, comely, remaxkably fair andf 
obliging* The mountiuneers acquire fun- 
pri&g ibren^h and dexterity by hard liv* 
mg, cold, laborious exercife, climbing 
rocks, Ikaiting on the fnow and handling 
arms. Thofe who dwell in the maritime 
parts of Norway exercife the employment 
of fflhibg and navigation, and become very 
expert mariners. The peafants never em- 
ploy any handicraftfinen for neceflaries to 
thewdves and families ; they are their 
own hatters, fho^akers, taylors, tanners, 
weavers, carpenters, fmiths, and joiners; 
they are even expert in (hip-building ; and 
fome of them make excellent violins. 
Great part of Norway is covered with 
forefls of Wood, which conftitute the prin- 
cipal article of commerce in this country. 
Tliey cliiefly confifl of fir and pine, for 
which great fums are deceived from 
foreigners, who export an Immenfe num- 
ber of mafls, beams, planks, and boards. 
The climate of Noni^ay is very difierent iir 
difierenl parts of the kingdom. At Bergen 
the winter is fo moderate, that the feas are 
always open and pra^Hcable, except in- 
creeks and bays. On the £ fide of Nor- 
way, from the frontiers of Sweden to File- 
field, the cold generafiy fets in about the 
middle of Odloberwith great feverity, and 
iafis till the middle of April. The foil of 
Norway varies in difierent places, accord- 
ing to the fituation of rock or valley. The 
mountains are bare and barren ; but the 
earth waihed down from them, enriches 
and fertilizes the vallies. In thefe the foil 
generally confifis of black mould, fond, 
loam, chalk, and gravel,’ lying over une an- 
other in unequal Ibrala. Tlie face of the 
country is in many places deformed by 
large fwamjTS and marihes, very dangerous 
to the traveller. The ploughed lands in 
rcfpe(£l to mountains, woods, meadows and 
wafies do not exceed the proportion of i 
to 80, (b that the whole country does not 
produce corn to maintain alx>ve half the 
number of its inliabitants. The principal 
trees, as noticed above, are the fir and 
pine ; it produces likewife oak, plei^ of 
elm trees, aih, hazel, and birch. Iney 
carry on a confiderablc trade with foreign 
nations. Their exports are coj^per wrought 
and imwrought ; iron call mto cannon, 
iloves, and pots, or forged Into bars ; mafls, 
timber, deal-boards, planks, marble, mill- 
ilones, herring, cod, ling, flounders, cow- 
hides, goat-i&s, fea]-&ns, the furs of 
bears, &c, down, feathers, butter, tallow, 
train-oil, tar, juniptf and other forts of ber- 
ries and nuts* They have inexhaulliblc 
quarries of excdlcot marhicj blacky whitc^ 
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l>iue» grey 9ad variegated. Ooldluulike- 
wife been found in a (nuJl quantky^ and a 
flonfiderable filver mine is at prefent 
wrought at Koningibeig at the rilk of his 
Danifh majei^. Theie were vifited by 
Mr. Coxe» umo ikys that they formerly 
produced 70,000! ; but they now produce 
only 50,0001. *nie mines of cobalt, and 
the preparation of Pruflian blue is much 
more produ<Stive. It abounds in lakes and 
rivers ; the former fo large, that they ap- 
TOar like inlets of the fea. Norway was 
formerly governed by its own hereditary 
fovereigns. On the demife of Hagen v, 
in 1319, without male iilue, his grandibn 
in the female line, Magnus Smek, united hi 
his perfon the kingdoms of Sweden and 
Norway. Magnus was fucceeded in the 
kingdom of Norway by his ion Hagen vi, 
huiband of the celebrated Margaret ; and, 
at his deceafe, in 13 80, Non;i'ay was united 
to Denmark by their fon Olof v. who 
dying without imic, Margaret herfelf was 
raifed to the throne by the unanimous voice 
of the nation. On her death, it defended, 
with Denmark and Sweden, to her nephew 
Eric. Sweden was afterward feparated 
from Denmark by the valour and addrefs 
of Guilavus Vafa ; but Norway continues 
united to Denmark. The capital is 
Chriftlania. 

Norwich, an ancient and populous 
city, the capital of Norfolk, with a mar- 
ket on Wednefday, Friday, and Satur- 
day. It is lurrounded by a wall, now 
much decayed, and feated on the Yare, 
which runs through it, and is navigable to 
Yarmouth, without locks. Though, as it 
has been faid, it is a populous city, yet there 
is void enough in it for another colony ; 
and, from the intermixture of its houfes 
with trees, it is called a city in an orchard. 
It adds much to the trade of Yarmouth, by 
the vaft cargoes of coal, wine, fiih, oil, and 
all other heav}' goods, which come to it 
from thence by the river Yare. Its manu- 
fadlures are generally fent to London, 
though confiderable quantities are export- 
ed fnrni Yarmouth to Holland, Germany, 
Sweden, and Norway, &c. It is a 
county of itfelf, governed by a mayor, 
and Imds two members to parliament. 
There are, befide the cathedra^ 36 parlih 
churches, two churches for the Flemings, 
ibme dilTcnting meeting-houfes, and a 
Roman catholic chapel. It has a {lately 
caitle, on a hill, which is the Ihire-houfe 
and ^e county gaol ; the aflizes for the 
city being held at the Guildhall. The city 
is reckoned fix miles in compafs It has 
iz gates, and fix bridges over the Yare, 
jUkd contains about 45 >oog inhabitants. 


This town IS famous for its worfted mants* 
fa^re. By a late calculatioii from tl^ 
number of looms at work in the city only, 
it appeared there were no lefs than i zo,oop 
people employed m thrir manufaAures of 
wool, filk, &c. in and about the town, in- 
cluding thofe employed in fpinning the 
yarn ufed for fuch goods as are all made in 
this city. Thm b a flocking manufadlory 
alfo here, which has been computed at 
6o,oool. a year It is 43 miles N of Ipf- 
vdeb, and 109 N£ of London.

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4 iS 9 Mi of Spiu> in Old CafUIe* odeTirated 
fin: a iiege of 14 years maintained againft 
ike Romans^ who finally fubdued and de- 
firo^ hy in the year Z33 B. C. The 
ruina ofit are ftill to be feen, near the 
head cf die river Doueroi four imles above 
Ike town of Soria. 

NvSf or Ned de Nun» a province of Af- 
rica, feparated on the S the kingdom 
of 9 u 8 , by a &ndy defert. The emperor of 
Morocco pretends to be Ibvereign of this 
•ountry, but his authority is only nominal. 
This vaA, but defert province, is inhabited 
by dificrent tribes of Arabs, *^0 are feat- 
hered over every part capable of cultiva- 
rion. 

Nundydroog, a tovmof the penidula 
mi I^doo^n, capital of a diilridl, in the 
Myibre country. Its fortrefi is built on the 
fiimmtt of an aimoft inaccefliblc mountain, 
Z700 feet in height, but was befi^ed and 
taken by the En^lilh under lord Comwal- 
jk, in X79a- It is 70 miles N of Seringa- 
patam. 

Nuneaton, a town in Warwickfhire, 
with a market on Saturday, and a manuiac- 
ture of woollen doth. It was formerly 
noted for its nunnery, and is foated on the 
liver Anker, eight miles N by £ of Co- 
ventry, and 99 NNW of London.

NuREMBURGyOr NUREMBERG, a free 
imperial city of Germany, capital of tfic 
rircle of Franconia, with a univerfity. It 
is fix miles in clrcumfenmce, furrounded 
by high walls, flanked with 365 towers ; 
and me river Pegnitz, over which are 12 
ftone bridges, runs through the middle, 
and divides it into two parts. The go- 
vernment is ariftocratical ; and the townA 
men are divided into eight quarters, each 
•f which has a captain. The bui:geire8 are 
very indnftrious, and the bell workmen 
in arts ; their maps and prints are in high 
efieem, as well as their mufical and ma- 
thematical inftmmentfi ; nor are they lefs 
curious in clockwork, and in the fevcral 
xnanufadlures of iron, fteel, ivor^-, wood, 
and alahafter. The bell toys arc made 
here, which arc commonly known in Eng^ 
land by the name of Dutch toys. Here is 
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a fomous academv for painting, an 9SULt$» 
mkal theatre, and a pu'olic Itbiary. llie 
ancient and fuperb caftlc or palace, wh«^ 
the inhabitants bought of the burgraves, 
is ftill Handing at ^e extremity of the 
city ; and the arlenal is one of the beft in 
Germany. The houfes arc built of free- 
ftone, and are four or five Hones h^h. 
Though their religion is the Lutheran, the 
church of the Holy Ghoft has a varie^ of 
relics, as alfo the imperial crown and Icep- 
tre, the globe of the empire, the fword of 
St. Maurice, the imp« 4 al mantle, the 
white robe of the emperors, called the dal- 
matic, the golden furplice, the mantle of 
the choir, and the gloves, flippers, and ho' 
reditary crown of the emperor Kodolph 
II. Ail thefe rantics are placed in a cheft, 
which is fufpended by a rope in the dome, 
and they are neves taken dowm but at the 
coronation of an emperor, or when any 
perfon of high diftindlton wants to fee 
them. No Jews are fiiftbred to lodge a 
fingle night here ; nor can they enter the 
city at all without paying a certain tax. 
Nuremburg, in procefs of time, has ob- 
tained a confidcrable territory, 100 miles 
in circumference, in which are two large 
forefts.

Befldes the abundance of little horfes, 
Hack cattle, flieep, fwine, and rabbits, the 
inhabitant of the Qrkueys rear all forts of 
domeftic animals and ume pendtry. The 
gentry eS the Orkneys are civilize^ polite, 
and hdi|>itable ; and Uve like thole cx Scot- 
land, whom they are chiefly defeend- 
ed. They live cqmfmbly, are, remark- 
ably courteous to ifeangers, and dii^ 4 
great tjuantity nf wine, wi^ which thdr 
cellars are gmerally^ well flor^.

Ot AH FITE, one of the Society Illands, 
in the S Pacific Ocean, lying in 18° S lat.

captain Wallb in 1767, who called it* 
Geor^ the Hint’s Ifla^ M. de Bou<^ 
gainimle next arrived at it in April 1768^ 
and fbud xo days. Captain came 
hither, in X769, to obfervt the tranfit of 
Venus ; failed round the whole ifland in a 
boat, a^ ftaidthrce months. It has fince 
been vifited twice by that celebrated navi- 
gator. It confifb of two peninfulas, great 
part of which b covered with woods, con» 
filling partly of bread-^it trees, palmsr 
cocoa-nut trees, plantains, bananas, mtd- 
berries, fiigar-canes, and o^ers pe^iar to 
the climate, particularly a kind of pineapple 
and the dragon-tree. The people have 
mild features, and a pleafing countenance. 
They arc about the ordinary fizc of Eu^ 
pean8,'of a pale mahogany brown, with 
fine black hair and eyes, and wear a piece 
of cloth round their middle of their own 
manufadlure, and another wrapped about 
the head, in various pidhirefque lhapes, like 
a turban. The women who are nr from 
being ugly and unhandfbme, wear a piece 
of cloth, with a hole in the middle, through 
which Aey pais their heads, fo that one 
part of the garment hangs down behind, 
and the other before, to &e knees ; a fine 
white cloth, like mu{lm,paire8 over this in 
various elegant turns round the body, a 
little below the breail, forming a kind of 
tunic, of which one turn fometimes faUs 
grac^lly acrofs the Ihoulder. Both fexes 
are adorned, or rather dbfigured, by thofe 
black ftains, occafioned by pun^lumg the 
fkin, and rubbing a black colour into the 
wounds. The birds mofi common are 
two forts of parroquets, one of a beauti^l 
fapphirine blue, another of a gremifh 
colour, with a few red fpots; a king’s 
filber, of a dark green, with a collar of the 
lame hue round his white throat ; a large 
cuckoo ; fevcral forts of pigeons or doves ; 
and a bluifh heron. The only quadrupeds 
found on the ifiand are hogs, d<^s, and 
rats, which are fufiered to run about at 
pleafure. Their houfes confift only of a 
roof, thatched with the long pricky leaves 
of the palm-nut tret, and luppoited by a 
few pillars made of the bem-firuit tree. 
As a roof b fuffiaent to fteker the natives 
ih>m rains and n^htly dews, and as the 
climate is one of m ,hA]^cft in the 
worUt, the houfes have fcldom uy walls, 
but are open on all fides. Their doth it 
made of the fibrttit bark of the muU 
beny tree, whieh is beaten with a kind 
mallet s and a glue, made of the hi- 
bifeus efculentus, is employed to make 
the pieces of bark cohere. Some of thefe 
pieces are two or three yards wi^ and 
50 yards long* Though Che nattvea far 
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«icce 1 moft the Amerieaiit tn the know- 
ledge vod pradlice the luts of inge- 
nai^9 yet had not hwcnted any me- 
choa of boiling water ; and having no 
veflSd that could bear Ae fire» they had 
BO more idol that water could be made 
hoty than that it could be made folid. 
I/ong on the fingers are a mark of 
diftindlion among themy as among the 
Chinefe ; for they imply that fuch per- 
IbnB only as have no occafion to worky 
could funer them to grow to that length. 
The two fexea here eat feparatelyt as in 
many dther countries. Their provifions 
are chieflv fifliy porky cocoa-autsy breed- 
firuit and bananas ; and they employ Tea- 
water as a lauce both to fifh and jx^k. 
Nothing can exceed their agility in iwim- 
mingy divingy and climbing trees. Mr. 
Fofter is lavilh in his praifes of the gen- 
denefsy goodnaturey and hofpitality of 
this peofue ; and alfo of the t^autyy ele- 
gancey and gracefulnefs of the airy fea- 
tures and p^ons of many of themy ef> 
pccially of the better forty to whofe voyagey 
and captain Cook’sy in the Endeavoury 
compile by Dr. Hawkefworth, we muit 
refer the re^cTy as well as to the account 
of Captain Cooke’s laft voyagCy publifhed 
in X785y for a more particular account of 
their drefiy dwellingsy foody domefiic 
amufementsy navigationy difeafesy religiony 
funeral ritesy warsy weaponsy and govern- 
ment.

Thefouthem 
promontorylooks like the mere dregs of a 
volcano, ^e projetSling headland is com- 
pofed of broken and craggy rocks, failed 
hregularly on one another, and terminat- 
ing in iharp points : yet, amidft thefe 
ruins, there are many patches of rich foil, 
whidi arc carefully laud out in plantations, 
and the neighbouring fea abounds with a 
great variety of excellent fiih ; fo that tbu 
quarter is much better inhabited than the 
more verdant parts. The fields are in- 
clofed with fione fences, and interij^- 
ed with groves of cocoa nut trees. 1 nere 
are iuppofed to be on this ifland about 
150,000 inhabitanU.

Tbe colleges are, Univerfity, Ea- 
eiton, Exeter, Oriel, Queen’s New, 
Lincoln, All Souls, Magdafen, Brazen 
Nofe, Corpus Chrilti, Chrm Cfe^, Tri 
nity, St. John BapdfPs, jefiu, Wadham, 
Pembroke, Worcefier, and Hertford. Of 
thefe, the moft ancient is Univerfity Col- 
lege, founded before the year 87a ; and 
to Chrift’s Church College, begun by car- 
dimd Wolfey, and finiihed by Henry Till, 
belongs tbe^ cathedral. The balls are Al- 
ban, l^mund, St. Mary's New Ina, and 
St. Mary Magdalen. Among the libra- 
ries in the univerfity, the moft diftinguifli- 
ed is the Bodleian, founded by Sir Thomai 
Bodley thofe of All Souls College, Chi^ 
Church, Queen’s New, St. John’s Ex- 
eter, and Corpus CbrilU. Among other 
pubUc buildings, are the Afhmolean 
Mufeom, the Clarendon Printing-bcnife, 
RadcliflT Infirmary, and an Oblervatory. 
Magdalen Bridge, betides the beauty of its 
arc&edture, lias this (inguUrity, that more 
than half of it is on d^ ground, and ^e 
reft covers two fmall ftiipcs of the Cher* 
wel ; this bridge is 526 ^ long. ITie 
theatre, more magnificent than anything 
of the kind in the world. The phytic- 
garden of above five acres, walled round, 
with fine gates, one of which coft 6ool. 
At Oxford, king John, compelled by his 
barons, fummon^ a parliament to meet, 
in 1358 : the proceedings of which were 
fo diforderly, that it was known after- 
ward by the name of the Mad l^liament. 
Oxford is governed by a mayor, 'depen- 
dent on the chancellor and vicechancel- 
lor of the univerfity ; and fends four 
members to parriamcnt, two for the uni- 
verfity and two for the city.

OxFOXDSHiRK, a county of England, 
bounded on the £ by Buckinghamfhire, 
on the W by Glouccitcrihirc, on the S by 
Berkfhire, and on the N by Warwick- 
Ihire and Noithamptonfliire. Its extreme 
length is 48 miles ; its greateft breadth 
a6. It contaius one city, 15 market 
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•CDwnsi ftSopanihefi, 14 hundreds, 
acres, and about xao,ooo fouls. The air 
is fwect and pleafant, and the foil rich and 
fertile. The bwer parts confift of mea- 
dows and cornfields, and the higher were 
covered with woods dQ the civil wars ; in 
which they were fo entirely deftroyed, 
that wood is now extremely fcarce and 
dear, except in what is called the chiltem, 
and fois coal; of confequence fuel bears 
an exorbitant price. The county is ex- 
tremely well watered, by the Wmdruih, 
Evenlode, Cherwel, and Tame ; the lat- 
ter, although an inconliderable rivulet, has 
obtained Ibme importance from having 
been fuppofed to give name to the Thames. 
TheproduAs of Oxforddiire are chiefly 
thofe common to the midland fann- 
counties. Its hills yield ochre, :pipe 
day, and other earths, uieful for vari- 
oiit purpofes. Com and malt are conveyed 
from it, by the Thames to the metropolis. 
Good chede is made in the graziii£[ parts. 
The greateft want in this county is that 
of fuel; for the woods, with which it once 
abounded, being greatly diminiihed, it is 
neceflary to lupply the deficiency with coal 
brought by a long and troublefome navi- 
gation from London. The jundion of 
the Thames with the Trent and Merfey, 
by the canal from Braunflon to Hampton 
Gay, and by another canal from Braunf- 
ton to Brentford, will greatly remedy thb 
inconvenience. 

OzwiEZiN, a town of Little Poland, 
feated on the Weit* hird. The houfes are 
buik of wood ; and the town is covered 
on one fide by a great morafs, and on the 
other defended by a caille, whofe walls are 
of wood. It is 34 miles W of Cracow.

Pacific Ocean, that vaft ocean which 
feparates Afii from America. It is called 
Pacific, from the moderate ^weather the 
firfi mariners who failed in it met with 
between the tropics : and it was called 
South Sea, becaufe the Spaniards crofied 
the ifihmus of Darien from north to fouth 
when they firft difeovered it ; though it 
is properly the Weftern ocean with regard 
to America. Geographers call the South 
Sea Mare Pacificum,^^ the Pacific Ocean,*’ 
as being lefs infefied with fiorms than the 
Atlantic; but M. Frezicr affirms it does 
not dipferve that appellation, and that he 
has fcen as violent Itorms therein as in 
any other lea : but Magellan happening to 
have ajvery favourable wind, and not meet- 
ing with any thing to ruffle him when he 
firit traverfed this vaft ocean in 1520, gave 
it the namewliich it has retained ever 
fince. Maty, however, adds, that the 
wind is fo regular there, that the vefiels 
would frequently go fiom Acapulco to 
the Philippine lilands without fiutting a 
laiL 

Pac Y, an ancient town of France, in the 
department of Eure and late province of 
Normandy, felted on the Eure, eight miles

It it 
i^en miles hi circumference, and much 
kft coniiderable than formerly ; for it now 
gpn tabu* only 30,000, whereas it farmerly 
contained 100,000 inhabitantt. Ihe 
houfes are for the moft part gone to min, 
and the to\ina in general it fo thinly in- 
habited, that grais is feen in many places, 
between the fionet vdth which the ftreett 
are paved. The houfes are built on 
piazzas, which, when the town was in a 
flouriihing ftate, may have made a magni- 
ficent appearance ; but they now radier 
give it a more gloomy air. The hall of 
the townhoufe is one of the largeft in Eu- 
rope, and contains the cenotaph of Livy, 
the hiftorian, who was a native of Padua. 
The univerfity, once fo celebrated, is 
now on the define. Here is a cloth ma- 
nufadure ; and it is laid that the iidia- 
bitants of Venice wear no other cloth 
than what is made here. The city, how- 
ever, fwarms with beegars, who aft cha- 
rity in the name of St. Antonio. Pa- 
dua was taken by the Venetians, in 1706. 
It is feated on the Brenta and Bachiglione^ 
in a fine plain, ao miles S£ of Vicenza, 
and 415 N of Rome.

Thb 
branch is brought here to the utmoft perfec- 
tion, and is wrought to an amazing variety 
of patterns. It has been computed, that 
there have been no left than 5000 weavers 
employed in Paifley and in the country ad- 
jacent ; and the oUiers ^leceflary in other 
parts of the filk manufacture, has been like- 
wife computed to be no lefs than 5000. 
Eachloom will produce on an average value 
70I. yearly ; the whole will &en be 
350,0001. In the year 1 784, the manuftc- 
tures of Paifley, in filk gauze, lawn and 
linen gauze, and white fewing thread, 
amounted to tlte value of 5 79,1851. x68. 6d. 
and that no fewer than 46,484 perfons 
were employed in carrying them on. ' Be- 
fides theft principal manutaCtures, there are 
fome others carried on there ; for inftance, 
confiderable tan-works, four in number, 
two foap and candle works, a manufacture 
of ribbons, and another of inkle or tape. 
In 1789, the annual value of all the manu- 
factures in Paifley of every fort, amounted 
to 660,3 85 L 1 6s. and the inhabiiants con- 
fiderahly exceeded 20iCv.«o.

Palermo, adty of Sirily, in the Val-dn 
Maaara, with an arcbbilhop’s ic^ and a 
large harbour. This city, which istbe ca- 
pitmofSiedy, is of great antiquity ; and if 
a conjefture may beibrmed from its ancient 
name Panormos, which fignilles an uaiver- 
£d harbour, it was formerly in a very Sou- 
riihiag condition. By u^om it was found*< 
ed is uncertain, nor have wt any authentic 
accounts of its inhabitants till it became a 
coUmy of the Phomicians, after Whidi it 
paflM into the hands of tlm various nations 
that became mafters of this ifland. The 
prribit city principally conlxfts oX two wide, 
uniform, and well-bimt Breets,each diout 
amile in lcngth,eroiEng each odier at right 
angles in the centre, where there is a fmall 
o&gon fpace, ornamented with four fta^ 
tues. of the ciues of Sicily hate fur*^ 

names : Palermo is denominated The 
Happy. It has gained this epithet, no 
doubt, on account of the advantages of its 
fituation. It has two harbours i in the 
one, which is very lai^, and in which there 
b a mole 1300 paces in length, (hips lie at 
anchor ; in the other their cargoes are laden 
and unladen. Botlv the harbours open to 
the W : there b alfo a fuperi) quay which 
extends a mile iknn W to £, in a reftili- 
near direftion, and b called La Marine* 
The profpeft b, on the one fide, loft in the 
wide eapanfe of the ocean, and on the other 
confined by the wafts of thetity : the walls 
iqipear adorned widi pilafters^ and crowned

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^ round vdth avdiufes of and has 
four principal entrances, Ctcing the four 
cardinal polrift, v^hidlT ate at thfe extitmi- 
ties^df the tM^ fpadcioua ftreet^ ^Ich crdls 
each other. The mofk frequented of tMe 
two frreets it cabled CalTero. It begins 
where the quay end^, t^h the N ^te cal- 
led Porta FcKce, tSe hdppy gag ; dud ter- 
mirtates oti the S. *rfee Poru Felice opens 
to the Irfarino, a delightful walk, that has 
on one fide the Wall of the city, and on the 
other, the fca ; and id the centre is an cl^ 
gant kind of tempU, which in fummer, is 
made ui% of as an otcheftra. Palermo is 
quite ^ed with public monuments, 
churches, monafteries, palaces, fountains, 
fiatues, and columns. The churches 
amount to 300, and many of them are 
very rich and magnificent. Spring-waters 
are very copious in this city. Not a quar- 
ter but is liberally fupplied with fountains, 
moll of which are marble, all of them 
adorned with pieces of Iculpture, and all 
afford large quantities of water. Ihe fi- 
tuation 01 this city is truly happy ; the fca, 
the hilts, the lofty mountains, prefent on 
all Tides beautiful and ftriking objedls. 
Freed from the fetters of the Inquifition, 
the abolition of which was procured by the 
marquis of Caraccioli, and from the influ- 
ence of fome other unfavourable inflltutions 
which are rapidly declining, Palermo muft 
become one of tlie finefi cities in the world ; 
and tile ifiand of which it is the capital, 
lieing all cultivated like a garden, one of 
the moil enchanting ipOts on the face of 
the earth. Palermo is the principal refi- 
dence of the greater part of the Sicilian 
nobility ; aiid as it is not the cullom for 
any gentlemen to walk in the fireets, at 
leaft 1000 carriages are faid to be kept in 
the town. They are for the moil part in 
the Engliih tailc, very elegant, fiiown to 
fhe greateil advantage. With beautiful 
horfes richly caparifon^, and as many 
footmen in fplendid liveries as can be 
crowded together, behind. Every evening 
all fhe people of rank drive about in this 
manner on the grand public terrace by the 
Ica-fide. There are alfo very convenient 
hackney-coaches, covered axul open, wait- 
ing all day in their reipetfUve llations. It 
ia very reibarkable, that the dead in Palo^ 
iho are never butied. The dead bodies 
are carried to the capuchin convent, which 
is one of the Urg^ in Italy ; ' where, after 
th6 fttiierai iervici it performed, th^ are 
dried In a Hone, heated by a compofition of 
lime, ifMth. makes fhe ikin adhere to the 
bones. They are then placed ere<fl in 
r)icher, and failened to ihd' waU*Vy thf back 
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orneik* A pieceof coarfe drab is throwil 
over the Ihoulders and round the waifi; 
and^ their hands are tied together, holding 
a piece of paper with their epitaph, wl^ 
is Amply their name, age, and when they 
dl^. The number 01 the inhabitants is 
alibve aoo,ooo ; and the harbour, though 
very large, is not fo commodious as mi^t 
be expe^ed, and the veflels that ride there- 
in are not ^ws^s very lafie. There is a ' 
magnificent calile built near the fi»i-fide, 
wherein the viceroy refides fix months in 
the year ; and his prefence draws a great 
number of nobility to this place. This city 
has fuffered greatly by earthquakes, parti- 
cularly in 1693 ; and it was greatly ima- 
ged by a fire in 1730, when a magazine of 
powder was blown up, containing 400 tons.

It 
forms a fquarc of iso miles, and includes 
the whole of Lahore* and a great part of 
Moultan Proper. To the lower part of 
Moultan it b fiat and marlhy, and inundat- 
ed by the periodical Taint which tall b^

Pannanach Wells, a village in 
Aberdeex^ire, poted for the mineral 
waters difeovered in 2756 ; and a lodge 
has been ere^ed for the accommodation

Paraguay* a large country of S

It con- 
tains fix provinces ; namely* Paraguay 
Proper, Parana, Guaria, Uraguay, Tu- 
cuman* and La Plata, fiom which the 
whole country is alfo called La Plata. It 
has numerous lakes and rivers ; of the lat- 
ter* the three principal arc the Paraguay* 
Uragua* and Parana ; the united llreams 
of which form the celebrated Kio-de-la- 
Plata. Thefe rivers annually overflow 
tbeir banks * and* on their recefs* leave 
them enriched by a Ibme* that renders the 
foil extremely fertile. This vaft country 
is far from being wholly fobdued or plant- 
ed by the Spanu^ ; many parts being ftill 
unknown. The principd' province of 
which we have any knowledge is that 
called La Plata* toward the mouth of the 
Rio-de^la-Plata. This province* with all 
the adjacent parts* is one continued plain 
for feveral hundred miles ; extremdy fep. 
tile* and producing cotton in great abun- 
dance* tobacco* and the valuable herb 
called Paraguay* which is peculiar to 
^Is county* and the infufion of which 
is drunk* in all the Spanifti provinces of 
S America, inftesd of tea. ^ They have 
alfo a variety of fruits* and very rich 
paftuRes ; but the country » deflitttte of 
woods. The air Is remarkably fweet and 
forene. The Spaniards di&ovxrred this 
country* by fafling up the Hio-de-la-Plata» 
in Z5X5* and founded the town of Bue- 
nos Ayres, in x/Sq, the Jcfiiits were 
admitted into i}tefe fer^ regions* and in 
the next ceistxuy* found^^ Ampovs.

Europe. The river Seine, which 
it) forms two fmall ifiands ; and h is fly 
leagues in circumference) including the 
fuburbs. The inhabitants are comF^tcjd 
to be 8o0)00o. There are nine princip 4 
bridges in Paris, two of which, ao,dt^ 
moll diflinguilhed) occupy the whe^ 
breadth of the Seine; rntmely, PontNeuf 
and Pont Royal ; to which may be Rdded^ 
the new bridge, begun in and called 
Pont de Louis Seize. But |t is here tp 
be Qbferved, that jU the names ^buildr 
Ings, fqiiares) ftreets, in comp4mciB tp 
royalty, have been changed, fince ^abo- 
lition of mondllphy) in 1792. The othjir 
bridges are, Pont St. Michel, j^nt ap 
Cha^, Petit Pont, Pom Notrp Pain^ 
Pont de la TounaeUe, Fbnt Marie, and 
Pont Rouge. This lafl, w^hich is .a timing 
bridge, painteil red, is the point pf pom? 
mumcation between ^ Ifie du Falais and 
lile St. Louis. Atnong a great wmiber jtf 
public fountains, two only merit notice j 
that of the Innocents, in whwhfi among 
othjcr fine pi^es ol fetfipture, is a QalSh 
tflsa, by Gotgeon ; and that of Grenellp) 
the perfoiinsince of the .pclebmted 0ouv- 
chai^n. There are three triumphal 
arches, erefted to Lewik XIV, and knmKm 
by the names of Poxte St. Barnard, Pome 
Penis, and Porte St. Martin. The 
place Royalc, the Place Vendomc, the 
jplace des Viiloirc*!, and the i'l pe de 
XtQuisXV. of an o< 5 tagou form, in which 
was an cquefirian ilatue, 111 bronze, of that 
monaTLh. This fquare, which is now 
called the Place de la Revolution, was the 
fatal feene of the execution of the late un> 
-.fonwi^te XVL olhis unhappy 
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Mane Ant<niiette and of his lifter 
m iirincefB Elizabeth ; the king on the 
axft of January, the queen on the x6th 
Od^ober, 1793, and the princefs, on the 
SOth of May X7^4. Befides many hun- 
dreds of vidlimsm revolutionary de^tifin 
who Iikeu 4 fe periftied on this fatal ipot, it 
is remarkable that many of the members 
of the French coi^eution, who voted for 
the death of the king, fuffered, in the ie- 
auel, on the fame fcafibld ; and among 
Uiefe, was his infamous rela^n, the duke 
of Orleans, who had aflumed the ludicrous 
name of Philippe Egalite'. The moft in- 
terefting of me manufadiures of Paris is 
0iat of the Gobelines (fo called from a 
family of celebrated dyers fettled in this 
city in 1450), in which tapeftrles are made 
after the pi^ures of the greateft mafters, 
to fuch penfedtion, that oile, reprefenting 
Liouis TCVs a whole length, framed and 
plac ed amonn tlie malierpieces of painting 
was taken, &r many days, by multitudes 
of vifitors, for a finiAied piece. The ma- 
nufadlure of plate-glafs likewife merits at- 
tention. 'fhe cathedral of Notre Dame, 
a Gbthic llrudlurc, is one of the largeft in 
jEurope, and contains forty-live chapels. 
Kext to the cathedral, the moft diftinguilh- 
kd churches are St. Sulpice, St. Euftache, 
ftt. Gervais, St. Etienne du Mont, the old 
^urch of St. Genevieve, the new church 
of St. Genevieve (now the Pantheon, the 
(churches of St. Scvicrin, St. Roch, and Vil- 
W’Grace. — The find! college in Paris 
is that of the Four Nations, called alfo 
)dazarin, from the name of the cardinal 
its toundcr. There werdiiately fix aca- 
demies in Paris ; namely the French aca- 
demy, founded by cardinal Richelieu ; 
that Ittfrripuons and Belles Lettres, by 
XjouIs XIV ; that oi" the Sciences ; and 
thefe 'Painting and Sculpture, Archi- 
tedlare,indChimgei7. Among the pub- 
4i&c hbraries, that, lately called the Kang’s, 
holds the firft tink in rcfpedl both to the 
extent of the buildings, and the number of 
the volumes. It was founded by Charles 
V in 137Z. The other libraries are thoib 
of St. Genevieve, the College ofMazariu, 
Sc. Vidor, ot the Dodrlnaues, dT the Ad- 
vocates, and wf the faculty of Medicine 2 
that of Su Germain-des-Pres, one of the 
richeft in France, containing between fif- 
teen and twenty thoufand inanufcripts, 
and near a hundred thoufand volumes, is 
open every <'dy to men of letters. The 
Royal (now National) Obfervatory is built 
of h^eitone, and neither iron nor wood has 
been employed in the e* edion. The Bo- 
tanical Gan-tn is wortlw, in every refped, 
ff it^ late appellation of Royal, The four 
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j^dpal palaces are the Iioutre, the 
nuiUeries, the Pahus-Royd, and the 
Luxemburg. The Louvre is diftinguilh- 
ed into the Old and New. The Old 
Louvre was begun by Francis J. in xyaS ; 
and the grand gallery, 136^ feet loi», rad 
30 broad, whidK joins it to the Thuiueries, 
was begun under Cha. IX. rad fixjifhed by 
Louis XIV. who likewtih built, m 1665, 
the New Louvre. But h is ftlH an vn- 
finilhed ftnidure. Infome of the apart- 
ments different academies have held their 
fitungs ; and in others Sre the work- 
ihops and lodging-rooms of artifts. The 
Thuilleries, be^n in 1564, by Ca- 
tharine of Medals, continued by Henry 
IV. and completed by Louis XlV. takes 
its name from its fituation in a place in 
which were formerly many tile-kilns 
ftuikrUsJy which, for three or four cen- 
turies, fumifiied the greateft part of tho 
tiles ufed in Paris. The garden of the 
Thuilleries, in front of the pabce, and on 
the hanks of the Seine, is unque^onably 
the fineft public walk in Paris. From this 
palace, when attacked by the enraged 
mob. on the 70th of Auguit 1792, the un- 
fortunate Louis XVJ. went for an afylum 
to the hall of the national affembly, thence 
to a prifon, and thence to the fcaffold. 
The Palais Royal was built by cardinal 
Richelieu in 1629, and had the name of 
the Cardinal’s Palace, till Anne of Auftria 
came to refide in it, in 1643, with her foil 
Louis XIV. It has been long the proper- 
ty of the late dukes of Orleans ; and the 
interior has been recently embellifhtd with 
many be.iutiful buildings, with ftiops, 
cofieehoufes, and a garden, which render 
it like a perpetual fair, and oneof the xroft 
pleafing walks in the city. The palace of 
laixemburg was built by Mary of Me- 
dicis in X715, and, in form, fomewhat re* 
fcmblcs Queen’s College, Oxford. Its 
gardens arc open to the public on feftiTal 
days. The Hotel des mvalides, for the 
wounded and fuperapnuated foldieiT, b 
a magnificent ftrudiure, built by Louia 
XIV. as is the Military School, in the 
Champ de Mars, which was founded by 
Loub XV. The two prindpal theatres 
are the Theatre de la Nation rad tiie Ite* 
lira Theatre 2 which in point of degrace 
rad convenience, are worthy^ In every re- 
of the capital of a great nation. 
The Monnoie, orldUnt, b alfo a noble 
building, fituate on that fide of the Seine 
which IS oppoiite tli^ Loovs!|». llie Hotd- 
de-VlIle, or OvaldhaU of 1^ city, bra 
aucbnC ftrudiure, vbf the Pbee de Greve, 
M'hich was heretofore the common place 
of esceculion. Bsgb b an archhiihoprict 
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and tbc'feat of a iinivcrfity. ItJi iituated 
in tBe late province of the Me of France ; 
and it now fbnnty with a finall dlftridt 
TOfund it, one of Ac 83 departmeats ^

Parkgate, a village in Chelhire, i» 
miles NW of Chefter,fituate onAe NE 
coaft of Ac river Dec. It is a lUtion for 
packet boats that fi^uendy fail to Ire- 
hnd. 

Parrstein, a town of Germany in the 
cirde Bavaria, and principality of Salta- 
bach, t 6 mil^ N of Naburg. Lon. la 14 
£, lat. 59 40 N. 

Parma, a duchy of Italy, bounded on 
the N by Ac river Po, on Ac NE by Ac 
Mantuan, on Ae E by Ac Duchy of Mo- 
dena, on the S by Tufeany, and on the W 
by Placentia. The air is very whole- 
fome ; on which account the p^le 
live to a great age, and Ae foil u fertile in 
com, wine, oil, and hemp. The celebrated 
Parmefan cheefe is no longer made in this 
country ; Ae paftures feed a great num- 
ber of cattle. There are fome inconiider- 
able mines of copper and filver, and plenty 
of truffles. 

Parma, an ancient rich and pqiulous 
city of Italy, capital of Ae duchy of Ae 
fame name, with a citadel, a bifliop’sfee, 
and auniv^ity. It has a magnificent ca- 
Aedral, and has Ae laigeft opera-houfe in 
Europe, having feats for 8000 people. 
The cupola of Ae caAedral, and the 
church of St. John, are painted by Ae 
famous Correggio, who was a native of 
Ais place. In 1 748, by the treaty of Aix 
la Cmipelle, Ae duchies of Parma, Placen- 
tia, and Guaftalla, were given to Don Phi- 
lip, broAer to don Carlos, king of the 
Two Sicilies. Parma is 40 miles NW of 
Modena, and 60 SE of Milan. Lon. 10 
30 E, lat. 44 50 N. 

Parnassus, now called Parnasso, a 
mountain of Turkey in livadia. It has 
two beads, one of which was famous for 
being confecrited to Apollo and the 
Mules, and the oAerto Bacchus. It is Ae 
iugheft in Greece, and from Ae top is a 
nrofoe^ as fiur as Coring Ae Turks call 
It L^oura. Here alfb is a fine fountain, 
fuppofed to be the ancient Cafialia.^ 

jParos, an illind of Ae Archipelago, 
mat of the Cyclades, about ten miles long 
and eight broad. The foil is well culti- 
vated, aodtheptfiures feed a great num- 
ber ^ cattle.- The trade confifts in wheat, 
barley, wine, pnlfe, and calicoes. It once 
produced agreat deal of Vene- 


tian army burnt all the olive-trees. Thhr 
inland was anciently dedicated to Bacchuf]i 
on account of its excellent wines i and 
has been ib famous for its marUe, that 
Ae beft carvers would make ule of no 
oAer. Thoie excellent fiatuaries, Phidias 
and Praxiteles, wr'-e natives of Ais illand j| 
and Ae famous Arundelian marbles, at 
Oxford, were brought from this place* 
It lies to Ac W of Naxia. 

Paros, a town of Ae Archipelago, ca<* 
pital of Ae ille of Paros, whiA was an- 
ciently Ae largeil and molt powerful towA 
of Ae Cyclades ; but is at prefent nothing 
to what it was. The walls of Ae cafile 
are built of ancient palaces of marble, and 
mod of Ae columns are placed longwife i 
£bme of Aem that ibnd upright, fiippoit 
cornices of amazing fize. The nativeo 
build Aeir houfes of marble, which Aey 
find ready cut to their hands ; but they 
take no care to place the pieces in a re- 
gular manner: their fields likevrife are 
inclofed with friezes, altars, and ballb- 
relicvos. The inhabitants are fo ignorant 
now, that, inftead of gre..t fculptors and 
Ikilful architeAs, they have nothing but 
carvers of mortars and falt<ellars. Paroo 
is a bxihop’s fee, and fituate on the W 
coaft of the illand. Lon. 25 44 £, laU 
37 8 N. 

Parret, a fmall river in Somnrfet- 
Ihire, wliofe fource is in Ae S part of Ae 
county. It receives the Ivel and Thone, 
and nils into Ae Briftoi Channel, at

Parramatta, a town or fettlement 
of EngUlh convidts, in New S Wales* 
It is feated at the head of the harbour of 
Port Jackfon, ii miles W of SyAiey 
Cove, between Role Hill and Ae landing 
place in Ae creek whiA forms the headi 
In 1791, near 1000 acres of land wev^ 
either in cultivation, or cleared for that 
purpofe.

They tell us, indeed, that they are well 
made, that they are proportionally large, 
and that they are robufi and Ixiny ; but 
they give ns no criterion to judge of their 




nary firengtb. As they are represented 
not only peaceable, but remarkably trac- 
table, iomr trials might have been made of 
the weight they could have lifted, and how 
much they « could exceed in that refpe^ 
the ftrongeft man in the (hips. This, in 
a great meafure, would have determined 
the point, which is yet left doubtful by 
the different relations that are given by the 
different voyagers who have feen thefe 
needle, no two of them agreeing in the 
lame defeription. Thofe feen by Commo- 
dore Byron were painted round both eyes 
no two^ of them alike ; thofe leen by 
Captain Wallis had only a red circle round 
left eye ;^and thoie feen by Bougain- 
ville had no circle round their eyes, but had 
their dieeks painted red ; their colour is a 
kind of bronze. Another very remarkable 
particular is, that they had none of the 
characters of a ferocious people ; there 
was no ofrenfive weapon among them, 
jcxcept a feimitar. They have no other 
dothiap^ than (kins, which they wear with 
the bar inward and a piece of hadier 
covers the private parts.

and enormous thickneia of the walls of the 
Tartar^ city excite admiration ; twelve 
horfemen might eafily ride ahreaft upon 
them ; they have fpacious toviw raifed 
at interValsy a bow- 4 hot diftant froih one 
another^ andlaige^eiiough to contain bodies 
of Tcfervcin cafe ef neceflity* The city 
has nine gate89 which are lolty and well 
hrehed ; over Aem are large pavilion roof- 
ed towers divided into nine iinries, each 
having feveralapcitmes or port-Wes ; the 
lower ilory forms a large h^ for the ufe of 
the foldiers and officers who quit guards 
and thofe appointed to relieve them. Be- 
fore each gate a f^ce is left of more than 
three hundred and fixty feet ; this is a kind 
of place of arms, enclofed by a femidrcular 
wall equal in height and thicknefs to that 
fuironnd'Dg the city. The Ibreets are per- 
fediiy flrai(rht, moft of them three miles 
in length, and lao feet wide, with ihopson 
both ddes ; but die houfes are poorly built, 
and have Only a ground floor. It is fur- 
priiing to fee what numbers of people there 
are in the flreets, and not one woman 
among them. Tlicre Is always a great 
confufion, occafloned by the vaft numbers 
of horfes, camels, mules, aifes, waggons, 
carts, and chairs, without reckoning the 
fevend mobs which gather about the jug- 
glers, ballad fingers, &c. Perfons of dif- 
tindHon have always aborfeman who goes 
before them, to clear the way. All the 
great ftrccts arc guarded by loldiers, w'ho 
patrole night and day wdth fwords by their 
vdes, and w'hips in their hands, to chaftife 
thofe who make any dilhirbanre, or take 
them into cuftody. The little ftreets have 
lattice-gates at their entrance into the great 
ibrets, which are (hut up at uight, and 
guard^ by foldiers, who fuffer no aflem- 
blies in the fireets at that time. The flip- 
port of this police cofts the emperor a 
great deal ; for part of the foldici's wc have 
mentioned are maintained for this purpofe 
only.

Although 
theChinefe architedute has nc refeniblance 
to that of Europd, the imperial palace of 
Pekin does not fail to flrike beholders by 
its extent, grandeur, and the regular difpo- 
fition of its apartments, and by theringular 
flrudure of its pavilion-roofs, omamented 
at each comer with a carved plat-band, 
the low'cr extremity of w'hirh is turned up- 
wards ; thefe roofs are covered with var- 
nifhed tiles of fo beautiful a yellow colour, 
that. At a diflar.ce, they make as fplendid 
an appearance as if they were gilded. The 
temples, and the tov'crs of Uiis city, are fo 
numerous, tliat it is difficult to count them. 
Tlie country about It is fcj dy, and not very 
fruitful ; yet provisions of all kinds arc 
exceedingly plentifiil, they being, as Well 
as the merchandife, brought Irom other 
parts by canrls cut from the rivers, and 
always crowded wdth vtlTcls of different 
fixes.

However* they found thefe 
illands inhabited* and that the natives 
were fimple in their maners* delicate in 
their fenwents* fnendly in their difpoli- 
tion* and* in Ihort* a pco^ that do 
honour to the human race. The natives 
are of a dm c^per colour* and go naked $ 
and the aftonilhment which thofe* who 
ffrft dilcovered the Engiilh* manifefted 
pn iediag their colour* plainly fhew^t 
that ihey had never b^ore Imn a white 
man-— llie cloaths of the ftran^iers alfo 
puazled them exceeding^ly ; for it leemed 
CO be amattcrof doubt with them* whether 
fhele and their bodies did not form one 
fubftance. When one of the crew* the 
captain’s brother* was deputed to wait 
upon the king* who rcGdra at an ifland 
at fome diffance from that whereon they 
had laved their lives, he accidentally pulled 
joff his hat* at which the gazing fpe^tors 
were ail 'lbruck with affonilltment* as if 
they thought it had formed a part ai his 
hciuL They had no idea of the nature 
of powder and Ihot* and were ezeeed*- 
ingly amazed on ieeing Ita effedis. The 
principal arms of this people confiil of 
bambM darts* of five to eight feet long^ 
pointed with the wood of the beetle^mit 
tree ; but there are Ihoit ones fdr diibuit 
marks* which are throWn by means of a 
flick two feet long.

Yams and cocoa- 
nuts being their cluef arddes of fubfiftence* 
are attended to with the utmoft care. 
From the fcanty produce of the country* 
it b plaiif no luxury can reign among the 
inhabitants in their di^ and the muk of 
the cocoa-nut was their common drmk. 
On particular occaffons* they added to 
their ordmary fare certain fweetmeats and 
fweet drink* obtained by the aid of a fyrup* 
extradled either from the palm-tree or the 
fugar-cane. The houfes are raifed about 
three feet from the ground* the foundation 
beams being laid on large fiones* whenoe 
fpring the upMht fupports of theb fidcs* 
which are croffra by other timbers groov- 


which are cfoffra by other timbers groov- 
ed together* and fanened 1^ wooden pins* 
the intermedbte fpice being clofely filled 
up with bamboos and palm-tree leaves* 
platted togethtf . The tops of the houfes 
are thatched with bamboos and palm-trees ; 
and the inlide of the hoole b without 
any divifion* forming one great room. 
As to domeftic implements* they have 
little haikets very niedy woven ham dips of 
the plantain-tre^ and wooden haikets with 
covers* neatly carved and inlaid with 
ihelb. No one evjer fibs abroad without 
a baffeett which ufually contains (bmc 
betlenut* a comb* knife* and a little tww.

They have alfo a iew articles* 
which in thefe ifiands may be called luxu- 
ries. The ihdl of the tortoife Nereis re- 
markably beautiful* and the natives of 
lew have dUbovered the art of moulding it 
into little trays or dlihes* and fpooas. Sme 
of the great la<fies have aUb bracelets of 
the lame manufai^re* and earrings inlaid 
with Ihellsr The natives in general are 
a flout well-made people* rather above 
the middling fiature* and of a very deep 
copper colour* but black. The men are 
entirely naked s the women wear two little 
aprons* one before* the other bdiind. Both 
men and women are tatooed* and their 
teeth made bLnck by art. Both Texes arc 
rerv expert at fwimming* and the men ate 
fuen admirable diveia* that they will readi- 
ly fetch up any thing from the bottom of 
uie fea which attraSs thdr notice. The 


coniluA of theie people towards the Eng- 
lifli was* from firft to lafi, uniformly cour- 
tco^ and attentive* accompanied with a» 
politeneis which furprifed thole who were 
the objedb of it. Such an opinion had the 
king of the ifland entertained of the Eng- 
liih* that on their dmrture he fu&red 
his iecond fon* Lee Im* to accompany 
them to England* where hopeful youth 
unhappily ded of the fmali pox* in Dec. 
1784. The Eaft India Company cretfled 
a monument over his grave in Rotheriuthe 
^hurch-yard whexe he was buried. Thefe 
iflandf were lately vifited by captain 
M’Cleur* who copfinns the account given 
of them and their inhihkants by captain 
Wilibn. In his journal* captain M'Gleur 
fays* ** Having pitched my tent in a bay 
pppofite to the fiup* 1 found mylclf in a 
pi^edl paradife* and could have been hap- 
py to have continued here the remaini& 
of my dim” They are fituated between 
5 ana 9 degrees of li lat. and 130 and 136 
degrees of £ lop.

Tke 
fruits are delicious, efpedafiy their 
dates, oranges, piftaThio-nuts ; melons, 
cucumbers, and garden ftuff, not to men- 
tion Taft quanti&s4^ exce^Jlt (ilk ; and 
die gulf oTBaflSirafbrfnerly fttnulhed great 
part of Europe and A(U with very fine 
pwb. In Ihort, the fruits, vegetables, and 
Ibwers of Peida, m of a moft exalted 
ftavour ; and had fhe natives the art of 
horticulture to as great perfe^bn as feme 
nations in Europe, by tranfplanting, en- 
grafting, and other meliorations, they 
would add to the natural riches of 

me country. Tne breed of horfes in the 
province of Pars is at prefent very indiffer- 
ent, owing to* the ruinous ftate of the 
connt^ ; but in the province of Diifhtift- 
an, lying to the SW, it is remarkably good. 
The Iheep are of a fuperior flavour, owing 
to the excellence of the pafturage in the 
neighbourhood of Shirauz, and are oUb 
celebrated for the finenefs of their fleece ; 
they have tails of an extraordinary fize, 
fome of which weigh upwards of thirty 
pounds ; but thofe which are fold in the 
markets do not weigh above (ix or feven. 
Their oxen are large and ftrong, but their 
flefli is feldom eaten by the natives, who 
coniine themfelves chiefly to that of Iheep 
and fowls. Their camels, mules, aflln, 
oxen, and buflaloes, are the heft of their 
kind, and are indifferently u&d for carr^nng 
paflHigers or burdens ; but the horfes are 
onlyufed for the laddie. Perfia contains 
mines of iron, copper, lead, and above dll, 
turquoife ftones, wbi<^ are found in Cho- 
rafan. Sulphur, falt-petre, and antimony, 
are found in the mountains. Quarries of 
red, white, and black marble, have alfo 
been difeovered near Tauris. The Per^ 
flans equal, if not exceed, all the manufac- 
tufes in the world in (ilk, woollen, mohair, 
carpets, and leatho*. Their works in thefe 
Join fancy, tafte, and elegance to richnefs, 
meatnefs, add (hew ; and yet they are igncH> 
ant of paintii^ and their dravrinn are 
very rude. 'Dieir dying excels that of 
Europe. Their (liver and gold laces, and 
threads, are admirable for preferving tifrir 
luftre.' Their embroidenei and horie 
furniture tie not to be equalled ^ nor are 
they ignorant of tiie pott^ and window- 
glafs maiiufafturef . On m other hand, 
their carpenters are verf indiflerciitaitifts, 
wdxich is faid to be owing fcarrity eff 
timber all over Pkrfla. l^ir Jewellers 
|nd golftflnhha are cloudy workmen ; 
and they are igooratit ofloek-diial^g» <nd 


mg almoft die whole of this 
Perfla has been delbhted by competiCbfa 
for the Ibvereignty. On tiie ajBk$nsi£k)ii 
of the ufttrper, Madir Shah, in a747v 
Ahmed AbdaHa, one of hts geno^v 
founded the kingdom of Candahar, to 
Whkh he annexed the provinces of Kb- 
rafan and SegelUn, in the £ part of Pqrfii, 
and thofe provinces of Hindroifam 
W of the Indus, that had been ceded by 
the great mogul, in 1737, to Na^r Shtik. 
Kenm Xhan, another of Nadir’s offtcerp^ 
obtained the (bvereignty of a)l the foutbeisa 
provinces. He transferred the feat of eo- 
vernment from Ifoaban to Schiras. He 
refufed the title or Shah, or king, hcing 
fatisfied with that of Fr^eftor of Pc^a. 
He was beloved by his fubjefts, and re- 
vered by foreign powers. On his deat^ 
in T779, competitors for the throne 
fprung up, and have almoft ever flnee con- 
tinued to foread daughter and defolation 
over this tmhappy country. The Perfians 
are generally Mahometans, eff the foft of 
All. Ifpahan is the capital.

No rain f%Us in thb tr^ unlefr witkui 4 
pr 5 degrees of the Equator, where they 
have it conftontly when the fiip is vertical, 
as is the cafe within this difiance aU over 
the globe. On the Cordilleras 6r high 
mountains, it raiiu or iiiows two thirds of 
the year. The vintage here is in the fair 
feafon, and yines thrive beft in the valleys 


ing, its flefh with food. It was even em- 
ployed as a beaft of burden, and carried a 
moderate load with much patience and 
docility ; but it was never ufed for draueht. 
Among the birds, the moft remarkable b 
the condor, which is entitled to preemi- 
nence over the flying tribe, in bulk, 
ftrength, and courage. The river Guya- 
quil abounds with alligators, and the 
neighbouring country fwams almoft as 
much with friakes and vipers as that 
round Porto Bello docs with toads. Bc- 
fides their fruit trees, vhich have been* 
tranfpknted hither from Europe, they have 
thofe of the Caribbee iflands, as ananas, 
guayavas, plantains, bananas, melons, and 
water melons ; befides others peculiar to 
Peru. The tree moll valued is that which 
fumiihes them with quinquina, or Peru- 
vian bark, of the fizc of a che^-tree, 
principally growing in the province of 
Quito, about five deg. S of the Equator ; 
itEeari a longTtddiih flower, which turns 
to a pod, but the fruit is not of equal virtup 
with the bark. Near the Equator grow 
cedars, cotton trees, cocoas, fugar canes, 
pirns, and a great deal of good timber s 
but very few foreft trees w other parts 
of Peru. But what the Spajaitnls value 
this country moft for it the vaft pref^ure of 
gohiand filver they have drawn from 
Uiencq for upwards of 400 years, the 
mountain of Potofi alone, in 22 S lat. 
having yielded two thouAnd mlUhms of 
pieces qf eight tke fiift 40 ysars the fames 
were wrought. When the Spaniards 
landed m thu country in r530» they found 
it goWned by fovemmscaikd Incas, who 
were revered ny their tubjedls as divinities ; 
an4 the uhfbito^ wm fb^ 
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<inore poliflied than the natives of other 
parts of America, thofe of Mexico except- 
ed. Thelc were foon fubdued by a few 
Spaniards, under the command of Francis 
Pizarro. Peru is inhabited by the Spani- 
ards, the native Americans, and a mixture 
arifing jfrom bodi, called Meltics. The 
native Americans, vriio live among the 
furefts, form, as it fo many fmall re- 
publics, vrhi^ arc diredled by a Spanilh 
prieft, and by their governor, aflifted by 
the original natives, who ferve as ofilcers. 
They go naked, and paint their bodies 
with a red drug, called rocu. The fame 
man is of all trades, for he builds his own 
hut, conftrudts his ovm canoe, and weaves 
his own cloth ; but if a large huufe is to be 
built for common ufe, every one lends a 
helping hand. The natives who live at 
Quito ieem to be of a different temper ; 
for tliey are extremely idle, and fo ftupid, 
that they will lit whole days together upon 
their heels, without llirnng orfpeaking.

Here 
in 1536, Edward the Buck Bemqe gained 
a viAory Over die French, tak^ prifon- 
ers king John and his fon Philip, whom 
he brought to Finland. The envipon* 
abound' with vqiers in (neb numbers, 
that they are .exported to Venice to make 
treacle. This town is feated on a hill, 
on tlK laver Clain, 5a miles SW Of Tow^, 
and i%o K by £ of 'Bourdtfaux.

Ithis 
cirounafiance proved the iource ojF great 
cakinitics ; for, on the demife ct every 
fovereign, the country was genei^y in- 
volved in a war, between contending fac- 
tions, refpedively^ fupported by foreign 
powers. In 177a, a partition of this 
aountry, prerjeded by king of hrufiia, 
was efieded by that monarch, In^conjunc- 
tion with the emprefs of Kufiik and the 
emperor of Gci-many, By this partition, 
one third of the country was wre&ed {rom 
the republic, the diet being compelled by a 
fore^ iorce, to make w to ratify ibis 
inqpQrtant trdBon.

almoft every vacancy of the throne,, had 
been involved in. the calamities of ' war, 
were avoided, the thnne being declared 
hereditary in the'houfe of Saxony. The 
rights and privileges of all orders m the re- 
public (the king, the nobles, the citizens, 
and the peafants), were alike equitably 
confulted. In a word, it was not, on the 
one hand, the haughty defpot duftating a 
conftitution to" h|ji people ; , nor, on tiie 
">other, a proud ariftocracy, or a mad demo- 
<rac^, tnat wrefied ftora thesr fovereign 
his juft prerogatives ; but It was the uni- 
veriakwim of the nation, the fentlment that 
infpired which was untverfal ha^ineft* A 
few bf the nobility, however, ddeontented 
at the goierous JiGiifices of fome of thtir 
privile^, repaired to the court of Rulfia ; 
and their x^re&^tiotks roncurring with 
4he ambitious vim ' of ^e empreft, (he 
Tent an army into Poland, under pretence 
of being' guarantee of the conftitution’ of 
177a. Her inteEference was too powerful 
to be reiifted ; and this hew conftitution 
was overthrowoi But the principal ob- 
{or which the Ruffian army entered 
Poland was not yet attun^. The em- 
p|^ ^planned, in cosjundtipn whh me 
kh^ of Pruftia, a fecond partition of thit 
imha|^ c;ountry, which actually took 
place m 1793 ; and in 1795, the a6t of 
partition and abdication waaftgncd by the 
unfortunate Staniilaus at W^w. By this 
^e empreft obtained nearly the remain- 
ing P4rt of Lithuania, with thjc palatinates 
•T redolta, Siofi and BrauUw. Ikftdes 
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the voiwodfoipsctf ttwrince of Polen, OtMb 
fen, ^ Kalxfh, Sica&, 'Wiehtn, Letdehitz, 
Cujavia, Doorzyp, Rawa, port of Plodk, 
&c. with the city;ii^ monaftcry of Czent^ 
ftokow (the Loi^o of Poland), and ita 
rich treafures, the Idng of Pruffia obtained 
the great^ of his wiihes, the cities 
cf Ibntzic and Thom. By the conftitu- 
tioh of J 77 a, tW^man Catholic religion 
is djmUred the eftabliihed ; but although 
the JDiffidents continue excluded firam ue 
diet,'theft;oate, and the permanent council, 
they eqjoy the free cxcrcjfif of thchr religfon; 
are permitted to have churches without 
bells^^ahd fcbools and feminaries of their 
own. v,The^, are capable <alfo of fitting 
in tb^inferxor courts of juftice ; and in 
tike tnbuQial appointed to receive wpeals 
in matters of religion ; three of their 
commuxuon are admitted as afiefibrs. In 
coikfoqoence of this toleration, the DIf« 
fidents have conftrudled churLbes in dif- 
ferant parts of tlic kingdom, and the 
Lufhw^, in j^icular, have built one 
at Whrfaw. The air is geoerady cold, 
and they have but little wood ; however, 
it is fo fertile in com in many places, 
that it fiipplies Sweden and Holland with 
large quantities. There arc extenfive 
paftures, and they have a large quantity 
of icather, furs, hemp, flax, i^tpetre 
honey, and wax. They have mines of folt 
of a great depth, out of which they dig 
rocklalt. The principal rivers are the 
Dnieper, the Viftula, the Bug, the Dnie- 
men, the Dniefter, and the Bog.

Trade and manufadhiret are 
butlitde encouraged ; and were it not for 
dates* 6gs* almond8*olive8*and other fruits* 
which grow fpontaneoufly* the indolence 
of the mhahitimts is fuch« that they would 
be abfolutely iUrved. This inddence is 
not wondernil* (Ince tihey know* that the 
more they acquire* the more be de* 
ananded of them* The numerous holi- 
days are ^reat impediments to die exer- 
tions of mduftry ; and the number of 
young fturdy begg^* who ftroll about as 
pilgrims* inilead of increafing the common 
nock by their induftry* he as a dead 
weight on their fellow-fubjeds. Various 
other caules might be mentioned; at the 
multitude of hoi^itals and convents ; the 
inconceivable weSdth whidi lies ufelcis in 
thefe convents and in the chqrches ; the 
inquilitkm* and the rigour of the papal 
govemmenta Hence it is* that in no part 
of Europe are to be found people more 
wretchcAl than the pope’s temporal fob* 
jedis. The pope* according to the aor 
dent canon law* is the fupreme* uot* 
verfal* and independent hoiid of the 
diurch* and invefted with foverignty 
overall ChrifHan foverdigns* cotamuiu- 
fies* and individuals. His arrogant pre- 
tenfions are fo well known* that uis need* 
lefs to expadate upon them. Happily* 
the Reformation begun by Luther du- 
pelled the deluflon in many partt of Bu- 
i^pe ; and the pfogrds of knming* and 
the Ij^t of free inquiry* has enlightened 
nwy even of the Roman catholic coun- 
where the papal political fyfiem is 
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TM|(M»pehmtb 
trfHdlf Father atIBfiiolifieft ; andht 
at emf vacme^* tnm amoat 
the canfinals* eachofwhcMtt isftyledifi 
Raabence. Their number was ihud 
Sums V at 70* in aliuhon to the maber 
of thedHdplef udioweielimt outby Chrift 
to tmth the world ; an allufion* whhout 
any Gumdar propriety, as ao two dil&f 
of people be snore unlike.

Portalegre, a ifrong epifcopal town 
of Portugal, in the province of Alenti^o. 
It is feated at the foot of a hi^h mountain, 
in a plcafimt country, 30 miles NW of 
Rivas, and 90 N£ of lifoon. 

PoRTARLiNGTON, a boTough of Ire* 
(and, par|ly in King’s and partly in 
Queeu^ County, feated on the river 
Barrow, 31 miles M of Kilkenny, and $$ 
SW of Dublin. 

PoRTici, a rillage four miles £S£ of 
the city of Naples, fituate on the fealide, 
near mount Vefiivius. Here u a palace 
of the king of Naples, enriched with a 
vaft number of fine fiatues, and other re- 
mains of antiquity, mken out of the ruins 
pf Herculaneum. 

Portland, a penlnfula in Dorfedbire, 
furrounded by inaccefiible rocks, except 
at the landing-place, where there is a 
firong caftle, called Portland Caille, buUt 
by Henry VIIL It lies on the SW fide 
of Weymonth Bay and is chiefly noted 
for its none, whicn is ufed in London for 
building fineit firuAures.

Porto Bello, a feaport of S Ame- 
rica, on the N coafi of the ifihmus of 
Darien, having a large commodious har- 
bour, with good anchorage and fhelter for 
ihlpB ; its eutrance Is narrow, and defend- 
ed by feveral forts. The town, which 
is ve^ unhealthy, is fituated on the 
declirity of a mountain, which furrovnda 
the whole harbour, and confifts of one 
principal ftreet, extending along the ftrand, 
with others crofling it, and running from 
the declivity of the xpountains to the ihdl. 
It is a veiy unhealthy place ; and the 
country around it fwanns with toads in 
fuch multitudes, as to hide the furface of 
the earth. Before the almlilion of the 
trade by the galeons, in 1748, and the 
introdudion of regiitcr fhips, Porto Bello 
was the great mart for the lich commerce 
of Peru and Chili. Porto Bello was 
taken, in 1742, by admiral Vernon, who 
demoliihed the fortifications. It is 70 
miles N of Panama, 4nd 300 W of Car- 
thagena.

Porto Cavallo, a feaport of Terra 
Firma,on the coaft of Caraccas. Here 
the Englifh were repulfcd, when they 
attacked it in 2743.

At the fame time, the 
knights were conftraiwd to hold the re- 
maining part, called Eailern or Ducal 
jPrv^, as a firf of the crown of Poland. 
In 15*5, Albert of Brandenjaurgh, their 
grand xnaficr, having become a convert to 
the dodlrines of Luther, took advantage of 
the confulionfl of the empire to betray the 
intcrefts of his fraternity, and concluded a 
treaty with Sigifmund king of Poland, by 
whicii Eailem Fruflia was eretfled into an 
hereditary duchy, and given to him as a 
Polifli hef. He married a princefs of Den- 
mark, and tranimitted this ruh inheritaiue 
to hk dtffcendents ; one of whom, Frederic 
William, the Great £Ie(£lor, w'as the flrfl 
duke that threw off his feudal dependance 
op Poland. His foil, Frederic I, iii 1701, 
alTumed the title of King of PnjjQia, which 
was ibon after acknowledged by all the 
Chiilllan powers, except Poland, which did 
not acknowledge it till 1764. In 177*, 
Frederic 111 compeKcd llie Poles to cede to 
him the whole of Wrflcrn Pniflia, the ci- 
ties of Dantzic and Thom excepted : and, 
in X 793, the prefent king of Prulfia, by ano- 
ther forced cefhon, obtained pofftilion of 
thofe (.jtles, with fome other provinces, (fee 
Poland) to which he has given the name 
of Southern Pruffia. Komngfbcrg h tlic 
capital of all Pru 01 a. 

, pRVTH, a river of Poland, wliich rifes m 
Red RufHa, in the mountain of Ci apach, 
crqlles part of the palatinate of I.emburg, 
runs through all Moldavia, and falls into 
the Danube. 

PsKOF, or Plbskof, a government of 
Ruili^ once a republic, fubdued by Ivan 
Vailiiivitch, and formeily compriltd in the 
government of Novogrod. 

PsKOF,or PLESKQr, a lake of Rullia,in 
a government of the fame name. 

PsKOP, or Pllskop, an ai'chiepilcopal 
towm of Rufiia, capital of a government of 
the fame name, with a ilrong cailie. It is 
fcated on the river Velika, 80 miles S of 
Narva, and, 150 S by W of Peterlburgli.

Pulo-Canton, an illand in the Indiaa

On Putney Common is an obchA;, ereiHcd 
in 1786, by the city of London in cowi- 
n«tmoration of Mr. Haitley's invention of 
Art plates, for fexmring buildings Irom fire, 
and near it is tlic houfe in wduch that gen- 
tleman made hb experiments, one in par- 
ticular, ill 1776, when Ins maje%, and 
feme of the royal family, were in a room 
over the ground Aoor, perfedUy fafe, 
while the room under them was iuriouily 
Imniing. 

Put, a populous town of France, in the 
department ol Upper Loire and late pre- 
vmce of Velay, feated on the mountain 
Ains, near the river Loire. I’he late can- 
ons of Puy have had kings and dauphins 
oF France at their head. Puy has matiu- 
fatflurcs pf lace and lilk AoAs, and is 43 
miles NE of Mende. 

Puy CERDA, a Arong and confiderable 
town of Spain, in Catalonia, and capital of 
Cerdagna, feated between the Carol and 
Segra, in a pleafimt plain, at the foot of the 
Pyrenees, 53 miles W of Perpignan, and 
67 NW of Barcelona. Lon. z 50 £, lat.

Puy-de-Domf, a department of 
France, containing part of the late province 
of Auvergne. This department mdude>» 
ahnoA all Limagne, a territenry aboi i 
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Iwdve learan long^ by fix broad ; one of 
the moft pleafant and fertile in France ; 
in which are feen> under the fame point 
•f view* crchardsy meadows^ vineyards, 
arable land, in a w^, every kind ot culti- 
vation imaginable. The borders of this 
balm, or circular plain, are mountains now 
covf]^ with habitations, herds, and flocks, 
but once fo many volcanoes, which ex- 
hibited to the ii^pe^on of the learned 
the moft extraordinary phaenoraena. 
Clermont is the capital of this department. 

Pity-en-Anjou, a town of France, in 
the department of Maine and Loire and 
hue province of Anjou, lo miles $W of 
Saumur, and x6o of Paris. Lon. o 13 
W,lat. 47 6 N. 

PuYLAURENS, a town of France, in 
the department of Tam and late province 
^ sf Languedoc, eight nules SW of Caftres, 
and 23 E of Touloufe. Lon z 57 £, Jat.

Pi 77 .zoLi,a celebrated but now incon- 
fiderabie town of Italy, on the bay of 
Naples. Here is a temple of Jup.rer Se- 
rapis, an interefting monument of anti- 
quity, being quite different from the Ro- 
man and Greek temples, and built in the 
manner of the Atiatics ; probably by the 
Egyptian and Afiatic merchants lettlcd at 
Puzzoli, which was the great emponum of 
Italy, till the Romans built Oftia and 
Antium. Near this place, wu Cicero’s 
villa the ruins of which gi /e a high idea of 
the wealth of this great orator. Puzzoli is 
xo miles W of Naples. 

PuLHELY, a feaport in Caraarvonlhire, 
with a market on WedneiHay, leated at 
the head of an inlet of Cardigan Bay, be- 
tween two rivers, fix miles S of Newm, 
and 143 NW of London. Lon. 4 15 W, 
Iat.5» 5a N. 

Pyramids of Egypt, ftrudlures for- 
merly counted one of the Seven Won- 
ders of the World. They are built upon 
a rock, at the loot of the high mountains 
which accomj^y the Nile in its courie, 
and leparate Egypt from Lybia. Various 
have been the conjeifturcs how and when 
they were built, yet no two autliors agree 
exactly about them ; however, this is 
certain that they are extremely ancient, 
and that there is no account, in axw author 
of credit, when or for what reafon they 
were founded : Moft imagine they were 
defigned for tombs, though there is no 
entrance into two of thm. There are 
many of thefe edifices at a greater diftance 
in the deiert, oi which very little notice b 
taken by travellers. The principal pyra- 
mids are ESE of Gize, a village leated on 
the wellcrn fhore of tlie Nile. There sire 


four of them that deierve the atfentloa ef 
the curious ; for though there are feven 
or eight othm in the neighbourhood, they 
are nothing in companion of the former : 
The two laxgeft pyramids are 500 feet in 
perpendicular height. The plain they 
ftand onb a continual rock, almoft cover* 
ed witha moving land, iu which are great 
numbers of (helb and petrified oyfters ; a 
thing the more furpriling as the 
never rifes high enough to overflow this 
plain i nor are there any ihell-filh in that 
river. The moft northern of thefe great 
pyramids bthe only one that bopen ; and 
thofe who enter it, and ciamber up to a 
fort of room, find a tomb, or fluTOphagusa 
The external part b chi^y built of great 
fqiiare ftoncs, of an equal fize ; but nave 
all the figure of a prilm, that they may 
adhere to each other the clofer ; for they 
have neither lime, nor cramps of any met- 
al. This pyramid b three hours joumey 
from Old Cairo, and the entrance into it is 
on the north fide. The opening leads 
fucceffively to five different paiTages, which 
though running upwards, downwards, and 
horizonully, tend all towards the S and 
terminate m two chambers, the one un- 
derneath, and the otl.er m the centre of 
the pyramid. In the upper chamber is the 
fercophagus juft mentioned ; it is of granite 
and, if you ftrike upon it with a key, it 
founds like a bell. The afeents to the top 
of the pyramid on the outfide are by fteps, 
which are the height of each ftone, the 
lowennoft of which b four feet high, and 
three broad, but they were not originally 
delbned for this pumfe. The bafe at the 
N fide of it b 693 icet, and as the pyra- 
mid is exafUy fquare, the other fides muft 
be of the fame length. If we imagine 
four equilateral triangles, mutually inclin- 
ing till they all meet in a point at the to^ 
M^e fhall then have a true notion of the 
dimenfionand figure of thb pyramid ; the 
perimeter of each triangle comprehending 
2079 feet, and the perimeter of the bafS 
2772 feet. Whence the whole area of 
the bafe contains 4^0,049 fquare feet, or 
II Englilh acres of mvnd, and feme what 
more. However, me top does not end 
in a point, but in a litdc flat, or fquare, 
where feme imagine the Egyptian priefti 
made their aftronomical obfervatums ; but 
thb b denied by others. 

Pyrenean Mountains, or Pyre- 
nees, a luM chain of mountains, the prin* 
cipid of which are in the kingdom of 
Spain, which they divide from France ; 
they equal the Alps in height, and extend 
from the Mediterranean Sm to the Atlan- 
tic Ocean, 200 miles in length| and %ol m 
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breadth. iThey bem near the harbour of 
Vendres, in RoulBlioh and run as as 
Pcmtarabia. Near RoufBUon, they ^vide 
into twoprincipalbninches,one of which 
pirates Kouflillon finofnLanguedoc, and is 
called Antipyrcnee ; and the other^ ^ich 
feparates it from Catalonia* is denominated 
Colde Pertuife. Orcr them are five paf- 
iagesy but all extremely dilficulti and be- 
tween them leveral fbtile valleys. 

Pyrenebs, Eastern, a department of 
Prance, containing the late province of 
Rouiiillon. Although great part of the 
country is mountainous, it is fertile ; pro- 
ducing com, excellent wine<«, olives, 
oran|e8, and leather of a fupericr x^uality. 
Perpignan is the capital. 

Pyrinfes, Lower, a department of 
France, containing the late provinces of 
Rafimes and Beam. Pau is the capital. 
See Navarre. 

Pyrenees, Uprer, a department of 
Frarce, containing the late province of 
Bigorre. Here are excellent horfes and 
go^ partridges. The vallies are very 
fertile; fumifiiing rye, millet, Spanilh 
com, and flax. The mountains have 
mines of lead, iron, and copper, and quar- 
ries of Hate, marble, and jafper. Tarbes 
is the capital. 

Pyrmont, a town of Wefiphalia, in 
a coimty of the fame name, fubjedl to the 
prince of Waldeck, with a caftle, the re- 
iidence of the governor. Near it are mi- 
neral waters, well knoum to all Europe, 
and often frequented by perfons of the 
higheft rank, and preferred to thofe of 
Spa. It is 40 miles SW of Hanover. 
Lon. 9 ao £, lat. 5a o N. 

Pyrna, a town of Germany in the 
eledlorate of Saxony, in Mlfnia. It has a 
caftle, on a mountain called Sonnenflein, 
which has been fometimes ufed as a fiate 
prifon. Near it is a fine quarry of ftone, 
which is tranfported to difierent places by 
the river Elbe. Pyma is feated on the 
Elbe, xo miles S£ of Drefden. Lon. 13 
56 £ib hit. 51 6 N. 

Pyseck, a town of Bohemia, in the 
circle of Piachin, feated on the Attoway, 
near the Muldaw, 50 miles S of Ptigue.

Quang-ping-fou, a city of Cbina, 
in the N part of Pe-tdieli, between the 
provinces of Chang-tong and Ho-nan. It 
nasnine cities of the thnd clafs dependant 
on it ; all its plains are wdll watered by 
rivers. Among its temples, there is one 
dedicated to thofe men, who, as the 
Chinele pretend, difeover^ the fecrct of 
rendering tbemfelves immortaL 

Quang-si. a province of China, bound-* 
cd on the N by Koei-tcheou and Hou- 
quang, on the W by Yunnan and the 
kingdom of Tonquin, on the S by the 
gulf of Tonquin and the province of 
Quang-tong, and on the £ by the lame 
ai^ Hou-quang. Neither its extent nor 
commerce is equal to that of the other 
provinces ; however, it is fo abundant in 
rice, that it fupplies, lor fix months in the 
year, the province of Qi^ng-tong, the in- 
habitants of which without this aflifiance 
could not fubfifi. The mountains, with 
which it is covered, efpecially towards the 
N abound with mines of gold, filver, cop- 
per, and tin. A very lingular tree grows 
m this province ; inftead of pith, it con- 
tains a foft pulp, which yields a kind of 
flour : the bre^ made of it is faid to be 
exceedingly good. Befides paroquet^ 
hedge-hogs, and the rhinoceros, a prodi- 
gious number of wild animals, curious birds 
and uncommon insects are found here. 
This province contains is villages of the 
firft clafs and 80 of the fecond and third. 
Qj^i-ling-fou is the capital. 

Quang-tong, the moft conliderable 
of the fouthem provinces of China ; bound- 
ed on the NE by Fo-kien, on the N by 
Kiang-li, on the W by Quang-fi and tlie 
kingdom of Tong-king ; the r^ is walh- 
ed by the fea. The country is diverfified 
with plains and mountains, and the land 
is fo fertile, that it produces two crops 
every year. Trade and the fecundity of 
the full fupply this province with every 
thing that can Contribute to the plcafurct 
of life : it fumilhes gold, precious (tones, 
filk, pearls, eagle-woo^ tin, quickfilver, 
fugar, copper, iron, iron, Heel, faltpctrc, 
ebony, and abundance of aromatic woods, 
which are in great requelt. All the coalts 
abound with nlh, and fumllh gi-eat quantit- 
ies of oylters, crabs and rortobes oi an hn- 
menfe fize ; of their Ihelk the Chinefe 
make feveraJ pretty toys. A prodigious 
number of tame ducks are railed in this 
province : the particular care and indufii y 
cniployed by the Chinefe ia breeding 



them liavc multiplied them here exceeding- 
ly. They load a great number of frnall 
barks with them, and carry them in 
flocks to feed on the fca^fhore, where at 
low-water thefe firwls find fhrimps, oyfters 
and other kinds of ihcll-fiih. Thefe fmall 
fleets generally go in company, and the 
durks foon mix •together on the fhorc ; 
but when night appi-oaches, they are col- 
ledled together by only beating on a 
bafon : they immediately' form themfelves 
into dllfertnt flocks, and each returns t<i 
the vefll-l it belong to. Although the 
rllmaie of this yjrovince is warm, the air 
is pure and the people are robull arnl 
healthy. They are veiy induftnoua ; and 
it nniit be allowed, that they pofTds, in an 
tpminent degice, the talent ot iniitat»on : 
if they are only Ihewn any of our Euro- 
pean works, thc7 extci*te others like them 
with the iiioft finT-irirmc: exaAnds. This 
province is divided iniotendiflrufls, whii li 
contain- ten cities of the firll dais, anil 
eighty-four of tiie fecond and third. Can- 
ton is the c?pilal ; but the viceroy relidcs 
at Chao king. 

QuARTfN, a town of SwilTerland, near 
the lake Wallen lladt, 5 miles E of Gianis. 

Quemec, a city of N America, capital 
of Lower Canada, fitiiateat the confluenfc 
of the rivers Sf. Lawrc*Kc and St. Chaiics. 
It is built on a rock, and is divided into 
the upper and lower town. T 1 e hoefes 
S11 each are of ftone, and the foitifn ons 
firong, though not regular. The go- 
vernor refides in a citadel, which t overs 
the town, and is both regular ar.d hand- 
fomc. The river St. l.awTcncc : ere nar- 
rows all of a iudden lb the breadth ot a 
mile ; but from hence to the ft? it is lour 
or five leagues broad, and navigable for 
large men of war, TTie harbour is fafe 
and commodious, and flanked by two 
bafiions, that are raifed 2 ^ feet from the 
ground, w'hich is the height of the tides 
at the time of the equinox. This city 
was ertdlcd by' the French m 160?. The 
Englifii reduced it, wdtJi all Canada, in 
J6t6; hut it was reftored in 16^2. In 
1 759 1 again taken by the Englifft, 

alter a battle memorable for the death ol 
general Woite, in the arms of vidlory, 
and confirmed to them by the peace of 
1763. It is 400 miles by the river, from 
the Atlantic Ocean, and 590 NW of 
Bollon.

Quito, an audience of Peru, lying 
between two chains of the high mountains 
called the Andes. The lands are gene- 
rally well cultivated, and there are a great 
number of towns and villages inhabited 
by the Spaniards or native Americans. 
Every village is adorned with a lai^e 
iquaxe, and a church frauds on one fide of 
it. The ftreets are generally ftraight, and 
xefpedi the four quarters of the world ; and 
all the roads are laid out in a line, crofling 
each other, that the afpedl of the country 
has the appearance of a large garden. Al- 
though this country is fituate on both Tides 
of the equator, yet it lies lo high, and fo 
near the mountains covered with fnow, 
that the air is very temperate. There arc 
no noaious animals ; for the tigers and fer- 
pents are below in the forefis. Several 
difrridb of this country are occupied al- 
moft inturly by Indians ; and the city of 
Quito alone contains between 50 and 
60,000 of all the difEb-ent races. This 
is the only province in Spanifh Amerita 
that can l>e called a mainrfaduring coun- 
try. Hats, cotfcon-ftufrs, and coarfe 
wooUen clpaths, are made here in frich 
mudties, as to be fuffreient, not only 
for the confumptioA of the province, but 
to fnrnilh a confiderabie article forexpor- 
tadoB to other parts of Spanifh America. 
Ihis province u under the jurifchdVon of 
the new vkeroyalty of St. Fe-de-Bogota, 
the capital of the new kingdom of 
Granada* 

Quito, s cky of Peru, in an audience 
of the iuae name, and a bifhop’s fee. It 
is featedin a fdea^ valley, between high 


mountains, and on much higher greuiM 
than the refr of Peru that is habitable^ 
being 300 yards above the level of the fra« 
Here are feverat religious communities, and 
two colleges, which are a fort of muveiiity.

It is a ftrong:. frontier 
bulwark againft the Turks, and has two 
bridges, one over a double ditch, and 
another that leads toward Alba Regalish 
It is feated at the confluence of the Haab 
and RabiiitZy not lar from the Danube, 
35 miles SE of Vienna.

Its principal rivers 
are the Wye and the Tend, the former 
dividing it from Brecknockihire, and the 
latter fi’om Shropfhirc.

The foil in general is but indifferent, yet 
fome pUces produce corn, particularly the 
eaftem and fouthem parts ; but in the 
northern and wettern, which are moun- 
tainous, the land is chiefly ttucked with 
homed cattle, flieep and goats. 

Radom, a town of Little Poland, in

RAsrADi, a towm of Suabia, in the 
maiquifate of Baden, witli acafUe. It is 
remarkable for a tresty concluded here be- 
tw'ecn the French and Auftnano, and for a 
battle ui which the Auflrians w'eie defeat* 
ed by the trench in 1796. It is Icated on 
the Mcrg, near the Rhine, four milts N of 
Baden, and 24 SW of Philiplburg.

Rath MIN IS, a remarkable place in 
Irelaiul, near two miles from Dublin^ 
where the duke of Ormond was defeate(| 
by the parliament forces m 1649. 

Ratibor, 4 town ot Silefia, capital of t 
duihy ol the fame name, W'lth a caflle. 
It has been twice taken by t]i<; Swedes ; 
and is feated on the Oder, in a country 
fertile in corn and fruits, 15 miles NE of 
Troppaw^ and 142 E of Prague. Lon. 17

UAiibUON, theiapitalof Bavaria, and 
the only free imperial city and fovereign 
ftatc in this c-lcAorate ; it is large, popu- 
lous, and fortified with a double wall, 
duches, and ramparts, pleafantly fituated 
on the S fide of the Danube. Ratifbon is 
overned by its own magillrates, who arc 
.uthcrans, and is furrounded by the duke 
of Bavaria's territories. The city is plen- 
tifully fiirnilhed w'ith provifions, the foil 
rouiitl it abounding wdth com, and paiture, 
aial w ith vines, the grapes of wdiich yield 
ailiong palatable wniie, fcarcc inferior to 
tlie klieiiifh. It lias a flone bridge of 15 
arches ovei* the Danube, being the moft 
Aibflantial of all the ilruflures, cither on 
this river or on the Rhine. In time of 
peaev it has a confiderable trade by the 
Danube, the Nahe, and the Rcgen, w'hich 
join near the city, and by the neighbour^ 
ing rivers.

The buildings 
are of brick, and almoft every houfc is 
fliaded with a tree. The town belongs 
partly to the duchy of Mecklenburg Stre- 
litz, and partly to that of Saxe-Lawen- 
bnrg.

^ river Waknitz, which joins the Trave 
near Lubec, and thus facilitates tlie com- 
munication by water between l.ubec and 
thefe parts.

Ratzia, or Rascia, the eallem di- 
rifion of Sclavonia, luhjedl to the houfe of 
Aufiria.

Rava, a town of Great Poland, capital 
of a palatinate of the fame name, with a 
fortified caftlc, where Hate pnfoners are 
kept.

Ravenna, an ancient and archiepif* 
fopal city of Italy, capital of Romagna, 
with feveral colleges, and a great numb^ of 
religious houfes. It had a ver)' fiourilhing 
trade, but has greatly fufiered iince the 
fea has withdrawn tvi’o miles from it. The 
fortifications ai*e of little importance and 
the citadel is gone to rum. It is mofi re- 
niarkable now for the e.xccllent wine pro- 


duced in its neighbourhood. Theodoric 
king of the Goths refided here, and after- 
wa^ the exarchs of the Gredc emperors. 
In the fixth century, when there were 
three popes at the fame time, one lived at 
^venna. The maufoleum of Theodorio 
is Hill to be feen, remarkable for being 
covered by a fingle Hone, 28 feet m dia- 
meter, and 15 thick. Ravenna is now 
continually going to decay and is feated 
near the river Mantone, 37 miles SE of 
Ferrara, and 162 N oi Rome.

Ravit NbBERG, a county of Germany in 
VircftphaJia, lying S of the bilhoprics of 
Mlndeu and Ofnaburgh.

Ravensburg, a free imperial town of 
Germany in Suahia. It is a well built 
town and the publick ifni<Slure arc hand- 
fomc, and the inhabitants are partly pro- 
teflants, and partly papiils. It is feated on 
the Cheufs, 15 miles ^ by W of Lindau.

Raienstfin, a Urwnof Dutch Bra- 
bant, capital of a county of the fame name, 
with an ancient at.d fliong calfk*. It boo 
longs to the eledlor palatine, but has a 
Diuch garrifon. It is Jeated on the Maefe, 
on the confines of Guelderland 10 miles 
SW of Nimeguen.

Ravitz, a fraall town of Poland, in the 
palatinate oi Poinania.

Ra u sc H EN D ERG, a town of GcTmany^ 
in the Landgravate of Hefle Callel, four 
miles N of Marj^urg, and 32 SSW of Caf- 
fel.

Raw A, a town of Poland, capital of 
the palatuiate of Rawa, 56 miles SW of 
Wanaw. 

Kawle, a river of Hindoofian Proper, 
one of the five £ branches of the Indus, 
into which river it falls, about ao milea 
W of Moultan, after having received the 
united waters of the Cheluiu and Chu- 
naub. The Kawee is the Hydraotes of 
Alexander. 

Rayleigh, a town in Efiex, with a 
market on Saturday, lymgupon Hadley 
bay, 13 jnilcs SE of Chelmsford, and 
34 £ of London. Lon. o 40 £, laL jx 
37 N. 

Reading, a borough and the county- 
town of Berkihire, wim a market on Satur-* 
day, and tht^ churches. It is pleafantly 
feated on the river Kennet, near its con- 
fluence with fhe Th^cs^ and is the lar^eft 
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and bell town in the county with 3 pariih 
churches and large handfoine flrei^. It 
had a rich abbey, lar^ ruins of which Hill 
remain, and the body of Henry I. was 
latdy frand in a lead coffin in it. Read- 
ing is governed by a mayor, and fends 
two members to parliament. Its chief 
trade is in malt. It is featcd on the Ken- 
net near its confluence with the Thames, 
a6 miles SS£ of Oxford, and 29 W of 
London.

Reading, the capital of the county of 
Berks, in N America, featcd on Scnuy- 
kill, 46 miles NW of Philadelphia.

Rebel, a town of Germany in the 
circle of I.ower Saxony, and duchy of 
Mecklenburg, fcated on the lake Muritz, 
30 miles SE of Guftrow.

Rebnick, a populous town of Turkey 
in Europe, in Walachia, with a bilhop^s 
fee, fcated on the river Aluta, 45 miles S W

Reccan ATI, an epifcopal town of Italy, 
in the marquifatc of Ancona. It is a trad- 
ing place, and has a great fair in Septem- 
ber, which continues 15 days. The tomb 
of pope Gregory VII is in the cathedral. 
It is fcated on a mountain, from whence 
there is a very fine profpe< 5 l, near the 
river Muafone, 14 miles S of Ancona, 
and no N£ of Rome.

Rechlinghausen, a town of Ger- 
many, in the archbilhopric of Cologne, 
capital of a county of the fame name, with 
a llrong citadel, and a cliapter of noble 
ladies.

Re CULVER, a village in Kent, wnth a 
noted church, which was anciently col- 
legiate. It has two fpires, which ferve for 
a ieamark, and are called by mariners, the 
Two Sifters. Tliis place was the Regul- 
bium of the Romans and is 12 miles W 
of Margate. 

Redburn, a thorough fare town in 
Herts, five miles NW of St. Alban’s. 
It formerly belonged to the monaftery of 
Bt. AQum, and vras greatly famed for 
the pretended relics of AmpJubalus, who 
^vfirted iSi, i&Jbaa to chriftianity. 


Redhead, a promontory in Anipif* 
(hire, on the German Ocean, lying faux 
miles S of Montrofe. It is a noted landi* 
mark for vcfiels trading from Sweden^ 
Denmark and Norway. Tili the yeaf" 
179^, this cape was the point beyond 
which coal was not permitted to oafs 
witliout paying a heavy duty, which 
w'as taken off by a commutation duty on 
fpirits. 

Redon, a town of France, in the de- 
partment of Ifle and Vilainc, and late 
province of Bretagne. It ferves as a mart 
ibr the commerce of Rennes, and is feated 
on the Vilaine, 225 miles £ by S of Paris. 
Lon. 2 10 W, lat. 37 48 N. 

Rfdokdella, a fmall commercial 
town of Spain in Galicia, with a caftle. 
It was pillaged by the Englifh in 1702, 
it is feated at the bottom of a bay where 
there is fifhery for anchovies, eignt miles 

5 of Ponte Vedra. Lon. 8 15 W, lat« 
42 18 N. 

Redondo, a town of Portugal, in the 
province of Beira» with a caltle, and a man- 
ufadlure of cloth. It is feated at the mouth 
of the Mondego, 1 7 miles S W of Coimbria«

Red Russia. See Russia, Red. 

Redruth, a town in Cornwidl, whofe 
market is difufed. It is feated in the very 
heart of the mining country, 262 miles 
W by S of London.

Red Sea, a fea celebrated in holy vrrh, 
extending 1300 miles from N to S, and 
200 in the wideft part, from £ to W. 
It divides Arabia from Africa and is (e- 
parated from the Mediterranean Sea on 
the N, by the ilthmus of Suez, and com- 
municates; by the ftraits of Bebclmandel^ 
on the S with the Arabian Sea and the In- 
dian Ocean. 

Rees, a ftrong town of Germany, » 
the circle of Weftphalia and duchy of 
Cieves, feated on the Rhine, xo ixiHes SK 
of Clevcs, and 10 NW of WefeL Lou. 

6 4 E, lat. 51 40 N. 

Regen, a town of Bavaria, on a river 
of the lame name, which has its fource 
in Bohemia and falls into the Danube. 
It is 12 miles NN£ of Deekendorf, and 
40 £ of Ratiibon. Lon. 13 2 £, lat. 
48 yo N. 

Regen SBERO, a handfome town of 
Swifferland, in the canton of Zuric, ca- 
pital of a bailiwlc of the fame name, with 
a ftrong caftle. It is feated on a rock^ 
called the Lagerberg, xo miles NW of 
Zuric. 

Regenstein, a town of Lower Sax* 
ony, ia the liftiopric ol Hftlberftadt; fix 
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Reggio, an ancient and archicpifcopal 
tOMrn of Italy, in Naples, in Calabna 
Ulteriore, with a woollen nunufatHlure. 
It is a lai'ge and populous plate and is 
feated on the ftrail of Medina, i? miles 
fi£ of Medina, and 190 S by E of Naples. 
Lon. 16 o £, lat. 38 4 N. 

Reggio, a duchy of Italy, included in 
that of Modena. Tt produces a great deal 
of dik. it IS all fuhjtiSt to the duke of 
Modena, except the niarquilate of St. 
Mart u I, which is fubjccl to a prince of 
that name. 

Rbcoio, an ancient, epifcopal city of 
Italy, in a duehy of tlie ianiv* name, with 
a citadel. It has been iniincd fcveral times 
hy the Goths, and other nations. In the 
cathedral are i>aintiiigs by the greateft 
niaders ; and ni the Iqiiarc is the ftatue 
of Rreniius, chief of the Gauls. The in- 
habitants are about 2 2,000, who cany on 
a great trade in filk. It \%ms taken by pnnee 
Eugene in 1706, and by the king of Sar- 
dinia in 1 742. It is Icated in a fertile coun- 
tiy> 15 miles NW of Modena, and 80 
S£ of Milan. Lon. 1 1 ; E, iat. 44 43 N. 

Regina, a tow^. of Italy in Naples, m 
Calalirta Citeriore, 14 miles N of Cofen/a. 
Lou. 16 21 K, lat. 39 34 N. 

Reg NANO, a towu of Italy, in the 
patrimony of St. Peter. It is thinly in- 
habited and is feated near the Tihii, jy 
miles N of Rome, Lon. la 36 E, lat. 
42 II N. 

Kl'iCHENAUf an idand of Germany in 
Suabia, in the lower lake of Con dance. 
It is three miles long and one broad ; 
contains about 1600 inhabitants, all catho- 
lics and three paridies. It is extremely 
beautiful and in it is a rich BenedeAme ab- 
bey, of which the bifhop of Condance is 
ahliot, with a library and curious manu- 
Icrlpts. In this convent was interred 
the emperor Charles le Gros. Tliis idand 
is three miles W of Conftance, and belongs 
to the bifhop of that place. 

Reickenau, a town of Swizerland, 
in the country of the Grlfoiis. It is feated 
in a rich and fertile valley, upon the con- 
flux of *the two branches which form tlie 
Rhine. At this place are two curious 
bridges. One of thefe is thrown acrofs 
the lower branch of tlie Rhine, and is 105 
feet in length. The other, built acrofs 
the Rhine below the jKjint of union, forms 
a very beautiful objeid. It is a wooden 
bridge, of a Tingle arch, covered like that 
•f Scliad'haufcn, and condruidcd upon 


nearly the fame plan. The fbaix of the 
atch is 220 feet in length." Reicheneaa 
is feven miles SW of Coir. 

Rf.ichenbach, a river of Swiverland, 
which has its fource at the foot of Mount 
Wetterhom, and rolls its numerous cata- 
ratds dovni the deep Tides of Mount 
Sheidec, till it unites with the river Aar 
near Meyringcn. It conveys into the Aar 
tile gold dud that is found in the bed of 
that river. 

Rmchfntjach, a town of Bohemia in 
Sliefia, capital oF a circle of the fame name, 
li sb featt d on the little river Pcil, and noted 
for the peace Loncluded, in 1790, betwe^m 
the emperor Leopold ii and the Turks. 

Rlichvnberg, a cadle of Germany, 
in the circle of Upper Rhine and county 
of Cat/Liiclcnbogen. It is feated on a 
mountain, near the Rhine, and belongs 
to the prince of Hcflc Rhcmfeld. I/iin. 
7 s 7 E, Lit. 50 4 N. 

Rkiculnfells, a town of Germany, 
ill the duuhy of Carintlna, 24 miles E 
of Miihrau. I.on. 14 4 E, lat. 47 9 N. 

Rjichf SHALL, a tou'ii of Germany 
in the lircle of Upper Bavaria, on the 
Sala, with a rich fait fpring, nine mdcs

UiirttRSCHLiD, a town of Germany, 
in the circle of liower Rhine and arth- 
bifhopi ic of Cologne, capital of a county 
of the fame name.

Rlislnburo, a town of Pruflia, in 
the province of Ohcrland, near which b 
an ancient cadle, 78 miles SW of Koning- 
Ibe.g. lam.

Dumbartonfriire ; extending 30 miles from 
N to S, and 13 wdiere broadeit from E to 
to W. It IS watered by fcveral fmall riv- 
ers, the chief of which are t’ne Whitc-cart 
and thtf Slack cart, which unite and fall 
into ’he Clyde. That paiL near the Clv/le 
is trulLful and pV.afant, wnh hut fe%»?- emi- 
nences ; but that to the SSW, and V/, is 
more barren and mounta.nous.

Rennes, ati ancient city of Trance, in 
the department of Ifle and Vilaine, and 
late province of Bretagne. The inhabi- 
tants are computed at 3^rOOO. The fire 
in lytOft which bited feven days, and coa- 
fumed 850 houfes, contributed greatly to 
the beauty of the town, as the ftreets which 
were very narrow, Were made wider and 
ftraight. In the great iquafe, is the Palace 
t>f Juftice, find the Hotel de Ville. Rennes 
h an archbilliopric, and the capital of the 
department. It is feated on the Vilaine, 
which divides it into two parts, ^8 miles 
N by W of Nantes, and 4a SE of St.

RKFrORD, East, a boFough in Not** 
tlnghamihire, with a market on Saturday<. 
It fends two members to parliament, and 
is feated on the Idle, 30 miles N of Not- 
tingham, and J44 N by W of London.

RF.TlikL, an ancient town of France, 
in the department of the Ardennes, and 
late province of Champagne. It is feated 
on a mountain, near the river Aifne, ao 
miles NE of Rheims, and 108 NE of 
Paris.

Retimo, a town of Candia, with a 
bifhop's fee, and a harbour defended by a 
citadel, where the bafhaw refi Jcs. It was 
taken in 1647* by the Turks, who have 
kept it ever fiiice.

Reyna, an ancient town of Spain, in 
Andalufia, feated in a plain, with a caftle 
built upon an eminence, three miles from 
Lerna, and in a territory abounding ia 
wine and cattle. 

Rezan, a government of Ruffia, for- 
merly a provuxe of the government oi 
Mofeow. It contains 12 diilridb, and is 
fertile in corn, and populous ; and had an- 
ciently its own princes. 

Re 7 AN, a city of Ruflia, capital of » 
government of the fame name, with an 
archbifliop^s fee. It was formerly confi- 
derable for its extent and riches, but was 
almoll ruined by the Tartars, in 1568. 
It is feated at the confluence of the Tru- 
befh and Occa, 100 miles S£ of Mofeow.

Rhi, an ifland on the W octoft 01 
France, in the department of Lower Cha- 
rente.

Rhlims, an ancient city of France, m 
the department of Marne, and late 
province of Cliampagne, with an arch- 
biihop’s fee, whofe archbiilhop was a duke 
and peer of France, llic inhabitants are 
computed to be 30,000. The principal 
church, built before the year 406, is a very 
beautiful Gothick ftrudlure. That of St. 
Nicaife, b remarkable for its fine ^jchitcc- 
tiire. It is about 4 miles in circumference, 
and contauis feveral fine ^uares, large 
ilreets, well built houfes, and magnificent 
churches. The metropolitan church is 
confiderable for its largen^ fine archi- 
tedlurc, and the beauty of its front, being 
full of figures in relievo. It hit a mint, an 
univerfity, and 5 abbeys, the moft famous 
of which is that of St. Remy, In which the 
corpfe of the archblfliop b preferved in a 
ma^ificent ihrine. The remaim of an 
amphitheatre, a caftle, and a triumphal 
aren, are among^e ancient monumeiits of 
the Romaaii Mrims It long and nar- 
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and tJie houfet are lov. Here are 
mauufadtures of flannelf coverlets^ and 
other woollen fiufft : and the ^ngerbre^ 
is famous. Rheims is (eated in a plain, 
• fiuTounded by hills that produce excellent 
wine, on the river Veffc, 6* miles N of 
Troyes, and 75 NE of Paris.

Rhinau, a town of Swifferland, in 
Thurgau, with an abbey, on an iiland 
formed by the Rhine, between Schaffhau- 
ien and Eglifau.

Rheinberg, a town of Germany, in 
the electorate of Cologne, feated on the 
Rhine, 40 miles NW of Cologne, and 40 
S£ of Guelderland.

Rhein EC, a town of Germany, in the 
archbiihopric of Cologne, feated on the 
Rhine, 34 miles SSE of Cologne.

* Rheinec, a town of Swiflerland, ca- 
pital of the Rheinthal, with a caltle, feated 
on the Rhine, near the lake of Conftance*

Rhein FELD, a caftleof Germany, in the 
oircie of Lower Rhine, and county of the 
fame name. It is one of the mon impor- 
tant places on the Rhine, with regard to 
ftrength and (ituation. It is built on a crag- 
gy rock, at the loot of which is the town 
of St. C^ar, and was taken by the French 
in 1794. It is 15 miles S of ^blentz. 

Rh SIN FF LUEN, a itrong town of Suabia, 
the belt of the four lorelt towns. It be- 
longs to the houfe of Auftria, and has been 
often taken and retaken, and is feated on 
the Rliine, over which is a bridge of feveral 
arches, eight miles £ of Bafle.

The proteftont inhabitants are the 
moft numerous. 

Rhein WALD, a large valley in the coun- 
try of the Grilinns ; fo called from tlie Hin- 
der Rhine, which rifes at tiic diftance of i% 
miles, and runs through the valley.

Rhine, a celebrated river of Germany, 
having its fourcc in the country of the Gri- 
fons in Switzerland, and in the very bofom 
of the Alps. It b formed of two princi- 
pal flreams, the Upper or Hinder Rliine# 
to the £, and the Lower Rhine, (formed by 
two fmall ftreams, called the Middle and 
the Further Rhine) to the W. The Upper 
and Lower Rhine, uniting at Reichenau, 
form a fine river, over which b a curious 
bridge of one arch, the fpan of which is 
feet long. It takes its courfe N by Coini» 
«iul continues on till it forms the lake of 
Conftance in Suabia ; thence turning W, it 
paiTes by the cities of Conftance and Schaff- 
haufen, and watering Bafil, runs from 
thence diredlly N, dividing Suabia from 
Aliace. Leaving Alface and Suabia, the ri- 
ver gives name to the two German circlet 
of the Upper and Lower Rhine, waters ma- 
ny confiderable cities and towns, and re- 
ceives the ftreams of the Neckar, Maixiei; 
and Mofdle, in its courfe to the Umted Pro* 
vinces. Below Emmerick, in the duahy of 
Clevcs, it divides into two ftreams. That 
which bends to the W, and flows by Nime- 
guen, is called the Waal, but lofes that name 
on its jun<ftion with the Maefe, at BommeL 
Below Worcum, it divides into four 
principal branches, foiming the ifles of 
Vflelmonde, Voom, and Overflackee ; the 
moft northern brarch b called theMerwe# 
and pafting by Rotterdam and Schiedam, 
is ^ined by toe branch firom the S fide of 
Yfielmonde, and enters the German 
Ocean, below the Briel ; the other twn 
branches make their exit at Helvoetfluys 
and Goree.

Rkive, Lower, a department of 
France, tontaining the late province of

Rhine, Upper, a circle of Germany, 
which includes the territory of Hefie CailM,

Rhine, Pal/.tinaie of the, an 
alcAorate of Germany, in the circle of 
I/iwer Rhine ; bounded on the N by the 
archbifhoprics of Mentz and 'JVives, on 
the £ by Franconia and Suahia, and on 
the W an(L«S by France* It is loo miles 
ia length, and 70 in bieadlh, and the 
principal rivers are the Rlune and Ncckar. 
k has fuffered more by the wars with 
France, than all the provinces of GeiTnany 
put together ; for, in the laft centmr)^, 
Lewia XIV ordered the whole countiy tu 
be laid walle by fire and IViord. Heidel- 
berg is the principal town, but Manheim 
is the electorate reiidencc. This eledo- 
ratc is alfo called the Lower Palatinate, to 
diitin^uifli it from the Upper p*ilatinate of 
Bavaria. 

Rhode Iseand, one of the United 
States of America, bounded on the N 
and £ by the commonwealth of MaiTa- 
ebufets, on the S by the Atlaiitic, and 
on the W by Conne<kicut. 'Ihde limits 
comprehend what has been called Kluxie 
Hland and Providence Plantations. It 
contains five counties, and 29 townflups. 
k is 88 healthful as any part of, N 
Amcricay and is principally a country for 
pafiure. Frovid^cc Newport ax^ the 
chief towns. 

Rhodb Island, an iflandof N Americay 
in a ftate of the lame xuutne^ It is miles 
long fiaomiN to Sf andfourbroadi aAd^dir 


vided into three townfiiipa. This ifiand xa 
a noted refoit of invalids from the ibuthen^ 
dimatesy being exceedingly plcafant and 
healthful, and is called- with propriety, 
the Eden of America. 

Rhodes, an iiland of the Mediter* 
ranoan, on the S fide of Natoha, 40 miles 
long and 15 broad. The air is good, and 
tlie foil pretty iertUe, but badly culti- 
vated. The principal town, of the lame 
name, is an archbifhop’s fee, and has a 
good harbour, with a narrow entrance 
between twt> nxkb, on which arc two 
towers to del end the palTage. Here, in 
all probaliility, flood the famous ColofTus, 
a itatiie in bronze, 70 cubits high, 
reckoned one of the feven wonders of the 
world; itwasthroun down by an earth- 
quake ; and w'hcn the Saracens became 
mailers of thisifland, in 665, they knocked 
It to pic' L5, with which they loaded 900 
camels. 'The knights of Jciufalcm took 
Rhodes from the Saracens in 1309, and 
kept It till it w as taken from them by the 
7 ‘irks, xii 1633. ll is looked upon as an 
impicgnahle forlrtls, being luiTounded by 
triple w'ulls and aounie aitches. It is inlia* 
bited by 'J'ui ks and Jews ; lor the Chrif. 
liansarc obliged to live in thefuhurbs, they 
not being iuliucclto be w'lih ntlic walls m 
the nigJit time.

Romagna, a province of Ituy, in the; 
Eccleliaitical State, bounded on tne N by 
the Ferrarefe, on the Sby TuCbanyano 
Urbino, on the £ by the gulf of Venice, 
and on the W by me Bolognefe and Tuf- 
cany. It is fertile in coin, wine, oil, 
and fruits ; and has alfo mines, mineral 
waters, and flilt-works, which make its 
principal revenue.

Romania, a province of Turkey in 
Europe, 200 miles long and 150 broad ;

It 
was formerly called Thrace, and is the 
largcfl of all the Turkifli provinces in

mines of fllver, lead, and alum. It is 
divided into three fanglacates or govern- 
ments; namely, Kirkel, of which Phili-^ 
poll ib the capital ; Gallipoli, whofe capi- 
tal is of -die fame name ; and Byzanliuin, 
Byzia, or Vi^a, of which ConfUntinopJe is 
the capital. 

Romano, a ilrong and populous town 
of Italy, in Bergomofoo.

At prefent it 
Hands upon is hills, but great pan of them 
being walked down in the valleys, the Tar- 
peian rock, once a terrible precipice, from 
which malefadlors were thrown, is now no 
more than ao feet high. The city is fur- 
Tounded whh a wail about 10 Italian miles 
in circuit ; but not half of this pace is oc- 
cupied by houfes, as many palaces where 
(lately ftruittures once ftood, are now gar- 
dens, fields, meadows, and vineyards. Ac- 
cording to an account taken by pope Cle- 
ment XI in 1714, the number of its inha- 
bitants amounted to 14-^,000, and are at 
prefent computed to amount to 170,000. 
How far Ihort of wliat old Rome was in 
Trajan^s time, when the walls of this city 
were 50 miles in circuit, and the number of 
its inhabitants 6,800,000 ! Some of the 
principal ftreets are of confiderable length, 
and perfeAly ttraight. That called the 
Corfo is the moft frequented Here the 
nobility dlfplay their equipages during 
the carnival, and take the air in the even- 
ings, in fair weather. The (hops on each 
fide are three or four feet higher than the 
ttreet ; and there is a path for the conye- 
niency of foot pafTengers, on a level with 
the (hops. I'hc palaces, of which there 
are Jeveral in this llrect, range in a line 
with the houfes, having no courts before 
them. The Strada Felice, and the Strada 
di Porta Pia, arc alfo very long and noble 
ftreets. There are no lamps lighted in 
the ftreets at night ; and ail Rome would 
be in titter darknefs, were it not for the 
candles which the devotion of individuals 
fometimes places before the Hatties of the 
Virgin : thefe appear glimmering, at vaft 
intervals, like liars in a cloudy flight. 
The footmen carry dark lanterns behind 
ftie carriages of people of the firft diftlnc- 
don. This darknefs, it may be fuppoftd, 
is not unfavorable to aflignations aniong 
the inferior people ; and when a carnage 
Vith k lantern behind it, accidentally comes 
near a couple wko do not wiih to be 
known, one of them calls but, pjohi la 
turn the lantern \ and is imme- 
diately ob(^ed.

Ae latter comprehend all the reft bf dib 
chy.^ The church of St. Peter, in the 
Opinion of many, (tirpalTes, in fine and 
mi^tficence, the fut^ monoinenfSB of 
ancient archlteflure. ft is incrufted with- 
out with marble ; its length is 7.70 feet, 
the breadth 520, and the height, frote the 
pavement, to the top of the crofs, which 
crowns the cupola, 450. A complete def- 
cription of this church, and of its fthtues, 
bafib-relicvos, columns, and various bther 
ornaments, would Hll volumes. Adjoining 
to St. Peter's is the Vatican, or winfer pa- 
lace of the pope, with the richeft fibrary 6f 
the choicefi books and manuferipts in the 
world. The Vatican confifts of feveral 
thoufand rooms and other parts, of whidi 
the moft admired are its grand fiaircafe, 
and a charming garden, cSled by way of 
eminence Belvidere, having the fineft col- 
iedlion of exotics in Europe. The Pan- 
theon is the moft perfeift of the Roman 
temples urhich nOw remain, and nntwith- 
ftanding the depreciations it has fuilained 
from Goths, Vandals, and popes, is ftiil a 
beautiful monument of Roman tafte. The 
pavilion of the great altar, Which ftahds un- 
der the cupola of St. Peter, and the foUr 
wreathed pillars of Corinthian brafr which 
fupport it, were formed out of the Qioils of 
the Pantheon, whicli, after iSoo years, 
has ftill a probability of out.iving its proiid 
capacious rivTil. From the circulaU* form 
of this temple, it lias obtained the name of 
the Rotunao. Its height is 150 feet, and 
its breadth nearly tlie laiiie. There are too 
windows ; the central opening in the dome 
admitting a fufficiency of light. The rain 
which falls throtigh mis aperture, imme- 
diately drains through hoks, which per- 
forate a large piece of porphyry, that forms 
the centre of the pavement. Being convert- 
ed into a chriltian temple, the Pantheon, 
originally chrifted to the honour of all the 
gods, is now dedicated to the Virgin, and 
to all the martyrs and faints. As me Pan- 
theon is the moft entire, the Amphitheatre 
of Verpafian is the moft ftupehdoui monu- 
ment of antiquity in .Rome. About one 
half of the extenial circuit ftill remains ; 
from whieh a pret^ ckidl Idifa be 
formed of the original ftructurb. By a 
computation of Mr. Byres, it could con- 
tain 85,000 fpedlators, The Campidogiio 
is an elegant ftruAtire, raifedoU part of the 
mins ot the ancient Capitol. But the anti- 
quities of Rome are too nutnerbAs to be 
minutely defmbed.

Rotterdam, a city of the United Pro- 
vinces, in Holland, with one of the fineft 
harbours in the Netherlands. It is the 
moft confiderabW place in Holland, for 
fize, beauty of its buildings, and trade, 
next to Amfterdam. It is a large and popu- 
lous city, of a triangular figure, handfome- 
ly built of brick, the ftreets wide and well 
pved. Its port is very commodious; 
tor the canals, which run through moft 
parts of the town, bring the ftiips Ibme of 
ooo or 300 ton, up to the merchant’s door, 
a conveniency ibr loading and unloading 
which is not to he found in other places. 
The great (hips go up into the middle of 
the town by the canal into which the 
Maefe enters by the old head, as it comes 
out by the new. A ftranger, upon his 
firft entering this place, is aftoniihed at the 
beautifiil confufion of chimneys intermix- 
ed with tops of trees urith which the can- 
als are planted, and ftreamers of veflels ; 
infomuch that he can hardly tell whether 
it be fleet, city, or forefi. This port is 
much more frequented by the Bntiih 
merchants than Amfterdam, infomuch 
that, after a froft, when the fea is open, 
fometimes 300 fail of BnCiih veflels fail out 
of the harbour at once. There is always a 
large number of Bnufh fubjeds who reilde 
in this town, and live much in the fame 
manner as m Great Britain. The rcafon 
of the great traffic between this place and 
England, is becaufe the fhips can generally 
load and unload, and return to England 
fiom Rotterdam, before a (hip can get clear 
firom Amfterdam, and the Texel. Hence 
the Englifh merchants find it cheaper and 
more commodious, after their goods are 
arrived at Rotterdam, to fend them in 
boats over the canals to Amfterdam. 
Another great advantage they have here 
for commerce, is, that the Maefe is open, 
and. the pallage free from ice, much 
fixmer* in the ipring than in the Y and 
^uyder-fea, whid> lead to Amflerdam. 
£ralmu;i was born in Uiia c^ty, and his 
ftalue^brcoiiK ftands in an open pUoe, at 
the head of. of the canals strand in a 
naq^W ftre^ leadug the ftatue tq 
the grea^ chu^ is the houibj^n which he 
was .boo^ with inlbnptiqn, in frent, 
to lu9 bemous.

Among the public buddings, the 
moft diftingumied are, the Great of 
the Palace, m which the late parliament 
uf Rouen met ; the old cattle ; and the 
principal church, which has a very hand* 
iome front with z iteeples whence there is a 
fine view of the town ; in one of the ftreets 
is the great bell, which bears the name 
of cardinal George d’Amboife, 13 feet 
high and ii in diameter. Near thk 
church, which is not the only remarkable 
one, is the public library The fteeple 
of the late Benedi^ines of St. Owen ia aa 
elegant Gothic itru<fture. The lines o£ 
Rouen, particulary what are called the 
Statnm/ey are much efteemed. They have 
alfo manuiaiftureB of cloth, and one of oil 
of vitriol. Tlie fuburb of St. Sever* 
communicates witli the city by a bridge 
of boats, 270 paces long which rifesand 
falls with the tide, and is made to open* 
fo as to admit the pallage of ihipa ; it is 
alio paved, and tliere arc ways for foot 
paileiigers on each fide.

Russia, a^large eitipire, partly ki Afia, 
and partly in Europe ; bounded on the N 
W the Fiwcn Ocean ; on the S by Great 
Taitary, the Calpian Sea, and Perlia ; on 
the E by the fea of Japan ; and on the W 
bv Sweden, Poland, and the Black Sea. 
'fhcre were three countries that had the 
name of RufTia : namely. Red Ruffia, 
whieh iee; White Ruffia, which eoiti- 
prehendi Lithuania ; and Black Ruffia, 
which comprehends the governments of 
Kaluga, Mofcow, Tula, Reaan, Volodl- 
mir, and Yaroflaf; and hence his impe- 
rial majefty takes the title ot emperor of all 
the Ruffias. This empire, exclufive of 
the late acquifitwns from the Turks and 
from Poland Poland) may be com- 
purd to a fquare, whofe ficles are 2000 
mites each. Kuffia occupies more than a 
fe\'cnth part of the known continent, and 
nearly the 26th part ot the whole globe. 
Its graatefl extent from W to E, vi7. from 
the 39 to the 207 degree ot Ion. is 168 
degrees ; and if the Hlands of the Eailern 
Ocean be included, it will then be 185. Its 
greateil extent from N to S, that is, fiwn 
the 78th to the 50 deg. of lat. is 27 degrees. 
The greater part of tins empire lies in the 
temperate zone, and a part of it, viz. that 
which is beyond the 66th deg. of lat. lies in 
the frigid zone, and the whole furface con- 
tains alMve 2,150,000 fquare verfls. 1 here 
theriefore is not at pielenf, and never has 
been in any period, an empire, the extent 
of which could be conrmared to that of 
Ruffia. The leas of Ruffia are, the Baltic, 
the White Sea, the Frozen Ocean, the 
Black Sea, and the Cafpian Sea. lliere 
arc alTo five Jarw rivers ; namely, the 
Dnieper, Volga, Don, Bwina, and Oby, 
Its lakes are l^doga, the largeil in Europe, 
Onega, Tchude-lSnen, Bielo,03»ro, Aliin, 
Baicd, and many others of lefs confe- 
quence, molt of them abounding in filh. 

Country of fnch vaft extent mull lie in 
^UTerent climates, and the fi>il and pro- 
iudls muft be as different. The moft fer- 
tile part is near the frontiers 6f Poland ; 
inibibudh that the inhabitants are jble to 
iiipply their neij^hbouTs With com t N 
part Is not only more cold, but very 
maiihy, and oveitun with Isreffs, Hikabk* 
cd chiefly by wild bcftfls. Befideadomefik 
nnkniftls^ there are wild beewn, reindeer, 
Jbftrtha^wiiiti ^ ldft<fe Ibius^ wealidi^ 
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ermines, and fiibles, wMc ikins make the 
beff furs in the world, as alfb hyenas. 
Thofc that hunt thefe creatures for their 
ikins, ufe no flre-srfns, for feXr of %raling 
them. The leas, the lakes, and the rivers, 
fupply the inhabitants with large j^ntities 
of fifb, part of which they dry. There are 
vaft quantities of Burgeons, and in fome 
places they have melons which weigh 30 
pounds, but there were no vines till Peter 
the Great caufed them to be planted. In 
Ruffia, are large quantities of cotton and 
filk (with which they make all forts of 
fluffs) (kins, furt, Kuffia leather, talc, 
tallow, hemp, Ruffia cloth, hon^, wall, 
and alnioit all the merchandife of China, 
India, Perfia, Turkev, and fome European 
countries. This vaft empire was divided 
by the late emprefs into 41 governments $ 
namely, Petcrlburgh, Olonetz, Wibuig, 
Revel," Riga, Pfkof, FJovogorod, Tver, 
Smoleniko,Polotik, Mohilef, Orel, Kaluga, 
Mofeow', I'ula, Rezan, Volodimir, Ya- 
roflaf, Vologda, Archangel, Koftroma, 
Kifhnei-Novogorod, Ralan, ^mbirfk, 
Penza, Tambof, Voronelr, Kiirik, No- 
vogor^-Severfkoi, Tebtrnigof, Kiof, 
Kharkof, Catharinenflaf, Caucafus, Sa- 
ratof, Ula, Viatka, Perm, Tobollk, Ko- 
lyvan, and Irkutzk ; all w'hich fee. 'I'hc 
inhabitants, in general, are robufl, well- 
ihaped, and of pretty good complexion. 
They are great eaters, and very fond of 
brandy. They ufe bathing, but fmoke no 
tobac(o, left the fmoke fhouM dtfhonour 
the images of the faints, which they have 
in great veneration : however, they take 
a great deal of ihuff, made of the tobacco 
brought from the Ukraine. They were 
formerly the moft ignorant, bnitiih people 
in the world, and many of them are ni*w 
little betlcT. Formerly no Ruffians were 
fetn in other countries, aifd they fcklom 
or never fent ambaffadors to foreign 
courts ; but now the gentlemen are more 
polite, and ftudy the interefts of different 
nations. Their armies are always very 
numerous. They had no men of w ar, nor 
merchant Ihips before the reign of Peter 
the Great ; but, in the hie reign,^ 
powerful Ruffian fquadrons appeal^ 
not only in the Baltic, but in the Black 
Sea, and in the Mediterranean. They 
have images in their churches; and 
believe no man fureoffalvationin thialife, 
fbr which reafonthe priefts give a paiTport 
to thpfe that are dying, ac^efled to St« 
Kkfadlas, who is de&ed to entreat St. Peter 
toMm die gates of heftven, as they hate 
certiified that the bearer is ft good chriftiftii.t 
7%ecbuithkg6ver]fedby ftpatriftrch,Uttn^ 
der whom ftit UWarchbiffiops^ andbiihOpfti 
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Etery pricll it ctOcd a popev tiaA rf llhA 
chert 4000 in Mdfcow only. Fon* 
merly he was thought a learned man who 
could read and write ; but Feter the Ortat 
undertook to introduce the arte and 
Iciences % and, in 17*4, the firftuniverfity 
was founded that ever Vas in R.uflla ; 
there it alfo an academy of Icicncet at 
Petcribufgh, fupplied with fomc of the beft 
profeiTors in Europe. With rcfpetffc to 
dre^s the merchants and commonalty ftill 
retain their beards, and regard them with 
the utmoft veneration, notwkhftanding the 
edi^ of Peter I ; and ft is only thofe de- 
pending upon government, in the army and 
navy, who have yet complied with the cut- 
|pm and the wilh of the court, as no per- 
fen in any place cm retain their beards and 
ancient drefs. The clergy only excepted, 
none can procure any place, or favour 
h'om court, upon other conations than 
banilhing the Aliatic Iheep-ikin robes. The 
wom-uut veteran retires with a penfion, 
upon the exprefs terms of never again 
affuinmg the habit of his fathers. But 
ib zeakjudy attached aie the multitude to 
former manners, and fo honorably do 
they eltceid them, that a KuiSian drefied 
in his beard and goum, tells you by his 
looks that he has not proftituted the 
memory of his ancellors. Tiie inhabitants 
m general maybe divided into four orders, 
r. TTxe nobles and gentry ; a. The clergy, 
3. The merchants, burghers, and other 
h-eemen ; 4. Peafants. The three iirft in- 
clude the free fubjedls of the empire, and 
the latter, the valTals or flaves. The firft 
comprehends the nobles or gentry, who are 
the foie perfotis that have a right to polfefs 
land in RulTia, (the conquered provinces ex- 
cepted^ and who are obliged to fumifh re- 
cruits hi proportion to the extent of their 
eftates. The fecond are divided into regu- 
lar and fccular, the latter, who ^ may, 
and ought to be the moil ufoful members 
of feciety, are ^nerally the refufe of the 
people. The dignitaries of the churcli are 
choieiufrom the firft ; thefc are archbilh- 
ops, and bilhops, abbots and priors. The 
thit^ cofflprclmds that clafs of men be- 
tween the nobles and the pea&nts, who be- 
neither gendemen nor peafants, follow 
die arts and fciences, navigation, com- 
merce, or exercife trades. The fourth 
exMOprehends the pei&nts, who are flaves, 
iind may be divided into, peafants of the 
crown, peafants belonging to individuals. 
Tlie former inhibit the imperial demelhes, 
and may form the fixth part pf peafants in 
Rui|^ Thev are governed byiiniperial 
hailifi, aad aithougfa fufajedto grmexac- 
fooathefo petty tyrants, yet tiicy 


are moA more fecure of their propertr 
than Peafants belonging to inmviduals, 
who arc the private property of the land- 
holders, as much as impiemtnts of agricul- 
ture, or herds of cattle ; and the value of 
an eftate is eftimated as in Poland, by the 
number of boors, not by the number of 
acres. The Ruffian pcauants are in gene- 
ral a large coarfe liardy race, and of great 
bodily flrength. Then drefs is a round 
hat or cap with a very high crown, a coarie 
robe of dretgget, (or in the winter, of fheep 
fkin with the wool turned inwards) reach- 
ing below the knee, and bound round their 
waiil: by a fafh, trowfers of linen almofl as 
thick as fack-cloth, a woollen or flannel 
doth wrapped round the leg initead of 
fluckings ; iandals woven from ftrips of a 
pliant bark, and faflened by firings of the 
lame materials, which are afteiw'ards twin- 
ed round the leg, and ferve as garters to the 
woollen or flannel wrappers. In warm 
weather the peafants frequently wear only 
a Ihort coarie Ihirt and trowfers. The dreis 
of the women is the reverfe of the men, 
both in fafh Ion and colour ; every part of 
it being as Ihort and tight as decency 
will allow, and very gaudy. It is ex- 
adly the fame with that of the Highland 
women in Scotland ; both have the ihort 
jacket, the llriped petticoat, and the tartan 
plaid ; and both too, in general, have a 
napkin rolled about their head. The Ruf- 
fian women we, however, far more elegant 
and rich in their attire ; nor is gold lace 
and paint wanting to fet off their charms. 
The young generation are moderniscing 
thefc antic veAments ; the Itiffenibroider- 
edfnapkin is fupplanted by one of flouing 
filk , the jacket and petticoat are of mullin, 
or other fine fluffs ; and the plaid k ex- 
changed for a filk or iatin cloak, in the 
cold feafon, lined with fur. The better 
clafs of females wear velvet boots. The 
drefs of the higher ranks is after the French 
and Englifli fafhion ; and all wear a cover- 
ing of tur, fix months of the year. The 
fovercign of Kuifia is abfolute. He was 
formerly called grand duke, which is now 
the title of the heir apparent ; he afterwards 
olTumed the title of czar, which the natives 
pronounce tzar, or zoar, a corruption of 
Cdar, empeitHTs from fome fanciedrela- 
tion to the Roman emperors ; on account 
of which they alfo bear the eagle as a fym- 
bol of their empire. The firft who bore 
the title of rauir, was Bafil, fbn ol Bafilides, 
who freed his country from its fubjedlion. 
to the Tartars, about the year 1470. la 
1782, the population of Kuffia and tius 
conquered provinces was redtoned at 
27,000,000 uuls : the revexme 7,ooO|OOol* 
3X2 
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and the army amounted to aoo,ooo« In 
X778> her navy condfted of a8 ibips of the 
line, X5 fngates, and 109 galleys. Per- 
haps no country ever exhibitech in fo Ihoit 
a time* the >vonders that may be efiedled 
by the genius and exertions of one man. 
Much has been written concerning the 
great civilization whicli Peter I introduced 
into this country ; that he obliged them to 
rclinquilh their beards and their national 
drefs ; that he naturalized the arts and 
fciences ; that he difciplined hib army, and 
created a nav}* ; and that he made a total 
change throughout each part of his exten- 
live empire. We may readily allow the 
truth of this eulogium \iuth refpedl to his 
improvements in the difcipline of his army» 
and the creation of a nav)*, for tliele were 
objedls within the reach ot the perfevering 
genius of a defpotic fovei cign ; but the 
pompous accounts of the total cliange which 
he efTcdled in the national manners, fetni 
to have been the mc-rc ccljocs of fomgncro, 
who have never vifited the couiitiy, and 
w'ho have colledled the luftory of Peter 
from the moft partial information. The 
bulk of the people flill continue in the grof- 
fell barbariim. The principal nobles in- 
deed are perfeAly civilized, and as refined 
in their entertainments, mode of living, and 
focial intercourfj, as tliofe of other Euro- 
pean countries. But there is a wide differ- 
ence between polilhing a nation, and [wlifii- 
ing a few' indiriduals. The merchants and 
pcafiints ftin univcrlally retain their ori- 
ginal manners, and rcfemble, in their gene- 
ral mode of living, the inhabitants of the 
fmalleft village. The greatcll part of tlie 
peafants, w'ho form the bulk of the nation, 
xre ilill almofl as deficient in the arts as 
they wrere before Peter’s time, although 
the fciences have fipurilhed in the capi- 
tal. But the civilization of a numerous 
and widely diiperfed people cannot be the 
work of a moment, and can only be effec- 
ted by a gradual and almofl infcnfible pro- 
grels. TJie national improvementb how- 
ever, made by Peter the Gicat, have 
been continued iince his time, and Ruifia 
now holds a rank among the nations of 
Europe, of which human forefight, at the 
cornmcDccnient of the eighteenth century, 
could have ibitned no conception, and per- 
haps it is not too much to lay, that the em- 
pire of Rufiia, though the people are but 
juft emerging from barbanfm, U at this 
day the moft powerful in Europe. Pe- 
terfburgh is the capital of the whole 
empire.

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'vmce of Franclie comte' with a ftrong fort, 
it it remarkable ior its falt-works, the 
largeft of which is in the middle of the 
town, and is like a little fortified place. 
It is ieated in a fertile valle)', on a llream 
that has its fonrce n tlie town, 99 miles S 
#f Benfanbon, and 200 S£ of Paris. Lon.

Salisbury, or New Sarum, an cpif- 
•opal city in Wiltfhirc, of which it is the 
capital, with a market on Tuefday and 
Saturday. It is a well built town fituate 
in a chalky foil, on the confluence of the 
Bourn, Nadder, Willy, and Avon, by 
whofe waters it is almon furrounded, and 
is rendered particularly clean by a fmall 
Ibeam flowing through every ftrect- It 
has a fine cathedral, which was finifhedin 
*1255, and confecrated in prefence of 
Henry HI. and many of the nobility and 
prelates. This fabric, wdiich colt above 
26 ,ooc 1 . is the mofl elegant and regular 
Gothic flnnflnre in the kingdom, being 
built in form of a lantern, with its fpire 
x)f free-ftone in the middle, the loftiefl in 
England. The tow'n hall is a handfomc 
building, and ftands in a fpacious market 
place. Salilbury is governed by a mayor, 
fends two members to parliament, and 
has manufactures of flannels, Hnfeys, hard* 
ware, and cutlery. It is 21 miles N£ of 
Southampton, and 83 W by S of London. 
Lon. z 42 W, lat, 513 N. 

Salisbury^Plain, in the county of 
Wilts, extends 25 miles E to Winchefler, 
and 2S W to Weymouth ; and in feme 
places is from 35 to 40 in breadth. There 
are fomany crofs roads in it, andfu few 
houfes to take difviflions from, that the late 
earl ofPembrok^s father planted a tree at 
the end of cvefj'’ m.le from hence to 
Shaftelbury, for the traveller’s guide. 
That part of it about the city is a chalky 
dowm, like Eaft Kent. The other parts 
arc noted for feeding numerous flocks of 
fheep, fome of which contain from 3000 
to 5 000 each ; andfeveral private farmers 
hereabouts have twe or three fuch flocks. 
By folding the fheep upon the lands here, 
attcr they are turned up with the plough, 
they become abundantly fruitful, and bear 
very good wheat, as. well as rye and bar- 
ley. On this plain, belides the famous 
'monament of Stonehenge, fix miles N of 
the city, there are the traces of many old 
Roman and Britifh camps, and other re- 
Inialns of the battles, fortifications, fepul- 
ehres^ Ac. of the ancient inhabitants of 
this kingdonl. 

Salisbury Craig, a hill on the £ 
fide of the city of Edinburgh. It ih re- 
tnarkablc for a gicat •prccipjcc of folid 


rock, about one mile long, and m fome 
parts, zoo feet high ; which pafles with 
tome regularity along its brow. 

Sallfe,* an ancient town of die king* 
domof Fez, w'ithan harbour and fcveral 
forts. Its harbour is one of the beft in the 
country, and yet, on account of a bar that 
lies acrofs it, ihips of, the fmalleft draught 
are forced to unload, and take out their 
guns, before they can get into it. There 
are docks to build ihips, but they are fel* 
dom ufed, for want of ikill and materials. 
It is divided into the Old and New Town, 
by the river Guero ; and has long been 
famous for its pirates, which make 
prizes of all Chriltian fhips that come in 
their way, except there is a treaty to tho 
contrary. It is 100 miles W of Fez, and 
150 S of Gibraltar.

Salm, a town of Germany, in the 
duchy of Luxemburg, 11 miles SSE of 
Spa, and 38 N of Luxemburg.

Salon, a tow'n of France, in the de- 
partment of the Mouths of the Ithone, 
and late province of Provence, feated on 
the canal of Craponne, so miles NW of 
Aix.

Salon A, a feaport of Venetian DaK 
matia, feated on a bay of the gulf of Venice.

^Salonl, a town of Livadia, with a 
biflxop’s fee.

It is furroundcd 
by walls, and defended on the land fide by 
a citadel, and near the harbour by three 
forts.

Salsttte, a fine illand of the Deccan 
of Hindoofian, lying off the ro.ift of Cen- 
can, to die NPi of Bi-mihay, Irom which 
it ib feparated by a narrow ftrait fordable 
at low watei . It is about i ^ miltb fquare, 
and fertile in rice, fniits, and fugar-canes. 
It has rubtcn*aneou*! temples cut out of the 
• live ro( k, in the manner of thofc of Eleph- 
anta, which appear to be monuments of 
a fuperttition anterior to that of the Hin- 
doos. In T773, Salfctte was conquered 
from the Mahrattas ; .md it has proved a 
valuable acquifitioii to Bombay, which 
formerly depended on foreign fupplies for 
its fubfiftence. 

Salsonna, a town of Spain, in Ca- 
talonia, feated on the Lobregat, 44 miles 
NW of Barcelona.

S A LT AS H , a borough in Cornwall, with 
a marl^ on Saturday, for horfes, oxen,

ment. It is feated on the fide of a fieep 
hill fix miles NW of Plymouth, and 
W by S of London.

Samos, an ifland of the Archipelago^ 
on the coaft of Natolia, and to the £ of 
the ifle of Nicaria. The women are cloth- 
ed in the Turkifh manner, except a red 
coif, and their hair hanging down their 
bac'ks, with plates of iilver, or block-tin^ 
faiiened to the ends. It is 32 miles long 
22 broad, and extremely fertile. It 
abounds with partridges, woodcocksi^ 
fnipes, thi uflies, w'ocKlpigeons, turtle- 
doves, wheatears, and excellent poultry.' 
They have abundance of melons, lentiky 
kidney beans, mufeadine grapes, and 
white figs, four times as big as. the com- 
mon fort, but not fo well tafted. Their 
filk is very fine, and the honey and wax 
admirable. They have ironi mines, and 
moil of the foil is of a nifty colour 3 they^ 
have aifo emery ftone, and all the moun- 
tains are of white marble. The inhabi- 
tants, about 12,000, are almoft all Greeks> 
and have a bifhop who refides at Corea.

Samoyedes, once a numerous and 
powerful nation of Tartary. They in- 
ftabicthe coafts of the Frozen Sea, from 
jhe 65 degree of N lat. to the fea ihore. 
THie countries they occupy are marihy and 
^ull of rocks, fo that from the 67 degree 
cf lat. tiiere arc no trees of any kind ; 
and the cold that prevails in thefe climates 
prevents vegetation to fuch a pointy that 
even the little brulh wood, here and there 
to be feen,. dwindles away to nothing as 
you advance towards the north. In fta- 
ture the Samoyedes are fcarcely of a mid- 
idling height ; it being rare to meet with a 
man of more than five feet, though it 
muft at the fame time be confelTed, that 
the ihortefi, who are about four feet, are 
equally fcarce. They feem all of a heap ; 
nave Ihort legs, fmall neck, a large head, 
flat nofe and lace, with the lower part of 
the face proje<Sling outwards ; they have 
large mouths and ears, little black eyes, 
but wide eyedids, fmall lips, and little 
feet. Their winter huts arc made half 
way in the ground, like thofe oftheOftiaks, 
and are fcldom more than two or three 
by the fide of one another. Poles placed 
fo as to lean againfi each other, and cover- 
ed with the Ikins of rein deers, or bark 
of birch, make the whole of their compofi- 
tion. In fummer they travel from lake 
to lake for the puiiiofe of fiihing ; and 
wherever they flop tor a time, there they 
build temporary hovels upon the ground. 
Hunting, fifiiing, and tending their rein- 
deer, make the whole ol their eTiiploymcnt. 
The two former are the common biifmeis 
of all, as funiifhiag them with the principal 
part of their fubfillcnce. Like all favage 
nations they treat their wives with the ut- 
moll contempt, and often Mdth a feverity 
jabfolutely inhuman. 

Samso, or Samsoi, an ifland of Den- 
mark, on the £ coaft of N. Jutland. It is 
eight miles long and three broad, and very 
fertilo/^I^n.

It has three churches, 
and al)out 1500 houfes, moft of them 
built with wood, others with brick and 
flints, and 6,000 inhabitants. It is walled 
round, and fortified with ditches and ram- 
parts, but the walls are much decayed, 
though four of the gates are yet handing.

The climate of tbefe iflands 
diCers very little from that of tlie Weft In- 
dies in the fame latitude, though perhaps 
more-temperate ; and there arc no traces of 
thofe violent vrinds and hurricanes which 
tvindcr fhc ftonny months in the Well In- 
dies fo dreadful. There is alfo more rain 
at the Sandwich Iflcs, where the mounUi- 
nous parts being generally envdoped in a 
ctocd^fticcefSve Ihowers fall in the inland 
parts, with fine weather, and a clear fky, 
on the fra Ihore. Hence it is, that few of 
thofe incoDvcniencies, to which many tro- 
pical countries are fuhjeift, either from heat 
or moifturc, arc experienced hetc. The 
winds, in the winter months, are generally 
fromESEtoNE^ The vegetable prtduc- 


riohs are nearly the fame a» thofe of th» 
other iflands in this ocean ; but the taro root 
is here of a fnperior quality. The bread- 
fruit trees thrive not m fuch abundance as 
in the rhfr plains of Ctahtite, but produce 
double the quantity of fruit. The fugar* 
canes are of a very unufual fize, fome of 
them nteafuringeleveninches and a quarter 
in circumference, and having fourteen feet 
eatable. I'berc is alfo a root of a brown 
colour, ibaped like a yam, and from fix to 
ten pounds in weight, the juice of which it 
very fweet, of a pkafant tallo, and is an ex- 
cellent iubftjtiJte for fiigar. *J’he quadru-. 
peds are confined to the three ufuaJ forts, 
hogs, dogs, and rats. The lowls are alfo 
of the common fori ; and the birds are 
htautiiul and numerous, though not va- 
rious. Goats, pigs, and European feeds, 
were left by captam Conk ; but the poflcl- 
fion oj the goal T foon gave rife to a conteft 
belwcen two diflridls, in \\hich the breed 
was entirely dellro)ed. 'Ihe inhabitants 
are undouhtc dly of the fame race that pof- 
fefles tlie iflands fouth of the equator ; and 
in their perfons, language, cuftems, and 
manners, approach nearer to the Kew 
Zealandf'i-s, than to their lefs diftant neigh- 
bours, either of the Society or Friendly 
iflands. They arc in general above the 
middle (ize, and well made ; they walk 
very gracefully, run nimbly, and are capa- 
ble of bearing very great fatigue. Many 
of both fexes have t ne ojjcn ( mmtenaiices, 
and the women in partitular have good 
eyes and tc*tth,with a fwettnr/s and Icnfi- 
bdfty of look ihcit render than very enga- 
ging. 1‘hcTt* IS one petuh^irity, charadler- 
iftk of ever)' part of tins gii-atnatn n, that 
even in the bandloiM-ilfuCtc there is a ful- 
nefs of the noltrii, without any flafmfs or 
fpreading of tJie nofe. TJicy fuficr their 
beards to grow, and wtar their Iiair after 
various fafliions. The 0 dso/both men 
and women nearly j dembies thole of New 
Zealand, and both fexes wear necklaces of 
Ihiall variegated fliells. Tattpwing the bo- 
dy is pradlifcd by every colony dl ‘his na- 
tion. Th^ hands and arms oi the women 
arc alfo very neatly marked, and they have 
the Angular cufloin of tattowing the tip of 
the tongue. Like the New Zealanders, 
they have adopted the method of living in 
villages, containing from zco to zoo houfee 
built pretty clofely together, witliout any 
order, and having a wining path bctu ecu 
them. They are generally flanked towards 
the fea with detached walls, which are 
meant both for flielter and defence. Thefe 
walls confift of looft fronts, and the inha- 
bitants are very dexterous in (bifting them 
friddefily to fuch pheea as the diredUoa 9C' 
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(tie attack may teqiiire. in tlie fidea of the 
hilla* or furrounding eminences, they have 
alfo Httle holes or eaves, the entrance to 
v’hich is alfo frcurcd by a fence of the fame 
kind, '[hey ferve for places of retreat in 
cafes of c.'(trcmity, and may be defended 
tn' a Hngle perfon agalnft levcral anailants. 
Their houfes arc of different fixes, fome of 
them being large and commodious, from 
40 to 50 feet long, and hroni ao to 30 
broad ; while others are mere hovels. The 
food of the lower clafs coniifU principally 
of fifh and vegi tables, to whicli the people 
of higher rank add the fltlh of dogs and 
hogs. The manner of fpendirg their 
time admiH of little variety. They rife 
with the fun, and, after enjoying the coedof 
the e\ cuing, retire to reft a few hours after 
lun-f( t. The making of canoes, mats, &c. 
f<Mni3 the OLUipations of the men ; the 
wi’vmcn are employed in manufadfurmg 
cloth, and the fcr\'ants are prinilpaily 
engaged in the plantations and fifinng. 
Their idie hours are filled up witli va- 
rious amuftments, fuuh as dandag, bod- 
ing, wiefUing, . ']'hiii agiiculturc and 
naMgatioii bear a g>*eat rcfemblance to thole 
of the South Sea ifiands. Their planta- 
tions, which are Ip^-ead over th c whole Tea 
coall, toi’lill of tlu taro, or edvly root, and 
fweet potatoes, with plants of the cloth tree 
fet in TOJi's. The bottoms of their canoes 
art ot a fingle piece of wood, hollowed out 
to the rhii knefa ot an int h, atid brought to a 
pouit .t ca<.h end The fidcs lonfiftof 
three boards, eatJi about an 'iich thick, 
neatly fitted and lalied to the bottom-part. 
Some ot their doubU c auoes mcafiirc 70 feet 
in length, three and a hall in d ^pth, and iz 
in breadth. Their co«*dagc, fifh-hooks and 
filhiiig tackle, diiler but little from thofe of 
th<“ oilitr iflamlb. Among their arts mull 
not be forgotten that of making fait, wiiicli 
tlicy have in gnat abundance and ot a 
good quality. Their inftruments of war 
are fpears, daggers, clubs, and flings ; ami 
for dcfenfive armour, they we^r ilroiig 
niats^tffTreh are not ealily penetrated by 
fuch weapons as theirs. As the iflaiKb 
arc not united under one fo\er£ign, wais 
are frequent among them, winch, no doubt, 
contribute greatly to reduce the number of 
inliabiunlB, which, according to the pro- 
portion afligned to each ifl.’iid, does not 
exceed 400,000. — The fame fyflem of fuh- 
' ordination prevails here as at the other if- 
lands, the lame abfolute authority on the 
part of the chiefs, and the fame unrcfifting 
fubmiflion on the part ot the people. The 
overnment is likewiie monarchical and 
creditary. At Owhyhee there is a regu- 
lar ibciety of priefts living by themfelvcs, 


and diftinft in all refpeiSls from the reft of 
the people. Human facrifices are here fror 
quent ; not only at the commencement cf 
a w'ar, or any fignal cnterpiife, but the 
dcMth of e very coufiderablc c hief calls for a 
repetition of thefc horrid rites. Notwith- 
ftandlng die irreparable lot in the death of 
captain Cook, who w^as hc-re murdered 
through fudden rrfentment and violence, 
they arc acknowledged to be of the moft 
mild and affedlionate difpofition. They 
live in the utmoft harmony and friendihip 
with each otlicr; an<l in hofpjtality to 
flrangers they arc not exceeded cveii by 
the inhabitants of the Friendly Iflands. 
Their natural capacity feems in no refpeeft 
below the common ftandard of mankind ; 
and their improvements in agriculture, and 
the perfLc^lion of their mainifa<!:lures, are 
certainly adequate lo the cirr imftances of 
their fifiiition, and the natuial advantages 
which they enjoy. 

Sandwich Land, a ba;-vn and defo- 
late i oimtr^' in the Southern Ocean. I'his 
is the greatefl S latitude ever yet explored, 
and ihf moil lourhern part that was feen 
lies in Ion. 27 45 W, lat. ^9 34 S. 

Sandy Hook, a fmall ifland of the 
I'lutf'd Stares, near the coaft of New 
jerfey.

Santa Cruz, a feaport on the E fide 
of Tencriff, on a fine bay of the fame 
name, defended by many fmall batteries, 
and a ftrong fort. It has a well built 
pier, and an excellent quay, on which is a 
handfome mall, fliaded by fevcral rows of 
trees. The town is irregularly built 3 
the principal ftreet is broad, and ha« 
more the appearance of a fquare than a 
ftreet : at the upper end, is the governor's

KoefiraSenora (Our Lady) to the Guan- 
ches^the original inhabitants of the illand*

America, and the capital of New Granada, 
with an archbifhop’s fee and a univeriity. 
It is the feat of a new vicc-royally clla- 
bliflied in the prefent centl1r)^ It is feated 
on the river Madalena, in a country 
abounding in corn and fruit, with mines of 
filver in the mountains, 360 miles S of 
Carthagena.

Santarlm, a town of Portugal, inEf- 
tremadura, feated on a mountain, near the 
river Tajo, in a country fertile in wheat, 
wine, and oil. It was taken from the 
Moors in 1447, and is 55 miles N£ of 
Liibon.

Santfn, a town of Germany, in the 
fihrcle of Wcflphalla, and duchy of Clcves.

Santillana, a feaport of Spain, in 
Aihiriaa de Santillana, of which it is the 
capital ; feated on the Bay of Bifcay, 50 
miles £ oi Oviedo, and 200 NW of Mad- 
rid.

Santorini, an ifland of the Archi- 


pelago, to the N of Candia, and to the S 
of Nio. It is eight miles in length, and 
nearly as much in breadth ; and near it 
are three or four other fmall iflands, each 
of which bears evident marks of a volcanic 
origin, being all covered with pumice ftone. 
It produces plenty of barley, cotton, and 
wine, in which, and the cotton manufac- 
tures, its trade conflfts. Fruit is fcarce, 
except figs, and it has neither oil nor wood* 
The inhabitants are all Greeks, about 
10,000 in number, and though fubjedl to 
the Turks, they choofe their own magif- 
trates.

Saone, Upper, a department of 
France, including part of the late province 
of the Ifle of France. It takes its name 
from a river, which rifes in Mont Vofges, 
and falls into the Rhone at Lyons.

Saone and Loire, a department of 
France, including part of the late province 
of Burgundy. Macon is the capital. 

Saoigis, a town of Italy in ^edmont, 
(ituatc on the fummit of a rock ; taken by 
the French in 1794.

Sapifnza, three fmall iflands, and a 
cape, near the S coaft of the Morea. The 
largeft ifland was anciently named Sphac- 
terja. The pirates of Barbary conceal 
themfelvcs behind it, to fuiprife veflels 
whu h come from the gulf of Venice, or 
the coaft of Sicily.

Saracens, a people celebrated feme 
centuries ago, who came from the deferts 
of Arabia : Sarra in their language flgni- 
fying a defert. They were the firft dife 
ciples of Mahomet, and within 40 years 
alter hb death, conquered a great pin of 
Afla, Africa, and Europe. They kept 
pofleflion of Spain feveral hundred years, 
till 15 1 1, when they were expelled. They 
maintained a war in the Holy Land, a long 
time, againft the Weftem Chriftians, and 
at length drove them out Thcr^^e now 
no people known by this name, for the de- 
feendents of thofe who conquered Spain are 
called Moors. 

Saragossa, a city of Spain, in Arra- 
gon, with an archbilhop’s fee, a univeriity, 
and a court of inquifition. It is laid to 
have been built by the Phoeniebns ; and 
tlie Romans fent a colony hither in the 
reign of Auguftqs, whence it had the 
name of Cefar Aucufius, which by cor- 
rufjtion has been changed into Saragofla. 
Jt 18 adorned with many magnificent build- 
ings, and there are 17 large churches, and 
14 handfem^ mpnaftms^b^fid^s others kfe 
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conftderable. The river Ebro runs through 
the city, dividing it into two parts ; and on 
its banks is a handfome qu^, which ferves 
for a public walk. The Holy ftreet is the 
largeft, and fo broad, it may be taken for 
a iquare ; and here th^ have their bull- 
fights. The cathedral is a fpacioiw Gothic 
building ; but the fineft church is that of 
Kuefim Senora del Rlar, <md a place of 
the greateft devotion in Spain. They tell 
us, that the Virgin, while yet living, ap- 
peared to St. James, who was preaching 
the gofpel, and left him her image, with a 
handfome pillar ol jafper, fiill ihown in this 
church, which they pretend is the firft in 
the world built to her honour. Tliis image 
Hands on a marble pillar, with a little Jefus 
in her arms, illuminated by 50 lamps, ba- 
luftrades and chandeliers of mafly iilver. 
The ornaments of this image are the rich- 
eft that can be imagined, her crown being 
foil of jewels of an inelhmable price, and 
fcarcely any thing is to be fecn but gold 
and Jewels ; and a vaft number of people 
come in pilgrimage hither. The town- 
houfe is a lumptuous ftrudlure ; in the hall 
arc the pidtures of all the kings ot Arra- 
gon, and m the comer of it St. George on 
horfeback, with a dragon of uhitc marble 
under him. Saragofla is feated in a large 
plain, where the Ebro receives two otht» 
rivers ; and over it arc two bridges, one of 
ftone and the other of wood, which laft 
has been thought the moft beautiful in 
Europe. A vidJory was obtained here 
over the French and Spaniards in 1710, 
but it was abandoned by the allies foon 
after. It is 137 miles W of Barcelona, 
and 150 NE of Madrid. Lon. o 28 W, 
Lit.41

Saratof, a government of RuOia, 
formerly a provinte of Altracan. It con- 
tains XI diftridls, of which that of the 
lame name is the princ^al.

Sarbourg, a toMm of Franck, in thi^ 
department of Meurthe, and late province 
of Lorrain, feated on the Sare. Lon. y

Sarbruck, a town of France, in the 
department of Mofelle and late province 
of Lorrain, feated on the Sare, 14 milea 
£S£ of Sarlouis, and 40 £ by N of Meta.

Sardam, a feaport of N Holland, where 
there are vaft magazines of for 

building /hips, and naval ftores, with i 
great number of Ihipwrights ; Peter the 
Grea»- rehded in this town while he work- 
ed as a (hipwright and his hut is ftill to be 
feen. Sardam is feated on the Wye, fevea 
miles NW of Amfterdam. Lon. 4 45 £, 
lat.

Sardinia, an ifland of the Mediter- 
ranean, 142 miles from N to S, and 80 
from E to W. The foil is fertile in com, 
wine, oranges, citrons, and olives. On 
the coaft is a fifhery for anchovies and 
coral, of which large quantities are lent 
to Genoa and Leghorn. Beeves and 
are numerous, as well as horfes, which 
arc good for labour and the road. Thev 
arc fed in the httle iibnds about it, whica 
abound in game ; and m that of Afmaria 
are a great number of turtles. The air 
is very unfiealthy, from the marihy land* 
Here are mines of iilver, lead, iulphur, 
and alum ; and they make a good deal of 
fait. Tins ifland has undergone various 
revolutions : in 1 708 it was taken by the 
Englifh for the emperor Charles VI ; and 
in 1720, ceded to the duke of Savoy, as 
an equivalent for that of Sicily, and ercA- 
ed into a kingdom ; but his Sardiniaa 
majcAy keeps his court at Turin, the 
capital of his Piedmontefe territories. He 
has a viceroy at Cagliari, the capital of 
this ifland. 

Sardo, a town of Turkey in Afia, ia 
Ndtolia. It was formerly called Sardis, 
and was the capital of Lydia, under the 
famous king Croefus. It was one of the 
feven churches of Alia, celebrated in the 
boek of Revelation. It now contains on- 
ly a few wretebed huts. However, here it 
a large caravanfary, where there are hand- 
fome lodgings for travellers, it being in 
the great road from Smyrna to Aleppo s 
and the Turks have a mofque formerly 
a chriftiau church, llie inhabiunts are 
now alinoft all ihepherds, w'ho feed their 
flocks in the neighbouring plains. There 
arc alfo a few Cfiriftians, who employ 
themfelves in gardening, but they have 
neither church nor priefo It is 70 milea

Sarepta, Colony of, a flourifliing 
colony of Moravian ^hren, feated on 
ibe banks of the little river Sarpa, to whicb 
tbe founders have given tlic name of 
Sarepta, Ijorrowcdirom thelkcredvpritcPB. 
The beginning of ciiis Settlement is dated 
in ami in the fame year the moft 
riilimgiiilhed privileges were granted k by 
the Imperial Court. The foundation was 
hud by five erf the brethren, deputed to 
make choice of a fpot of ground proper 
■for a colony, and to mark out the feite 
of die chief boufe ; fince which time it has 
been augmented every year by families of 
the ITnitas Fratrum, who have come volun- 
tarily to afieiriblc in tliis place in quality 
of colonikb. They amounted in 1773 to 
ajo perfons of both fexes, and it is an- 
nually incrcafing by new comers. The 
chief houfe is not yet intircly finifhed, at 
leafl ari ording to tlie intended plan ; but 
there arc a confiderable number of dwell- 
ing houfes already extremely well built, 
partly of timber, and pai tly of caqDcntry 
and brick. 

Sargans, a tow'n of SwifTcrland, ca- 
pital of a county of the fame name, In the 
canton of Ziiric, with a caftle on a rotk, 
where Andrew Doria, was defeated by 
JJarbaroHa. It is feat^ on the top of a 
Ml ; and near it are mineral fprings, good 
for various difeafes. 

Sargel, a large and ancient feaport of 
the kingdom of Moiocco, and province of 
Tsemci^, with a caitlc, fcaied on the 
feacoaft, »5 miles SSW of Algiers. Lon. 
a 15 L# lat. 36 30 N. 

Sargulminf, a town of France, in 
the df^oartment of Moiehc, feated on the 
Sart, nine miles from Sarback. Lon. 7 
E, lat. 49 8 

Sari, an ancient town of Perfia, in Me- 
fanderan, ao miles SW of Ferabad. 

Sark, a Dttle ifland belonging to Great 
Britain on the coaft of Normandy, fituated 
between Guemfey and Jerley.

i^RLAT, formerly an cpifcopal town

Sarsana, an epifcopal town of Italy, 
in Romagna, 138 miles NW of Kooit#

Sarte, a department of France, in- 
cluding the late province of Maine. It 
takes its name from a river which joins the 
Maine and the Loir, above Angers. The 
capital of the department is Mans. 

Sarum, New. See Salisbury. 

SakuivI, Oli>, an ancient borough in 
Wilts, with tlie ruins of a fort that be- 
longed CO the ancient Britons. One farm 
houfe is all that Remains of tb*s town, 
which yet fends two members to''*|iarlia- 
ment. It once covered the fiimnut of a 
fieep bill, and was ftrongly fortified ; but 
nothing is to be feen except the xuins 
and traces of the walls.

by the Rhone, which parts it from Brelfe ;

It is bnt 
flve leagues m length and three in breadth, 
and contains 30,000 inhabitants. It pn>- 
duces all the neceflarics, as wine, fdb, 
wood, flax, horfes, Iheep, wool, black 
cattle, and deer. Before the invaiion of 
Switzerland by the Frcncli, who completely 
overturned the ancient and lojig-eflabliihed 
goyemment of the Swifs cantons, the re- 
venues of this flatc were not very confider- 
ablc, the falary of the burgomafter only 
amounting to 150I. a year. The clergy 
were paid by the Hate, but their revenues 
were too fcanty for their maintenance. 
Sumptuary laws were in force here* as well 
as in moft parts of SwHTcrland ; and no 
dancing was allowed except upon particu- 
lar occafions. The principal article of 
trade is wine, the country abounding in 
vineyards ; and as the canton affords but 
Ettle com, it is procured from Snabia in ex- 
change for wine. 

SCHAFFHAUSEN, a tOWTl of Swlfler- 
land, capital of a canton of the fame name. 
It is fcated on the lUiine, and owes its 
origin to the interruption of the naviga- 
tion of that river by the cataraA at 
I«auflcn ; huts being at conftnifled, 
for the conveniency of unloading the mer- 
chandife from the boats, ^ degrees in- 
cxeaied to a laigjie town. T^ugh« ihin- 
tiicrtowoi ithasnogan^iand the to- 


tifleations are weak ; but it lately had a 
famous wooden bridge over the Rhine, 
which was burnt by me French in 1799s 
being defeated by tjie Auflrians, and ob- 
liged to evacuate Schaiffhaulen. Thia 
river being extremriy rapid here, had def- 
troyed feveral ftone bridges of the ftrongeft 
conllrudlion, when Ulnc Grubenman, a 
carpenter, offered to throw a wooden 
bridge, of a Angle arch, over the rlyw, 
which is near 400 feet wide. The magH*- 
trates, however, required that it fliould 
confift of two arches, and that he fhoutd, 
for that purpofe, employ the middle pier 
of the old bridge. He did fo ; but con- 
trived to leave it a matter of doubt, wh^er 
the briklgc was fiipported by the middle 
pier. The Ades and top of it were cover- 
ed 5 and it was a kind of hanging bridge ; 
the road, which is almoft level, not being 
carried, as ufual, over the top of the arch, 
but let into the middle of it, and there fuf- 
pended. SchafiThaufen contains about 
6000 inhabitants, and is 2X miles IM by £ 
of Zuric, and 39 E of BaAl.

Scheldt, a eonfiderable river of the 
Netherlands, which riles in France, in 
the late province -of Ficattiy. ^ paffes 
through Flanders, and divides into two 
branches below Fort Lillo, and both for- 
ming feveral iSands, enter the Gknnu 
Ocean. In 1647, Kiilip FV of Spain 
acknowledged the indej^dencc of the 
Seven United Prorinces, and ceded to 
them the fovercignty of the Scheldt ; fd- 
pulating, moreover, that no lai^ ihip 
ibould go dirediy to Antwerp, but ihoifld 
unload its cargo in Hdiland. In 17949 
when the French took Antwerp, they 
ed upon opening the navl^tion of this ri- 
ver, on the plea that all rivers were free, 
and that the confcquent right of navigating 
it could not be ceded by any treaty what- 
ever.

ScHiRAE, a famous city of Periia, in 
Farfiltan, and the capital of all Pcri'ia. 
It is three miles in length, but not fo 
much in breadth ; and is feated at the end 
of a fpacious plain, funounded by high 
bills, under one of which the town hands. 
The houfes are buih of bricks dried in the 
fun t tlie roofs are flat and terraced, lliene 
arc 15 liandibmemolques, tiled with flonea 
of a bluiih green colour, and lined within 
with black poliihed marble. There are 
many large and beautiful gardens, funrouud- 
ed by w^ 14 feet high, and 4 thidk, con- 
taining various kinds of fine trees, with 
fruits almcdl of every kind. The wines of 
Schiras are not only the heft in Perfia, but 
feme think, in the whole world. The wo- 
men are much addidled to gollanUy, and 
it is called an earthly paradifo by fome. In

All tjie magiflratcs arc cathohes, but 
mofl ot the inhabitants are proteflants, 
who Jiave a church witiiout the town, as 
alfo a public IchooU In 1716, the grcatefl 
pint of this city was burnt down, but was 
rebuilt in an elegant manner.

ScHWFiTz, a canton of Swificrland, 
which gives name to them all. It is 
bounded on the W by the Lake of the 
Four Cantons on the S by the canton of 
Uri, on the E by that of Glams, and on 
the N by thofe of Zuric and Zug. The 
government of Scheweitz and Uri is entire- 
^ democratical, and nearly the fante. 
TTiey contain, including their fubjcdls, 
50,000 fouls ; and, in cafe of nccciEty, 
could fumifli above ia,ooo militia. The 
fame kind of foil, and the fame produc- 
tions, are common to the two cantons. 
Luxury is fcarcely known in thefe can- 
tons ; and a purity of morals prevails, 
which can fcarcely be imagined by the 
inhabitants of great and opulent cities. 
The Roman catholic religion is here ex- 
clufivcly eftablifhcd. Tliis canton fuiTered 
in common with all Swiflerland when in- 
vadwl by the French in 1798, being dread- 
fully w'ailed and defolated. 

ScHWi 1T2, a town of Swiflerland, 
capital of the canton of that name, feated 
near the Waldflaettcr See, on a hill, 
with a large and magnificent church.

SciLLY, a clufler of ifland? and rocks, 
lying almoft 10 leagues W of the I.and’s 
End, in Cornwall, and are eafily difeemed 
from it. Of tlicfc only live or fix arc 
Inhabited. They are luppofed formerly 
to have prodmed much tin, but arc now 
chiefly known as a refort lor feafow'l, and 
a place of ibelter for Ihips m bad weather. 
The inhabitants principally fubfift by 
filhing, bui ning kelp, and aefling as pilots. 
The chief of the iflands is St. Mary’s, 
w'hifh has a good port, is tlic bell cul- 
tivated, and contains more inhabitants 
than all the reft put together In tbis 
ifland, and in two or three others, aie 
various antiquities, particularly the remains 
ol a temple of ilie Druids, and anciemt 
fepulchrts : but the grtateft ornament is 
the lighthoufe, which, with tlie gallers', 
IS 51 leet high, and is A very fine column. 
The Scilly rocks have been fatal to num- 
bers of Ihips entering the Englifli Chan- 
nel. One of the moll difaftrous events 
of this kind happened in 1707, w'hen ad- 
miral fir Cloudefly Shove 1 , with three men 
of w'ar, penlhecl with all their crews.

Scilly, a group of iilands in tlie S 
Pacific Ocean, difcovered by captain

SciO, anciently called Chios, a cele- 
brated ifland or the Archipelago, near 
the coaft of Natolia, NW of Samos. It 
is 32 miles long and 15 broad aiid a 
mountainous country!; yet fruits of va^ 
rlous kindsgrow in the fields fuch as oran- 
ges, citrons, olives, mullicrries, and pome- 
granates, intcrfpcrfc'd with myrtles and 
j afmines. The wine of Scio, fo celebrated 
by the ancients, is Hill in great efteem ; 
but the ifland is now principally diftin- 
guiihed by the profitable culture of the 
maftich ; it has alio fome trade in filk, 
wool, cheefe, and figs. The women are 
better bred than in other parts of the 
Levant, and their drefs is odd, but very 
neat. They liave tame partridge's w'hich 
they fend ev^ day into the fields to feed, 
and m the evening call back with a whiftle. 
It is computed that there ai*e 1 0,000 1'urks, 
10,000 Greeks, and 10,000 Latins, on this 
ifland. ITie 1 urks become mailers of it 
in 1566. 

S' 10, a feaport, the capral of an ifland 
of the fame name, and a bi/hop’s fee. It 
is the belt built town in the .^chipelago ; 
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tile hcniies being eemmodfous^feme etf tbem 
terracedf and others covert with tike. 
*nie ca^e is an old ckadel built hf the 
Geaocfcy in which the I'tiijcsy have a. gar- 
rybn^ of Z400 men. The harbow is a 
rendexvous for fhipe that so to or unik 
irtm the Conftantinople 3 it will eoatain 
So veilelsy and is pretedbsil by a low mole 
and two lighthonfes. It is ieated on tbe 
E fide of the ifiand, 47 niibss W of Syneima, 
and aio SW of CoafUntim^. 

Scisoy or SctROS> an iflond o£ the 
ArrhipelagOy W of Metelian. It k 15 
miles long and eight broady and a moMn- 
tamous country, but has no sniAes. The 
Yiaes Riahe the beanty oC the ifiand, and 
the wine is excellent ; nor do the natives 
want wood. It coiiftains only the village 
and convent of St. George^ both built on 
a conical rock^ xo mules from the har- 
bour of St. George. The fuperior of the 
convent exercifes dcibotic fvay over the 
inhabitants, whole mperfikiOB is more 
cxcefitVe than that of the other Greeks in 
the Archipelago. Tbe inhabkants are 
ail Greeks bat the Cadi is a Turk, 

ScLAvo:9iA, a country of Europe, be- 
tween the rivers Save, Drasve, and Da^ 
nabe. It is divided into fix counties, aa<l 
belongs to the houfe of Auftria ; it was 
formerly a kingdom, and is not above 
75 miles in breadth 3 but it k 300 in length, 
from the frontiers of Auibria to Belgrade. 
The eaftem part is called Ratzia, and tlie 
inhabitants Hafeians. Thefe form a par- 
ticular nation, and are of the Gretk church, 
rnie language of Sclavonia is the mother 
of four others, nanoely thofe of Hungary, 
Bohemia, Poland, and Ruflht. 

Scone, or Schoone, a village in 
Perthshire, on tbe E lidk of the river 
Tay, N by W of Perth. Here is the 
ancient 107^ palace (now a feat of the 
aaxi of Mansfield) and the cekbrated fione 
chair, now in Weilminfier abbey, in which 
the kbgs of Scotlimd were crowned. It 
is 30 miles N of Edmbuxgh. 

ScoPELo, an illand of the Archipe- 
lago, five miles £of Sciati, and 17 N of 
l* 3 egropont. It lies at the entrance of 
the gnlf of Salonichi, and is xo miles long 
aoid five broad. It Is very fertile, pio^ 
duces pksty of good wine, and contains 
ja,ooo inblabitaatB, who are almofi ah 
Greeks. 

ScopiA,or CJsCAPiA, an archkpiict^ 
town of Turkey in Europe, in fiuigaria, fea- 
ted on the V ardar,over which is a bridge of 
y z arches, 67 miles WS W of Sofi^, Lon. 
fizzs R>kt. 4a xoN. 

Scotland, or North Britain, the 
noitheni of the two kingdoms into whkli 


the ifland of €b^ Britain wat fer meriy' 
divided. It is bounded on the W by the 
Atlantic Oceaftk on the N by the Nfftk 
Sea,on titr£ by tbe German Ocean, on 
the S£ by England, and on the S by the 
irift Sea. To Seethnstalfi) appertain the 
Kebpkks, or WeAem IQiiids, me Orkney, 
and Shetland Ifiands, and many others a^ 
moimting in all to 300. PVom N to 8 it ex- 
tends 270 miles and its greateft breadth is 
Xioybutia fiime places not above 30. Its 
Com is cadmody irregdar, being greatly 
broken and indented by arms of the fea, 
iwfomiich that there is no nhee in Scot>* 
land above 50 miles difiant trom the ihore. 
Thk country may be divided into three 
parts, viz. the N the Middk, and the 
South divifioni. The boundaries of thefe 
are ftrongly marked by tbe band of na- 
ture. The firfi is cut off by a chain of 
lakes which crofe tiic ifland m an oblique 
dketHiion from N£ to S W firetchhig from 
Invemefs to ther ifk of Mull. The fecond, 
or middle divifion, is feparated from tbe 
foiithem by the hollow trafl between the 
Forth and the Clyde, tbrongh which the 
great Canal is carried. The face of the 
country, in the northern divifion, exhibits, 
in genci^ little elfe than an afiemblage of 
vail dreary mountains. On the northern 
and eaftern Ihores of this divifion, how- 
ever fbere am many vales and level traflt 
of coiifiderable fertility. The middle di- 
vifion contains many great ranges of moun^ 
tains, which traverfe thi^art of the Illand 
in various direflioiis. Toe moft fouthcrly 
ridge, called the Grampian Hills, extends 
from Aberdecnlhirc in a SW dirci^n, ter- 
minating in the mountain Benlo- 

mond, in Stirllngfi^e. In this divifion 
too, cultivation and^ improvement are 
chi^y found on the eafiem coaft : and 
one of the fineft trafls in Scotland, perhaps 
is the great vale called Strathmore, flretch- 
ing along tbe fouthem bale of the Gram- 
pian Mountains. In both thefe divifions, 
however, which comprehend more than 
two thirds of Scotland, the arable gcound 
bears but a fmall proportion to the moun- 
tainous regions, of which the fterUhy will 
ever, in a great meafure, defy tlie efforts 
of human indufiry. On the eafiem fhoret 
of the middle, and in the whole fouthem di- 
vifion, the country beara more rcfemblmce 
to England ; and the proportion of cul- 
tivated ground is very confiderable. ^ The 
rivers in Scotland are in general rapid, and 
remarkably traitfpairent. In fo nanow a 
country, indeed, we cannot expert |o find 
rivers equal to tbe Rhine or the Danube ; 
but, when thdr rapidity and the fhoitnefe 
gS their courfe are kgpt in view, we mult 
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allow that the Scottilh ftreams arc by nO 
means inconfiderable : half the AA'ater they 
difeharge, would in a level country, make 
very bmad and deep rivers. Though there 
are many large and rapid ftreams in the 
northern and middle divifions, yet the Spey 
may be reckoned the moft northerly great 
river. It defeends from the centre of In- 
vcmefsfhire, with all the fui^ of a moun- 
tain torrent, rulhing along, im^uous and 
inrefiftible. The Bon and the Dee, which 
paft through Abcrdccnlhire, are large ri- 
vers j and the Tay difeharges into the fea, 
two miles from Dundee, the greateft body 
of water perhaps of any river in Britain. 
In the fouthem parts, the IVeed, the 
Clyde, and the Forth, are noble rivers, the 
pnde of the natives, and the admiration of 
Itrangers. Aft«r thefe, we may notice the 
£fk,the Annan, the Nith, and the Soutliem 
Dec, which, with fcveral other fine iireams, 
fall into the Solway Frith. The lakes of 
this country are numerous, and fome of 
them very extenlive. Any attempt to 
deferibe, or even to enumerate thefe, lu 
this place, would g-'catly exceed our li- 
mits. The climate of Scotland is various 
in different places. The northern extre- 
mity, which is on the fame paralljlof lat. 
with fome parts of Norway, is vvry cold : 
but the frolts arc much lefs intenfe here 
than inanypart ot the continent equally far 
N, an advantage anting from an infular 
fituation. /fhe whole W coaft is fuyedlcd 
to freqnenf fummer rains, an<l mdden 
changcoiii the atmofpherc, equally unfa- 
vourable to the ripening and gathering 
ill of the protlucls of the eartli. The cli- 
mate in many places on the cvfiern coaft, 
and iu the whole iouth divifion, is not in- 
ferior to that of the northern part of Eng- 
land. The air in Scotland is in general 
healthy ; nor do m c here find any iuch 
extenfive fens as thofe of Lincoliifhire, and 
other low tradts in South Britain. The 
produce of the foil in the not them parts 
of Scotlaijd and its iiles is not confiderable, 
but hffie-ftone, Ihcll-fand, and marl, thofe 
ri( h manures, are found in great plenty in 
different places. Even the rocky fhores 
produce abundance of kelp, an article of 
confidtirablo importance in feveral manu- 
factures. The fiflieries in the fiirround- 
ing feas have long been eiteemed an ob- 
ject of national importance ; and when 
mcreafing commei-ce fhall enable the in- 
habitants to form roads, eredt towns, and 
opr It canals, in thofe remote parts of the 
< ountry, thefe fiiheries may become a real 
loiirceof wealth to the nation. Thepro- 
vliK^ts of Scotland, in general, however, 
-n c multifarious ajad yaluabk* Ji feeds vait 


liCTds of cattle, and its hills are covered 
with flxeep j it produces much gtjiSn and 
flax ; its woods of oak and fir might fur- 
niih mails and timber for the ufe of the 
Britiih navy ; its mines arc rich in coal, 
lead, and iron ; freeftone, limcfione, and 
(late are found in abundance ; neither 
Greece nor Italy can boafl a greater Itore 
of beautiful marble ; fine rock cryftals, 
pearls, and variegated pebbles, are not un- 
common ; and its rivers and lakes are 
richly ftored with falmou and trout, and 
a variety of other fifties. The Scottilli 
mountains, in former times, were infeited 
by tile wolf and the bear; but happily 
thofe ferocious animals have long been ex- 
tirpated. The wild ox was alfo an inha- 
bitant of the Caledonian foreft : herds of 
w'ild rocs, to this day, range at large in 
the northern mountains ; and the itag it 
often feen in tbe woods. There, too, the 
beaurilul bird called capercailzie, or cock 
of the v'ood, is fomctimes found. The 
lofty iummlts are the haunt of the ptarmi- 
gan and the Alpine hare and black game, 
and gioufe fwarm ahiong the heath, and 
often become the picyof the eagle and the 
falcon. Among the w'lld animals whii li 
Scotland poffeffcs m common witli England 
are the fox, the badger, the otter, the 
hedgehog, the bare and rabbit ; the v/ea- 
zel, the mole, and other fmall quad- 
rupeds ; tlie partridge, the quail, the fnlpe^ 
the pl(»ver, and many otiiti birds. 'I'he 
cattle and fheep are fmall, Dut much valued 
for the delicacy of their flclh ; and the 
fleece of the Scottilh iheep often emulates 
the finefl S^uuiilh wool, h'vtn the Ihep- 
herd'b dog peculiar to Scotland, lo hardy,, 
docile, and fagatious, is iw^t unw'orthy of 
mention. Though the cattle in the Idgh 
grounds be diminutive, yet in many parts 
of the country the horfei. and cow's are not- 
inferior in fi/e and beauty to thofe of the 
Enghlh breed. Scotland is divided into 
33 counties ; namely Shetland and Ork- 
ney, Bute, Caithnels, Sutliciland, Rofe, 
Cromarty, Nairne, Jnvemefs, Murray, 
Banff', Aberdeen, ICmcardinc, Angus, 
Perth, Fif'e, Kinrofe, Clackmannan, Stir- 
ling, Dumbarton, Argyle, Renfrew, Ayr, 
Wigton, Kirkcudbright, Dumfries, Rox-

mull always have dirainilhed, inpropor- 
tjon as the breadth of the channel increof- 
ed. There are many fmall rocks that 
ihow their heads near the bafe of the large 
odes. Hiefe are probably the dogs that 
are delhribed as howling round the munf- 
tw* Scylla. iWe are likewlfe many ca- 
verni tlmt add greatly to the noife of the 
wator, and tend to inciieaie the horror of

army confifU almoft entirely of horfe, of 
which they are faid to be able to bring at 
leaft 100,000 into the field. The founder 
of tfaw fe( 5 I was named Nanock, and 
lived in the beginning of the i6th century.. 
Tliey are the defeendants of his difciples : 
the word JeiMj in the Sanfent languaM 
fignifying difciples. The forces of thW 
nation are very numerous, a Sicque will 
confidently lay, that his countij can fumHh 
300,000 cavalry ; but if we amnit that ihfi 
Sicques when united can bring 300,000 
hone into the field, their force in cavalry is 
greater than that of any other Bate in Hin- 
dooBan. The civil and military, govern- 
ment of the Seiks, before a common in- 
tereB had ccafed to adiuate its operations, 
was condudied by general aflemblies. The 
army met in a grand convention called 
Goorimotta, and tranfaAed the moB im- 
poAant affairs ; fuch as declaring war or 
peace, fontiing alliances, or fettling the 
necclTary contributions ; but fince their 
dominions have been fo widely extended, 
the grand afiembly is now rarely fiimmon- 
ed. The Sicques are in general Brong and 
well made ; acciifiomed from their in* 
fancy to the moB laborious life, and hard- 
eB fare, they make marches, and undergo 
fatigues that really appear aBoiiilhing. 
They have commonly two, iome of them 
three, horfes each, of the middle fize, 
ibx>ng, adlive, and mild tempered. Though 
thej' make merry on the dcinil'e of any of 
their brethren, they mourn for the death of 
a horfe : thus fhewing their love of an 
animal fo necellary to them in their pro- 
feffional capacity. 1 'heir drefs is extreme- 
ly fcanty : a pair of long blue draw^ers, 
and a kind of checkered plaid, a pan of 
whkh is faftened round the waiB, and the 
other thrown ovei the fhoulder, with a 
mean tui ban, form their clothing and equi- 
page. I'he chiefs are dlBinguifhed by 
wearing fomc heav>’' gold bracelets on their 
wrlBs, and fometimes a cliain of the fame 
metal l«und round their turbans, and by 
being mounted on better horfes : v^herwile, 
no diBindliun appears ainongB themr The 
chiefs are numerous, fome of whom have 
the command often or twelve thoufand ca« 
vidrv; but this power is confined to a 
fmall number, the inferior officers main- 
taining froita 1 to 3000 , and many not 
mote than 30 or 30 horfes ; a certain 
quota of whkh is fum^d by die chief, 
mt greater mut being the individual pro- 
perty of the Miemen. The Seiks arc now 
oecome one of the moft powerful Bates 
m HindooBazu Their capital is Lahore.

80 geographical miles W of that river. 
Its branches are very numerous, and inter- 
fedt the country for about aoo miles from 
£ to W. Below the falls of Felow Mr. 
Park jnd^ that it might be equal iq fize 
to the Iweed at Melrois. It is by no 
means a capital ibneamf except in the i^iiny 
feafoQ, when Us bed is fi^ed, and will not 
tontain the additional waters. 

Senegal, a kingdom of Negroland, 
lying on a river of the fame name, which 
&femovrs like the Nile, and much about 
the lame time of the year. The French 
once fent 30 men up this river, who rowed 
Jpoo miles, undeigoing great hardfliips, 
mfomuch that only nve returned back alive. 
The kingdom of ^egal was formerly con> 
ftderable, but is now reduced into fi very 
farrow compafs. It is populous and full of 
trees, but the foil being Oindy, they never 
low tip the rainy fcalbn comes 0% {n June ; 
and get in their harvcft in September. The 
French had a fort ^d fadlory, in an iiland 
at the month of the river, and were entire 
mailers of the gum-trade. It is called 
Fort Louis, wa§ taken by the Engliih in

SiNNAU, the capital of akin^m of 
the fame name in Africa. See NxjbIa. 
It b five miles in circumibeiure^ and 
contains near xoo,ooo inhabitants. The 
koufes arp all one ftory high, yrith flat 


roofs ; but the fuburbs contain otSf co^ 
tages covered with reeds. The palace is 
furrounded by high walls, of bricks dried 
in the fun, but is only a confufed heap 
of buildings. The heats are almoft in* 
fupporuble m the day time, except in thp 
rainy feaibn, which l^as in April, and 
continues three months, at which time 
the air is un^>^hribme. The commodi- 
ties are elephants teeth, tamarinds, civet, 
tobacco, and gdd duft. There is a mar- 
ket near the palace, v^here Haves are fold ; 
the females bt on one fide, the males on 
another, and the Egyptian mcrchanU buy 
great numbers of Ufim every year. The 
women of quaUty have flig^ garments of 
filk, and wear rings of various metals op 
their hair, arms, legs, cars, and fingers. 
Women of a rank, and girls, have 
dothes wrapped round them ^ 

walk to the knees. The men go almoft 
naked. The merchandile required at 
Sennar are fpices, paper, brals, hardware, 
glals beads, and a black drug, with which 
they colotff their eyelids and eyebrows. 
It is feated on an eminence, near the river

Sens, an ancient town of France, in 
the department of Yonne and late province 
of Burgundy.

The maufoleum of Hydcr 
Aly is one of the moft magnificent objedls 
in the place : it is on the S angle of the ill- 
and, fuiTounded by a grove of beautiful cy* 
prcfr trees. This city is ftrongly fortified. 
It was clofely befieged in 1792 by lord 
Cornwallis, and was only faved from being 
captured, by Tlppoo’s agreeing to fign a 
treaty by which he ceded half of his domi> 
xiions, and agreed to pay a vaft fum of mo- 
ney to the £ India Company and their al- 
lies. A frefh war broke out m 1 799 , when 
die city was taken by alTault, and Tippoo 
was killed. The town was plundered of 
every thing valuable, and an immenfe 
quantity of fpoil was divided among the 
troops.

Qu^cen Elifahcth 
having augmented the revenues of the 
fchool, it was called Queen Eiifabcth’s 
School ; and the whole was rebuilt of ftonc 
in 1737. Near this town is Kuolc, an an- 
cient palace of the fee of C..uttTbury, 
wliich archbifliop Cranmer exchanged m ith 
the crown for othei lands, and queen 
Elifabeth gave to 'Hiomas loid Buck- 
hurft, afterward earl of Dorftt, from 
whom it dtfeended to the preient duke of 
Dorfet.

Sever us* Wall, rommonly called 
Graham’s Dike, in the W of Scotland. 
It is a work of the Romans, Aippoied to 
be done by the Lmi)eror whofe name it 
bears, to jjrcvcnt the incurlions of the 
Pitfls and Scots. It began at Aberconi, 
oil the frith of Forth, four miles NE 
of Linlithgow, and run W to the frith of 
Clyde, emling at Kirkpatrick, near Dum- 
barton. 

Seville, a confiderable city of Spain, 
capital of Andalufia, ami a bifliop’s fee. 
It ib feated in a large plain, on tlie Guad- 
alquivcr, and lakes more ground than 
Madrid, although it has not fo many in- 
habitants. The Phenicians arc fnppofed 
to have been its founders, who culled it 
lllfpalis ; and it is the Julia the Ro- 
mans, who embelliflied it with many^mag- 
nificent buildings. It isj of a round form, 
fortified with itrong walks, flanked by 
high tow^ers. The Moors built an aque- 
du^, flill to be feen, flx miles in length* 
The catliedr^l is the largell in Spain, being 
175 feet long and 80 broad, the fiecple is 
of curious workmanflup, and extremely 
high, confifllng of three towers, one above 
another, wkh galleries and balconies. 
Of the convents that of St. Francis is the 
moft curious, adorned with a haiitlfoine 
public fquare, in the midft of which is a 
fine fountain. The uftiverfity confilts ot^ 
many cdllegci ; and &e profclToru < 
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ijch penj^ns. The xx)yal palace c^d 
Alcazar, was partly builtaifter the antique 
by the Moors, and partly in the^ modern 
Cafte by king Pedro ; it.ia a mile inex*^ 
tent, and flanked by large Square towers, 
built with ftones, taken from the ancient 
temple of Hercuiesr Some fay it is not 
equalled in Europe, behind the Alcazar is 
a magnificent fiauff manufi^nre, credited 
by Ferdinand VI, where a thoufand men 
are conftantly employed. The exchange 
is a fquare building of the TuTcan order, 
each front loo feet in length, and three 
ftories high. The townhoufe is adorned 
with a great number of flatues, and there 
is a large fquare before it, with a fine foun- 
tain in the middle. There are lao hof- 
pitals richly endowed, the pleafant fitua- 
tion of Seville near the fca makes it one of 
thericheftand molt trading towns in Spain. 
The fiiburb of Triana it^ds on the other 
(ide of the river, over wliich is a lon^; 
bridge of boats. In this fuhurb the houle 
of the laquifitlonis placed; and there are 
public walks, where mofl: of the inhabi- 
tants go to take the air. Formerly the 
trade of the New World, centered in this 
port and there were 16,000 looixis and 
130,000 peribns employed, but there are 
now only 400. The country atiout it is 
extremely fertile in com, wine, See. and 
there is abund^ce of oil ; for to the W 
of the river k a grove of olive-trees, 30 
miles in length. Seville is 45 miles from 
the Atlantic, iia W of Granada, and aia 
S by W of Madrid.

Sevres, Two, a department of France, 
including part of the late pro\ince of Poi- 
tou.

mile together, at eight, ten, and twelve 
yards dj|la!nce, of ibch ixnmeiife wnght, 
that carnages now in ufe could ndt fup- 
port them.

^es> and knives, or whittles ; for the lafi

above 300 years ; and it is reputed to ex- 
cel Binningham in thefe wares as that 
does this town in locks, hinges, nails, and 
poliihed ilecl. The firft mills in England 
for tui*ning grindilones v^e alfo fet up 
here. Here are alfo lead works and a filk 
mill. It is feated on the Don, which is 
navigable within two or three miles of the 
town, and its neighbourhood abounds with 
coal. has two large churches, and a 
fpacious market place, fumifhed with neaf 
ihops for butchers, It is 54 miles 
SS W of York, and 1 61 NN VV of London.

It contains the borough of Queenborough 
and tlie fort of Sheerpefs. 

Shefton Mallet, a towmin Somcr- 
fetibire, with a market on Friday. It has a 
confiderable manufacture of cloth, is feated 
under Mendip Hills, 2 7 miles S W of Bath^ 
and 114 W of Loudon. Lon. a 30 W, 
lpt.5J9N. 

S H K R no RN, a town in Dorfetfiiire, with 
a market on Thurfday and Saturday. It 
was formerly a biihop’s fee, and had three 
churches, though now l)ut one, which 
was the cathedral. It had alfo a calUe, 
nowin ruins. Here is a freefehool, found- 
ed by Edward VI ; two large filk mills ; 
and a conduit of excellent water, which is 
continually running. It is computed to 
contain aoooo inhabitants, 16 milts N by 
W of Dorcheller, and ii 8 W by S of 
London. Lon. 2 41 W, lat. 54 N. 

SHhRBOKN,a town in the W ridmg of 
Yorkfinre, with a market on Friday, 
feated on a river, which foon falls into 
the Oufe, 14 miles SW of York, and j8x 
N by W pf London.

Sheri.orougm, a fort of Guinea, m 
Africa, feated at the mouth of Sherborough 
River. It belongs to the Englifh, and is 
lop miles S£ of Siena Leone- Lon. iz o 
W,lat.6oN. 

Shi rburne, a ttrwn of N America in 
the ifiand of Nantucket, 80 miles S of 
Boilon. Lon. 70 30 W, lat. 41 o N. 

Sheriff-muir, a heath in Perthfliire, 
Scotland between the Ochils and the 
Grampian Mountains; famous for 
bloody but undccifive battle, in 171^, be- 
tween the royal anny and the rebel forces 
under the earl of Mar. 

Shetland, the general namo of about 
40 iflands, lying zoo miles NNE of Caith- 
nefslhire, in Gotland, between 59 56 and 
6z XX N lat* Hie names of tlie principal 
are ,Mainhuid, Yell, Unll, and fuia or 
Thule. The Auroi'se Boreales, or Merry 
Dancers, as they are called in thele ifland^ 
m the confiant attendants of clear even- 
ings, and prove great reliefs amid the 
gi^m of the long udntcr nights. What 
Uic inhabkauts have been hitlieito able to 
do, their natural advantages confiJcred||, 
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does not dcfcrve that naitlCf notwlthflaml- 
ing they export large quantities of cod, 
tulk, ling, and ikate, infomuch that the 
bounty allowed by adlsof parliament a- 
mounts from X40ol. to aooo annually. 
They havc,bcfidc8, haddocks, whitings, 
turbot, and a variety of other In 
many of the inlets there are prodigious 
quantities of excellent oyfters, lobiters, 
mufcles, cockles, and other fhell 4 iih. As 
to amphibious creatures, they have mul- 
titudes of otters and fcals ; add to thefe 
that amber, ambergris, and other fpoils of 
the ocean, are frequently found upon the 
coafis. The inhabitants are flout, well- 
made, and comely ; the lower fort of a 
fwarthy complexion, a hardy, robuft, and 
laborious people, who, generally fpeaking, 
get their bread by fiihing in all weathers in 
Uicir yawls, which are little bigger than 
Gravefend wherries, live hardly, and in 
the fummerfeafon moftly on fifh. Shet- 
land, with Orkney, forms one of the coun- 
ties of Scotland. 

SHtvAGUNGA, a town of the E Indies 
in Hindooltaii, 25 miles NW of Bangalore.

Shin, Loch, a lake in the mountains of 
SutherlandAtire, Scotland 81 miles in cir- 
cuit. From which ifliies a itream which 
flows into die frith of Dornoch. 

Shifton, an ancient town in Worcef- 
terihlre, though furrounded by Warwick- 
fhire, witli a market on Saturday. It is 
feated on the Stour,^i4 miles W of Ban- 
bury, and 83 NW of London. I^u. 125 
W,lat. 5 a 5 N. 

Shoalfs, Isles of, in N America, 
on the coafl of and the only idands belong- 
ing to New Hampfhire. They lie con- 
venient for the cod fiflicry, which was 
formerly carried on here to great advan- 
tage; but the Inliabitants are now few 
and poor. 

Shogle, a town of Ada in Syria, feated 
on the Alia anciently called Orontes, over 
which is a bridge of 13 arches. It is 18 
miles S by E of Antioch, and 45 SW of 
Aleppo. Lon. 36 40 E, lat. 35 ao N. 

Shoomsk A, one of the Kuriles in Kamt- 
fehatka, which is inhabited by a mixture 
of nadves and Kamtfchadales. See Kur- 
iles. 

Shooter’s Hill, a village in Kent, 
fituate on a hill ib called, eight miles ESE 
of London. From this hill is a fine ex- 
teniive profpeiSl, and the Thames makes 
a magnificent appearance from it. I>«ady 
James built a mlty tnwer on this hill in 
honour of her bufband commodore James, 
"who reduced the fort^f Sevemdroog in the 
E Indies in 1756. Ills galled Sevemdroog 


C^le, is of a triangular form, and con** 
tains fome of the arms, ornaments, fleCk 
token from the enemy. 

Shoreham, a borough in Suflex, vnth 
a market on Saturd^. It fends two 
members to parliament, and is commonly 
called New Shoreham, to diltinguilh it 
from the Old, which lies near it, and is 
now of little account. It is feated on an 
arm of the fea, which makes it a place of 
fome trade, and many fnull velTels are 
built here. It is 16 miles NW of New- 
haven, and 56 S by W of London. Lon. 
015 W, lat. 50 54 N. 

Shrewsbury, a borough in Shrop- 
iliire, and the capital of that county, 
with a market on Wednefday, Thurfday, 
and Saturday. It is beautifully feated on a 
peninfula formed by the Severn, over which 
are two bridges, and is furrounded by a 
WTiU, with three gates. Here was former- 
ly a raflle and abbey, both now in ruins. 
It contains five churches, is governed by a 
mayor, and fends two members to parlia- 
ment. It is the chief mart for a coarfe 
kind of woollen cloth, made in Montgoine- 
ryfhire, called Wcifh webs, and for all forts 
of Wclfli commodities, which arc general- 
ly bought in a rough flate at WelfhpooJ, 
and finiflied here, whence they are export- 
ed to America and Flanders. It is alfo 
famous for its excellent bra>Ait, which is 
fent to various parts of the kingdpm. In 
1283, Edward I held a parliament here, 
when the lords fat in the caflle, and the 
commons in a bam. Another parliament . 
was held here in 1397, by Richard H. 
Clofe to this town, in 1403, was fought the 
battle baween Henry IV and Henry Percy, 
fumtmed Hotfpur, in which the latter was 
defeated and llun.

Shropshirf, or Salop, a couxi^of 
England, bounded on the N by Cheuiire 
and a detached part of Flintfhirc, on the £ 
by Siaflbrdfliirc, on the $£ by Worcefler- 
Ihire, on the S by Herefordfhire, on the 
SW by Radnorihire, and on the W by the 
counties of Montgomery and Denbigh, it 
is about 50 miles Tong, and 40 broad. It 
lies partly in the diocefe of Lichfield and 
Coventry, and partly in that of Hereford ; 
contsuns 14 hundreds, 16 market-towns, 
and 170 pariihes; and fends 12 members 
to parliament. The air is falubrious, and 
not very fharp, except on the hills. Shrop-

Capital of a captainihip of the fame name, 
which lies between thofe of Maragnan and 
Rio -Grande, on the N coall. In the 
neighbourhood is a fort, on a mountain, 
near the river Siora.

Si as KOI, a towm of RuiBa, in the 
government of Peteriburg. It is feated not 
far from the lake Ladoga, 24 miles N£ of 
Kew Ladoga.

SirrRiA, a large country, comprehend- 
ing tlic moll northern part of tlie Ruffian' 
empire in Alia. It is bounded on the £ 
^ the Eaflern Ocean, on the S by Great 
Tartary, on the W by Ruflia, and on the 
N by the Frozen Ocean. It extends 2000 
miles from E to W, and 750 from N to S. 
The S part is a fertile country, producing 
all the neceffaries of life ; but the N part 
is extremely cold, ahnoll uncultivated, and 
thin of people. The principal riches of 
Siberia eonfill in fine Ikins and fhrs. 
The inhabitants arc of three forts, pagans, 
or die natives of the eountiy^ ; Mahomet- 
ans, or Kuflians. The former dwell in 
forefls in the winter, and in the fumincr on 
the banks of rivei's. They are clothed 
with the Ikins of wild hcafls, and their 
riches eonfill in bows, arrows, a knife, and 
a ketde. They make ufe of reindeer and 
dogs, inllead of horfes, to draw their 
fledges. They have fevbral idols, whicih 
they are fomelnnes difpicafed wih, and 
W’ill cither beat or burn them. Thly all 
live in wretched huts, which they remove 
from place to place. ' Thofe in the fuuth- 
eni parts are not muck more polite ; but 
they^ have horles with which they go a 
hunting, and their hotlfes,' though poor, 
are not Ihifted from place tp place. Nor 
are the Mahometan Tartars, who dwell In 
thde parts, lb t^yaiin other phNies. The 
^ RufiSus fiutled me m much the fame as 

beeriM, buiZalMfs^ and l^s^ of wlddb they ' in dteir native country* Through this 
about their fiunns. ’ Befides Vafi'tradl the Ruffian caravans travd every 
yctej with their ttipFchandirc^ to China. 
Tw principal rivdk arc the Oby, Lena^ 
itjrllb Ytmie, and Okou, In tm couw- 


which, there ^ laige and'^gootu ano- 
codilk»fcandftlT^te aojertlong. ITidr 
lempies and prieus arc yery munetous i

waters are fait; and tbefe reciprocally 
change their nature* the fiJt fometimes be- 
coming frelh* and the fineih changing into 
Saline* ' Some lakes alfo dry up* and others 
appear where none were ever fecn before. 
The £dt lake of Yamulha* in the province 
of ToboUk* is the moll remarkable of all* 
for it contains a (alt as white as (how* con- 
lifting entirely of cubic crjrftals. One finds 
alfo m Siberia falinc fprings, ialt water 
brooks* and a hill of fait. The W part 
of Siberia is comprifed in the Rullian go- 
vernments of Tobollk and Kol)nran ; the 
£ part in the government of Irkutak. 
ToboUk is the capital. 

SiCHLM, a town of Auftrian Brabant* to 
the S of which is a calebrated monaftery. 
It is feated on the Demer* i8 miles £ of 
Mechlin Lon. 5 o £, lac. 91 6 N. 

Sicily* an iflandofthe Mediterranean 
Sea* almoft in the form of a triangle, ter- 
minating in three points or capes ; that 
which ih ncurcft Italy is called Capw del Fa- 
ro ; that which regards the Morea, Capo 
PafTaro ; and the third which points to Af- 
rica, Capo di £oco. As Sicily is an if- 
land* it can be only bounded by the fei ; 
however it is feparated from the kingdom 
of Naples by a narrow ftrait* called the 
Faro ; but as MeiTina is feated on it* it is 
called the Faro di Meifina. This is about 
five miles in breadth, and in it are the 
famous (helves called Scylla and Charybdis* 
fo much celebrated by the Latin poets * 
but thefc are now faid to have been remov- 
by the terrible earthquake, which happen- 
ed here and in Calabria, in the beginning 
of the year 1783, and which dellroytd 
many cities and villages* and above 40*000 
inhabitants. The two kingdoms of Naples 
and Sicily are under the fame climate* and 
the produdions are much the fame* only 
Sicily abounds much more in corn* paiticu- 
larly in the valUcs of Noto and Mazara ; 
but then Ihere sure fewer trees and fruits : 
Ther valley of Demons has more foreft and 
fruit trees than the two others. It is ftud 
to contain one million of inhabitants* who 
m general have a very badchara^cr* They 
formerly cultivated (cicncesherc, and there 
was an univerfity at Catanca* but nowthey 
‘are greatly negledfed. It is Cud there are 
mines of all kinds* but k does not appear 
that ^e^ derive any advantage from them. 
It is^vided into the vallies juft mentioned* 
oan«d by them Val di D^i^ona* Val di 
NotOp and Valdi Mazora* which are taken 
n'ltice of in their proper places." Don Car- 
idibecameking ofthe Two Sicilies in 1736, 
in coiijikquence of the tttaty of Vioua ; 
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but the king of Spain dying in 1760, hfc 
fucceeded to that crown* and his tUrd foil 
Ferdinand became 1* Jng of the Two Sicilies. 
Mount JFitna* now called GibcUo* the 
famous volcano* is in Val di Demona.

SiDDiNGTON* a village in Gloucefter- 
(hire*with ahandfome chapel* an unfiniih- 
ed tower, and fome painted glaft. It is 
feated on the river Chum* one mile S£ of 
Circnccftcr. 

SiDCROCAPSA* a town of Turkey in 
Europe* in Macedonia* famous for a gold 
mine in its neighbourhood. It is five miles 
from the gulf oi Conteftsu Lon.

SiDMOUTH* a fifhing town in Devon- 
fhire* much frequented in the bathing 
feafon, and was foimerly pretty conlider* 
able before its harbour w^as choked up.

SiDON* or Said, a (eaport of Paleftine# 
anciently a place oi g)*eat Itrength* and ex- 
tenlive trade.

SiFGPURG* a town of Germany*. in 
the cin;le of Weftphalia* and duchy ol 
Berg, fubje^ to the cleAor palatine.

SiEGEN, a town of Germany* in Wett* 
ravia* with aeaftle,and the title of a prin- 
cipality, which k gives to a branch of the 
houfe of NalTau. It is feated on the dver 
of the fame name* 1 7 milc*s N W of Diftem- 
bin^g* and 317 £ Cologne* Lon. S j £# 
lat. 50 53 N. 

SiEGMARtKGEN* a town of Gomany* 
in the circle of Suabia^ and of a

3 Lon. 9 10 PZi lat. 48 2 N. 

SitGfiTADT, a town of Norway, in the 
psiDvlnce of Aggerhuys. 

StENNA, a celebrated city ofTufcany, 
capital of the Siennefe, with an archbifhop’s 
ice, a univei*lity, and a citadel. It U about 
four niilei in circumference, and furround- 
cd by a wall. The architcAure of the 
Gothic metropolitan churcli is admirable, 
and much cftcemcd by all travcllcra ; it is 
bulk with black and wluie marble, and the 
pavement is of Moiaic work. Sienna is 
not very populous ; but the women have 
more fretdoni than in nioD: parts of Italy. 
It is adorned with a great number of pa- 
laces, fountains, and fuperb churches. 
The grea*- area is round, and the houics 
about it are of the fame height, fupjiortcd 
by piazzas, under which people may 
walk in all weatlicr^. In the middle is a 
bafin, which they t an fill with water at any 
time, and rcprdcnt a La-fight witli fniall 
Veifels. The Italian language is taught 
here with fuch purity, that many foreigners 
frequent it on that account. It is feated on 
three eminences, 36 miles S of Florence, 
knd 105 N by W of Konic. Lon. ii ii 
E, lat. 43 24 N. 

Sn NNES»E, a duchy of Italy, bounded on 
the N by the Florentino, on the S by the 
Mediterranean and the duchy of Callro, on 
the B the Perugino and Orvietano, aud 
dn the W by the Florentino and tlic Tuf- 
can Sea. It is about 55 miles in length, 
and as much in breadth. The foil is pret- 
ty fertile, efpccialiy in mulberry trees ; 
which feed a great number of filk-worms, 
and there are fcveral mineral fprings. 
Sicniia is the capital. 

SiENNOi, a town of Kuffia, in the 
government of Mohilef, 60 miles NNW 
of Mohilef. Lon. 29 45 54 

30 N. ' 

Sierra Leone, a country on the W 
coafr of Africa, fo named, according to 
fome authors, by the Portuguefe, ou ac- 
count of its mountains on this coaft 
abounding wdth lions. Some extend its 
limits from the Grain Coaft on the S£, to 
Capi Verga or Vega on the NW ; that is, 
between 7 and 10® N lat. Olhtrs how- 
ever, confine the country between Cape 
Verga and Cape Tagrin. In the open and 
plain parts, on the banks of a river of the 
ume name, the heat of the iim before any 
brecasc arftes, is almoft intolerable ; but as 
a refrefhing gale conftantly fprmgs up 
about noon, it renders the country fuppor- 
% ble. The lyhole tra^, on each fide the 
nver, is rich in rice and millet, which is 
the chief fuftenasce of the inhabitants ; 
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and upon the whole it is one of the heft 
countries on the coaft. In 1791, an aift df 
parliament was obtained, incorporating a 
company called the Sierra Leone Company, 
for the purpofe of cultivating Weft India 
and other tropical produtSliuns on the banks 
of river. THie firlt fettlers amounted 
to 200 white penb^s, befides a numlicr of 
free blacks from N^va Scotia. The na- 
tives appeared to be extremely friendly, and 
a tew, in 1792, had cqmc to wftrk for the 
cukiny. On the fettnig in of the rains, 
about the latter end of May, the fame year, 
a eonfidcrable degree of nclcnefs and mor- 
tality prevailed, ocCafioncd chiefly by the 
Infumciency of the temporary habitations, 
which could not be completed before the 
rains fet in. Thiity-five white perfons (of 
whom fourteen wti’c foldiers) aiid many of 
the blacks died of this licknefs. The next 
year, the fettirig in of the rains Wab not 
produ<ftivc ol the fame cfTcdls. Tlic eolo- 
nifls w'cre in good health, w*ere all put into 
poflellion of Tmall lots of land, and a new 
town, on a regular and extended fcalc, w'as 
begun to be bUilt. Beridcs tlie Nova Scotia 
blacks, a large paity of the natives were at 
work for the company, and the experi- 
ments in fugar, c otton, &c. appeared to he 
pronilfing. The native chid s and people 
a}>peared to be extremely friendly, and the 
Company’s fchools were regularly attended 
by 3 CO children, among w'hotn w'crcfome 
children of the natives. But this chcarful 
feene w^as fooii overcaft, and this beautiful 
and profperous colony ovtrw'helmcd wuih 
ruin. In Sept. 1794* a French fquadron 
an*ived at SieiTa Lcope, fired upon the 
town and did much cjaniage. In the after- 
noon the encmiy landed, finding the tovt n 
almoft deftitute of people, but rich in pro- 
vifions, clothing, and other ftores. They 
began immediately to break open the houics 
and to plunder. \Vh2t they did not want^ 
tliey deflroyed, bunit, or threw into the ri- 
vci*. They kilkd all the cattle and animals 
they found ip the fields orftreets, yards, or 
clfcwliere, not fpariiig even afle^, doj^s. and 
cats. Theftf proceedings they continued 
the whole fveceeding week, till they liad 
entirely ruinld this b^utiful and profpcTing 
colony '; and when the}'' found nothing 
more worth pltmderiisg, thev &t fire toth^ 
public buildings and an the hbufes belong- 
ing to the Europeans. 

Sierra Leone, a river of Africa, in a 
country of the fame name, lu fource is 
uncertain , but its mouth, in Ion. 12 30 W, 
lat.

Sii-KRA Morbna, inountainsin Spain, 
which divide the kingdoms of Elhramadura 
and New CaftUe from that of Andalufia. 
Cervantes has placed the moil entertaining 
adventures of his hero, Don Quixote, 
among thefe mountains which has made 
tliem famous all over Eurppe. 

Si-Fans, the name of a people fubjeA 
to China. Their country is only a eon* 
tinned ridge of mountains, bounded by (he 
rivers Hoang-ho on the N, Ya-long on the 
W, and Yang-tfe kiang on the E, between 
30 and 35® of N lat. The greater part of 
Uie Si-ians live in tents ; but fomeof them 
have huufes built of earth, and even brick. 
Their habitations are not contiguous ; they 
form at moil but fmall hamlets, confilling 
of five or fix families. They feed a great 
number ^of flocks, and are in no want of 
any of the necelTaries of life. The princi- 
pal article of their trade is rhubarb, viliiLh 
their country produces in great abundance. 
Tliefe people are of a proud and indepen- 
dent fpirit, and acknowledge with reluc- 
tance the fuperiority of the Cliinefe govern- 
ment, to whit h they have been fuhjedled. 
They have loft much of their an- 
cient fplendour ; for the Si -fans, who at 
preient are confined in a wild country, 
where they have not a fingle city, enjoyed 
formerly an extenfive dominion, and form- 
ed a powerfiil and formidable empire. 
The Chinefc annals fix the epocha of the 
downfall of their empire, about the year 
1227 : fincethal time, the Si-fans have re- 
tired to their native mountains, where, 
from being a conquering and poliftied peo- 
ple, they have again luuk into their origi- 
nal barbarity.

SiGLTH, or ZiGAT, a town of Lower 
Hungary, capital of a county of the lame 
name. It is feated in a morafs, has a 
tripte wall, with ditches full ot w'ater, and 
is defended by a citadel, being one of the 
llrongett places in Hungary. It was reta- 
ken irom the Turks in 1669, after it had 
been blocked up two yeai-s.

S1-H0U, a beautiful lake of China, 
which waihes tlie walls of Ilane-tcheou- 
fou, its water is pure and limpid, and its 
banks are almoft every where covered with 
ilowcTA. Halls and open galleries, flip- 
ported by pillars, have been ereifted here 
on piles, for the convenience of thofe wlio 
are fond of u'alking. In tin middle of the 
lake are two ifiands, to w'liich company 
generally refort after having amnfed tliem- 
lelves with rowing, ami ni which a tem- 
ple and feveral pleafure iioules have been 
built tor their reception. 

Si LI*' SI A, a durhy of Germany, 274 
miles long and 100 broad ; bounded on 
the N by Brandenburg and Poland, on 
the S by Moravia and llungaiy*^, on tlie 
E by Poland, and on the W by Lower 
Lufatia and Bohemia. Tlie principal ri- 
vers are, the Oder, the Viftula,lhe NeiiTe, 
the Bober, the Queis, the C'lppa, and tlie 
Elfe. Thei‘e is a long chain of mountains, 
which feparate Silcfia from Bohemia, one 
half belonging to the one, and the other to 
the other, and they have their particular 
names. On the top of the mountain of 
giants, is a famous fpring, frequented b)' 
a great number of people, partly out of de- 
votion, and partly to drink the w'atcrs. 
There were miners of gold, filver, and 
other metals ; but they have not been 
worked for many yea»*s. There are alio 
ibme precious Itoncs, but two much time 
is required to prorui*e them. The higheit 
mountain of Silefia is called Zotenberg, 
fituaicd 111 the principality of Schw'clduitz, 
and is 104 miles in circumference. The 
moft ponfiderable filvcr-mines at prefent, 
are at ReitlLem, in the princip^ity of 
Brcig. There are alTo mines of lead, cop- 
per, apd iron, and quarries of various 
Itoncs ; befides antimwy falt-petre, ful- 
pher, allum, vitriol, quick-lilvtT, fcalcd 
earth, and other minerals. The principal 
manufadlory is linnen-cloth, and they have 
alfo foine woolen manufaiftories, and^bdQk* 
houfes. They feed a great number ot c 4 t- 
tie, have large itudds of horfes, and plenty 
of game in the woods. They have but few 
lynxes and bears, and fewer wolves hc- 
caufe they give a ducat a head for eveiy 
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iBCthat is kilted. They have a great ma- 
ny Udces full of pikes, carps, and other 
gdod £& : aUb plenty of b^, which pro- 
aiice a great deal of honey, and wax. 
They have wheat, barley, oats, millet- 
leed, and turnips, fufllcient for the uie of 
the inhabitants j and in feme places they 
cultivate laffron ; h^t their wine is very 
Jhtd, and therefore they turn it moftiy 
into vinegar. Silefia is divided into the 
Upper and Lower. In the Upper, the 
inhabitants are generally Roman-Cathol- 

ks, fpeaking the Polifh language, and in 
the Lower, almoft all Pr^elUnts, and 
l^ealt their mother^ongue. Silefia is di- 
tnded into 17 fmall dutchies, and 7 free 
ftates, without comprehending the county 
#f Glatz. Thefe are taken notice of in 
their proper places. The greateft part of 
this country was ceded to the king of

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)ieve generally clouded ; but no rain falls 
trxccpt near the fca. Indeed very few 
Ihowers fall during the whole year. Ow- 
ing ttt this* and the neighbourhood of the 
Ikndy dcfcrts on tlie E and on the NW 
the heats arc fo violent* and the winds 
from thofe quarters fo pernicious* that the 
houfes are contrived fo as to be occafional- 
ly ventilated by apertures ou the top, re- 
fembling the funnels of fin all chinmies. 
When the hot winds prevail* the windows 
are clofely Ihut, by which the hotteft cur- 
rent of air, near the furface, is excluded ; 
and a cooler part* htraule more elevated, 
defeeuds into the houfe througli the fun- 
nels. By this alio vaft clouds of duft are 
excluded ; the entrance of wliich w4||||d 
alone be fulficient to render the houfes 
inhabitable. The roofs are compoled of 
thick layers of earth inftead of terraces. 
Few countries arc more unwliolefome to 
European conftitutions, particularly the 
lower part of the Delta. The Hindoos, 
who were the original inhabitants of Siiidy, 
and who arc reckoned to outnumber the 
Mahomttans as lo to i arc treated with 
great rigour by their Mahometan gover- 
nors, and are not permitted to erc<ft any 
pagodas, or places of worth! p ; and this 
feverity drives vaft numbers of them into 
other countries. The inland parts of Sin- 
■dy, produce faltpetrc, falammoniac, borax, 
bezoar, lapis-lazuli, and raw lilk. They 
liave alfo manufactures ot cotton and filk 
of various kinds; and they make fine ca- 
binets, inlaid with ivory, and huely lac- 
quered. They alfo cxpoiL great quanti- 
ties of butter, clarified and wrapt up in 
duppas, made of the hides of cattle. The 
ladies wear hoops of ivory, on both their 
arms and legs, and when they die, they 
arc burnt with them. They have large 
black cattle, excellent mutton, and fmall 
hardy horfes. Their wild game are deer, 
hares, antelopes, and foxes, which they 
hunt with dogs* leopards, and a fmall 
fierce creature called a fhiahgufli. The 
prince of this phivince is tributary to the 
liiltan of Candahar. lie relides at Hydra- 
bad, though Tatta is the capital.

The foil in the mountains is generally 
black, though there are foine parts of a red 
colour, which they derive from iron. Tb® 
arable ground is for the moft part black, 
yet affords clay in fome places, bluc^ red. 


and white ; and in one or two places they 
have fulleris earth. The ifland of Skye it 
excellently provided with bays and har- 
bours ; the S p:.iiinfula,c£lcd Oronfa, has 
an excellent place for anchorage. The 
mountains here are of confiderable height : 
and of fome the tops are covered with Inow 
all the year round ; the tops of others are 
covered with land, which the rains waih 
down in great quantities. All of them 
abound with heath and grafs, which afford 
good pafturage for cattle and Cheep. The 
arable ground is generally in the vallies 
betwixt the mountains, and which have al- 
ways a river running tlirough the middle. 
The foil is extremely fertile, infomuch that 
fome places are faid to produce conftant 
crops without manure for 40 years. Wheu 
manured with feaware, the general pro- 
duce is from 20 to 30 fold, and inftances 
are even recorded of xoo fold produce. 
Skye abounds with rivers, all of which af- 
fot^ flih of different kinds Some abound 
with falinon, and fonic with the olack muf- 
cles which produce pearl. The climate of 
Skye is i‘old and moift, the S W wind blow- 
ing over a vaft tradl of fea, brmgs 
almndance of rain ; but the B wind blow- 
ing over the northern part of Scotland 
brings iair weather, which holds good alTo 
in tile other weftern illes. The N wind is 
very cold, and deftru( 5 bve both to com and 
grafs. Portiec is tiic capital. 

Slaguen, a town of Germany, in 
Pruffian Pomerania, feated on the Wippei. 
10 miles B by S of Kugenwald. 

Slanfy, a decayed town of Bohemia, 
with a cafUe, 18 luiles NW of Prague. 
Iion. x8 27 £, lat. 50 x6 N« 

Slate, adiftridt of the ifland of Skye, 
Gtuate on the SB fide of the ifland. It is 
a peninfula, and terminates in a rugged 
promontory, called the Point of Slate. 

Slawkaw, or Austeklitz, a town 
of Moravia, capital of a circle of the lame 
name. It is |o miles B of Briun. Lon. 
16 57 £, lat. 49 5 N. 

Sleaford, a populous towu in Lin- 
colnfhire, with a market on Monday. It 
has a ruined caitlc, and a large market- 
place, built m the form of a paralleiog^. 
It is feated m a valley, on a rapid nvui^ x 8 
miles S of Lincoln, and 1x5 N of I^ondpn*

Sleswick, or South Jutland, a 
duchy of Denmark, Gl^iaratcd from HoU 
ftein, by the river Byder. It is 100 mile* 
long and 60 broad, and a ferule aud popu- 
lous country. 

Slb&wick, an ancient and confiderable 
town of Denmark, capital of a duchy of 
the fame name. Ir is an irregularly buU^ 
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town of great length, and contams about 
5630 inhabitants. The houfes are of 
brick, and, like all the other towiis in this 
country, rcfcmblc thofc of Holland. The 
inhabitants drefs alfo like the Dutch ; and 
many of them fpcak their tongue, though 
the ufua] languages are the Clerman and 
Danifh. Clpfe to Sleiwick, is the old 
palace of Gottorp, formerly the ducal refi- 
dence ; fee Gottorp. Slefwick is iituate 
near the bottom of an arm of the Baltic, 
called the Sley, 60 miles NW of Lubec, 
and 1^5 SW of Copenhagen. Lon. 10 o 
E, lat. 5439N. 

Sligo, a county of Ireland, in the pro- 
vince of Connaught, 25 miles long and 
nearly as much broad ; bounded on the £ 
by Leitrim, on the S£ by Rofeommon, 
on the SW and W by Mayo, and on the 
N by the Atlantic. It contains 41 
pariihes, and fends four members to parlia- 
ment. 

Slico, a borough of Indand, in a 
county of the fame name, and the only 
market town in it. Jt is feated on the 
bay of Sligo, a 6 milts E of Killala, and 
100 NW of Dublin. Lrn.S 26 W, lat. 
5413N. 

Slimbridgf, a village in Gloucefter- 
Ihire, ii miles SW ol Gloucclicr. In 
this pariOi, which is ac miles in compafs, 
1000 acres of land have been gained from 
the Severn. 

Slonim, a town of Lithuania, in the 
palatinate of Novogrodeck, with a caftle. 
It is ieated on the Sezraa, 40 miles SW of 
Novogrodeck, and 60 S£ of Grodno. Lon. 
as S 7 lat. S 3 o N. 

Slooten, or Sloten, a populous 
town of the United Provinces, in Fricf- 
land, feated on a lake called Slooten-mere, 
three miles from the Zuider«Zee, and 18 
NW of Stecnwick. Lon. 5 a6£, lat. 52 
55 N. 

Sluczk, a populous town of Lithuania, 
capital of a duchy of the fame name. It 
is famous for three battles gained here over 
the Tartars by Ccnliantine, duke ofOilicg, 
in the reign of Sigifmund 1. It is feated 
on the river Siuczk, 70 miles SE of Novo- 
grodeck. Lon. a 7 44 E» lat- 53 2 N. 

StUTTELBURG, a town oi Knflla, in 
the government of Pcterfbr.rg, feated 
on the S fide of the lake Ladoga, 30 miles 
E of Petcrlburg.

Sluts, a town of Dutch Flanders, op- 
pofite the ifland of Cadfand, with a go^ 
nai^ur. It has its name from Its fine 
fluiees, by which the whole country can 
fie iniin^ed.

French in 1794. It is 10 miles N of 
Bruges.

Smalkald, a town of Franconia, in 
the county of Henneberg, fubjedl to the 
landgrave of HeiTe-Caflel.

Smith FI ELD, a town of the United 
States, in Virginia, feated on Jaineb 
River. 

Sm GLAND, a province of Gothland, in 
Sweden, i la miles long and 62 broad. It 
has immenfe foiefis of pine and fir ; and 
the approach to the villages Is announced 
by groves of oak, beech, and birch, and 
numerous plots or parterres of arable land 
among pailiires and rocks. Mr. Coxe fre- 
quently obferved an acre of land laid out 
with alternate flips of rye, barley, flax, and 
hemp; the inten^als betwetn and around, 
fown with grafs. In many parts, the 
trees are cut dovTa, and burnt in onler 
to manure the foil. Calmar is the 
capital. 

Smollnsko, a duchy of Ruflia, 
the frontiers of Lithu.inii. After having 
becnanobjedt of contention, and recipro- 
cally pofleiTed by Poland and Ruflia, it 
w'as conquered by Alexay Michaelovitch' 
in 1654, and ceded to Ruflia by the peace^ 
of Mofeow' in 1666. It now forms one of 
the 41 Ruflian governments. 

Smolen sko, a city of Ruflia, capital of 
a government of the fame name. It is 
fituate on the Dnieper, and Hands upon 
two hills, and the valley between them. It 
is furrounded by walls 30 feet high and 15 
thick ; the lo^cr part of Hone, the uppexj 
of brick, and their circumference four 
miles and three quarters. The houfes are 
mofilyof wood, and little better than cot- 
tages : they are only of one ftory, except 
a fe^' fcattered here and there, which are 
dignified with the title, of palaces. Chie 
long broad flreet, which is pmd, interfedU 
whole length of the town in a llraight 
line ; the other flreets geiienBy wind in, 
chsolar diredions, imd are floored wit^ 
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plinks. The ix-alls ftrctching over the un- 
even fides of the hills till they reach the 
banks of the Dnieper, their antient ftylc of 
archItCfSturc, their grotcfque towers, the 
fpires of churches fhooting above the trees, 
which arc fo numerous as almoft to con« 
peal the buildings from view* the appear- 
ance of meadows and the arable ground, 
all thefc objedU blended together exhibit a 
fecne of the Uioft lingular and contraited 
kind. On the further fide of the Dnieper 
are a numhef of ftraggling wooden houfes 
that form the fuburbs of the town, and are 
joined to it by a wooden bridge. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Coxe, it contains about 4,000 
inhabitants : it has no manufa(flure8 ; but 
carries on fomc commerce with the Uk- 
raine, Dantzic, and Riga. The principal 
articles of its trade arc flax, hemp, honey, 
wax, hides, hog& brillles, mails, planks, 
and Siberian furs. It is 197 miles NEof 
Novogrodcck, and N of Kiof. Lon. 
32 :,4 lat. 54 50 N. 

Smow, a noted cavern, on the N coaft 
pf Sathcrlandlhire, between Cape Wrath 
and Loch Eribol. It runs fo tar undtr 
ground, tha«^ its extremity, it is laid, 
could nevei be explored. 

S'lYRN a fuiport of Turkey in Alia, 
in Natolia, and one of the brgeft and 
richeft cities of the Levant. The good- 
iiefs of the harlxiur has caufed it to be re- 
built feveral times, after having been de- 
llrttyed by eartlupiakts. It is the ren- 
dezvous of mertliants from almoft all 
parts of the world, and the magazine of 
llieir mcrchandife. The Turks have 19 
Tiiofqucs, the Greeks two churches, the Jews 
eight fynagogues, the Armenians one 
church, and ' the Ljtins three convents. 
There are three bifliops, one Greek, the 
pther l^tin, and the third Armenian. The 
ftrects are more open, letter paved, and the 
houles better built, than in other towns of 
the continent. The ftreei of the Franks is 
the fineft in Smyrna, and lies all along the 
lurbour. I^ is eight days journey liom 
i^nftantinople by land, *5 days from 
Aleppo, by the caravans, fix from Cogni, 
feven from Cataya, and fix from Satalia. 
The caravans of Perfia often bring aoo 
bales 'if fiik in a year, befides drugs and 
cloths. The other commodities brought 
tcrc, are thread made of goats hair* cot- 
ton yarn, cotton in bags, various kinds of 
drug8> and all forts of carpets. The Eng- 
Elh and Dutch fadlors have proteftant cha- 
pels, and uverns arc as open here as in Eu- 
rope* The fortifications confift of a fort, 
a caftle, a mountain, and aa old citadel. It 
is Heated at the bottom of a lai^gc bay, 183

Snaith, a town in the W riding of 
YorUhire, w'ith a market on Friday, feated 
near the Aire, aa miles S of York, and j 74 
N by W of London.

SNhtCK, a town of the United Pro- 
vinces, in Fridland. It is called Snitz 
by the natives, and is feated on a lake of 
the fame name, in marlhy land, eight 
miles S of Franeker.

Snktsham, a town in Norfolk, with a 
market on Friday, feated on a fmall inlet of 
the fea, la miles NNE of I.ynn, and in 
N by E of London.

Poland, capital of Poketia, feated on tbc 
Pruth, right miles E of Coloni, and 45

Snowdon, a famous mountain in Camal^ 
vonfiiirc, generally thought to be the 
tft in Britain, thoTome &mk that its height 
is equalled, and even exceeded, by moun- 
tains in Scotland. Its name figmfies lite- 
rally, the Hill of Snow, from fnow and 
do^^n. I'his ib the moft noted eminence 
in the whole region of the Wcllh Hills, and 
may, with propriety be ftyled Britifii 
Alps. The height of this mountain was 
meafured in ^682, when it was comput- 
ed to be 3720 feet ; but mwe modem 
cakulations make it only 3568, reckoning 
from the quay of Carnarvon to the 
higheft peak, The ftone that compoC^ 
tins mountain is cxceflively hard. Lau’ge 
coarfe cr) ftals, and frequently cubic pyritei* 
arc found in the fiflures. An imnicnle 
quantify of water rulhes down Its fides in 
numci oas rixnilcts. It is boggy on the top^ 
and has two lakes that abound with fifh, 
particularly the char and the guiniard. It 
was held facred by the ancient Britons, 
as ParnafTus was by the Greeks. From its 
fummit may be feen a part of Ireland, of 
Scotland, and of Cumb^laud, Lancaihire, 
Cbcihlre, and all North Wales. 

Snow-hill, a town of Maryland, litu- 
ate on the Pokomoke, 158 miles S by W 
of Philadelphii*. 

SQANA,or SuANE, an ancient epifcopal 
town of Italy, in Tuicany. It is now re- 
duced tf a village, on account of the un- 
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viiaitfomenefs of the air. It is feated on a 
mountain, near the river Flora, 30 miles S£ 

Sienna. Lon xi 46 £, lat 42 40 N* 

SOAN E, a river of Hindoofian Proper, 
which rifes on the S confines of Alla^bad 
ilTuLag irom the lame lake which is the 
foume of the Nerbudda ; and flowing^ in 
an'oppofite diredfion to thatriver 1500 miles 
It falb into the Ganges above Patna. This 
rivet in conjunction with the Neibudda 
And the Ganges, makes as it were an ifiand 
if the fouthem part of Hindoofian. 

Society Isles, iilands in the Pacific 
Ocean, difcovered by Captain Cook in 
1769, fituate between rjo 57 and 15a o 
W km, and 16 10 and z6 55 S lat. They 
are feven in number, Hu^ine, Ulitea, 
^aha, Balabola, Mourooa, Toobace, and 
T^booyamanoo, or Saunders’s ifiand, 
which is here included, as being fubjcdl to 
Huahelne. The foil, the produdiions, the 
people, their language, religion, cufioms, 
and manners, are fo nearly the fame as of 
Otaheite, that little need be added here on 
tjbat fubjedl. Nature has been equally 
hoaotifui in uncultivated plenty, and the 
inhabitants are as luxurious and as indo- 
lent. A plantain branch is the emblem of 
peace, and changing names the greatefi 
tok^ of friendlhip. Their dances are 
more elegant, their dramatic entertam- 
xnents have fomething of plot and confifi* 
ency, and they exhibit temporary occur- 
rences as the objeAs ofpraife or fatire ; fo 
that the origin m ancient comedy may be 
already dilcemed among them. The peo- 
ple of Huaneinc are in geiwal fiouter and 
trirer than thofe of Ot&eile, and this ifi- 
and is remarkable for its populournels and 
fertility. Thofe of Ulitea, on the contrary 
are ImaUer and blacker, and much lefs or- 
derly. , Captain Cook put on fhore a Cape 
ewe at Balabola, where a ram had been l^t 
by the Spaniards ; and alfo an £nglilh boar 
And fow, with two goats, at Ulitea. If tlie 
valuabk animals which have been trani- 
ported thither from Europe ihould be 
fufifered to mifitiply, no part of the 
world will equal Uiefe iflands in variety 
and abundance of refrefhroents for future 
pavigators. 

SocoNUsco, a province of New Spain, 
in the audience of Mexico, fiS mileb bmgj. 
and nearly as much broad ; boupded ^ 
the N by Chiapi, on the £ ^ QpatimaU, 
on rite S by the Pacific Ocean, and on 
the W Guaxaca.- It is fiieltered from 
the K winds by high mounUim, vriiich 
yenders riie air exceeding hot ; and the foil 
is not very fertile. There are few Spa- 
niards fettled here. 

SoCONUSCO, or GUEYETLANj I tOWXt 


of New Spain, capital of a provuiffe of the 
fame name, 440 miles S£ of Mexico.

SocoTORA, an ifiand of Alla, between 
Arabia Felix and Africa, about 50 miles 
long and a a broad.

Tlie natives arc Mahometans, with 
a mixture of paganifm, and they have a 
king who depends on Arabia.

SoDBVRY, or Chipping Sodbury, a 
town in Gloucefterfhirr, with a market on 
Thurfday, and noted for its fine cheefe.

Th» mountain appears evldeittly to )uve 
been a volcano in ancient times ; and the 
ibil is yet fb hott that the workmen em*^ 
ployed there in making alum need nothing 
this befides'^ the heat of the ground for 
evaporating their liquids. In tlic {dain 
within the crater, fmoke ilTues from many 
partii as alfo from its fldes : here, hy means 
of fiones and tiles heaped over the cre- 
Ticc;s> through wliich the fmoke paiTes, 
they coiled in an aukward manner what 
they call /al^ amtontaeo ; and from the 
Sand of the plain lliey extrad iulphur and 
alum. The hollow found produced by 
throwing a heavy Hone on the plain of 
thecrater of the Solfaterra, feems to indi- 
cate that it is fupported by a fort of arch- 
ed natural vault ; and one is induced to 
think that there is a pool of water beiteaih 
this vault (which boils by the heat of a fub- 
terraneous fire Hill deeper), by the very 
snoift ftream that iifues from tlie cracks in 
the plain of the Solfaterra, which, like that 
of boiling water, nins off a fword or knife, 
prefeuted to it, in great di’ops. Near it 
IS a imall lake full of black thick water, 
w^h leenis to be always boiling.

Some few of them 
polTefs a fmall number of rein-deer ; but 
w'ith the greatefi part dogs are die favour- 
ite animal. They live folely by the chare, 
filhing, and on wild roots : and their whole 
method of living is mtferAble and dirty. 
They are all pagan Schamanes ; and dif^ 
fer in no rcfpedl from moft of the other 
favages in Siberia as to drefs, ceremonies 
and national manners. 

Sow, a river in Stafibrdniire, which 
rifes near Healy Caftle, m the W part of 
the county, runs parallel to the river Trent 
till it frills into it near Stafibrd, below 
which it receives the Pink. 

Spa, a town of Germany, in the circle 
of Weftphalia, and bilhopric of Liege, fa- 
mous for its minei al waters.

The chief mountains are the Pyrenees, 
which ftretch from the MediterrancM to 
the Atlantic Ocean, but not in a dir^ 
line, for near aoo miles : their breadth is, 
in fome places, not left th» 80. ^ The 
mountains yidd great quantities of timber 
for fiiipping, which are conveyed by the 
Ebro and other mxn to the Mediterranean/ 
According to the ancient and modem 
UTiters, they abound aUb with gold, filver, 
iron, lead, tin, cinnato, quickflyer, alum, 
vitriol, copperas, lapis calaminaris, &c. bc-^ 
fides gems, and minteral u^aters both hot 
and cold. The gold and filver mines arr 
networked at prelent, but thofc of iron 
are. The negka of the former k owing 
partly to the indolence of foe Spaniards, 
and partly to the g£ld and filver imported 
from America.

the wants of their own country, and thoie 
of Almerica, foany great dc^grec. Spain is 
extremely well fituated for trade : but moft 
•fits prraucc iseaported by foreigners, 
except whatis carried to the Indies ; and 
even with regaixi to that trade, they are 
little better than fodtors to the 
French, Dt^ch, and Italians. It is £d to 
have contained between twenty and 
diarty miSipos ; whereas now it does not 
contain above nine; and this, among other 
caufes, k gwing to the pride and iaunels 
kP the inhabiuuts, want of manufac- 
tures and good regulations, ncgledt of the 
mines and agriculom, the expulfion of the 
Moors, peopling of America, heavy 
lanes, tge great number of convents, ex- 
cefiive tenery, and the confequent infocua- 
dity of botkl^ces. Their debouche^ and 
ikenikf are partly occalioned by their way 
4»f living ; for they make gxeat ufe of 
fokes, anddrioka^rcat deal of chocolate, 
hod foong wine muted with brandy.

In 
the laft rebellion, it was fucccfsiully defend- 
ed by general Blackeney. The outfide of 
the palace is curiouflyencircled with various 
grotefque figures. The church is a magni- 
ficent Gothic ftru^ure, and ferves for two 
feparatc places of woiihip. The view of 
the , river Forth from the caftle is remark- 
able on account of its windings, for though 
the diftance betweeu Stilling and Alloa be 
only four miles by land, yet by water it is 
above twenty. In the town and its 
neighbourhood are manufaifturca of car- 
pets, fiialooDS, and other woollen ftufts ; 
that of taftans, formerly very floiwifliing, 
is now on the decline. Stirling, from its 
commodious fituation, commands the pais 
between the N and S part of Scotland.

SiRATHY, a river in SiithcrUmllhin?, 
which flows into an extenfi/c bay ol the 
North Sea, Iheltercd by a large promon- 
tory, to w'hicli it gives name. 

Stratton, a town 111 Cornwall, wnth 
a market on Tuefday. It is feared be- 
twern tw^o rivulets, winch here unite aad 
fall into Uie BriRcd Channel at a finals 
difianev. It is 18 miles NW of Lauiiccf- 
ton, and axi W by S of I^udou. Lon. 
4 4; W, Lit, 50 55 N. 

Straubingi-n, a town of Bavaria, ca- 
pital of a territory of the fame name. It 
is a large place, with broad Rreets, hand* 
fome churches, and fine convents. It 
was Uken, in 1743, by the AuRrians, 
who demollfhcd the fortification ; but it 
was reftored in 1745. It is foated on the 
Danul^e, 22 miics S£ pf Ratitbon, and 
6 ^ NE of Munich. Ixin. 12 35 E, lat. 
48 54 N. 

Streatham, a village in Surry, five 
miles S of Xamdon. A mineral water of 
a cathai^c quality, was difeovered in thii. 
pariih, In 1660, quantities of which arc 
lent to fome London hoipitals. ' 

Strlbla, a town of Germany, in Up- 
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per Saxonvy feated on the Elbe* 14 miles 
NW of Meiffen, and 18 NW of Drefdtm, 
Lon. 23 15 E, lat. 51 30 N. 

STRELiTZf Old, a town of Gemumy, 
kitlie circle of Lower Saxony, and dutchy 
of Mecklenburg Strelitz. Its palace was 
burnt down in 1712; duke Adolphus 
I'ndcric III, and his family narrowly 
f draping ; upon the dellrudion of this, 

Strelitz, New, a town in the duchy 
of Mecklenburg Strelitz, was founded by 
Ailolphus Frederic 111, who began to er- 
cA a magnificent palace, two miles from 
the hte of the old one, and, in 1733, he 
founded a new town adjoining to Uie pa- 
lace, and ordered it to be called New 
Strelitz. It is regularly pbnntd in the 
form of a liar, the ftreets branching out 
from the centre which is a fpacious mar- 
ket-place. The chief ftrcct leads to the 
palace, and the next to a pleafant lake. 

Streng, or Strlngui*s, a town of 
Sweden in Suderinania, with a bifhop’s 
fee, and a college. It is feated on the 
lake Macler, 30 miles \V of Stockholm.

SfREiGAU, a town of Boheniia, in 
Silcfia, nine miles NW of Schwcianitz. 

Stroemsholm, a town ol Sweden, in 
W^eUmanUnd. Here is a royal palace, 
prettily fituatcd on a firull idaitd, encir- 
cled by two rapid currents. It is fituate 
on the lake Maelar, 45 miles SW* oi Up- 
iiit. Lou. 16 24 E, lat. 59 30 N. 

Stroma, a fmall ifland, on the coafl 
of Caithnefsfliirc, once uied, as a place of 
intennent, by the inliabitants of fevcral of 
tlie neighbouring iflands. In the cjvirm, 
of this idand, uncorrupted human bodies, 
lifAt had been dead fixty years or moie, 
were formerly to be found. This ifland 
ia fertile in com, and is inhabited by 
,abe)Ut 40 families, who do not plougn 
but dig thejLr corn land. 

Stromrerg, a town of Germany, in 
Wtllphalia, capital of a fmall diltnifl, in 
the bilhppiic of Muniler. It is 20 nulcs 
tiE of Munfter, and ao N W of raderhOni. 
Lon. 7 43 E, lat. 51 45 N. 

SiROMSERG, a town of Germany, in 
tire cirdc of the Lower Rhine, a 6 miles 
\V ol jMciitz, and 48 E of Treves. Lon.

Stromroli, the moft northern of the 
Dpan Iflands. it is a volcano, which 
nfcb in a conical form above the lurfacc ol 
th ‘ La. On the E fide, it has three or 
Ipar little craters ranged near each other, 
not at the fummit, but on the declivity, 
nearly at two thirds of its height. It is 
.anlubitc^d, notwlthiianding ks fires ; but 
e is taken to avoid the proximity of the 


crater, w'hich is yet much to be fesft^ 
Of all the volcanoes recorded in hifiory, 
Sromboli feems to be the only one that 
bums without oeafing. Etna and Vefix* 
vius olten fie qjuiet for many months, and 
even years, without the lead appearance 
of fire ; but Stromboli h continually 
flaming, and lor ages pad, has been look- 
ed upon as the great fighthoufe of the 
Mediterranean Sea.

Stromness, a town on tlie W fide qf 
the ifland of Orkney, with an excellent 
harbour, nine miles W of Kirkwall.

Stromstadt, a town of Sweden, ce- 
lebrated for its ibtll fifh. Lon. 1 1 4 £, 
lat.

Stroncoli, a town of Italv in Naples, 
in Calabria Citeriorc, with a bilhop’s fee. 
It is feated on a high r<H k, fui rouiilcd by 
others, three miles from the tea, and feveu 
N of St. Severino. Lon. 17 26 £, lat. 
39 20 N. 

St RON 3 A, an ifland of Scotland, one 
of the Orknics, fituate NE of that called 
Mainland. 

Strowd, a town in Gloticefterlhire, 
wdth a market on Friday. It is feated 
on a btook, wliole wraters being peculiar- 
ly adajrted to the dying of fcarlct, its banks 
are crtiwded with the lioufes of clothiers ; 
and a navigable canal accompanies its 
progrefs to the Severn. This town has 
hkewife a manulaftoiy of broad cloth, 
and the canal has been lattdy extended to 
join the Thames at Lech lade. Ste 
Thames. Stroud is ii miles SE of 
Glouccller, and J02 W by N oi London^

Strocd, a large village in Kent, 
joining the N end of Rochtfter bridge,^ 
being parted from ilic city by the river 
Medwray. 

Stuhlweissfnburg, a llrong town 
of Lower Hungary, capital of Ekjkcr- 
fedgewar. It had the title of regalis, or 
ru^'al, bccauie formerly the kings were 
crowned and buried here. It has been 
fevcral times taken by the Turks, but has 
been in the hands of the houfe of Aufiria 
e\xT fiiice 1688. It is feated on the Rau- 
fiza, 20 miles SW of Buda, and 162 N 
by W of Belgrade.

StvlinGEn, a town of Germany, iu 
the circle of Suabia, with a cafltk, 35 
miles W of Conftance.

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^139 capital of the duchy of 'V^cirfjurg. 
It is Himnnded by walls and ditches, wd 
has an ancient callle, with a rich cabinet 
of curiofities, a ducal palace, an orfdian 
houfe, and a college. The ftreets are 
narrow in the city, anddiehoufes general- 
ly of wood ; but there are fine houfes, 
and ilraight ftreets in me of the fitburbs. 
It ftands lb low, that it is impofilble ever 
to make it a ftimg place. ^ The French 
took -Stutgard in I79fi« It is feated in a 
plain among mountains, near the river 
Neckar, 36 miles E of Baden, and 52 
K£ of Straiburg. Lon. 9 10 E, lat. 48

SuABiA, a circle of Germany, bounded 
on the N % Franconia and the circle of 
Lower Rhine, on the W by that circle 
and Aiiace, on the S by SwilTcrland, and 
on the £ by Bavaria. It contains tlie 
duchy of Wirtemburg, the magravate of 
Baden, the-principalities of Hoeu-ZoUern, 
Oetingen, and Mindelhcim, the bifhoprics 
of Auglbur^, Conftance, and Coire, with 
feveral abbies, and imperial towns. In 
1796, the French army entirely overrun 
this country, but evacuated it before the 
frnd of the year.

SuANEs, SuANi, orSuANFTi, a poor 
and fimple people of Alla, who inlabit on: 
of the four divifions of Itneritii. They 
fubfift by railing cattle, and by a little ag- 
riculture. 

Su AQ^AM, a fca port of the country of 
Abex in Africa, feated on a fniall iilaiid 
of the fame name, on the W fide of the 
Red Sea. It is the ix iklcnce of a Turkdh 
governor under the bafbaw ol Cairo, and 
was once a very llourilhing place, but is 
now gone to decay. Lon. 37 55 E, lat.

SuiiiACO, a town of Italy, in Cam- 
pagna di Roma, with a caitlo, feated on 
the Teverone, 33 miles E ot Rome.

Sudbury, a borough in Sufibik, with 
9. market on Saturday. It has thjce 
churches, is governed by a mayor, and 
lends two members to parliament. It 
was one. of the firft feats of the Flemings, 
who were brought over by Edward 111, 
to teach the Engliih the art of manutac- 
luring their own wool. Its (rade is now 


diverted, m great patjt, into other cha» 
nels ; but many kinds of thin ftufis are 
ftill made here, paiticttlarly iGiys, bunting, 
and crapes. It contains 5000 fouls, and 
b feated on the Stour (which is navigable 
hence to Manningtree) 14 miles S£ ^ 
Bury St. £dmund*s, and 56 N£ of Lon- 
don.

SUDERHAMV, a town of Sweden, in 
the province of Helfingland, which carries 
on a confiderable trade in linen, butter, 
timber, and flax.

SuDbR’KOPZKC, a town of Sweden, in

province of Sweden Projicr, 6 a tniles hnig 
and 42 broad ; bounded on the N by Up- 
land and Wtflermama, on the £ by the 
jjcninlula of Tarin, on the S by the Bal- 
tic, and on the W by Nericb. It is the 
moft prjpulous part m Sweden, and 
abounds in tom, and mines of divers me- 
tals.

SUDERILLCL, a town of Sweden, m 
the province of Suderniania, with a ma- 
nula<Slure of worit^d and filk (lockings. 
It b 16 miles WSW of Stockholm.

SuDOREF, one of the Faro Iflands, in 
the Northern Ocean ; remaikable for a 
dangerous whirlpool near it, w^hich b oc- 
cafioned by a crater, 61 fathoms deep in 
the centre. 'I’he danger, crf'pcciaHy in 
ftorms, is veiy great ; but at the refluv, 
and in very Hill weather, the inbabitams 
venture in boats, for the lake of fifliing. 

SvfcNBORG, a feape^ of Xlenmara. in 
the iflaiid of Fuiicn, with the beft harbour 
in the ifland. Here arc marjuta< 5 lurc 8 pf 
woollen and linen. It is 22 miles S of 
Odenlee.

Suez, a feaport of Egypt, with a caf- 
tle, feattd at the N etid ol the W gulf of 
the Red Sea, called the gulf of ^ Suez.

SuFFOLic, a couirty of England, 58 
miles long and 28 broad ; bounded on the; 
W by Cambridgeftire, on the N by Non 
4 ? 
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{blk» on the S by Eflex, and on the £ by 
the German Ocean. It lies in the diocefe 
of Norwich ; contaihs aa hundredsy a 8 
market-towns, and 57? parilhes ; and 
feuds 16 members to parliament* SufToIlc 
is in general a level country* without any 
conii&rable eminences. In refpcdl to foil 
it may be divided into three portions. 
The iea>coajl* to Tome diltance inland* is 
for the moft part fandy, and is diflributcd 
into arable land, heaths and marihes. 
The arable produces excellent barley; 
and towards the S£ great quantities of 
carrots arc grovm. Tiic heaths aTord cx- 
tenfivc Iheep-walks ; and the marflies feed 
numbers of cattle. The foil has in many 
parts been much improved by fliell-marl, 
(called here erfln^) of whicn vaft beds 
have been difcovered, particularlv in the 
neighbourhood of Woodhridge. The fea 
Ihore is chiefly compofed of loamy cliffs, 
which arc continually falling d(yu'n, under- 
Aiined by the waves. Hence great chan- 
ges have been efFedled on this coaft ; and 
iome towns, once confidcrable, as Diin- 
wich and Aldborough, have been almoft 
waffled away by the fea. About Orford- 
iicfs there are \'arious falt-watcr creeks 
and inlets* which form extenfive marfliet. 
The internal part of the county, from N 
to S, and acrofs quite lo the SW angle, is 
in general a ftroiig clayey foil* fei tile to 
a great degree in all the objc^9 of huf- 
bandr)'. A part of it called high Suffolk, 
has a foil fo ftiff and tenacious, that its 
roads in wet feafons arc Icarccly paffabk. 
The great produdl of this tra<Sl: is butter, 
which is exported to London and otlitr 
parts in great quantities. Much cheefe 
too U made here ; but as it is only lup- 
plemcntary to the butter* it has gained, 
almoil proverbially* the character of the 
worft in England. Berid('s grain of all 
forts* beans are grown abundantly in the 
middle parts of SuffTolk. Hemp is likewife 
cultivated to a confiderable extent, and 
fpun and w'oven on tlie fpot into cloth of 
various degrees of flnenefs. Some hops 
arc grown not far from Sudbury'. The 
NW portion of Suffolk is an open coun- 
try, and forms a confiderable part of the 
wide traift of barren heath which occupieir 
fo much of this quarter cf the kingdom. 
It is chiefly in s^arrens and ilieeivwalks« 
but interfperfed with poor arable land. 
The extreme angle, bordering on the Ely 
fens, part:^es of tlielr nature. On tlic 
whole, this county is one of the raofl 
thriving witli refp^ to agriculture, and 
its farmers are opulent and ikilful. Tne 
culture of turnips prevails here almoll as 
much as in Norfolk, They liave a very 


excellent breed of draught horfes, middle 
fized, and remarkably ihort-made, capa- 
ble of vaft exertions. The principal ri- 
vers arc the Stour, Waveiiy, Little 
Oufc, Larke, Deben, Gippin^, and Or- 
well. Ipfwich is the principal town , 
but the aftizes are held at Eury St. Ed- 
mund’s. 

Suffolk, a town of Virginia, in 
Nanfemond County, (ituate on the river 
Kanfemond, a8 miles W by S of Portf- 
mouth.

SuGELMFssA,or SiGFLMESsA, a pro- 
vince of Barbaiy', bounded on the S by the 
kingdom of Tafilet, and on the N by 
Mount Atlas. It is about 100 miles in 
length ; abounds in com, dates, and other 
fruits, and has mines of iron, lead, and 
antimony. The government is a republic. 
The capital, of the fame name, is fcated on 
vhe Zig, 150 miles NNE of Tafilet.

huLTANiA, a confiderable town of Per- 
fia, in Irac- Agcmi. Here is a inagnifit ent 
mofque, which contains the tomb of iulian 
Chodabend.

Sultan r OUR, a town of Hindooftan 
Proper, in the province ot Lahore. Lou. 
73 E, lat. 30 25 N. 

Sultan POUR, a towm of Rlndooftau 
Proper, in the province of Ouile, 5 miles 
N of Allahabad. Lon. 82 30 £, lat. 29 5 
N. 

SuLTz, a toviTfi of Germany in the circle 
ofSuabia,an(l duchy of Wirtemburg, near 
the Netkar, where are fome falt-wprks 
fuflluent Xo fupply the duchy wdth fait. 
It is X2 nules SE of Frcudeniladt, and 
X2 N of Rothwdl. I^on. 8 35 E, lot. 48 
18 N. 

SuLT'z, a town of France, in. the de- 
partment of Upper llhine, with a me- 
dicinal Ijpring, 12 miles SSW of Col- 
mar. 

SuLTZBACH, a town of Germany, in 
the palatinate of Bavaria, wdth a caftle, 
fubjedl to the duke of Neuburg-Sultz- 
bach. It is 10 miles NW of Amb^g, and 
32 N of Ratiibom Lon. xi 56 £, Ut. 49 
3 &N. 
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SuLTXBURG, a town of Germany in 
the circle of Suahia, and in the margravate 
of Baden-Durlach, with a fine palace. It 
S8 feated in a territory, fertile in good wine, 
eight miles SW of Friburg.

Sumatra, an ifland of Afia, the moft 
weftem of the Simda Tflands, and conftitut* 
ing on that fide the boundary of the Fait- 
cm Archipelago. Its general dirc< 51 ion is 
nearly N W and SE. The equator divides 
it into almoff equal parla, the one ex* 
tremity being in ^ 3 N. and the other in 
? 56 S lat. Acheen Head, at the N extre- 
mity of the idand, is in Ion. 9^ h L. It 
jicsexpofed on the SW fide to the Indian 
Ocean ; the N point Itrclches into the bay 
of Bengal ; to the NE it is divided from 
the peninfula of Malacca by the flraits of 
that name ; to the £ by the ftraits of Banca, 
from the illand of that name ; to the SE 
by the commencement of what arc called 
the Chinefe Seas ; and on tlie S by the 
llrails ot Sunda, which feparate it from the 
idand of Java. It is about yco miles in 
h ngth, but from 100 to i only in breadth. 
"No account had been given of this il- 
Lind by any Engliflirnan till the year 1778, 
when Mr. Charles Miller (fon of the laic 
botanical gardner) pulilifhed an account of 
the manners of a partu uUr difirii^. Thefe 
were the Battas, a people who live in the 
interior parts, called the CalGa Country.* 
They differ from all the*olher inhabitants in 
language, manners, and cuftoms. They 
eat the prif^ueis whom they take in war, 
and hang up their Ikulhi as trophies in their 
houfes. lie obferves, however, that hu- 
man fl( Ih is eaten by them /w urrorem, and 
not as common food, though they prefer 
It to all others, and fpcak wuth peculiar 
raptures of the foies of the feet and palms 
of the hands. They expreffed much fur- 
]irife that the white people did not kill, 
much Itfs cat their prifoners. From this 
country the greatelf part of the cailia that 
is fent to Europe is procured. It abounds 
alfo with the camphire trees, which ron- 
Aitute the common timber in ufe ; and in 
thefe trees the camphire is found native, in 
a concrete form. In 1783, Mr. Marfdtn, 
who had been fccrc-taiy to the prefident 
and council of Fort Marlborough, publiih- 
ed a hilfory of Sumatra, with very copious 
particulars of the ifland. He reprefents it 
as furpaffed by few in the beautiful indul- 
gences of nature. A chain of high moun- 
tains runs through its whole extent ; the 
ranges in>inanv parts being double and 
treble ; their altitude, thou^ great, is not 
fufheient to occaflon their bein^ covered 
V ith fnow during any part ol the year. 


Between thefe ridges are extenfive nU'inSr 
confiderably elevated above the fuiTdce of 
the maritime lands. In thefe the air is 
cool ; «ind from this advantage they are ef- 
tcemed the moll eligible portion of the 
country, are the bell inhabited, and the 
moil cleared from woods, which clfewhere, 
in general, throughout Sumatra, cover 
both hills and valleys with an eternal (hade. 
Here too are found many large and beau- 
tiful lakes, that facilitate much the com- 
munication Ijetween the difT.-rent parts. 
The heat of the air y far from being fo in- 
tenfe as mirrht l)eexpe<Sled fmrn a country 
occupying the middle of the Torrid Zone ; 
and it is more temperate than many re- 
gions within the 'IVopics ; the thermo- 
meter nt the mod fiiltry hour, about two m 
tlie afternoon, generally flmSluating be- 
tween 82 and 85 degrees- Mr. Marfden 
divides the inhabitants into Malay*;, Ach?- 
nele, Batus, I-ampoons, and Rejangs ; and 
he takei the latter as hi&ltaiidaid of def- 
cription, with refpcA to the pcTfons, man- 
ners, and rultoins of the inhabitants. They 
are lather below the middle ftature , their 
bulk in projicilion ; their limbs for the 
moll part flight, but well ftiaped, and par- 
ticularly fmall at the wriits and anchs ; 
and, upon the whole, they are gracefully 
formed. Their hair is llrong, and of a 
Alining black. The men are beardlefs, 
great pains being taken to render them fo 
w'hen hoys, by rubbing their chins with a 
kind of quu kllnie* Their complexion is 
properly yellow, wanting the red tinge 
that conflitutcb a copper or tavimy colour, 
lliey ai e ni general lighter than the Mef- 
tces, or half-hrced, of the reft of India ; 
thole of the fupenor clafs, wdio arc not ex- 
pofed to the rays of the fun, and particul- 
arly their women of rank, approaching to 
a degree of faimefs. If beauty conflfted in 
tills one quality, fome of them would fur- 
pafs our brunettes in Europe. The major 
part of the females are ugly, many of them 
even to difguil ; yet amonp; them are fome 
whofe appearance ib ilnkmgly beautifrily 
whatever compofltion of perfon, features, 
and complexion, ^hat fentiment may be the 
refult ofl Some of tlie inhabitants of the 
hilly parts arc obferved to have the fwelled 
neck or goitre ; but they attempt no rc^ 
medy for it, as thefe wens are conliflent 
with the higheft health. The rites of mar- 
riage among the Sumatrans conflll Amply 
in joining the hands of the paities, and 
pronouncing them man and wife without 
much ceremony, excepting the entertain- 
ment which is given upon the occalion by 
the tatlier of the girl. The cuiloms of the 
Sumatrans pennit their having as many 
4^21 
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wim as they can pnrchafe, or afford to 
maintain ; bat it is extremely rare that an 
inftance occurs of their having more than 
one, and that only among a few of tlk 
chiefs. This continence they owe, in 
fomc meafure, to their poverty. The dic- 
tates of frugality arc more powerfol with 
them thin the irreralar cans of appetite, 
and make them decUne an indulgence from 
which their law docs not reftrain them. 
Mothers carry their children, not on the 
arm as our nurfes do, but Araddling on the 
hip, and ufually fupported by a cloth 
which ties in a knot on the oppulite 
fboulder. The childien are nurfed but 
little ; arc not confined Ly any fwathingor 
bandages ; and Ijcing fuffered to roll al^ut 
the fioor, foon ledru to 'R’alk and fhift for 
ihcmfelves. When cradles arc ufed, they 
f\i^'t)g fafpended from the ceilings of the 
rooms. 'Fhe Sumatrans are fo fond of 
cock-iightiug, that a father on his death- 
bed has bu*n known to define his fon to 
take the firft opportunity of matclilng a 
cock for a fum equal to his whole pro- 
pcrt\*, under a blind conviAion of its being 
Havulnerablc. When a cotk is killed or 
runs, the other mufi have fufficitnt fpirit 
and vigour heft to peek at him three times 
on his being held up to him for that pur- 
pofe, or it becomes a drawn battle ; and 
iometimes an experienced coc'kcr 
place the head of his vanquilhed bird in 
iuch an uncouth fituation as to terrify the 
other, and render him unable to give this 
proof of vidlory. Tlic wild beails of 
Sumatra are tigers, elephants, rhiuuccrofcs, 
b^ars, and monkeys. The tigers prove to 
the inhabitants both in their jounicys aud 
even their domeltic occupations uioft def- 
trodlive enemies. The number of people 
annually iUin by thefc rapacious tyrants of 
the woods is almoih incredible. Whole 
villages have been depopulated by them ; 
yet from a fiiperflitious prejudire*, it Is w'iih 
difficulty they are prevailed upon, by a 
lam reward which the India Company 
ofiers, to ufe methods of defirqying them, 
till they have fuftabed fome particular m- 
jory in their own family or kindred. The 
iizeand firength of the iperies whic^rc- 
vaik on this ifiand is prodigious. Tliey 
are (aid to break with a ftroke of their fore 
paw the leg of a horfe or a buffalo ; and 
the largefr prey they kill is without diffi- 
culty dragged by them into the woods. 
I'his they ufually perform on the fecond 
night, bemg (uppoled on the firft to gratify 
themfelvcs wtm fucking the blood only. 
Time is by this delay horded to prepaid 
for their aeftrudUon, either by (hooting 
them; or'jdacbga of water ftrongly 


impregnated with arfenic near the carcaftf 
which is faftened to a tree to prevent its 
being carried off. The tiger having fatiat- 
ed himfelf with the flefh, u promptra to af- 
fuage his thirft with the tempting liquor at 
hand, and periihes in the indulgence. Al- 
ligators likewile occafion the lofs of many 
inhabitants, frequently deftroying the peo- 
ple as they bathe in the river, according to 
their regular cuftom, and which the perpci- 
aal twidence of the ri& attending it cannot 
deter them from. A fupcTftitious idea of 
their fandlity alfo preferves them from mo- 
leftation, althongh with a hook of fufficient 
ftrength, thtn' may be taken without much 
difficulty. The other animals of Sumatra 
are buffaloes, a fmall kind of horfes, goats, 
hogs, deer, bullocks, and hog-deer. This 
hit is an animal bmewdiat higer than a rab- 
bit, the head rcfembling that of a hog, and 
its (hanks and feet like thofe of the deer. 
The bezoar (tone fbimd on this animal has 
been valued at lo times its weight in gold , 
it is of a dark brovrn colour, fmouth on the 
out fide ; and the coat being taken off, it 
appears Hill darker, with llrings running 
iindcincath the coat ; it will iwim on the 
top of tlie water. If it be infufedin any li- 
quid, it makes it extremely bitter ; the vh- 
tues ufually attributed to this done are 
cleanfing the ftomach, creating an appetite, 
and fwceteiiiiig the blood. Of birds they 
have a greater varic'ty than of beads. The 
coo-ow, or Suniatian pheaiant, b a bird of 
uncommon beauty. They have dorks of 
prodigious fuc, parrots, dung-hill fowls, 
ducks, the larged cocks in the world, wood- 
pigeons, doves, and a grtat variet)” of fmall 
birds, different from ours, and didinguifh- 
ed by the beauty ol their colours. Ol their 
repeUce, they have lirards, dying lizards, 
and cameleons. The iiland fwarms with 
inltids, and their varieties arc no lefs extra- 
ordinary than their numbers. Rice is the 
only gndn that grows in tlic country ; they 
have fugar-cancs, beans* peas, raddifhes, 
yams, potatoes, pumkins, and feverai kinds 
of pot herbs unknown to Europe ; and here 
mx to be found m«d of the fruits to be met 
with in other parts of the £ Indies, in the 
greated perfedlion. Indigo, Brafil-woodt 
two fpecies of the bread-finiit tree, pepper, 
benjamin ; coffee, and cotton arc likewUe 
the produce of this ifiand, as welt as caffia 
and caipphire menlioned above. Here allb 
is the cabbage tree and filk cotton tree ; 
and the fpreft contains a great variety of 
valuable fpecics'of wood, as ebony, pine, 
(andd, eagle or aloes, teek, manchmeel, 
and inm-vk^ood, and alffi the banyan tree. 
Gold, tin, iron, copper, and lead, are found 
in the country j aw tlK funner bfuppoied 
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be at plentiful here as in Peru or Mexico. 
*l^he iinefi gold and gold dull are 
found in the country jf Liinong, imme- 
diately contiguous to the prclidency of 
Fort Marlborough » to which the merchants 
repair annually for the purchafe of opium» 
and fuch other articles as they may be in 
want of, and give for them gold of ft> pure 
a nature as to contain little or no alloy. 
The native indoleoce of the Malay difpoli- 
tion prevents them from colle<£ling more 
than is fufficient to fupply the few and fim- 
plc wants ol a race ot men as yet unenlight- 
ened by civilization and fcicntc, and igno- 
rant of the frill extent of the advantages of 
the country they Inhabit. The roads lea- 
ding to this golden country are almoit im- 
pervious ; afibrdmg only a fcant) itath to 
a fmgle traveller, where whole nights muft 
be p^cd in the open air, expoled to the 
malignant influence of a hoilUe climate, in 
a country inieiled by the inoft ferocious 
wild beails. Thefe are cirtumllanccs that 
have hitherto checked curiofity ; but per- 
severance and lludied precaution will fur- 
mount the obitacles they furiiiOi, and fuch 
difeoveries might be made as would amply 
eompenfate for the difficulties leading to 
them. The gold merchants u'ho come 
from the neighbouring and lefs rich coun- 
tries, give us fuch accounts of the facility of 
procuring gold as border nearly on the 
marvellous, and would be altogether incie- 
dibie, if great quantitiem of that metal pro- 
duced by them did not in fome degree 
evince the certainty of tlieir accounts. The 
Englilh and Dutch have factories on this 
iiland ; the principal one of* the former be- 
ing Fort Mai'lborough, |on the SW coafl. 
'i'lie original natives ot Sumatra are Pa- 
gans ; but It is to be obferved, tliat when 
the Sumatrans, or any of the natives of the 
caftem iilands, learn to read the Arabic 
chara<fler, and fubmit to circumcifion, they 
are laid to become Malays ; tlie tenn 
Malay bong underitood to mean Muilel* 
man. Sc'e Ach££N. 

SvMBUL, a town of Hindoollan Proper, 
in the province of Oude, 45 miles WNW 
of Bereilly, and' 65 £ of Delhi. Lon. 78

vince of OrifTa, 280 miles W of Calcutta.

SuMEH, a town of Turkey in Aiia, in 
the pnmnee of KatolUi 14 miles £ of 
Ptegamo. 

SuMERBiN, a town of X 40 wer Hungary, 
fbated in the Uland of Schnt, made by the 
river Dmiube. it is i 4 miles S of Preu»urg« 
Lou. z; 23 £^lat.4S 4 N* 


SuNART, a dlftri^il in Argylefhire, int^e 
peninl'uJa at tlic NW end of that county. 
It is remarkable for numerous veins of 
lead, wliich however are not very produc- 
tive. 

SuNART, Loch, an inlet of the fca, in 
Argylefhira^ which divides the ifland of 
MuU from the diltrii^ ol Morvenw 
Su.N'BURv, a feaport oi* the United 
States, in Georgia, with a iafe and con- 
venient harbour. Several fmal) iOands in- 
tervene, and partly obftruil a direift view of 
the ocean ; and, interlot king with each 
other, render the palTage out to fea wind- 
ing, but not difficult. Jt is a very pleafant, 
healthy town, aud is the refbrt of the plan- 
ters from the adjacent places of Midway 
and Newport, during the iickly months. 
It was burnt by the Britifh in the late war, 
but IS now lecovering its former populouf- 
nefs aud importance. It is 34 miles S 
of Savannah. Lon. 81 15 W, lat. 35 
34 N. 

SuNBURY, the county town of Nor- 
thumberland, in Pcnnfylvania, fealed be- 
low the conflueiKe of the E anil W branches 
of the Sufquehannah, 126 miles N of Phila- 
delphia. Loiu 76 50 W, lat. 40 51 N. 

Sunk. Island, an ifland, witJiin the 
mouth of the Humber, about 9 miles in 
circuit, ieparated from YorUhu'e by a chan- 
nel, near two miles broad. 

Sunning, a village ui Berkihlrc, Gtuate 
on the Thames, two miles N£ of Reading. 
It was once an epifcopal ice. 

Sunning Hill, a village in Berldhire, 
in WindTor Forell. It is noted for its me- 
du iiial wells, which are efficacious in paraly- 
tic calcs, and is fix miles SSW of WindTor. 

SuNDA Islands, iilands in the Indian 
Ocean, near the ill aits of Sunda. The 
chief of them are Borneo, Java, and Su- 
matra. 

SUNDFRBUNDS, or ThE WoODS, ft 
tra<n of country, confiiUng of that part of 
the Delta of the Ganges, in Hindooftan 
Proper, and in the foublh ^ Bengal, w'hich 
borders on the fra. It is compofed of a 
labyrinth of rivers and creeksyall of which 
are fait, except thofr that immediately com- 
municate with the principal arm of tlie 
Ganges. In extent it is equal to the prin- 
cipabty of Wales. It is fo completely 
enveloped in woods, and infeiled with tG 
gers/' fays major Kennell, ** that if any at- 
tempts have ever been made to c^'ear it (as i* 
re}XNted}, they have liitherco mifearried.'’* 
Here fait, in quantities equal to tne whole 
Cuufiunption of Bengal aud its dependen- 
cies, is made and traniported with cq/asd fa- 
cility ; and here allb is found an iaexhauii- 
iblo doro of timber for hcat-buildjag. Tut . 
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bitacith of the lower part of this Delta is 
upwards of ibo nulcs, to whiih, it we add 
that of the two branches ot llie nvcr that 
boond it, we Ihall have about aoo miles 
ior the diftance to which the Cjnj;cs 
expands its branches, at its juridtiuii with 
tbe Tea. 

SuNJ^i RBURG, a town of Dcninark, in 
the liland of Alfcn, wnh a caille. It is leat- 
id oil a itrait, called bundcrlihrg Sound, 
la milts K of ricufourij. Lou. jo o L, 
hit. 5451 N. 

SuNDEiiDOO, or Mm^undy, a forti- 
fied iilaud and ftapoi t of the Dcccan, on 
the CoQcan toad, itilurcdby comiiUKiore 
James m 1756. It is about 10 niiles NE 
of Viijgorla Ro( ks, and 36 NN W of Goa. 
Lon. 73 ao E, Ut. 163 

SuNOtR/.ANii, a kaport in the hl- 
fliopiic of Duiham. It is a loigc and 
thriving tow 11, winch, for tlie exporuiion 
of coals, is next in toulcquenur oil lliis fide 
at tlie kingdom to N« wtallU*. Ik )>‘>rt, 
•n the mouth of the U’ere, though impro- 
ved from Its lormcr ftate, \\ill not admit 
the largeil Ihipj ; but vcfiels tan gtt out to 
ft a. from luiuc mu h more readily than 
from the I'yiie. 7 he <oals arc bi ought 
down the W cre from numerous pits luar 
its banks. There are Icveral glaU-I»ou ts 
dt Sundtrland , and it alio exiioris grind- 
iloiics and other articles. It is 13 miles 
N£ of Duiham, and 264 N by W of Lon- 
don.

SUNDLRLAND, a town of the LTuited 
States, ill Maffathuktis, feaud on Con- 
ncdlicut River, 100 miles W of Bof- 
ton. 

SuNDl, a province of Cohgo, in Africa, 
^vhich bes along the river %.ure. Us rivers 
render it extremely fertile, and m the 
mountains are mines oi levaal metals. 'I'he 
rapiul is of the fame name. Lon. 17 55 
li>lat. 450S. 

SUKDSWALL, a feaporl of Sweden, in 
the province of Mcdtlpadia. It tamts on 
a trade jn tar, bark of birch trees, dea^s, and 
hnen, and is Rated near the guU of Both- 
nia. Lonril 5^, lat. 6a 45 N. 

Su»KE»iitG, or SoNNtBtRG,a town 
«f Geimanvy in the circle of Saxony, 
and tcn'Jtoiy of Stemburg, with a caltle, 
feated on the Darta, 50 n^s ,£ by N of 
Berlin. Lon* 15 10 £> lat. 5a 41 

Sup&KtOR, Lake, a lake of N Ame- 
nca, one half belonging to the United 
States, and one halt to Great Britain, fo 
called from its being the laigdl on that 
continent. According to the French 
charts it is 1500 miles in circumference. 
It contains many iilands ; two of ^eni very 
lor^e, efpecially llle Royale, which 9 xoo 


miles long, and, in many places, 40 brnar^.* 
Upward of 30 rivers enter it, fome of 
V hich arc of confidcrable fize. It abounds 
with trout and flurgeon. Storms afFeiR it 
as much as they do the Atlantic Ocean. It 
dilcharges its water from the SE conu r, 
through the flraits of St. Marie, into Lake 
Huron. The Indians fuppolr the lAands in 
it to be the refidcnce of Uic Great Spinr» 

SupiNO, an ancient town of [Naples, 
in Molifc, with a caille. It is jcaicd at 
the Iburcc of the Tamara, at the ft'oi of 
the Appennines, 1 7 miles N by W ol Be- 
nt vciito. 

.SuR. See Sour. 

Sura, a towm of Sweden, in the pro- 
vince of Wcilmanland. 

Surat, a city audfeaport of the Dec- 
can of Hindoollan. It is laid to liave 
200,000 uihabitants, and its trade is very 
confiderablt. In this city are many dificr- 
ent ribgioiis, for there are Marometans of 
level al fed'is, many lorts of Gintoob, and 
Jews and Cliriftians of various denoinina- 
tioiib. 'I'he Mahometans at Surat are not 
hy iar, lo ilrkfas they aie in ^irahia, or 
in other 'im-kilh i ountries, nor are the dif- 
tin^ticns of tribes among the Hindoos 
who itfidt here fliidlly obferved. lo- 
wai-ds the middle of the laft centur)' this 
place was only the refortof a few inert h- 
ants, w’ho, under the Ihclter of ati old 111- 
iignificaut caille, laid the firll foundations 
of a city now almolt as large and fully as 
populous as lomdon within the w'alU, and 
(ontaining many fine buildings ol Indian 
aicliJteilure, whidi is partly Gentoo and 
partly Morifquc. Thofe of the gi-eatefl: 
note are lo contrived, that the gateway is 
delenbble againil any fudden UTupiion of a 
few armed men. 'The private apartments 
lie backwards tor the convtniency of the 
women, of whom tlie Mtiors arc rcmai k- 
ably jealous. During the inteiiie heats of 
fuiiiiner they have country retirements a 
little ^y out of town, where they nTide 
or go in parties to ainufe themfclvcs. The 
llrects arc uTegularly laid out ; but liave 
one property wliicli renders it agreeable to 
walk in them, viz. that a competent width 
being left at bottom, the up]>g: llorics of 
the houfes prc]je6l over one another in 
luch a manner, that people may with eale 
converfe from them ; by which means the 
ilreet is agreeably (haded, at tlic lame time 
that a proper ventilation is not* impeded, 
but rather promoted. The (hops, not- 
withllanding the vail trade carried on in 
this great and pojmlous city, have a very 
mean appearance, oM^ing to the dealers 
keeping their goods m^^warehoufes, and 
felling by £unples. IMo place b better fup- 
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with provlfions than the city of Su- 
rat while its cummunication with the toun- 
tr)' remain*? open. Brfides the unbound- 
ed importation, by which every article is 
brougl^it here in great abundance, the na- 
tural produdlions of the foil are excellent, 
though lels cheap than in otlicr parts of 
India, as at Bengal cfpecially ; yet in that 
place, though the cattle and poultry arc 
bought originally at a very low rate, they 
turn out very dear by the time tliey aic 
fed tor the table. Here, liowever, all 
kind^ of eatables may be had at a rcafon- 
able price, ready for immediate ufe, and 
as good as can be found anywhere. The 
whc*at of Surat is famous all over India ior 
its fingular fuhltaiice, whitenefs, and tafte ; 
and Its fdllads and roots are iikcwilc of an 
excellent qua'ity. There are alfo many 
kinds of wjid-lowl and other game to be 
had at an eafy rate ; but for wines and 
fpii ituoiis liquorfa they depend moft on im- 
poFLation. Surat was furrounded with a 
wall in a fhort time after it iiad afliimed 
the fonn of a tow'n. 'I'he fortification, 
liowevtT, was meant only to prevent the 
incurfions of the Mahratlas, who had twi* e 
pillaged it; fo that the place \\ as by no 
means capable* of Handing any regular iitge. 
Even the caxtle appears but a poor defence, 
be nig mounted with cannon here and there, 
viirlioi'' any order, or without anything 
likeanatteinpttowards military architecSlure. 
One thing firij^iilai in Surat is, that, though 
there is no hospital lor human beings, there 
IS an cxtenlive cliablinunent of this nature 
ior lick or iiiiinied animals. When tlie 
Euiopeans tuin out an old horfe, or any 
othei donieilic animal to perifii, ns ufelcls, 
the Hindoiis voluntarily airume the caitof 
it, and place it in this hou'e, whuh is lull 
ot iuiirm decrepid cow's, fiiecp, rabbits, 
hens, pigeons, &«.. The chaiitable Hin- 
doos keep a phylician to look alter the^e 
animals. The country round Surat js 
ferriit, except toward the fea, whkJi js 
landy and barren. Before the Englilh E 
Inci^an Compan) obtained poiTcfTion of 
Bomliay, the prclidenv v ot their aflairs on 
tlie coail of Malabar w^as at Surat ; and 
they had a faiSlory cllabb filed there. Even 
after the prtfidcucy was transferred to 
Bombay, the faiSlory was continued. The 
Great Mogul had then an officer here, 
who w'as ft)'led his admiral, and received 
a revenue called the tanka, of the annual 
value of three lacks oi rupees, ariiing from 
tlie rents of adjacent lands, and the taxes 
levied at iJurat. The tyranny of this of- 
ficer towards the merchants, induced the 
E India Company, in 1759, to fit out an 


armament, which difpoflefled tJie admiral 
ofthciaftlc; and, foon altei, the poiiefi- 
fion of this Cciftle was confirmed to them by 
the court of Dellii. They obtained, more- 
over, “the appointment tn the poll of ad- 
miral, and w'cre conftituted receivers of 
the tanka, by which their auiliOjity in this 
place became fupreme. Surat is fituate on 
the conhnes of Guzerat, 20 milts up tlic 
rivcrTapty,aiid 177 W pi Bombay. Ixwu 
72 48 E, lat. 21 JO N. 

Sure, a river ol irJand, in Tipperary, 
which flow’s into St. George’s Channel. * 

SuRCOOjA, a town of the ptninfula of 
HiitdooJlan, i3o miles SSW of Patna. 

Surinam, a country of S America in 
Guiana, extending 75 miles along a ri^e^ 
of the lame name. It aliounds with game, 
and fingular animah of d flerent kinds ; 
the load, jn particular, bring icmarkable 
for its enormous li/e and ugly lonn. It 
produces fruits, indigo, fugar, cotton, to- 
bacco, gums, andwwidfor d\ing. The 
woods aie full of inoiikies, and it is faid 
theie are ferjients :;o feet long. Th.i 
country w.is ceded by the* Englifhtothe 
Dull h, for the provixicc of New York, m 
167^;, and waA taken again by the EugJifii 
in Augufl 1797- ' 1 ‘h‘e capital is Par.*- 
maribo. 

bURiNCiA, a commercial towm of Ja- 
pan, in theifland ot Niphon, capital of 4 
province of the lame name, v.*ith a cafile, 
vdicre the emperors fonucTly refided. 
Lon. 139 ? E, 1 :^. 39 30 N. 

SuiiRY, a county ol England, 37 miles 
long and 27 broad ; bountlcd on the N 
bv Middlefex, on theE by K'*nt, on the 
S by Sulfex, and on the W by Ilampihirc 
and Berks, It hes m the diocefe of \\ \nr 
chcfler ; eontauis 13 hundreds, ii mar- 
kci-towTis (including Southwark) and 140 
parifiies ; and fends 14 iiiciiibcrs to par- 
iiaiiunt. I'hc dir is geneidlly temperate 
and healthy. Surry lias been cpmparcd to 
a piece of coarfe cloth with a fihe border; 
ns ( trt imifcivncc being in general fertile, 
but Its middle jiarts On the 

banks ol tlie Thames iPhas a range of 
beautiful meadow's, intcrfperled with nu- 
merous villas and pleafure giounds.Aciols 
the middle of the county, L to W, runs a 
ridge of irrcgularhlJJs, abounding in chalk, 
and inteitnixed with wide open dowiif 
and fandy heaths. The Banltcad downs 
in Uiis tradl are noted for feeding the 
Iw’cetell mutton. It produces com, box- 
wood, walnuts, hops, and fullers eartlu 
The principal nvers befides the Thamta 
(which 15 the boundary of this county o» 
the N) are the Mole, Wey, and W'audlc. 
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The lent afiizes are held at Kingfton, and 
jdie fummer afCzes at Guilford and Croy- 
dion alternately. 

8uRS££,a town of Swiilerland^ in the 
canton of Lucem, featcd near the ^ake of 
Seropacht five miltrs S of 'Lucern. 

SuRaooTY, a town of HuidooilanPro- 
per^ X14 miles NW of Delhi. 

SuSyariver of Morocco, which forms 
the S boundary of the empire of Moroc- 
co and enters the Atlanticy at Mella. It 
jinrtiliaes its banks by annual inundations. 

jSu Sy one of the three grand divjflofts of 
tile empire of Morocco, bounded on the W 
by the Atlantic, on the N by Mount Atlas, 
tm the £ by Gcfula, and on the S by the 
river Sus. It is a flat country, abounding 
in com, fugar-cancs, and dates. I'he inha- 
bitants, who arc chiefly Archers, llerebers, 
or aucient natives, are diflingnifhtd by 
their induftry ; and many of tliem, who 
live ill towns, become opulent, and are 
much more polite than the natives ol Fez 
and Morocco. In the mountainous part 
thejr are intirely free, and arc governed by 
their own chiefs. 

Susa, a feaport of Tunis Sec Sousa. 

Susa, a ftrong tovin of Piedmont, ca- 
pital of a marquiiate of the lame name, 
with a fort. Here is a rich consent, cal- 
led the abbey of St. Jult, and a tnumphal 
arch to the honour of Auguftus Ctfar. It 
is featcd on the Dona, aniong pleafant 
mountains, and is called the kty of Italy, 
being the principal paflage out of France 
into Italy. It was taken by the F rench in 
1704, but rettored to the duke of Savoy iu 
1 707 . It is 30 miles N VV of T uriii. Lon, 
7 a4 £, lat.

Susi>AL, an archiepifcopal tovm of Ruf- 
fia, in the government ot Volodimir, capi- 
tal of a duchy of the fame name. It is 
built of wood, and fcated on the Khafina, 
po miles NE oi Molcow. Lon, 40 zs 
Iat. 56 a 6 N'. 

Susquehahnah, a river of N Ame- 
rica, wHch has its fourccin LakcOtfego, 
croffes^hree the line which divides 
the Itate of Ne^pfork from Pcniifylvania, 
and empties k&lf into the head of the bay 
of Chefapeak- 

Sussex, a county of England, 70 miles 
in length, and «8 where broadeit ; bound- 
ed on the N by Surry, on the NE and E 
byKent^ on the S by the Engliih Chan- 
nel, andon tlit W by Hampflure. It lies 
in the dioctfe of Cmchefter ; contains 65 
hundreds, one cky, 16 market-towns and 
143 pariihes ; and fends iS members to 
parliament. Tins N part of SuiTex, a tra< 5 t 
l^outinued from the eaki of £ent, and of 


the fame nature with k, was formerly cn* 
tirely covered with forefis ; and though 
many of thefe have been cut down, it is 
fiill well funiiihed with timber both of 
large and fmall growth. The middle line 
of the county is a rich trad of arable and 
meadow. To it focceed the Downs, a 
range of green open hills o£ a chalky foil, 
affording exceUent paAurage for iheep, 
and in many parts fertile in com. The 
birds called wheat-ears are particularly 
numerous and excellent on thefe Downs, 
and are caught by the ihepherds in great 
numbers. The trad from Lewes and its 
neighbourhood to the lea is peculiarly fa- 
mous, under the name of the ^uth 
Downs, for its fine velvet-like turf, and 
the goodnefs of its wool and mutton. To^ 
wards ilic fca the land in general declines, 
and in fome parts is marfhy. This coun- 
ty was formerly famous for iron-works, 
in which great quantities of charcoal were 
uied for imelting the ore, and thus the 
woods came to lie gradually wailed. TTic 
works are now almofl or entirely aban- 
doned ; this budnefs, from the late imr 

E rovcinents in Imelting iron with pit-coal, 
aving migrated to the counties which a-» 
bound in that cheaper article, as well as in 
iron ore. The produds for whkh Sufiex 
isatpi'cfent diltinguiihed are chiefly com, 
hops, wool, cattle and timlier. It is not 
diitinguifhtd for a>iy manufadure, but 
that of gunpowder at Battel, and of need- 
les, at Chichelter. The pnncqial rivers 
are the Arigi, Adur, Oule, and Rothcr, 
Chicheilcr is the capital. 

SusTER, an ancient and celebrated, buf 
now decayed, town of Perlia, capital of 
Kuflflan. It is feated on the Caron, 305 
miles SW pf Ifpahan. Lon. 51 19 £, lat, 
31 15 N. 

SusTCREN, a town of Germany in 
Weflphalia, in the duchy of Juliers, two 
miles from the river Maefe, and xa S of 
Ruremonde. Lon, 5 50 E, lal. 50 56 N, 
Sutherlands HIRE, includes the di* 
vifions ot Sutherland and StrathnaverOpre, 
it is boundeil on the N and parti of the W 
by the Northern ocean ; on the SW by 
Rofsfbire, on the S and S£ by the Firth 
of Domo<^, and on the £ by Cakluicis-t 
ihire. It is about 50 miles wag from N 
to S, and 46 in its broadeft part from £ to 
W, terminating at the South to not more 
than x% miles broad. It is mountainous, 
but the vaJlies arc fertile ; abounding wit 
black cattle and wildfowL It hu 3 re- 
markable foreiU, and many woods. Th^ 
hills produce xnart)le,ireeftone, limeftonc, 
i^uuone, date, dtc. The cxnmtry is fuQ 
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•T b'ayti rivers, and lakes, which abound 
with fa1mon,ihell-fUh, fwans, geefc, ducks. 
They have plenty of deer, &c. The 
chief towns are Dornoch, Strathy, Gal- 
fpey, and Brora. 

SuTRi, a town of Italy, in the patri- 
mony of St. Peter, with a bilhop’s fee, 
feated on the Puzzulo, a a miles NW of 
Rome. Lon. la %5 £, lat. 4^ lo N. 

Sutton, a village in Cambndgefliire, 
fiX miles SW of Ely. In 1694, here Vere 
ploughed up feveral old fmall coins, three 
lilver plates, with a Saxon infeription but 
unintelligible, three twilled rings, and a 
plain one. There was a Saxon inferip- 
lion oA the plates, but not legible. 

Sutton CoLEFiELD, a town in War- 
wickfhirc, with a market on Monday. It 
is a fmall place and is 24 miles NNW 
of Warwick, and iii NW of London. 
Lon. I 40 W, lat. 5a 39 N. 

Su z AN N b', S r. a town of France, in the 
department and late province of Maine, 
with a coniiderable paper manufatSlure, 
24 miles W of Mans. 

SwAFFHAM, a town in Norfolk, with 
a market on Saturday, feated on a hill, 
34 miles NNE of Newmarket, and 94 NK 
of London. Lon. o 46 £, lat. 5 2 42 N. 

Swale, a river in Yorkihirc, whicli 
rifes on the coniines of Wtllmorland, and 
niniiing S£, by Richmond and Thirik, 
fells into the Oufe. 

SwALLY, a towTi of the Deccan of 
Hlndoollan, in Cambaya. It has a har- 
bour, where Ihips receive and deliver their 
cargoes for the merchants of Surat, being 
12 miles NW of that place. Lon. 72 15 
£, lat. 21 18 N. 

Swan sco m b, a village ofKcnt two miles 
W by S of Oravefend. Here are the 
remains of camps and forts, fuppofed to 
be Danilh. 

Swansea, a town of the United States, 
m Malfacbufets, iitiute on the Taunton, 
36 miles S of Bollon. 

Swan SLY, a maritime town in Gla- 
moiganfhire, with a market on Wednef- 
day and Saturday, an old caftle, and two 
churches. It is a corporate town, and is 
feated at the mouth of the Ta^vy, and is 
governed by a portreve. The neighbour- 
ing country abounds wdth coal of which it 
fends great quantities to Ireland and the 
S coail of England. Many Diips have 
been built here, and it isreforted to for fea- 
bathing. Here arc great works for the 
fmelting of copper and lead ore, and it 
carries on- a confiderable trade to Briilol. 
It is 24 miles WNW of Cowbridge, and 
aoj W of Londo'^. Lon. 4 o W, lat. ji 
38 N. 


SWANSHALES, a town of Sweden, Ifi 
W Gothland, 25 miles WSW of Lindkop- 
ing. 

SWANWiCH, a village in Dorfetlhire, 
feated on a bay of the feme name, in the 
EngUlh ChanneL It has quarries of fine 
ilone, of which many thoufand tons are 
fhipped here annually. See Purbeck» 
Isle or. 

SwAKTEBERG, a town of Sweden, in 
W Gothland, x8 miles NW of Udde- 
valla. 

SwARTSLUYS, a town and fortrefs of 
the United Provinces, in Ovcryflel, feated 
on the Vecht, four miles from its moutht 
and five NNW ofHaflelt. 

Sweden, a kingdom of Europe, bound- 
ed on the N by Danifii Lapland and the 
ocean, on the E by Rulfia, on the S by the 
Baltic and the gulf of Finland, and on the 
W by Norway, the Sound, and the Catc*- 
gate. It extends 800 miles from N to S, 
and ^50 from E to W. Tlie whole 
kingdom is divided into five general 
parts ; namely, Sweden Pioper, Goth- 
land, Norland, Lapland, and Finland ; and 
each ot thcle is fubdivided into fevcTal 
pi^vintes. Sweden Proper contains Up- 
land, Siidermania,* Nericia, Weftmaiiia, 
and Dalecarlia, Gothland, contains Of- 
trogotliia or £ Gothland, Smuland^ 
Weftrogothia or W Gothland, the illes 
of Gkithland and (Eland, Wermeland, 
Boh us, Dalia, Scania or Schonen, lial- 
land, and Blekingen. Norland includes 
GelLiike or Gclirikcland, llclfinglaud, 
Medelpadia, Heimlland, Keijedalia, On- 
germania, and W Botlinia. Sw edilh Lap- 
land comprifes Afcia, Ueimtland, Unito, 
Pilheo, Luleo, Torneo, and Kdni. Fin- 
land contains Finland Proper, £ Bothnia, 
Tavaiteland, Nyland, Savolak, and that 
part of Kymciie and Carelia, whiih 
Sweden has preferved. The face of 
Sweden is in general fimilar to that of the 
neighbouring countries, only it is \iell 
watered by rivers, numerous lakes, and in- 
land pieces of watcT, on the banks of 
which the palaces and villas are iiiuallv 
built. The lame may be faid with regard 
to its climate, foil, &c. Summer burfis 
from v'intcr ; and vegetation is more 
fpeedy than in fouthern climates. Stoves 
and warm furs mitigate the cold of winter, 
which is fo intenfe, that the nofes and ex- 
tremities of the inhabitants are fomctimes 
mortified. The Swedes, fiiice the days of 
Charles XII. have been at incredible pains 
to corrctSl the native barrennefe of tlieir 
country, by eredling colleges of agriculture, 
in fome places with great fucceis. The 
U much the fame wim that of Demuarie:

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and fomc plac«j of Norwayi gentrally 
bad) but m fonie valleys iurprinngly fer- 
tile. Tlie SwedeS) till of late years, had 
not iadufiry to reix)cdy the one, 

nor Improve the oth^. The peafants now 
follow tlie agriculture of France and Eng- 
land; and fome Ute accounts fay, that 
they rear airno|t as much g*'ain as mam* 
tains the natives. Gothland produces 
wheat, rye, barley^ oats, peafe, and beans ; 
and in cafe of de^uen<-y, the people are 
fupplied from Livonia and the Baltic pro- 
vinces. In fummer, the fields are verdant, 
and covered with tiowers ; and produce 
fb’awberries, rafpberries, currants, and 
other finall fruits. The eommon people 
know, as yet, litUc qf the cultivation of a- 
peaches,^ nciflarmes, pine-apples, 
and the like high-Bavoiircd fruiu ; but 
melons are brought to great perfe^ion in 
dry fealbns. 7 'lie animals are horfes, cows, 
ho;!:h, goats, fiicep, elks, raindver, bears, 
wolves, foxes, wild lat*', and fquirrcls. In 
wmtor,lhc foxes and fquiri ch* bcLorae gi ay, 
ami the hares as Mobile as fnow. Here ore 
feveral forts of fowls, and partridges, m oud- 
cocks, and falcons, in gi*eat plenty. 
Sweden produces cryfials, amethyils, tp- 
pazes, porphyi*)'’, lapis lazuli, agatCj cor- 
nelian, marble^ and other foilils. The 
chief wealth of the country, Jiowever, aiifes 
fioin her mines of filvtr, cqppcr, lead, and 
iron. The laft mentioned metal emplojs 
no fewer than 450 foiges, hammering- 
mills, and fmelting-houk'b. I'hc firlt gal- 
lery of one filverxnine is ico fatiioms be- 
low the furl ace of the eanh ; the roof is 
fupporied by prodigious oaken beams, and 
from thence the miners defeend about 40 
fathoms to the lowefl vein. 'I'hc articles 
of export are boards, gunpoM'der, leather, 
iron, copper, tallow, Ikins, pitch, refin, and 
fliaits ; and it imports fait, brandy, wine, 
Ijmn cloth, ItufTs, tobacco, fugai, ipice, 
and paper. The peafants feeni to be a 
heavy plodding rac<; of men, Itrong^and 
hardy ; but witficntt any other ambition 
than that of fubfifUng Uicmlelves and their 
famdies as well as they can : they are 
honefi, fimple, and hoipitable ; and the 
{neressktile claves arc much of the fame 
raf^ i but ppreat application and perfever* 
ance is d^eovered ?imong them all. The 
principal nobility and gentry of Sweden 
are naturally bratt, polke, and bofpitabk ; 
they have high and worm notions of houp^ 
our> »n4 ar« jealous of their national in« 
terefls. The qf th^ir common Df^P- 
pie is almoft the fame with that of Gen^ 
mark ; the better fert are Infatuated with 
french mpdes and faihioa, coming 


niiig races in Q^gc^ and faiUng in yachts 
upon the ice. Their houfes sure generally 
of wood, with very IHi^ art in their con- 
firu^ion. The roofs, in many plac^, are 
covered with turf, on which their goats 
often feed. There is no country in the 
world where the women dq fia mueh wgrk , 
for they till tfie ground, thralh the com, 
and row the boats on the fca. The re* 
venues of Sweden amount to foroething 
moi*e 4 han i,ooo,oool. fierling, but may, 
on an average, be taken at i,pyo,ooo a 
year: they have been much augmented 
fince the revolution in 177a, as they did 
not then amount to more than 750,000!. or 
at moft 857,5001. The form of the 
Swediih government has frequently vai'ied- 
Beforcthc aicefllon of Guflavus 1. it was 
an ele^ive monarchy. By the union of 
Colmar, in 1597, it was Ifipulated that 
the fame monarch IhouM rule over Den- 
mark, Sweden, and Norway, to be chofen 
by the deputies from the llatcs ofthofe 
thice kiogiloms aiTimbled at Calmar. By 
this regulation Sweden became a mere 
tributary kingdom to Denmark. From 
this flate of fubjcifiion to a tyrannical 
foreign yoke, it was refined by Guftavuv 
Vafa, on whom the Swedes, in 15*3, con- 
ferred the fovereignty, and made the crown 
hereditar)' in his male ifllie, with this re* 
lervation, that in default of fuch iffiie, the 
right ol eledl.on fhould return to the JUtes, 
But queen Chriftma, the lall of Guflavus’s 
dtfeendents abdicating tlie crown, fhe per- 
1 uncled the lUtes to coi*fij*m the right of 
lucceflion on tlie dcicendents of her coufin 
Charles Gulbvus, count palatine of the 
Rhine. In 168a, the Hates agreed that the 
daiigliuis fiiould luiceed in calc the male 
heirs failed. *I‘hc kingdom becaine here- 
ditary', and foon alter abfblutc by Charlea 
XI. wliofe fon Charles Xll. canied his au- 
thority to the higheft pitch of defpotifin : 
upon his death his lifter (Jlrlca Eleonora re- 
nounced for ever all abfolute power for 
herlclf and her fuccelTors, determining to 
re-cflabbfh the gpveniinent in tlie ancient 
form it happily enjoyed in former times. 
Upon her recommendation, lier confortj, 
the hcrediury prince of HeJTe, was eleiHed 
long, and it continued in the fame manner 
till 1772, when the Hateai who hsd o^ 
tained the whole power fince the death of 
Charles, and made a very indifierent ufeof 
it, were entirely fubjcdled by a dextrouai 
manmuvre of Gufiavus, tlie late king, fo 
that the gpvi^ment is now altogethm* a# 
defjuHic as it was during the reigns q£ 
Charles XI. XII, He was afWmated 
in 2792, leaving his fon GuitavusAdoU 
phus a minor; who attained his majority i» 
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1796. The cftabliihed rtligion 1$ the 
Lutheran, and they have one archbiihop, 
and feven bilhops. The capital is Stock- 
holm. 

SwERNiCH, a town of Turkey in Eu- 
rope, on the coniiiieS of Servia attd Bofnta, 
feated on the Drino, 70 miles SW of Bel- 
^de. Lon. 19 32 K, lat. 44 4* N. 

SwiKDON, a town in Wiltlhire, with 
3 market on Monday, feated oh the top 
of a hill, near a rich vale, 28 miles N oi 
Salifburyi ind 8 ^ W of l^don. Lon. x 
45 W, lat.51 30 N. 

Sw ! NN A, a little iiland of Scotland^ one 
of the Orknies, lituate to the NE of that 
called Mainland. Here are two whirlpools, 
that have been known to draw in boats 
and light veflels, which are inftantly fwal- 
Jowed up. 

StfcriNTOW, a village in the W riding 
of Yoridhire, nine miles SW of Doncatter. 
Here is a navigable canal to the ’’iver Don, 
a ronliderable manufadlure of earthehware, 
and a large iron forge. 

Swissi^RLAs*D, or Switzerland, a 
country of Europe, bounded on the E by 
Tyrol, on the W by France, on the N by 
Suabia, and on the S by Savoy and Italy. 
It is 22? miles long and 83 broad, fe- 
parated from the adjacent countries by 
high mountains, called the Alps. Though 
Switzerland lies between 45 and 40 deg. of 
N lat. yet being fituated among the Alps, 
the higlicit mountains in Europe, and 
whole tops are covered with Ihow moll 
part of the year, the air b much fharper 
than in more northerly latitudes. As 
Switzerland is ftoueftered as it wei*e from 
other neighbouring countries by high 
mountains, fo almoll every canton is 
divided from the reft by a ridge of hills, 
which afford good paflure in fummer, and 
on fome of them are com fields, particular- 
ly Bern, t^o thirds of which canton is a 
plain country, abound! ng in com. But the 
foil in general does not produce it in great 
quantities ; bcfides the fruits of the earth 
ar<3i frequently defiroyed by ftorms or cold 
rains j fo that in plentiful years they lay 
up corn in granaries, to prevent a general 
famine. Switzerland b divided into ij 
cantons, ex(‘iufiv« of their allies ; namely, 
Lncem, ITri, Schweitz, Underwaldcn, 
2 iug, Friburg, and Soleurc, which are 
catholics The proteflant cantons are 
Zuric, Bern, Bafle, and Schaifhaufen. 
GbrusandAppenzel contain bothreligions. 
There 3 fe four paffages over the Alps into 
Italy h’oitvSwiiferland ; the fifft of which 
is beyond the Uke of Geneva over Mount 
Cennis, which leads to Savoy ; tlie fecond 
ill the country of the Gnfons, and 


crofles Mount St. Bernard, leading, to the 
valley df Aoufia, which l^longs to Ficd- 
jfnont ; the third liegins in the country of 
the Grifons, croflVs Mount Siippleberg, and 
iiads to the duchy of Milan; the fourth 
ctoiTes Mount St. Onthard, and the baili- 
wics of Italy, and tenniiiates in the Mil- 
anefe. Tlic principal lakes an.* thdf,^ of 
Conftance, G^eva, Lucent, Zuric, and 
Neuchatel. The moft confiderable rivers 
are the Rhine, Rhone, Aar, Arve, Reufs, 
and Inn. The chief riches of Swiiltrland 
confifl of excellent paftures in which many 
cattle are bred and fattened, and the goats, 
and chamois, feed on the mountains, and in 
the woods. I’he Swifs are a brave, 
honeil, hofpltablc, hardy people : vtj-v 
true to their engagements, friendly, and 
humane. In fhort, there iS not a people in 
Europe whofc national charadler is better. 
In their perfons they are generally tall, 10- 
buft, and well made ; but their complexions 
are none of the belt, and thofe that live in 
the neighbourhood d!“ the mountains arc 
fubjeiSl to wens, 'f he women are faid to 
be generally handfomc and welbfhaped, 
fenfiide and modefl, yet frank, eafy, and 
agreeable in converfation. Few of the 
peafants are miferably poor ; many of 
them are ric h, efpecially in the Proteflant 
cantons, and that of Btrne in particular. 
In 1797* the French having long endea- 
voured to excite intefiifie commotion and 
difeord in SwifTtrland, fucceeded but two 
well in their mif. hiewous defigns. Bchig 
favoured by the difturbanrcs they had ex- 
cited, thtir troops entered Sw'ifterland, and 
defeated the Swiis trocips, who eppofed 
them with great courage and refolution in 
fc veral delpcrate engagements. The w hole 
country was fubdued and obliged to lubmit 
to the gating yoke of the Frenc h, who com- 
pletely I vei turned the confiitution of the 
principal cantons, and inipoltd upon them 
what th'.y called the Helvetic republic, 
wdth a form of govcnimcnt, like that of 
France, compoled of a legiflative body, 
confining of two councils, and a direiftory. 
On the rccortimcncenienl of the v ar wiib 
the emperor of Germany in 1799, the 
archduke Charles entered SwifTtrland. and 
haying defeated the French, he made him- 
lelf niafier of Schaifhaufen and Zuric ; hut 
in the clofe of the campa’gu, he met with a 
check which obliged him rortluiquifli part 
of his conqueft*^, This formerly peacefut 
and happy country, diltracTlcd by the con- 
fliifts oi contending am.icfi, is at prei’ent in sk 
very cxhaullcd and im,* verifhed fituatiofi. 
See Glaciers, and Schwlitz. 

^ SyA, a town of Sweden, in W Cothland^ 
f 3 miles SW of Idndkoping, 

4 G a 
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Sydekham, a village in Kent, on the 
declivity of a hill, eight miles S by E of 
iLondon. It is noted for medicinal 
wells. 

Sydney Bay, a bay on the S fide of 
>lorfoIk ifiand, in the Pacific Ocean, form- 
ed by Point Hunter and Point Kofs, which 
are near two miles afunder. On this bay 
a fettlement of convicts is formed from Eng- 
land. Lon. x68 la £, lat. 29 4 tS. 

Sydney Cove, the town or fettlement 
of convidls, foun^d at Port Jackfon, in 
New S Wales in February 1788. Th? 
ground about it was then covered by a 
thick foreft : but, in 1 790, fome good buil- 
dings had been erefled, and the greatefipart 
of me civil and military officers comfortably 
lodged. The governor’s houfc is built of 
Bone, and has a veiy good appearance, being 
70 f eet in front. The heutenant-govemor’s 
houfe is of brick, as are alfo thefe belonging 
to the judge, and the rommlilary. I'he 
reft of the houfes are built of logs and plaf- 
tered, and all the roofs are cither covered 
by ihinglcs, or thatched. Sydney Cove lies 
on the $ fide of the harbour, between five 
and fix miles from]thc entrance. The neck 
of land that forms this cove is nioftly cover- 
ed with wood, yet fo rocky, tliat it is not 
cafy to coirmrenend how the trees could 
have found uifficient nourifhment to bring 
them to fo coixfidcTable a magnitude. Lon. 
X5I a8 E, lat. 3350 S. 

Syracusi, a ftrong city of Sicily, in 
Val-di“Noto, with abifhop’s fee, and a fine 
harbour, defended by a caftle. It was al- 
moft mined by an earthquake in 1693. 
Near this place, in 1718, there was a 
feafight between the Spaniards andTngljfii, 
in which the former were beaten. It is feat- 
od near the fca, 72 miles S by W of Mef- 
fina, and zxo S£ of Palermo. Lon. 15 30 
E> lat. 37 5 N. 

Syria, or Suristan, a province of 
Turkey in Afia, bounded on tlie N by 
Diarbeck and Natolia, on the £ by Dlar- 
beck and the deferts of Arabia, on the 
S by the fame deferts and Judea, and on 
the W by the Meditenranean. Under the 
general pame of Syria, w'as included the 
ancient Phoenicia, lying S of Syrja 
jFroper. This province abounds in oil, 
com, and feveral forts of fruits, as well as 
peas, beans, and all kinds of pulfe and gai*- 
den-ftuff ; but it would produce much 
more than it docs, ^ if it were weH^cultivat- 
cd ; for there are the fineft plains and paf- 
turcs in the world. The inhabitants have 
trade in filk, camlets, and lalt. Damalcps 
is the capital. 

Syrian, a town of Pegu, finted near 
the bay of Bengal, on a river of the 


fame nnme^ which is one of the extreme 
branches of the Ava. Lon. 96 40 
lat. 16 50 N. 

SzEBEN, a town of Hungary, fituated on 
the river Tareka, 30 miles N of Cafibvia. 
Lon. 21 25 £, lat. 44 20 N. 

SzEKELY, a town of Hungary, 18 
miles £S£ of Debreczen. Lon. 22 15 £, 
lat. 47 26 N. 

SzucCA, a town of Weftem Praflia, 
in the palatinate of Culm, fcated on the 
Viftula. Lon. x 8 24 £> lat. 53 *4 N. 
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T AAFE, or Tavc, a rapid rlvcT 
Glamorganlhire, which enters the 
Briftol Channel at Cardiff. On this river, 
near Caerphilly, is a ftonc bridge called 
Pont y Prj'ddal, of a fingle arch, fuppofed 
one of the w^ideft in the world, 140 feet in 
the fpan and 34 high, planned and execut- 
ed by the fell taught genius of a common 
mafem in this couni y. 

Taaif, a town of Arabia, In the pro- 
vince of Hedjas. It has a confiderablc 
trade in dried fruits, and is fituate on a lofty 
mountain, 60 miles 3 £ of Mecca. Lon. 41 
35 E, lat. 21 5 N. 

Taas, a city of Arabia, in the pro- 
vince of Yeinan, where is the tomb of a 
faint, who, according to tradition, was 
king of the rountrj^ When M. Niebuhr 
yrvLs here it had a garrifon of 600 men* 
It is 48 miles £N£ of Mocha. Lon. 44 10 
£, lat. 13 45 S. 

Taata, a town of Upper Eg>T>t, one 
mile from the Nile. It is the refidence of 
a governor, has many curious remains of 
antiquity, and is 200 miles S of Cairo* 
Lon. 31 25 £, lat. 26 56 N. 

Tabaga, an ifiand of America in the S. 
Sea, and bay of Panama, four miles long 
and three broad. It is a mountainous 
place, abounding with fruit trees, andi-bc- 
longs to the Spaniards. Lon. 80 16 W, 
lat. 7 50 S. 

Tabarca, an ifiand on the coaft of Bar- 
bary, belonging to the Genoefc, who have 
a garrifoa ot 200 men to prote^ their coral 
fifhing here. It is S9 miles W of Tunis. 
Lon. 9 16 £, lat. 36 50 N. 

Tabaria, tlie ancient Tiberias, a 
pf Prieftine,* fituate on the W ^e of a 
lake, formerly called the fea of Tibe- 
rias, so miles NN£ of Jerufalem, and 
70 SSW of Damafens. Lon. 35 45 £, 
lat. 32 40 N. 

Tabasco, a yitmact of Nciy Spaui, 
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In tljc audience of Mexico ; bounded on 
the N by the bay of Campeachy, on the E 
by Yucatan, on the S bv Chiapa, and on 
the W by Guaxaca. It is about loo miles 
in length, and nearly as much in breadth, 
and its chief riches confill in cocoa nuts. 
ITie ail' is extremely moift, and thwe are 
(bowers every day for nine months in the 
year.

Tafilet, a kingdom of Barbary, in 
the empire of Morocco ; bounded on the 
N by Fez and Tremefen, on the E by the 
Berilierics, on the S by the deferts of Bar- 
bary, and on the W by Sus, Morocco^ 
and Fez. It is divided into three pro- 
vinces, Dras, Saro, and Tuet. It is a 
mountainous Tandy country, but produces 
wheat and barley by the Tides of the rivers. 
The inhabitants live upon camels' fiefh 
and dates, and they breed horfes to fell to 
foreigners. The Arabs live in tents^ and 
the Beriberics, the ancient inhabitants, 
dv'cll in villages.

Tagumadkrt, a town of the kingdom 
of Tafikt in Africa, wdth aftrong calticon 
a mountain, (eated on the river Dras.

Tajo, anciently Tagus, a river wbuh 
has its iource on the confines of Arragon, 
in Spam, runs through New Cafiile, by- 
Toledo and I'alavara, w'hence it proceeds 
to Alcanura, in Eflrcmadura ; when en- 
tering Portugal, it wafhes Santaren, be- 
low which it forms the harbour of lalbon^ 
anil then falls into the Atlantic Ocean.

Taikton, a village in Gloucefterlhire, 
firten miles W of Glouceftcr.

Tai-ouang, the capital of the ifland 
tlf Formofa, in the China Sea. It is a 
large well peopled place and carries on a 
great trade. The greater part of the 
Rreets are as firaight as if laid out with 
a line, and arc all covered during feven 
or eight months in the year to moderate 
the exceflive heat of the fun. Thefe 
Itrccts arc thirty or forty feet broad, ami 
fcveral of them are aliout a league in 
length ; they are almoft all bonlered with 
houles belonging to the merchants, or 
rich fhops, in which are difplayed filk 
Itufi^ porcelain, lacquer-ware, and other 
kinds of merchandize, all ranged witli 
great order and fymraetry ; they have the 
appearance of To many galleries ornament- 
ad in the fame manner ; and one might 
walk through them with much pleafure, 
were not the pavement bad, and the crowd 
of paffengers fo great. The houfes for 
the moft part are built of clay and bam- 
boo^reeds, and are only thatched with 
ftraw } but the avi'nings with which the 
ftrects are covered leave nothing to he 
feen but the (hops. This capital has nei- 
ther walls nor any kind works; its 
harbour is good, and fiielters vefieis from 
every wind ; but the entrance of it be- 
comes every day more difficult. This 
port formerly could be entered by two 
pai&ges ; one of whkh had water fuffi- 
dxfnt to boat the largcfl vdTcb ; but it 
has row orten only four or five feet of 
water, and feldom above feven or dght : 
the fiind that is dcmthiually wafiied into it 
hy the fea muft feon dio^ k m entire- 
ly* Lem. lao 30 E,lat.

Tai-yuen-fou, a city of China, ca- 
pital of the province of Chan-ii. It is an 
ancient city, and about 8 miles in eircum- 
ierence ; but it has loli much of that 
fplendour which it formerly had when 
the princes of the blood of the lafi im- 
perial family of Tai-mmg-ibao reiidecl 
in It ; nothing remains of their palaces but 
heaps of rubbifh and a few melancholy 
ruins. I'hc only monuments entire arc 
the tombs of thefe princes, which are feen 
on d neighbourmg mountain* Tai-yuen* 
fou has under its janTdickion five cities of 
the fecond clafs and twenty of the third* 
The principal articles of its traile are 
hard-ware, llufis of different kinds, 
cularly carpets in imitation of thofe of 
Turkey.

It is bounded on the N by Siberia, 
or that partofAfia which belongs to Ruf- 
fia ; on the W by the rivers Don, Wolga, 
and Kama, whicK feparaic it from RulTia ; 
on the S by the Euxine and Cafpian Seas, 
Karazm, the two Bukharias, China, and 
Korea ; and on the £, by the Oriental or 
Tartarian ocean. It extends from £ to 
W, the fpacc of 104 degrees in, longitude, 
or 4 145 geographical miles ; but its breadth 
is not proportionable, being not above 960 
miles where broaclell, and where narroweft 
3 30. This vaft region is divided into two 
great parts ; the one called the Weftem, 
the otlier the Eallem I'artary. Weftem 
Tartary, which is much more extenfive 
than the Eaftern, containing 139 degrees 
of long, out of 161, is inhabited by a great 
number of nations, or tribes of people, 
called Moguls or Tartars. In all tliis vaft 
region there, are but few towns, moftof 
the inhabitantb living under tcnls, efpei lal- 
lyin lummer, and moving from place to 
plai'cwith their fiocks aodheids. They 
generally encamp near fome river for the 
convenience of water. The air of this 
country is temperate, wholfome, and plear 
fant, being equally removed from the ex- 
trenes of heat and cold. As to the foil, 
though there are many mountains, lakes, 
and deferts in it, yet the banks of thye 
rivers, and the plains, fome of which are 
of great extent, are exceeding fertile. I'he 
mountains, woods, and dcfeits, abound 
with venifon, game, and wild fowl ; and 
the rivers and lakes bodi with ftfti and fowl. 
Eaftern Tartary, according to the limits 
ufually aftign'^d it by hifturians and geo- 
graphers, is bounded to the W by Wef- 
tern Tartary, or by that part poftefled by 
the proper Moguls and Kalkas ; on the N 
by Siberia ; on the K by that part of the 
Ciriental Ocean called the Tartarian Sea ; 
and on the S by the lame Tea, the king- 
dom of Korea, and the Yellow Sea, wliidi 
frparates it from China. It is fttuate be- 
tween the 137th and z6oth degrees of 
Lon. being a^ut 900 miles long from S 
to N, and near as many in breadth from 
W to £, yet but thinly peopled. This 
large region is at prefrnt divided into three 
great governments, all fubjtdl to the Chi* 
nefe, viz. Shing^angor Mugden, Kuriu- 
ula, and Tfitftkar. 

Tart AS, a town of France^ latbe de- 
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parlmcnt of LAndim, and late province oF 
Gafrony. I'he Midoufc rims through it ; 
and on one fide o£ this river it rifes m the 
form of an amphitheatre; the other is 
featedon a plain. It is miles N£ of 
Dax. Lon. o 48 Wylat. 43 50 N. 

Tarvis, or Tarwis, a town of Ger- 
many, in Corinthxa, 46 miles NNW of 
13 40 £» lat. 46 34 N. 

Tassacorta, a maritime town of the 
iOe of Paliaa, one of the Canaries. It Hes 
S.W of St, Cru2, and being expofed to 
wcfterly winds is little frequented, hut by 
boats. Lon. 17 58 W, lat. a8 38 N. 

Tas 8 asudon« the cental of Uootan, 
a6o miles S by W ot Lafla. Lon. 89 o 
£, lat. 43 N. 

TassinG, an ifland of Denmark, be- 
tSireen Funen, Langeland, and Arroc. It 
is feparated fi\uzi the former by a ilrait and 
contains a few towns and villages. 

Tasso, an ifland of the Arrhipelago, 
near Komanb, at the entrance of the gulf 
of Contcfia. It is 35 miles in circumfer- 
ence, and was formerly famous for mines 
ofgold«and quarries of beautiful marble. 
The capital, ol the lame name, has a good 
harbour, and fcvcral caftles. 

Tasso, a mountain ot Italy, between 
Bergamo and Comn, Aom which the il- 
luArious family of the poet Taflb took tlieir 
name. 

Tatta, or SiNDE, a city of Hindoo- 
ilan Proper, capital of the provinc e of 
Smdy. It is feated on a brancli of the river 
Sinde or Indus, whirli admits of anunhUtT- 
rupted navigation to MouUan andLoliorc, 
for veilels of zoo tons, and a very extenflve 
trade was carried ou between thefc places 
in the time of Aurungzebc but at prefent 
very little remains, owing to a bad gorern- 
ment in Sindy, and to a hoAile diljiofltion 
oftheSeiks the prefent poflefTorsof Moul- 
ton and I.Ahore. In the 17th century, it 
was very extenflve an<l populous, and was 
a place of great trade poifefling manufac- 
tures, of filk, wool, and cotton ; and it 
was celebrated for its cabinet ware. Lit- 
tlqof thelenow remain, and the limits of 
tlie city are very cii'cumfcribcd. On the 
Ihores of the Indus, above the Delta, coii- 
flderalfle quantities of falt]>etre are made ; 
and within the hilly tradl, which com- 
mences within three miles ou the NW of 
Tatta, are found mines of iron and (alt. 
Tatta is 741 miles NW of Bombay. Lou.

Tattah, afmali town on the common 
firontieniof Morocco, Drah, and 2 bng- 
haga, and in the route from Morocco and 
Sus u>;Tonibudtou* ' It is 170 miles 
•f Morocco* 


Tatter s al l, a town in Lincolfhir^, 
with a market on Friday. It is feated oit 
the Bane, near its confluence with the 
Witham, and was formerly of note for its 
caAie. It is 20 miles S£ of Lincoln, and 
127 N of London. liOn. o 8 W, lat.

Tatastus, a town of Sweden, in Fin- 
land, capital of the province of Tavafte- 
land, feated on a river which falls into the 
lake Wana, 62 miles N£ of Abo. 

Tauchel, a town of Poland, inPo- 
merellia, feated on the Verd, 30 miles 
NW of Culm. Lon. 18 5 E, lat. 53 38 N. 

Tavern a, a town of Naples, in Cala- 
bria Ulteriore, feated on the Coraca, 20 
miles £ of Nicaftro, and 70 N£ of Reg- 
gio. Lon. 16 44 £, lat. 39 xi N. 

Tavira, or Ta\ila, a confidcrable 
town of Portugal, capital of Algarva, with 
a caifle, and one of the heft harbours in the 
kingdom defended by \a. fort. It is feated 
in a fertile country, at the mouth of the 
Gilaon, between Cape Vincent and the 
fh aits of Gibraltar, 3 00 miles W by N of 
Cadiz. Lon. 7 46 W, lat. 3718N- 

Ta VI STOCK, a Wough in Devonlhire, 
with a market on Saturday. It is leated 
on the river I'avy, and was once famous 
for a ftately abbev, now divided into tene- 
ments. It fends tw'o members to parliament 
has a brook running through every Areet, 
and a Aone bridge of five arches over the 
river. It is 32 miles W by S of Exeter, 
and 206 of Loudon, hon* 4 W, lat. 
30 35 N. 

Taumaoo, an ifland of the S Pacific 
Ocean, difeovered by Quiros in 1606- 
Lon. 176 45 W, lat. 13 

Taunton, a river of MalTachufcts in N 
Anierka. It rifes in the Blue Mountains, 
and running S£ falls into Narraganfet' 
Bay, on the E fide of Rhode Ifland. 

'I'aunton, a town of Mafiachufets, 
Aated ou a river of the fame name, which 
is navigable hence for fmall veifels, to Nar- 
raganiet Bay. It is 36 miles S by E of 
Bolton. 

Taunton, a borough in Somerfetfliire, 
vi'ith a market on W^nefday and Satur- 
day. It is fituate on the Thone, which is 
navigable hence to the Parret. It has a 
large manufadture of filk, and a coniider- 
able one of wooUen goods, fuch as feigcs, 
diiroys, druggets, &c. I^arge quantities 
of malt liquor are alfo fent to BrlAol for 
exportation. Taunton is TOvemedby a 
mayor, and fends two members to parlia- 
ment. It had once a caAle, now in ruins, 
and is a populous place, wdth fpacious 
ftreets, and two churches. It was the 
Ikeac q £ many bloody executions^ ia the 
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rdgnof James H, after the defeat *of the 
duke of Monmouthy at SedgefnoOT,|ncar 
this town.

Taunton-Dban, or Valb of Taun- 
ton, an extenfive tradl of land in Sotner- 
fedhire, famous for its fertility. 

Taureau, anifleof France, in the de- 
partment of Finiiterrc, and late province of 
fireta^e, Iwxg at the mouth of the river 
Morldix. On this ifland is a caitle, which 
defends the port of Morlaix. Lon. 351

Taurxs, a city of Perfia* capital of 
Aderbeitzan, and formerly the capital of 
Perfia. It is about five miles in circumfer- 
ence and carries on a prodigious trade in 
cotton, cloth, filksjj^ld andiUver brocades, 
fine turbans, and ihagreen leather. I'here 
are 300 caravaniarics, and 250 moi'ques. 
Jt is feated in a delightful plain, lurround- 
ed by mountains, 95 miles SE of Nak- 
fivan, and 320 NW of llpahan. I^on. 47

Taurus, a great chain of mountains in 
Afia, which begin in the E part oi Lit- 
tle Caramania, and extend lar into In- 
dia. Indifferent places they have differ- 
ent names. 

Taus, a town of Bohemia, in the 
circle of Pilfen, 26 miles SSW of Filfcn, 
and 50 S of Saatz. Lou. 13 45 £, lat. 49 
^ J N. 

Tavy, a river in DevOnfhire, which 
riling in Dartmoor Foreft, waters Tavi- 
fiockand then enters the harbour oflia- 
mouzc, above Plymouth. 

^ Taw, a river in Devonlhire, which 
rifes in the centre of the county, flows to 
Barnftaple, and then turns W to join the 
*1 rowbndge, at its mouth in the Briilol 
Channel. 

Tawy, a river in Glamorganfliire in S 
Wales, which flows parallel to the Neath, 
and enters the Briltol Channel, at Swanfey 
Bay. 

Tay, one of the largeil rivers in Scot- 
land, dividing it into $ and N. It rifes 
out of the mountains of Brcadalbane, and 
after fpreading into a lake of the fame 
name, 15 miles long, and about two broad, 
runs £ through Athol, then turning tp the 
SE in a courfe d near 40 miles, exdu- 
five of windings, falls into the frith of 
'fay. 

TaV, Frith of, an arm of tho fea, 
which dvidcs Fifefli^e from the counties 
of Perth and Angus. The Ipace 
the N and S lands may be toaursc milt With 


about 3 fathoms wafer, hut unthih the 
Frith, it grows deeper, and in tlie rcadbf 
Dundee is full fix fathoms. 

Tay, LocU, a lake in Perthfiuip, 
through which flows the river Tay. It 
is 15 miles long, and in many parts abo\'e 
ohe broad. On the lith of September, 
1784, this lake was feen to tbb arid flow 
fcvcral times in a quarter of an hour, 
when All at once tlie uraters ruihed irorh 
E to W xn oppofite currents, fo as to form 
a ridge, leaving the channel dry to the 
diftance of alfnolt loo yards from its 
ufual boundary. When the oppofing 
waves met, they burit ^'Ith a dafliiug 
nolle and much foam; the waters then 
flowed out at lealt five yards beyond their 
ordinary limits. The flux and reflux 
continued gradually decreaiing fOr two 
hours. A fimilar motion Was obferved 
fcvcral days, but in a tefs degree. 'I'he 
banks of this lake are finely wooded : and 
it has a fmall tufted ifland, on which are 
tlic ruins of a priory, built by Alex- 
ander 1. 

Tay cott, a village of Pegu, fiiuAtcd on 
the W fide of the river Irraw'addy. It is i 
long and Itraggling town. Lon. 95 35 E, 
Ut. 18 30 N. 

TCHANG-TCftA-FOU, a City of China, 
the capital of tlic S part of tlie province of 
Hou quang. It is kaa^d dn a large river, 
which has a coxnmuniption with ah ex- 
tenfive lake, called T ong ting-hou. It has 
one city of the fecond and iz of the third 
clafii under its jurU(iidUon,and is 695 miled 
S by W of Pekin. Lon. zia 25 E, lat,

Tchang-tcheou-fou, a city of 
Cliina, in the province of Fo-kicu. It 
is very conlidcrablc, on account ot its trade 
with Emouy, Pong-hou, and ronnoia, 
Lon.

Tchang-te-fou, one of tlie moft 
northern cities of the prorince ol Honaii| 
in China. 1 \ is remarkable for a fiih, like 
a crocodile, the rat of Whicji, when once 
kindled, cannot be extinkuii^ed. In its 
neighbourhood is a mountain lb fieep and 
inacccflible, that in time of war it aflbrds 
a fafe afylum to the inhabitahts. Lon. 1x4

l'CHK-KiAN<^» i province of China, one 
of the moll confiderable in that empire, on 
account of its maritime fitUation, its ex- 
tent, riches, and population. It is bound- 
ed on the N and W by Kiang-uau, on the 
SW by Kiang-fi, arid on the S Fokkn, 
and on the E by the Ocean. '1 he ^ 
this country is pure and h^thful ^ thq 
plains are watered by a number of rivcm 

and canals^ lu^t in goOdr order « ind 
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fpnngs and laken with which It abeundst 
contribute greatly to its fertility. The na- 
tives are mild and lively, and very polite to 
llrangers ; but they are laid to be extreme- 
ly fupcrftitious. In this province, whole 
plains may be feen covered with d\iarf 
mulberry trees, puipofcly checked in their 
growth ; and prodigious quantities of iilk 
worms arc bred here. Their (ilk Huffs, in 
which gold and filver are intermixed, are 
the nioft beautiful in China. The tallow 
tree grows here, and here are found the 
fmall gold fiih, with which ponds are 
Hocked. 

Tchernigof, a government of Ruflia, 
formerly a part of the Ukraine, containing 
X I diHndls. Its capital, ot the fame name, 
is feated on the Deme. 

Tchimg-kiang>fou, a llrong city of 
China, in the province of Kiang-nan, the 
key of the empire on the feacoalt. Its 
fituation and trade, and the beauty of its 
walls, give it a preeminence over the 
other cities of the province, but its jurif- 
didlion is confined to three cities of the 
third clafs. It is 2 S miles E by N of 
Nan-king. Lon. 118 55 E, Jat. 3a 
14 N. 

Tching-tcheou-fou, a city 01 China, 
in the province of Hou-quang, Icated near 
the canal through which all barks iniiH pafs 
in going fiom Sou-tchcoa, to Kiang. 
Under it are five cities of the third clafs, in 
which a kind of plain earthen wart* is pre- 
pared, highly valued by thp Chinefc, who 
prefer it to the moll elegant porcelain. It 
is 640 miles SSW of Pekin.

TcHiNG-TiNG-rou, a large city of 
China, "in the province of Pe-tchclt. Its 
diHridi contains five cities of the fecond 
and A7 of the third dais ; and it is 110 
miles S by W of Pekin.

Tching-tou-fou, a city of China, 
the capital of Se-tcheuen, formerly tlic 
jefidence of the emperors, and one of the 
largelt and moil dutiful cities in the 
empire : but, in 1646, it was almoft in- 
tlrdy defiroyed, during the civil wars that 
preened the laft invafion of the Tartars. 
ItsdifirhH contains fix cities of the fecond 
and 15 of the third daft.

Tc H i-TC H Eou-Fov* a City of China, in 
the province of Kiang nan. It is feated 
on die river Kiang, and has under it fix 
cities of the third dais.

Tchong-ring-fou, a ci^ of Chhit, 
and one of the mofi commercid in the pro* 
TOce if Le-Schttin. It is in a great

the Hin-cha-kiang,and the Yang-tfe-kiang. 
It is built upon a mountain, and rifes in the 
form of an amphitheatre : the air round it 
is wholeluine and temperate. This city 
is celebrated for its fi(h and a paiticular 
kind of trunks made of canes, interwoven 
in the manner of balket-work. Under it 
are three cities of the fecond and il of the 
third ciafb. It is 637 miles SW of Pekin.

Tcitcicar, the molt northern of the 
three departments of Eaftern Chiuefe Tar* 
tary, occupied by difierent Tartar tribes. 

Tcitcicar, a modem city of £ Chinefc 
Tartary, built by the emperor of China to 
ftciue his frontiers againft the Mufeovites. 
It ib ibitified by ( lute palifadcs and a wail 
confirudfed of eaith. The fpare enclofed 
by the former contains the tiibunaU and 
the houie of the Tartar general ; iJiat 
wliuh is between the pahladcs and the 
earthen wall is occupied by the foldiers of 
the Tartar garrifon, mercliants and tradef- 
rnen, the greater part ol w'honi arc Chinefc 
invited thither by the hopes of gain, or 
condemned to exile : ihcii houles are only 
of earth, and form pretty large Ifreets. 

Tfaki, an iiland m the Mediter- 
ranean, 20 miles long and four broad. 
It is the ancient Ithaca, the kingdon^ 
of Ulvlles. Lon. 20 54 £, lat. 38

Tebfssa, a town of the kingdom of 
Tunis, with fevcral remains of' antiquity- 
It is feated at the f(H>t of a mountain. Lon.

Ti* BZ. a ftrong town of the kingdom 
of Morocco, capita! of a pioviiice of the 
fame name. It carries on a good trade, 
and is feated on the fide of one of tiie 
mountains of Atlas.

Tkceut, a town of Morocco, in the 
province of Sus, feated on the river Sus, 
in a country abounding in dates and fugar- 
canes, four miles £ of Meila. Lon. 8 25

Tec KLEN BURG, a town of Wdtpha- 
lia, capital of a county uf the fame name, 
with a caftle on a hill. It was liought by 
the king of PruiCa in 1707, and is 12 miles 
SW of Olhaburg, and 25 N£ of Munller.

Tecoantepeca, a confidcrable fea- 
port of New Spain, in the audience of 
Mexico and province of Guaxaca, feated 
on a bay of the iame name, in the Pacific 
Ocean. It has a fortified abbey, and 
fevend handlome churches. Loft* 95 if 
W,lat.i5 28N. ' 
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Tlcort, or Ticartf, a fhrong town 
•f Barbajy, capital of a kingdom ot the 
■fame name, in Biledulgerid. It ia feated 
on a mountain, 4Z0 miles SW of Tripoli.

Tlcrkt, a town of Turkey in Afia, 
in the government of Moful, 130 miles S 
of Moiul. 

Teculet, a feaport of the kingdom of 
Morocco, with an old callle, feated on 
the fide pf a mountain, at the mouth of a 
ri\er of tlie fame name. Lon. 9 5 W, 
lat. 3^0 45 N. 

Tfddington, a village in Middlefex, 
feated on the Tliames, la miles WSW of 
London. The church is a perpetual cu- 
racy, whi(h was enjoyed by the celebrated 
plulofopher. Dr. Stephen Hales, from the 
ycai 17 10, till his death in 1761. lie is 
interred pnder the tower of the church, 
which he creifted at his own expence, 

Ti dlli 7, a ftrong town of Algiers, 
in a province of the lame name, on tlie 
ct)aft of the Mediterranean, witli a caitle, 
50 xmles NE of Algiers. Lon. 3 5 £, 
lat. 47 5 N. 

ThDLA, or Tadila, a province of 
M('rocco, which extends along the £ lide 
of Mount Atlas, to the bordeis of Fez 
and Algiers. 

DNfcs r, 4 large town of Morocco, in 
Africa, capital of the province of Ilea. 
It was taken by the Portuguefe in 1517, 
but tlicy were driven away fooii after. It 
is alinoil fun oiindcd by a river. Lon. 8 35

Tt DSi, a commercial town of Morocco, 
in the province of Sus, feated iq a plain 
abounding in com, ao miles SE of Taro- 
dant. 

Tees, a river which rifes on the con- 
Cues of Cumberland, divides the county 
of Duthain from 'Yorkfliirc, and falls into 
the Gci mail Ocean, below Stockton. 

ThFfcZARA, a Itrong town of Algiers, 
in tiie province of Trcmelcn, la miles 
from the city of that name. There 
are* a great many mines of ii'on iu its 
territory. 

Tlfflis, the capital of Georgia, one 
of the feven Caucafliaa nations between tlie 
l^a k Sf^a ind the Cafpian. It is called by 
the i ti.a.'iianib Tbuts Cubar^ warm town, 
fiom the warm baths in its neighbuui hood. 
Though its circumtereiicc does not exceed 
two EiigUih miles, it contains ao,ooo inhab? 
itants, of wbicli more than half are Armen- 
ians ; the ' etnainder are principally Georgi- 
ans, With Ipme X arurs. According to Ma- 
jor llcunel, it has ao Armenian and 15 
Greek churches, and 3 mctlheds. There 
^ fome magnificent caravanferas, bazars 


and palaces in the city, but no mofqnes 5 
All the hoiifes are of fione, w'lth flat rooiii, 
which ferve, according to tlie cultom of tht 
Eaif, as walks for the womeiu I'key are 
neatly built ; the rooms are wainicotted, 
and the floors fpread with carjierb. The 
fireets feldom exceed leven feet in breadth ; 
and Ibmc are lb narrow as fcarceiy to allow 
room for a man on horfeback . they arc 
confequendy very' filthy. Tcillis is a place 
oi confiderable trade, efpeijally iii fura, 
which arc conveyed hence to Confiantino* 
pie by the way of Er/crum. As for the 
lilks of this country, they are bought up on 
the fpot by the Anneuians, .^nd conveyed 
to Smyrna and other ports of the Mediter- 
ranean ; but tlie greatelt part is iirfl fent to 
Erzenim to be manufadfured, the Georgi- 
ans being very ignorant and unikiliul in 
that rcfpcdl. From hence, likewife, great 
qiiantiUcs of a root called hoya is lent to 
Erzerum and Indooflan ior the ufc of the 
linen dyers. Here is itkcwile a foundery, 
at which are calt a few cannon, mortars, 
and balls, all of which are very mferior to 
thofe ol the Turks. l*lie gunpowder made 
litre is very good. I'lie Ai mcnians have 
like wile cibbbihid in this town all the ma- 
nulaftuies carried on by their countrymen 
;n i^erfia : the moil ilounfliing is that of 
punted linens. Tefliiv is feated on the ri- 
ver Kur, at the lout of a inoimtain ; and on 
the S fjclc of it Jlands a large caitle or ior- 
ticls, built by the Turks m 1576, when 
they made themlclves mailers of the 
city and country^, under the command of 
tlie famous Miiltapha Pacha. It is 125 
milt‘8 W of Tcrki. Xajn. 65 3 E, lat.

Ti-fza, a town of Morocco, in Africa, 
70 milts NE of Morocco. 

Tfga7A, a town of Z-ihara, capital of 
a territttry of that name, to the >^E of Sene- 
gal.

1 j GERHY, a town of Fezzan, in Africa, 
80 miles SW of Mourzook.

It is fituate 
on the top of a mountain, nine nodes ii*om 
Tirana, and la from Soudrio. 

Te 1 c N, a river no Dcvoxiihirc, compof d 
of two branches, winch riie m the ccnitre of 
the county, and muting, enter the Englifh 
Channel, at Tcignmouth. 

Tlign MOUTH, a feaport in Devoiw 
Ihire, reckoned part of the port of Exeter. 
It fends a numto of veileE to the New* 
foundland filhery, and lias a confiderable 
coafting trade, efpccially to LiverpioL 
This the place where the Panes firft 
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ItRdcdt and where they committed fcve- 
jral outrages. It was ahn^ entirely de» 
firoyed by the French, 'landed and fet 

lire to it in 1690* It is (bated at the mouth 
of the Teign, 11 miles S of Exder, and

The 
natives obferved in the canoes, that ven- 
tured to come fennewhat near the fhipi 
were remarkably Aout men, quite naked, 
and of a copper colour ; their hair re* 
fembling that of the New Hollanders, 
and fome of thek beards reachmg as low 
as the navel, with an appearance of 
much art having been ufed to form thefH 
into long ringlets. Two or three of the 
men had fomething like a bead or bone 
fufpended to a firing, which was faAened 
round the neckw The largeil of their ca- 
noes appeared to be about 38 feet long, and 
made out of a large tree, with a long out- 
rigger.

Tenda, a town of Italy, in Piedmont, 
capital of a county of the fame name.

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(an or contrary wlnds^ or in foul weathtf* 
•Jt is n miles long and fcven broad* in- 
habited almoft wholly by Greeks. Ott 
the E fide ia a large town, feated at the 
foot of a mountain, with a fine harbour, 
commanded by a cafUe. On the 5th of 
June, 1794, alter feme fevere (hocks of 
an earthquake, a fmall volcanic ifiand was 
difeovered to have emerged from the 
fca, between this town and the Afiatic 

Tenem, or Knim, an e]pifcopal town of 
Venice, in Dalmatia, on the borders of 
j^fnia. It is 48 miles S of Bihaez. Lon. 
16 30 E, lat. 44 5 N. 

Tlneriff, one of the Canaiy iflands, 
the moft conliderable of them for riches, 
trade, and population. It lies W of the 
Grand Canaiy, is 70 miles long and 2 % 
broad, and abounds in vdne, different 
forts of fruits, cattle, and game. One part 
of this ifiand is furrounded by inacccifible 
mountains, and one in particular, called the 
Pike of Teneriff, is two miles and a quar- 
ter above the level of the lea j and the dif- 
tance of the peak from the port of Oratavia 
is above ii miles. This illand is fubjedl to 
earthquakes ; and, in 17049 one defiroyed 
feveral towns, and many tlioufaud people. 
The manufaAures carried on here are very 
few, and the ])rodu<ft of them little more 
than fufficient for their own confumption. 
'Ihey confifi: of tafieties, gauze, coarfe lin- 
ens, blankets, a little (ilk, and curious gar- 
ters. The principal dependence of the in- 
habitants is on their wine, (their fiaple 
eomraodity), oil, com, and every kbid of 
flock for Ihippin^. With thefe the ifiand 
abounds : and, m their feafon, produces 
not only the tropical fruits, but the vege- 
table produ<Slions of the European gardens, 
in the greatefi plenty. Teneriff enjoys an 
agreeable and healthful mediocrity of cli- 
mate. Indeed none feeins better adapted 
for the refioration of a valetudinarian ; as, 
by going into the mountains, he may gra- 
duate the air, and choofe that (late of it 
wliich bed fuits his complaint. The la- 
borious works in this ifiand arc chiefly 
performed by oxen and mules, horfes be- 
ing fcarce, and referved for the u(e of 
the officers. Hawks and parrots arc na- 
tives of the ifiand, as alfo fo'allows, fea- 
guUs, partridges, canarybirds, and black- 
&rds. There are alfo lizards, locufb and 
dragonflies. The climate is remarkably 
healthfol, and particularly adapted to af- 
ford reli^ in pthiiical complaints. $t. 
Chrifiophe ^ Laguna is the capital, but 
therovemor refides at Santa Cruz. 

Teneriff, a town of Terra Firma, 

Sn tbe govenmgAt SW 
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on the Rio de la Madalena, 100 m&es 9 
by W of St. Aflutha. Lon. 74 ic W* 
lat.

Tenez, a town of Algiers, in Africa, 
in the province of Trcmcfcn, capital of 
a difiriA of the fame name, \ ith a ftrong 
fort. It is ieated on the fide of a moun- 
tain, four miles from the lea. Lon. 1 • 
£, lat. 39 20 N. 

Te-ngak-fou, a rich, pcmuloua and 
commercial city of China, in the province 
of Hou-quang, with fix cities dependent 
on it. It is 200 miles W by S of Nan- 
king.

Tfng-fong-hien, a city of ChinaiL 
under the jurifdidlion of Ho-nan-fou, iir 
the province of Ho-nan. It is famous on 
account of the tower, credled for an ob- 
fervatory by the celebrated aiOronomcr 
TcheoU'kong, who according to the Chi- 
nefe invented the mariner’s compafs. 

Tennassee, one of the United States 
of America, fitiiate betw’een the parallels 
of 35 and 36 and a-half degrees latitude s 
bounded on the S by Carolina and Geor- 
gia, on the W by the Miffiffippi, on the 
N by Kentucky and Virginia, and on the 
£ by the Iron and Bald mountains, whkk 
feparate it from N Carolma. It is up- 
woid of 400 miles In length, and 104 m 
breadth ; and contains three difiriifis, and 
II counties. Its principal nvnrs are the 
MiffifippI, TennalTee, Cumberland, Hol- 
flon. Clinch aud Durk ; and it is abun- 
dantly watered by other rivers and creeks. 
The Cumberland mountains, a ridge near 
30 miles broad, cut tills (late into the 
eaftem and Vefieni divifions. Jt was fox^ 
merly a part of N. Carolina but it was 
admitted a member of the United States 
in 1796. Ju 1795, it contained 66,64f* 
free perfons, and 10,6x3 (hives. Knox- 
>ulle is the capital. 

Teknassi-e, a river of N America, 
fonnerly called the Chtrokee River. It 
riles in the Iron mountains, and, having 
tra\errcd the borders of the Cherokee 
country northward, is joined by the Hoi- 
(Ion branch, when it is called the Tennaf- 
fee : thence it runs SVV and N, into the 
(late of Kentucky ; here it foon turns to 
the NW, and then falls into the Ohio, 6o 
miles above the confluence of that river, 
with the Miffifippi.

It is feated among orange and 
cijtron groves, near the fea, on the iide of a 
mountain, 46 miles S£ of j^me.

Terra del Espbritu Santo, the 
moft wej^em and largeH ifland of the New 
Hebrides, in the S %as, being 40 leagues 
In circuit. The land is exceedingly high 
and mountainotts, and in many pUces the 
cliffs rife direiftiy from the fea. Except 
the hills and beaches, every part is cover- 
ed with wood, or laid out in plantations. 
Befides the Bay of St. Philip and St. Jago, 
on the N fide of it, the ifles which lie 
along the S and E coaff form feveral good 
bays and harbours. Lat. t 6 S.lon. 165 £. 

Terra del Fuego ; under this name 
are comprehended feveral illaads at the 
foiitbem extremity of America. They 
take their name from a volcano on the 
largeil of them. They are all very barren 
and mountainous , but from what Mr For- 
mer fays, in his voyage to the^ Sea, the 
climate would not appear to be fo rigorous 
and tempeffuous as it is reprefented in An- 
fon^s voyage. Upon the lower grounds 
and iilands, that were (Keltered by the high 
mountains, Mr Forller tound feveral forts 
of trees and plants, and a variety of birds. 
Among the trees was Winter’s bark tree, 
and a ipecies of arbutas, loaded wuh red 
fruit of the fiae of fenall cherries, which 
were vciy well tailed. In fome places 
there is aub plenty of celery. Among the 
birds was a fpecies of duck, of the fize of a 
goofe, which ran along the fea with amaz- 
ing velocity, beating the water with its 
wings and feet. It had a grey plum- 
age, wkh a yellow bill and feet, and a few 
v^ite feathers. At the Falkland if- 
lands ic is called a logger-head duck ; a- 
mong the binls arc alfo plenty of geefe and 
Galleons. The rocks of fome of the iffands 
are covered with Urge muflel ihells, the fiih 
of which is well flavoured. The natives 
of this country arc fhort in their poibns, 
not exceeding five feet fix inches at moff, 
their heads Urge, their faces broad, their 
cheek bones very prominent, and their nofes 
fiat. They have fitUe brown eyes, 
out IHe ; their hair is black and lank, 
hanging about their heads in dUbrder, and 
beimeared with train oil. On the chin 


ffead of a beard, and from their nofe there 
is a coniUnt difeharge of mucus into their 
ugly open mouth, whole alfembUge 
of their features forms the moff loathfbme 
piAore of mifery and wretchednefs tp 
which human nature can poffibly be r&* 
duced. Thofe which Mr Forfter faw had 
xio other cloathbg tiian a fmall piece of 
feal-flrin, which hung from their fliouUlera 
to the middle of the back, being faftened 
round the neck with a firing. The reff of 
their body was perfe( 5 ll)r naked, not the 
ieail regard being paid to what the Euro* 
peans would term indecency. Their nar 
tural colour Teems to be an olive brown; 
with a kind of gloTs, refembliug that of 
copper ; but many of them diigui.e them* 
felves with flreaks of red paint, and fome- 
times, tliough feldom, with white. Their 
whole cha>*a(£ler is the ftrangefl compound 
of ffupidity, indifferenje, and inaiflivity. 
They have no other arms than (lows and 
arrow?, and their inflruments for filhing 
are a kind of fifh gigs. They live chiefly 
on Teals fleOi, and like the fat oily part mofr. 
There is no appearance of any Tubordina- 
timi among them, and their mode of life 
approaches nearer to that of brutes thap 
dial of any other nation.

Terra F»rma, or Tifrra Firma, x 
kingdom of S America, bounded on the NT 
by the Caribbean Sea, on the N£ by the 
Atlantic , on the SE by Guiana and Ama- 
zonia, on the S by New Granada, and 09 
the W by tlie Pacific Ocean and the Ifth- 
mus of Darien, which fall Teparates it 
from N America. Its length, from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific Ocean, is upward of 
1300 miles: its greateft breadth is 7509 
but, in fome placer, toward the Oronoko^ 
not above 180. It is divided into the pro- 
vinces of Terra Pirma Proper, or Darien, 
Caiihagen.i, St. Martha, Rio dc la Hach^ 
Venezuela, Caraccas, Guiuana, and Paria, 
or New Andalufia. The whole country is 
now iubjedl to the viceroy of New Grana- 
da, who refides at St. Fe dc Bogoat. The 
climate here, cfpecially In the northern 
parts, is cxtremclv hot and fultry during 
the whole year, ^rom the month of May 
to the end of November, the feaTon called 
winter by the inhabitants, is almoft a coo- 
tiniud fucceflion of thunder, rain and tem- 
peils; the cloupds precipitating tlie raixM 
with fuch impetuofity, that the low lands 
exhibit the appeanuKe of an ocean. Greatt 
part of the country is of confeqwncc almoft 
contunudly flooded ; and tliis, together 
with the cxccfliveheat,fo impregnatcfthc 
dkyf'Plb, t^pours, that in many provincoi

part of S America was difeovered by Co-

Thefe were fuppoled to be the 
refidence of the fibyl Albunea* to whom 
a temple here was dedicated* the elegant 
form of which indicates its havine been 
built when the arts were in the mgheil 
Hate of perfe<flion.

Thibet, or Great Thibet, a coun- 
try of Alia, lying between 8z and zoa^ 
£, Ion. and 25 and 40^ N lat. bounded 
on the NW and N by the dcfert of Kohi, 
in Tartary, though we have but a faint 
idea of its extent to that quarter ; on the 
£ by China, on the S by Ailam and Bur- 
mah, and on the W and SW by Hindoof- 
tan Proper and Bootan. This country is 
one of the bighelt in Alia ; it being a part 
of that elevated tradl which gives rife not 
only to the rivers of India and China, but 
lothofealfo of Siberia and I'artary. Its 
length from £ to W, cannot be lei's than 
i6ooBritilh miles ; its breadth is very un- 
equal. It is divided into three parts. Up* 
per. Middle, and Lower Thibet. The 
Upper divifion feems to refpeA the coun- 
tries toward the fources of tlie Ganges 
and Burrampooter ; the Middle that in 
which Lafla, the capital, is feated, and of 
.which it forms the centre, and the Lower, 
that which borders on China. The fuh- 
Jedl b obfeure and likely to remain fo. lit- 
tle Thibet, which is lituated between Up- 
per Thibet and Calhgur, b rather a depen- 
dency of the latter than of Great Thibet. 
Notwithllanding the very rough and llerile 
ffateof Thibet, and the fe\Trity of its cli- 
inate,foom its wonderful elevationits inhaU- 
tantsare in a high ftate of civilization, their 
jMnifet lofty and built of. Bone ; and the 
ul'etul manufadlures in fome degree of im- 
' povcmeilt. The Thibedans are govern- 


ed by the grand lama, who Is not only 
fubmitted to, and ador^ by them, but b 
aifo the great ohjedt of adoration for the 
various tribes of pagan Tartars, who walk 
through the vafi triuB of continent which 
Bretches from the river Volga to Corea. 
He b not only the fovereign pontiff, the 
vice-gerent of the deity on eara, hnt by 
the more remote Tartars b abiblntely re- 
garded as the deity himfelf. They bclievie 
mm to be immortal, and endowed with all 
knowledge and virtue. He does not refide 
in the city of Lafla, but on a mountain in 
the neighbourhood, called Poutala. On 
thb mountain there b a great number of 
pagods, the moB fumptuous of which hr 
mhabits. He paffes great part of his life 
on a kind of altar, where he fits motionleft, 
in a crofs legged poilure, on a large and 
magnificent cufhion, and receives, with 
the greateB gravity, the adoration, not 
only of the Thibetians, but alfo of a pro- 
digious multitude of ftrangers and pious 
pilgrims, who undertake long and difficult 
joumies to go and worfhip him on their 
bended knees, and to receive hb benedic- 
tion. The grand lama falutes no one ; he 
neither uncovers nor rifes up to any per** 
Ton, whatever hb rank may be ; with 
the fame eye, he beholds at his feet the 
grcatcB jprinces and the meaneB of their 
lubjedls. He contents himfelf with- laying 
his hand on the head of his adorer, who 
imagines that he obtams, by thb impofi- 
tion alone, the remiffion of all hb fins. 
Next to the Thibetians, the Tartars are 
the moB zealous worlhippcrs of the grand 
lama ; they arrive in crowds at Poutala, 
from the reinoteB corners of the country ; 
even the wcakelt ot tlie female fex are not 
terrified by the fatigues that infeparably 
attend theie long joumies. This profound 
veneration, which draws fo many people 
to Lafla, to proBrate themfelves at the r^t 
of the grand lama, b founded on the idea 
which they entertain of his great power and 
fandlity. They are fully perfuaded, tha^ 
all the divinity of Fo refides in him, that 
he is omnifeient and omniprefent, and tliat 
he has neither need of information, nor oc'» 
caflon to alk queBions, in order to difeover 
the lecret thoughts of men. They believe 
him to be immortal, and that, when he 
appears to die, his foul and hb tUvinity on- 
ly change their place of refidence, and tranl^ 
migrate ir to another body. All their care 
b then employed to difeover the place 
where it hath plealed him to be born a- 
gain ; even fome of the Tartar princes 
themfelves have affiBed in this important 
fearch ; but they are obli^d to be direc- 
ted by certain lamas, who alone art aee 
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mlainted with the figns by which the new 
barn god may be dilcovered* or rathcTy 
they only know what child the preceding 
dalai-lama appointed to be hit fucceflbr. In 
1774, the grand lama was an infant, who 
had been difeovered fome time before by 
thetayolhoo l^tnay who m authority and 
fanaity of charaaer, it next to the grand 
lama, and, during his minority, aas as 
chief. The lamas, who form the moft nu- 
merous as well as the moft powerful body 
in the ftate, have the priefthood entirely in 
their hands ; and they conftitutc many 
monafiic orders, which are held in great 
veneration among them. Befidesthe reli- 
gious influence and authority of the great 
lama, he is pofTeiTed of unlimited power 
throughout his dominions. In 17749 the 
Englilh £ India Company made a treaty 
wi^ the lama. The religion of Thibet, 
though, in many refpedls, it differs from 
that of the Indian bramins, yet, in others, 
has a great af&nity to it. The Thibetians 
have a great veneration for the cow, and 
highly refpeA alio the waters of the 
Ganges, thefource of which they believe 
to be in heaven. The funniaffes, or Indian 
pilgrims, often vifit Thibet as a holy place ; 
and the lama always maintains a body 
of near 300 of them in hb pay. See 
Palte.

Tilbury, East, a village in Eflex^ 
near the mouth of the Thames, £ of Til- 
bury Fort.

TiLfei/RV F0RT9 in £flex» fituate on the 
Thamesy oppofite to Gravefend, a regular 
fortificationy which may be termed the key 
of London. It was j^nned by Sir 
Martin Beckman^ chief engineer to king 
Charles U. with baftionsy the laigell of any 
m England. It has a double moat ; the in- 
nerm^ of which is 170 feet broady with a 
l^ood counterfcarp, a covered way» ravel- 
ines and tcnaillesy and a platformy on which 
X06 cannon are placedy from 24 to 46 
pounders each, betides fmaller ones planted 
between tbemy and the ballions and curtines 
alio are planted with guns ; and here is a 
high tower, called the Block houfe, which 
is laid to liave been built in the reign of 
queen Elizabeth. On die land tide are alfb 
two redoubts of brick ; and there it is able 
to lay the whole level under water. The 
foundation is laid upon piles driven doum 
in two ranges, one over the other, which 
reach below the channel of the river, and 
the lowermoft being pointed with iron 
enters the folid clialk rock, which extends 
under the Thames to the chalk hills in 
Kent.

Tinian, an ifland in the Pacific Ocean, 
one of the Ladroncs, X2 miles in length 
and fix in breadth.

The land rifes in gentle Hopes from the 
ihore to the middle of the ifland, inter- 
mixed with vallies of an eafy defeent ; 
v'hich are beautifully divertifi^ with the 
mutual encroachments of the woods and 
laiKTis. The woods coofift of uU and 
well fpread trees, and the lawns are co- 
vered with clean and uniform turf, pro- 
ducing fine trefoil, and variety of flowers. 
Here are at leafl 10,000 cattle, all milk 
white, except their ears, which are brows 
or black ; alfo a vafl number of fowb, 
which are eatily caught, and plenty of 
wild hogs. In the woo^ are prodigious 
quantities of cocoa-nuts, cabbage-trees, 
guavocs, limes, fweet and four oranges, 
and bread-fruit. Here are alfb vegetables 
proper for the feurvy ; filch as water- 
melon, dandelion, creeping purflain, mint, 
feurvygrafs, and forrel. Here are fome 
ruins of a particular kind, coiHilUng of 
two rows of fquare pyramidical pillars, 
each pillar being about fix feet from the 
next, and the £ilance between tlie rows 
is 12 feet ; on the top of each there is a 
femiglobe, with the flat furface upward, 
and they are compofed of fand and flone 
cemented together, I'he climate is ex- 
tremely healthful, for the rains are not 
continual, but fall in frequent refreflimg 
fhowers. There are no ftmams, but the 
water of the wells and fprings b extremely 
^ood. The principal inconvenience arifes 
from the number of mulkitoes, and other 
kinds of flies ; and there are Hkewife in^ 
fe^ts called ti6li, which failes upon the 
limbs and bo^ct of men, and boxy their 
heads under their Ikins^ The road b in- 
convenient, and, in fomc ieafons, there b 
little fecurity for a Ihip at anchor. Lon.

TinMouth, a feaport in Norihuns- 
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Berland, at the mouth of the Tyne^ nine 
miles £ of Newcaftle. It has a caiUe^ 
^ted on a high rocki inanceffible on the 
feafidC) and well mounted with cannon. 
There b a bar acrofs the mouth of the 
river, which is not above Icvcn feet deep at 
low water. There arc dangerow rocks 
about ity called the Black Middins ; but 
diere are lighthoujfes to guide the ihips by 
night.

Titicaca, or Chucuito, ap iiland 
of Peru, in the audience of L^ C}uu*cos. 
It is fituate ip a lake of the fame name, 
which is one of the lazgeft ip S Ame- 
rica. 

1'ITCHFIKLP, a village in Hampfliire, 
feated on a fipall river, fix nules £ of 
Southampton. It had formerly an abbey, 
on the fite of which is T'ltchficld Houfe, 
created m the reign of ‘Henry VUI. Grea^ 
part of this ancient manfion has been ta^ 
ken down.

It is feated 
on the Ex, over wluch is a ftone bndge, 
is governed by a mayor, and fends two 
members to parliament} It has a noble 
freefchocJ (founded by a clothier of this 
town) which has an eiutowinent alfo for 
the maintenance of eight fcholai's at Ba- 
liol College, Oxford, and Sidney SulTex 
College, Cambridge. It has likcwife a 
rhurch, built by i’ubfcriptjou. Tiverton 
has fufiered very fevciely by fire, particu- 
larly in 1598, i6ia, 1731, and 1794- This 
town has been noted for its great m oollen 
manufa^ure, and is 14 mlles]:NN£ of Exe- 
ter, and i6i W by S of London.

Tiumtn, a town of Siberia, In the pro- 
vince of Tobollk, on the I'ura, 125 miles 
WofTobolfk. 

Tivoli, a celebrated town of Italy, in 
t[!ampagni di Roma, with a bilbop’s fee. 
It is now vTetchcdJy poor. It was the fa- 
vourite country refidence of the amjent 
Romans, as Erefcati is of the modems, 
!Near the bottom of the eminence on whkh 
Tivoli ftands, are the ruins of the vafi and 
magnificent villa built by emperor Adrian. 
Other iUufirious Romans hadal/o their vil- 
las here ; as Julius Cefar, Cains Caifius, 
Augufius, Catullus, Propertius, Maecenas, 
&c. The Tiverone forms here a lamous 
cafeade from a deep rock, in a cave of 
which is faid to have been Leucothea^s 
potto, the Tiburtine Sibyl, whence flic dc- 
uvered her oracles. It was anciently the 
7<^cat of many eminent Romans, and, at 
prefent it has an elegant fummcr-lioufe, 
and fine gardens, belonging to the duke of 
Modena. Horace is thought to have com- 
poled great pajrt of his works in this fa- 
vourite retreat. Near Tivoli is the re- 
markable lake of Solfatanu Tivoli is 
feated on the Teveroue, x 2 miles £N£ of 
Rome, and 15 NN£ of Frefcati.

In the W part of Ais pro- 
vince is the mountain of Tlafcala, 1 a miles 
in circumference : it is well peopled and 
cultivated, except on Ae fummit, which is 
always covered with fnow. TTiere are 
alfo other mountains, covered w'ith treesf 
in which are tigers and nioukics.

Tlascala, a town of New Spain, 
capital of a province of the fame name. 
It is feated on a river, partly on a moun- 
tain, and partly on a piain, 8z miles £S£ 
of Mexico.

The climate is not 
Jb hot as might be cxpcdled from its fitua- 
tion fo near the equator ; nor is it vifited 
by fuch dread! ul hurricanes as frequently 
de folate the other iflands.

It 
has been feveral times taken and retaken, 
lafUy by the Efighfli in 1793. It is 120 
miles S of Barbadocs.

Tobolsk, a government of Rullia, 
which comprehends the W part of Siberia.

Tobolsk, Ae capital of Siberia, and 
of Ac government of 1 obollk. It is in- 
habited by Tartars, who drive a great 
trade on Ae river IrtyA, and carry Aeir 
goods to China. The Tartars that live 
round Ais city, for fcvcral miles, are all 
hlahometans, but Aeir mufti is an Ara- 
bian. There are olio a great number of 
Kalmucks, who ferve as (laves. The Ruf* 
fians comnumly lend Aeir ftate-prifonera

The houfei arc handfomely built, 
and thc'ftreeta pretty well paved, which 
Is an uncommon thing in thefc parts ; but 
the town makes a very odd appearante, 
and is in the form of an ampliilheatre* 
'I'hcre arc two rugged perpendicular rocks 
of marble, with an old calUe upon each ; 
and (b many ftreams, that each houfe lias 
a fountain. Here arc ao,ooo Turkilh, 
4000 Armenian, and 400 Greek families. 
There are la mofques, and a vait num- 
ber of chapels ; the Armenians have feven 
churches, and the Greeks only one. Be- 
fidcs the iilk of this country, they manu- 
fadlure much of that oi Periia, and make 
k into fewing filk. Their chief trade is 
in copper vcflels, fuch as kettles, drink- 
ing-cups, lanterns, and candlcllicks. 
They alio prepare a great deal oi yellow 
Turkey leather. Tocat may be confidcred 
as the centre of trade in Natolia ; for cai a- 
vaiis come hither from feveral parts. Us 
teiTitory abounds in fruit and exi client 
wine. It is aio miles W by S of Erzerum, 
and 583 N of Aleppo.

Tocayma, a town of New Granada, 
fcated on the Pati, in a country abound- 
ing in fruit and fugar-canes.

It is advantagcouiiy leated oa 
a mountain, on the river Tajo, which lur- 
rounds it on two tides ; and on the lap^ 
fide It has an ancient wall built by a Go* 
tliic king, and flanked with 100 towers. 
The houfifs are fine and there arc a great 
number of fuperb ilrudUires, befide 17 
public fquares, where the markets' are 
kept. It IS an aichbilhop’s lee; and the 
catliedral is the richeft and moit confider- 
able in Spain : the SagrarJo, or principsd 
chapel, is a real trcalury, in wliich are X5 
large cabinets into the wall, lull pro* 
digiouB quantities of gold and lllvcr veflek, 
and other works.

Tolnami, a town of Hindoollan 70 
miles W of Burhampour, and 124 £ of 
Surat.

Tombuctoo, a'kingdom of Nimtia, 
which lies to the SE of the great defcrt of 
Zahara, and W of the empire of Caihna. 
It produces great plenty m com, cattle, 
milk, and butter. The king has 300 
horfemen, befide a great number of foot, 
who frequently take captives, and fell 
them to tlie merchants for flaves. The 
houfes are built like bells, with walls of 
hurdles plaiitercd with clay, and covered 
with reeds. I'he better Ibrt of women 
have their faces covered, their religion 
being M* hoinctanilm. Both men and 
women art: very fond of dancing, and 
^end a great part of the night in that ex* 
freife. 

TomsuctoOi ibc cajjMtal of a king- 


dom of the fame name, in Nigrltla, with a 
ilately mofque built of fione, and a royal 
palace. Here is a great number of 
weavers of cotton doth ; and hither the 
cloth and other merchandife are brought 
by caravans from Barbaiy. InAead qf 
money, they make ufe ofmells and fmall 
bits of gold. In the procecdii:^ of the 
African Aflbeiation, this place is mention- 
ed as a luxurious, opulent, and flouijlhing 
dty, fubjed to a levere police, and, as fuch 
attrading the merchants of the moft dif* 
tant Aates of Afnca. It is feated near the 
Niger, 270 miles SW of Mourzook .

Tomebamba, a town of Peru, in the 
audience of Q,uito, where was a temple of 
the Sun, whefe walls, as the Spaniards 
affert, were covered with gold.

Tom IN A, a government of S America, 
in the viceroyaity of Buenos Ayres.

Tomsk, atown of Siberia, in the pro- 
vince of Tomik, with a wooden caille, de- 
fended by 14 pieces of cannon ; and a 
wooden cathedral, a chancery, and an 
arfenal. The inhabitants cany on a great 
trade, as the town lies on the great rood 
through all the £ and N parts of Siberia, 
It contains above aooo houles, and is featv- 
ed on the river Tom, 105 miles £S£ of 
Tobolsk.

Tonderen, atown of Denmark, in the 
duchy of Slcfwick, with a fort, feated in 
a fertile country, on the German Ocean, 
25 miles S£ ot Ripen, and 30 NW of 
Slefwick.

Tongataboo, one of the fxicndly 
Iflands in the S Pacific ocean, about 20 
leagues in circuit, fomewhat oblong, broad- 
eft at the £ end, and its greateft length 
from E to W. The S fliorc is firaight, 
and confifts of coral rocks, eight or ten 
feet high, terminating perpendicularly a 
while the whole N fide is environed with 
ihoals and iflands, and the fhore within 
them low and Tandy. Here is alfo the befi, 
harbour or anchormg place to be found 
among tliefe iflands. It is nearly aU of an 
equal height, not exceeding 60 or 80 feet 
above the level of the fea. Hence it is 
wholly laid out in plantations, with roads 
or lanes for travelling, difpofed in fo judi- 
cious a manner, as to open an cafy Com- 
munication from one part to another. It 
has aUo the advantage of being the ieat of 
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Mveftiment for all the other iflani^y and 
§ie otdinaiy refidence of all the principal 
chiefs.

Tong-tchang-fou, a city of Chmaj 
in the province of Chang-tong.

Tokg-tchuen-fou, a fortified city 
of China* in the province of Se-lchuen. 
The inhabitants are all foldicrs, who have 
fbllou’ed the profeffion of arms, from fa- 
therto fon.

TonGUSIANs* a people who inhabit 
the E part of Siberia, and are fnbjea to 
the Ruffians. They are all pagans* and 
chiefly fiibfiftby grazing, and hunting of 
fables. They live in huts, which, when 
Hkcy remove their dwellings, they take 
down*a|nd fct up elfewhere. Xhefe huts 
are coropofed of wooden poles* covered all 
over with hair and rubbiih, except a hole 
left at the top to let out the fmoke. Their 
fire is made in the middle, and they all fit 
round it upon turfs. Both fexes are very 
ftrong, and broad-faced, and they all ride 
on horfeback, not excepting the girls. 
Both men and women drcls alike in a fort 
of frock* with boots of Ikins on their legs* 
and their common drink is water. The 
Tungufians are of a middung ftature ; a 
very tall or a very (hoit man being equally 
rare among them. They arc all well made* 
and of a good mien. The features of 
their face are not fo flat as thole of the 
Kalmouks; tliey have afrefh complexion, 
fmall fharp eyes* a fmall thin nofe, black 
lank hair, very little beard, and many of 
tlism none at all. Their voice is lomc- 
what hoarfe ; their fight and hearing of 
an acutenefs and delicacy almoft incredi- 
ble : but, on the contrary, their organs of 
touch and fmell are confidcrably more 
blunt than ours. Their young chiljen 
have an air altogether Kalmouk. The 
women while young arc well made, and of 
anagreeable figure, very lively, but modefl, 
the old women, on the contrary, are ugly 
to a frightful degree, aU over wrinkles, 
fmoke and filth of tanous kind^ with e> es 
c« red as fire/

Saxony, fix miles N of Gotha. 

Ton N AY Bouton NE, a town of 
France, in the department of Lower Cha- 
rente, and late territory of Saintonge^ 
feated on the river Boutonne, 17 mues 
N of Saintes.

Ton MAY CHARENTE,a town of France 
in the department of Lower Charente, and 
late territory of Saintonge with a cafile, and 
a final! port. It is feated on tlie Charente^ 
three miles from Rochefort, and 253 SW 
of Paris.

Tonne INS, a town of France, in the 
department of ’Lot and Garonne, and late 
province of Guienne, feated on the Gar- 
onne, two miles from its jundlion with the 
Lot. and feven £ of Marmandc. 

Tonnerre, a town of France, in the 
department of Yonne, and late province 
of Burgundy, famous for its good wines. 
It is feated on the Armancon, 27 miles S 
of Troyes, and 102 E of Paris. Lon. 4

Ton N ingen, a town of Denmark, in 
tlie duchy of Slefwicic, capital of a terri- 
tory of the fame name. It is feated 011 a 
pcninfula formed by the river Eydcr, where 
there is a commodious harbour, 25 miles 
SW of Slciwick, and 58 NW of Ham- 
burg. Lon. 9 10 E, lat. 54 30 N. 

1 ONQ^iK, a kingdom of Afia, bounded 
on the N by China, on the £ by China 
and the gulf of I'onquin, on the S by 
Cochin China, and on the W by Laos. 
It is about 1200 miles in length and 500 
m breadth, and is one of the fineft and 
moil coiifiderable kingdoms of the Ealt*< 
as well on account of the number of inha- 
bitants, US the riches it contains, and the 
trade it carries on. The natives in gene- 
ral are of a middling ilaturc, and clean- 
limbed, with a tawny complexion. ^ Their 
iaces are oval and ilaiiiil), and their nofes 
and lips well proportioned. Their hair is 
black, long, lank, and coarfe ; and they 
let it hang down their lliouldcrs. They 
d)e their tccih black. They arc dexte- 
rous* aclive, and ingenious in mechanic 
arts. They w^eavi. a great quantity of 
fine iilks, and make curious lackcrworks, 
wlii.,h are exported to other countries. 
ThcTC is fuch a number of people, that 
many want employment, for they feidora 
go to work but when foreign lliips ar- 
rive. The money and goods brought 
hither by tlie Englilh and Dutch put 
them in adlion, for they have not money 
«f their own fufficient te employ tliom- 
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!clve* ; and therefore one third at leafl 
muH be advanced beforehand by the 
RMTchants. They are lb addi( 5 led td 
irarning* that when every thing elfe « loft 
they will ftake their wives and children. 
The garments of the Tonquineie arc made 
cither of filk or cotton ; but the poor peo- 
ple and foldiers wear only cotton of a 
daik tawTiy colour. Their houfes are 
fmall and low, and the walls cither of 
mud, or hurdles daubed over with clay. 
They have only a ground floor, with two 
or three partitions, and each room has a 
fquarc hole to let m the light. They 
have ftools, benches, and chairs ; and on 
the fide of a table is a little altar, with two 
incenfe pot? thereon, which no houfe is 
without. The country abounds with vil- 
lagcb, which confift of 30 or 40 houfes, 
furrounded by trees ; and in fomc places 
are banks to keep tlie water from over- 
flowing their gardens, wlicre they have 
orange', betels, purnkins, melons, and 
falad herbs. In the rainy ftafon they 
cannot pafs from one houfe to anotlur, 
without v'ading through the water, but 
fometimes they have boats. I'he people 
ofTonnuin are ingenious, ftrong-limbed 
and well made ; their difpofition Is free 
and open, although chi ating among them, 
when done with adclrtis, is confidered as a 
ftroke of prudence and Ikill. T hey are 
generous ; hut their gtuerofity is regulated 
only by their intereJl ; and when thty 
have nothing to hope, they rann<»t cafily 
be prevailed on to give : on fiicli cafimis, 
they take great care to ( onceal their rkhes, 
for fear of being importuned : they are 
in general lavifh in tbcir public txpciices, 
cfjjeuaDy in fcafls, man iagts and funerals ; 
they hate the Fun^peans, and find great 
<atisfa( 51 ion in being able to deceive tliem. 
The Tonquinefe aic neither fo flat-nofed 
nor fo broad-vifaged as the Chinefe ; 
their colour is olive ; they blacken their 
teeth, fufTer their nails to grow, and wear 
their hair as long as pofTiblc. The peo- 
ple are flaves one part of the year ; lor 
except the citizens of the capital, all the 
tradetinen, joiners, fmiths, mafoiis, carpen- 
ters &c. are obliged to labour three months 
ill the palace, and during two others, for 
tl'.c mandarins and great lords : they are 
free the reft of the year, and w’ork for 
thofe who employ them. Marriages are 
?iot contra<£lcd hei c without the confent of 
the governor or judge of the place. The 
<iay after the mamage, the liuiband ftyles 
his wife filler, and the wife calls her huf- 
hand brother. A plurality of wives is per- 
mitted at Tong-king ; hut only the luoft 
jtcwompliChcd takes the litk of fpoulc. The 


law grants a divorce to the men, but deniei 
it to the women : the children remain with 
the hufband. The favourite diverfion of 
the Tonquineie are comedies, which they 
generally adl at night, and accompany 
with abundance of machinery and de- 
corations. They excel particularly m 
the reprefentation of torrents, rivers, 
feas, tempefts and naval battles. Lear- 
ning in Tonquin, as in China, ton- 
fifts principally m the knowledge of a 
great number of charailers, and in the 
ftudy of the rules and principles of mora- 
lity, which are taken from the writings of 
Confucius. The Tonquinefe apply to let- 
ters, from ambition, becaufe they open 
the way to honours, and becaufe it is 
by their means alone that they can ever 
be promoted to offices of dignity and truft. 
They are in general courteous to llran- 
gers ; but the great men arc haughty and 
ambitious, the foldiers infolent, and tlie 
poor thievifh. They buy all their wives, 
of which the great men have feveral ; but 
the poor arc ftinted for want of money. 
In hard times the men will fell both th^ ir 
wives and children, to buy rice to main- 
tain themfelves. When a man dies he 
is buried in his own ground, and if he 
was mailer of a family, tliey make a great 
feaft. The firft new moon tliat happens 
after the middle of January, is a great 
feftival; when they rejoice for 10 days 
together, and fptnd their time in all man- 
ner of fports. They have another great 
feaft in May or June, when their firft har- 
vell IB got in. Their religion is paganifm, 
and yet they o\\ti a Supreme Being. 
'J'heir idol*; have human fhapes, but in very 
diflerent forms. They have likewife fome 
rclemhling elephants and horl'es, placed in 
fmall low temples built of timber. I'hc 
language is very guttural, and fome of the 
words are pronounced through the teeth : 

It has a great refemblance to tlie Chinefe. 
They have Ichools of learning, and their 
characters are the fame, or like tliofe of 
China ; and like them they write with a 
hair jicncil. The cnmmomtics are gold, 
mulk, filk, calicoes, drugs of many u>its, 
woods for dying, lacker^ wares, earthen 
wares, ialt, anilced, and worm ieed. The 
lackered ware is not inferior to that of 
Japan, which is accounted the belt in the 
world. With all their merchandife, the 
people are in general very poor ; the chief 
trade being carried on by the Chinefe, 
Engliih, and Dutch. This kingdom is 
an abfolutc monarchy. Cachao is the

Near it is a fingular 
cavern called KentVhole, whicli is full

Torre-del-Grpco, a town of Na- 
ples, in Terra-di-Lavora, feated at the 
foot of Mount Vefuvius, on the bay of 
Naples, five miles S£ of that city. It 
was deftroyed by an eruption of Vefuvius 
in 1631 ; and again in T794, w^as over- 
whelmed by a torrent of lava. The inhar 
bitants, however, efcaped with their lives, 
Rboiit 15 excepted.

'JoRTOLA, the principal of the Virgin 
Ifianils, in the W Judies, 18 miles long 
and feven bmad. It fomicrly belonged 
to the Dutch, w'ho built a Itrong fort, 
from which they were expelled by the 
Englifh in i666. In this, which is the 
pincipal of the Virgin illands, almolf all 
the trade is carried on ; it is near five 
miles long and two broad, but badly water- 
ed, and reckoned unhealthy. They culti- 
vate cotton here, which is much eiteemed 
by the manufaiHurers, likewife rum and 
fugar ; it has of late years undergone great 
improvements. Its fruits, of which there 
are no great variety, are but indiflerent j 
feme apples excepted.

It is divided into the 
Old and New Town, both furrounded by 
modem fortifications. The entrance is 
over a large bridge of boats, on the river 
Ebro, whofe head is fortifi^. It has a 
reat nuin)>er of churches and religious 
oufes ; among which the cathedral, the 
royal college of Dominicans, and the 
convent of the Carmelites, are the moft 
remarkable. It is iituatc in a country, 
fertile in corn and fruits, and abounding 
with quarries and mines of filvcr, iron, 
alabafter* jafper of divers coUiurs, and 
itones with veins of gold. Ilci t is a great 
deal of filk and oil, and very fine poturs 
ware, which relembles porcelain. It is 
feated partly on a plain, and partly on a 
hill, 35 miles SW ot Turragona, and 180

Tortuga, an uninliabited liland near 
the coaft of Terra Firma, 40 miles W of 
the idand of Morgaretta, and about 30 
miles in circumference. The E end is full 
of bare rugged broken rocks, which ftietch 
a little way out to Tea. At this end is a 
hrge fait pond, wlieie the fait begins lo 
kern in April ; thci’c have been so flups 
here at a tune for fait. At the W end 
is a final! harbour with fi eih water ; 
and it is full of low trees. 'I'lierc aie a 
few goats on it ; and the tui ties or lor- 
loiies come upon the fandy banks to lay 
their eggs, whence this Jiland has its name.

On the 
top of the hill, nearer the fea, is a ftrong ci- 
todel, with other fortifications.

It is feated 
on the river Dart, on the fide of a hill, and 
had formerly a caftle and walls. It fends 
two members to parliament, is governed by 
a mayor, and lias a maiiufadlure of Icrges. 
It is 27 miles SW of Exeter, and 196 W 
by S of London.

Tottenham High Cross, a village 
in Middlelex, five miles N of London. 
It Is fo called from a crofs, wluch has 
cxillcd here from time immemorial. It 
was formerly a column of w'ood, raifed 
upon a hillock. It was takco down about 
200 years ago, and the preient Itrucfturc 
ercc^ted m its ftead. llerc are three 
alms houfes. The nvulct ( ailed the Mofel, 
which nfes on MuJwell Hill, near High- 
gate, runs through the principal ftreet 

ToTTtRiDGb, a village m Middlefcx, 
Tutzjr Chipping Bainet, inhabited by the 
clti?enb or London, fo long ago as the 
reign of James I. it is 10 miles NNW 
of J.ondon. 

'Foul, a town of France, in the d«- 
paitmcnt of Meurthe, and late province 
of Lorrain, Bc'fore the revoluuon it was 
a bifliop's ice, and the cathedral and late 
epilcopal chapel, arc handfome ftrutlllures. 
It was an imperial town ol Germany, till 
taken by the Ficnch in 1^52. It is feat- 
ed on tlie Mofelle, in a plain, almoftjjfur- 
roiindod by mountains, 10 miles W of 
Nanci, and 167 SE of Paris. Lon. 6 2 £9 
lat 48 40 N. 

Toula, a river of W Chinefe Tartary, 
which takes its courfe from K to W, and Is 
a broad, deep, and rapid river, and its banks 
are furrounded with w'^oods and beautiful 
meadows. The mounuins which hang 
over it on the northern fide arc covered 
wdth forefts of aged firs, andlnve the fame 
cfftct on the eye as an immenfe amphi- 
theatre. Tins river, after having received 
the waters of the Selingue, iofes itklfinthe 
lake of Pai-cal, which is tho largeft of all 
TarUiy« 
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ToULOMBAt or TULMABfNB» a tOWA 
and fbrtrtfs of Hindobfttn, in Lahore, 
Jttted on the Ratnreei 70 miles £N£ of 
Mouitah. 

Toulon, a city and fcajportof France, 
capital of the department of Var, and late 
province of IVovcnce. Before the revolu- 
tion in 1789, it was an epHcopal fee. llie 
inhabitants are computed at 8o,ooo. Tou- 
lon experienced the dreadful ravages of the 
plague in 1418, X4^x, 147^9 ^5879 i6ai, 
2670, 1647, i6d4» and 1710. It is divid- 
ed into the Old and New Qwrter. The 
firil, M hich is ill-built, has noting remaric- 
aide m h but the Rue aux Arbres (a kind 
of {mall) and the townhoule. The New 
Quarter contains (befides the magnificent 
works conftru6kd by Lewis XIV), many 
fine' houlcs, and a grand oblong fquare, 
fined with tn*cs, and ferving as a parade, 
^lie harbour is diilinguifhed like^e by 
the names of the Old Port or Merchants 
Port, and the New Port or King’s Port ; 
but Ais Taft appellation has vanifiied with 
tlic abolition of royalty. The New Haven 
w'as -ctmftruAed hj Louis XIV. as were 
the fortifications <n the city. In the front 
of this has'tn is an arfenal, containing all 
the places ncceffirv for the conftrudtion and 
fitting out of veflels : the firft objeA that 
Appears i. a rope-walk, entirely arclied, 
extelidmg as far as the eye can reach, and 
built after the defigns of Vauban : here 
cables are made, and above is a place for 

preparation of hemp, llerelikcwlfe is 
the armoury, for mufqucts, piftols, halberts 
•dec. In the park of artillcr}'', are cannons 
placed ih piles, bombs, grenades, mortars, 
and balls of various kinds, ranged in won- 
derful order. The long fail room, the 
toundery for cannon, the dork yards, the 
bafins, 2kc. are all worthy of obfervatioii. 
The gallies, transferred from Marfeilles, 
dome years ago, ocenpy at 1 oidon a fecond 
bifin in the New Poit Many of the gal- 
ley ilavcs are aitizans, fome merchants, and 
which is moft wondc*f£ul, of ftrupulous 
integrity. They no longer fleep on board 
the gallies, but have been lately provided 
with accommodations on ihore, in a vaft 
•bailding newly credled for thatpnrpofe. 
Both the Old and New Port have an out- 
let ifitib the ipacious outer road or harbour, 
wdskh is fttTTounded liy hills, and formed by 
hamre almoft circular. Its circuit is of 
^^reat extent ; and the entrance is defend- 
ed, on both iideSfby a fort and batteries. 
In a word, the bhfins, docks, and axfenal at 
warranted the remark of a fbreigs* 
fir who v^ted them in the late re^gn, that 
tbe Trance was greater thete than 

atVcrlulies. Toulon » the only isait in 


the Mediterranean for the re-exportation 
of the produds of the |£ Indies. It was 
twice taken by the imperial troops in the 
x6th century ; and in Au^uft X793, it was 
furrendered, by the inhabiums, to the Bri- 
tifti admiral lord Hood, on condition of 
enabling them to eficA tlie re-eftablifhment 
of monarchy in France. It wras garrifoned, 
for fome time, by the Brhifti troc^ ; but 
the French having laid fiege to tt, they 
were obliged to evacuate the place in De- 
cember following, after having defiroyed 
the arfenal, &c. Toulon is fcated on a bay 
of the Mediterranean, 37 miles S£ of Mar- 
feilks, and 317 SSE of Paris. Lon. j 36 
£, lal. 43 7 1 ^- 

Toulouse, a city of France, in the 
department of Upper Ganmnc and late 
province of Languedoc, wdth an archbi- 
ihop’a fee. It contains 56,000 inhabitants, 
and is the moft confiderable city in France, 
next to Paris, although its population bears 
no proportion to its extent. Here are 
many monuments of antiquity, and it was 
one of the moft flouriftung cities of the old 
Gauk, and a Roman colony ; ui procefs of 
time it became the metropolis cl the Vifi- 
goths, afteiwards of Aquitaiii, and at 
length one of the moft confiderable 
governments of France, and the feat of 
a parliament. The walls of the city, as 
well as the hoiifes, are built wdth bricks. 
St. Steplien’s, the metropolitan cliuich, 
wonld be incomparable, if the nave were 
equal to the citour ; and the arcbbifhop’s 
p^ace is magnificent. The tow'nboufe, a 
modern ftru<fture, forms a perfetft I'quarc, 
334 feet long, and 66 high : the principal 
front occupies an entire fide of the grand 
fquare, lately called the Place Koyale. In 
the great hall, called the Hall of illuftrioua 
Men, is the ilatue of the chevalier llaure, 
and the bufts of all the great men to whom 
Touloufe has given biiih. Gommunkat- 
iiig with the Atlantic, on one fide, by the 
river Garonne, and wdth the Mediter- 
ranean, on the Ather, by the canal of Laii-r 
gucdoc, Touloufe mignt have been a very 
commercial city ; hut the tafte of tlie mha« 
bitants has been principally for the feicneeg 
and belles-lettres.

Tours, a confiderable city of France, 
capital of the department ofindre and 
Loire. Before the French revolution it 
was an archbilhop's fee.

Over the former is one of 
the fineil bridges in Europe, confilUng 
of 15 elliptic arches each 75 feet dia- 
meter : tliree of thefe were carried away 
by the breaking up of icc in 1 789. It is a 
large and well built city, and the llrects 
very clean by rcafon of feveral fountains 
in it, with a fine mall above 1000 paces 
long. The principal church is remarkable 
for the delicacy of irs Itruflure, its curious 
clock, its moiaic pav'^ment, and its rich li- 
brary ofinanufcripts.

It is 162 miles long 
and 150 broad, andluirounded on all parts 
by high mountains, which, liowever, are 
not barren.

It has undergone 
various revolutions, but now belongs to 
the houfe of AulGrb. The inhabitants aie 
of various religions, as Roman catholics, 
Lutherans, Calvin!^, Socinians, Armini- 
aus, Greeks, and Msdiometans. 7 'lie go- 
vernment b coududted by 12 perfons , 
namely, three Roman catlmlics, three Lu- 
therans, three Calvinifis, and three Socini- 
Seven paiTes lead into thb country. 
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fcrmed by fo many rivers, narrow, and all 
defended by forts with garrifons. Having 
been long a frontier country it nmft con- 
fequently have been a fccne of frequent de- 
vaftation from contending powers, partini- 
larly the Turks and Itnperialills. I’hc 
xnilitia is commanded by the governor, 
wholl* commiflion is the more important, 
as Tranfylvania is the bulwark of Chriften* 
dom. It is divided into feveral fmall dif- 
triils, called palatinates and counties ; and 
IS inhabited by three different nations, Sax- 
ons, Sicilians, and Hungarians. Herman- 
iladt is the capital. 

Traok, or Trau, a ftrongtou*n of 
Venetian Dalmatia, with a biftiop’s fee.

Trfves, or TRitRS, an eledlorate of 
Germany, in the circle of Lower Rhine;

It 
is 100 miles in length, but the breadth is 
very different. It is lull of mountains and 
forcAs, however the foil near tlie Rhine 
and Mofelle is very fruitful, abounding m 
com and wine ; and is more populous 
there than in other parts.

Tschoulyms, a nation of Tartan^ 
w'ho occupy the country lying between the 
^perpart of the rivers Ob and Yenifci. 
The country w'hich they inliahit is for the 
moil part, fertile with lar^e forelfs, and 
mountainous only about the banks of the 
tw'o YioulTes, which take their fourccs a- 
mong the mountsuns of the province of 
Yenueilk, near the river of that name. 
The inhabitants are docile, attentive, eager 
after inllnidlion, and well ikilled in what 
they have been able to learn. Whenever 
they have nothing to fear, they difeover 
great franknefs of difpofirion, honefty, and 
complaifance ; "but w'hcn they have reafon 
to apprehend any fevere treatment or 
fraud, they lye and are fullen. They Ihcw 
great friendihip, and pay numberlcfs jlittle 
attention towards each other ; but arc lazy 
with regard to all kinds of labour, and 
their manner of living is dirty. Ever fmee 
thc*v have had the rullom of living in fet- 
tlcci villages during the winter, the ^reateft 
number of them iow' a few fields with rye, 
wheat, barley, oats, and hemp, but fcl- 
dom cultivate enough for their own con- 
fumptlon though their land be never fo 
fruitful. Many of them fow nothingat all 
but had rather buy their flour and meal ol* 
the Ruffians, or live without bread, when 
it i'i to be had of them. Thofe who are 
not averfeto the trouble of managing cat- 
tle, keep a finall number of horfes and 
COW’S, and a few fhee^> of the Ihorl-tailed 
kind. As the fnow is deep and the w»intcr 
very long in ihefc parts, they arc obliged 
to lay up a flock of hay for the fupport of 
their cattle during the extremity of the 
cold ; a great hardlhip to people fo aban- 
doned to floth as the Tfehoulyms. Nei- 
ther fw'jiic nor poultry is to be ften in their 
inclofiuts. In imitation of the Oftyaks 
filliing and hunting are their principal oc- 
cupations. The latter fumifhes them 
w'lth the m(*ans of paying their tribute, 
w’hich is in Marten fkms. 

Tschutski, a countr}^ of iheE extre- 
mity of Afia, oppofitc the NW coaft of 
America, hounded by the Anadir on tlie 
S. The climate is cold, the foil marfhy, 
abounding in rocks, barren, bare of woods, 
and extremely w'ild and favage. The 
furiimer lails only a few months, but in 
this feafon the days are very long, bccaufc 
for feveral weeks together the fun docs 
not fet at all. The w'intcr extends througli 
the greatefl part of the year ; and during 
this melancholy fe&fon it is almoli one 
continual night. The inhabitants are an- 
alogous to the country ; being the mqft 
favage, the mofl barbarous, the moll un- 
tnidl^Ie,the leaft civilized, the melt rug- 
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ged and cruel people of all Siberia* They 
have neither letters nor writing, nor any 
kind of inftru<ftion. They are not yet en- 
tirely fubdued ; and conft^uently it is but 
one part of the nation that pays tribute. 
Their hiftory is enveloped in darkriefs, as 
well as their national conftitution and force. 
They will not endure the leaft conftraint ; 
and though they have been fevcral times 
conquered by the RufUans, they have al- 
ways regained their liberty. By a pro- 
bable computation, tliey are ellimated at 
3500 males capable of bearing arms. TThcy 
are formidable neighbours to the Koriacs, 
who often exj>erieiire their depredations. 
Twenty Tfchouktfches never hefilate a 
moment about attacking fifty Koraiks; 
and, had it not been for the Ruffian Of- 
trogs, the former sK'oiild long ago Jiave 
exterminated the whole Koraik nation. 
The care of their derr is their principal 
occupation ; nevertheless they follow the 
chace and tlic fifhery. In the number of 
rein deer confids all the riches of the 
Tichouktfehes. A poirelTor of ten thoufand 
is not uncommon ; and feme of fiity 
thoufand are to be met with. 

ThHLTSHEN. tieeKisTi. 

Tsi-NAN-rou, a telebrated city of 
China, the capital of Chang-tong. This 
city is large populous and is much re- 
fpeiflc'd by the Chinefe on account of its 
having once been the reiidence of a Jong 
feries of kings, whofe tombs, riling on the 
neighbouring mountains, afford a beautiful 
profpedl. In its dlibricd arc four cities of 
the fecond and 26 of tlie third clafs. It 
is fcated S of the river Tfi or Tfmg-ho 160 
miles S by £ of Pekin.

Tsi-njnc-tchbou, a city of China,in 
the province of Chang-tong and diilridl of 
Yen-tcheoU'fou. From jts lltuatlon on the 
grand canal, it is little inferior to the ca- 
pital of tlic provim c, either in extent, po- 
pulation, riches, or commerce, ancl on 
that account a g^eat niiinbcr of ftrangers 
come here to traffic. 

Tsin-tcheou-fou, a commtfrcial 
city of China, in Chang-tong. The prin- 
cipal branch of its commerce arifts from 
fifti which are caught in great abundance. 
It has one city of the fecond and i ? of the 
third clad under its jurifdiidion, and is 75 
miles £ of Tfin-nang-fou.

Tsong-ming, an ifland of China, on 
the coait of the province oi Kiang-nan, to 
which it belongs, and from which it is fe- 
panted by an airm of the fea, 23 miles 
broad. It is 70 miles long and 13 broad. 
It wTis formerly a fandy defert, to which 


criminals were banIJhed ; thofc that firA 
landed on it began to till the ground, that 
they might not perilh \s ith hunger ; feme 
poor Cliincfc families emigrated thither 
afterward ; anil, in Icfs than ten years^ 
the ifland was petipled and culiivated. 
Some parts of it prot'uic wheat, nee, bar- 
ley, cotton, citrons and fcvf*nil other 
fruits, but its principal re\eiiue arifesfrom 
fait, which is made in A.ih almiid.miejthat 
the ifland can fupply nu.li of th^ neigh- 
bouring countries, Jn tins ifland is only 
one city of the third clafs ; but villages are 
fo numerous, that they feem to touch each 
other, and to form one continued city. 
The country is delightful, and interfedled 
by many canals.

In the neighbourhood 
of this city is a bridge remarkable for its 
extraordinary fize and rlie fingularity of its 
conftrudtion. It was huili at the lc>le ex- 
pem e or one governor. l ather Idartini, 
a man of cflablilhcd veiacit), fpcaks of it 
in the following words ; * 1 faw it twice,* 
fays he, * and always with aftoniiliTncut- 
It is built entirely of the fame kind of 
blackiih iionr , and }ja.» no arcJies, but a- 
bove three hundred large ftonc pillars, 
which terminate on each fide m an acute 
angle, to break the violence of the current 
with greater facility. Five flones of equal 
fize, laid iraiifverfcly from one pillar to 
another, form the breadth of the b, idge, 
each ot which, ai cording to tlicmiaiurc'^ 
ment I made in walking, wctc eighteen of 
niy ordinary Heps in length ; there arc 
one thoufand of them, all of the fame fize 
and figure : a wonderful work, when one 
confiders the great number of thefe heavy 
Itones, and the manni'i* in which they are 
fupported between the pillars ! On each 
fide there arc buttrefles or props, conflnir- 
ted of die fame kind of (lone, on the tops 
of wh-ih are placed lions on pedcdials, and 
other ornaments of : he like nature, [f i.

Tu thib rich paf- 
furagt, the horfesand i attle imported fiom 
Europe have multiplied to an almofl: in- 
n edible degret, *Vlub hab enabled the 
inhabitants, not only to o[)eu a lu< native 
trade with J*tru, bv iupplymg iL with cat- 
tle, horfes, and mules, but to carry on a 
commerce, equally beneficial, b) the ex- 
portation of hides to P.uropc ; notwitli- 
Itanding which, the towns of this \ ountiy 
are no better than pallr) villages, to whuh 
the Spaniards liavc endeavouied to add 
iome dignity, by erctfimg them into 
bilhoprks, Tu^niinan is luider the juiif- 
didioii of tlie new \ icu*oyalty at Buenos 
Ayres. 

Tucuyo, a town of Terra I' Irma, in 
Vtne/uela, and in a valley of the lame 
name.

Tver, a government of Ruifia, once an 
independent priiicipility, united to the em- 
pire by Ivan Bafilowxta^ In 14901 and com- 


prifed In the government of NovogortKl* 
from which it has been Icparated. The 
population has iucreafed to a furprifing 
degree ; a circumftance, evincing the 
advantage arifing from the new code of 
laws of Catharine II. It vx'as the iirll pro- 
vince newly modelled according to that 
code ; and it has experienced the bene- 
ficial cfTcdls of thefe excellent regulations. 
The country produces abundantly all kinds 
of com and vegetables. Its lorefis yield 
vait quantities of oak and other valuable 
timber. The quadrupeds, and the feather- 
ed race, are the fame as in all the N of 
Europe ; and, befide the fiflies common to 
moll lakes ami rivers, there is a filh, pecu- 
liar to the waters of thefe northern regions, 
called the flcilet, the ucetpenfer rutkenusoi 
Linne, and is a fpecies of ilurgeon, lughly 
efteemed for the flavour of its fleih, and 
for its me, of which the fineli caviare is 
made. The government of Tver con- 
tains 13 dillrii^Si 

Tvi R, a commercial city of Rufila, ca- 
pital of a government of the lame name, 
feated at the confiuence of the T vei*2a and 
Volga. It is divided into the old and new 
town . the fonner, fituated on the oppo- 
fite fide of the Volga, confifls almolt entire-* 
ly of wooden cottages ; the latter, about 
fifteen years ago, was, a lew buildings 
excepted, li arcely hipcrior ; but being, in 
^7^39 fortunately cleftroycd by a dread- 
ful conflagration, it has rilen with luftre 
from its alhes. The einprefs was no fooncr 
informed of this calamity, than fhe order- 
ed a regular and heautilul plan of a new 
town to be Iketched by an eminent archi- 
tedl, and enjoined, that all the houfes 
fliould be re-conJtrudted in conlonnity to 
tins model. She raifed at her own cxpence 
the governor’s houie, the bifhop’s palace, 
the courts of iuflicc,the new-exchange the 
prilbii, and feveral other public edifices. 
Thelfrects, which are broad and long, 
ifliie in a ftraight line from a fquare, or 
rather an odlagon, in the center: the 
houfes of this oifiagon and of the jirincipnl 
ffreets are of brick ftuccoed white, form 
a very magnificent appearance. The New 
Town when completed, will confilf of 
two oifiagons, with feveral ifrects leading 
to them, and mterfedfing each other at 
right angles, and would be no inconfider- 
able ornament to the molt opulent and ri- 
vilized country. There is an ecclefiailical 
fcminary at 1 Ver, which b under tl^ in. 
fpedlion of the hifliop, and admits 600 
itudents. In 1776 the emprefs inilituted 
a ichool for tlie inih‘U( 5 Uon of 200 burgher’s 
children. In June, 1779, academy 
was alfo opened in tliis town; for the cdu- 
\ 
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cation of the young nobility of the pro- 
vince, at the charge of the fame imperial 
patroiiefs. It admits 120 itudents; who 
areinftrudted in foreign languages, It 
is a place of confiderable commerce ; and 
both the Volga and the Tvertza are co- 
vered with boats. It owes its principal 
trade to its advantageous fituation, being 
near the conflux of tlmfe two rivers, along 
which are conveyed all the ^ods and 
merchandife fent by vi'atcr from Siberia 
and the fouthem provinces, toward Peter- 
iburgh. It is faid to contain upwards of 
I OyOQQ^Jlnhabitants.' Tver is 99 miles

Tunis, a kingdom of Africa, bounded 
on the N by the Mediterranean, on the li 
|)y that fea and IVipoli, on the S and S W 
by Biledulgc'rid, and on the W by Algiers. 
It extends 300 miles fiom E to W, and 
250 from N to S. This country was for-f 
inei ly a monarchy ; but a diflcience arifing 
between the father and ion, one of whom 
w'as for the protetflion of the Chrilliaui', 
and the ocher for t\ at of tlie Turks, iu 
I 574 » lEc inhabiiants fhook off the yoke 
ol both. From this time it became a re- 
public, under the piotcdtion of the 'i'urks, 
ai.d pays a certain tnhuie to the bafhaw 
that relides at Tunis. The air in gene- 
ral '5 healtiiy, but the foil 111 the E paic 
is but indifferent, for want of w'ater. 
Toward the middle, the mountains and 
vallics abound in fruits ; but the W part 
is the uioll fertile, being watered by 
rivers, 'i he environs oi Tunis arc very 
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4ry, upon which account corn is generally 
dear. The inroads of the Arabs oblige 
the inhabitant*- to few their barley and 
rye in the fuhurbs, and to inclofe their 
ll^ardens with v'alls. However, there are 
plenty ol citrons, lemons, oranges, dates, 
gra])es, and other fiiiits. Tliere are alfo 
olive ti ees, rofes, and odoriferous plants. 
In the woods and mountains are lions, 
wild beeves, oitriches, monkies, earner 
Icons, roebucks, hares, pheafants, par- 
tridges, and oriier forts of birds and 
beaus. The moft remarkable rivers are 
the Guadikarbar, Magrida, Magerada, 
and Caps. Tlie form of government Is 
ariftocratic, that is, by a council whole 
prefident is the dey. The members of 
the divan, or council, are chofen by the 
dey, and he, in his turn, is ele<fled by 
the divan, which is compofed of Ibldiers, 
who have more than once taken off the 
dey^b head. Tlie inhabitants cany on a 
great trade in linen and woollen cloth. In 
the city of 'rurils alone, are above 3000 clo- 
thiers and wcivcrs. They have alfo a trade 
in horfes, clivis, oil, fojp, and ofiriches 
eggs and fcathei's. The eftablifhcil rtii- 
gion is MohoiTicUiiifni ; and the inhabi- 
tants confift of Moors, T urks, Arabs, jews, 
and Chriflian Haves. 

Tunis, a Urge and rtkbratcd city of 
Barbary, capital of a kingdom of the 
feme name Tt Is feattd on the point of 
the gulf of Coletta, aliout 10 miles from 
the fite of the famous city t)f Carthage. 
It is in tlie form of an oblong fquare, five 
jnilcs in cirfumfcrcnce, with a lofty waU, 
fianked with feveral ftrong towers, live 
gates, and 35 mofques. The houfes arc all 
built of Ifone, though hut one Hory high ; 
and it has a good citadel on an eminence, 
the W tide of the city. Without the 
w'alls arc two fuhurbs, which contain loco 
lioiifcs. '\^'lthin the walla arc j 0,000 fa- 
milies, and above 3000 tradefmen’s ihops. 
The divan, or council of ftate, alfemblcs in 
an old palace, and the dey is the diief of 
the republic, who rcfides here. The city 
has no water, but what is kept in ciltems, 
except one well, kept for the bafhaw’s 
ulc. The harbour has a very narrow 
entrance, through a Imall channel, which 
is well fortified. The Mahometans here 
have nine colleges for Undents, betides a 
great number oi fmaller ichools. 1 unis 
u a place of great trade, 10 mjlrs from

Turcoman I A, a province of Turkey 
in Alia, now called Armenia. 

Turcomans, Terekemens, or 
Trukhmenians, a people of Afia, 
who fpeak the Turkifh dialed! of the 
Tartar language, and inhabit the eallem 
(lope of Mount Caucafus, the coafl of the 
Cafpian about Boinak, Derbcnt, and Ute^ 
mifh, and the fouthern promontories be- 
tween the fea and the river Alazan, Some 
of them are fubjedl to the khan of Cuba ; 
others to a chief who retides at Ntikhu ; 
and a third to the fovereign of Georgia, 
They pals for the richeft &epherds in the 
Turkift empire, and dwell in fields under 
tents, removing from one place to another, 
for the ftike of paftures to feed their flocks, 
whicli are very numerous, confilling of ca- 
mels, (heep, and goats. 

Turinnl, a tovm of France, in the 
department of Correze, and late pro- 
vince of Guienne, with a caitle, 44 iniles 
S of Limoges. Jx>n. i 30 E, lat. 45 
9 N. 

Turgow. Sec Gouda. 

Turin, a flourlihhig city of Italy, 
the capital of Piedmont, and refidence of 
iib fovereign the king of Sardinia, with 
an archbifliop^s fee, and a univeriity. It 
is feated on a valt plain, at the foot of 
the Alps, and at the confluence of the 
Doria and Po. Here arc many large 
fquarea, among which that ot St. Charles 
is the molt fpaclous and beautiful : the 
buildmgs are handfome, and it has cx- 
tenfive arcades on each fide. Molt of the 
lirects are well built, uniform, Itraight, 
and terminate on fomc agreeable objetSt : 
the Strada di Po, the fmefl and largeit, 
leads to the royal palace, and is adorned 
with piazzas, fllied with (hops; ^as |rc 
various others of the belt lirects ; all of 
which are kept clean by means of a canal 
from the Doria, with lluices that flow 
through them into the Po. Tlic Inha- 
bitants are computed to be ioo,ocoo. The 
houfes are handfome, and ail built of the 
fame height. I'hc royal palace confills of 
two magnificent ftnnSturcs, joined together 
by a gallery, in which are feveral liatues, 
all foi’Ls of arms, the genealogy of the dukes 
of Savoy, a repreicnution of the celeftial 
ligns, a royal library, and many other cu- 
nolities. Betides thefe two Itrudtures, 
then; is rile palace of the jprmce of Carig- 
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Hally the hofpital of St. Johny the fcmlnary 
of the Jeftits, the royal holpltaly and the 
metropolitan church of St. John, wherein 
they pretend to keep the cloth in whicli is 
^e print ofthe face of JefusChnlt. Thefe 
are all fuperb itnnftures. When the 
plague reigned at Marfeilles in 1720, a 
great number of artificers withdrew to 
Turin. Turin is well fortified and ex- 
tremely Itrong. There are very fine walks 
on the ramparts, which require two hours 
to pais round them. There are alfo very 
fine gardens on the fide of the river Po. 
The arfenal is a fine and capacious buil- 
ding, including five courts; it contains 
arms for 120,000 men, and there is a can- 
non foundery and a chymical laboratory an- 
nexed to it, and a charming public place 
called the Corfo, where die nobility alTem- 
ble, from five to fix in an evening, to exhi- 
bit themfelves and dieir equipage. Near 
the city, on the banks of the Po, is the 
beautiiul royal caftle of Valentin, the gar- 
den of whicli is applied to botanical il;u(iic«, 
and the houTe coinmouly called La Cha- 
ritc, is remarkable, as there is room for 
3000 poor people. ITie college of the 
academy is very large and well built, and 
has a great number of aiitieut infcnptions. 
In the royal library are 19,000 maiiulcripts, 
befide» 30,000 printed books. The French 
befieged this city in 1706 ; but prince Eu- 
gene attacked them before the walls, to- 
tally defeated their army, and compelled 
them to raife the fiege. In December 
X798, Ac French army took Turin, oblig- 
ing the king and his fanuly to remove to 
the ifland oi Sardinia, but in June follow- 


ing, the French were driven out by the 
Auftrians, but the king has not yet return- 
ed. Turin is 60 miles NE of Genoa, 65 
SW of Milan, and 280 NW of Rome.

Turkey, a large empiie, extended 
over part of Eutope, Afia, and Atnca. 
Turkey in Europe is bounded on the N 
^ Rufiia. Poland and Sclavoma ; on tius 
E by the Black Sea, tlic fca ol Maimora, 
and the Archipelago ; on the S by the 
Mediterranean ; and on Ae W by that 
fca, and the Venetian and Auftrian terri- 
tories. It contains Beflarabia, Moldavia, 
Walachia, Bulgaria, Servia, Boliiia, Ro- 
Mftfcdoniu, Janna, LLvadia, AJ- 


bania, part of Croatia and Dalmatia, and 
the Morea. Thefe countries lie between 
17 and 40° E Ion. and 36 and 49^ N lat. 
extending 1000 miles in lengili, and 900 
in breadth. Tuikey in Afia bounded 
on Ae N by the Black Si a and Cirraflia ; 
on the E by Pcriia ; on the S by Arabia 
and the Mediterranean ; and on the W Try 
the Archipelago, the iea of Marmora, 
and Ae ilraits of Conllautinople. It lies 
between 27 and 46° E loii. and 28 and 4?* 
N lat. extending 1000 miles in kngtli, and 
800 in breadth ; and contains tlie coun- 
tries of IraorArabia, I)iarl>eck, Curdif- 
tan, Armenia, part of Circalfia, Natijlia, 
and Syria, with Paleftine, or the Holy 
Land. In Africa, Ae Turks have itill a 
precarious fovereignty over Eg\pt. Of 
thefe countries (whuh fee refpctfiivcly) 
the climate, pr^uflions, manners, &c. 
mull be various. The Turks aic general- 
ly robull ami well /hajvjd, oi a gofid mien, 
and p.itieTit of harcllhips, which render 
them lit lor M-ar. Tliey fiiave tthcii' 
heads ; but wcai thehr licards long, except 
the military and thoie in the feraglio, m ho 
w'car only whilkers. I'liev cover 4 hcir 
lieads with a white linen turban of an 
enormous liae, and ne\ ei pull it oiT but 
when they Deep. None but Turks malt 
prcluine to wear a white turban. Their 
i»rccches or drawers are of a p»ece with 
their ilockings ; and they have flippers in- 
Itead of fliocs, which tlicy pull off when 
they enter a temple or houfe. They 
wear fhiiU, wiih wide flt eves, not gather- 
ed at th^ wriils, and over them a vtft tied 
with a fafli ; tlicir upper garment being a 
loofc gown, fomcthing Ihorter than the 
veil. Tin. women’s drefs prttty iniii Ii re- 
feuibics that of the men , only lin-y have a 
iliflencd cap wjA horns, ioim riling like a 
mitre, on Aeir infiead ot a turban, 
and v/car their hair flowing down. When 
they go abmad, they art lo w'rapped up, 
that Aeir faces cannot be lecn. Tha 
Turks fit, cat, and fietp, according to the 
'cultom oi the eafl, on loplias or cufhions, 
niatrefles, and coi'pcCs. Rice is their molt 
general food, and coffee their commoa 
drink, Thtlr m^fl ufual faluUtion is to 
bow the head a little, laying the. nglit-hand 
on their brealts; but to i>crfons ui rank 
thi y Ibop fo low as to toucli t .c oordtr of 
their Veit. The women aie kiot under a 
rigorous confincnn iit. Tliey have 
rally delicate Ikins, n i juiar ^caiures, black 
hair and eyes, with an atlmiraole chdt^ 
Many of Aein are '.ompinc beauties. 
Their ckanlinels is CAtraornuiary ; tor 
they batlic twice a-wetk, and fuller not 
the fenaUefl hair or Ae kfU to be upoji 
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hoir bodies. As to the qualities of their 
minds, they are laid to v'ant neither wit,, 
vivacity, nor tendemefs ; and to be exceed- 
ingly amorous. It is no doubt for this rea- 
fon that the men never fufTer their wives 
faces to be fecn, not even by the deareft 
friend they have in the world. There is 
no need of much wit to behave one’s felf 
well here ; for a good mien and gravity 
fupply the place of merit in the call, and 
much gaiety would fpoil all. Not that the 
T iirks M'ant wit ; but they fpeak little, and 
pride thcmfelves in fincerity and modelly 
more than eloquence. The Turks ufe no 
nnnecelTary words, whereas the Greeks 
talk inceflantly. Though thtJc two na- 
tions arc born under one climate, their 
tempers aie njorc difiFercnt tlian if they 
lived in the nioft diflant countries. The 
Turks make profeflion of candour and 
faithfulnefs, and ar^ a charitable good-na- 
tured people, jealoufy excepted, and very 
fober. On the other hand, they arc ex- 
tremely proud, infolcnt, fupcrftltious, and 
covetous. The}' are alfo much addicted 
to unnatural lulls ; and defpife all other na- 
tions in general, cfpccially thofe which are 
not of their religion. The common appel- 
lation that they give the Chriftians is that 
of dogs. An unilormity runs through all 
the a< 5 tions of the Tuiks, and tiny never 
change their manner of living. They feem 
to have no kind of genius ior the improve- 
ment of the art*, and fciences, though tliey 
live under tlie influence of the fame heaven, 
and pofleis the fame countri^'R, as the an- 
cient Grecians did. They generally loiter 
away their time, either among the w’omen 
in the haram, or in fmoking or taking 
opium ; and though they herd togither, 
you will obferve as little convcdation 
among them as among fo many horfes 
in a fUble. 7 ’hey feldom travel, or ule 
any cxercife or rural fports ; and difeover 
littie or no curiolity to dil rover llit ftatc of 
their own, or any other country j but Tur- 
key, after all, is not without men of parts, 
probity, and honour , nor without benc*> 
volent, liberal, convei^ible, ai.d ingenious 
people . They behave very commcndably 
to their Haves and ferv'ants, and frequently 
better than the Chriftians do to theirs. 
There are no hereditary governments or 
titles of nobility in Tuikcy; and indeed 
the commonalty there enjoys the greateft 
liberty. Learning is at a very low ebb 
among the Turks: how'cvcT, they have 
fome ichools, colleges, and academies ; but 
they are on a very different footing from 
thofe, among us. Not many years fince a 
printing houfe w'as fet up atJConllantuioplet 
yrhcrc books of all kinds were allowed to 


be printed, except on matters oE rcligioiu 
The moil ingemous MuffulmA employ 
themfelves in reading the Alcoran and 
tlie commentators u^Kin it, to w'hich almofl 
all their learning is confined. Some of them 
amufe themfelves w'ith poetry, m which 
they arc faid to fuccecd very w'cll, and oilier 
Turks delight in Muiic. I'he whole Tur- 
kifh army, regulars and irregulars, amounts 
to above 300,000 men. Beiides tlie true 
janilaries, orjanifancs of the purte, and in 
adlual pay, there are great numbers all 
over the empire, who prccure themfclvct 
to be regiflcrei^ in this body, in ordei to 
be entitle d to ij^ir privileges. 1 he T urk- 
iih navy is nut ih coiiflderable as might be 
expedted in luch extenfive dominions, fitu- 
ated on ftveral Teas, and abounding in eom- 
modiou*! harbours. By their uegiedling 
navigation and foreign commcTcc, tlicy 
can never fi'id failors to man a great fleet ; 
and tholi they have are unfkilful, a!> well as 
their pilots and-ofheers. If they would 
apply themfelves to navigation, and makc« 
the moll of their fiiuatioii and advantages- 
ihey could not fall to become a very formi- 
dable maritime pow'cr. Their navy ge- 
nerally confills of about 40 large Ihips, 
cxclufivi of galleys. Jn tunc of war they 
hh'corbuy merchant-flups, and others are 
fent tlicm from Algiers, Tunis, andl'npoli. 
The manufadlurcs and coinmodUiCs of 
Turkey aie filks, carpets, goat\ hair, w'ool^ 
camel’s hah, (otton yam, dimity, hurdets, 
waxed linen, fliagrcen fkiiis, ]»hie, red, and 
yellow Morocco Jcalher ; a»flcc, rhubarb, 
turpentine', florae, gums, opium, gall?, 
nuitic. emery, Umiuan bole, pome^a- 
nate-ihells, fponges, dates, almonds, w’uie, 
oil, figh, lailiiiR, inoihti* ofpeail, boxw'wd, 
iaflron, 'I'hclc are expoind in large 
quantities by the fevci a! European trading 
nations, who inipoi t tbeir own goods ait a 
puiihafr thofe of the lountiy. The in- 
land trade is ran led on chiefly by the Jew? 
and Armenbns ; and even the Turks fend 
merchandife, boili by land and water, from 
one part of the cji-pire to another, but not 
to foreign CJiri/i.an countries. No natiOA 
is more advantageoufly iituated for traffic 
than the Turkifli ; having the navigatiott 
of the Black Sea, tl:e Levant, and the Red 
Sea ; and confequentlv greater opportunit- 
ies of importing the rich merchandifes of 
the Baft, and dilhibuting themAll over 
Europe, than any maritime power: but 
they never attempt difloitt vo) ages, and 
have but few' merchant'fliips, both their 
xmpoits and exports being chiefly made in 
foreign bottoms. Tyre, Sidon, and Alex- 
andria, w hich once commanded the navi-, 
gallon 4nd trade pf the wxild, aic iu theic. 
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polfcfiioti^ut make no figure m commerce 
at this day : and well it is for the Chrif- 
lians that the Turks are fuch an indolent 
generation ; for their fituation and vaft 
extent of empire would enable them to 
monopolize the trade of the world, if they 
attended to it. In this empire there is a 
great traffic in the human fpecies : not 
only male (laves, but beautiful ycung girls, 
being publicly bought and fold. The 
Turks believe in one God, and that his 
great prophet is Mahomet. Conltantinoplc 
is the capital of all Turkey.

Tuscaky, a fovereign ftate of Italy, 
with the title of a grand du* hy : bounded 
on the N by Romagna, the Bologn JTe, the 
Modenefe, and the Parmefan ; on the S 
by the Mediferrancan ; on the E by the 
duchy of ITibiiio, tlie l?eruv;liio, the Or- 
vietano, the patrimony of St. Petjr, and 
the duchy ol C'lllro ; and on the W by the 
Mediterrant an, the tei 1 itory of Lucca, and 
that of Genoa. It is 1^0 miles long and 
TOO bread, and wateied by fevcial rivtrs, 
of which the Arno is the chief. There are 
feveral mountains, in which arc mines of 
iijon, alum, and vitriol ; alfo quarries of 
marble, alabafter, and porphyry, befides hot 
baths and mineiai w^aters. Many paits of 
it are fiuitful in com and wdne, and pro- 
dute plenty of citrons, oranges, pome- 
granates, and other fhiits. The inhabit- 
ants are diftinguilhed by their attachment 
to commerce, and have efiablifiied various 
manufadlures, particularly of filks. Huffs, 
earthen ware, and gilt leather. They are 
much vifited by foreigners, on account of 
their politencfs, and becaufe the Italian 
language is here fpoken in its greateft pur- 
ity.. This duchy is divldsd into tiurec 


parts ; namely, the Florcntino, the Pifano, 
and the Sienrfe. John Gallon, the laft 
duke of Tufeany, of the houfe of Medicis, 
died in 1757, without leaving any heir* 
male. By the treaty of London, 17 18, 
the emperor of Germany, Charles VI, had 
promiled Tufeany, as a fief of the empire, 
to don Carlos, infant of Spain, as being 
the neorell male heir ; but, in 1 735, when 
die fovereignty of Naples and Sicily wa* 
confirmed to that prince, he was obliged 
to renounce hLs right to Tufeany, in fa- 
vour of Francis I, emperor of Germany, 
then duke of Lorrain, to whom it was 
ceded as an equivalent for that duchy, 
which he had given up to France. Flo- 
rence is die capital.

According to 
the prophecies in the Old Tcftamcnt, Tyre 
is now nothingbut a hc,‘p of venerable ruins. 
It has two harbours, that on the N fide ex- 
ceedingly good ; the otfier choked up 
by the ru^sof tlie city. It is 6o miles 
SW of Damafi us, and now called Sour or 
Sur.

The market place, called £1 Cam* 
po, is 700 paces in cirtumicrcnce, lurrouncl- 
cd by a great number of convents, and 'is 
the place 'where the fairs are kept. There 
is another fquare m the middle of the < ity 
furrounded with handlbme briek houfes, 
liaving under them piazzas, where* people 
may walk di*y in all weathers. Within 
theie piazzas merchants and tradefrncu 
keep their ihops ; ail tlie houfes are of the 
lame height, being 4 itories ; and there 
are baleoiiies at every w^indow of iron gilt^ 
In the w'hole there ai-e 7omonafterie8 and 
nunneries, thefinefiof which is that ol the 
Dominicans, re*markable for it% church, 
whi^ is one of the moil magaificcia la 
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liic cjt7. The kingrs’ rcfided a long while 
3t this place, incl the royal palace, which 
Hill remains, is of very large extent, 
though but two llo»-les hlt^h ; within .ire 
fine paintings of various kinds, and at one 
of tile corners a curious clock made in the 
fame maniUT as that of Strafburgh. Be- 
fid's thir, th've are fcveral other places 
win* h a traveller ought to vifit ; not to 
meJtiMn thofe belonging to noblemen, nor 
the IujuIls ol rich citizens, wiiuh have all 
their p irii< ular beauties. 'I'here are o- 
ther public fquares which we have not 
room to defenbe, and therefore we fhall 
only uke tiolice, that another of them is 
furniinded wiih I’o churches, cliapels, 
convents, and hofpitals ; and that the 
town-houfe Hands on one of the Tides, 
'J'hc lioiiTu of the inquifition is an odd fort 
of llru( 5 lure, for there are no windows, 
but a few holes to let in the light. 1 he 
environs of the cityare a fine plain covered 
with gardens, orchra-ds, vineyards, 
ih^ws, and fields.

TJie produrtions of the Vallais vary alfo 
according to its lingular divenity of tli- 
mntes ; in eonlcqueme of wliLh, Mr. 
Coxe obferves, tl'at lirawbcmev, clierries, 
plums, pears, and » rapes (each the n uural 
g-owth ol the tountrj') may be tilled m 
tile Tame day. It has more than lufficient 
•VA .nc and corn for mterit^r coiifumptiou ; 
and a confiderable qua mry of boili are 
)tarly exportexf ; the loil m the midland 
and lower diltridfs being cxecvdiiigly rich 
and fertile ; but in tlic moic* elevated 
pai*ts, barley is the only gi am that can be 
enliivatcd with fufceh. Theve arc no 
manulaclures of any confeqiii.nce in the 
Vallais , and, indeed, the ignorance of the 
jKople is no lels remarkable than thdr 
indukiictf. 'I'hcy arc Jiauly and enterprw 
Ihigi gi avc, fevere to enemies, affable to 
llrangeis.

During 
the laft war agahill Hyder Ally, it was re- 
lieved by Sir Eyre Coote, in the face of the 
whole army oi that chief, which was re- 
ckoned an a<ft of gieat gencraWhip. It is 90 
miles W of Matlras,and 214 fromSering- 
apatam.

France, lately depending on the pope, 
but now decreed a part of the republic of 
France, and included in the department of 
Vauclufe.

V I NAAi , St. a town of France, in the 
dc[ artment of the Straits of Calais, and 
late province of ^Vrtois. It can be laid un- 
der water at any time, w'hicb is its chief 
defence, and is 27 miles S£ ot Dunkirk, 
and 22 NW of An-as.

Vi-NASQjJt, a town of Spain, in Arra- 
gon, m a valley of the fame name, with a 
iirong cattle.

Ven E ATiG H E RY, a town of the penin- 
fula of Hindooitan, 5 1 miles E of Ban- 
galore, and 54 W of Arcot.

Vencf, lately an archiepilcopal town 
of France, in the department of Var, and 
late pro^»ince of Provence, and before the 
revolution, it as a bifhop’s fee. It is 
eight miles from the Mediterranean, and 
10 W of Nice.

VcNDE, a department of France, in- 
cluding part of the late province of Poi- 
tou. It is fo called from a fmall river of 
the fame name.

Ionia, 2{ miles WSVVof Barcelona. Lon.

Venzuela. a province of Terra 
Firma, bounded on tlie N by the Cal il •» 
bean Sea, on the £ by Caraccus, on the 
S by New Granada, and on the W by St. 
Martha. When the Spaniards landed 
here in 1499, they obferved fome huts 
built upon piles, in an Indian village, m 
order to raife them above the Ifcignalcd 
water that covered the plain; and tliis 
induced them to give it ihi name ol Vc- 
n^^zuela, or Little VeMice. Near the fc.'- 
coaft are high mount this, the tops of 
which arc barren, but the lower parts m 
the valley are fertile, produ«.ing plenty of 
corn, rich paftures, Ingii, tobacco, and 
fruits, There arc alfo plantations of cocoa- 
nuts, wdiich are exceL'ilingly good ; and 
gold is found in the faiids or rivcis. 

Vlnfruela, thecapital ot the province 
of the fame name, ir S Amenta, with a 
blihop’s fee, feated on a peinnfula, on iJic 
gulf of Venezueb, 70 miles NE of Mara- 
caybo. Lon. 70 15 W, lat, 10 43 N. 

Venezuela, a gulf on tiic N coali of 
Terra Firma, which commumcateB with 
the lake of Maracayho, by a narrow 
Itrait- 

Venice, a territory and lately the 
republick of in Italy \tiucn comprehencU 
14 provinces, namely, the Dogado, the 
Paduano, the Vicentiiio, the VcTonefc, the 
Brefciano, the Bergomafeo^ the Cr^nuicOi 
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thc^ Poldino-di-RoYige^ the Marca-Tre- 
vigiaxiay the Feltrinoy the BcUunefcy die 
Cadorino, Friuli, and Iftria ; which fee in 
(heir propo* places. In the fourth century, 
when Attda king of the Huns, called the 
<8courge of God, ravaged tlic N part of 
Italy) many of the inhabitants abandoned 
their coim^, and retired into the iilands of 
the Adriatic Sea. As thefe iilands are near 
each other, tliey found means to join them 
together, by driving piles on toe iide of 
the canals, on which they built houfes, and 
thus the fuperb city of Venice had its be- 
ginning. The goverament of the repub- 
lic of Venice was ariilocratic, for none 
could have had any fhare in it liut the no- 
bles, Thefe may be divided into Ox rlaf- 
fes, namely, twelve of the. xnoU an( ient fa- 
milies ; four families that in 880, fubfcrib- 
cd to the building of the abbey of St. 
George ; thofe whofe names were written 
in the golden book in 1296 ; the families 
tliat ^'ere enobled by the public in 1385 ; 
thofe that purchaied their nobility for 
loooco ducats, in 1646 ; and laflly all the 
firangers which the Venetians have receiv- 
ed into the number of their nobility. Any 
man of thefe families above 25 years of 
age, had a right to be a member of the 
council, whether he had any capacity or 
not. It generally conliflcd ot about 2500 ; 
and they were accounted great politicians, 
good negociators and fecret even to a feru- 
ple. They alfo made a magnificent ap- 
pearance, fuitablc to the dignity of their 
employnocnt. The Doge was eledied by 
a plurality of voices, and kept his dignity 
for life. In his eledlion they made ufe of 
gold and filver balls, w'hich were put in a 
vcllcl, and ferved for balloting. 'I'hofc \rho 
drew nine golden balls, firit elcded 40 
counfellors, who drew twelve others. 
Thefe ele^ed 29 other counfellors, who 
drew 9 golden balls. Thefe 9 eledK-d 40 
counfi^ors, w^ho drew ii. Thofe that 
had the zi, chofe4i counfellors, who pro- 
ceeded to the eIedlion,dil 25 votes or more 
fell upon tbe fame perfon, who w'as then 
declared Doge, ^'ter this eledlion they 
placed the ducal cap on his head, upon 
which he took poficifion of the Doge’s 
palace. He never uncovered his head to 
any per(bn> becaufe he did not wear the 
cap in his own name, but in that of the re- 

e iiblic. 'S^'htp there were any great fo- 
mnities, a nobleman carried the fword, 
wliich was an emblem of the fupreme au- 
thority ; but it w<vs not before the Doge, 
but before tbe fenate, to £hew that the 
power was hdgf^dm them. The office of 
the Doge was to give audience to all ozn- 
IxdladQrs; to mairy the Adriatic Sea in 


the name of die republic, on Holy-ThnrA 
day ; to prefide in all afiemblies of the 
ilatc ; to have an eye ovrr all the membera 
of tbe magi&'acy ; and to nominate to all 
the benefices annexed to tbe church of St« 
Mark. On the other hand he was to de- 
termine nothing without the confr nt of the 
council ; he was not to open any letter ad- 
dreffled to the republic, or that came firom 
tlie republic ; he was not to receive any 
prefeat ; be was not to leave the city witl^ 
out permiffion of the ftates ; he wa« not 
to chufe an afiiftant ; and he ^ as never to 
refign his dignity. In fliort, he was a pri- 
ibner in the city, and out of it he was no 
more than a private perfon. There were 
four councils, the fii^ of W'hich was com- 
poftd of the Doge, and fix counfellors call** 
cd the S igniora. The fecond w as the Con- 
figiia Grande, or Great Council, in which 
all the nobles had a voice, and fitting. 
The third was the Configlio-tlei-Pregadi, 
which was as it were the foul of tlur re- 
public, and confified of about 250 of the 
nobility. The fourth was the Confi^lio- 
Propria, whole members were called bavii 
Grandi, or llie Great Sages, was joined to 
the Signiori, and confified of 28 airefibrs. 
This gave audience to the ambafladors. 
The fifth and lalt was U-Collegio-delli- 
dicci, and M’as compofed of 10 counJellors^ 
who took notice of all criminal matters, 
and the Doge himfelf when aciufed, was 
obliged to appear before them. There 
w'as no appeal from this t ount il, and it w'as 
a great misfortune to be cited before it. It 
was a kind of fiatc inquilition, as Icvere as 
tliat for religion ; and they Inid a gre.it 
number of fpies, w'ho dilrovered not only 
what was done, but what was laid. As to 
religion, tlie VenetJans are Romaii-Calho- 
lics, and yet they tolerate the Greeks, 
Turks, and Perfians. 'Fhe protellants are 
not allowed the free exercile of their re- 
ligion ; but they are neither hated nor p^- 
fecute^ as in other Pnpifh countries. The 
head of the clergy is the Patriarch of 
Venice, w'bo mult be a noble Venetlaiu 
and is clewed by tbe fenate. This Pat- 
riarch, in confequence of the policy of the 
fenate, has fcarce any power over the priefia 
and monks, who are greatly corrupted. 
There is another Patriarch belonging to 
Venice, whofe authority extends ove^ 
Friuli, Ifiria, and moft ot the hilhops oit 
Terra Firma. The tribunal of the inquifi- 
tion at Venice, was compofed of the Pope’a 
Kuncio, the Patriarch of Venice, andthq 
Father inquifitor ; but to prevent thefe 
from abufing power, three coiinlellorB were 
added to the number, wiUiout w'hofe cou-n 
fent they could d^tmine pothing.^i^Thq 
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•Icrgy In general are ignorant^ and yet 
they are pretty good orators. When the 
diyerfioiis of the carmval were over, no^ 
thing was heard but lermons about repen-» 
tance, and they declaimed very ftrungly 
againil the violators of the fixth command* 
ment ; however, the breach of it is fo 
common, and fo much in faihioo, that the 
confellbrs themfelves treat it as a pecad- 
illo. The numlxfr of people in the whole 
territories of the republic, is eftimated at 
a,5 00,000. Venice was once one of the 
molt |y*werful commercial and maritime 
ftates in Europe For this it was indebt- 
ted, at firlt, to the monopoly of the com* 
merre of I^ia ; the products of that 
country being conveyed, in the middle 
ages, up the Periian Gulf, the Euphrates, 
and the Tigns, as far as Bagdad ; thence 
land, acrufs the defert, to Palmyra ; 
and thence to the Mediterranean ports: 
and, aiterward, the fupplying of the cru* 
faders with provifions and military (lores 
was an additional fource of wonderiul 
opulence and power. The < aufes of the de- 
rluie of Venice were the continual wars 
with the ftates ot Italy, with the Hunga- 
rians, and their own rebellious fubjedls, 
which kept them employed fo that they 
had noleifureto oppofe the Turks, w'ho^ 
rapid advances ought to have alarmed all 
Europe. After the deltrudtion ol tlie eal- 
tern empire, the Tnrks came more im- 
raedlattly to interfere with the republic. 
Whatever valour might be Ihowm by the 
Venetians, orwhatevcriucccfleslhey might 
boail of, it is certam that the Turks ul- 
tipiatcly prevailed ; fo that for fome time 
it feemed fcarcc poffible to refill them. 
W bat contributed alfo greatly to the decline 
of the republic, was difc every of apafiage 
by the Portuguefc to the Eaft indies round 
the Cape of Good Hope in 1499* 
To tins time tlie greateft part of the E 
India goods imported into Europe pafieil 
thro’ the hands of )he Venetians ; but as 
foon as tlie above mentioned dilcovery took 
plfice, tlie carnage of indin goods b\ the 
W'ay of Alexandria almoil entirely reafed. 
Ail tliefc caufes cooperaUiig have reduced 
Venice from a Hate ol the higliell fplcndour 
and importance in European politics, to 
comparative infigniiicance. The decltnfi- 
on of Venice did not, like that of Rome, 
proceed from the increafe of luxury, or the 
rovolt of their own armies in diliant prov- 
mces, or from civil wars of any kind. Ven- 
ice has dwindled in power and impor- 
tance from caules which could not be f ore- 
feen, or guar^d againll by human pru- 
dence although they had been foreften. In 
prcli^lituauon, there is Uttle proba- 


liility of their attempting new conqueflf | 
liappy jf they are allowed to remaiu in the 
quiet poffcflion of what they have. What-, 
ever degree of hcentiouiiiefs may prevail 
among the Venetians, jealoufy,poiibn, and 
the liiletto liave been long banillitd from 
their gaUantry. The common people <£ 
Venice diiplay Ibme qualities very rarely i# 
be found in that fphere of life being rexuaakr 
ably Ibber, obliging to Itrangers, and gen- 
tle with their mtereourie with each (aiisr. 
The Venetians are in general uU and wcU 
made. They are a lively ingenious peo- 
ple, extravagantly fond of pulilic anmlb- 
meuts, with an uncommon rehlh fur hu- 
mour, and yet moi*e attached to tlie real 
enjoyments of Lie than to tbofe wliich de- 
pend on olientatio& and proceed from va- 
nity. The women arc ot an ealy addrefs^ 
and have no averlion to cultivating an 
acquaintance with thole llrangers who are 
prclented to them by tlieir relations, or 
have been properly retoiMmendc.d. 

Ve>«ic 1!., a city of Italy, one of th« 
moil celebrated iii the world, and capital 
oi a repubha of the lame name, with 
a patriarchate, and .. univci fity. it 
ftamls on little jilaiids m the gulf of 
Venice. The a})proach to ihc uty » 
marked by row's of flakes on each jiide» 
which dircdl vciluls ot a certain burden^ 
to avoid the (hallows. Thcie fhaUoww 
are abetter defence than the (irongeit ior- 
tifications. On the appioadi ol an eiso- 
my’s fleet, tlie Venetians have only 
puli up the Hakes, aud the cneiny can 
advance no further. Veiuce it tituate 
about five miles from the mamUnd, in ^ 
kind of laguna, lakr,. or i mailer inner 
gulf, feparated from the large one, called 
the gull (d Venice, by iumc iilands, at 4 
lew miles diftance. T'hele ifiaiids, in a 
great meafure, break the force of the 
Adiiatic Itorms, before they reach the 
laguna ; yet, m very iugh w'luds, the n^ 
vigauun ol the lake is dangerous to goo- 
dcios, and lometimes tlie gondoluas du 
not uiift themiclves even m Uia caiuis 
w'lthiii the city. This is npt fo great an 
inconvenience as might be miagiiicd ; for 
molt of tlie houies ha\'e a dour opening 
upon a canal, and another conmiumcating^ 
with the ftreet ; by means pf which, and 
oh the bridges, a perion may go to ahnolt 
any part of the city by land, as well a* 
by water. The suml^r of the inhabifi- 
aiits is> computed to be about x 60,000^ 
The houies are built on piles. Tho^ 
Itreels, in general, arc narrow ; and 
are the Canals, except tiic Great Ca na U 
W'hicli is very broad and has a (crpcBtuic 
cQurfe through thci luphlif- oi l;h« iutp 
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There arc above 500 bridgci over thcfc 
canals, the moft famous of which is that 
called the Rialto. It is built about the 
middle of the great canal, which divides 
Venice into two parts. It is of white m^- 
ble, and has but one arch, in which its prin- 
cipal beauty confifts ; and is 90 feet from 
one extremity to the other. On this 
bridge arc two rows of fhops, which divide 
it into three llreets ; tne largeit of which 
is in the middle. The other bridge conliits 
only of one arch, and has no rails on each 
fide. The view from the Rialto is equal- 
ly lively and magnificent ; the Grand 
Canal covered by boats and gondolas, and 
flanked on each fide by magnificent pa- 
laces, churches and fpires. Except the 
Gi*and Canal, and the Canale Regio, all 
the others are narrow and mean ; iome of 
them have no quays, and the water lite- 
rally wafhes the houfes. The only place 
where a perfon can walk with eafe and 
fafety is m the Piazz' di St. Marco ; a 
kind of irregular quadrangle, formed by 
a number of buildings, all fingular in 
their kind ; namely, the Ducal Palace ; 
the churches of St. ^Urk and St. Gemi- 
niano; the Old and New Procuraues, 
a noble range of buildings, in which are 
the mufeum, the public library, and nine 
large apartments belonging to the procura- 
tors of St. Mark. , All thefe buildings are 
of marble. At the corner^ of the new pro- 
.curatie, a little dilbincc from the church, 
iUnds the fieeple of St. Mark ; a qua- 
drangular tower, about 300 feet high. 
The patriarchal church of St. Mark, 
though one of the richeil and moil expen- 
five in the world, does not Itrike the eye 
very much at tiril. Hie architcdlure is of 
a mixed kind, inofily Gotliic ; yet many 
of the pillars are of the Grecian orders. 
The trade oi the city at prefent is far Ihort 
of what it was formerly. Their chief 
manufadlures are cloth : efpecially fcarlet, 
filks, gold and filver iiufis, brocades, vel- 
vets, and paper, of which, and wine, oil, 
fruit, fweemieats, anchovies, and ieveral 
forts of drugs uied in phyfic and painting, 
the exports are if ill coiihderable. Venice 
has neither walls, gales, nor citadel, to de- 
fend it ; it^ firuation fupplying the want of 
all thefe. In the treaiury of relics is the 
protocoll, or > oijginal manufeript, as they 
pretend, of St. Mark’s gofpcl : it is rardy 
Ihowii ;aaid die wruing, by length of time, 
is lo defaced- that the greatefi connoilleurs 
in manulcnpts cannot determine whether 
it was wrote in Greek or Latin. BefidCs 
what is pioperly called the city, there is a 
multitude ot httljt lilonds lying round, 
covert with bt^dmgs, and 


make each of them a kind of ieparatetown,' 
die moll confiderable of which is that called 
Guideca, or the ‘‘ Jews (garter,” which 
is large and populous ; wtSi St. Erofmo, 
St. Helena, St. Geoi^io, Chlofa, 11 Lido 
de Paleilrina, II Lido de Malatnocco, 
and Muranot thefe iflands are a fort 
offence to the city, breaking the vio- 
lence of the waves. To difiinguifh them 
from others, the Jews here muff wear a bit 
of red cloth in their hats, llie gardens in 
this city are few and inconfiderable. In 
the iiland of Murano are made thofe beau- 
tiful looking-glaiTes, and other glais* works, 
for which Venice is fo much noted : here 
the family of Comaro hath a palate, with 
a gallerj'^ of paintings, little fliort of an Ita- 
lian mile in length. The falt>works in the 
iiland of Chiofa are of great benefit to the 
Venetians, and yield a very confiderable 
revenue. There are feveral other fmall 
iflands about V cnice bcTidcs thofe we have 
mentioned ; Imt they are inccmriderable. 
From the palace is a covered bridge of 
communication to a Hate prifon, on the 
other fide of the canal : pnfoiiers pafs to 
and from the courts over this bridge, 
which is named Ponte dei Solpirl, the 
Bridge of Sighs. The lower gallcr}'-, or 
piazza, under the palace, is called the 
Broglio. In tliis tlie noble Venetians 
walk and converfc ; it M as only here, and 
at council, that they had opportunities of 
meeting together ; for they feldom vifited 
openly, or m a family way, at each other’s 
houfes ; and ferret meetings would have 
given umbrage to the Itate inquHitorsi. 
There is an opening from St. Mark’s 
Place to the fea, on which ftand two loity 
pillars of granite. The grand fccne of all, 
the ihews and follies of the feilivals, is the 
fquare of St. Mark, in which bulls are 
fometimes baited. In the'doge’s palace all 
the high colleges held their afTemblies ; but 
we are told by feveral travellers, which 
feems very llrange, that the Hairs are no 
better than a privy. In this palace is a 
finall arfenal, fumilhed with arms againil 
any hidden iiifurredion of the people, to- 
gether with a Hate prifon, a great many 
exquifite paintings, and feveral curioiities, 
among which are Ibme claustra castitatis^ 
One fide of it is toward’s St. Mark’s fquare, 
and the lower gallery on that fide, with the 
hall under the new procuratie facing it, are 
railed the Broglio, where the nobihty and 
none elfe, at kail while they are prefent, 
are allow'ed to wralk. The fquare of St. 
Mark is the greateil ornament of the city, 
and hath the form of a parallelogram. In 
this fquai'e, befides the church and palace 
of St. Mark| are two towers; on one ildo

d!^ which is a curious clock ; and the other 
has liairs fo coaltruArd that one may ride 
up on horfcback. Oppofite to the ducal 
palace is the public library of the common- 
wealth ; containing a large colletSlion of 
books and manufcripts, with fome fine 
paintings, fiatues, and curiolities. Hard 
by St. Mark’s fquare is the zecca, or mint : 
from zecca the gold coin called Zecchino 
takes its name. One of the fmalleft pieces 
of money at Venice is called Gazetta ; and 
the Hril newfpapers publifhed there, on a 
fingle leaf, having been fold for that a-piece, 
all kinds of newfpapers were from thence 
ilyled Gazettes. The grand arfenal is 
two and a half Italian miles m circuit, and 
tontains vail quantities of naval and other 
warlike ilores : fome pretend that it could 
furnifh arms for 10,000 horfe and 100, coo 
foot : here are the trophies of Scanderbeg 
and others, with the helmet of Atilla, &c. 
In this city is a famous carnival which 
begins on New-year’s day, and continues 
till Aihwednefday, all which time is em- 
ployed in fports and diverfions. Then 
tlicrc is fcarce any difrindlion between vice 
and virtue ; for lihertinifin reigns through 
the city, and thoufands of foreigners fre- 
quent It from ail parts of Europe. They 
^1 appear in mafks, which no one can 
venture to take oiT; in this dirguiic they 
imitate the fury of the ancient Bacchanals ; 
and the nearer Aihwednefday approaches, 
the more mad they are. The principal 
fpot of the mafquerade is St. Mark’s Place, 
where there are fometimes 15,000 people ; 
and it fwarms with hai'lequins, jcflcrs, 
mountebanks, ropedmrers, aud puppet- 
ihows. Even the pnells and monks enjoy 
the (liverGons of tlie carnival ; but when 
that is over nothing is heard from the clergy 
but fermons on repentance. Venice ism- 
cludcd In tlie province called the Dogado, 
and is yz mih-s E by N of Mantua, 115 
blE of Florence, 140 £ of Milan, ziz 
N of Rome, and 300 N by W of Na- 
ples. Lon. zz 10 £, lat, 45 a6 N. 

Venice, Gulf of, a fea between 
l&lyand part of Turkey in Europe. It 
is tlie anciezit Adriaticuzn Mare, and is 
frill fometimes called the Adriatic. ^ The 
doge of Venice annually wedded this fea, 
in token of the fovereignty of that republic 
over it. On Afeenfion Day, he went up- 
on the water in a fuperb veflel, which the 
commander fwore to bring back again in 
defiance of all weather, and tlirowing a 
gold ring into the fea, pronounced this 
icntence in Latin : Wc efpoufe thee, O 
fea, in token of true and perpetual fove- 
reignty.

Vfnta-de-Cruz, a town of S Ame- 
rica, in Terra Firma, feated on the river 
Chagre.

Venzom, a town of Italy, in Friuli, 
3Z miles ENE of Belluno. Lon. 13 40 £, 
lat.

Vera, an qilfeopal town of Spain, in 
Granada, with a harbour. It is 43 miles 
NE of Alnitria, and 32 SvV of Cartbage- 
iia. Lon. I 30 W, lat. 37 it N. 

VkRA Cruz, a leaport of N America 
in New Spain, in TKiicala, Gated on tlie 
gulf of M>*xico. Here the flota arrives 
annually Irom Spain, to receive the pro- 
duce of the gold and filvcr mines of Mex- 
ic o, and an ainiuul tair is held here for the 
rich merchandUe of China and Europe. 
There are fucli crowds of Spaniards from 
all parts ol America, that tents are eredled 
for them while the fair lafts. This place 
is famous on account of the landing of 
Ferdinando Cortez, with 500 Spaniaids, 
when he undertook the couquefr of Mex- 
ico. It is 200 miles E by S of Mexico.

Veragua, a province of N i^merica, 
in New Spain, in the audience of GuatU 
mala ; bounded on the N by the gulf of 
Mexico, on the £ by tlie province and 
bay of Panama, on tlip S by tliC Pacific 
Ocean, and on the W by Cofta Rica. It 
is 125 miles long and 40 broad, and is a 
mountainous and bai ren country, abound- 
ing in gold and filvcr.

Vera-paZ, a province of N America, 
in New Spain, in the audieni v of Guate- 
mala ; bounded on the N by Jutatan, on 
the E by the bay and province of Hondu- 
ras, on the S by Guatimala Proper, and 
on ihi W by Chiapa.

Its fortifications were 
oonfiruAed by the chevalier de Vxlle and 
marfiud de Vauban ; the latter of whom 
was a native of thb place. There are ie- 
wal ctidlegi^ aud f^rUk chur- 


ches ; and the moft cunous finidlures 
fides* are btfl^’s palace, the town-houie, 
and the Jefiiitt ocmege.

Verm ANTON* a town of France, in the 
department of Yonne, and late province 
of Burgundy, feated on a river xo miles 
$£ of Auxerre* Lon. 3 49 £, lat. 47 
40 N. 

Vermont, one of the United States of 
America ; bounded on the N by Canada* 
on the £ by the river Conncifticut* whicA 
divides it from New Hampfhire* on the S 
by Maflachufcts, and on the W Ijy Nevr 
Yoik. It is 155 miles long and 66 broad* 
and divided into eleven counties. A rliain 
of high mountains* running N and S di- 
vides thb fiate nearly in the centre lie- 
tween Connecticut river and Lake Cham- 
plain. The height of land is generally 
from to to 30 miles from the river, and 
about the fame diftance from the New- 
Yofk line. The natural growtli upon this 
mountain is hemlock* pme, fpruce, and 
other evergreens ; hence it has always a 
green appcarace* and on thb account 
has obtimed the defcriptivelname of Ver- 
Mons, Green Mountain. On fomehigh 
parts of thb mountain, fnow lies till May, 
and femetimes till June. The country is 
generally hilly, but not rocky. It b finely 
watered* and afibrds the beu of pafturagie 
for cattle. On the banks of the lakes^ 
rivers and rivulets, are many fine tradlA 
ofxxth^iaterval IsA^ The heavy growtb 
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of timber, which is common throughout 
the Hate, evince the ftreugth and fertility of 
the foil. Elm, bLck biixh, 'maple, afh 
and bafs-wood, grow in the moiit low 
^ound ; and the banks of the rn-ers are 
timbered principall}*’ with white pine, in- 
termingled witli vales ot beech, elm and 
white oak. The inhabilanls cultivate 
w^heat, *5 and 30 bulhels of which grow 
on an acre, rye, barley, oats, Indian com, 
&c. The com, however, is frequently 
cut off by the early frofts, efpecially on the 
mountains and hills. That which grows 
on the banks of the rivers is not fo fre- 
quently injured. Flax is railed m confide- 
rabic quaniitles, and the foil is good for 
hemp. Potatoes, pumpkins, and garden 
roots and vegetaldes, grow here in great 
plenty. Large, quantities of fugar, of a 
good quality and flavour, are made from 
the fugoi maple. The inhabitants have 
beer eftimated at 100,000. The principal 
town is Bennington.

Vernon, a town of France, in the de- 
partment of Eure, and latt province of 
Normandy, with an ancient caflle, and a 
fortrefs at the end of the lindge, over the 
Seme, 27 miles SE of Rouen, and 42 N 
W ol Paris.

Veroli, an ancient and populous town 
of Italy, ill Champagna di Roma, with a 
bilhop^s fee. It is &ated on the Cola, at 
the foot of the Appcunincs, 45 miles SE 
of Rome.

Verona, a famous city ol Italy, capi- 
tal of the Veronefe, wnth a bifliop’s fee, 
three forts, and an academy. It is fur- 
rdtinded by thick walls, deep ditches, 
and good ramparts. The Ituvts are 
neither clean nor flralglit ; but there is a 
Jiandfome place called the Piazza d'Armi, 
in which is a marble iiatue, rcprefcnting 
the republic of Venice. The nioll re- 
maikable ftnuSlure is the amphitheatre 
built by the Romans, in which there are 
44 rows of benches of white marble, 
which will conveniently hold 25,000 per- 
fons. Verona is the birthplace of Pliny 
the Naturaim, and in the cathedral is a 
magnificent tomb of Pope Lucius. The 
rjyer Adige divides it into two parts, which 


which communicate by two handfome 
bridges. 'Fhe French took poileinon o£ 
this city in July 1796 ; but the Auftrians 
obliged them to furrender it in June 1799. 
It is 17 miles NE of Mantua, and 62

Veronese, a province of Italy, in the 
territory of Venice, bounded on tiic N by 
the Trentino, on the E by the Vinccntmo 
and Paduano, on the S by the Mantuan, 
and on the W by the Brefuano. Jtis 35 
miles long and 27 broad, and one of the 
moil fertile countries in Italy, abounding 
in corn, wme, fruits, and cattle. 

Vernois, a confidi-rablc town of Ruf- 
Ga, in tlie government of Kezan, fcated 
on a mountain, near a river of the fame 
name, which a litrle lower falls into the 
Don. Lon. 42 29 E, lat. 53 15 N. 

Verrez, a town of Italy, in Piedmont, 
with an imprignable fortrefs. 

Verriers, a town of Swifferland, Gx 
miles ENK of Poiitarlicr, and 20 WSW 
of Ncutchatcl. 

Versailles, a tovm of France, in 
the department of Seme and Oifc. It 
comaiii8» 6c, 000 inhabiuiils, and liiice the 
revolution, has been created a biihop’s 
fee. In the reign of Lewis Xill, it was 
only a fmall village, dll Lewis XIV built 
a niaguifictnt ])alace here, which wa-* the 
ulual rcfulence of the kings of Fiance, till 
17&9, when I.cwis XVI and his family, 
were forced by the mob to remove froia 
it to Paris. 'L'he buildings and gardens 
were adorned witli a vait number of fta- 
nies, by the greateft mafUis, and the Ava- 
UTworks w^cre magnificent. Tlie great 
g.ilkry IS thought to be as curious a piece 
of wankinanihip of that kind, as any in 
the world ; nor is the chapel Icfs to be 
admired for its Gnc architciSfure and or- 
naments. 'J'he gardens with the park, 
are five miles in circuinfcrenrc, and fur- 
rounded by w^alls. Veriailles is 10 mile* 
WSW of Paris. Lon. 2 12 E, lat. 4S

Versio, a village of France, in the 
depai tment of Am, near the river Verfol. 
It is called CboifeuFs Folly ; for the duke 
de Choifeul prime miniftcr of Frame in 
1768, formed a plan to rum the city of 
Geneva, and, (not being at that time on 
good terms with France,) monopolize the 
whole trade of the lake. Wth this de- 
fign he began to build Verfoi. But after 
having nearly completed the harbour, and 
expending 125,000! on the projeA, k 
was futldenly rclinquifhed. 

Vlrtus, a town of France, in the de- 
partment of Marne, and late proviaec 
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Champagne, feated on a plain, at the foot 
of a mountain, on which are vineyards, 
producing very good wines, 1 7 miles S W 
of Chalons, and 78 N£ of Paris. Lon. 4 
a E,lat.48 53 N. 

Verue, or VLRRUA,a town of Italy, in 
Piedmont, in the county of Alii. It was 
beiieged in 170?, by the French, who 
did not carry it till after fix months, when 
it was reduced to a heap of ruins, becaufe 
the commander had blown up all the forti- 
fications. It M'as afterwards reftored to 
the duke of Savoy. It is feated on a hill, 
near the river Po, 20 miles W of Caial, 
and 23 N£ of Turin.

Verulam, the veftiges of a celebrated 
Koman toixm in Hertlbrdlhire, dole by 
St. Alban’s. In the time ofNeio it was 
a munkipium, or town, the inhabitants 
of which enjoyed the privileges ol Roman 
citizens. By Tacitus it is called Veru- 
lamium, and by Ptolemy TTrolamiurn. 
Alter the departure of the Romans, it 
was entirely 1 uined in the wars bet-^ cen 
the Britons and Saxons ; and nothing re- 
mains of it but the ruins of w^alls, tefle- 
lated pavements, and Roman coins which 
llul fonu times dug up. 

VER7.UOLO, a town of Italy, in Pied- 
mont with a callle. 

Vesley, a town of France, in the de- 
partment of Aiinr, and late pru\’nice of 
Soiflbnnois, feated on the river Aifne. 

Vesoul, a town of Fiance, in tbe 
department of Tipper Saouc, and late pro- 
vince of Franclic Comte. Since the re- 
volution it been created a bilhop’s fee. 
It is feated at tlie foot of a mountain, cal- 
led Mottc de Vefoul, near the river Dur- 
gcoa* 22 miles N of Befancon, and 200 
Sb cf Paris. Lon. 6 8 £, lat. 47 36 N. 

VESPi^RiN, or Weisbrain, a ^ong 
and populous town of Lowct Hungaiy, 
capital of a county of the fame name, w'ith 
a cafile, and an rpifcopal fee, whofe bifhop 
28 chancellor to the king of Hungary, 
and has A right to crown him. It is feated 
on the lake Balaton, at the mouth ot the 
xiver Sarwiic, ^0 miles STV of Strigoma,

Vesuvius, a celebrated volcano of 
Italy, fix miles E of Naples. This moun- 
tain has two tops ; one of which only goes 
by the name of Vefuvius, the other being 
now called Somma ; but Sir William 
Hamilton is of opinion, that the latter is 
what the ancients called Vefuvius. The 
perpendicular height of Vefuvius is only 
3700 feet, though the afcenl from the foot 
to the top is three Italian miles. One fide 
of the mountain is well cultivated and 
fertile, producing great plenty of vir-cs ; 
but the S and W fides are entirely covered 
with cinders and afiics; while a fulphu- 
reous fmoke runitantly ifiiies from the top, 
fometimes attended with the moil violent 
expiolions of fioncs, the emifiion of great 
Itrcams of lava, and all tlie other attendants 
of a moft formidable volcano. The firft 
of thefe erruptions recorded in hiflory 
took place in the year 79 ; at which time 
the two cities of Pompeii and Herculaneum 
were entirely buried under the Hones and 
aflies thrbwii out. Incredible mifehief 
was alfo done to the neighbouring country, 
and numbers of people loll their lives, 
among whom was Pliny the Elder. It is 
the opinion of the bell judges, how'cvcr, 
that this eruption w^as by no means the 
firll that had ever happened. The very 
llreels of thofe cities which were at that 
time ovcrw'h timed are faid to be partly 
paved w'ith lava. Since that time 30 
difTcrent ci-uptions have been recorded, 
fume of which have been extremely vio- 
Unt. In the year 1538, a mountain three 
miUs in lircumterence and a ipiaiter ol a 
mile in pc'rpendkular height, was thrown 
up in the courfc of one night. There 
have been inllances of aihes and fulphu- 
rcous fmoke being tarried not only to 
Rome, but alfo beyond the Mediterranean 
into Africa, and even into Egypt ; birds 
have been fuffocated in the air, and have 
fallen down upon the ground ; and fifties 
periihed in the neiglibouring waters whjeh 
were made hot, and infedled by it. The 
operations of the fubterraneous fire, ap- 
pear to be very capricious and uncertain 
One day there wdll be the appearance of 
a violent fermentation, and the next every 
thing will be calmed; but w'hencvcr 
there has been a confiderable cjedlion of 
fcorize and cinders, it has been a conllant 
obfervation, that the lava foon made its 
appearance, cither by boiling over the 
crater, or forcing its way through the 
crevices in the conical part of the moun- 
tain. The top of the mountam fell in, ia 
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x 634} and the mouth of Vefuvlus Is 
now little ihort of two miles in circumfe- 
rence. 

Vevay, a town of SwilTerland, capital 
of a bailiwic of the fame name, in the can- 
ton of Bern, It Hands in a fmall plain, on 
the edge of the lake of Geneva, 37 miles 
SW of Bern.

Veudre, a town of France, in the 
department of Allicr, and bte province of 
Bourbonnois, feated on the river Allicr, 17 
miles NW of Moulin?. 

Vezelay, a town of France, in the 
department of Nievre, and late province 
of Nivemois. Theodore Beza was born 
in this town. It is feated on the top of a 
mountain, near the river Cure, ao miles S 
of Auxerre, and 1 1 7 S by £ of Paris. Lon.

Ugliani, a town of Italy in Piedmont, 
s 6 miles S£ of Aufta.

Vienna, a city of Germany, capital 
pf the circle of Auftria, and of the whole 
German empire. The city itfelf is not 
of great extent, nor can it be enbrged, 
being limited by a very ftrong foitmca- 
(ion s but it is populous, and contains 
00,000 inhabitants. Np houfes without 
the walls are allowed to be built nearer to 
the glacis than 600 yards ; fo that there is 
a circular field of that breadth all round the 
^city, which hab a beautiful and falutary ef« 
The fubnrfai are laid to comaia 


206.000 inhabitants ; hot they are not near 
lb populous, in proportion to their fize, as 
the city, for many houfes have extenfive 
gardens belonging to them. Many fami- 
lies who hve during the winter within the 
fortifications, fpend the fummer in the Cub- 
urbs. This city has fix ^ates well defend- 
ed, and 12 walled baihons, with ftrong 
raveltnes. The Arcets in general arc nar- 
row, and the houfes hi^. Some of the 
public buildings are magnificent ; the chief 
of them are the Imperial Palace, the lib- 
rary, and the Mufeum ; the palaces of the 
princes Lichtenftein, Eugene, &c. Vienna 
was ineffectually hefieged by the Turks, in 
1589 and 1683. At the latter period* the 
fiege was raifed by John Sobiefiu, king of 
Poland, who totally defeated the Turkilh 
army before the walls of this place. The 
cathedral is built of freeftone, and the 
fteeple is 447 feet high. Joining to this 
church is the archbifhop’s palace, the front 
of whii h is very fine. The univerfity had 
feveral thoufand ftudents, who, when this 
city was hefieged, mounted guard, as they 
did alfo in 1 741. The archdueal library is 
inu( h frequented by foi signers as it con- 
tains above 100,000 pnnted books, and 

10.000 manuferipts. here are alfo two 
remarkable columns, of which one is c^- 
Icd the conception of the immaculate Vir- 
gin, and the other St. Trinity, which coft 

300.000 florins. It is 66 feet high, in the 
form of a triangular pyramid, on the top 
of which arc three figures of gilt bronze, 
reprefenting the trinity. Tht* archdueal 
treafiiry, and a cabinet of curiofities of the 
houle of Auftria, are as great rarities as any 
in the world. LeopoUtadt is one of the 
fuburbs, and feated on an illand, for- 
med by the Danube ; here the Jews dwelt 
formerly, but they were banifticd in 1670, 
and the luburb turned into a church. I'herc 
is a fort of harbour on the Danube, where 
are magazines of naval ftores, and fhips 
have been fitted out to ferve on that river 
again ft the Turks. Vienna is an arch- 
bifliop^s fee ; and in the winter feafon .is 
frequently vifited by dreadful ftorms, which 
rufh through the openings of the neigh- 
bouring mountains. It is feated at the 
place where the river Vienna, or Wien, 
falls into the Danube, 50 miles W of Pitf-

-wars, they preferve their ancient pradfice 
of deftroying all the males, and preferving 
the women either for ftrvitude or for 
breeding. St. Vincent was long a neutral 
ifland; but, at the peace of 1763, the 
French agreed that the right to it fliould 
be vofled in the Englifh ; who, in the le- 
quel, at the inflance of fome rapacious 
planters engaged in an unjult war agrinlt 
the Caribbees, who inhabited the -windward 
fide of the ifland, and who were obliged to 
confent to a peace, by wfiich they ceded a 
very large tradl of valuable land to the 
crown. The confequeiice of diis was, 
that in the next war, in 1779, they great- 
ly contributed to the redu^ion of^liis 
ifland by the French, who, hoM^ever, re- 
ilored it by the peace of 1783. Since that 
time it has continued in the poffcflion of 
Great Britain. During the prefenWwai*, 
the Caribs revolted ; and, afliifcil by the 
French, Iprcad defolatiun over the whole 
ifland. By the exertions of the govcTnor, 
however, and the Briti/h forces in the Welt 
Indies, tlie revolt is m a great meafiirc 
quelled, though it will be long before 
things a\e reiloredto their former Hate. 
St. Vincent is in length about 34 miles, and 
about 18 m bicadth ; m circuniltrcncc be- 
tween 60 and 70. The climate is very 
waim: at Icafl in the judgement of tlie 
Euiopcans. The country is 1x1 general 
hilly, in fame places mountainous, but 
interfperfed with a variety of plcalant val- 
li&s, and foine luxuriant plains, the foil 
being every where fertile, and the high 
grounds arc at Icaft in general eafy of af- 
cent. Few iflands of its extent are fo 
-w'cll watered ; forfcveral rivers luii down 
from the n>ountaiB&, and inialler ilreams 
from alnioft every hill , tlicie are like- 
wife fescral very fine Ipriugs at a httle dif- 
tance from the lea. The inhabitants rsdfe 
all kindb ct ground provifions in plenty, 
and witli little trouble. *1 he rivers fupply 
them with a variety ot fiih ; and the faxne 
may be laid of the fca tliat wafties their 
coalla I'hey have abundance of excel- 
lent h uits, and very fine timbcT fit for al- 
moft every ufe ; and with which they for- 
merly fuppliecl their neighbours. It is 
55 miles W of Barhadoes. Here is a bo- 
tanic al garden, in -v^'lnch tlie bread-trees, 
brought from Otaheite, are now in a flour- 
ifhmg condition.

Virginia, one of the United States of 
America, bounded on the S by N Caro- 
lina and Tenafle, on the W by Kentucky, 
on the N by Peocfylvania and the river 


Ohio, and on the E by the Atlantic Ocean. 
It is 446 miles in length, and 224 in 
breadth. The principal rivers are James, 
York, Rappahannoc, and Potomac, which 
are full ot convenient harfiours ; and there 
are alfo many finall rivers, fomc of which 
are capable of receiving the largeft mer- 
chant ihips. The climate is various. 
The land toward the mouth of the rivers 
is generally low, and fit for rice, hemp, 
and Indian com, though at prefent Rocked 
with many forts of trees, frorp 30 to 70 
feet high. Tlie land higher up the rivers 
is generally lcvel| and watered with 
Ipriiigs ; but there are here and there 
iome fmall hills. That near the Tea is 
generally landy, and without Rones, for 
which reafon the horfes are fcldom (hod. 
The rirheR lands lie near the branches of 
the rivers, and abound with various Ibrts 
of timber, furprifingly large. The prin- 
cipal produce is tobacco, wheat, and In- 
dian com ; but the culture of tobacco has 
confiderably declined in favour of that of 
wheat. 1 ‘Jie Virginians arc in general 
feniible, polite, and hofpltable, and of an 
independent fpirit. The poor are ignorant 
and abjecR, and all are of an iiiquifitivc 
turn, and in many other refpe^s very 
much refcmble the people in the eaRcrn 
Rates. I'hey differ trom them, however, 
in their morals ; the former being much 
addltSlcd lo gaming, drinking, fwcaring, 
horfe-racing, cock-Rghting,and moR kinds 
of diilipation. There is much greater dif- 
parity between the rich and tlie poor in 
Virgmu, than in any of the nortlicni Rates. 
Virginia is divided into 82 counties, and 
in 1790, contained 747,610 inhabitanus 
including 292,627 Raves. The capital is 
Richmond.

VlSHNEf-VOLOTCHOK, A tovm of 
Rufiia, bithe government of Tver. It is 
one of the imperial ^ages enfranchifed 
by the exuprefi, and endowed with con- 
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llflcrablc privileges, has already reaped ma- 
ny bencdis from its new i mmumties. The 
inhabitants, raifed from the fitnation of 
flaves to that of freemen, fcem to have flia- 
ken oiT their former indolence, and to have 
caught a new fpirit of emulation and induf- 
try : they have turned their attention to 
trade ; and are awakened to a fcnfe of the 
oomiAemial advantages poiTeiTed by the 
place of their abode. The town is divided 
into regular ftrects, and is already provided 
with a large range of ihops and warchoufes. 
All the building are or wood, excepting^ 
the court of julbce erected at the charge of 
the crnprefs, and £our brick houfes belong- 
ing to a rich burgher. It is fcated on the 
river Zua, 50 miles NW oi Tver. Lon.

VisiAPOUK, or Bejapour, a con' 
Ederable city of tlie Deccan of Hindooftan, 
formerly the capital of a large kingdom of 
the fame name, now fubjedl to the Poonak 
Mahrattas.

North Uist, which lies to the fouth- 
ward of Harris, feparated by a channel of 
about 9 miles over, is fomewhat more con- 
fidcrablc, being about 30 miles in circum- 
ference. The E fide is mountainous, co- 
vered with heath, and fitter for pafturage 
than cultivation ; but the weftem part is 
ai'able, and produces grain in pktjity, yielding 
from 10 to 30 fol||J|u*flrfavoui^le feafon, 
and when manured with fea ware. Loch 
Maddy is fituated in this ifiand^about five 
miles to the fouthward of Hermetra, and 
has its name from three rocks on its S fide, 
on which grow plenty of large mulTels, 
called maddies. It forms a moS capacious 
harbour, capable of contaming fome hun- 
dreds of vefTels of any burden, and has fe- 
veTal Hlands within it, which contribute 
greatly to its fecurity. North Uiil is 15 
miles S of the Ifie of Skye. 

South Uist is about 21 miles in length, 
and 3 or 4 in breadth. It very much rc- 
ibnbles North Uiit In its foil and produc- 
tkms, and even in the external appearance 
of tbc country ; ^being mountainous and 
heathy on the E, but plain and arable on 
rile W. It likewife abounds in frelh water 
Lkes, which have plenty of trouts and eels, 
but do a confiderable deal of damage to the 
arable ground, by ovprflowing it ih the 


winter. South Uift is 20 miles W of tht 
lile of Skye. 

Vistula, a laige river, which rifes in 
Mount Crapich, on the confines of Silefia 
and Hungary, croffes Poland and Pruiiia, 
and falls by three mouths into the Baltic, 
below Dantzic. 

Vite rbo, an eplfcopal town of Italy, in 
the patrimony of St. Peter. It contains 
10,000 inhabitants, 16 parilh churches, and 
many palaces and fountains. Near it is a 
fpring, fo hot, that it will not only boil an 
egg, but even fiefh. It is feated at the foot 
of a mountain, from the top of which, the 
city of Rome and the Mediterranean Sea 
may be feen ; the latter at the diitance of 
near 50 miles. It is 20 miles S£ of Or- 
vieto, and 35 N by W of Rome. Lon. 1%

ViTRL, a town of France, in the depart- 
ment of llle and Vilaini , and late province 
of Brittany, with a trade in lincil cloth, 
and knit fiockings and gloves.

Ukraine, a large country of Eurppe, 
lying on the borders of Turkey in Europe, 
Poland, Riiifia, and Little Tartary. Its 
name properly fignifics 4 frontier. By a 
treaty between RuJTuand Poland in 1693, 
the latter remained in poficflioa ol all that 
part of the Ukraine lying on the W fide of 
the river Dnitper, whi^h is but hidiffcrenlly 
cultivated ; while the country' on the E 
fide, inliabited by the Coflacs, is in much 
better condition. The RufTian part is 
compnled in the government of Kiof ; and 
the emprefs of Ruflia having obtained the 
Poliih palatinate of Kiof, by the treaty of 
piartition in 1 79 the whole of the Ukraine 
on both fides the Dnieper, belongs now to 
that ambltioubnnd formidable power. The 
pnnripal town is Kiof.

Ulm, a fm imperial city of Germany* 
in the circle of Suabia, and the chief of that 
order in the circle, where the archives 
thereof are depofited. It is fortified ; and^ 
is feated on the Danube, where it receives 
the Iller, with a handfome bridge over the 
former. Here is a gpod collet ; and in 
the cathedral, which is a handiome Itnic- 
ture, are 63 copper veflels full of water, 
ready for tlie extinguifking of fire. The 
inhabitants are proteftants, and have a 
good trade in linens, fuilians, hardware, 
and wool. The duke of Bavaria took 
it in 1702, by ifratagem, but funrendered 
it after the battle of Blenhcinw It was tak- 
en by the French, in 1796 ; but they were 
obliged to abandon it the fame month. 
Upon thecoDclufionof an armifiice between 
the French and Aufirians in 1800, it was 
delivered up as an hoilage to the French, 
who perfidiouilyand contrary to agreement, 
dexnolilhed the fortifications. It is 36 
miles W of Augfburg, 47 SE ofStutgard, 
and 63 N of Munich.

Ulmen, a towTi of Germany, in the 
archbiihopric of Mentz, 30 miles NE of 
Treves.

Ulster, a province of Ireland, 116 
iriles long and 100 broad; bounded on 
the £ by the Irifli Sea, on the N by the 
Noriliem Ocean, on the W by the At- 
lantic Ocean, on the S by the province of 
I-.einfter, and on the SW by that of Con- 
naught. I'ko principal rivers are the 
Bonn, Foyle, Swilly, Ncwry-w’ater, and 
I^aggan : and it abounds with large lakes.

Underwalden, a canton of Swifler- 
land, the fixth in rank ; bounded on the 
N by the canton of Lucern and the Lake 
of the Four Cantons ; on the E by high 
mountains, which feparale it from the 
canton of Uri ; on the S by Mount iiru- 
nich, which parts it from the canton uf 
Bern ; and on the W by that ot Lucern. 
It takes ks name from a wood, which iiins 
nearly in the middle of the coimtiy, fiom 
N to S. It is 25 miles long and 17 broad, 
and is divided into two parts, that above 
the wood, and that below it, called Ober- 
wald and Underwald. For tliis rcafon 
there arc two councils, two jul^ices two 
lands-gcmeind with rcipedl to external af- 
fairs, there isa joint council, chofen equally 
by the two diviQons. The inhabitants are 
Roman cathotholics. Stantz is the capital. 

Unghwar, a town of Upper Hun- 
gary, capital of a county of the fame 
name, in an iiland formed by the Ungh.

United Provinces of the Nf- 
therlands, a republic of Europe, cou- 
fifting of feven provinces, which extend 
X50 miles from N to S, and 100 from £ 
to W. * They arc bounded on the W and 
N by the. German Ocean, on the S by 
Jkabaat and the biihoprlc of Liege, aod 


on the E by Germany. They rank in tht 
following order ; Guelderland, Holland, 
Zealand, Utrecht, Friefland, Ovcr)'flel, 
and Groningen. Befldes thefe provinces, 
are the lands of the Generality (including 
Dutch Bru-bant, Flantlers, and Limburg) 
in which arc the towns of Bois-lc-Duc, 
Breda, Bergen-op-Zoom, Maeftricht, 
Vcnlo, Sluys, and HnlG. The feven 
United Provim ck bein^x in great part fur- 
roUnded by the fea, lying low, and abound- 
ing in niarfhes, have a (imip aad unwl'ole- 
fome air. Rains and togs are frequent ; 
and the gout, feurvy, rheumatiirn, and 
agues, very common and difficult of cure. 
The effcdls of human induflry here are 
wonderful in the d\ kes and dams crcdlcd 
for defending the country againll the in- 
undations of the fea, and in ditches, canafr, 
mills, and flukes, for draining the niarlhcs. 
The quantity of gram produced is not 
fufficieiit lor home confumption ; but the 
pallures, in the marlhcs are fo rich, that 
they can fpare a great deal of butter and 
cheefe tor exportation. They have alfo 
a good lireed 01 llieep, whofe wool is high- 
ly valued. 7 'htir turf, madder, tobacco, 
lome fruit, and iron ; but all the pit coal 
and timber uled in this country, and in- 
deed moll of the ncccfljries ol life, are im- 
ported. All the provinces either lie upon, 
or coinmunuate With the North Sea, by 
means ot that called the Zuyder, or South 
Sea ; which was formed partly by the 
lUiinc’s right branch, then incrcaied by 
the Verht, winch has now another outlet, 
overflowing the low iix^mpy grounds 
through which it paifed ; and partly by the 
fea, in the 13th century', breaking in, 
and ovcTliowing a large tra< 5 l of ground 
contiguous to that hdore laid under water 
by the Rhine. I'he prizicipal rivers are 
the Rhine, the Meufe, the Scheld, and the 
Vecht. There are many fmaller rivers 
that Join tluJc, and a vaft number of ca- 
nals , yet there are few good haibours in 
the provinces. 'Fhc bell are thofc of Rot- 
terdam, HeK'oellluys, and Fliilhing. As 
to the harbour of ^imflerdam, it is indeed 
one of tlie largeft and fafelt in Europe ; 
but there is a Sar at the ertrance of it, over 
which large v'jrels cannot pafe without 
being Jiglitened or unloaded. There aix; 
no mountains in thefe provinces ; and the 
only lake, properly lb called, is that of 
Haerlem. I'he provinces arc extremely 
well Ciiltivated, and very populous ; cfpe- 
cially that of Holland, whi*. h, lu this re- 
ipedl, perhaps has not its equal in the unU 
verfe. I'he towns arc very ag»’eeable, be- 
ing kept clean, and having canals in the 
middle of Greets, planted with treef* 
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The number of inhablt^mts Is computed at 
3»ooo,oco. The animala here are n^ch 
the £ime as in England ; but their horfcs 
and homed cattle are of a larger fuse. 
Storks build and hatch on their chimneys ; 
but* being birds of paflage, they leave the 
country about the middle of Auguft> with 
their young, and return the February fol- 
lowing. It is faid there are fome wild 
boars and wolves here ; and that neither 
oylters nor herrings are to be found upon 
the coafl : but of other fifli they have the 
feveral forts, both in their feas and rivers, 
that we have in Britain. The ellablifhed 
religion here before the Kevolution was 
the Prelbyterian, or Calvinifm : none but 
Prelby tcrians were admitted into any office 
or poll in the government, excepting the 
army ; all religions and fe^s, however, 
were tolerated, and had their refpei^tve 
meetings or allemblies for public worfhip, 
among which the Papifts and Jews were 
very numerous. Since the late alliance 
with France, no particular religion is efia- 
bliihed ; and the phlegmatic Dutch have 
drunk deep of the cup of infidelity, mixed 
by their new and volatile allies, with re- 
gard to the commerce of this country, their 
£aft India company b^d the monopoly of 
the hne fpices fpr more than i-oo years, and 
was long the moil opulent and powerful of 
any inv the world, lliough the country 
itfelf produces very' few dungs, yet aim* ft 
all the products and commodities of the 
globe may be found here, nearly as cheap 
as in the countries where they are made or 
produced. A vaft variety of manufadlures 
are carried on in the provinces, and with 
extraordinary ikill and diligence ; and a 
great number of hands are employed, and 
much wealth acc^uired, by the liemng, cod, 
and whale fifhcries. No nation has equal- 
led them in the curing of herrings ; tnofe 
cured at Glafgow, in Gotland, arc thought 
to come neareft tp them. About 150 iail 
yrert annualy employed in the whale fiihery 
and about aoo in the herring. The pro- 
fits of the latter, in a good year, after all 
dedu^ons, were thought to amount to 
300,000 lioUand Guilders. The princi- 
pal manufadlures here are thofe of linen, 
paper, and earthen ware of all forts. Shqi- 
building alfo employed vaft numbers of 
bands. The trade of this country, how- 
ever upon the whole, has long been de- 
clining ; owing partly to a deline of their 
ancient parfimony and induftry ; but chief- 
ly to the improvement of manufadlures, 
trade, and navigation, in other countries, 
and atprefent (1800) is almoft annihilated. 
As to the chandler of the Dutch, 'the boors 
pr huffiaodmen arc induftrious enovighj 


but heavy, and flow of undcriSanding* 
The fcamen are a plain, blunt, but 
rough, fiirly, and ill-mannered fort of peoc 
pie. Their tradefmen are fomething 
ftiarper, and make ufe of all their ikill to 
take advantage of thole they deal with. 
Every clafs of men is extremely frugal. 
All appetites and paffions run lower and 
cooler here than in other countries, avarice 
excepted. Quarrels are very rare, revenge 
is feldom heard of; and jealoufy fcarcely 
ever known. It is very uncommon for 
any of them to be really in love, or even 
prkend to it ; nor do the women feem to 
care whether they arc or not. People con- 
verfe pretty much upon a level here ; nor 
is it eafy to diftingutih the man from the 
mailer, or tlie maid from the miftrefs, 
fuch liberties do they allow tbeir fenrants, 
or rather arc obliged to allow tliem ; for 
they may not be ftruck or corredled by 
them, but the difpute muft be left to the 
magiftrate. The Dutch are tall and ftrong 
built ; but hotli men and women have 
the grofteft ftiapes that are to be met with 
any where. Their garb, excqit among 
the officers of the army and fome few 
others, is exceeding plain, andtlie iafhions 
change as feldom as in Spain. The men 
are addidled to drinking, M'hich fome think 
ncceffary in this foggy air, both for their 
health and tlie improvement of their un- 
derftandings. Among their diverftons, 
that of ikaiting in winter is one of the 
chief. It is amazing to fee the crowds in 
a hard froft upon the ice, and their dexteri- 
ty in ikaiting ; both men and women 
darting along with inconceivable velocity. 
The Dutch are remarkable for their clean- 
linefs : nothing can exceed the ueatnefs of 
their houies, towns, and villages. Many 
of them have diftinguiihed themfclves by 
their learning, and fome even by their wit 
and ingenuity ; wdtnefs r.rafmus, Grotius, 
&c. Tlie Dutch excel alfo in painting and 
engraving ; and fome of them have been 
no contemptible llatuaries. In confe- 
quence of the Union (fee Netherlands) 
tlie Seven Provinces guarentee each other’s 
rights ; th^ make yrar and peace, levy 
taxes, &c. in their joint capacity ; but as 
to inremaifcgovemment, each province is 
independent. They fend deputies (chofen 
out of the provincial ftates} to the general 
aftembly, called the ftates-general, which 
is invefted with the fupreroe legiilative 
power of the confederation* At the head 
of this government there has ulually been 
a prince ftadtholder, who exercifes a con- 
iiderable part of the executive power. Mavn 
ing deferted the grand alliance formed 
agj^ the diftufbers of the p^ace of 
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ropf , anci the office of the ftadtholder be- 
ing abnliihccl, the Dutch republic, under 
the name of an ally, iis now in reality little 
better than a province, of France, The 
confcquencc of this alliance is what might 
have been expected. The Britifh govern- 
ment, obliged to attack its enemies where- 
ever it might find them, commenced hof- 
tilities againft the United Provinces, and 
in the compafs of a very fliort period wreft- 
edfrom them their moft valuable pofllffions 
both in the Jeaft and weft Indies, Ams- 
terdam is the capital ; but the feat of tlie 
ftates general is at the Hague. Sec 
Shfldt. 

United States of America, a re- 
public of N America, confifting originally', 

1783? of thirteen ftates, namely, Mafla- 
chirlets. New Hampfhirc, Rhode Ifland, 
Connecticut, New York, New Jerfi^', 
Pcr.nfylvania, Delaware, Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, and 
Georgia. Only eleven of thcle ftates ac- 
ceded, at fii-ft, to the new federal coiiftitu- 
tion, but they were aftervi^ard joined by 
North Carolina and Rhode Ifland ; and 
Kentucky, Vermont, and Tcmnaflee, hav- 
ing lince been added to them, the pre- 
fent number of the ftates that form this 
great American republic is fixtecn. In the 
treaty of jieace, concluded in 1783, the 
limits of the United States arc thus defin- 
ed. And that a.l dilputes which might 
arife in future on the fnbjc^f of the bound- 
aries of the faid United States may be pre- 
vented, It is liereby agreed and declared, 
that the following are and fhall be their 
boundaries, viz. From the NW angle of 
Nova-Scotia, viz. That angle which is 
formed by a line drawn due N from the 
fource of St. Croix River to the Highlands, 
along the faid Highlands, which divide 
thofe rivers that empty themfclvep into the 
river St. Lavrence, from thole which fall 
into the Atlantic Ocean to the north-wef- 
temmoft head of Connedlicut river ; 
Uicnce down along the middle of that 
river to the 45th degree of N latitude ; 
from thence by a lint due W on faid lati- 
tude, until it Itrikes the river Iroquois or 
Cataraquy: thence along the middle of 
the faid river into Lake Ontario, through 
the middle of laid Lake, until it ftrikes the 
communication by water between that lake 
and Lake Erie ; thence along tlie middle 
of faid communication into Lake Erie, 
through the middle of faid lake, until it 
arrives at the water communication be- 
tween that lake and Lake Huron ; thence 
through the middle of faid lake to the 
water communication between that lake 
and Lake Superior; thence through Lake 


Superior northwanl of the Ifles Royal and 
Phillipeaiix to tlie Long Lake ; thence 
through the middle of faid I.ong Lake, and 
the water communication between it and 
the Lake of the Woods to the faid Lake of 
the Woods ; thent 0 through the faid lake 
to the moft noilhwettcm point thereof, 
and fi om thence, on a due W courll-, to 
the River Miflifiippi ; thence by a line to 
be drawn along the middle of laid River 
Miflillippi, until it ihall intcrfedl the north- 
emmoft part of the thirty-firft degree of 
N latitude. S, by a line to be draum due 
E from the determination of the line lafl 
mentioned, in the latitude of thirty-one 
degrees N of the eejuator, to the middle of 
the River Apalachicola, or Catahouche; 
thence along the middle thereof to its junc- 
tion with the Flint River; thence flrait to 
the head of St. Mary’s PJvcr ; and thence 
down along the middle of St. Mary's 
River to the Atlantic Ocean : E, by a line 
to be drawn along the middle of the Jtiver 
St. Croix, from its mouth m the Bay of 
Fundy, to its fource ; and iiom its fource 
dire(ftly N, to the aforefaid Highland^ 
which divide th'* rivers that fall into the 
Atlantic Ocean, from thofe which fall into 
the River St. Lawrence, c oinprehending - ll 
jflands within twenty h-agues of any part 
of the Ihores of the United States, and 
lying lietween lints to be diawn due JE 
from the points where the aforefaid bound- 
aries between Nova-Scotia on the one part^ 
and E Florida on the other, Ihall refpedlive- 
ly touch the Bay or Fundy and the At- 
lantic Ocean, excepting fuch iftaiids as now 
are, or heretofore have been, witliiri the 
limits of tlie faid province of Nova-Scotia. 
Thtfc ftates long fiourilhed as provinces of 
Great Britain ; but mrhament attempting 
to tax them by its lolc authority, without 
the intervention of their airanblles ; a 
civil war enfued. Until the fourth of July, 
1776, the prefent 1 ‘hirtren States w'ere 
Hi itifli colonies. On tiiat memorable day, 
the Keprefentatives of the United States of 
America, in Congrefs alTcmbled, made r 
lolenin declaration, in which they ailigned 
their rcafons for willidrawnng their allegi- 
ance from the king of Gieat Britain. Ap- 
pealing to the Supreme Judge of tlie world 
for the redlitude of their intentions, they 
did, in the name and by the autlionty of 
the good people of the colonies, folemnly 
puhlifb and declare, that thefe United 
Colonics were, and of right ought to lie 
Free and Independent Slates j” lliat 
they were abfolv&d from all allegiance to 
the Britifh crown, and that all political cor- 
nedlion between them and Great Britain 
was, and ou^ht to be, totally diflbived ; 
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and that as Free and Independent States, 
they had full power to levy war, conclude 
peace, contra^ alliances, eftsblifh com- 
merce, and do all other adls and things 
w^ch Independent States may of right do. 
For the fupport of this declaration, with a 
firm reliance on the protedlion of divine 
providence, the delegates then in Congrefs, 
55 in number, mutually pledged to each 
other their lives, their fortunes, and their 
fiicred honour. At the lame time they 
publiihed articles of Confederation and 
Perpetual Union between the States, in 
which they took the ftyle of ** The Uni- 
ted States of America,” and agreed that 
each ftate IhouM retain its fovereignty, 
freedom, and independence, and every 
power, jurifdi^ion and right not exprcfsly 
delegated to Congrefs by the confederation. 
By thefe articles the Thirteen United 
States feverally entered into a firm league 
of friendlhip with each other for their 
common defence, the fecurity of their 
liberties, and their mutual and general 
welfare, and bound themfclves to alull 
each other, again fl all for< c offered to, or 
attacks that might he made upon all, or 
any of them, on account of religion, fove- 
reignty, commerce, or any other pretence 
whatever. But for the more convenient 
SYianagement ot the general interefts ot the 
United States, it was determined that Dele- 
gates^ihould be annually appointed, in fuch 
xnauner as the Legifiaturc of each State 
^ould cbre<fl, lo meet m Congiefsthe fiill 
Monday in Novcrabei' of eV'Ty year. 
General Waflilngton was elciSled the firft 
prefident, re-tlecied in 179a, and, on his 
retiring fioni public affairs, in 1796, Mr. 
Adams was eie^cd hib fucceffor. The il- 
luArious Wailiington died Dec. 14, 1799. 
To the flxteen Hates before mentioned, 
muff be added all the countiy to the N of 
the Ohioj extending from Pennfylvania on 
die £, the lakes on the N, and the Milfi- 
Cppi on the W, called the Weftern Ter- 
ritory. The Uniteni States extend izyo 
biiles In length fi oxn E Florida to the N VV 
angle of Nova Scotia ; being fituated be- 
tween 3 1 and 46* N lat. 

Un N A, a town of Germany in the circle 
of Weftplialia ; in the county of Marck, 
formerly a cocliderable hanieatic town.

VOEROEN, a tovTi of the United Pro- 
vinces, in Holland. It was taken by the 
French in 1795.

VoGHERA, a fortified town of Italy, 
in the duchy of Milan and territory cf 
Pavia. It is pleafantly feated on the Staf- 
fora, 14 miles SSW of Pavia, and 30 S 
by W of Milan.

59 N. 

Voglabruck, a town of Germany in 
the archduchy of Auftru, w'hich enjoys 
the* privilege of granting protc<Slioa to 
(laves. Lon. 13 40 E, lat- 58 i N. 

VoGOiTLs, a people in Alia, fubjeA to 
Rufila, who liave eitabliihed their habita- 
tioiib in the forefis on the N fide of Mount 
Oural, extending themfelves to the W, 
and dill farther on the plains to the £ of 
this ( haln of mountains. Here they have 
dwelt for time immemorial, and arc pof- 
feffed of traditions which have a great con- 
formity with hiflory. Some authors pre- 
tend that they arc the brethren of the an- 
cient Ougrians, or of the prefent Hunga- 
rians, and found their conje^urc on the 
fituation of the Vogoul territory, and the 
Ibriking refcmblance there is between the 
languages ot the two nations. This peo- 
ple was fnbje( 5 led to the dominion of Ral- 
(ia at the fame time with Siberia. The 
Vogouls are hardly of a middling ftature, 
have generally black hair, and for the 
inoft part a Icanty beard. They have fome 
traits of the Kalmuuks in the %le of their 
phyfiognomy. They are of a gay difpofi- 
tion, teachable, honeil, laborious, and 
acute ; l/ut ilovenly and fickle, inclined to 
he diforderly and paflionate to excefs. 
Their women are robuft, civil, laborious, 
and generally Ijpcaking w'ell made. They 
have neither letters nor writing any more 
than their kindred nations : they do not 
reckon their time by years, though they 
mark the months, and name them after the 
various revolutions of nature which they 
oblerve in their foreds. 

Void, a town of France, in the de* 
partment of Meurthe, and late province 
of Lorrain. * 

VoiOTLAND, a territory of Germany^ 

lA Upper SaxOny^ one of th^ four drela 
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of the marquJCitc of MLfnLa. It is Ijound- 
ed on the £ bv Bohemia^ on the N by the 
dutchy of Alienburg, and on the W ])y 
Thuringia and Francorila, Plawcn is the 
Capital. 

VoiCTSBtRG, a town of Germany, in 
the circle of Upper Saxony, with a cita- 
del. 

VOKELMARK, or WOLICKMARCK, a 
town of Germany, in the circle of Auib-ia. 
Lon. 14 56 £, lat. 46 45 N. 

VoLANO, a fcaport of Italy in the 
Fcrrarcfe, feated on the gulf of Venice, at 
one of the mouths of the Po, 40 miles E 
of Ferrara. Lon. iz ^6£, lat. 44 N. 

Volcano, one of the Lipari Iflands, in 
the Mediterranean, la miles in circnmlc- 
rcnce. It is a volcano, in the form of a 
broken cone, but now’ emits fnioke only. 

VoLCANVLLO, a fmall volcanic liland 
in the Mediterranean, between that of 
Lipari and Volcano. 

Volga, the largefl river in Europe, 
which has fource in two fmall lakes, 
in tlie gc^'e^H^aent of Pltfkof, in Ruflia, 
about 80 miles W ol 'IVcr. It begins 
to be navigable a ftw'^ miles above that 
town, and is confiderahly augmented heic 
by the jun< 5 lion of the Tverza, which is 
a broader, deeper, and more rapid river. 
Py means of the Tverza, a communica- 
tion is made between the Volga and the 
Nc*va, or, in other w’ords, between the 
Cafpian and the Baltic. 1 ‘his rivcT w’aters 
fomo of the fineft provinces in the Ruffian 
empire, paffis by Yarollaf, Koftmma, 
KiffiHe-Novogorod, Kalan, Simbiifk, and 
Saratof, entering the Calpian Sea, by fe- 
vtral mouths, bi low Altraran. 

VoLHYNiA, a palatinate of Ruffian Po- 
land, 300 miles long and 150 bniad ; 
bounded on the N by Polefia, on the E by 
Kiof, on the S by Podolia, and on tlie W 
by Auftrian PoJ.md. It coufifts chiefly 
of plains watered by a great number of 
rivers. Lucko is the capital. 

VOLLENHOVEN, a town of the United 
Ifrovinces, in Ovcryflel, capital of a tcr- 
wtoryof the fame name, w'lth a caftlc. It 
is fcated on the Zuyder-Zee, eij^ht miles 
SW of Stcenwich, and iz NW of Zwol. 
Lon. 5 4» lat* 5 44 N. 

VOLO, a town of Turkey in Europe, 
in Janna, with a llrong citadel and a fort. 
It was taken, and almoft ruined, in 1655, 
hy the Venetians, but it is now in fome 
meaflire re-eilabliflied. It is feated ou a 
gulf of the fame name, w'herc there is a 
harbour, 30 miles SE of Lariila.

VoLOPiMiR, or Vladimir, » govern- 


ment of Ruffia, formerly a province of 
Mofeow, containing 14 diftiids. *: 

VoiODiMiR, or Vlt'Dimir, a town 
of Ruffia, capital of the government of 
that name, and once the metropolis of the 
Ruffian empire, h is fl ated on the Kliaf- 
ma, no miles E b) N of Mofeow'. 

Vologda, a government of Ruffia, 
formerly tlie largeft province of Ruffia, 
divided into the two provinces of Vologda 
and Veliki Uillug, and containing i% 
diflridls. 

Vologda, an archiepifcopal town of 
Ruffia, capital of a province of the lame 
name, feated in a marlh, on the river Vo- 
logda. Lon. 39 46 E, lat. 59 20 N. 

Volta, a river of Africa, which runs 
from N to S, and falls into the Atlantic. 

VoLTFRRA, a town of Italy, in Tuf- 
cany, m tlic territory of Pila, with a bilh- 
op’s fee. It is funoiinded by walls, con- 
tains fcveral aiitiquitirs, is noted for its me- 
dicinal waters, and is feated on a moun- 
tain, 30 miles SW of Florence, and 
32 SE of Pifa. Lon. 10 42 E, lat. 43 
26 N. 

Volte I, a towm of Italy, in the 
territory of Genoa, fix miles W of 
Genoa. 

VoLruRNO, a river of Italy-, in Na- 
ples, w’hu h rifes in the Appenmnes, pafles 
by Jfemia and Capua, ard falls into the 
gulf of Oaieta* 

VoLTc’RARA, a tow’ii of Naples, ia 
Capitanata, with a bifhop’s fee, feated at 
the foot of the Appennines, zo miles W 
ofLutcra, and 52 NE of Naples. Loiu 
15 14 lat. 41 z6 N. 

Volvic, a towm of France, in the de- 
partment of Puy de Dome. Then* are 
immenfe quantities of Lava, in its vl- 
i Inity wdiicli is formed into quarries, and 
is iifed infiead of iione in building the ad- 
jacent towns. 

VooRN, A fort of Dutch GuelderlAnd, 
on an ifland formed by the jundlion of the 
Wahal and the Maefe. 

VOORN, an ifland of the United Pro- 
vinces. ill S Holland, between the mouths 
of the IvTaefe. Briel Is the capital. 

Voornland, a territory of the United 
Provinces, in S Holland, confining of 
the iflands of Vooni, Gorcc, and Ovei- 
flackeCi 

VOP.ALBERG, or VORARLUrRG, a 
dillridl of Upper Auftria ; comprifiug the 
iour counties of FclJkirLli, Bicgent/, Piu- 
dentz, and Soanabexg. 

VoRDEN, a tow’n of Germany in the 
circle of Weitphalia. Lou. 8 24 L9 lat. 
52 zy N. 
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VorIngen, a town of Germ^, ufitlie 
circle of Suabia. Lon. 9 1% E, lat. 48 
N. 

VoRONETz, a government of Ruflia 
containing 1 ? diftriSs. 

VoRONETZ, a town of Ruflia, the ca- 
pital of a government of the fame name. 
It i« featcd on the Voronetz, below its 
junction with the Don, 21 y miles S by 
£ of Mofeow. Lon. 39 14 ^9 hit. 51 
36 N. 

Vosges, a department of France, in- 
eluding that part of l^orrain, which was 
lately a province of tlie lame name. It is 
lb called from a cliain of mountains, co- 
vered with wood, that feparates this de- 
partment from the departments of Upper 
Saone and Upper Rhine. 

VoTiAKS, the name of a people who in- 
habit the land between the rivers Kama 
and the Viatka ; they are commonly of a 
middling ftature, and thin. The colour of 
their hair is various, but for the moll part 
reddifli ; and they refemble the Finns in 
their make more than any nation that de- 
rives its origin from them. The Votiaks 
are honefl, peaceable, hofpitablc, fober ; 
but fuperilitious, of cold complexions, and 
extremely limple. The womtm have 
winking eyes, and fmall even to uglmefs ; 
theyare Ihort of ltatui*e, timid, very modcO, 
and confequently chaile, laborious, and 
complaifant. They are affiduous in rural 
oeconomy, iiegle< 5 lhig neither the cultuie 
of bees nor the chace, in which latter they 
ufe indifferently the bow or fire-ariiis. In 
their leifure hours many of them employ 
thcmfelvcs in making all forts of turnery, 
fuch as cups, fpoons, ihuttles, &c. ; and 
others vamifli all kinds of bowls and cups. 
The women are employed in fewing, in 
making Imcn, coarfe cloths, and iclts ; 
they alfo make cloaths, and ornaments of 
irmbroidery. Rich folks are not common 
among the Votiaks ; but neither are there 
any that can be called ablblutely poor. 

Vou-HOU‘HiEN, a city or China, in 
the province of Kiang-nan, and jurifdic- 
tion of Tay-ping-fou ; the moft confi- 
derable, in point of riches, in that jurif* 
di^Uon. It is 5 a miles SW of Tay-piiig- 
Ibu. 

VouiLLE, a village of France^ where 
was fought the memorable battle between 
Clovis and AJaric, king of the Vifigotlu. 

VOU-TCHANO-FOU, a city of China, 
and capital of the province of Hou-quang 
This city is the rendezvous of all the com- 
mercial people In China. It fuffered great- 
ly during the laft wars 5 but it has reco- 
vered fo much, that it is now inferior to 
none of the otbqr cities, in extent, opul- 


ence and population. As every hranefk 
of trade is carried on here, its port, iituated 
on the river Yang-tfc-kian^^, is always 
crowded with velTels ; the river is fome- 
times covered with tlicm to the diftance of 
tu^o leagues. The beautiful cryftal found 
in its mountains, the plentiful crops of fine 
tea which it produces, and the prodigious 
lale of the bamboo paper made here, no 
]c*is contiibute to render it famous, than 
the continual influx of llrangcrs. Its ex- 
tent is compared to that of Paris. It com- 
prehends in its diibriA one city of the fe-* 
cond clafs, and nine of the tliird, befidcsa 
a fortified town and feveral fortrclTes. 

VOU-TCHKOU-FOU, OF FOU-TCHLOU- 
rou, a city of China, in the provinc-e of 
Kiang-fi, formerly one of the moll beait- 
tiful in the empire ; but, fince the iiiva-< 
lion of the Tartars, it has been a heap of 
ruins, whieh, however, ftill convey fome 
idea of its ancient magnifleenee. Its 
diitrii^ is about 25 leagues in extent, and 
contains fix cities of the third clafs. It is 
250 miles S by W of Nanking. Lon. 116 
25 E, lat. 25 JO N. 

Up LAN IS a province of Sweden, which 
is a fort of pcninfula, bounded on the VV 
by Weftmania and Geflricia, on the NE 
by the Baltic, and on the S by the fea of 
Sudermania. It is 70 miles long and 45 
broad, enriched with inexhauitible mines 
of copper, iron, and filver ; and the pca- 
fants arc chiefly employed in the manufac- 
ture of thofc metals. Stockholm is the 
ca]iital. 

Upminster, a village in Eflex, feated 
on a lofty eminence, three miles, S£ of 
Rumford. 

Uppingham, a town in Rutlandfhire, 
with a market on Wednefday ; leated on 
an eminence, fix miles S of Oakham, and 
90 N by W of London. Lon. o 45 W, 
lat. ja 36 N. 

Up SAL, a town of Sweden, in Upland, 
with a famous univcrlity, and an arch- 
bifliop’s fee. It Hands in the Ueginuing of 
an open plain fertile in grain and pallure, 
is a unall, but very neat town, containing, 
cxclufive of the lludents, about 3000 in- 
habitants. The ground plot is extrcmly 
regular : it is divided into two almoll equ- 
al parts by a fmall rivulet Sala ; and the 
itreets are drawn at right angles from a 
central kind of fquarc : a few of the houfes 
arqbuilt with brick and fhiccoed, but thege* 
nerality are conftrudled witli trunks fmootii- 
ed into the Ihape of planks, and paint- 
ed red, and the roofs are covered iu with 
turf. Each hoiife has its fmall court-yard, 
or garden. Upial was formerly the me- 
tropolis of Swedcii, and the royal refidenoib 
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’'f he ancient palice which wis finilhed bj' 
Eric 14 was a magnificent building, until 
great part of it was confumed by fire, in 
1702. In the centre of the town Itands 
the catbedtal, a la:)^ Gothick ftrudture of 
brick, in which th^ kings of Sweden were 
formerly crowned. It has been feveral 
times greatly damaged by fire, and as of- 
ten repaired : it Contains the monument 
of the famous OuftaYUs Vafii. The uni- 
verfity is the moft ancient in Sweden, and 
the firft firmlnary' in the North lor acade- 
mical education. The Royal SoLicty here 
is lifcewife the Oldeft literary academy in 
the North- Here is a botanical garden, of 
which the Celebrated Linne was fuper- 
iniendant. Upfal is featerd in a vail open 
plain, fertite in corn, 35 miles NNW 
t)f Stockholm. Lon. 17 4S E, lat. 59 
5a N. 

Upton, a town in Worcefterihire, 
with a market on Thurfday ; feated on 
the Severn, 11 miles S of Worcefter, and 
109 WNW of London. Lon. i 55 W, 
lat. f;i59N. 

UraCh, a town of Germany, in the 
cirv'le of Suabia. Lon. 9 15 £, lat. 48 
N. 

Ural, a river of Ruflla, formerly cal- 
led Yatk, but its name was changed on 
the fnppreffion of the rebellion of the Cof- 
lacs, which riies in Mount Caucafus, and 
watering Orenburg, IJraUk, and Gurief, 
falls by three mouths into the Cafpian Sea. 
See the next article. 

Uralmn Cossacs, a Tartar tribe 
that inhabit the RuiTian province of Oren- 
burg, on the S fide of the Ural. Thcfe 
Colfacs are defeended from thoft of the 
Don ; and are a valiant race. They jjfo- 
fefs the Greek religion ; but there arc dif- 
fenters from the ellabliihcd religion, whom 
the Ruffians called Ra&olniki, or Separa- 
dfts, and who llylc theznfelves Starovei'ilci, 
or Old Believers. Thcfe confider the fer- 
Vice of the cltablifhed church as profane, 
and have their own prlefts and ceremonies. 
The Umlion Coflacs arc all enthufiails ior 
tVe ancient ritual, and prize their beards 
abnoil equal to their lives. Tlicy are rich 
from their confidcrable fiflierics in ftur- 
gcoiis ; they have alfo acquired a fpirit of 
rtvolt and independence by being fituated 
in a defert bctwetii the Cahnucs and the 
Kirghefe, who are continually at variance 
with each other, and often with the Coflacs 
themfelves. A Ruffian officer having or- 
dered a number offcCoflac recruits to be 
pubHcly fiiaved in the tovm of Yaitik, in 
^771, this wanton infult excited an infur- 
ni^oA, which was fupprcflfcd for a time, 
.tjahy-of the rebels made their efcape, and, 


retiring^to the defert, chiefljr reforted to 
the iniAiy grounds which he about the 
lake Kamylh^amara, where they derived 
a lubfiilence irom flfhing and ihootihg wild 
boars, and were fupplied occaflonally by 
their relations with bread and provinons. 
By thcfe means this defperate troop fup- 
ported themfelves during the fpace of two 
years, until the impoftor, Pugatchef, hav- 
mgaflumed the name of Peter III, ap- 
peared among them, and, taking advan- 
tage of this circumftancc, roufed them 
once more into open rebellion, the ri- 
ver Yaik was called the Ural ; the Yaik 
Coflacs were denominated Uralian Cof- 
facs ; and the town of Yaitik was nam- 
ed Urallk. 

Uralsk, a town of Ruflla, in the go- 
vernment of Caucafus and province ot 
Orenburg, (lee the preceding article.)

Urbino, a, duchy of Italy, in the Lc- 
clefiaitical State, 55 miles long, and 43 
broad ; bounded on the N by the gulf of 
Venice, on the S by Perugmo and Spo- 
letto, on the £ by Ancona, and on the W 
by Tufeauy and Romagna. The air is 
not very wholcfome, nor is the foil fer- 
tile. 

Urbino, an archiepifcopal town of 
Italy, capital of the duchy of Urbino, 
with a citadel, and a palace, where the 
dukes formerly rciidcd. The houfes are 
well built, and great quantities of fine 
eaithen ware are made here. It is re- 
markable on account of its being the birth- 
place of the illultrious Raphael. This 
town was taken by the Trench army in 
1796, and is feated on a mountain, between 
the rivers Metro and Foglia, 18 miles S 
of Riniiai, 58 E of Florence, and 120 
N£ of Rome.

UsBEC Tartary, a vaft country of 
Weftem Tartary, bounded on the N by 
the country of the Kalmucks, on the £ by 
Thibet, on the S by HindooAan, and on 
tfie W Perfia and the Cafpian Sea. 
Thefe Tartars are divided into ieveral 
tribes, governed by their refpedlivc khans, 
or princes. When \)jider one fovercigii, 
they were the moft powerful of all the 
Tartarian nations. The principal khans 
pride tbemfclves in being defeended from 
Tamerlane, whofe birthplace was the an- 
cient city of Samarcand, the prefent ca- 
pital of the country. The Ulbecs, in their 
iperfons, are faid to have better complexions 
and more engaging features than the Kal- 
XDucs. Their religion is Mahumetanifm ; 
and they diiTcr, in general, very little from 
the people of the northern provinces of 
Hindoonan.

UsK, a river of S Wales, which rifes 
on the W fide of Brecknockfliirc, divides 
Monmouthfliire into unequal portions, and 
falls into the Briflol Channel.

Ustanio, a tovn of Italy, in the Cre- 
monefe, feated on the Oglio, la miles NE 
of Cremona.

UsTiUG, a town of Uuflia, in the go» 
vernment of Vologda^ Lon. 16 30 E, 
lat. 61 15 N. 

Utoxeter, a town in Staflbrdfliire, 
with a market on Wednefday ; feated 
on a rifing ground, near the river 
Dove, 13 miles ^£ of Stafford, and 
136 NNW of Loudon. Lon. i 50 W, 
lat 53 10 N. 

Utrecht, one of the United Pro- 
vinces of the Netherlands, 30 miles long 
and 20 broad ; bounded on the N by the 
Zuider-Zee and Holland, on the £ by 
Gizelderland, on the S by the Rhine, and 
on the W by Holland. The air is very 
healthy here ; nor are there any inunda- 
tions to fear as in other provinces ; and 
the foil is fertile, and the country plea- 
iant. 

Utrecht, a celebrated city of the 
United Provinces, capital of a province 
of the fame name, with a famous univer- 
(ity. It is well fortified, of a fquare 
form, and about three miles in circum- 
ference, without its four fuburbs, which 
are coofiderahle. The Rceple of the ca^ 
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tbedral is very highy and the handfomeft 
in the United Provinces, There is a 
great number of churches and hofpitals. 
The environs are full of gardens, walks, 
and groves, which, added to the purity 
of the air, render Utrecht one of the moft 
agreeable places for refidence in thefe 
parts, and accordingly a great many peo- 
ple of diftindtion refort hither. Here 
the union of the feven United Provinces 
was begun in 15 79 ; and heiT was con- 
cluded, in 1713, the peace which ter- 
minated the wars of queen Ann. Utrecht 
was taken by the French in 179^, without 
refinance. Is is feated on the Rhine, iS 
miles SE of Amllerdam, 27 NE of Rotter- 
dam, and 35 NW of Nimeguen.

Cailile, capital of a duchy of the fame 
name, with a cafUe.

UzES, a town of France, in the de- 
partment of Card, and late province of 
Languedoc, feated in a country abounding 
in corn, oil, filk, and good wine, 12 miles 
N of Nifmes, and 20 SW of Orange, 
Lon.

W many in the circle of Lower 
Saxony. 

Waac, a river of Hungaiy, which rifes 
in the Carpathbu mountains, pailes by 
Leopoldftadt, and falls into Danube, 
oppofice theifiand of Schut. 

Waal, a river of the United Pro- 
vinces, being the S branch from the Rhine 
below Emmcrick. It runs from E to W

Wachenhfim, a town of Germany, 
in the circle of the Rhine. Lon. 8 z6 E, 
lat.

Wachovia, a tnufr of land in N Ca- 
rolina, fituate betweeu the rivers Dan and 
Yadkin, 10 miles S of Pilot Mountain, 
in the county of Surry, confiding of 
100,000 acres.

Wachtendonck, a town of Pruflian 
Gueldcrland, feated in a morafs, ou the 
river Niers, five miles S of Gueldres.

25 N. 

Waihlinoen, a lown of Germany in 
the cin Ic ot Suabia. 

Wainfleet, a town in Llncobifliire, 
with a market on Saturday. It is feated 
near the fca, in a fenny part of tlie coun- 
try, and on the river Witham, 14 miles 
NE of Bofton, and 1 30 N by E of London. 
Lon. o 20 E, lat. 53 10 N. 

Waitzem, or Waitz, a town of 
Hungary, with a bilhop’s fee, fituate on the 
Danube, 72 miles ESE of Prelburg. Lon, 
i8 38 E, lat. 47 29 N. 

Wakpfiuld, a town in the W riding 
of Yorklhire, with a market on Friday. 
Here are two churches, and an ancient 
Hone bridge over the Calder, on which 
Edward XV erefled a chapel, in remem- 
brance of thofe who loft their lives in the 
brittle near this place, in 1460. It hu a 
trade in white cloths and tammie^ 
and is 28 miles SW of York, and iSa 
NN W of London. Lon. 28 W , lat. 53 
41 N. 

Walachia, the anctett Daai, a pro- 
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Tince of Turkey in Europe, 1^5 ipUes 
long and 125 broad ; bounded bn the N 
by Moldavia and Tranfylvania, on the £ 
and S by the river Danube, and on the W 
by Tranfyivanla. It abounds in good 
horfca and raxtie, has mines of feveral 
kinds, and produces wine, oil, and all 
manner of European fruits. It 'u*as ceded 
to the Turks by the treaty of Belgrade, in 
1739. The inhabitants confift of Hunga- 
rians, Saxons, and original natives, who 
are very indolent; a few only take the 
trouble to till the ground. Ho^^’ever, the 
foil is fo fertile, that it is capable of produc- 
ing any thing ; and there are good pafiures 
With wine, oil, and all manner of Euro- 
pean fruits. The inhabitants are chiefly of 
the Greek church. Tergovifts, or Tcrvis, 
is the capital. 

WALCHtRtN, an idand of the United 
Provinces, the principal one of Zealand. 
It is feparatcd from the illands of N and 
S Beveland, by a narrow channel ; and 
from Dutch Flanders by the mouth of the 
Scheld ; being bounded on the other lides 
by the German Ocean. It is nine miles 
long and tight broad, and being low is 
ful>je (51 to inundations, but has good arable 
and poflure lands.

Walden, or Saffron Walden, a 
corporate town in Eflex, with a market 
on Saturday. It is feated on an afeent, 
among pleafant fields of faflron, which 
is here coltivated. It is governed by a 
mayori hat a fine large Gothic churchy 
aod is 27 miles NN W of Chdmsford, and 
4 % N by £ of London, Lon. o 20 £• 
laitjiaaN. 


Waldenburo, a town of Germanf 
in the circle of Upper Saxony, fituate on 
the Mnldau* Lon. 12 30 E, lat. 50 49 N. 

Waldenburc Old, a town of Grr^ 
many in the circle of Upper Saxony, fa- 
mous for its brown and earthen ware. 

Waldenburg, or Wallenburc, a 
town of Swif&rland, in the canton of 
Bade. 

Waldkirk, a town of Germany in 
Auflrian Brifgaw, and in an ifland formed 
by the river Elu, five miles from Fri- 
burg. Lon. 8 3 £, lat. 48 9 N. 

Waldschut, a ftrong town of Ger- 
many in the circle of Suabia, and one of 
the four Foreft Towns, fubjcdl to the 
houfe of Auflria. It Is feated oppofite the 
place where the Aar falls into the Rhine, 
at the entrance of the Black Foreft, eight 
miles NE of Loflenburg, and 17 W of 
SchafThaufen.

WALnsTiEDTE, a name given to the 
Swifs cantDDs of Lucern, Uri, Schweitz, 
and UndtTwaUlen. It fignifies ForeH 
Towns 5 thefe cantons containing a great 
number of forefts. This diftridl muft 
not be confounded with the Waldftaedte, 
or Foreft Towns of Suabia, which are 
LauiTeriburg, Waldfchut, Seckingen, and 
Hheinfelden. 

Waldstjetter See, or Lake of 
THE Four Cantons, one of the fineft 
lakes in Swiilcrland. It confifts ot three 
principal branches, called the lakes of 
Lucern, Schweitz, and Uri. The upper 
branch, or lake of Lucern, is ip the form of 
acrofs ; the fides of which ftretch from 
KuiTnatcht to pullenwal, a village near 
Stantz. It is bounded toward the town by 
cultivated hills floping gradually to the 
watei*, contrafted on the oppofite tide by an 
enormous mafs of barren and craggy rocks,^ 
Mount Pilate, one of the highelt moun- 
tains in Swifierland, rifing boldly from the 
lake. Toward the E of tliis branch, the 
lake contraifts into a narrow creek, fcarc^ 
ly a mile acrofs. Soon after, it again win 
dens, and forms the fecond branch, or lake 
of Svliweitz ; on the W fide, the can- 
ton of Underwalden, on the E that of 
Schweitz. Here the mountains arc more 
lofty, and Infinitely varied ; fome covered 
to the very fummits w*th verdure, ol;heri 
perpendicular and craggy ; here forming 
amphitheatres of w'ood ; there jutting in- 
to the water in bold promontpries. To- 
wards the end of this branch the lake 
forms a confiderable bay in the midft of 
which, lies the village of Brumen, near 
which eommenpes the third br^ch, or 
lake of Uri j the fcenery of which is moi^ 
fublime* U 4 
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^pep 311(1 narrow lake about nine miles in 
length bonicrccl on both Cxles with rocks 
uncommonly wild and romantU', and, for 
Ac* nioft part, pcrpen'iicblar ; with lorells 
of l3£cch and pine growing down their 
fides to the very edge of the water ; indeed 
Uie rocks are* fo entirely fteep and ovei- 
hangirig, tlial there are hardly more than 
four or five landing fpots, here the lake 
is as fmooth as chryftal ; ai¥l the filenf, 
fi>}emn gloom w'hicb reigns jn this place, 
is not Jefs awful and afieiling than the 
tremendous roaring of the cataraift in the 
other. Somewdiat tarlh^r, upon the hjgh- 
efl point of the SceliAierg, there is a fmall 
chapel that ieents inaccefiible. On the 
pppofitfi fide but farther on, appears the 
chapel of William I’cll, erected in hon- 
our ol tliat hero, and upon the very Ipot 
where (it is laid) he leaped from the boat, 
in will h he was carrying prifoncr ta Kul- 
fnatcht. It is built upon a rock that juts 
put mto the lake under a hanging wood i 
a lituatlon amid fi cnes fo llrikingly aw- 
ful, as cannot fail of firongly aHeiSlir.g 
ev( 11 the moft dull and torpid imagination. 

W’^ALFs, a principality m the W*" ot 
England, 130 miles long and 80 broad ; 
bounded on the K by the Irilli Sea, on 
the W" by that fea and St> George’s Chau- 
ntl, onlhe S by the Briftol Channel, and 
on the E ly llic coimtu's of Chelter, Sa 
lop, Hereford, and Monmouth. It is 
divided into 12 counties j namely, An- 

f lefcy, Carnarvomhire, Denbighfliire, 
hntihire, Menoiu tl Jhire, and Montgo- 
meiythire, in N W'^aks; llrec knockfhire, 
Caidiganfhire, Cannarthenfhire, Glamor- 
ganfliirc, Pembroke ftiirc, and Radnorlhirc, 
in S W’’aleB. It is the country to w’bich 
the ancient Britons fled, when Great Bri- 
tain was invaded by the Saxons. They 
are now' tailed W^'clih, ai.d continue to 
prelerve their own language. It contains 
7^1 paiiftics, and 5 8 market-towns. The 
atr 18 clear and fliarp, the cattle linall, and 
prcvlfloiis, in general, good and cheap. 
>V*des is a mountainous counlr)', and 13 
paniciilaily remarkable fpr goats, w'hich 
delight in hilly countries It is watered 
by many rivers, the pjmcipal of which are 
ioied in the difl’ei ent counties.

W^ALUS New South, a country of 
America, in New Britain, lying SW of

Thi'i coail was 
lirft cxplo.’*i.d by captain Cook, 111 1770; 
and a delign w'as ionned, in c<»nfe- 
quence of his rcvonmiendatlon, to Icttle 
a colony of convi«^s at Botany Bay- 
Captaiu Philip licuig appointed governor 
of the intended fcttlemcut, as well as c<Mn- 
moxlore on the voyage, ^failed from Portf* 
mouth, m May 1787, with a detachment 
of marines, and 778 convnfls, of whick 
220 were women. He arrived at Botany 
Bay in Janii:^ 1780 ; but finding this. 
bay very ineligible for a colony, he fixed 
upon Port Jackfon, about three leagues and 
a half N of Cape Banks ; and here a fi-t- 
tlenient w'os begun, to whLc b lie gave the 
name of Sydney Cove. I’or the lubJequcnt 
proceedings ot the colony, w'e mull rticp 
to governor Philip’s Voyage tp Botany 
Bay, and to the puhlications of captain 
1 cn< h and captain If urit>'r on tlie fame 
fubjiifl. A vail ch^iln ol lofty maintains 
run ntarly in a north and fouth diredlion 
farther than the eve can trace, about 6p 
mile? inland. 1‘lic general lace ot tlie 
country is plcafing, diverfified witli genti** 
1 liings and imall winding valleys, covered 
for the mofl part w'ilh large Ipi eading treea 
ailbrding a luccclljon of leaves in all lea- 
fons. A variety of flow'cnng fhrubs, al- 
mofl all entirely new to an European, and 
of exquifile fragrance, abound in thole 
places w'hich arc* free from trees ; and a- 
mong thefe, a tall flirub, bearing an ele- 
gant flower, W'hich fmclls like Englilh 
may, is peculiaily delightful, andpcrfuniea 
the air to a great diflance. I'hcre arc* but 
tc*w tiers ; and, as Captain Tench and 
Olliers relate, of fo bad a g: aui, that they 
ran fcarccly be ufed for any purpofe : This, 
however, Mr. Stockdale alcnbes to their 
King ufed in an unfeafomd fiate, as haa 
been already mentioned. In retprii for 
thefe bad qualities, however the trees 
yield vail quantities of the gum already 
mentioned as a cure for the* uyfentcry. 
Hie climate of this continent appc«4rs not 
to be difagre'*al>le, notw'itbilanding the 
violent complaints which fomc* have made 
about it. The heat has never been ex^ 
cclfive in fummer, nor is the cold intoler- 
able in w'inter. Storms of thunder and 
lightning are frequent ; but thcl'c arc corri- 
mpn to all warm countries ; and it has 
been fuppofed (though upon what founda- 
tion does not well appear) that were the 
country cleared of wood, and inhabited, 
thefe would in a great meafure Uide* A 
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Ihock of an earthquake has Ukewlfc 
been felt ; but thefe natural calami- 
ties are incident to fome of the fineft 
countries in the world. It is not known 
whether there are any volcanoes or not. 
The quadrupeds are principally of the op- 
poflum kind, of which the moil remarkable 
w the kangaroo. There is alfo a fpecies 
of dogs ver)' different from thofe known in 
Europe ; they are extremely fierce, and 
can never be brought to the fame degree 
of familiarity as thofe u'hich we are ac- 
quainted witn : fome of them have been 
brought to England, but ilill retun their 
native ferocity. Thefe dogs, which arc 
the only domeftic animal they have, are 
called mnge ; but all ather quadrupeds, 
without exception, they name kangaroo. 
There arc many beautiful birds of various 
kinds ; among which the principal are a 
black fwan, its wings edged with white, 
Its bill tinged with red ; and the ofbrich 
or caflbwary ; which frequently reaches 
the height of feven feet or more. Several 
kinds of ferpents, large fpiders, and fco- 
lopendras, have alfo been met with : and 
tliree or four fpccics of ants, particularly 
green ants, which built their nefls upon 
trees in a very lingular manner. There 
are Ukewife many curious iifhes ; though 
the finny tribe feem not to be fo plentiful 
on the coail as to give any eonfiderable 
afliitance in the way of provilions for the 
colony : fome very large (harks have been 
iecn in Port Jackfon, and two fmaller 
fpecies. The inhabitants of New South 
Wales are perhaps, the moil miferable and 
lavage race of men exifting, going en- 
tirely naked. They were pleafed at firfl 
with fome ornaments that were given 
them but foon threw them away as uielefs. 
It does not appear, however, that they are 
infenfiblc of the benefits of clothing, oi: of 
Ibme of the conveniences of which their 
new neighbours are poffeiTed. Some of 
them, whom the coloniils partly clothed, 
ieexn^ to be pleafed with die comfortable 
warmth they derived from it ; and they 
all exprefs a great defire for our iron tools. 
Their colour is rather a deep chocolate 
than a full black ; but the filth with which 
their fkin is covered, prevents hs true col- 
our from appearing. Notwithilanding 
their difregard for European finery, tl^ 
arc fond of adorning their bodies with 
fears, fo that fome of them make a 
very hideous figure. Sometimes, the 
fidn is raifed feveral inches from the 
fiefh, and appears as if filled with 
wind ; and all thefe feem to be ]%- 
ckoned marks of honour. Some of them 
{lerforate the cartilage of the nofci and 


thruft a huge bone through it, a fright* 
fill kind of ornament, humouroufly cal- 
led by failors their fprit fail yard. 
Their hair is generally fo much clotted 
with a red gum, that they refemble a mop. 
They paint themfelves with various co- 
lours : they will alfo fometjmes ornament 
themfelves with beads and Ihelb, but 
make no ufe of the beautiful feathers of 
their birds. Moll of the men want one 
of the fore-teeth in the upper jaw, whick 
alfo appears to be a badge of honour 
among them. It is common for the wo- 
men to cut ofif two joints of the little 
finger ; which, confidcring the elumiincfii 
of their amputating inlbruments, mull be 
a painful operation. The New Hol- 
landers appear extremely deficient in the 
uieful arts. Of the cultivation of the 
ground they have no notion ; nor can 
they be pre\'ailed upon to eat our bread or 
dreffed meat. Hence tncy depend entire- 
ly for fubfillcnce on the fhiits and roots 
they can gather, and the filh they catch. 
They frequently fet fire to the grafs, in 
order to drive out the oppoilums, and 
other animals, from their retreats; and 
they have been obferved to fet decoys for 
qu^s. As all thefe rtfources mufl be, at 
bcfl, precarious, it is no wonder that they 
are frequently difirelTed for provifions. 
Thus, in the furnmer, they would eat nei- 
ther the (hark nor the fting ray ; but, in 
winter, any thing was acceptable. A 
young whale being driven oq ihore, was 
quickly cut in pieces, and carried off : 
they broiled it only long enough to fcorch 
the outfide ; and in this raw flate they eat 
all their fifli. They fometimes bake their 
provifions, by (be help of hot Hones, like^ 
the inhabitants of the iflands in the South- 
cTn Ocean. Among the fruits ufed by 
them is a kind of wihl fig ; and they eat 
alfo the kernels of a fruit refembling the 
pineapple. The principal part of their 
fubfiflcnce, however, is fifh; and when 
thefe happened to be fcarce, they were 
wont to watch the opportunity when the 
coloniils hauled the feine, and often feized 
the whole, though a part had formerly 
been offered or given them. They fome- 
times llrike the filh from the canoes with 
fpcars, fometimes catch them with hooksj) 
and alfo make ufe of nets, which are ge- 
nerally made of the fibres of the flax pkmtj| 
with very little preparation, and are 
and heavy ; the Imes of which they are 
compofed being twilled like whipcord. 
Some of them, however, appear to be made 
of the fur of an animal, and otliers of cot- 
ton. The mefhes of the nets are made of 
large loops ardficially inferted into cac]^ 
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•tlier, without any knots. Their hooks 
are made of the infide of a Ihcll very much 
refembling mother-of-pearl. Their ca- 
nocfe are nothing more than large pieces of 
bark tied up at both ends with vines ; andy 
conGdering the flight texture of thcfe vcf- 
fcls, the dexterity with which they are 
managedy and die boldnefs with which 
they venture out to Tea in them, are won- 
derinl. There is no good reafon for fup* 
poGng them to be cannibals, but they cat 
animal fubflaitces raw, or nearly fo. Some 
of their vegetables are polfonous when 
raw, but not fo when boil^. They could 
never be brought to taite ipirits a fecond 
time. Their huts conflft of pieces of bark 
laid together in the form of an oven, open 
at one end, very low, but long enough 
for a man to lie at full length , but they 
feern to depend more for Ihclter on the 
caverns with which the rocks abound. 
So far from being fo inured to the cold, 
by going invariably naked, as to be infenfl- 
blc to the injuries of the weather, the 
colonifis had repeated opportunities of 
feeing them Ihivering with cold in the 
winter, or huddling together in heaps in 
their huts, or in caverns, till a Gre could 
be kindled to warm them. It is proba- 
ble, however, notwithftanding their ex- 
treme barharifm, that fome knowledge of 
the arts may be introduced among them, 
as fomc have been feen attentively con- 
Gdering the utenfils and conveniences of 
the Europeans, with a view fteiningly, of 
making Gniilar improvements. In fome 
things alfo they poflefs a great power of 
imitation ; they can imitate the fon^s and 
language of the Europeans almoft inilan- 
tancoufly, much better than the latter can 
imitate theirs by long practice; and this 
talent is dilcemable in their fculptures, 
every where to be met with on the rocks ; 
thcfe reprefent men and other animals, 
and, though rude, are \fry furprifing for 
people who have not the knowledge of 
conihnfiing a comfortable habitation, or 
of making clothes. In perion, they are 
•dlive, vigorous, and flout, though gene- 
rally lean. The women have fornetimes 
been kept back wdth the mofl jealous fen- 
flbility ; fometimes offered vnth the great- 
eft familiarity. Such of them as have 
been feen have foit and pIcaGng voices ; 
and i^m not to be deflitute of modefly. 
The mciu difplay great pcrfonal bravery 
on the appearance of any danger; but, 
with all their courage, they are much 
afraid of a muiket, and almoft equally 
fo of a red coat, which they know to be 
the martial drcls of the Europeans. The 
wifehief which they have hitherto done 


has been excrcifed only on fomc ^e# 
ftraggling convi^s, moft of whom, proba- 
bly liave been the aggreffors. They cer- 
tainly bum their dead ; which, perhaps, 
has given rife to the ftory of their being 
cannibals. They feem very little given to 
thieving, in comparifon with the inhabi- 
tants of inoft of the iflands in the South- 
ern Ocean ; and they are very honeit 
among themielves, leaving their fpears and 
othei implements on the lieach, in perfe^ 
fccurity of their remaining untouched. 
They arc very exp^ at throwing their 
javelins, and will hit a mark, with great 
ccTtainty, at a conGderable diftancc. They 
are more numerous than was at firft ima- 
gined ; though ftill their numbers mutt 
be accounted few, in comparifon to the 
extent of the countiy j and there is reafon 
to believe that the interior parts are unin- 
habited. With regard to the civil jurif- 
^dlion of the goverrfbr of New S Wales, 
it extends from 4^ 49 to 10 37 S Ut. 
From tlie fea-coaft it extends weftward 
as far as 135° E Ion. and thence pro- 
ceeding in an E direiftion, includes all the 
iflands in the PacIGc Ocean within the 
above-mentioned latitudes, by which par* 
tition it is fuppolcd tlio^ every fource of 
litigation will be cut off, as all tliefe are 111- 
difputably the diGovery of the Eritifli na- 
vigators. 'I'he powers of the governor arc 
ablblutcly unliinltc'd, no nieiition being 
made of a council to affift him in any 
thmg ; and as no ftated time is appointed 
for alTembling the courts Gmilar to the 
aflizes and goal deliveries in England, the 
duration ol imprifonment is altogether is 
his hands. He is likcwife inveftrd with a. 
poweruf fummoninggcnei al courts martial; 
but the infertion in the marine mutiny ail, 
of afmaller number oi officers than 13 being 
able to compofe fuch a tribunal, has been 
negleifted ; fo that a military court, ihould 
detachments be made from head quarters, 
or Gcknels pie vail, may not always be 
found pradhcablc to be obtained, uiilels 
the number of officers in the fettlement 
at prefent be incrcafcd. The governor 
is allowed to grant pardons in afl cafes, 
treafon and willul murder excepted ; and 
even in thcfe he has authority to flay the 
execution of the law until the king’s plea- 
fure fliall be GgniGcxi. In cafe of the go- 
vernor’s death, the Geu:enant governor 
takes bis place ; and on his deceafe, the 
authority is lodged in the hands of tlue 
icnior officer.

WALLftssTAOT, a lake of SwifferUnd, 
^out llxteeA miles in length, and tvro in 
hreaddi ; it is entire!^ bounded bv exceed- 
ing high mountains, except to the £ and 
W. From this fituafiion, a breeze gene- 
rally Wows Irom ihole two quarters, be- 
ginning at the break of day, and continu- 
ing for f<^c hours ; then changes from 
W to E till fun-fet; this breeze is very 
ronvenlent for the tranfportation of the 
nnerchandlfe. Sometimes liowcvcr a vio- 
lent north-wind' ruilies down fiom the 
mountainH, and renders the navigation 
dangerous. We were aflured by the 
vatemieo ‘^fiys Mr. Coxe”, who rowed 
«a from Watleiiiladr to this place, that 
tiiiC' breeze above mentioned was generally 
ssaiiflanc : but we cannot atteft it irom our 
Wwn experience j as we fet out this morn- 
ing about eight, and the wind was di- 
XfejSily contrary the whole way, blowing 
from W to E. Thu weather, ’tis true, 
wss heavy, overcail, and rainy, which 
lOight caufe perhaps this occafional va- 
i!iACion:. The lake is uncommonly wild 
and pi(5hirc'fque, and aifords a pctpetual 
turiety of beautiful and romantic fcencs. 
Oft the fide of Glaris, the mountams 
which border upon the lake, are chiefly 
culdvalSKd ; enriched with wood ; or fine 
meadows ; and fiudded with cottages, 
duirches, and fmsdl villages ; the Alps of 
GUris rifing behind ; their tops covered 
with fiiow. On the othia: fide, for the 
moiV part, the rocks are exceedingly gro- 
tsique, craggy, inacceifible, and perpendi- 
cular : buPthei« and there a few cultivated 
nedcsof land ore formed at the very edge 
of the lake, and at the bottom of thefc vety 
rocks ; exhibiring a beautiful contraif to 
the barrenticfs above and around them* 
Numberlcis w^ater-falls, oceafioned by the 
n^^tingaof the fall^wn Ch&fidet 


of thefc Hocks from a very confidcffatild 
height, and with an almoft inconceivable 
variety ; fome of them feeming to glide 
gently in circular ^eiftions ; odiers 
forming V3tfk torrents, antd rt^iug into the 
lake with noife and violence ; alt of them 
changing their form and theif porfithni ai 
we approached or receefed from theifi. 
The lake is exceedingly clear, deep, and 
cold, and, as we were inf(sn*med, never 
frceics. Through this lake flows the 
Mat, which, foou after joining the Linth, 
forms the river Limnat* 

Wallbrstein, atowtt ofSuabia, with 
acafrle bciontring to the counts of Octdng* 
cn, fix miles SW of Oettingen. 

WA'LLiNCroRD, a borough in BcTk- 
fiiire, with a market on Tburfday and 
Saturday. It wras once fiirroundrd by at 
Wail, and had a firong cafrle now demolilh- 
ert, and four churches, of whith were 
dcmolifiied in the civil Wars, and one of 
which only is now in iifc. It is fcated on 
the Thames, over w^hich is a ftone bridge, 
X4 mites NW of Reading, and 4-6 W of 
London.

Walling roRD, a town of the United 
States of N America, 13 miles NE of 
Nev^haven.

Walsall, a coi*poratc town in Staf- 
fordfiiire, with a market on Tliurfiiay and 
Friday.^ It has feveral manufadlures in 
iron, fuch as nails, bridlbbits, fiirraps, 
fpurs, buckles, &c. and is governed by a* 
mayor. It is fcated on the fide of a hill, iS 
miles 3 of Stafford, and 116 NW of Lon- 
don.

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Virgin Mary’s, or the Holy Well; and 
upon a ftone at the edge of it is a crofs, 
where the people ufed to kneel, and to 
throM’ in a piece of gold when they wifhed 
for any thing they wanted. W alllngham 
is 25 miles NW of Norwich, and 116

VITaltham, or Bishop’s Waltham, 
a toiRTi in Hampfhire, with a market on 
Friday.

WANDERSLEUrN, a town of Germany, 
in the circle of Upper Saxony. 

Wandiwash, a town of AGa in Hin- 
dooftan, in the Carnatic, 27 miles SSE of 
Arcot, and 38 NNW of Pondicherry. 

Wandsworth, a large village in 
Surry, feated on the Wandle, near its 
Confluence wdth the Thames, five miles 
WSW of London. AC the dole of the 
laft centui*)', many French refugees fettled 
here, and eftabldhed a French church, 
which is now a meeting for the method- 
ifts. The dying of cloth has been prac- 
tifed here for more than a century : there 
are allb manufadures for bolting cloth, 
the printing of calicoes and kerfeymeres, 
and the whitening and preffing of ftufFs ; 
with oil, iron, and w'hitclead mills, \me- 
gar vmrks, and diftillefies. Here is a 
quaker’s meeting-boufe, and two Ichools 
duldrca of that perfuafioa. The 
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tower of the church is ancient, but the 
church itfelf is a modem ftrudure. In 
Garret Lane, in this parifli, is a mock 
eledion, akcr every general eledioa of 
parliament, of a mayor of Garret ; ia 
which Mr. Foot’s dramatic piece of that 
name gave no fmall celebrity. 

Wangen, an inipenal town of Ger- 
many in Suabia. The inhabitants are pa- 
pifts, and carry on a great rrade in paper 
and hardware. It is feated on the Over- 
arg, 17 miles NE of Lindau, and 30 E of 
Conftance. Lon. 9 56 £, lat. 47 38 N. 

Wan GAN, a town of SwilTcrland, in 
Upper Argau, feated on the river Aar.

Wangen, a town of France, in the de- 
partment of Lower Rhine, and late pro- 
vince of Alfacc, fcatc'd on the fide of a 
mountaiu, and furrounded by a wall. It 
is eight miles NW ofStraibuig. lA)n.

Wangtriad* a town of the circle of 
Upper Rhine, in Gcniiany.

Wan I ocKHFAD, a village of Scotland, 
near the lead mines of Dumfnefhire, ancl 
on that account it has a confidcrable 'num- 
ber of i melting hoiifes. 

Wan ST FAD, a village in Kflex, famous 
for one of the rooft magniti'‘ent Ibats in 
England, called Wanftead Houfe. 

Wantage, a town in Pcrkfhire, with 
amaikct on Saturday. It i$ famous for 
being the birth{>lacc of king Alfred, and 
16 feated on a branch of the Ock, 1 2 miles 
S by W of Oxford, and 60 W of London. 
Lon. I 16 E, lat. 51 35 N. 

Wantalnau, a town of France, in 
the department of Lower Rliine, and late 
province of Alface. The Auftrians took 
this place in 1793. 

Wanzli ben, a town of Germany, in 
the circle of Lower Saxony, in the princi- 
pality of Magdeburg, 10 miles WSW of 
Magdeburg. 

Waradin, Great, a ftrong town of 
Upper Hungary, capital of a county of 
the lame name, with a ftrong citadel, and 
a bifliop’s fee. It was taken by the Turka 
in 1660, but the Auftrians retook it in 
1692. It is feJ'ted on the river Sebes 
Keres, 117 miles NE of Peteru^aradln, and 
150 ESE of Budo.

Waradin, Litile, a ftrong town 
of Sclavonia, capital of a county of the 
fame name, feated on the Drave, 28 miles 
WSW of Kamifca, and 34 N by £ of 
Zagrad.

Warcop, a village in We£bmorland ; 
there was formerly a large caAle here, 
which took up an acre of ground, and the 
walls of which were 15 feet tliick. 

Warde, a town of Denmark, in N

fame name, 15 miles N of Kipen. 

AVardhuys, a feaport of Danifh 
Lapland, feated on a fmall iAand of the 
fame name, near the continent. It has an 
old fort, here the governor reAdes, and is 
X 20 miles S£ of the North Cape. Lon. 3 z 
6 £, lat. 70 22 N. 

Ware, a toM^n in Ilertfordlhire, with 
a market on Tuefday. It is feated on the 
river Lea, by which a great trade is carried 
M to London in com ; 5000 quarters 
beine frequently fent in a week. Here 
are Auices and wears in the river, to pre- 
ferve it from Aoods. It is 21 miles N of 
London. Ia)n. 03 E, lat. 51 50 N. 

Warbridge, or Wardbridge, a 
town«in Cornwall, w'ith a market 011 Sa- 
turday. It has a bridge over the river 
Camel, w'hich is the handiomeft in the 
county, and fupported by 20 arches. It 
is 13 miles SW of Camelford, and 241 
W by S of London. I-ion. 5 9 W, lat. 
50 36 N. 

Ware HAM, a borough and feaport in 
DorfecAiirc, with a market on Saturday. 
It is ieated between the Fromc and Piddle, 
at their fall into Lochford Lake, the W 
part of Poole harbour. It was a very large 
place, and had feveral churches, now re- 
duced to three ; it alfo had a wall and a 
caHIe j but has fufieredfe much by the va- 
rious turns of fortune, tliat it is now only 
the Aiadow of wliat it was, and its harbour 
is choaked up. There is a good falinon 
^ihery here, over the river Frome, and this 
tomm is famous for tobacco pipe clay, 
xo,ooo terns of which are annually exported 
to London and other parts. Warcham is 
govehied by a mayor, fends two members 

to parHamcoti and is no miles £ of Dor- 
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chefler, and XX4 W by S of Lontifeif*

Warnfmundk, a feaport of Ger- 
many, in the circle of Lower Saxony, 
and duchy of Mecklenburgh. The Swedes 
had a houfe here to take toll ; but, in 
1710, when their afiairs were upon the de- 
clinci the duke of Mecklenburg put a gar- 
rifon in it. It is feated on the Baltic, at 
the mouth of the Wame, 26 miles N£ of 
Wifmar.

Warriore, a town of AAa In flindoof- 
tan, in the Carnatic, 3 z miles NN£ of Tan- 
jore, altd 55 SSW oi Pondicherry. 

Warsaw, a large city of Poland, the 
capital of that country, and of the province 
of Mafovia. Its fituation is not unpleafant : 
it is built partly in a plain, and jiartly upon 
a gentle afeent rifing fiom the l}ank8 otthe 
Viitula, which is about as broad as the 
Thames at Wclhniiiftcr-Bridge, but very 
lhallow in fumiiier. The city and its fub- 
urbs occupy a vail extent of ground ) and 
arc fuppofed to conuin between fixty and 
feventy thoufand inhabitants, among whom 
are a prodigious number 0|£ foreigners 
The whole town has a melancholy appear- 
ance, exhibiting that llrong contrail of 
wealth and poverty, luxury and diilrels, 
which pervades every part ot this unhappy 
country. I'he ilreets are fpacious, but ill- 
paved ; the churches and public buildings 
are large and magnificent : the palaces of 
the. nobility are numerous and ^lendid ; 
but the ercatefi part of the houfes, particul- 
arly in me fuburbs, are mean and ill-con- 
ilrudled wooden hovels. In the begin- 
ning of 1794, the emprefi of KuCAa. 
put a gan^on into this city^ in order 
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to compel the Poles to acquiefce In the* 
ufurpiitions fhe had in view, but this gar- 
rifon was foon expelled by the citizens. 
The infurrediion became general through- 
out Poland, and the king of Prullia laid 
liege to Warfaw in July, but was compel- 
led to raife the liege in September. It was 
undertaken, however, by the Ruflians, 
who, on November 4, took by llorm the 
fuburb of Praga ; a dreadful malTacre en- 
fued ; the whole of the fuburb was nearly 
reduced to aflics ; and the immediate con- 
fequence was the fiirrender of the city to the 
Ruflians , who made their triumphant entry 
Into it on the loth. Thejr dehvercd it up 
to the king of Pruflia, and m January 1796, 
his troops, to the number of 13,000, en- 
tered and took poireilion. Warfaw is 160 
miles S£ of Danlzic, 130 NNE of Cracow, 
and 300 N£ of Vienna.

Warwick, the county town of War- 
wicklhlre, with a market on Saturday. 
It was fortified with a wall, now in ruins ; 
but it has Bill a fine caftle of the ancient 
carls of Warwick, inhabited by the prefent 
poiTefTor of that title. Wan^dek is a bo- 
rough, governed by a mayor, and fends 
two members to parliament. It principal- 
#ly confiBs of one regular-built Breet, at each 
end of which is an ancient gate. It had 
anciently fix mcnaBcrics and fix churches ; 
of the latter two only remain : it has likc- 
wife a liandfomc fliirchoufe, a good free- 
fchool, and a noted hofpital for 1 3 decayed 
gentlemen. It is fituate on a rocky emi- 
nence, on the river Avon, and all the paf- 
fagcB to it arc cut through the rock, over 
which is a Bone bnage, 15 miles SSW of 
Coventry, and 93 NW of London. Lon.

WArwic\SHiRr, a county of Eng- 
land, 47 miles long and 30 broad ; bounded 
at its N txUcmity by a point of Dcrb}- 
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ihlrc, on the NW by Stafibrdfhire, on 
the NE by Ldceflcrfnirc, on tlic W by 
Worceflerfhirc, on the E by Northamp- 
tonfhire, on the SW by GlouccBerfhlrey 
and on the SE by Oxfordfhire. It lies 
partly in the diocefe of Lichfield and 
Coventry, and partly in that of Wor- 
ceBer ; contains four hundreds and one 
liberty, one city, 13 market-towns, and 
158 parifhes ; and fends fix members to 
parliament- The air Is very mild, plea- 
fant, and healthy. The woodland divi- 
fion, though now, for the moB part, clear- 
ed and culti\'atcd, Bill retains fomewhat of 
its wild charadler, being interfperfed with 
wide heaths and moors, and fpruikled with 
woods. The norlhem part has a gravelly 
foil ; but this changes to clay on advancing 
towards the middle. Mu( h cheefe of a 
good kind is made in tliis northern part 
of the county ; and it contains coal and 
limeBonc. The fouthem portion, former- 
ly called the Fcldon, is a tradf of great fer- 
tility, and very prcwliicBive of com. Itf 
chief river is the Learn, which joins the 
Avon near Warwick. Dunfmore-hcath, 
between thefe two rivers, now moflly en- 
clofcd, is the fccnc of fome of the fabulous 
Borics related of the famous Cxuy, earl of 
Warwick. The principal rivers are the 
Avon, Tame, and Arrow. The capital 
is Warwick, but Birmingham Is the largeB 
town. 

Washington, the name of feveral 
counties in the Uniictl States of America, 
namely, in Rhode Ifland, in New York, 
in Pennfylvania, in Maryland, in Vir- 
ginia, in Tennafiee, in N Carolina, in 
S Carolina, and in Georgia. Not only 
thefe, but 4 great many »)ihcr towns take 
their name from General Wafhington. 

Walhingion, a commercial town of 
the United States of N America, m N Ca- 
rolina, feated on the river Tar, 38 miles N 
by E of Newbem.

Washington, a town of N America, 
in the State of Gcorgi.i. In the vicinity is 
a medicinal Ipring, hcnefii ial in rheumatic 
cafes.

Washington, a city of N America, 
now building for thf mctropoli*. of the 
United States, It is Icated at -.he junaioa 
of the rivers Potomac an ' the EaBem 
Branch, extending about four miles up 
each, including a tioB of territory icarccly 
to be exceeded in i>oint of convenience, Bk- 
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Inbrity, and beauty, by any in the worW. 
This territoryi which is called Columbia, 
lies partly in the ftate of Virginia, and 
partly in that of Maryland, and was ceded 
by4^ofe two Hates to the United States of 
America, and by them eftabliflicd to be the 
feat ^f government, after the year xSoo* 
The plan combines not only convenience, 
regularity, elegance of profpedt, and a free 
circulation of air, but every thing gi^d 
and beautiful that can be introduced into 
a city# It is divided into fquares or CTand 
divifions, by ftreams running due N and 
S, and E and W, which form the ground- 
work of the plan. However, from the ca- 
pitol, the prefident’shoufe, and fome of the 
mportant areas in the city, diagonal 
ftrects, from one malcriai objeeft to ano- 
ther, which not only produce a great varie- 
ty of charming profpeAs, hut remove the 
iniipid famenefs which renders fome oth^ 
great cities unplealing. — ^Thcy were devif- 
ed, to connedl the leparate and moft diftant 
objedls with the principal, and to preferve 
through the whole a reciprocity of fight. 
Thefc great leading ftreets arc all i6o feet 
wide, including a pavement of lo feet, and 
a gravel W'alk of 30 feet, planted with trees 
on each fide, w»hich will leave 80 feet of 
paved ftreet for carriages. The reft of 
the Hrocts are, in general, no feet wide, 
with a few only 90 Icet, except North, 
South, and Eaft Capitol Streets, which are 
j 60 feet. The diagonal ftrects are named 
after the refpedlive Hates compofing the 
Union, while thofe running N and S arc, 
from the capitol caHward, named EaH 
FirH Street. EaH Second Street, &c. and 
tbofc W of it are, in the fame manner, cal- 
led WcH FirH Street, WcH Second Street, 
gtc. Thofe running E and W are, from 
the capitol northward, named North A 
Street, North B Street, &c. and thofe S of 
it are callejl South A Street, South B 
Street, &c. The fquares or divifions of 
the city amount to x 150. The rcdlangu- 
lar fquares generally contain from three 
to fix acres, and are divided into lots of 
from 40 to 80 feet in front, and their depth 
from about no to 300 feet, according to 
the fize of the fquare. The irregular divi- 
fions produced by the diagonal Itrccts arc 
fome of them fmall, but generally in va- 
luable fituations. Their acute points arc 
all to be cut off at 40 feet, fo that no houfe 
in the city w ill have an acute comer. All 
the houfes muH be of brick or Hone. The 
area for ihc capitol (or houfe for the legi- 
(lative bodies) is fituated upon the moH 
beautiful eminence in the city, about a mile 
from the EaHcm branch, and not much 
fnorc fropi the Potomac^ commanding a 


full view of every part of the city, as well 
as a confiderable extent of the country 
around# The prefident’s houfe will Hand 
upon a rifing ground, not far from the 
banks of the Potom;ic, poHeffing a delight- 
ful water profpedl, with a commanding 
view of the capitol, and fome other mate- 
rial parts of the city. Due S from the 
prefident’s houfe, and due W from the ca- 
pitol, run two great pleafurc parks or 
malls, which interfedt and terminate upon 
the banks of the Potomac, and are to be or- 
namented at the fides by a variety of ele- 
gant buildings, houfcb for foreign miniHers, 
&c. Interfperfed through the city, where 
the moH material fircets crofs each otlier, 
are a variety of open areas, formed in va- 
rious regular figures, which in great cities 
are extremely ufrful and ornamental. Fif- 
teen of the bieH of thefe areas are to be ap- 
propriated to the different Hates compofing 
the Union : not only to bear their rcfpcc- 
tive names, but as proper places for them 
to eredl Hatues, obelifks, or columns, to the 
memory of their favourite eminent men. 
Upon a fmall eminence, where a line due 
W from the capitol, and due S from the 
prefident’s houfe, would inlerledl, is to be 
eredled an equeHrian Hatue of general 
Wafliington, late prefident of the United 
States. Proper places are marked out for 
other public buildings ; as a marine hof- 
pitai, with its gardens ; a general exchange, 
and its public walks ; a fort, magazines, 
and arfenals ; a city hail, churches, col-r 
leges, market houfes, theatres, &c. T^c 
prefident of the United States, in locating 
the feat of the city, prevailed upon the pro- 
prietors of the foil to cede a certain portion 
of the lots in every fituation, to be fold by 
his diredlion, and the proceeds to be lolely 
applied to the public buildings, and other 
works of public utility within the city. 
This grant will produce about is»ooolots, 
and will be fufficient, not only to ere£l the 
public buildings, but to dig a canal, conduifr 
water thro’ the city, and to pave and light 
the Hreets, which will fiive a heavy tax 
that arifes in other cities, and conlcquently 
render the lots confiderably more valuable. 
The EaHem Branch of the Potomac is 
one of the iofeH and moH commodious 
harbours in America, being fufficiently 
deep for the largeH Hiips, for about four 
miles aliove its mouth ; while the channel 
lies clofc along the edge of the city, and 
is abundantly capacious. — ^This river con- 
tains 30 and 35 feet to near the up- 
per end of the city, where it is 18 and 
ao feet deep. The city being fituated upon 
the great poH road, cxadlly equidiltant 
from the N and S cxUciuities of thQ 
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fJnioiiy tnd jiearly fo from t^e Atlantic 
Ocean to the river Ohio» upon die beft 
navigation, anJ in the midft of the rich- 
efl commercial terntory in America, com- 
manding the moil extenfive internal 
rcfources, is by frr the moft eligible Situ- 
ation for the rcfidence of congref's, and k is 
now preffing forward, by the public-fpinted 
enterprize, not only of the people of tlie 
Unit^ States, but aKb of foreigners. 
The inland navivation of the Potomac is 
fo far advanced, that craft loaded widi 
Induce now come down that river and its 
leveral branches, from upwards of i8o 
miles to the great falls, which are within 
14 miles of die city. By means of the 
canals at the great and litde frdls the na- 
vivation is entirely opened between tide 
water and the head branches of the Poto- 
mac, which produces a communication by 
water between the city of Waflirngton and 
the interior parts of Viiginia and Mary- 
land, by means of the Potomac, the Sliaii- 
nandoah, the South Branch, Opccan, Cape 
Capon, Patterfon’s Creek, Conoocheguc, 
and Monocafey, for upwards of aoo miles 
through one of the molt healthy, plealant, 
and fertile regions in America, producing, 
in vaft abundance, tobacco of fuperior 
quality, hemp, Indian com, wheat, and 
ocher Ihiall grain, with fruit and vegeta- 
bles peculiar to America, in vail abun- 
dance. The lands upon the Potomac, 
above the city of Wa&ington, all around 
it, and for fixty miles l^low, are high and 
diy^, abounding with innumerable fpniigs 
of excellent water, and well covered w-iih 
large timber of various kinds. A few 
miles below the city, upon the banks of 
the Potomac, are inexhauitahle nmuntaiiib 
of excellent frecllone, ol the white and red 
Portland kinds, of which the public edi- 
fices in the city are now building. Above 
the city, alfo upou the banks of the river, 
are immenfe quantities of excellent coal, 
Umeltone, and marble, with blue Hate of 
the beft quality. The Tyber, which is 
the principal ftream that palTcs through 
the city, is to be collected in a grand reicr- 
voir, belide the capitol, whence it will be 
carried in pipes to diftenint parts of the 
city ; while its furplus water will fall 
down in beautiful cafeades, through 
the public gardens weft of die capitol, 
into a cand. The plan of this city 
was formed by major L’Eiifant ; and the 
founding of it in fuch an eligible fituation, 
upon iuch a liberal and elegant piari, will 
by future generations be confidered a& a 
high proof of the wifdom of the late 
preilde^t of (he Uxtited Sut^, wliile 


nime keep frdh in mind, to the end 
of time, the obligations thc*y are under 
to that illuftrious charadfer. It is X44 
miles SW of Philadelphia, the prdfent ca- 
pital of the United States.

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Savo^. The government, both of the city 
and liberties, is under the jurifdidlion of 
the dean and chapter of Weftminiler, in 
civil as well as ecclefiaftical aflTairs ; and 
their authority extends to the precindt of 
St. Martin le Grand, by No^'gate-ftreet, 
and in fomc towns of EiTcx, that arc ex- 
empted from the jurlfdidUon of the blfhop 
of London and the archblfhop of Canter- 
bury ; but the management of the civil 
part has, fever fince the Reformation, been 
in the hands of laymen, eledled from time 
to time, and con^ned by the dean and 
chapter.

W r stmoreland, a county of England, 
enclufed between thofe of Cumberland, 
York, and Lancailer ; the hrit bounding it 
on the N and N W ; the fecond on the E ;

parts of that county. Its fhape is lo irre- 
gularly angular, fomc what refemblmg that 
of a vine-leaf. Its fizc is lefs than of tlic 
other northern counties ; yet, in its great- 
eft length and breadth, it tncalures about 
forty miles. l‘he name of this county is 
deferiptive of its nature. It is the wtft 
moorland; a region of lofty mountains, 
naked hills, and black barren moors, which 
here, as well as in Ciunbcrland, arc alfo 
called felh* The vallies in which the 
rh'crs run are tolerably fertile ; and in the 
north -eafteni ejuarter there is a confidcrahlc 
iracft of cultivated plain. The reft of 
the county affords only narrow dells and 
glens of fertility amidft tlie dreary' hills and 
extended waftes. Neither are its mineral 
treafures confiderable. It wants coals ; 
and the metallic ores it contains either lie 
fo dead, or arc fo remotely fituated, as not 
to be worth working. It abounds in flaie 
of the fincll quality, large quantities of 
wdiich are exported. The principal rivers 
arc the Eden, Lone, and Ken. It has alfo 
feveral fine lakes, tlie principal of which 13 
Wlnnander-mere, or Windemicre-waicr. 
In tlie forell of Martindale, to the S of 
IJlls-vi'atcr, the breed of red ciccr ftill exifts 
in a wild ftate. Appleby is the county- 
town. 

Westmoreland, a county of Penn- 
fylvania, 50 miles long and 40 broad. 
In 1790, it contained 1^018 inhabitants. 
Orecnlburg is the capital. 

Westthalia, one of tlie circles of 

Germany, bound^ on the £ by Lower 


Saxony ; on the S by Hefle, Wefterwald; 
and the Rhine ; on the W by the United 
Provinces ; and on the N by the German 
Ocean. The foil produces paftures and 
fomc •com, though there are a great many 
marihes. The horfes are large, and the 
hogs in high efteem, cfpecially tlic hams, 
known by the name of Weftphalia hams. 
The principal rivers are the Wefer, Einibs, 
Lippe, and Roer. It contains the fove- 
reign biftioprics of Olnabiirg, Munfter, 
and Paderhom ; the principality of Min- 
nen ; the counties of Ravenlbcrg, Tcck- 
Icngburg, Ritburgh, Lippe, I^mgow, 
Spigelbure, Sbauenburg, Hove, JDiep- 
holt, Delmcnhorft, Oldenburg, Embden 
or E Frieftand, ]^ntheim, and Lingeli.

Miinfter is the moft confiderable city in 
this circle. 

Westphalia, a duchy of Germany, 
in the circle of Weftphalia, 40 miles long 
anti a y broad ; bounded on the N by the 
biihoprics of Munfter and Ofnaburg, and 
the county of Lippe ; on the W by that of 
Marck ; on the S by the territories of Naf- 
fau ; and on tlic E by the counties of Wit - 
genftein, H?rtzfelil, Waldeck, and ihf 
iandgravate of Hefie, being about 4c miles 
in length, and 25 in breadth.

W fldc of an inlet of the fca, but its port « 
injured by the fand, othat its trade, M'hicb 
was once confiderable, is much reduced, 
a few Ihips only being fent hence to New^ 
fouiidlaud. This town is remarkably 
well fituated for batliing, having an ex- 
cellent fandy beach, and on that account is 
reforted to by perfons of all ranks, and their 
majeliies and the royal family generally 
honour this place with their rcfidence a few 
weeks every year. This in Ibme degree 
compenfates for the lofs of its trade. A 
few plain and firiped cottons ore made 
here. Weymouth is 1 30 miles WSW of 
London.

Whidah, a kingdom of Guinea, on 
the Slave Coail, extending about 10 miles 
along the Atlantic, under 6 29 N lat. It 
is A very populous country, and very w'ell 
fumiflicd with large villages ; and there 
are fo many fmall ones, that Uiey arc not 
above a mufquct Ihot from each other. The 
houfes arc fmall, and round at the top, 
and enconipafled with mud walls or 
hedges, together with a great number of 
all forts of beautiful and lofty trees, w'hicli 
afford tlie mofl beautiful profpedl in the 
world j infomuch that thofw. that have been 
here reprticni it as a pcrfedl Paradift. 
The fields are alw'a) s grcci;, and ihcy cul- 
tivate beans, potatoes, and fruits j nor will 
the negroes here let a foot of ground re- 
niain uiu ultivatcd. Befidcs, they fow 
again the very next day after they have 
reaped. The inhabitants art greatly civi- 
h/ed and \ery rffpedful to each other; 
eipecially to their lujieiiors, and they ar' 
alio fo induftrious, that even the women 
are never idle. Tbele brew the beer, drtls 
the viifluals, and fell all Ibrts of commodi- 
ties at the market. Thole tliat arc 1 1 h 
employ thcii wives and flaves ni tilling 
the land, and they carry on a confiderable 
trade witli the produviil as well as in flaves ; 
for fume ol llieni are able to deliver looo 
of the latter every month. The chief men 
have generally 40 01*50 waives, the princi- 
pal captains 3 or 40P, and the king 4 or 
5000. However, tlie^^ are extremely jeal- 
ous, and, on the leafl fufpicion, w'lil lell- 
tliemto the Europeans for flaves. If any 
one happens to touch the king’s wives ac- 
cidentally, he is doomed to pcrj'vetual 
flavcry. 'piis being confidered, it is no 
wonder that the women arc not fond of 
being the king’s wives ; nay, fomc of them 
will prefer a Tpeedy death to liich a mifrr- 
able life. The king fets httV value upon 
his daughters, for he will dii^mfe of them 
to the faiflors of tlie Lnglifh company, 
or tlie mafkers of flnps that come theic. 
Thty live u) a manner by guefs ; for they

WiDDiN, a Greek arch iepifcopal town 
of Turkey in Europe. This town has 
been long a fubjcdl of i ontention between 
the Turks and AuAnans, and has feveral 
times been taken and retaken. It is now 
well known on account of being the capi- 
tal of the government of the Utc Pacha Paf- 
wan Oglou, who has been in arms for feve- 
fal years of late, and has repeatedly difeom- 
tiled the Turkilh armies fent againit him. 
In X799 Porte were obliged to make 
peace with him almoit on his own terms, 
irom which wemay infer he is no dcfpicable 
enemy.

The)’’ appear to he incx- 
bauRible, as will eafily be conceived from 
the following account of itsdimenfions. Its 
known breadth is 1115 feet; its length 
6691 feet ; and dqiih 743 ; and the belt 


judges on the fpot fuppofe, with the great- 
eft appeal ance of probability, this folid 
body of ialt to branch into various direc- 
tions, the extent of which cannot be 
known : of that part which has been per- 
forated, the depth is only calculated as hr 
as they have hitherto dug : and who can 
afeertain how much farther it may deft 
cend. Here are fereral fmall chapels ex- 
cavated in the fait, in which mafs is faid on 
certain days of the year ; one of ihefc cha- 
pels is above 30 feet long and 25 broad : 
the altar, the crucifix, the ornaments of the 
church, the ftatues of feveral faints, are all 
carved out of the fall. Many of the exca- 
vations or cliarnbers, fiom whence the fait 
has been dug, are of an immenfe fize ; 
fomc arc fupported with timber, others by 
vaft pdlars ot fait, which are left ftanding 
for tliat purpofc : feveral of vaft dimeniions 
are witliout any fupporc in the middle. 1 
remarked (fays Mr. Coxe) one of this lat- 
ter fort in particular, which w'as certainly 
80 feet in hciglit, and fo extremely long 
and broad, as almoit to appear amid the 
fubterraneous gloom without limits. nTie 
roots of thefe vaults are not arched, but 
flat. The immenfe fize of thefe chambers, 
with the fpacious paflages or galleries, to- 
gether with the chapels above-mentioned, 
and a few fheds built for the horfes which 
arc foddered below, probably gave rife to 
the exaggerated accounts of fomc travel- 
lers, that thefe mines contain feveral vil- 
lages inhabited by colonies of miners who 
never lee the light. It is certain that thci c 
is room fulHc lent for fuch purpofes ; but 
the fa<ft is, that the miners liave no dwel- 
lings under ground, none of them remain- 
ing below more than eight hours at 3 
time, when they are relieved by others 
from above. In truth, thefe mines are of 
moll ftupendous extent and depth, and are 
fufliciently w'ondeiful without the leaft 
exaggeration. Wc found them as dry as 
a room, w'lthout the leaft damp or moif- 
turc ; obferving only in our whole progrefs 
one l^all fpring of water, which b im- 
pregnated with fait as it runs through the* 
mine. Thefe mines have been worked 
alxive 600 years. Before the partition 
of Poland, in 1772, they furnilhed a 
confidcrablc part of the revenue of the 
king, who drew from them an average 
profit of about 97,000!.

Wigan, a borough in Lancalhire, with 
a market on Monday and Friday.

That 
moft elegant fpecies of coal, called Cannel, 
is found in plenty and gieat perfeftion in 
the neighbourhood.

Wight, an iAand on the coaft of 
Hampfhire, from which it is feparated 
by a narrow channel. It is in length about 
thirteen miles, in breadth twenty one. It 
IS nearly divided into two equal parts by 
the river Ccni^'es, which, riling m the s 
angle, difeharges itfelf at the N into the 
channel, oppofitc the mouth ol Southamp- 
ton-l)ay. The E and \v points of the 
illaiid arc almoA cut off from the body by 
arms of tlie fea. The s coaft is edged with 
♦ cry fteep cliffs of chalk and freeftone, hol- 
lowed out into caverns in various parts. 
*I’he w fide is fenced with ridges of rocks, 
of which the molt rc*markable are thofe cal- 
led, from their fliaip extremities, the 
Needles. Between tiic ifland and the mam 
are various fand-banks, efjiccially off the 
f part, where is the fofe road of St. He- 
ien%. Acrofs the ifland from t to wruns 
a ridge of hills, forming a tra<5l of fine 
doMjis, with a chalky or marlv foil, Mhich 
feed a great number of fine-fleeced fheep. 
Rabbits are alfo very plentiful here. To 
tlic K of this ridge tlie land is chiefly pai- 
ture ; to the s of it is a rich arable country, 
pniducing great crops of corn. 'I'bc va- 
riety of proljK’cfts which this ifland affords, 
its mild air, and ilic neat manner in which 
the fields are laid out, render it a very de- 
lightful fpot. It is devoted almoft Iblcly to 
liufbandry, and has no manufadory. It 
is one of the principal rcfources of the 
London market for unmaltcd barley. A- 
mong its produdls arc to he reckoned a 
pure white pipe clay, and a fine w'hire 
chrj’ftaliiie fand; of the latter of which 
great quantitii-s are exported for the ufe of 
*fhe glafs-w'orks in various ])arts. Its prin- 
eipal town is tlie boiougli of New^port: 
it hkewife contains the iwo Inull boroughs 
of Newton and Yarmouth, 

WiGHTON, a tow'ri in the E riding of 
Yorkfhirr, w^ith a market on WednelUay, 
feated at the fource of the Skclfter, 16 
miles S£ of York, and 19Z N l)y w of 
London.

WiGTONSHiRE, a coiinty in Scotland, 
comprehending the w part of Galloway, 
and the Regality of Gknlucc, extends 
about 31 miles in length from i to w, and 
as much from N to s, is bounded on the 
N by A}Tfhirc, and on the w by the Irifh 
Sea. This part of it ftretches into the fea 
in form of a peninfiila, indented on both 
fidcs by two inlets called Lochrian and 
the bay of Glenluce. Galloway is a 
hilly country, well watered with lakes and 
running flreams, and having fcvei al com- 
modious citreks and harbours, but is defti- 
tute of w'ooil and fueL I'he people em- 
ploy themfelvcs peipetually in fiflnng on 
tlie coaft, as well as in the lakes and ri- 
vers ; m wlikli bft they cateh innumerable 
multitudes of eels, part of which tlicy 
fait for importation. — Thofe who do not 
employ thcmfelves in this manner, engage 
tlieiiifelvt s in fanning, or in bt ceding of 
iheep, v hofe wool turns out to great ad- 
vantage ; or in railing black cattle, of 
which 50,000 are annually cx})ojted to 
England. Tliey have bketMle a final! 
breed of horfes peculiar to the count v, and 
calUd Galloways ; which are very Arong, 
gentle, and fit lor laliour. The land that 
pi ojcdks into the fia between the two hays 
of Lochrian and (Glenluce, is called the 
Kennes of Calloway, and counted one of 
the moft barren and rugge-d parts of Scot- 
land. On the w coall is Port Patrick, 
from whence the packet boat fails to Do- 
naghadee, in Ireland ; the channel in this 
place beiog not more than 30 miles over. 
Prom a neighbouring hiil, one may fee, in 
a fine day Jrdand to the SW, the coaft of 
Cumberland and the Ifle of Man to the 
r>E, and to the N the ifland of Hay and the 
Mull of Kuityre. 

WiniTJiCH, a frontier town of Turkey 
in Europe, in Bolnia, feated on a lake 
formed by the river Unna, 40 mile* SE 
of Carlftadt.

7 'hc hcad- 
of tlic '1 Jiamcs in f^ioui efltrlhiic aie vtr) 
luai the bolder of ihis county ; and hvci 
ralof Its tributary 1 ills rife in the N of Wilt- 
fliirc 77 ie ehaih hiils occupy by their va- 
rious ridges a confidciablc part ot the niid» 
die of this \ oynt) , forming Mnitc downs 
m the iieiglibourhood of Marlboiuugh. 
Below the middle begins that cxtcnlive 
trail of open doM-ns and heaths, great 
part of Mhich bears the name of Salifbury 
plain, the nioft remarkable ijNit of the 
kind in Enghnd. Over Ihtfe Milds, 
llretchingbcyond the reach of fight, Mean- 
der vaft flocks of Ibecp with their fohtary 
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i[ke{Jierds, the (ole tenant*! of the plaint 
except the buftard, the wheat-car, and a 
tfew other lovers of the defert. Ruins of 
Homan, Saxon and Danllh monuments 
are fcattered through thefe diftriAs ; 
among which the famous Stonehenge rifes 
diftinguiihed to the view. ^ The foil of 
this unttultivated wafte is faid to be natu- 
rally good, producing wild bumet, and 
fine erailes excellent for (heep. Its edges 
arc Kitilized by folding the flocks upon 
the plowed land, and yield abundant crops 
of rye, barley, and wheat. To the South 
. of the largeft trail of plain is a rich well- 
inhabited country, watered by various 
fireams. Between the rivers WlUy and 
l^^adder lies the Chicklade ridge of hills, 
among which is Chilmark, noted for its 
quarries. Beyond the Nadder, to the 
borders of Dorfetfliire, the open plain re- 
appears. The chief manufailures arc the 
different branches of the clothing trade. 
The principal nVers are the Upper and 
Lower Avon, the Nadder, Willy, Bourac. 
and Keimet. This county lies in the 
ilioccfe of Salllbiiry ; contains 29 hun- 
dreds, one city, 2 4 markei-toums, and 
304 parilhes ; and fei^s 34 members to 
parliament. Sahlbury is the capital. 

WiMBLETON, a village in Surry, on 
an elevated heath. Here is a park be- 
longing to Earl Spencer, whence may 
be feen 19 parifh churches, exclufivc of 
thofe of London and Weliminfter- On 
Wimbleton Common, is a circular en- 
campment, including feven acres : the 
trench very deep and perfcdl. Cambden 
fuppofes It to have been the tlte of 
a battle in ^68, between Ceaulin king of 
the Weft Saxons, and Ethclbert king of 
Kent, in whic-h die latter was defeated. 
At Wmblcton are copper mills, a manu- 
fadlure for printing callicoes, and another 
#f japan ware.

Winch COMB, a town in Gloucefter- 
ihlre, with a market on Saturday. It 
was formerly noted for its abbey, whofe 
mitred abbot had a feat in parliament.

WiNCHELSEA, a town in SuiTex, one 
of tltf ciimue ports. It was built in the 
reign of Edward 1 , on the deftnidtion of a 
more ancient town of the fame name, 
with 18 churches, and diftant about three 
miles. It was fwallowed up by the fea, 
in a terrible tempeft, and the new town 
being Tacked by the French and Sjuiniards, 
and deierted by the fea, dwindled to a 
mean place. It is a corporation, and fends 
two members to parliament. It is leated 
on a rocky cliff, on an inlet of the fea, 
and had a haven, now choked up. Three 
of the gates are ftill ftanding, but much 
decayed. 'Winchelfea is two miles sw 
of Rye, and 71 sw of London. Lon.o

Winch ENDON, a town of the United 
Sutes of N America. In 179^, a dread- 
fill tornado did a deal of damage to this 
town. It is fituate on Miller’s lUver, 60 
miles NW of Bofton. 

Winchester, a city of Hampfliire, 
with two markets, on Wednefday and 
Saturday. It is pleafantly feated in a val- 
ley between hills, on the delightful river 
lulling, and b about one mile and a half 
in circumference round the walls, throqgh 
which there are four gates: however, 
there b feme wafte ground within the 
walb, and at prefent but five parifh-chur- 
cbes, befides the cathedral, which is a 
large and beaulilul ftrucfture, and in which 
are interred feveral Saxon kings and 
queens, and its altar piece is laid to be 
the fineft in England. The other remar- 
kable buildings are, tlie bifliop’s palace, 
the hall MTherc the a^zes are kept, and the 
college or Ichool, which lalt b without the 
walls. King Charles II. appointed Sir 
Chrlftophcr Wren to build a royal palace 
here, but he never lived to fee h finiflied ; 
nor has it been hitherto according to the 
original plan. In the late wars it was 
fitted up for the reception of prifeners, 
but is now inhabited by a great number 
of the French emigrsmt clergy. Near the 
3 end of the city b the hmpital of St. 
Cro^ founded by a bilhop of thb fee, 
a mafter, nine poor br^t&cDt and four 
4 « 
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out-pcnfioiicrs. All travellers, who call 
at tills hofpital, have a right to demand 
fome bread and beer, which is always 
brought to them. Near the E pate of 
the city is St. John’s hofpital, in the hall 
of which the corporation jprvc their enter- 
tainments. The city is mterfperfed with 
a great many gardens which contribute 
to its heahhinefs and beauty, Winchefter 
was of gi^at note in the time of the 
Saxons, and here Egbert was crowmed 
the firft foie monarch of England. The 
city is governed by a mayor, and fends 
two members to parliament. It is feated 
in a valley on th^ river Itchen, ai miles 
NW of Chicheftcr, and 63 W by N of 
London.

Winchester, a town of the United 
States of N America, in Virginb, with a 
great maiui failure of hats and another of 
faddles.

It extends 10 miles from N 
to S, but in no part broader than a mile ; 
and e^xhibils a greater variety of fine 
landfcapes than any lake in England. It 
is famous for its fine char, and abounds 
alfo With trout, perch, pike, and e«*J. 
It has a communication on the W with 
Efthwaite water ; and its principal feeders 
are the rivers Rothay and Bratbay. This 
lake is frequently interfeded by promon- 
tories, and I’pottcd with iflands. Among 
thefe, the Holme, or Great Ifland, an 
olilong trad of 30 acres crofles the lake 
in an oblitjuc line, furrounded by a num- 
ber of infenor ifles, finely wooded. Not 
one bulrufh, or fwampy reed, defiles the 
margin of this lake.

Windsor, a confidcrable borough in 
Berkfhire. It is pleafantly feated on ths 
banks of the Thames, on a beautiful emi- 
nence. It is celebrated for its magnificent 
caftle, built originally by William the 
Conqueror, and enlarged by Henry I. 
It has been enlarged and repaired by 
feveral monarchs, and Charles II reftored 
the caftle to its priftine fpleiidonr : he en- 
lar^^d the windows, and made them re- 
gnhir ; fumiihed the royal apartments 
wdth paintings ; enlarged the terrace walk/ 
made by queen Elifabcth on the N fide 
of the cafde; and carried another ter- 
race round the E and S (ides, llis prefent 
majefty has alfo made very fine improve- 
ments in it. This caftle is feated on a high 
hill, which riles by a gentle afeent. It is a 
place of great ftrength on account of its fitu- 
ation,ab it ftandson an eminence andaffords 
a moft delightful and extenfive profpeift o- 
ver the coumry to a confiderable diftance. 
The royal foundations in this caftle are ; 
the order of the gaiter, inftituted in I349> 
confifting ot the Ibvereign, and 2$ knights 
coinp.inion$, cxclufive of the princes of 
the Wood-royal ; and the royal college of 
St. George, tonfiitmg of a dean, 12 
canons, (even minor canons, and iS poor 
knights ; and the ceremony of inflalling 
the kuights of the Garter i» performed oi\ 
St. George’s day, with great pomp and 
nnignificencc ; and St. George’s Hall, 
which is paved with marble, is one of the 
fineft rooms in Europe. The royal chapel, 
at the E end of it, is alfo paved witli marble 
and adorned with carv^ed work, exceeding 
curious. St. George’s cliapel, in which 
the knights of the Garter arc inftalled, iff 
one of the moft beautiful and (lately Go- 
thic biuldings in the world ; in the choir 
are the Halls for the a6 knights, with ban- 
ners over them, and a throne for the fovc- 
reign. As the knights die, their banners 
arc taken down, and their titles and coats 
of arms engraved on little copper plates and 
nailed to the (tails, from whence they are 
never removed. Tlie apartments of this 
palai.e arc adorned with curious paintings, 
and the rooms are large and lofty, info- 
much that they arc hardly to be parcelled 
in Europe. Oppofite the S£ fide of the 
caftle, is a modern-built manfion, called 
the Queen’s Lodge. Adjoining the 
Queen’s Lodge is the little Falk. On the 
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S fide of the town is the Great Pkrk» 
which 18 14 miles m circumference. It 
has a noble road irom the town, through a 
double plantation of trecs^ to the Ranger’s 
Lodge. On the death of the laft ranger, 
Henij Frederic duke of Cumberland, his 
majeuy took the management of this 
park into his own hands : and the im- 
provements made by his majelH', are very 
confiderable with rerpe< 5 l to agricultural 
utility, as well as rural beauty. Windfor 
js 17 miles £ by N of Reading, and 
sta W of London.

Windsor Forest, a foreft in the £ 
part of Berkihire, 30 miles in circumfer- 
ence.

It contains fevcral towns 
and villages, of which C)kingham, near 
the centre of the foreft, ia the principal.

The market-place 
is furrounded by futtlers’ booths, which 
are only permitted to fell certain forts of 
meat, as beef, pork, and the flefh of goats 
and dogs. Here fiaves of both fexes are 
bought and fold, as well as oxen, fheep, 
dogs, hogs, fifh, and birds.

Yarmouth, a borough in Norfolk, 
with a market on Wednefday and Satur- 
day. It is feated at tlie mouth of tine 
Yare, and has long been known asemeof 
the print .pal iea*poits in England j and 
though from the fliidhiation ol trade feve- 
ral newer ones liave outllTipped it m buli- 
nefs, it ftill ictams confiderable confe* 
quence in its double capacity of a port and 
a filhing town. By means of its nvera it 
enjoys all the import and export trade of 
Norwich, and various places on that fide 
of Norfolk and SulTolk. To them it con- 
veys coal, timber, and foreign produ<fls ; 
and by its means are exported their corn 
and malt in vail quantities, and their ma- 
iiula<5lured goods. Its harbour will not 
admit Ihips of large burden, but U ex- 
tremely convenient for bufinefr, the veflcl* 
lying in the river along a very cxttnfive 
and beautiful quay, 'i'hc foreign trade of 
this port is chiefly to the Baltic, Holland, 
Portugal, and the Mediterranean. It alio 
fends fliips to the GreciUand fifhery. The 
home filhing is carried on at two feadbns } 
that for mackrdi in May and JubC} and 
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that for herring in O^ober and Notiem- 
her. The latter ia the molt contidcrable ; 
and, bclidea the boats belongii^ to the 
to\ni, many coblei from the lorklhire 
coail, hired for the puipoie, are employed 
in it. Yarmouth ia much fre<}uented in the 
feafon as a place for fea-bathing. It ia go- 
verned by a mayor, and Umda two mem- 
bers to parliament. The market place i« 
very fpacaoua ; but the ftreeta, in gener^ 
are very narrow, and juft wide enough 
for their little carriages to tlirou^. 
Thefe carriages are a kind of ile^e^ 
drawn by one hor&, and calculated iotire- 
ly for thefc ivirrow llrccts. Here arc two 
churches ; that of St. Nicholaii has a lofty 
fteeple, which ferves as a feamaxk, and 
whiiJi ever way it is view’e^ it appears 
crooked. Oft the mouth of^the harbour 
is a bar, whiLh prevents the entry oflhlps 
of large biu-deo ; and the many fandbanks 
off the coaft, at a diftance, form the Y^- 
mouth Roads, fo noted for frequent ihip- 
wrecks. Yarmouth is *7 miles E ot Nor- 
wich, and ira NR of London.

Yfovil, or IvFL, a corporate town in 
Somcrfctfhirc, with a market on Friday. 
Here is a manuta^Vpre of cloth, but ilie 
principal one is of gloves. It is feated on 
the Ivel, 20 miles S of Wells, and 123

YESD,a town of Perfia, in Irac Agenu, 
on the road from Kerman to Ifpahan.

Yonne, a department of France, con- 
taining part of tne late province of Bur- 
gundy'.

Yorxman, a province of Gufena^

York, a city, the capital oC York*' 
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Ihircy vrith an arcfibifhop’s fte. and a 
market on Tutfilay, Thiirfday, and Satur- 
<kry. It is the EbfU'acum of the Kotnans^ 
and many of their coffinc* nrnsy coitiS} 
&c. have been found here. It has always 
beeA confidered as the capital of the 
Korth, and, in point of rank, as the ie- 
cond city m the kin^om : 2md, although 
it is now fnrpafied ro 'hreadtli and populo^- 
nefs hy many of the more modem trading 
towns, it ftHl fupports a confidcrable de- 
gree of consequence, and is the refidence 
of many genteel famHtes. The cathedral 
of St. Peter, generally callc*! the niiiifter, 
is reckoned the iilolt elegant and magnifi- 
cent Gothic ftruehii'c in the kingdom, 
lancoha perhaps excepted, fmm its top 
is fteii a valt extent of country, particularly 
the open Wouldfc to the K. ftixtching al* 
molt to the iea. Befidc:. this < athecbal, 
York contains 17 churdies in ulc. It is 
divide (I by the Oufe into two parts, which 
are united hy a Hone bridge of five ar.hes, 
and the river is navigable to this city tor 
vefleU of 70 tons buidcn, altiiough it is 60 
miles Irom the lea. Its calUe bulk hy 
William the Conqueror, is now a county 
prifon for debt<ir8 and felons. This city, 
which L a liberty independent ot either of 
the ridings, has jurifdidaon over <}6 villages 
and hamlets W of the Oufe, called the 
Lilierty of Ainfiy. It is di\ ided into four 
wards, has 28 parlihes, and is walled 
rouml, Tliere was a great trade here for- 
merly ; but it has decayed fiuce rhe refor- 
mation, and the abolition of the court of 
the prefident of the north. The plenty 
and chcapnefs of provilions here brings 
abundance of ftrangers hirhcr for the con- 
vcniency of boarding ; and the remains that 
are Itill to be lecn here, of the ingen»iily 
and grandeur of the old Romans, befides 
the rums of abbeys, caliks, and chuiches, 
of a later date, attratS and detain every 
travelled who is inquilitivc after antiquities 
or enriofities. It is a dukcxlom belonging 
to the royal iamtly ot England. Thj 
guildhall, built in 1446, is a grand flruc- 
#tiirt, fupported by two rou^ of oak pillars, 
each pillar, ft tingle tree. The corpora- 
tion built a manfion houfe. in 1728, for 
the lord mayor : and here is alio a theatre 
royal, and an afylum tor lunatics. York 
it 70 miles S by E of Durham, and 198 N 
by WofLondon.

YoRKSHiRB, a county of England, 
double in fixe to any of the other ; fund- 
ed on the N by Durham and Wcfhnore- 
land f 611 the £ by the German Ocean :

Chefter, Derby, Nottingham, and Joia- 


coin. lu moft remarkable natural inland 
boundaries are, tbe river Tees to the N, 
the ridge of hills called the EngJifh Apen- 
nines to the W, and the arm of the fea 
named the Humber to the SW. TTuf 
length of this county is above eighty miles, 
and its breadth ait hundred. From its 
great extent it has been diftrihuted into 
three main divifions, caHed Ridings, Of 
thefethe N Riding ccmiprehends the whole 
northern part from fide to fide, defeending 
to the capital in the centre : the £ Riding 
takes the fouth-cafiem part, from the river 
Ouie to the fea ; and the W Riding com- 
priles all.the reft of the county, which is not 
only the weftem, bat moft of the fouthem 
part. Yorkftitre, in this wide cumpafs, 
contains an abllraift of the w'hole kingdom 
W'ith refpedl to Ibil, produds, and face of 
country. Towards the NW and W it' 
poliefibs all the grandeur and romantic 
variety of tbe mountainous regions. 'I‘he 
middle part, from N to S, is equal in fer- 
tility to moft tracks of land in England, 
l^art of the S and S£ is matihy, and af- 
fords excellent pafturage for cattle. Much 
flax is grown in parts of this diftriift, 
fea-coaft, except the fouthem part of ibjik 
in general naked and dreary, ronfiflin^fSTV 
ulde extended moors and baiven hills.) 
Ibis county is extremely well watered, 
and Its rivers are difpofed in a fingularly 
l^autiful manner. They rife, in general, 
in the mountainous fkuts of die county, 
from the N£ round to the SW ; and, 
uniting as they jiroceed towards its centre, 
like the veins of a fpreading leaf, at length 
tenuiiiate in one main trunk, which ili'uea 
in the Huinbtr. Of thefe the principal, 
and that which alone preferves its name to 
the Humber, is the Northern Oufe. Fiwn 
the mouth of the Tecs the Yorklhire coaft 
commences high and rude, interfperfed 
with many fifhing villages, finguiarly 
placed like nefts upon the ledges of the 
rocks. No coaft in England abounds 
more in fifli of various kinds than this ; and 
it breeds an induftrious and hardy race of 
fifhtrmen, who purfiie their prey to great 
diitanccs, and fupply the inland country 
for a large kxtent. Tbe diftndl of Cleve- 
land, inland from this part of the coaft, is a 
fertile, though mountaittous country, and 
breeds great numbers of ..atlle. Tlic worfi 
parts breed lean cattle ; but, on the fidet 
of the hills, in tbe vallies and plains, it pro- 
duces good corn, and rich paftuii'es for large 
cattle. Richmondiliire, on the NW of 
this riding, was formeily a county of k- 
felf : here many lead mines are worked to 
great advantage. In Yorklhire likewewiic 
m tbe dilbddh of Clereland, Holderocf^ 
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and Craven. In this laft diflriA are two 
of the higheft hills in England 5 the one 
named Wamfide, the other Tngleborough. 
The principal rivers are the Oufe, Don> 
Dcru'cnt, Caldcr, Aire, Warf, Nidd. Ure, 
antj Hull, all which terminate in the Hum- 
ber, which falls into the German Ocean, 
between Yorkfliire and Lincolnfhire. 

York, a to^^m of Pennfylvania, capita! 
of a county of the fame name. It is 88 
miles W of Philadelphia. Lon. 76 43 W, 
lat.

York, a town of the United States in N 
America. It is 75 miles NNE of Boilon. 
Lon. 70 40 W, lat. 4^ 7 N. 

York, New, one of the United States 
of America, bounded on the SE by the 
Atlantic Ocean ; on the £ by Conne(^tcut, 
IVlalTarhuiets, and Vermont ; on the Nby 
the 4^® ot lat. which divides it from 
Canada ; on the NW by the river St. I^w- 
rcnce, and the lakes Ontario and Erie ; and 
on the SW and S by Pennfylvania and 
New Jerfc}^ It is 3 ^ o miles long and 300 
broad, and is divided into 1 3 counties, con- 
taining 44 jOoo fquare miles. New York, 
in general, is interfedlcd by ridges of 
mountains ninning in a NE and S W direc- 
tion. Beyond the Allegany mountains, 
however, the country is cyiite level, of a 
fine rich foil, covered in its natural flatc, 
with various kinds ot trees. Ea'll of the 
Allegany mountains, the counti^^ is broken 
into liills w'ith rich intervening vallies. 
The hills are clothed thick with timber, 
and when cleared afford fine pailui*e. The 
vallies, when cultivated, produce wheat, 
hemp, Indian com, &c. The hills are 
covered in various parts of the ftate, with 
fevcral kinds of oak, fuch as white, red, 
yellow, black and chefnut oak. Befides 
thefe is the fumach, w'hich hears duffers of 
red berries ; the Indians chew the leaves 
inffead of tobacco; the berries are ufed 
in dyes. Of the commodities produced 
from culture, W'heat is the flaplc, of which 
immenfe quantities are raifed, and export- 
ed. Indian coin and peas are likewile 
raifed for exportation ; and ry*e, oats, bar- 
ley, &c. for home confumptlon. In feme 
parts of the Hate large dairies are kept, 
which fumifh for the market butter and 
cheefe. The befl lands in this ftate, 
which lie along the Mohawks river, and 
W of the Allegany mountains, arc yet in a 
ftate of nature, or arc juft beginning to be 
fettled. This ftate abounds with fcveral 
ftne rix'ers and lakes. 

York, New, a city of the United 
States, capital of a ftate of the fame 
name ; and fo long as it continues to be 
the feat of ^tbe general govenunent, muft 


be confidered as capital ofthe United Stat^/ 
It ftands on the SW point of an ifland, at 
the confluence of the Hudfon and E River. 
The principal part of the city lies on the E 
fide of the ifland, although the buildings 
extend from one river to the other. The 
length of the city on E river is a 1 >out tw^o 
miles, but falls much fhort of that diitance 
on the banks of the Hudfon. Its breadth, 
on an average, is nearly three-fourths of a 
mile ; and its circumference may be four 
miles. The fltuation of the city is both 
healthy and pleOlant. Surrounded on all 
tides by water, it is refreihed w ith cool 
breezes in fummer, and the air in vrinter is 
more temperate than in other places under 
the fame parallel. York ifland is 15 miles 
in length, and hanlly i in breadth. It is 
joined to the main by a bridge called 
King’s Bridge. The channels between 
Long and Staten iflands, and between 
Long and York iflands are fo narrow as to 
oc( afion an unufual rapidity of the tides, 
which is increaled by the confluence of the 
waters of the Hudfon and E River. This 
rapidity in general prevents the ohftru£lion 
of the channel by' ice, fo tiiat the naviga- 
tion is clear, except for a few days in fej-* 
fons w'hen the w'eather is uncommonly 
feverc. There is no bafon or bay for the 
recej^tion of fliips, but the road where they 
lie in E River is defended from the violence 
of the fca by the iflands which interlock 
wdth each other ; fo that except that of 
Rhode Ifland, the harbour of New-York, 
which admits ihips of any Inirden, is the 
beft in the United States. Tlic number of 
inhabitants, in 1786 was 23,614. New 
York is 97 miles N£ of Philadelphia. Lon.

York River, a river of the United 
States of N Amei ica, m Virginia, formed 
by the confluence of the Pamunky and 
Mattapony, 30 miles above York Towti, 
below which place it enters Chtlapeak 
Bay. 

York Town, a town of the United 
States of N America, in Vu-guiia, fltuate 
on the S fide of York River. It has 
the beft harbour in the ftate'for vcflels of 
the largeft fize, and is 13 miles £ of Wil- 
lianifburgh. 

Yo-tcheou-fou, a commercial city 
of China, in the province of Hou-quang, 
which ma^ be reckoned one of the wealth- 
ieft cities m China. Its diftridf contains 
one city of the fecond, and feven of the 
third clafs ; and it is feated on the Yang- 
tfe-kiang, 275 miles SW of Nan-king. 

Youohall, a town of Ireland, in the 
county of Cork, and province of Munfter» 
It is furrounded by walls^ has a very coxa* 
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modious haxitour, with a well-dtfeniled 
quay, and fends two members to parlia- 
ment. It has a manuiadlure of earthen 
ware, and is feated on the fide of a lull, at 
the mouth of the river Black water, a8 miles 
E by N of Cork. Lon. 47 5 W, lat. 51 
59 N. 

Ypres, a large city of Flanders, with 
a hilhop's fee. It has a confiderable manu- 
fadlure of cloth -and forges ; and every 
year in lent there is a well frequented 
fair. It was one of the barrier towns 
belonging to the Dutch, till 1781, when 
they were obliged by the emperor to with- 
draw their garmon. The French took this 
town in 1794- It is featedon the Yperlee, 
la miles W of Courtray, 15 MW ot Liilc, 
and 130 N of Paris, tioa. % 48 £, lat.

In the courie of 
its navigation a great numlier of locks are 
found, ^\hich the want ot water fufiicient to 
carry large barks has rendered necefiary. 
The obliaclts which nature oppoled to the 
execution of this magnificent work, the 
ftrong and long dikes by which it is con- 
tained, its banks decorated and otten lined 
with cut ilonc the ingenious mechaiulm of 
its locks, all tender it an objeeft of admi- 
ration to the Euiopean traveller.

'1 his province is reckoned one of 
the moil fertile and opulent 111 China ; its 
inhabitants arc brave, robuit, affable and 
iond ut the kicnces, \»hich they cultivate 
with fucctfs ; Its rivers, gold, copper and 
tin-mines ; its amber, rubies, tappliires, 
agatc*s, pearls, prc'cious ftoncs, inarblct 
muJk, lilk, elephants, horfes, gums, medi- 
cinal plants and linen have piocured it a 
reputation which renders it reipcdable to 
the Cbiucfc. Its commerce is immenfe, at 
well as Its riches, wbidi are laid to be inex* 
haiiftiblc. 

Yun-nan-fou, the capital of the pro- 
vince of Yun-nan, in China, once remark- 
able for Its extent and the beauty of its pub- 
lic buildings, all w'hicli have beendeliroyed 
by the 'I'artars, in their different uivafions.

ZiA, an illajid of the Afchipelago, one 
of the Cyclades* to the SW ot Negropont. 
It is X5 miles long and 8^ broad, and well 
culuvalcd. It abounds in barley, wine, 
and filk ; alfo a fine fort of oak, wliofe 
fruit, called Viliam, is the bell trading 
commodity of the illand, and of which 
they fell vail quantities m a year, it bcuig 
ufed by dyers and tanners. The principal 
town is of the lame name, and feated on 
an eminence, 30 miles Irom the harbour* 
at the farther end of a dilagreeable valley. 
It refembles an amphitheatre, and contains 
about 2500 houfcK, ail flat at the top. It 
belongs to the Turks* but moll of the in- 
habitants arc Greeks, and they have a 
bilhop who rclidcs at Zia. 

Zibet, a territory in Arabia Felix, ex- 
tending from the nrmcipality of Mecca to 
that of Mocha, bcihg bounded on the E by 
the principality of Tehama, and on the W 
bylheRcdSca. The Turks former- 

ly mailers of this country, but it now be- 
longs to an Arabian prince.

Ziriczfe; a ftrong to^m of tbe United 
Provinces, in Zealand, and the principal 
of tbe iHe of Schowen, 12 miles N£ of 
Middlrburg, and 18 SW of Briel. Lon. 
4 10 F, lat. 51 36 N. 

ZiTTAW, a fortified town of Germany, 
in Lufatla, fubjedt to tbe eledlor of Sax- 
ony. It is a bandfome place and furround- 
ed with a ik^II, and has ditr|ies and baf- 
tions. Bffides the fuburbs and bandfome 
gardens that furround it on all tides, there 
arc a number of fine villages that depend 
thereon. The principal bufmefs of the in- 
habitants is brewing beer ; but there are 
above xoo ( lothiers, and in the neighbour- 
ing villages above 1000 weavers. Its mer- 
chants trade with thofe of Prague and 
Leipftc, and extend their commerce as far 
as Holland. The cathedral has three 
organs and two high Itceples. Near it is 
a coliege, where the languages, dra^^nng, 
and other arts, are taught gratis. Joining 
to the cloiilers is a library, the finelt in all 
Lulatia ; and at a fmall difiance from it, 
is the orphan houfe. It was pillaged by 
(!he Aufiriansin 1757. feated on the 
Neifle, 17 miles SW of Gorlitz, and 25 
SK of Drefdtn. Lon. 15 5 £, lat. 50 59 
N. 

Znaim, a flrong town of Germany, Iq 
M oravia, ^ illi a cailie, in which are a great 
many pagan antiquities. It is feated on 
the river Teya, 24 miles SW of Brlim, 
and 32 N of Vienna. Lon. 16 40 £, lat. 
48 38 N. 

ZoARA, a fortified town on the coaft 
of Barbar)’’, w'itli a good liarbour^ 60 
mijes W of Tripoli. Lon. it 55 E, lat.

Zx^BLiTZ, a town of Germany in the 
circle of Upper Saxony ; the chief fiibilil- 
ence of the inhabitants is working the fer- 
pent ftone, which is found in the neigh- 
bourhood, into tea and coffee cup8,&c. A 
red fpecies of this flone is alfo found here, 
which is conlidered as the finelt, and there- 
fore claimed by Ae fovereign as his pro- 
perty. It is 17 miles SofFreyburg, 

ZoFFiNGfiN, a town of Swificrland, in 
the canton of Bern, wih an elegant 
church, and a publu library, containing 
feveral curious manuferipts. It is feated 
near a large foreA, which contains the 
beft pine-trees in all SwifTcrlaud, three 
miles from Arburg. Lon. 7 6 £, lat. 
4JS N. 

ZoLNOCK, a tovim in Upper Hungary, 
capital of a county of the fi^ name. .It 


was taken by the Tmks in ISSA* and re- 
taken in X685. u feated on the TeyiTe, 
where the Sagelia falls into it, 6a miles K£ 
of Colocza, and 62 £ of Buda. Lon. 20 
50 £, lat. 47 10 N. 

ZoRNDORF, a village of Germany, in 
the new marche of Brandenburg, famous 
for a battle between the king m Pruflia, 
and the Ruffians. 

ZouT Pan, a curious fait lake in the 
country of the Hottentots, fituated a few 
miles N of Point Padron. It is a plain, 
much above the level of the fea, and be- 
tween three and four miles in circumfe- 
rence. At fome feafons of the year, it is 
formed into an entire inafs of fine white 
fait, which has a very fhiking appearance. 
It was vifted in December 1778, by lieute- 
nant Paterfon, who found, that a fhort 
time before his arrival, the middle part of 
it had been diflblved by tbe heavy rains, 
but that round the fides was a hard cruft of 
fait exatSlly refembling ice. 

Zui CL A, a town of Africa, in Fezzan, 
fituated ill a difbicfl of remarkable fertility il 
in which the remnants of ancient buildings, 
the number and lize of the cifiems, and tlie 
conflru<ftion of the vaulted caves, intended 
perhaps as repofitoriesof com, exliibit fuch 
veftiges of ancient fplenduur, as will pro- 
bably attraift and highly reward tlie atten^ 
tion of future travellers. It is 140 miles E 
of Moorzook. Lon. 16 34 >7 

59 N. 

ZuG, a fmall canton of SwifTerland, 
bounded on the £ and N by that of Zuric, 
on the W by that of Lucem and the Free 
IVovinccB, and on the S by that of 
Schweitz. It is rich in pafiuragc, has 
plenty of various kinds of ftone fruit, as 
well as walnuts and cheftnuts ; and its 
M'ine is of a very acid flavour. The inha- 
bitants are Roman catholics, and the 
government is dcmoiTatic. Hie inhabitants 
of this canton^ and efpecially of the town of 
Zug, have fomew'hat more influence, and 
enjoy a greater Ihare in the adminiftration 
of aFaxrs, than thofe of the capital burghii 
in the five other democratical cantons. 

ZuG^ a tovTi of Swificrland, capital of 
a canton of the fame naftie, and the only 
w'alled town of all the popular ones, ftands 
delightfully upon the edge of a beautiful 
lake, in a tertiie valley, abounding in com, 
pallure-ground, and huit-trees. In 1435, 
a ftreet W'hich was on the fide of the lake, 
was fwallowed up. Hicrc are feveral 
bandfome churches, and a good townhoufe. 
Zug is 12 miles N£ of Lucem, azd 42 S£ 
of Balil. Lon» 8 16 £, lat. 47 zo N. 
Zuider-Zee, a great bgy of the Gcr- 
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|Kian Oceany which extends from S to N 
in the United Provinces, lit tween Frief- 
land, OreryiTel, Gueideriand, and Hol- 
land. 

ZuLPHA, a town of Pci'Ga, alnoft 
dole to IfpahaB, to which it is a fort of 
fuburb, aiil feparated from it by the 
river Sanderou. It is peopled by a co- 
lony of Armenians, who were brought 
into PerGa by Shah Abbas. It is an arch# 
bilhop’s fee, and contains feveral churches 
and monaftcries. 

ZuLPicH, or ZuLCH, a town of Ger- 
many, in the duchy of Juliers, belonging 
to the archbilhop of Cologne. It is i'eat- 
ed on the NalTel, lo miles S of Juliers, and 
10 W of Bonn. Lon. 6 40 Li, lat. 50 
46 N. 

ZuRic, a canton of Swiflerland, 50 
miles long and 30 broad ; bounded on 
the N by the Rhine, which feparates it 
from the canton of SchaufTliaulcn, on the 
S by that * of Schwcitz, on the 5 by 
Thurgaw and the county of Tocken- 
burg, and on the W by the canton of 
Zug and the Free Provinces. Zuric was 
formerly an imperial city, and oblaiiKtl 
fiom the emperor Frederic 11 . very coufi- 
dcrable privileges j whu h were acknow- 
ledged and augmented by Icveral ot h's 
fuccelTora. Ihc civil war U tween the 
inagiflratcs and the t>copIe, in 17351 m as 
very near reducing the city to nuns ; but 
the former being bauifbed, the citizen^, m 
1337, eflablilhcd a new form of govern- 
ment, w hich w*as c'Ciifirmed b) the empe- 
ror Louis 01 Bavaria. 1 he e.Mles, after fe- 
veral iruitlefs attempts, wci e at length re- 
admitted ; but it being diUoverefl that 
they had enc^^ged in .1 conlpiracy againlt 
the citizens, they \^crc‘ all of them put to 
death. In coidequcnce ot this tranfai^ion, 
the nobles in the ntighbouibood took up 
arms agaiull tne town : the latter, aiur 
having applied mcffcAually for afliifanre 
to the emperor Charles IV, entered into an 
alliance w'ith the lour cjntons, Lucern, 
Uri, Schucitz, and Underwaldcjif and was 
admitted a member ot their confederacy. 
This event happened in the year 1351. 
The four cantons yielded the pre-eminciKC 
to Zuriv. ; w'hich privilege it enjoys at pit - 
fent ; being the lali canton in rank, and 
the melt conlidcrahle in extent both of 
territory and power next to Berne. 'J his 
canton, in i784> (-oiirained 174,57a fouls, 
including 10,500 m the capital. It 
abounds in wine and excelii.nl paAure ; but 
as there is not a iuiiA'.icnt lunply of coin, 
for inter.or coniuniption, the deficiency is 
chiefly fupplicd from Suabia. The love- 


reign power refides cxcluCvcly in the bnr- 
gelfes of the town, coufiiling ol about aooo, 
which are divided into 13 Irilies. The 
legillative authority is veiled by the 
burghers in the fovereign council of ao6 
members draw'n from the 13 tribes. 
This conncil coinpnfcs the Senate, or 
Little Council (compc>fed of 50 members, 
including the tw'O bipgomallers) which 
has a jurifdidlion in all civil and criminal 
caufes. The burghers, moreover, enjoy 
the foie right of commerce ; all ItrangcTS, 
and even fubjedts, being excluded from 
purchaiing wrought manufadlurcs in any 
part oi the canton. 

Zuric, a confiderable city of SwiiTcr- 
land, capital of a canton of the fame name. 
It Hands at the N eud of lake Zuric, and 
occupies both fides of the raj^d and tran- 
iparent Liiximat, which illucs from that 
lake, , and divides the town into two une- 
qual parts, wdilcli commupiLate by tlirce 
hridgis. It was fornitilv an impel ul 
city, and is one ot the belt built in this 
countiy, blit the llreets aie iiairow, and 
the houUs high. The cathedral was 
ioiinded liy Charlemagne, and is adorned 
with a llatue ot that emperor. Zuric 
w'as the firll town m S^^’ilfcTland that 
feparated from tlie church of Koine, be- 
ing converted by the arguments of Zuiii- 
ghus. The two divifions of Zuric are 
called the Old Town and the Suburbs. 
7 'he former is furrouijded by the fame" 
battlements and towers that exiifed in the 
13th century ; the latter are ilrcngtliened 
iiy foitihcatioub in the modern itylc. 
7 'he arlc nal is well fupplied with cannon 
aud ammunition, and contaiitb mulqueta 
lor 30,000 men. Here arc ieveral ma- 
nufadtures; parDculaiiy mulhnsi cottons, 
liurns, and filk handkerchiefs. Zurii. 
is 35 miles SVV of Coiifluice, 40 SE of 
lUflc, and 55 N£ of Bun. Lun. 8 30 E, 
lat. 47 20 N. 

Zuric, a lake of Swiflerland, near 
10 leagues in length, and one in breudtJi. 
In the VKiuity of Zuric, the edges of the 
lake aie fkuled with a continiuJ range of 
Villas, which being intenmxwd among vine- 
3’ards and pailurc grounds, produce a 
moll pkafing tiled. 'I’he adjacent coun- 
try is finely cultivated and well peopled ; 
aud the louihcm prurt ol tJic lake appears 
at lomc little dillaiicc bouiidt'd with the* 
high Itupcndous mountains of Sclmutz and 
Oianib : ilic feenery all togetlacr is jndiv- 
refque, lively, and divtrfihcd. 1 he river 
Limmat runs through the Vvhole length of 
this lake to the city of Zuric. 

ZVR^TA, a town of Spajn, in Old 
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tldlitey vrith a caftle^ feated on the Tajo^ 
■very near Toledo. Lon. ^ tj W, ht. 
50 N. ^ 

ZuRZACH, a town of Swiflerland, in 
the county oi' Badeuy feated on the Rhine. 

ZuTPHENi a ftrong and confiderable 
town of Put(^ Guelderlandy capital of a 
county of the fime name. It was taken^ 
in 16721 by the French, who reftored it 
in 1674. It is feated at the confluence of 
Berkcl and Yflel, nine miles S by £ of 
]Dervcnter,.and SS £ by S of Amitcrdam. 
Lon. 6 o F, lat. 52 10 N. 

ZuYST, a vSlage of the United Pro- 
irincca, five miles from Utrecht. The Mo* 
ravian brethren are employed here in va- 
tW9 kindt of manufadlure, and their work* 
'Aiaidhip far excells tliat of any other iiart 
ofHoli^d. 

Zwickau, a town of Germany, ifi the 
circle of Upper Saxony, formerly imperial, 
but now fubjcA to the ele< 5 tor of Saxony. 
The place where the inhabitants are buri^ 
28 in Voigtlaud ; and therefore it is com* 
snonly faid, that they are Mifnians while 
alive, but Voigtlanders after they are 
dead. Zwickau is feated on the Mul- 
daw, 15 miles S of Altenburg, and 20 
K£ of FLawen. Lon. 12 26 £, lat. 50 
45 N* 

ZwiNGLNBUKO, A towD of Germany, 
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in the landmvate of Ilefle Darmfta^t^ 
eight mHes S of Dannftadt, and Z2 N 
Worms. 

ZwoLL, a town of the United Pro- 
vinces, in Overyflcl, and in the dUirift of 
Zailant. It is defended by fome fortifi- 
cations ; and the canal, which 
near this place, and extends to the river 
YlTel, is defended by feveral forts. Near 
it is the mountain of St. Agnes, where 
^ere Was formerly an Augunin cobvent, 
in which Thomas Kempis lived 71 years, 
and died in 147 x. It was formerly an 
imperial and hanfeatic town, and is feated 
on an eminence, on the rivers Aa and 
YiTel, five miles S of HafTelt, and eight 
S£ of Campen. Lon. 6 10 £, lat. 52 
33 N. 

Zygeth, a ftrong town of Lo-wer 
Hungary, capital of a county of the fame 
name, with a citadel. It was befieged, m 
1566, by Solyman Hi emperor of the 
Turks, and taken three days after his 
death ; but w^as afterward retaken by the 
Aufirians. It is feated in a morals, made 
by the river Alma, 50 miles N VV of Efleck/ 
lion. 18 58 £, lat. 46 17 N. 

Zytomierz, a town of Poland, in 
Volhinia, feated on the Ciecirief, 70 miles 
W of Kiof, and 120 £ of Lucko. Lon. 29 
22 £, lat. 50 3iS 
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
